UHLBMBYBB. 


In  this  day  of  race  suicide  agitation  it  becomes  the  especial  duty  of 
the  general  practitioner  to  see  that  the  babies  are  given  the  best  possible 
chance  of  living  and  developing  a  sound  mind  in  a  sound  body.  So  with 
this  in  view  I  will  endeavor  to  recall  to  yonr  minds  a  few  points  which, 
though  not  new.  may  have  been  overlooked. 

At  times  I  may  seem  to  wander  from  infants  to  their  parents,  but  you 
will  remember  that  Dr.  Oliver  Wendell  Holmes  said,  when  asked  when 
to  begin  the  training  of  children,  "Begin  with  the  grandparents. "  So 
you  see  I  will  still  be  within  bounds. 

The  first  point  I  wish   to  emphasize   is,   that   babies  ought  not  to  be  . 
confined  to  the  bouse  entirely,    no   matter  how  well  ventilated  it  may  he. 
They  should  be  taken  for  an  airing  every  day   except  the  most  miserable, 
damp,  cold  weather.     That  does  not  except  dry,  cold  weather. 

Only  too  often  do  we  see  babes  who  have  been  confined  to  the  house 
all  winter  with  a  mean  temperature  of  over  80"  F.  and  yet  the  mother 
can  not  understand  how  it  contracted  a  cold. 

It  is  logical  to  suppose  that  these  hothouse  babes  cannot  have  the 
vitality  nor  the  resisting  power  that  the  babe  has,  who  has  been  exposed 
to  the  inclemencies  of  the  weather.  How  do  you  suppose  the  reactionary 
powers  can  develop  without  being  called  upon  to  exercise  their  function? 
We  know  that  by  use  of  any  organ  or  function  we  can  develop  it,  just  so 
with  the  reactionary  powers  of  the  system;  it  can  only  be  made  elastic 
by  exercise. 

Again,  who  would  dare  to  expose  one  of  these  hot  house  babes  to  the 
open  air,  as  the  new  treatment  of  pneumonia  advocated.  The  first  blast 
of  cold  air  would  extinguish   the   little  spark  of  life.     Undoubtedly,  the

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babes  selected  for  this  form  of  treatment  were  taken  from  the  poorer 
classes  where  they  faad  been  accustomed  to  all  sorts  of  weather;  and 
therefore  the  exhilarating  action  of  cold  air  acted  as  a  stimulant  and  hence 
its  beneficial  effect. 

We  all  grant  the  ef&cacy  of  the  open  air  treatment  for  tuberculosis. 
Yet,  as  prophylaxis  is  now  considered  superior  to  curative  treatment, 
would  it  not  be  better  to  develop  the  system  against  the  tubercular  ten- 
dency? And  what  develops  the  chest  more  and  makes  the  lungs  healthier 
than  the  inhalation  of  fresh  air,  especially  the  bracing  cold  air. 

Bibies.  as  a  rule,  are  dressed  too  warm,  both  in  summer  as  well  as  in 
winter.  A  babe  ought  not  to  be  dressed  or  covered  enough  in  winter  to 
cause  it  to  perspire  perceptibly  or  make  it  restless  during  sleep.  This 
can  usually  be  prevented  by  keeping  the  temperature  of  the  sleeping  room 
between  60"  and  65"  F.  Que  of  my  most  rigid  instructions  to  mothers 
-  is  that  they  must  have  a  wall  thermometer  and  watch  the  temperature  of 
the  room.  The  great  tendency  is  to  have  the  room  too  hot.  The  tem- 
perature of  the  living  room  should  never  be  below  65"  nor  over  75°  F,, 
except  while  bathing  the  child.  Of  course,  if  the  child  is  sick,  we  must 
then  raise  the  temperature  of  the  room  to  about  70",  but  cover  it  lightly 
if  it  has  a  fever.  I  have  always  held  that  most  of  the  untoward  symp- 
toms accompanying  high  temperatures,  i.e.,  delirium  and  convulsions 
were  due  too  much  cover  wbich'prevented  the  free  emanation  of  heat.thus 
increasing  the  fever.  Whereas,  if  they  are  only  covered  with  a  sheet 
which  allows  the  heat  to  pass  through  readily,  the  symptoms  subside.and 
the  patient  feels  better.  This  is  contrary  to  the  belief  of  the  laity  as  they 
think  they  must  cover  to  prevent  catching  cold,  though  we  know  that  i» 
not  likely,  when  the  skin  is  dry. 

In  the  summer  time,  the  baby  ought  to  be  dressed  coot  enough  not  to- 
produce  heat. 

As  proof  of  the  fact  that  we,  as  a  rule,  wear  too  much  clothing  we 
have  but  to  observe  that  the  European  peasantry,  seldom  if  ever,  wear 
any  underclothing,  and  yet,  we  can  not  but  envy  them  their  rosy  cheeks 
and  robust  constitutions.  The  aboriginal  American  Indian  is  another  ex- 
ample of  little  or  no  clothing  and  yet  their  hardihood  is  proverbial.  This 
is  best  explained  by  the  experience  of  a  fur  muffled  tenderfoot  who,  no- 
ticing that  the  Indian  was  protected  from  the  cold  by  only  a  robe  thrown 
over  his  shoulders,  asked  why  he  did  not  cover  bis  entire  body.  To  this 
the  Indian  replied,  by  asking  why  be  did  not  cover  bis  face,  to  which  the 
tenderfoot  answered  that  his  face  was  accustomed  to  cold.  Then  the  In* 
dian  laconically  replied,  "Me  all  face." 

Too  many  clothes,  on  the  other  hand,  instead  of  preventing  one  from 
catching  cold,  predispose  one  to  more  easily  catch  cold,  which  you  can  alt 
prove  to  your  own  satisfaction,  by  wearing  a  muffler  around  your  neck  or 
8  chest  protector  and  then  forgetting  to  wear  it  one  day. 

The  so-called  walking  chair  is  a  boon  to  tired  mothers  as  well  as  > 
relief  to  too  much  handled  babies.    This  macbit^^  allows  the  baby  not 
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only  the  utmost  freedom  bat  keeps  it  off  the  draughty  floor,  protects  it 
from  hurting  itself,  at  the  same  time,  allowing  it  to  develop  its  lower 
limfcis  for  walking.  It  has  a  great  many  points  in  -its  favor  without  any 
faults  so  far  as  I  can  understand  except  it  be  to  rickety  children.  The 
mother  and  babe  both  prefer  it  to  any  other  contrivance  for  babies  as  the 
cradle  or  go-cart. 

Another  thing,  allow  babies  to  play  in  the  dtrt  and  sand.  It  will  not 
hnrt  them  to  even  eat  some  of  it.  Do  not  punish  a  baby,  especially  if  it 
is  a  boy,  by  making  bim  keep  his  clothes  immaculately  clean.  The  dirty 
babies  are  the  healthiest. 

The  one  thing  of  all  things  that  makes  and  keeps  a  baby  healthy,  is 
regularity  in  everything,  i.  e.,  regular  time  to  eat,  sleep,  bathe,  play,  to 
eracnate  the  bowels,  etc. 

If  you  do  not  teach  a  baby  to  be  rocked,  it  will  not  expect  it.  Just 
so  with  handling,  coddling,  patting  and  all  other  troublesome  habits. 
Laying  the  hand  on  tbe  baby  lightly  is  usually  sufBctent  to  convince  the 
baby  of  a  protector's  presence  and  it  usually  quiets  down  and  sleeps. 

Just  so  with  eating  candy.  It  will  never  cry  for  it  if  it  has  never 
tasted  it.  Do  not  teach  the  baby  bad  babits,  unless  you  will  be  satisfied 
with  them  in  after  life.

THE  SUSCEPTIBIUTT  OF  TBE  CELLUUI  STIUCTUIE  TO  PATBOIOOIC  IHPltJEKCE.*

There  was  a  time  in  the  history  of  medicine  when  a  battle  royal  was 
waged  between  voodooism,  necromancy,  charlatanism,  guess -work  and 
a  corporal's  guard  of  scientific  accuracy;  and  whether  that  time  was  iti' 
times  past  or  at  the  present  time,  and  as  to  which  has  won,  I  leave  for 
yon  to  determine  through  your  own  observation  and  experience. 

But  whatever  may  be  your  verdict,  I  cannot  resist  the  temptation  to 
contend  that  we  now  see  frequently  stragglers  from  all  these  camps  crying 
for  recognition — and  getting  it.  Or,  if  you  please,  medicine  has  been, 
and  is  merely  cursed  by  an  excessive  indulgence  in  the  two  extremes, 
mysticism  and  mateiialism.  And  whether  one  or  the  pther  be  in  the 
ascendancy  matters  but  little  since  neither  requires  an  intensity  of  cere- 
bration, and  since  also  their  practical  results  do  not  differ  greatly  enough 
to  excite  partiality  for  the  one  or  the  other. 

However  if  we  will  but  substitute  for  mysticism  vital  activity,  and

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then  place  matter  in  its  proper  relationship  to  this  vital  activity,  we  will 
be  ready  to  beKin  the  study  of  how  to  study  medicine. 

We  have  been  t61d  that  "the  proper  study  of  maukiod  is  man, "'and 
it  may  be  added  that  the  proper  study  of  medicine — is  man. 

■  Man  is  a  combination  of  vital  activity  and  cellular  structure — the 
former  constituent  in  his  makeup,  finding  the  latter  convenient  for  its  ex- 
pression; the  latter  finding  the  former  quite  necessary  to  its  structural 
existence. 

The  vital  activity  mayand  does  exist  regardless  of  a  cellular  struc- 
ture ;  the  cellular  structure  cannot  and  does  not  exist  except  as  it  is  in 
juxtaposition  with  the  vital  activity, 

As  the  vital  activity  is  normal  or  abnormal  in  its  expression,  so  the 
cellular  structure  becomes  normal  or  abnonnal. 

Normal  vital  activity  is  physiology.  Pathology  is  that  condition  of 
the  vital  activity  which  prevents"  its  normal  expression. 

Normal  cellular  strudture  in  man  is  physiologic  anatomy;  while  ab- 
normal cellular  structure  (except  trauma)  ts  pathologic  anatomy. 

Normal  vital  activity  (physiology)  always  produces  normal  cellular 
structure,  or  healthy  tissue  so-called. 

Abnormal  vital  activity  (pathology)  always  produces  abnormal  cellu- 
lar structure,  or  diseased  tissue,  so-called. 

Hence,  abnormal  cellular  tissue  means  always  that  the  vital  activity 
(life  force)  was  unable  to  produce  it  as  normal  tissue,  and  on  the  other 
hand,  normal  tissue  means  always  that  the  life  force  that  produced  it  is 
normal.  Then  the  susceptibility  of  the  cellular  structure  to  pathologic 
influence  rests  not  with  the  cellular  structure,  but  rather  with  the  vital 
force  upon  which  it  is  dependent  for  existence  and  resistance.  Therefore 
it  necessarily  follows  that  disease  invasion  and  manifestation  must  always 
be  from  the  vital  to  the  cellular,  and  hence,  for  instance,  if  bacteria  pro- 
duced disease,  they  must  accomplish  their  purpose  in  this  order,  for  If 
they  did  not  perform  according  to  this  program,  they  would  be  able  to 
produce  typhoid  or  diphtheria  or  fits  in  so  called  dead  men.  Probably, 
however,  all  that  the  bacteria  do  for  the  dead  men  is  to  carry  away  dead 
tissue,  and  I  entertain  a  very  strong  suspicion  that  is  exactly  what 
they  do  to  the  live  man,  for  to  do  more  than  this  they  must  reverse  the 
great  laws  of  creation,  in  that  they  would  give  superiority  to  the  cell  over 
the  life-force,  upon  which  lifeforce  the  cell  is  wholly  dependent.  That 
system  of  medicine  then,  that  shall  fit  itself  to  the  universal  law  instead 
of  attempting  to  reverse  the  universal  law  to  fit  itself,  and  that  shall 
exchange  its  taint  of  necromancy  and  its  carking  materialism  for  an  intel- 
ligent conception  of  the  relationship  existing  between  life-force  and  phys- 
ical structure,  and  the  further  relationship  of  therapeutic  measures  there- 
unto, that  system  shall  add  immeasurably  to  the  sum  total  of  medical 
progress,  for  it  shall  have  taken  a  stand  so  rational  that  it  will  be  safe 
from  the  attacks  of  all  the  antagonistic  forces  that  are  or  are  yet  to  come.

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TWIH  ABORTION  FIOH  A  DOUBLE  UTEIUS.

Mrs.  D.,  age  24  years.  Married  five  years.  Before  marriage  tren- 
straatioB  regular  in  time  and  quantity.  Has  given  birth  to  three  living 
children,  the  youngest  IS  months  old.  The  flow  was  excessive  after  the 
confinement.  Although  baby  was  nourished  from  breast  patient  men- 
struated for  four  days  in  the  seventh  week  and  each  following  without 
iDtemiption.  About  the  seventh  month  she  complained  of  general  ill 
health,  with  distress  in  the  stomach;  there  was  little  improvement  until  the 
29th  of  March  when  during  the  second  day  of  menstruation  rapid  labor  pain 
came  on  and  a  foetus  of  four  or  five  inches  was  expelled.  Baby  now  weaned 
and  again  the  lochial  discharge  excessive.  Menstruation  took  place  in 
May  and  June.  July  was  two  weeks  late,  commencing  the  second  week 
in  August.  Two  days  normal,  then  pinkish  and  scant.  Again  becomes 
profuse  with  clots. 

On  the  22nd  of  August  she  came  to  my  ofBce.  Flow  slight,  pinkisli 
in  color;  complained  of  constant  distress  in  stomach,  had  a  severe  cold 
with  some  cough.  Could  eat  very  little.  Better  in  the  morning  when 
there  would  be  little  or  no  flow. 

I<ocal  examination:  Uterus  considerably  above  normal  size,  with 
definite  enlargement  anterior  and  posterior  to  cervix.  I  prescribed  for 
most  distressing  symptoms.  She  reported  in  one  week.  Cold  was  better, 
stomach  very  little  better,  flow  still  intermittent,  had  passed  several  pieces 
size  of  small  eggs  (she  did  not  think  they  were  blood  clots).  I  piesciibed 
Cahl.  and  Tril.  and  she  reported  in  five  days.  No  change  in  flow.  I  now 
prescribed  20  grs.  quinine  in  divided  doses.  The  next  day  the  flow 
stepped,  and  did  not  appear  again  for  four  weeks.  October  4th  first  day 
flow  normal.  Second  day  passed  clots  and  pieces;  these  she  saved  and 
eight  hours  after  I  was  called  to  the  house  as  she  had  a  hard  chill  that 
lasted  about  an  hour.  I  examined  the  pieces  passed;  one  appeared  as 
oval  mass  inclosed  in  membrane.  I  did  not  know  what  its  origin  was. 
The  Temp,  was  now  101*,  pulse  100.  Very  little  flow.  Local  examina- 
tion; Uterns  greatly  enlarged,  little  or  no  dilation  of  tbeos. 

At  8  4.  H,  Temp.  97>^'',  pulse  85  and  weak.  I  concluded  to  empty 
the  uterns.  Dr.  Willis  Voang  was  called  to  operate.  At  10  a.  h.  she 
began  to  be  chilly  again.  Chloroform  given  and  dilitation  of  the  os 
revealed  a  uterus  between  eight  and  nine  inches  in  depth  with  very  thin 
walls.  Its'content!  were  cnretted  out,  proving  to  be  twins  with  separate 
placenta.  The  uterus  was  divided  into  two  compartments  by  a  dividing 
wall  of  mucus  membrane  about  H  inch  thick,  extending  front  the  inter- 
nal OS  to  the  fundus. 

Both  fetuses  were  contained  in  one  compartment.     The  second  and 
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much  smaller  compartmeot  was  also  curretted  and  a  dicidna  vera  like  sub- 
stance  removed. 

Immediately  (ollowing  the  operation  a  second  chill  came  on,  or  more 
likely  it  was  but  a  coutinnation  of  the  one  present,  which  the  anaesthetic 
temporarily  suppressed.  The  fever  which  followed  reached  104  F.  and 
was  in  turn  followed  by  a  sweat.  Twenty  grains  of  Quinine  were  given 
in  five  grain  doses  and  the  patient  made  a  rapid  afebrile  recoveiy. 

Examination  with  a  uterine  sound  two  months  alter  the  operation 
confirmed  the  diagnosis  of  double  uterus.  Digital  examination  cculd  dis- 
close no  abnormality 
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(continued  ) 

Cise  XXVI  WIS  a  boy  three  years  old  living  on  Cott-age  Avenue, 
west  of  Nfarcus  who  became  ill  from  no  traceable  source  of  infection.  I 
WIS  called  to  see  him  after  another  physician  had  been  discharged  from 
the  case. 

When  I  first  saw  him  he  was  breathing  heavily  but  not  so  much  as  to 
cause  any  apprehension  or  alarm,  and  was  the  typical  picture  of  Spongia, 
which  I  gave  him  both  the  6x  and  30x  potency  in  alternation. 

Remembering  the  last  case,  I  got  antitoxine  as  soon  as  I  could,  some 
six  hours  later  and  gave  him  ISOO  units,  aud  confidently  expected  that  in 
view  of  the  apparent  lack  of  urgency  of  the  case,  the  obstructive  mem- 
brane would  be  dissolved  before  the  symptoms  became  too  urgent. 

But  to  my  great  surprise  and  horror  I  was  called  up  about  midnight 
that  night  and  told  that  the  boy  was  dead.  He  bad  been  apparently 
easier  in  breithing,  but  had  sat  up  in  bed  aud  grasping  at  his  throat  had 
fallen  over  dead.  My  opinion  of  that  case  is  that  a  piece  of  membratre 
had  become  detached  and  fallen  to  one  side  iu  the  trachea  which-caused 
pirtial  o:cliiiioa  and  ih;  erect  pjsition  had  been  suffi::ieut  to  make  the 
o^cluiiou  complete.     There  may  have  been  some  heart  failure  also. 

Case  XXVII  WIS  a  shortnecked  chubby  little  girl  aet  two  and  a-half 
years.  She  was  the  patient  of  Dr.  D,  R.  Overman  who  called  me  to  see 
her  in  consultation  and  while  breathing  with  considerable  impediment  we 
diia't  cjniider  opera»ive  interference  necessary  at  the  morning  visit,  but 
al  my  urgent  solicitation  the  doctor  agreed  with  me  to  giving  3,000  units 
of  antitoxine,  and  see  iu  what  condition  we  might  find  the  patient  in  the 
afternuon.  On  his  visit  at  about  six  o'clock  he  was  convinced  that  some- 
thing would  have  to  be  done  and  that  quickly  or  the  patient  would  succumb. 
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He  st>  telephaned  me  and  I  stopped  on  the  way  out  and  took  Dr.  E.  h. 
Perry  in  the  bug^y  with  me  and  the  three  of  us  succeeded  in  a  very  few 
mameats  in  relieving  the  distressing  symptoms  by  tracheotomy.  In 
order  to  feel  sure  of  the  ultimate  recovery  of  the  case  we  gave  an  addi- 
tional 1590  units  of  antitoxine  and  left  the  patient  to  the  nurse.  She  in 
turn  had  hec  troubles,  for  the  tube  would  fill  up  with  mucous  and  disinte- 
grated  membrane  and  threaten  to  choke  the  patient  until  she  was  in- 
structed to  instill  a  medicine  dropper  full  of  1  per  cent,  saline  solution 
into  the  trachea  whenever  it  seemed  to  get  dry  and  the  tube  to  Sll  up  so 
that  it  could  not  apparently  be  cleaned  out.  This  was  always  followed 
by  the  most  complete  relief  after  a  hard  spell  of  coaghing  during  which 
much  mucous  or  debris  would  be  expelled  through  the  tube.  This  pa- 
tient also  Was  kept  lying  flat  alt  the  time  during  her  convalescence  for  fear 
of  heart  failure,  but  made  a  splendid  recovery. 

XXVIII  case,  was  a  little  girl  on  Benton  St.  near  15th,  the  patient 
of  Dr.  H.  W.  Krueger  who  called  me  to  see  her  with  him,  with  a  view  to 
operative  measures  his  seemingly  well  directed  remedies  having  failed  to 
relieve. 

With  Dr.  Bronson,  one  of  the  Senior  students,  I  went  over  and 
attempted  intubation,  but  the  patient  was  so  unruly  and  the  symptoms  of 
asphyxiation  so  imminent  every  time  that  the  end  of  the  tube  would 
engage  in  the  rbymaglottis  that  I  abandoned  the  idea  of  intubation  for 
tracheotomy  which  was  easily  and  quickly  accomplished.  All  went 
well  with  this  patient  after  we  had  given  1000  units  of  antitoxine — much 
less  than  I  thought  proper,  but  I  could  not  persuade  the  Doctor  to 
give  a  greater  quantity,  be  holding  out  for  a  long  time  for  500  units.  On 
this  point  I  would  like  to  propose  the  axiom  that  it  is  very  easy  to  give 
too  little  antitoxine,  but  very  difGcult  if  not  practically  impossible  to  give 
too  much.  The  reason  for  this  stand  is  that  the  ability  to  pay  for  the 
drug  on  the  part  of  the  parents  is  the  greatest  limiting  factor.  But  besides 
that  is  the  well  known  fact  that  the  toxic  effect  of  the  toxines  increase  ten 
fold  every  twelve  hours.  So  that  in  order  to  neutralize  all  the  toxemia, 
the  quantity  of  antitoxine  must  be  greatly  in  excess  at  the  beginning. 

Case  XXIX  was  a  boy  10  years  old  who  had  been  treated  by  an  Allo- 
path for  three  days,  by  swabbing  out  the  throat  with  tinct.  Ferr.  Chlor. 
and  chlorate  of  potass  solution  with  the  effect  of  only  aggravating  the 
condition  of  the  throat.  The  membrane  extended  on  into  the  larynx  so 
that  respiration  became  greatly  embarrassed,  and  the  mother  becoming 
frightened,  called  Dr.  Overman  just  after  daylight  on  Monday  morning, 
and  as  soon  as  he  was  told  that  he  was  in  charge  of  the  case,  he  telephoned 
for  me  to  come  and  make  a  tracheotomy.  Losing  no  time  I  got  there  and 
had  the  operation  done  and  the  incidental  antitoxine  within  an  hour  from 
the  first  intimation  that  it  was  necessary.  After  the  tube  was  in  the 
trachea  for  one  day,  the  respiration  became  restricted  and  the  child  and 
family  became  uneasy  again  because  of  the  impediment.  On  seeing  the 
patient  and  bearing  the  sibilant  sound  coming  from  the  tube  I  was  con?     l 
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vinced  tbat  there  was -a  crust  or  plug  of  dried  mucous  at  the  end  of  the 
tube.  I  directed  the  nurse  to  prepare  sotue  1  per  cent,  salt  solution  in 
warm  water  and  with  an  ordinary  medicine  dropper  I  instilled  a  few  drops 
at  a  time  into  the  tube  until  fully  oue-balf  to  one  teaspoonful  had  been 
thrown  into  the  trachea.  In  a  few  moments  this  was  followed  by  violent 
coughing  and  which  expelled  through  the  tube  a  lot  of  thick  stringy 
mucous  and  disintegrating  membrane.  This  freed  the  breathing  of  its 
impediment  and  it  -^reat  along  quite  well  for  two  days  when  a  second 
attack  of  embarrassed  tube -breathing  came  about  when  I  directed  the 
nurse  to  take  the  entire  tube  out  and  instill  a  large  quantity  of  saline  into 
the  trachea  which  was  soon  followed  by  the  emission  of  what  they  declared 
to  be  a  tablespoonful  of  mucous  from  the  opening  into  the  trachea  and  the 
effort  of  coughing  expelled  a  large  chunk  of  pseudomembrane  from  the 
larynx  via  the  mouth  at  the  same  time.  This  was  the  last  bit  of  trouble 
that  the  patient  had,  and  on  the  fifth  day  the  tube  was  taken  out  of  the 
trachea  permanently  and  the  hole  left  allowed  to  close  itself,  as  is  my 
custom,  having  found  that  tt  is  an  automatic  regulator  of  the  rhymaglotis 
and  that  if  left  open  the  physician  is  nevei  summoned  in  a  hurry  to  open 
up  the  hole  which  he  had  closed  up  on  removing  the  tube.  It  closes 
itself  in  its  own  good  thne  and  everything  runs  smoothly  if  given  a 
chance  to  do  so. 

Those  who  are  opposed  to  antitoxtne  will  seize  this  case  as  an  oppor- 
tunity  to  demonstrate  that  it  produced  all  the  bad  after  effects,  bat  I  wish 
dissent  from  this,  as  I  have  found  atl  of  the  above  narrated  sequelae,  and 
anti  antitoxine  literature  is  full  of  instances  of  this  kind  where  no  serum 
had  been  or  could  have  been  administered  at  all.  It  is  beyond  question 
that  it  is  the  diphtheritic  toxine  in  the  blood  acting  on  the  nerve  centres 
and  renal  epithelia  which  cause  the  sequelae,  as  they  are  always  or  nearly 
always  found  in  those  cases  whrch  have  run  a  protracted  conrse  and  there 
the  infection  has  been  great.  And  on  the  contrary  when  antitoxine  is 
given  in  large  quantities  3,000  to  5,000  units  within  the  first  24  hours  of 
the  disease,  seqnela:  are  very  rare  if  not  entirely  absent. 

Remember  that  antitoxtne  cannot  be  given  too  soon  after  the  diagnosis 
is  made  or  even  suspected. 

Case  XXX  was  a  little  girl,  aet  6  years,  who  contracted  her  disease 
from  a  patient  of  mine  with  tonsillar  diphtheria.  After  some  five  days  of 
the  ordinary  course  without  satisfactory  improvement,  I  gave  1,500  units 
of  city  autitoxine.  The  next  day  there  arose  a  shrill,  hoarse  cronpy 
cough  and  things  were  very  threatening.  On  account  of  maternal  oppo- 
sition tracheotomy  was  not  done,  but  3,000  units  of  city  antitoxine  given 
instead.  Although  there  was  a  great  struggle  for  12  hours  more  the 
membrane  finally  dissolved  enough  to  admit  of  easy  breathing  without 
mechanical  interference.  The  case  was  one  of  mixed  infection  and  was 
followed  by  aphonia,  strabismus,  albuminnrea,  erethematous  rash,  con- 
vulsive cough  from  paralytic  faucial  sagging,  and  paralytic  lameness  of 
one  side  of  the  body — a  dismal  picture  to  be  sure,  but  when  it  is  said  that 
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she  recovered  entirely  from  all  these  within  two  years,  cue  is  glad  enough 
to  admit  that  he'd  rather  claim  a  post  diphtheritic  paralytic,  than  a  corpse 
any  time. 

SUMMARY. 

Total  cases  treated  30.  Recoveries  21,  deaths,  9.  Percentage  of 
recoveries  70  per  cent,  mortality  30  per  cent,  of  all  cases  treated. 

Casfes  treated  with  indicated  remedy  alone,  7:  recovered,  3;  died,  4; 
mortality  57  per  ceDt.-rTecoveries,  43  per  cent. 

Cases  treated  with  indicated  remedy  and  antitoxine  without  tracheot- 
ony  or  intubation,  4;  deaths,  2;  percentage  of  mortality  and  recoveries 
even.  Cases  treated  with  indicated  remedy,  antitoxine  and  tracheotomy, 
14.  Recoveries,  13;  death,  1;  percentage  of  recoveries  93.1  percent.; 
mortality  6.9  per  cent. 

CONCLUSIONS. 

I.  The  indicated  remedy  is  not  at  all  safiBcient  to  cure  all  cases, 
though  well  chosen  by  good  prescribers.  But  its  importance  must  not  be. 
underestimated  in  any  event. 

II.  The  indicated  remedy  and  antitoxine,  according  to  the  foregoing 
would  show  a  trifle  better  result,  so  that  the  indications  for  the  use  of 
antitoxine  are  favorable  even  in  this  limited  sense,  but  when  compared  to 
the  frightful  mortality  of  these  cases  in  old  school  hands  before  the  days 
of  antitoxine,  the  advantage  is  all  on  the  side  of  the  "indicated  remedy." 

III.  The  conclusion  is  inevitable,  from  my  experience,  that  if 
antitoxiue  is  administered  early  in  conjuDction  with  the  indicated  remedy 
and  in  large  quantities,  tracheotomy  will  be  avoided. 

IV.  The  indicated  remedy  and  antitoxine  are  better  combined  than 
either  alone,  the  former  stimulating  the  production  of  alexines  in  the 
system,  and  conserving  the  vital  energy  in  every  way;  the  latter  neutral- 
izing the  toxiues  already  formed,  orwbtch  may  be  formed  after  its  admin- 
istration. The  former  also  stimulates  or  promotes  the  normal  bacteriogical 
action  of  the  Vis  Medicatrix  and  the  bacilli  in  the  pseudomembranous 
patches  die  sooner  than  under  any  other  kind  of  treatment. 

V.  Mechanical  relief  of  a  mechanical  condition,  (occlusion  of  the 
rhyma  glotis),  coupted  with  medicinal  means  and  antitoxine  give  highly 
satisfactory,  if  not  to  say  ideal  results.  I  hereby  invite  comparison  with 
any  other  table  of  results  in  the  hands  of  any  body  with  any  treatment 
other  than  Homeopathic   combined  with  the  measures  cited  above. 

VI.  The  pathological  condition  in  laryngeal  diphtheria  and  mem- 
branous croup  is  one  and  the  same,  there  being  no  reasonable  or  probable 
ground  for  maintaining  the  old  notion  of  a  difference. 

VII.  The  difference  between  the  mortality  rate  of  old  school  treat- 
ment without  antitoxine  and  homeopathic  treatment  with  antitoxine  must 
show  the  decided  advantage  of  homeopathy.

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THE  HOHeOFATBIC  TREATMENT  OF  INFLAHMiTION  OF  THE  KIDNEYS. 


From  a  vtry  full  and  exhaustive  address  on  this  subject,  delivertd  at 
the  annual  meeting  of  the  Homeopathic  Central  Union  of  Geimany, 
on  August  10,  1906,  in  Munich,  we  excerpt  the  following,  as  the  whole 
article  is  too  long  for  our  pages: 

The  authoi-  is  not  satisfied  with  the  current  divisions  of  nephritis, 
as  they  run  into  one  another  too  much,  and,  therefore,  are  not  sufficiently 
distinctive.  He  prefers  to  distinguish  into:  1.  Diffuse  acute  nephritis; 
2.  Diffuse  chronic  parenchymatous  oephritis'end  diffuse  chronic  intersti- 
tial nephritis. 

Among  the  causes  he  enumerates,  nephritis  is  due  to  the  abuse  of 
alcohol,  then  also  the  nephritis  with  the  pregnant;  though  he  is  inclined 
to  consider  this  to  be  frequently  due  to  a  former  case  of  acute  nephritis 
imperfectly  cured.  He  also  adduces  the  (act  that  there  is  an  inherited 
tendency  to  nephritis.     As  to  the  diagnosis,  he  observes: 

Acute  uephtitis  is  usually  easily  discerned.  Eut  as  chronic  nephritis 
arises  usually  gradually,  independently  and  insidiously,  it  is  often  years 
before  it  is  recognized,  because  the  patient  does  not  consult  a  physician 
or  because  the  physician  does  not  always  examine  the  urine  unless  the 
symptoms  complained  of  point  directly  to  ntphiiiis.  I  nould  empha- 
size this  point,  because  a  number  of  homeopathic  patients  believe  that  it 
is  sufficient  if  the  physician  inquires  into  any  number  of  possible  symp- 
toms, and  because  I  also  know  that  there  are  still  some  homeopathic  phy- 
sicians who  do  not  consider  it  necessary  to  make  a  diagnosis  of  the  dis- 
ease, but  ate  satisfied  with  the  finding  of  the  similimum  corresponding  to 
the  subjective  troubles  of  the  patient.  Though  as  good  homeopathic 
physicians  we  must  endeavor  to  discover  the  suitable  remedy,  we  should 
not  omit  with  all  the  armory  we  have  gathered  at  the  university  to  make, 
as  far  as  possible,  a  diagnosis  of  the  disease,  so  as  to  be  able  to  foretell 
the  course  and  issue  of  the  disease  and  also  to  be  able  to  confer  intelli- 
gently wilh  the  representatives  of  the  prevailing  school. 

The  images  of  the  urine  which  dislingutsh  the  three  diffeic nt  kinds 
of  nephritis  as  to  the  quantity  of  urine,  the  specific  weight,  the  contents 
of  albumen  and  the  quality  of  the  sediment,  are,  of  course,  familiar  to 
all.  If,  besides,  this,  there  is  hypertrophy  of  the  heart  and  tension  of 
the  pulse  or  changes  in  the  retina  of  the  eye  the  diagnosing  of  chronic 
nephritis  will  not  be  difficult.  Though,  of  course,  there  may  be  mis- 
takes. Albumen  is,  indeed,  the  usual  sign  of  nephritis.  But  there  is  also 
a  secretion  of  albumen  without  any  inflammation  of  the  kidneys,  and 
there  are  inflammations  of  the  kidneys  without  albumen. 

.ovGooqIc 
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According  to  Leube,  there  are:  1.  Men  with  a  comparatively  loose 
filter  ID  the  kidneys,  who,  when  there  is  muscular  exertion,  or  wtaen  ihtjr 
are  much  on  their  feet>  or  are  copiously  supplied  with  nourishment  uoder 
pyschical  excitement  and  when  taking  cool  baths,  will  exciele  albumin. 
2.  We  also  find  individuals  who,  under  perfectly  uoimai  conditions, 
even  without  the  above-mentioned  factors  which  favor  the  excrelion  of 
albnmen,  will  discharge  albumen  in  their  urine — men  with  absolutely  per- 
vious reual  filters.  There  are  also  men  with  the  most  dense  renal  filter, 
which  on  that  account  have  at  no  time  any  albumin  in  their  urine 
Leube  acknowledges  no  morbid  image  of  physiological  albuminuria. 
The  albuminuria  of  puberty  he  views  as  a  consequence  of  perverse  forma- 
tion of  blood,  or  as  due  to  insufficiency  of  the  heart  with  those  who  ate 
growing  and  whose  puberty  is  premature  or  prott acted.  Thealbuminuiia 
of.  puberty  will  cure  itself.  The  use  of  the  term  cyclical  albuminuria 
,  ought,  according  to  this  investigation  to  cease. 

Also  other  inquirers  share  these  views ;  though  Senator  wains  against 
the  frequent  diagnosis  of  physiological  albuminuria,  as  in  a  more  pro- 
tracted examination  of  such  cases  we  frequently  discover  a  latent  neplirt- 
tis. 

Dr.  Sauer  prefers  Esbacb's  mode  of  determining  the  albumin,  but 
he  warns  against  giving  the  patient  Ksbach's  book,  as  he  does  not  think 
it  useful  for  the  patient  to  be  depres£ed  by  the  constant  consideration  of 
his  symptoms.  He  also  recommends  the  use  of  Acidum  sulfo'salicylitum, 
as  offering  a  delicate  test  and  one  that  may  more  easily  be  used  in  the 
house  of  the  patient.  The  best  time  for  securing  the  urine  to  be  tested  is 
at  12-4  o'clock  p.  M.  Though  it  may  be  advisable  to  examine  separately 
the  urine  discharged  at  night  and  that  discharged  during  the  day.  Where 
there  is  atrophy  of  the  kidneys,  the  quantity  discharged  at  night  will, 
under  similar  conditions,  be  greater  than  that  discharged  in'  daytime. 
Otherwise,  the  opposite  will  be  the  case. 

After  further  discussing  the  difBculty  of  diagnosing  cb'rontc  nephritis 
in  the  beginning  of  the  disease.  Dr.  Sauer  proceeds  to  the  therapeutics 
of  the  disease  and  says:  What  is  the  declaration  of  the  reigning 
school  as  to  the  medicinal  treatment  of  nephritis?  Leube  says: 
"There  is  no  medicine  which  acts  beneficially  on  infiammation  of  the 
kidneys.  All  the  remedies  recommended  against  this  disease  have  proved 
ineffective.  It  is  hardly  worth  while  to  mention  them  separately." 
Nevertheless,  in  otir  homeopathic  literature  we  find  single  cases  of  cures 
of  chronic  nephritis  from  the  use  of  chronic  nephritis  from  the  use  of 
Terebinikina,  CantharisoT  Calomel.  The  reigning  school  enumerates  as 
a  rational  treatment  of  infiammation  of  the  kidneys  physical  and  dietetic 
measures,  and  as  soon  as  the  diuresis  ceases  and  there  are  oedemas,  a 
puncture  of  these  cedemas  and  excitation  of  the  power  of  the  heart  through 
Casein,  Digitalis,  Diuretin,  Agurin,  etc.  For  the  sake  of  completeness 
I  will  mention  that  some  have  recommended  the  use  of  ice  applied  for  a 
length  of  time  in  acute  nephritis;  the  application  to  be  made  to  the  whole 
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region  of  the  kidneys;  so  also  splittinjr  open  the  capsule  of  tfae  kidneys 
in  order  to  remove  the  pressure,  so  also  in  chronic  nephritis,  especially 
when  oedetfia  appears, thc'partaking  of  a  maceration  of  fresh  kidneys  of 
swine. 

But  what  is  the  position  of  homeopathic  physicians  with  respect  to 
the  medicinal  treatment  of  nephritis?  According  to  our  experience  we 
believe  in  the  action  of  our  medicines  with  certainty  in  acute  nephritis 
and  in  a  great  part  of  the  chronic  forms.  Still  I  would  openly  acknowl- 
edge that  if  there  is  an  exception  to  the  rule  that  in  internal  diseases  the 
indicated  remedy  is  the  chief  factor,  this  exception  is  found  in  the  treat- 
ment of  nephritis.  I  am  conscious  of  the  fact  thatliy  our  remedies  alone 
I  cannot  obtain  favorable  effects  from  nephritic  patients,  if  the  patient 
does  not  obtain  and  follow  appropriate  directions  as  to  nutrition  and 
mode  oi  life.  Before  giving  to  a  nephritic  patient  any  medicine,  I  there- 
fore call  his  attention  to  the  importance  of  his  mode  of  life. 

Dr.  Sauer  then  enters  on  a  very  exact  description  of  the  dietetic 
m!asures  to  be  pursued  and  also  gives  a  list  of  the  chief  remedies 
pursued  with  their  characteristics.  He  then  enters  on  the  special 
treatment  of  nephritis  under  the  three  beads  of,  1.  Acute  nepbrtlis.  2. 
Of  chronic  parenchymatous  nephritis,  and  3.  Of  chronic  interstitial 
nephritis. 

1.  Acute  Nephritis. — In  acute  nephritis  the  remedy  mostnsed, 
especially  in  the  nephritis  following  after  scarlatina,  is  Apis.  I  have  seen 
an  equally  good  effect  from  Apis  3  and  from  Apiiin  5.  In  scarlatina  I 
give  Apis  after  the  first  days  in  alternation  with  Belladonna  or  any  other 
indicated  remedy,  and  do  not  wait  for  any  symptoms  of  nephritis  to 
appear.  The  medicinal  image  of  Apis  of  itself  has  relation  to  some  of 
the  symptoms  of  scarlatina.  Under  this  method  of  treatment  I  have 
rarely,  if  the  case  of  scarlatina  was  from  the  Srst  under  my  treatment, 
seen  any  nephritis  develop. 

Acidum  nilricum  4  is  used  by  some  physicians  when  the  urine  colors 
the  linen  like  the  sediment  of  coffee,  but  I  have  not  used  it  myself.  In- 
stead of  the  simple  acid  I  have  generally  used  the  combination  of  Argen- 
turn  niiricum  4,  when  there  are  pronounced  pains  in  the  renal  region, 
radiating  from  the  bladder,  a^ravated,  by  the  slightest  motion  and  ac- 
companied with  dyspnoea. 

Kali  chlorieum  3.nA  Kali  bickromic,  have  been  used  by  Windelb  and 
others  with  good  effect.  The  toxic  effects  shown  by  Kali  cklorilum  point 
directly  to  a  great  affinity  of  this  remedy  with  the  kidneys.  I  casnot  give 
any  personal  experience  as  to  this  remedy. 

Where  acute  nephritis  arises  from  a  violent  drenching,  after  a  few 
doses  of  Aconite  4  Mercuricus  cor.  6  will  be  found  of  great  service, 
especially  where  there  are  bloody  stools  with  colic.  In  pronounced  anu- 
ria or  stranguria,  with  great  sensitiveness  of  the  renal  region,  Cantharis 
will  be  found  the  appropriate  medicine,  though  also  Tereh'nii,  may  he 
considered.     An  odor  of  the  urine   as  of  violets,    which  I  noticed  at  one 
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time,  with  greet  weariness  and  relaxation  of  Ibe  body,  fpcak  for  lertbtn- 
Ikina.  The  pressive  pains  are  improved  by  motion,  while  in  Cun/Aar/i, 
the  catting,  lancinatiiiE  pains  are  BKSravated  by  the  slJghUst  moticn  ard 
the  patient  is  very  irritable  and  anxious. 

If  the  inflammation  in  the  kidneys  is  not  stopped  bsc  these  remedies, 
and  if  there  is  an  appearance  of  tiisemic  symptoms.  Arsenic  6  may  give 
relief.  lo  such  a  case  the  patient  is  somnolent  and  complains  much  of 
palpitation  of  the  heart,  especially  at  night. 

In  Aio^sy,  Digitalis  Ttsimh\es  Arsenicum,  but  without  the  restless- 
ness and  irritability  which  we  see  in  that  medicine  and  with  a  strikingly 
retarded  pulse. 

If  the  uisemta  progresses  I  give  Glonoinum  6  and  Niiricum  2.  A 
useful  treatment  is  to  draw  off  some  blood  and  then  inject  into  the 
cleansed  rectum,  not  subcutaneously  or  directly  into  the  vein,  a  solution 
oJ  common  salt  containing  0.9  per  cent. 

If  the  remedies  are  rightly  selected  and  given  at  the  right  time  the 
inflammatory  process  in  acute  nephritis  wilt  almost  always  be  checked. 
After  this  should  be  given  as  Kafka  sen.  correctly  shov/eA,/iepar  sulphur, 
4,  a  remedy  which  holds  the  first  placa,  where  we  wish  to  effect  the 
absorption  of  serous,  fibrous  or  croupous  exudation. 

During  recovery  I  make  my  selection  from  the  following  remedies: 
Ckininum  arsenic.  6,  Calcarea  phosphorca  4,  Calicarea  arsentcosa^,  Natrum 
sulphur.  8  and  Arsen  jodat.  S,  being  guided  bv  the  constitution  of  the 
patient  and  by  general  considerations.  In  great  nervous  excitability  and 
insomnia  Avena  saliva  will  give  relief;  I  use  the  tincture. 

I  lay  a  Piiesnitz  compress  on  the  region  of  the  kidneys,  the  liver  and 
the  stomach,  moistening  it  with  alcohol  of  50  per  cent,  strength  and 
renewing  It  three  times  a  day.  Besides  the  appropriate  diet  I  give  warm 
tea  made  of  Linden  blossoms  during  the  first  days. 

If  the  cedema  does  not  diminish  aud  the  ascites  increases,  I  do  not 
use  any  acrid  diuretics,  but  make  uAe  of  the  capillary  drainage  of  the  sub* 
cutaneous  cellular  tissue.  The  technical  treatment  is  simple  but  very 
cleanly,  as  the  water  is  conducted  through  tubes  into  vessels  where  it 
may  be  measured.  With  this  fluid  also  a  part  of  the  poisons  in  the  body 
which  would  produce  urea  are  discharged.  This  treatment  in  itself  oper- 
ates in  a  favorable  manner,  but  we  may  also  take  note  at  the  same  time 
that  the.  medicines  given  thereby  act  more  effectively.  I  would  warn 
against  extravagant  sweating  processes  and  massage  of  the  osdemas. 

Anointing  with  ointments,  which  is  a  favorite  measure  among  the 
common  people 'in  scarlatina,  had  best  be  omitted.  When  nephritis  is 
just  begiooing,  this  may  act  favorably,  as  through  the  layer  of  fat  the 
activity  of  the  skin  is  checked,  the  pressure  of  the  blood  in  the  system  is 
increased,  and  a  threatened  congestion  of  the  kidneys  may  thereby  be 
-avoided.  But  later  on  these  anointings  act  unfavorably,  as  they  impede 
tbe  respiration  through  the  skin  which  ought  to  take  the  place  of  the 
activity  of  the  kidneys  which  is  interrupted.  It  would  rather,  from  tteoryiQO  |c 
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be  better  to  increase  the  respiringsurface  of  the  skin  by  porous  substances 
by  covering  it  with  glue  or  collodium.  But  owing  to  the  efficacy  of  our 
remedies  we  can  do  without  this. 

II.  The  treatment  oi  chronic  parenchymatous  nephritis  will  gener- 
ally make  use  of  the  above-mentioned  remedies  when  acute  aggravations 
appear.  When  these  exacerbations  cease,  the  protracted  and  alternating 
use  of  Hfpar  sulphur.  4,  Aesen  jodat.  8.  and  of  Calearea  arsenicosa  4  are 
to  be  recommended.  If  this  kind  of  nephritis  appears  in  an  insidious  and 
immediate  form,  and  is  only  recognized  at  a  later  period,  then  Arsenfcvm 
will  remain  the  leading  remedy.  I  am  fond  of  alternating  with  Arsenicum 
tod.,  as  I  anticinate  from  this  preparation  of  Iodine  an  action  on  the  con- 
nective tissue  of  the  kidneys.  As  alternating  remedies  we  take  in  Ly<opo- 
diiint  3  where  there  are  gastric  symptoms  and  congestions  in  the  system 
of  the  vena  porlse,  a  sensation  of  fulness  in  the  abdomen,  a  red  sandy 
sediment  in  the  urine  and  a  pronounced  aggravation  at  4  p.  m-  So  also, 
Nhx  vomica  4.  In  constipation  and  where  there  is  the  characteristic  Nux 
vomica  fieure  and  mood  I  several  limes  obtained  a  favorable  action  from 
Helonias  diodica  1,  which,  in  its  symptomatic  use,  resembles  Phosphorus. 

III.  I  will  here  break  off  the  medicinal  treatment  of  chronic  paren- 
chymatous nephritis,  and  speak  of  the  treatment  of  chronic  interstitial 
nephritis,  as  the  final  termination  of  the  two  are  much  alike,  unless  in 
chronic  parenchymatous  nephritis,  diseases  of  other  important  organs 
bring  on  the  termination. 

The  medicinal  treatment  of  interstitial  nephritis  is,  on  the  whole,  a 
thankful  work  if  we  diagnose  the  disease  in  its  first  stages.  Where  there 
are  no  particularly  characteristic  symptoms  leading  to  the  selection  of  the 
remedies  I  soon  give,  even  in  the  beginning,  without  waiting  for  the 
symptoms  that  call  for  it,  Plumbum  acelicum  8,  in  rare  doses,  two  to  three 
times  a  week.  After  two  months  I  prescribe,  twice. a  day,  Nitrum  2  for 
a  month,  and  then  return  to  the  use  of  the  first  remedy.  With  these 
remedies  and  by  observing  the  proper  dietary  and  other  regulations  the 
patient  may  feel  comfortable  for  years.  When  the  pulse  shows  an  increas- 
ing tension  (tonometrical  measurements  of  the  pulse  are  very  useful  in 
this  direction)  I  give  Plumdum  acet.  in  alternation  with  Glcnoin  6,  once  a 
day.     The  action  is  soon  noticeable. 

The  abuse  of  Mercuty  and  old  lues  point  to  Kali  iod.  But  I  have 
seen  less  of  the  effect  of  this  remedy  than  of  the  former  ones.  Violent 
abuse  of  alcohol  and  the  changes  in  the  liver  which  generally  attend  this 
lead  me  to  the  use  of  Phosphorus  6,  or  of  Acidutn  sulphuticum  6. 

When  there  is  a  decrease  of  the  action  of  the  heart,  congestion  in  the 
smaller  circuit,  diminution  of  the  secretion  of  the  urine,  and  an  appear- 
ance of  cedemas,  the  chronic  parenctiymatous  and  the  chronic  interstitial 
nephritis  enter  into  their  last  stage.  But  also  here  homecpathic  treatmcirt 
may  for  a  time  secure  successes.  This  last  stage  may  be  viewed  in  three 
divisions. 
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1.  Disturbances  of  the  compensation  and  dropsy  may  yet  be  removed. 
Tbe  general  health  for  some  months  as  yet  satisfactory. 

2.  The  disturbances  in  the  compensation  can  only  be  removed  for  a 
short  time;  the  oedemas  vanish,  but  re-appear  continually. 

3.  There  is  continued  dyspnosi,  oliguria,  the  dropsy  cannot  be 
removed  any  more,  and  the  fatal  issue  is  unavoidable. 

In  the  first  division  1  like  to  give  Phosphorus,  in  connection  with  the 
heart  remedies,  Adonis  1,  Craitegus  1,  or  Cactus  2,  and  interpose  Apis  3. 
Rest  in  bed  is  absolutely  necessary.  Besides  the  appropriate  diet  I  pre- 
scribe daily,  twice,  a  cup  of  tea  made  of  birch  leaves.  When  the  irrita- 
tion to  cough  caused  by  the  congestive  catarrh,  disturbs  tbe  rest  at  night 
and  cannot  be  removed  by  tbe  remedies  already  indicated  I  interpose 
Drosera  3,  Kali  Carb.  4  or  Conium  3.  Generally  there  will  be  success 
for  weeks  and  months  in  this  manner,  and  tbe  good  effect  of  these  reme- 
dies i"!  prolonged  by  giving  Slibium  arsenicum  H. 

In  the  second  stage  Crattrgus  1  or  the  tincture,  and  Apocyn&m  cann. 
will  act  for  days  on  the  oedema  and  delay  its  progress.  Other  physicians 
will  give  Arsen.  or  Lachesis  in  higher  doses.  When  these  refuse  to  act 
on  the  dropsical  swellings  I  pass  over  to  infusions  of  Digitalis;  this  often 
produces  a  diminution  of  the  oedemas.  Tbe  effect  of  Digitalis  may  be 
deepened  and  lengthened  through  Strophantkus  1,  Scilla  2,  Cratagus 
tincture  or  tincture  of  Apocynum  ^aMM.,  but  the  respite  is  short.  The 
cedemas  refuse  at  last  to  yield  and  the  asci'tes  become  worse.  I  do  not  in 
these  cases  make  use  of  acrid  diuretics,  but  start  my  capillary  drainage. 
With  this  procedure  I  have  kept  patients  alive  for  half  a  year.  But  then 
at  last  the  intercellular  tissue  was  so  indurated  that  tbe  drainage  would 
not  act  any  more. 

In  angina  pectoris  and  asthma  cardiacum  Arsenicum  in  the  higher 
dilutions,  Glonoium,  Argeniiim  nitticum,  Naja,  Lachesis,  Spigelia  and 
Veratrum,  according  to  the  accompanying  circumstances  are  to  be  used. 
For  some  time  one  or  the  other  of  these  temedtes  will  prove  successful. 
When  they  cease  to  act  the  injection  of  morpbium  will  have  to  be 
resorted  to. 

In  ureemic  delirium  Cannabis  hidica  1  has  in  one  case  with  me  been  fol  • 
lowed  by  a  striking  success.  Ursemic  attacks, especially  epileptiform  attacks, 
will  appear  at  times  in  cases  of  chronic  interstitial  nephritis,  even  before 
it  has  been  diagnosed  to  be  present.  In  two  cases  which  came  under  my 
treatment  in  this  stage  I  had  extraordinrry  success  from  Nilruvi  2,  Glo- 
noin  and  Plumbum  afelicum  8.  The  attacks  were  cut  off  with  the  one 
patient,  the  wife  of  the  keeper  of  a  restaurant,  for  almost  four  years,  and 
with  the  other,  the  inspector  of  a  hospital,  for  more  than  a  year  and  a 
half. 

I  have  thus  laid  before  you  the  treatment  of  nephritis  by  Homeopathy 
as  I  have  found  it  in  our  literature,  and  also  as  proved  by  myself  with 
my  numerous  nephritic  patients.  Many  of  you  may  have  had  additional 
experience,  and  may  have  used  the  medicines  mentioned,  or  aUo  others 
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in  different  dilutions.  Tbe  discussion  which  I  hope  may  follow  will,  I 
trust,  bring  out  much  that  will  be  valuable  as  to  tbe  treatment  of  Ibis 
serious  malady.  Ishan  be  elad  to  hear  the  experience  of  others  with 
Adrenalin. 

When  I  consider  the  successes  reached  with  the  treatment  of  this  dis- 
ease with  homeopathic  remedies,  and  compare  them  with  those  reached 
by  tbe  reiguing  school  of  medicine,  I  should  say  that  they  are  at  least 
equal,  as  we  all  probably  give  the  same  dietetic,  physical  and  hygienic 
directions.  In  the  treatment  of  acute  nephritis  we  are  superior  to  the 
reigning  school.  Cures,  are  reached  more  quickly  and  more  fully.  In 
the  treatment  of  chronic  uephtitis  there  may  be  some  complete  cures;  the 
descriptions  in  our  literature,  I  am  sorry  to  say,  are  not  always  very 
exact.  Among  my  chronic  patients  I  cannot  report  any  that  were  finally 
cured.  On  examining  them  I  always  find  still  albumen  atid  cylindets.  I 
do  not  boast  that  I  am  able  to  cause  the  total  disappearance  of  albumen. 
I  do  not  believe  that  I  am  able  to  restore  parts  of  the  kidneys  that  have 
undergone  morbid  changes.  My  endeavor  has  been  to  prevent  further 
morbific  changes.  I  am  confident  that  our  medicinal  prescriptions  are 
able  to  remove  troubles  and  sufferings  from  our  nephritic  patients,  and  to 
put  off  for  a  longer  time  a  fatal  issue. — Summarized irom  Allg.  Horn.  Zeit., 
Sept.  6,  l9Q6.—Homeopalhic  Recorder.

The  coming  year  is  full  of  promise  for  the  physician  as  well  as  other 
classes  of  men;  the  doctor  has  a  good  deal  to  be  thankful  for  and  many 
blessings  for  which  he  should  be  grateful;  he  has  a  chance  to  make  his 
mark  in  the  world  as  he  never  had  before  and  if  we  mistake  not  he  will; 
but  he  must  be  up  and  doing;  he  himself  must  be  his  own  master  if  he 
would  minister  to,  and  direct  others  in  the  hour  of  their  trial  and  trouble. 

The  human  body  is  the  same  to-day  as  it  was  in  the  days  of  Adam

more  specific  indications  for  their  use  than  did  thcEe  oldtr  prEcliticttOQlC 
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Pneumouia,  typhoid,  tuberculosis  and  cancer  still  kill  ss  of  yore  and 
we  caODot  stop  the  tide  of  devastation ;  tbere  is  much  to  be  accomplished 
iu  the  coming  year  and  those  that  follow,  but  the  season  of  1907  is  full  of 
promise  to  those  who  will  press  forward;  there  is  work  to  do;  will  yon  do 
it?  Will  you  reach  out  your  hand  to  the  poor  unforltinate?  Will  you 
demonstrate  to  the  public  that  you  have  good  knowledge  of  your  calling 
and  know  how  to  use  it,  and  will  you  make  yourself  the  power  that  you 
would  like  to  be.  Homeopathy  is  a  thing  that  needs  to  be  better  known ; 
it  is  of  all  therapeutics  the  surest  and  most  stable,  and  he  who  is  well

Make  your  resolve  and  let  it  be  the  aim  of  your  professional  life,  to 
master  during  the  coming  year  something  that  you  have  not  succeeded 
with  during  the  past ;  make  it  your  business  to  be  a  better  doctor  than  you 
have  ever  been  before  and  if  you  have  in  the  past  made  a  few  haphazard 
or  careless  prescriptions  resolve,  here  and  bow,  that  they  will  be  things 
of  the  past  and  let  the  rule  of  your  life  and  the  practice  of  your  profession 
be,  to  treat  others  as  you  would  that  you  should  be  treated  under  like 
circumstances.  , 

Such  a  course  may  cause  some  extra  labor,  a  few  more  hours  of  work 
and  a  patieut  perseverance  that  is  hard  to  endure,  but  the  consciousness 
of  good  work  well  done  and  the  success  attained  thereby  will  be  ample 
reward  for  all  tlie  trouble.  Success  to  all  doctors  for  1907  is  our  best 
wish.

The  Medical  Era  has  a  bone  to  pick  with  some  of  the  St.  Louts  doc- 
tors, six  of  them,  because  forsooth  they  in  some  luckless  hour  and  man- 
ner got  their  pictures  into  the  Republic  on  the  20th  of  May  last.  It  be- 
wails the  fact  that  these  geatlemen  had  a  complimentary  notice  and  an 
enumeratioo  of  their  society  and. professional  connections  and  then  raises 
a  watline  cry  as  follows: 

"These  men  are  not  homeopaths,  eclectics,  physio-medicals,  osteo- 
paths, faith  curists  or  bone  setters,  they  are  regular  physicians  who  are 
members  of  ethical  medical  societies,  local,  state  or  national,  yet  here 
their  pictures  are  flaunted  in  the  face  of  the  public.  Of  course,  it  is  pos- 
sible that  the  Republic  did  this  gratuitously  and  even  without  the  knowl- 
edge of  these  men." 

Does  the  editor  of  the  Era  think  so?  Does  be  hope  by  this  means 
to  excite  from  these  men  an  explanation  of  why  it  all  happened?  Or 
does  he  mean  to  say  that  advertising  and  picture  printing  are  all  right  for 
the  homeopath  and  the  rest  of  the  "bunch"  with  which  he  classes  them, 
and  a  crime  (?)  only  lor  the  so-called  "regular  physician"  and  members 
of  "ethical  medical  societies." 

Personally  we  oppose  doctors  advertising  in  the  daily  papers,  either 
openly  or  covertly,  and  the  societies  to  which  we  belong  do  not  coun- 
tenance the  practice;  and  indeed,  deal  is  no  easy  manner  with  any  mem- 
ber who  allows  himself  to  be  thus  blazoned  before  the  public.  Once  in  a 
while  an  offender  may  be  found  but  he  is  soon  made  to  see  the  error  of 
his  ways,  and  either  repent  quickly  or  sever  his  society  connection.

Jong  list  of  connections  named  and  achievements  mentioned. 

The  homeopath  as  a  rule  keeps  himself  free  from  advertising,  even 
when  it  is  thrust  upon  him,  and  if  there  be  any  virtue  in  ethics  it  is  due 
him  all  the  good  that  comes  therefrom;  as  a  rule  he  is  busy,  modest,  suc- 
cessful and  dabbles  not  in  politics. 

Given  an  equ<0  chance,  and  he  is  the  peer  of  his  old   school  brotl^^ale 
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at  any  stage  of  the  game,  but  when  it  comes  to  securing  appointments, 
getting  press  notices  and  lecommending  new  kinds  of  lymph  for  all  man- 
ner of  diseases  "he  is  not  in  it." 

We  hope  be  never  will  be;  we  hope  he  will  still  bear  in  mind,  "the 
physicians  highest  calling  is  to  cure  the  sick"  aod  continue  to  make  that 
his  chief  business. 

If  the  men  referred  to  by  the  Era  editor  have  transgressed  the  laws 
of  their  societies,  tbey  should  be  called  to  account  by  these  bodies,  even 
though  they  are  as  we  knew  them,  pleasant,  agreeable  and  highly  educated 
gentlemen . 

When  the  questiou  was  asked,  "What  would  the  Missouri  Institute 
do  with  these  men?"  when  some  of  its  members  transgressed  in  like 
manner,  the  answer  was  prompt  and  decisive.

lu  the  current  number  of  the  Philistine  Elbert  Hubbard  pays  bis 
respects  to  Doctors  as  a  class  and  incidentally  with  vaccination  as  a  cap- 
tion relieves  hitpself  of  a  few  "views"  concerning  se(um  therapy  and 
medicine  in  toto.  He  no  doubt  believes  every  word  he  says,  the  mere 
fact  that  he  has  said  a  thing  or  inscribed  it  on  imitation  parchment  paper 
and  bnund  it  tn  butchers  wrapping  paper  and  sealed  it  with  the  Roycroft- 
ian  seal  puts  the  stamp  of  actuality  on  it  as  far  as  concerns  Hubbard.  But 
fortunately  Only  thus  far.  The  public  whom  he  commiserates  for  their 
blind  cupidity  in  their  dependence  on  doctors  and  medicine  are  at  least 
discerning  enough  to  place  at  its  true  value  suoh  nonsensical  jargon  as  is 
"printed  every  little  while  for  the  Society  of  the  Philistines  and  published 
by  them  monthly."

BEAIT  BLOCK. 


Tbe  daily  papers  announced  the  death  of  Alexander  J.  Cassett  of  tbe 
Pennsylvania  System  on  Dec.  28th.  The  cause  of  death  as  given  was 
the  Stokes-Adams  syncope.  This  peculiar  syndrome  while  a  clinical  en- 
tity for  a  number  of  years  is  yet  one  whose  pathology  is  but  Utile  under- 
stood. His,  whose  description  of  the  bundle  of  muscle  fibres  which  bears 
his  name  has  added  perhaps  the  most  definite  information  to  a  subject 
long  a  clinical  curiosity  and  as  a  result  tbe  accepted  etiology  of  the  whole 
line  of  heart  diseases  may  be  found  in  tbe  future  to  need  a  readjustment. 
His'  bundle  is  a  narrow  band  of  muscle  fibres  having  origin  in  the  wall  of 
the  auricle  and  jtassing  down  through  tbe  auriculo-ventricular  Septum 
spreads  out  into  tbe  wall  of  the  ventricle.  This  muscle  has  been  demon- 
trated  to  have  its  own  muscle  sheath  and  has  a  slightly  different  texture 
and  color  from  the  heart  proper. 

Its  physiologic  function  has  been  determined  to  be  the  conduction  of 
the  systolic  impulse  from  the  point  of  origin  in  the  auricle  in  orderly 
manner  down  to  the  ventricle.  Heuce  any  disturbance  oi  its  fuuclion 
will  naturally  result  in  arrythmia  which  when  prolonged  may  arrest  tbe 
contraction  cycle  at  the  auriculo-ventricular  zone  and  produce  the  phe- 
nomenon described  by  the  physiologist  as  "Heart  Block." 

This  interruption  of  contraction  wave  may  be  so  complete  as  to  cause 
sudden  death  or  there  may  be  a  greater  or  less  period  of  bradycardia  with 
a  gradual  return  to  the  normal  rythm.  Experimentally,  it  has  been 
shown  that  pressure  on  the  bundle  of  His  will  produce  this  peculiar  syn- 
drome known  as  Stokes- Adams  disease  which  presents  a  set  of  symptoms 
including  vertigo,  epileptiform  attacks,  slow  pulse,  and  extreme  pallor. 
It  is  now  supposed  that  in  tbe  past  the  part  accorded  to  peri-carditie  and 
endo-carditis  in  tbe  etiology  of  many  heart  affections  has  been  largely 
over-estimated  and  that  the  majority  of  fatalities  are  due  to  some  inter- 
ference with  His'  bundle.  This  theory  seefiis  tenable  in  view  of  the  (act 
that  the  dead  house  presents  from  time  to  time  evidences  of  gross  lesions 
of  the  heart  musculature  o(  long  duration  which  have  pfsyed  no  part  in 
causing  death.  On  the  other  hand  necropsical  findings  are  often  abso- 
lutely negative  after  death  from  heart  block  thus  showing  a  probability  of 
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a  reflex  of  functional  disturbance  ot  some  pathological  lesion  as  yet  un- 
discovered . 

The  whole  symptomatology  of  heart  affections  presents  some  curious 
problems  and  is  a  field  which  contains  much  of  mystery.  Perhaps  the 
largest  part  of  the  patients  who  anxiously  consult  us  concerning  real  or 
fancied  heart  affections  are  suffering  from  neuroses  purely  as  it  is  well 
known  that  a  neurosis  may  exist  without  a  pathologic  base.  These 
cardio-mental  states  however,  are  ones  that  welt  repay  our  study  for  there 
is  small  doubt  that  continued  neurotic  disturbances  of  the  heart  may 
eventuate  in  distinct  obscessions. 

One  thing  is  uoticable  in  connectiou  with  the  fatalities  from  this  dis- 
ease, viz.:  that  it  attacks  by  predilection  the  scholar  and  the  financier 
rather  than  the  laborer  and  outdoor  worker  though  it  is  seen  in  cases  of 
sclerosis  from  any  cause  whatsoever.

IS  THE  FEHALC  FBLVIS  GIOWINC  SMALLER? 


The  constantly  increasing  number  of  necessary  obstetric  operations 
leads  one  t6  believe  that  forces  are  at  work  which  make  for  a  progressive 
maternal  dystocia.  In  general  the  causation  of  long  labors  may  be 
ascribed  to  either  mal-position,  delects  in  the  vi<;  uteri  or  disproportion - 
between  the  fcetal  head  and  birth-tract. 

All  three  of  these  causes  will  be  found  pretty  thoroughly  scattered 
through  any  series  of  pathologic  labors,  yet  given  a  normal  vertex  pres.- 
entatiou  with  a  child  of  the  average  weight  it  must  be  apparent  to  any 
one  of  considerable  obstetric  experience  especially  in  our  cities,  that  the 
proportion  of  necessary  forceps  deliveries  is  larger  than  conditions  would 
seem  to  justify.  When  we  consider  the  class  of  women  who  present  the 
largest  birth  rate  we  find  them  to  spring  in  great  part  from  the  working 
class.  A  quarter  of  a  century  ago  thiswould  mean  women  who  had  been 
brought  up  in  an  atmosphere  of  rugged  health  with  outdoor  exercise, 
good  generous  diet  and  freedom  from  vitiating  and  debilitating  influences 
of  the  modern  civilization.  But  with  the  radical  change  in  sociologic  and 
economic  conditions  tbe  working  girl  of  to-day  is  much!less  suited  physi- 
cally for  the  duties  of  motherhood  than  was  her  mother  and  grandmother 
in  the  same  social  status.  Tbe  increased  expense  of  living  and  the  ac- 
companying general  demand  of  even  the  poorest  for  some  of  the  luxuries 
of  life  as  represented  by  dress  and  amusements  drives  the  girl  to  the 
laundry,  factory,  or  department  store  at  an  age  when  she  needs  the  most 
tender  and  solicitous  care  of  tbe  home.  There  she  is  expected  to  work 
long  hours,  often  in  grossly  unsanitary  and  unhygienic  quarters,  perhaps 
in  cramped,  uncomfortable  positions,  month  In  and  month  out  no  atten- 
tion beiuK  paid  to  tbe  menstrual  epoch.     The  result  is  puberty  is  reached 
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under  ciicumstancea  and  in  surroundings  which  tend  to  thwart  full  devel- 
opment of  all  body  structures  and  especially  those  of  the  geneiative  sys- 
tem. A  further  and  more  pernicious  incident  of  such  a  life  is  the  close 
mingling  of  the  sexes  without  proper  restraint  and  oversight  of  parents 
or  other  guardians,  leading  tn  many  instances  to  early  establishment  of 
illicit  intercourse  with  all  its  demoralizing  scquale.  This  fecial  at:d 
physical  syndrome  is  fraught  with  undoubted  ill  effects,  stunting  the 
growth  of  the  organisms  as  a  whole  and  modifying  the  pelvic  diameters 
with  the  resultant,  maternal  dystocia.  On  the  other  hand,  the  socalled 
upper  classes  while  not  subjected  to  the  same  influences  as  detailed  above 
are  yet  by  habits  and  inclination  fast  losing  the  normal  aptitude  for 
healthy  motherhood.  They  shirk  its  responsibilities  and  by  continually 
defeating  nature's  physiologic  ends  lay  the  foundation  for  a  bad  heritage 
to  mothers  yet  unborn.  J.  H.  M. 


In  the  December  number  of  the  American  Journal  of  Surgery  Joseph 
Weiner  makes  a  plea  for  exploratory  incision  of  all  cases  of  suspected 
depression  fracture  of  the  cranial  vault.  His  deductions  which  seem  to 
the  point  are  as  follows: 

"The  classical  signs  of  fracture,  crepitation  and  false  point  of  motion, 
we  cannot  hope  to  elicit  in  the  overwhelming  majority  of  the  cases  of 
fracture  of  the  skull.  Those  cases  in  which  these  signs  are  present,  are 
not  the  most  dangerous  cases,  because  in  such  cases  we  are  all  agreed 
that  an  operation  is  needed.  But  it  is  in  the  doubtful  cases,  where  all  or 
at  least  most  or  the  classic  signs  and  symptoms  are  absent,  that  the  great- 
est danger  lies.  For  in  these  cases  it  is  only  too  easy  to  be  lulled  into  a 
false  feeling  of  security  because  of  the  absence  of  symptoms.  Or,  again, 
there  may  have  been  signs  and  symptoms  somewhat  indicative  of  fracture 
daring  the  twenty-four  hours  following  the  injury,  such  as  unconscious- 
ness, irregularity  of  the  pupils,  vomiting,  headache,  and  rise  of  tempera- 
ture; after  twenty -four  to  forty-eight  hours  all  these  symptoms  may  dis- 
appear, and  yet  we  may  have  to  deal  with  a  depressed  fracture  of  the 
vault.  In  two  of  my  cases  all  symptoms  disappeared  on  the  third  day 
after  the  accident;  in  each  of  these  cases  I  found  an  extensive  depressed 
fracture  at  the  operation. 

Unfortunately,  the  focal  nervous  svmptoms  due  to  the  Igcat  injury,  in 
many  cases  do  not  develop  until  long  after  the  trauma.  Another  unfor- 
tunate fact  is  that  in  practice  the  sharp  line  of  distinction  between  con- 
cussion of  the  brain  and  compression  of  the  brain  cannot  be  drawn  as  it 
is  in  theory.  Too  often,  when  we  are  confronted  with  a  case,  we  are 
unable  to  determine  whether  we  have  to  deal  with  a  simple  concussion, 
or  whether  there  is  also  a  fracture  present.  The  unconsciousness 
followigg  the  injury  is  of  course  not  due  to .  the  fracture  but 
to  the  cerebral  concussion.  If,  after  some  hours  or  even  a  few 
days,  all  the  symptoms  disappear,  we  are  only  too  apt  to  put   the  case 
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doirn  as  one  of  concussion  and  advise  ag;ainst  operative  interferences. 
We  lose  track  of  these  cases,  and  years  later  they  may  develop  some  seri- 
ous lesion  of  the  brain.  The  two  cases  referred  to  above  were  youoi? 
children  in  whom  there  were  symptoms  of  concussion,  unconsciousness 
for  a  short  time,  followed  by  vomiting ;  then  all  the  symptoms  disappeared ; 
and  yet  I  advised  an  incision  and  was  rewarded  each  time  by  finding  a 
depressed  fracture. 

We  have  found  by  experience  that  we  must  not  expect  to  get  symp- 
toms of  brain  compression  or  even  of  brain  irritation  in  many  of  these 
cases.  There  may  be  a  depressed  fracture  of  sufficient  severity  to  cause 
an  epilepsy  in  later  years,  and  yet  shortly  after  the  injury  there  may  not 
be  a  single  symptom  due  to  the  depression.  As  Koenig  candidly  says,  in 
the  majority  of  the  cases  of  simple  fractnre  of  the  skull  we  are  unable  to 
make  a  diagnosis ;  and  if  we  can  make  the  diagnosis  of  fracture  we  are 
veiy  often  utterly  unable  to  determine  its  extent. 


Any  case  of  orchitis  or  epididymitis  which  pursues  a  sluggish  course 
of  a  month  or  more  whether  in  connection  with  gonorrhea  or  not  should 
be  suspected  aa  being  possibly  tuberculous  and  treated  accordingly.  In- 
cision and  drainage  early  will  often  save  a  testicle  with  tubercnlar  foci 
which  if  neglected  may  ultimately  entirely  destroy  the  gland.  It  is  ad- 
mittedly good  surgery  to  open  the  testicle  and  curette  the  tubercles  and 
drain  as  the  total  extirpation  of  a  gland  has  a  bad  psycic  effect  on  the  pa- 
tient while  incision  may  be  followed  by  prompt  reparative  processes. 


A  thorough  knowledge  of  the  mechanics  of  labor  and  the  planes  of 
the  pelvis  will  often  enable  the  accoucher  to  expedite  a  confinement 
which  proceeds  slowly  on  account  of  improper  attitudes  of  the  foetus. 
These  manipulations  vary  from  simple  posturing  to  various  bi-manuat 
measures  which  may  suggest  themselves  to  the  attendant.  For  purely 
sluggish  Qterine  force  the  application  of  the  hot  compress,  the  hot  vagi- 
nal douche,  warm  drinks,  abdominal  massage,  or  tentative  efforts  at 
manual  dillution  of  the  cervix  are  often  sufficient  to  bring  on  vigorons 
pains.

Hydro- 
cyanic acid  is  useful  in  coughs  of  a  spasmodic  character,  especially  the 
cough  of  acute  bronchitis  with  the  neurotic  condition  of  the  mucous  mem- 
brane. Tbe  syrup  of  wild  cherry  has  been  used  from  time  immemorial  u 
an  aromatic  bitter  tonic  in  the  catarrhal  conditions  of  the  bronchial  mocotia 
membrane.  The  cough  especially  has  been  amenable  to  its  influetice. 
The  addition  of  water  to  the  batk  of  wild  cherry  yields  bydiocyanic  acid 
which  exhibits  an  action  that  diminishes  netvcus  irritability  and  calms 
the  excitability  of  the  bronchial  mucous  membrane.  The  one  fault  of  the 
hydrocyanic  acid  in  the  wild  cherry  is  that  it  is  not  constant  in  amount.

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DIABETES  HELLITUS.*

It  would  be  rather  wearisome  to  so  into  a  detailed  description  of  a 
disease  wiib  which  you  are  more  or  less  familiar  and  in  presenting  this 
paper  tor  your  consideration  this  evening  I  am  in  hopes  of  getting  the 
views  of  the  members  in  regard  to  the  valae  of  our  remedies  in  the  treat- 
ment of  some  of  the  perplexing  tendencies  that  arise  at  various  stages  of 
this  disease — especially  in  the  advanced  stage  ot  Diabetes.  It  was  my 
iDtention  to  confine  my  remarks  entirely  to  the  subject  of  Diabetic  Gan- 
grene, but  on  searching  the  literature  on  this  subject  L  realized  that  this 
paper  would  certainly  be  distinguished  for  its  brevity  if  nothing  else. 
From  a  surgical  standpoint  the  outlook  is  not  very  encouraging  and  the 
best  books  on  the  subject  giye  but  little  information  that  is  «f  any  benefit, 
l/ooking  at  this  condition  from  a  Homeopathic  standpoint  it  seems  to  me 
from  some  observations  in  several  cases  that  have  come  under  my  care 
there  is  more  good  in  our  therapeutic  management  of  these  conditions 
than  many  of  us  are  willing  to  admit.  In  one  case  particularly,  which  I 
wish  to  present  later  on,  the  results  were  such  that,  it  seemed  to  me  at 
least,  unmistakably  due  to  the  favorable  action  of  the  remedies  prescribed, 
as  such  improvement  was  progressive  without  any  change  in  the  dietetic 
or  other  habits  of  the  patient.  It  is  a  theory  of  mine  that  a  disease  due 
to  a  dynamic  disturbance  ought  to  respond  to  appropriate  medication  pro- 
viding there  be  no  gross  violation  of  the  ordinary  rules  governing  diet  and 
mode  of  living.  In  making  this  statement  I  atp  fully  aware  of  the  neces- 
sity of  conforming  to  the  necessary  dietetic  and  hygienic  regulations  nec- 
essary in  treating  some  forms  of  this  trouble,  especially  when  the  efforts 
controlling  this  state  of  affairs  by  remedies  is  apparently  ineffective.  Re- 
ferring to  the  general  subject.  Diabetes  Mellitus,  Prof.  Mitchell  in  his 
work  saya  Diabetes  is  only  a  stage  in  the  process  of  a  certain  type  of 
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molecuUr  and  somatic  deterioration  to  wbicb  we  give  the  geoeral  name  of 
Diabetic  deterioration.  In  the  normal  condition  the  blood  contains  a 
s  mil  anoaat  of  sugar,  but  it  is  not  noticeable  in  the  urinary  secretions 
to  anr  appreciable  extetft.  However  if  the  sugar  in  the  blood  exceeds  a 
certain  amount,  this  sugar  is  excreted  in  the  urine,  we  have  glycosuria. 
This,  condition  sometimes  occurs  as  a  temporars'  phenomena  from  various 
causes,  but  the  amount  is  slight  and  soon  disappears.  Its  presence  does 
not  impir  any  persistent  abnormal  condition. 

Tbe  causes  of  Glycosuria  need  not  be  discussed  at  any  length.  Tem- 
porary glycosuria  may  be  caused  by  the  absorption  of  certain  poisons 
Carbonic  Acid  Gas,  Morphin,  Hydrocyanic  Acid,  Mercury  and  Nitrate  of 
Amyl  may  give  rise  to  Its  presence.  Temporary  glycosuria  may  occur  in  , 
the  course  of  inf-ctious  diseases  as  Typhoid,  Scarlet  Fever,  Malaria, 
Diphtheria  etc.  More  frequent  causes  are  disturbances  of  tbe  nervous 
system.  This  condition  may  also  arise  from  severe  concussion  of  tbe 
brain,  fracture  of  the  skull,  cerebral  hemorrhage,  cerebro  spinal  menin- 
gitis and  epileptic  seizures.  It  is  especially  apt  to  occnr  when  there  is 
disease  of  the  medulla.  This  coincides  with  the  discoveries  "made  by 
Claude  Bernard  who  found  by  experiment  that  when  certain  injuries  are 
inflicted  upon  the  floor  of  the  fourth  ventricle,  glycosuria  invariably  fol- 
lows. It  has  been  thought  that  disease  of  stomach  and  liver  may  cause 
glycosuria,  but  this  is  doubtful. 

With  regard  to  the  theory  of  diabetes  it  is  interesting  to  note  that 
extensive  disease  of  the  liver  as  seen  in  Phosphorus  poisoning;  cirrhosis 
occasions  noglvcosuria  even  thougba  large  amount  of  sugar  is  taken,  but, 
atrophy  of  the  pancreas  sbetnt  to  have  a  definite  relation  to  Diabetes. 
Bsoerimeats  have  shown  that  diabetes  can  be  produced  in  dogs  by  extir- 
piti  >a  oi  fi-i  pincreas.  Ligature  of  tbe  duct  of  the  gland  does  not  pro- 
duce it.  Ttiere  must  be  therefore  some  special  function  of  the  gland  and 
aft±r  this  fuictioo  ceases  to  be  performed  the  consumption  of  sugar  seems 
to  b :  iac  >[&[)  ete.  Lite  researches  on  this  subject  show  that  in  most  cases 
of  Diabetes  the  autopsy  shows  obliteration  of  the  Islands  of  Liebeihans. 

In  Diabetes,  as  we  all  know,  tljere  is  always  a  considerable  amount 
of  sugar  in  the  blood  and  consequently  in  tbe  urine.  As  to  the  true  nature 
of  the  di-ieaie  there  is  still  some  doubt  and  it  is  difficult  to  determine 
w^sther  alt  cas;s  of  diabetes  are  essentially  identical.  In  most  cases  the 
question  can  be  answered  affirmatively,  but  in  the  middle  form  there  la 
roim  fir  d  )ubt.  In  miny  cases,  some  of  them  of  a  severe  type,  no  ex- 
citing ciuse  can  be  found,  the  disease  apparently  developing  of  itself  in 
pers  >H  w)i  hive  previouily  enj>yed  good  health.  Among  some  of  the 
predispising  causes  may  be  mentioned:  1.  Heredity.  It  being  frequently 
observed  in  several  generations  of  the  same  family.  2.  Improper  mode 
of  livin;,  improper  f  tod,  excess  of  starchy  food,  sugar,  sedentary  habits, 
especially  if  associated  with  over-feeding,  cold  after  getting  wet,  emo- 
tioaal  dtiturbances,  injuries  to  the  bead  and  infectious  diseases  as  alre^^|K|^ 
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stated.     tJLoit  cases  occur  between  35  and  50  years  of  a^e,  altboueb  Ibe 
coadition  miy  occur  at  any  age  from  extreme  infancy  to  old  aee. 

The  symytomsof  Glycosuria  usually  develop  insudiuously.  Some  of 
the  first  effects  of  the  trouble  being  languor,  emaciation,  weakness  and  a 
dimtnisbed  power  of  endurance.  In  time  we  find  nervous  symptoms  com- 
ing; on.  Headache,  neuralgia,  wakefulness,  mental  depression,  gastroin- 
testinal trouble,  nausea,  eructation  ard  a  sluggish  condition  of  the  bowels. 
Finally  tbe  patient's  attention  is  called  to  the  condition  of  the  urine,  par- 
ticjlarty  to  its  increased  am  mnt.  He  also  notices  that  be  is  thirsty  and 
deisite  a  great  appetite  he  is  growiag  weaker.  Usually  the  first  thing  tbe 
patient  notices  as  abnormal  is  tbe  large  amount  of  urine  he  is  passing, 
often  from  three  to  five  quarts  dufing  the  twenty  four  hours.  Incolor 
tbe  nrine  is  a  light  yellow,  a  smill  quantity  seeming  almost  as  colorless 
as  witer.  Ordinarily  the  urine  is  cleir  without  sediment,  but  after  stand- 
ing aw'iile  it  becomes  cloudy— due  to  fermentation.  The  specific  gravity 
tan'ts  ordinirily  between  1030  and  1045  or  higher.  Sometimes  in  ex- 
ceptional caies  the  specific  gravity  may  be  below  1020.  With  the  above 
conditions  and  the  presence  of  sugar  in  the  urine  the  diagnosis  is  readily 
made.  There  is  a  great  variation  in  the  course  and  duration  of  this  dis- 
eai^mikin;  qiite  a  distinction  between  the  mild  and  severe  form.- 'In 
th;  m'l  1  f  irmi  of  this  trouble  the  sugar  disappears  if  patient  refrains  from 
fool  rich  in  carbohydrates  or  be  may  take  sour  starchy  food  without  any 
evidence  of  sugar  if  be  takes  enough  exercise.  In  the  severe  form,  sugar 
is  always  present.  Tbe  moderate  form  may  in  time  assume  tbe  severe 
type.  The  severe  form  may  become  very  acute  and  terminate  fatally  in 
a  few  weeks,  or  the  disease  may  last  ten  or  twenty  years  before  it  termin- 
ates (itally.  In  some  individuals  the  sugar  may  disappear  temporarily 
only  to  recur.  Tbts  applies  particularly  to  older  subjects.  The  usual 
termination  of  diabetes  is  a  fatal  issue  although  some  cases  recover.  Un- 
fortuiitely  for  the  patient  the  disease  is  usually  unsuspected  even  by  tbe 
physician  until  some  of  the  permanent  symptom^  occur — languor  and  de- 
bility, the  appearance  of  furuncles,  pruritis  in  women,  cataract  or  sciatica, 
esp>ciilly  if  bilateral.  It  would  be  wise  as  a  matter  of  precaution  to  ex-  • 
amine  Che  nrine  in  nondescript  conditions  especially  if  the  patient  is  fat, 
nervous,  ^ith  acbes  and  paiqs  without  any  tangible  cau»e.  I  have  at 
present  a  patient  of  55  years  a  rather  fiesby  woman  who  apparently  en- 
joyed perfect  health  tintil  two  years  ago  when  she  developed  a  most 
aggravated  pruritis  vulvae.  For  ten  years  or  mote  previously  the  only 
thing  she  complained  of  was  an  itching  of  the  lower  limbs.  When  this 
ceased  she  was  attacked  with  the  pruritis.  This  has  annoyed  her  more  or 
less  since  its  appearance,  being  troublesome  only  at  times.  About  a 
month  ago  she  applied  for  treatment;  she  then  baring  had  symptoms  of 
aphasia  for  a  week  or  more.  At  various  inteivals  during  the  day  fbe 
would  lose  the  power  of  speech  for  a  few  minutes  at  a  time  and  then 
recover  her  speech  feeling  a  little  confused  at  her  awkwardness  as 
she  expressed  it.    In  addition  to  this,  she  complained  of  some  drowsiness 
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and  desire  to  sleep  at  any  time  if  possible.  Her  digestive  ot^ans  seem 
perfect.  Tbis  with  a  slight  feeling  of  laoicuorwas  all  sbe  complained. 
Specific  gravitv  of  urine  1035.  Strong  traces  of  sugar.  Amount  parsed, 
5  pints  in  24  hours;  very  little  thirst.  Allowing  her  an  ordinary  diet 
with  ab>-ttnence  from  sugar  and  potatoes  reduced  utine  to  4  pints  in  24 
hours.  She  received  Nux  V.  and  Gelsem.,  in  two  or  three  weeks  the 
aphasia  has  entirely  disappeared,  her  strength  improved  and  the  only 
complaint  she  has  is  the  troublesome  pruritis  viilvse. 

Another  case  of  the  milder  fotm  that  has  been  under  my  observation 
for  the  past  few  years,  is  that  of  a  retired  milkman,  aged 53.  Heisabout 
five  teet  eight  inches,  weighs  in  the  neighborhood  of  190  pounds. 
Lost  an  only  daughter  at  the  age  of  sixteen,  with  diabetes.  Has  two  sis- 
ters living,  both  diabetics.  He  b.)s  always  enjoyed  good  health;  very  tem- 
perate in  his  habits.  About  two  years  ago  he  consulted  me,  being  in 
quite  a  nervous  state.  Analj^sis  of  his  urine  showed  2%  of  sugar.  He 
complained  of  considerable  thirst  and  was  passing  at  that  time,  six  pints 
in  twenty-four  hours.  He  had  Ibst  ten  pounds  in  a  few  weeks.  He  bad 
no  symptoms  that  were  prominent.  He  received  some  Bryonia  with  the 
assurance  that  tbere  was  no  cause  for  uneasiness.  In  a  few  weeks  he  re- 
gained bis  ten  pounds.  His  cutput  of  urine  was  four  pints  of  urine  Id 
the  tweotv-four  hours.  He  retrained  from  sugar  and  used  gluten  floor, 
and  after  two  years,  he  enjoys  perfect  health,  although  be  notices  an  la-- 
crease  of  urine,  when  he  satisfies  his  craving  for  sugar.  His  weight  has 
not  varied  appreciably  in  the  meantime. 

Unfortunately  a  majority  of  these  cases  do  not  belong  to  the  class  in 
which  dietetic  regime  offers  so  much  encouragement.  In  the  older  cases 
that  have  sufferred  from  a  general  deterioration,  where  the  process  of  con- 
stitutional break  down  is  in  evidence,  we  find  gangrene  a  very  trouble- 
some feature  to  contend  with. 

The  following  case  of  which  I  have  lost  the  notes,will  serve  as  an  il- 
lustration of  many  of  the  ordinary  symptoms  occurring  in  thissequelae  of  • 
diabetic  degeneration.  The  patient  at  time  of  beginning  of  the  immediate 
,  appearance  of  gangrene,  was  aged  sixty-three  years.  Two  years  prior  to 
that  time,  she  called  for  treatment  in  regard  to  a  small  sore  on  the  plan- 
tar surface  of  the  big- toe  of  herleftfoot.  It  seemed  trifling  in  appearance 
and  after  resisliihg  such  treatment  as  she  cruld  think  of,  the  case  came 
under  my  care.  After  several  weeks  of  local  treatment,  it  appeared 
to  heal  perfectly.  At  that-time  she  bad  very  few  complaints,  exctpt 
one  of  a  constant  buruing  on  the  vertex.  She  bad  a  hot  spot, as  she  called 
it;  sbe  also  complained  frequently  of  a  severe  pain  in  the  region  of  the 
spleen.  These  symptoms  gradually  disappeared  and  I  lost  sight  of  her 
for  sometime.  In  March  1905,  sbe  was  visiting  a  relative  in  the  city,  and 
on  returning  to  her  home,  stated  she  had  frosted  her  toes  and  wanted  treat- 
ment. On  examining  the  same,  the  toes  on  one  foot  were  white  on  (he 
upper  portion  of  the  toes  and  filled  with  a  serous  fluid.  The  large  toe 
on  which  the  original  sore  existed,  began  to  inflame,  and  in  a  short  timejflL> 
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Iftrge  gansreDOUS  slouch  appeared  with  much  redness  and  sneltiog.  Her 
ftppearance  was  pallid ;  face  somewbat  pufiy,  and  both  limbs  ordematous 
to  the  knees.  The  spec.  grav.  of  the  urine  was  below  the  noTtnal  and 
contained  a  great  amount  of  albumen.  Later  examination  showed  that  it 
contained  >^  %  sugar.  Amount  of  urine  never  over  three  pints.  There 
was  only  moderate  thirst  and  loss  of  appetite.  In  the  ccuise  of  a  few 
weeks  the  minor  toes  were  nearly  healed,  but  the  gangrenous  slongh  in 
the  big  toe  began  to  increase  with  a  violent  inflamation  of  the  eutite  foot 
and  increase  of  odema.  There  was  now  a  well  marked  line  of  demarka- 
tion  at  the  second  joint  of  the  toe,  and  surgical  advice  was  requested. — 
The  entire  foot  now  looked  purplish  and  mottled,  with  severe  pains  in 
the  entire  limb.  There  wasgreat  cutaneous  hyper  aestbesia.  She  could 
not  bear  the  least  touch  to  the  surface.  At  times  there  was  painful  jerk- 
ing in  theaffiicted  limb,  and  a  desire  to  keep  a  moist  cloth  constantly  on 
the  foot,  which  partially  relieved  the  burning  she  complained  of.  This 
was  her  condition  when  she  was  examined  by  three  prominent  surgeons  of 
this  city.  Two  of  ihe  older  surgeons  prognosed  a  rapid  fatal  termination, 
saying  that  it  would  be  useless,  as  they  gave  her  only  a  few  weeks.  The- 
other  siHxeon  advised  amputation  of  the  toe  as  a  preliminary  matter.  The 
patient  was  unwilling  to  submit  to  any  operative  measures,  and  she  was 
treated  on  general  principles.  Two  months  later  the  toe  was  practically 
heated  and  looked  perfectly  healthy,  and  the  patient  was  able  to  go  out 
for  ao  occasional  drive.  Several  months  later  the  patient  developed  a 
pressure  sore  oa  the  outer  side  of  the  same  foot,  sore  developing  belotr 
the  ankle,  which  rapidly  enlarged  and  by  the  end  of  September,  she  died  of 
coma.  Ths  piint  of  interest  in  this  case  to  me,  was  the  apparent  reaction 
to  th>  virions  ri It >lieiu«el  at  different  stages.  Ovingto  ao  enfeebled 
condition,  no  change  was  made  in  her  diet,  as  she  was  encouraged  to  eat 
whatever  she  desired.  Among  the  remedies  used,  Secale  was  beneficial 
for  a  tin?,  then  Cbina.L^chesIs  and  Arsenic, relieved  her  condition  at  vari- 
ous times. 

From  a  surgical  viewcif  this  condition,  I  can  glean  little  information. 
The  best  that  can  bs  expected  in  a  surgical  way,  is  to  dress  the  external 
lesions  as  an  ordinary  ulcer  or  wound.  I  have  found  tlie  ordinary  anti- 
septics in  form  of  a  dry  powder,  the  most  satisfactory.  Boracic  acid  has 
most  frequently  answered  very  well,  unless  a  moist  dressing  wat  more 
agreeable.  In  presenting  this  case  lor  your  consideration,  I  was  actuated 
by  the  desire  t>  get  an  expression  from  the  different  members  of  the  so- 
ciety, as  to  whether  the  remedies  influenced  the  temporary  improvement, 
or  was  it  an  orlinary  let  up  of  the  disintegrating  process  of  the  disease. 
Since  V  krch  19DS,  [  hsv^  o'lierved  a  somiwhat  similar  condition  in  a 
baker,  aged  47.  He  complained  oi  having  frost  bitten  toes.  On  examin- 
ation, I  found  th>  beginning  of  moist  gangrene  on  alt  the  toes  of  the  right 
footand  tw)  of  th>  tiis  on  the  leFt.  The  patient  at  present  weighs  220 
pounds ;  norm  illy  bti  weight  is  260.  He  has  always  been  a  hearty  eater 
ai  J  Jrin'cs  a  targe  quantity  of  beer.     Last  Spring  under  temporary  mod- 
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erate  diet,  and  complete  abstinence  from  malt  liquors,  the  toes  healed 
readily,  save  one,  on-  the  large  toe,  a  gaDgrenous  patch,  occupying  the 
greater  portion  of  the  plantar  surface.sloughed  oif  with  a  general  repair  of 
tissue.  At  that  time  a  line  of  demarcation  appeared,  but  conditions  im- 
proved for  a  time.  While  oriokiog  beer,  the  specific  gravity  of  this 
patient's  urine,  is  very  bigb,  sbovcs  three  per  cent,  of  sugar,  which  is 
readily  reduced  to  half  of  one  per  cent,  ou  restraining  from  all  intoxicants. 

This  case  shows  undoubtedly,  what  benefit  ordinary  restriction  in 
diet  will  do  for  some  of  these  cases. 

The  matter  of  diet  is  an  important  one,  as  I  have  already  stated,  al- 
though thera  may  be  considerable  latitude  sllowtd  govfriig  tledietin  in-- 
dividual  cases.  Rest  and  exercise  are  important  adjuvants  in  the  treat- 
ment of  this  condition.  Baths,  especially  Turkish  baths,  may  be  useful 
for  fat  diabetics.  Sleeping  in  well  ventilated  rooms,  should  be  enforced. 
The  use  of  various  mineral  waters  at   times,   seem   of    positive    value. 

Among  the  remedies,  which  are  useful,  are:  Arsenic,  Phos.  acUras 
Nitrate, Bryonia  alb,  Lacticac,  Podopb.  Aurummur.Merc.  sol..  Nitric  ac, 
Nat.  Sulph,,  Opium,  Codeine.  Constipation  is  sometimes  a  trouble- 
some factor  in  diabetes,  for  which  some  saline  aperient  should  be  taken 
occasioually.  For  the  thirst,  hot  alkaline  mineral  waters  taken  before 
meals,  will  frequently  prove  efficient.  For  the  boils  and  carbuncles  which 
often  appear  during  the  course  of  the  disease,  Heper  and  SiUcia,  msy  be 
indicated.  For  the  pmritis  vulvae,  which  is  often  excessively  trouble- 
some, soap  and  water,  weak  permanganate  solution,  or  weak  cocaine  sol> 
ution.  In  cases  of  diabetic  gangrene,  the  only  substantial  hope,  is  said 
to  be  amputation.

It  is  realized  from  what  I  have  said  in  the  pitvicus  ailicltf,  tbst  the 
treatment  of  Chorea  consists  first  of  the  rtmcval  oi  ^ny  pcsf'iblr  frrrce 
of  reflex  irritation.  We  must  admit  that  this  in  itself  is  all  that  is 
needed  in  many  cases.  Peimit  me  however  to  suggest,  that  we  must  not 
forget  that  ii  nearly  every  case  there  is  the  very  important  factor  of  a 
predisposition,  already  mentioned.  There  isalso  to  be  considered  the  ab- 
normal nutrition  and  the  habit  of  irregular  muscle  ectivity. 

Then  we  have  a  large  number  nf  cases  in  which  it  is  impossible  for  us 
to  assign  any  special  cause  other  than  mental  strain,  (x<c!sive  (xcitttrfcti 
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or  bad  feeding  and  hygeuic  Garrouudiogs.  The  fact  still  holds  good  that 
a  majority  of  these  casf  s  will  reco^  er  in  abont  three  tnoDlhs.  You  cannot 
however  determine  early  whether  the  particular  case  under  observation  will 
recover  in  three  months  or  run  on  ipdefinitely.  The  tendency  to  recur- 
rence is  also  a  factor  and  must  be  over  come. 

After  removing  all  positive  causes  for  possible  reSex  irritation,  the 
first  step  in  the  treatment  must  be,  the  nourishment  aoA  the  surround- 
ings. 

A  careful  quantitative  analysis  of  the  ctitiTe  twenty-four  hours  uiine 
is  very  important,  in  determining  the  present  condition  of  the  nutrition  and 
what  must  be  done  to  correct  it. 

Should  you  find  the  solids  and  salts  of  Ibe  urine  ell  nottnal  except  the 
Phosphoric  Acid  and  this  very  low,  phosphatic  foods  should  be  in  the 
ascendancy  in  the  dietary  and  physical  exertioD  at  a  minimnm,  in  fact  in 
a  case  of  this  kind  if  very  much  marked  I  am  almost  sure  to  put  the  patient 
in  bed  absolutely  from  two  to  four  weeks,  - 

If  you  find  a  marked  deficiency  in  the  uric  acid  as  compared  with 
urea,  cut  down  the  sweets  and  sugars,  allow  a  fair  amount  of  muscular  ex- 
ertion and  give  your  attention  to  the  excretion  of  uric  acid.  One  of  the 
best  means  in  my  hands  to  accomplish  this  has  been  Thialion,  from  one- 
half  to  one  teaspoooful  in  a  glass  of  very  hot  water,  then  pouting  in  coM 
water  just  sufficient  to  make  it  drinkable, — dose  three  or  four  times  a  day. 
If  you  find  the  urea  low,  or  bolh  urea  and  uric  propoilionalely  )c  w,  give  a 
liberal  diet,  get  the  patient  out  of  doors,  and  give  lithia  in  some  form,  I 
prefer  the  Glycerophosphate  of  Lithia.  It  may  be  necessary  in  some  cases 
to  have  a  blood  analysis.  If  for  instance  a  marked  anaemia  is  found,  the 
treatment  must  be  directed  to  correcting  it. 

lu  general  the  diet  must  be  rather  in  the  line  of  over  feeding  with 
-  easily  digested  and  plain  food,  avoiding  pastries  and  rich  foods  of  all  kinds. 
In  a  large  number  of  cases  the  meals  should  be  supplemented  with  con- 
centrated foods,  such  for  instance  as  Malted  Milk,  between  meals  and  on 
retiring. 

The  surroundings  should  be  made  as  cleanly  and  hygenic  as  possible. 
Excitement  should  be  avoided,  while  ordinarily  there  should  be  a  full 
quota  of  out  door  exercise,  it  should  be  on  the  moderate  order,  not  bois- 
terous. The  mind  should  be  attracted  to  objects  outside  tbe  patient. — 
Mild  interesting  games  but  not  to  tbe  point  of  excitement.  There  should 
in  every  case  be  a  period  of  an  hour  or  so  forenoon  or  afternoon  during 
which  the  patient  is  lying  down  and  kept  petfectly  quiet. 

A  very  large  percent  of  the  cases  you  will  see  would  get  well  and  re- 
main well  with  nothing  in  tbe  way  of  treatment  except  what  has  been  men- 
tioned under  the  various  Etiological  factors  and  the  few  general  instruc- 
tions mentioned. 

Tbe  cure  or  removal  of  the  tendency  however  is  of  great  importance 
□ot  only  in  preventing  recurrence  but  preventing  other  foitrs  cf  reive 
trouble.     The  patient  mu^t  be  given  a  resisting  force  that  will  enable  it  lo 
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overcome  everything  that  may  come  along.  This  Jstbe  most  tmportaat  part 
of  the  treatment  especially  in  those  cases  showing  a  tendency  to  last  months. 
I  an  at  a  loss  to  hear  so  frequently  the  statement  by  a  Homeopathic  physi- 
cian, oh  well,  for  Chorea  I  use  arsenic  or  Fowler's  Solution.  In  my  col- 
lege clinic  where  a  very  large  number  of  Choreas  presented  I  at  one  time 
experimented  with  this  drug,  usibg  it  empirically  in  nearly  every  case  even 
those  with  plain  source  for  reSex  irritation.  My  results  were  not  such  as 
to  warrant  a  continuance  of  the  treatment.  In  the  now  reflex  cases  the 
recovery  was  with  very  Jew  ezceptiins,  in  the  usual  time.  The  cases  all  the 
-  way  through  the  entire  course  of  average  severity.  The  only  maiked  ex- 
ceptions were  in  a  series  diagnosticated  by  me  as  Anaemic  Chorea,  after 
careful  blood  analysis.  In  these  I  used  the  preparation  known  as  Arsen- 
auro,  with  prompt  and  undoubted  results.  However  in  the  other  cases  (no 
Anaemic)  in  which  I  later  tried  it  I  did  not  obtain  the  results.  I  feel  war- 
ranted in  advising  this  remedy  in  the  markedly  Anaemic  cases,  as  an 
adjuvant. 

On  the  other  hand  my  records  in  clinical  cases  (I  nse  them  only  for 
comparison  as  they  correspond  in  environment  and  ability  to  get  necessary 
treatment,  while  cases  in  private  practice  have  very  great  advantages) 
show  a  very  larger  percent  of  very  early  recoveries  and  very  few  recur- 
rences. 

It  hardly  seems  necessary  to  say  that  these  results  followed  the  selec- 
tion and  prescribing  the  indicated  remedy  according  to  the  law  of  simi- 
lars. 

My  first  effort  always  is  to  find  a  remedy  to  fit  the  patient,  according 
to  hereditary  environment,  pectiliarities  shown  in  health.  In  the  modal- 
ities, there  are  usually  two  or  three  that  fit  fairly  well.  I  then  select  one 
of  these  that  comes  the  nearest  coinciding  with  the  present  symptoms  of 
the  patient.  This  method  has  been  markedly  efficatious  tn  cases  of  long 
standing. 

Now  a  word  as  to  Electricity,  while  I  use  it  largely  in  my  practice  I 
rarely  use  it  in  Chorea.  I  have  occasionally  for  its  psychic  effect.  As  an 
aid  to  suggestion,  I  am  satisfied  that  it  would  often  be  of  benefit,  but  it,  I 
believe,  will  not  accomplish  anything  that  I  cannot  do  with  remedies, -with 
much  less  trouble  to  myself  and  expense  to  my  patient. 

Massage  in  the' class  of  patients  that  can  afford  it  is  certainly  a  valua- 
ble adjunct.  Warm  baths  (not  hot)  are  also  often  useful  in  relieving  ten- 
sion and  in  increasing  nutrition.  In  cases  in  which  there  is  good  reactive 
power  a  hot  bath  followed  by  a  cold  plunge  or  a  cold  needle  bath,  are  very 
valuable  helps. 

I  want  to  mention  once  more  for  the  purpose  of  emphasizing  it,  "Sug- 
gestion." I  am  sure  that  I  have  derived  great  benefit  from  careful  pur- 
poseful movements.  For  instance  usingascroll  saw,  playing  slowly  on  a 
piano.  Anything  requiring  slow  and  rather  large  coordinate  movements 
with  close  mental  attention,  but  only  for  a  few  minutes  at  a  time.  Walk- 
ing a  crack  or  stripe  in  a  carpet,  etc.  f^o/^rylr' 
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Id  the  very  grave  cases, the  Ether  Spray, the  entire  lenglh  of  the  tpinal 
cord  to  the  point  of  mild  frost  two  or  three  times  a  day  will  often  give  very 
prompt  relief. 

Agaricus  mnscatius. — Richard  Hoghes  with  good  reason  Eiiggeslcd 
this  remedy.  It  produces  choreiform  movements,  which  cease  during 
sleep;  it  also  prodnces  tremor  with  complete  paralysis. 

Doses:  From  the  mother  tincture  up  to  the  sixth  dilution. 
Caustinm. — Jahr  says  that  Causticum  produces  peculiar  motions 
of  the  head,  eyes,  and  hands,  that  the  patient  forgets  to  read, 
write  and  do  other  manual  work.  Later  a  left-sided  hemiplegia  occurs, 
and  coDVulstoos  persist  during  the  day  and  night.  The  last  chsracteiittic 
formally  indicates  the  drug  in  the  treatment  of  grave  form  of  Chorea. — 
Dose:     Sixth  to  thirtieth  dilution. 

Calc.  carbonica  is  indicated  in  this  form  of  Chorea  by  the  difficult 
speech  and  when  the  patient  bites  bis  tongue  while   talking. 

Cicuta  Virosa. — The  pathogenesis  of  this  drug  contains  ludicrous  mo - 
■  tions  of  the  eye,  limbs,  head,  and  ol  the  upper  portion  of  the  body;  diffi- 
culty in  speech  and  paresis  of  the  muscles.     Clinical  experience  confirmed 
its  use  in  the  treatment  of  Chorea. 

Doses:  Third  up  to  twelfth  dilution. 

Cu'^rum  acet.  (3x.)  The  movements  appear  to  start  in  the  fingers 
and  spread  up  the  arms.  While  often  not  entirely  absent  dunngsleep.the 
movements  are  much  less.  The  muscles  of  the  throat  are  implicated. — 
Cimicifnga  (0  or  3o. )  This  remedy  should  always  be  considered  in  the 
choreas  appearing  at  about  puberty,  and  where  there  seems  to  be  a  delay 
in  the  establishment  of  the  menstrual  function.  It  is  also  indicated  in  sit 
those  cases  where  there  is  a  tendency  to  the  appearance  of  aggravation  of 
the  Chorea  at  the  menstrual  period  If  there  is  melancholia  and  a  tearing 
pain  under  the  left  breast.  Scutellaria  lat.  (Ix  trit.)  has  much  the  same 
general  characteristics  as  Cimicifuga,  but  instead  of  the  melancholy  it  is 
the  opposite. 

Gelsemium  (30.)  ts  a  remedy  that  is  indicated  in  a  great  many  cases. 
The  indications  for  this  drug  are  so  familiar  that  it  is  not  necessary  to  give 
them  here.  Dr.  Hale  suggests  five-drop  doses  of  the  green  tincture,  and 
got  some  excellent  results. 

Jlyoscyamine  hydrobromate  (Mark's)  (4x  trit.  )  a  two  grain  powder 
once  in  ftfur  hours  has  frequently  controlled  the  movements  temporarily, 
in  some  cases  held  them  undercontrol.  Where  I  find  hyosc>amns  indi- 
cated, I  have  frequently  used  this  preparation,  and  alternated  the  4x  with 
the  30x  trit.  with  the  very  best  results.  Agaricus  mus.  will  often  be  found 
to  be  a  very  close  similimun.  Causticum  (3x  and  30.)  where  indicated,  I 
think  I  have  much  better  results  by  alternating  the  high  and  tow  than 
from  either  one  alone.  There  are  many  other  remedies  that  will  be  found 
indicated  by  the  various  causes.  In  the  rheumatic  cases,  for  instance,the 
remedy  will  be  selected  according  to  the  iadic&tions  of  that  trouble  so  in 
many  others. 
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Igiiatia  and  Nux  Vomica. — Hattmann  recommends  Ignatia  in  Chorea 
of  recent  origin,  and  most  homeopathic  authors  have  rpcommended  both 
Strychaias.  Ignatia  and  Nux  vomica  produce  a  continuous  restlessness  of 
the  body,  extre-oe  precioicancy,  involuntary  motions  of  the  knees  on  walk- 
ing, v.;akne3S  of  the  lower  limbs  and  liabilityto  falls.  Meace.Trousseaa, 
following  homeopaths,  prescribed  syrup  of  strychnine  for  chorea  and  he 
'hadsitn;  -tuccess  with  it;  only  he  used  too  str6ng  doses  and,  at  least  once 
had  a  fatal  accident.     (See  L'  Medical,  T.  XII.  p.  17.) 

Doses:   Prom  the  first  trituration  up  to  thetwelfth  dilution. 

The  allopatbic  school  reports  cases  of  chorea  cured  nrith  Iodine. — 
Hahnemann  ("Chronic  Diseases,"  10,  p.  12)  strictly  recommends  Iodine 
in  the  treatment  of  the  common  and  of  the  grave  forms  of  chorea.  The 
pathogenesis  of  iodine  contains  some  symptoms  of  chorea. 

Mercutius  was  princ.pally  recommended  by  Drs.  Espant  and  Ravel. 
It  produces  tremors  that  resemble  tbose  of  chorea,  and  which  Fianeau 
described  under  the  name  of  mercurial  chorea. 

Opium. — Tremors  produced  by  opium  are  due  to  the  same  restless 
paralysis  as  chorea.  Nevertheless,  this  remedy  has  cured  cases  compli- 
cated with  somnolence  and  cerebral   congestion. 

Doses:  The  lower  dilutions. 

In  cases  where  there  is  great  irregularity  of  the  heart,  one  of  my  most 
useful  remedies  is  Fbysostlgma  Ven  ()  3  to  5  drop  doses  every  2  to  4 
hours. 


CimiCAL  LECTUIE  ON  CAKCINOHl  OF  CEIVIX  UTEU.

Hsmcopathlc  Hedicil  Coltcce  of  Mlaionrl. 

I  am  glad  to  be  able  to  present  before  the  class  to-day  a  case  of  that 
disease,  the  cure  of  which  offers  one  of  the  greatest  problems  of  modern 
medicine.  Onr  patient  is  suffering  with  a  typical  case  of  cancer  of  the 
cervix. 

The  history  as  given  me  is  the  following:  Mrs.  R.,  age  43  years, 
mother  of  five  children  and  has  had  one  miscarriage.  Youngest  child  six. 
Labors  were  noninstrumental  and  she  considers  them  as  not  unusually 
severe.     Was  told  that  her  cervix  was  lacerated  at  third  delivery. 

Has  suffered  from  leucorrhoea  off  and  on  for  a  number  of  years.  She 
passed  the  menopause  with  no  symptoms,  menstruation  ceasing  eighteen 
months  ago. 

Our  patient  has  been  a  hard-working  woman  until  her  present  illness, 
which  began  font  months  ago,  when  she  noticed  an  Increase  in  the  sliehJ

lencorrbceil  discharge  and  occasionally  a  spot  or  streak  of  blood.  Tbese 
two  symptoms  have  gradually  increased.  The  discbarge  fiotn  the  UEnal 
wbitish  color  assnmed  a  brownisb  tint  whea  not  mixed  with  blood, 
became  more  watery,  and  developed  an  offensive,  naufealJrg  cdor.  The 
bleeding  has  become  more  frequent  and  durine  the  la^l  three  wctlts  nearly 
coQStint.  She  complains  of  a  continuous  drawing  paiu  in  the  pelvis  and 
back  extending  down  the  thighs,  as  if  the  parts  were  beiMg  squeezed. 
Bowels  are  coiistipited  and  we  are  informed,  that  she  has  not  passed  a 
stool.for  over  a  month  without  a  flow  of  blood  from  the  vagina.  Urination 
is  frequent  and  generally  painless,  but  if  the  bladder  is  not  emptied  when 
the  desire  comes  it  brings  on  a  severe  pelvic  pain. 

Our  patient  tells  me  that  she  faas  lost  flesh  rapidly  during  tb?  la^t  ftw 
months  and  Is  too  weak  to  attend  to  her  household  duties. 

In  making  a  local  examination  of  a  case  tike  this  we  must  proceed 
very  f^eatly  so  as  not  to  start  up  any  bleedtug.  I  wish  all  to  make  a  digital 
examination,  but  before  doing  so  let  us  expose  the  cervix  and  vaginal 
vault.  I  will  use  a  Sim's  speculum  and  depressor,  as  a  bivalve  speculum 
would  tear  the  friable  tissue  on  being  opened.  (The  patient  is  placed  on 
the  table  and  instruments  applied.)  You  will  note  a  red  appearance-of 
the  vaginal  walls  and  at  the  vault  of  vagina  the  anterior  quadrant  of  Ibe 
cervix,  the  remainder  being  replaced  by  a  foul  looking  excavating  ragged 
olcer,  which  has  extended  a  half  inch  on  the  posterior  vaginal  wall.  You 
will  note  as  I  try  to  swab  off  the  discharge  the  surface  bleeds,  and  also 
note  the  deep  laceration  of  the  anterior  surface.  If  there  were  other  lacera- 
tions they  cannot  be  detected  now  as  the  lateral  and  posterior  portions  of 
the  cervix  have  been  eaten  away. 

I  now  wish  each  of  you  to  make  a  digital  examination.  Oil  your 
finger  well  and  be  very  gentle  so  as  not  to  cause  pain  and  start  the  bleed- 
ing. You  will  note  that  the  lower  vaginal  walls  are  friable,  but  the,  vault 
and  cervix,  or  rather  remains  of  cervix,  is  bard,  and  everything  is  Srmly 
fixed  together  in  one  mass,  in  fact  is  absolutely  immovable.  If  you  were 
toagh  yon  might  tear  off  a  portion  of  the  remaining  cervical  lip  as  the 
tissue- is  very  friable. 

Let  us  now  dismiss  this  patient  as  she  is  much  exhausted  by  the  ex- 
amination, and  we  will  analyze  the  history  and  symptoms  in  detail.  We 
note  first,  that  the  woman  is  43  years  af  age.  Cancer  is  a  disease  of  mid- 
dle lifeiHu  fact  the  years  from  35  to  50  are  called  the  cancer  age  of  woman, 
as  during  this  period  the  vast  majority  of  cancers  develop.  Our  patient 
is  then  in  the  most  critical  period  of  her  life  from  the  age  standpoint  in 
the  development  of  cancer.  We  next  note  that  she  has  had  six  pregnan- 
cies and  has  been  lacerated.  Cancer  of  the  cervix  is  a  disease  of  multipa- 
rous  women.  Ninety-nine  of  the  cases  have  borne  children,  and  the 
average  number  of  pregnancies  is  given  as  five.  Very  few  women  who 
have  had  five  pregnancies  have  escaped  some  cervical  injury,  and  lacera- 
tions seem  to  play  a  prominent  part  in  the  etiology  of  cancer.  The  next 
symptom  to  attract  our  attention  is  that  of  a  chronic  leucorrboea  increasing 
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aad  becomtaK  blood  stained.  The  wonan  has  undoubtedly  suffered  for 
years  with  an  endometritis  caused  by  the  laceration,  but  this  bad  nearly 
subsided  from  the  effect  of  the  climacteric,  when,  about  tour  months  ago 
the  leacorrhoei  increased  and  was  blood  stained,  gradually  became  puru- 
lent and  the  blood  more  abundant,  until  on  exertion  and  stool  the  hemor- 
rhage is  severe.  This  is  the  usual  course  of  such  cases.  The  first  dis- 
charge was  from  the  irritated  utricular  glands  and  the  papillary  excre- 
scences, the  latter  from  the  sloughing  ulcer.  While  there  js  no  symptom 
that  is  pjsitively  diagaostic  of  incipient  carcinoma,  at  this  age  the  return 
or  increase  of  a  leacorrhcea  which  becomes  irregularly  blood  stained  is  a 
sign  of  extren:  importance  and  calls  (or  an  examination  and  discovery  of 
positive  reasons  for  its  presence.  Many  a  woman  has  been  let  to  pass 
beyond  all  hope  of  recovery  through  operation  by  the  assurance  that 
irregular  bleeding  occurs  during  and  after  the  climacteric. 

The  next  symptom,  the  offensive  odor,  is  from  the  slougbiug  of  the 
diseased  tissues.  No  condition  is  so  repulsive  to  the  patient  and  her 
associates  as  a  breaking  down  cancer;  in  fact  the  nose  can  be  diagnostic 
at  this  stage. 

*  The  drawing  piia  oir  patient  complains  of  is  easily  accounted  for 
when  we  make  our  digital  examination.  The  pelvic  contents  are  hard 
and  drawn  together  m  a  solid  mass.  Instead  of  a  cervix  which  can  be 
easily  pressed  in  any  direction  with  the  finger  we  find  the  ring  of  cervical 
tissue  immovable;  the  vaginal  vault  feels  like  it  might  have  been  infil- 
trated-with  parafine  and  yet  it  tears  easily  from  touch  and  even  from  the 
passing  of  the  stool  through  the  rectum. 

This  poor  woman  is  anemic,  cachetic,  a  miserable  burden  to  herself 
and  friends,  and  such  is  the  usual  picture  of  fully  developed  cancer  of  the 
uterus.  What  can  we  do?  Practically  nothing.  Antiseptic  douches  will 
keep  the  odor  down ;  the  curette  and  cautery  can  clear  away  the  sloughing 
mass,  morphine  will  ease  the  pain  and  benumb  the  senses  but  nothing  has 
been  discovered  that  can  save  her  from  the  approaching  doom. 

I  have  dwelt  at  length  on  this  case,  not  because  it  offers  any  difficul- 
ties of  diagnosis,  a  freshman  could  name  it.  Not  because  it  gives  ao 
opportunity  for  brilliant  surgery,  quite  the  reverse,  but  because  it  sbotfs 
ns  a  picture  of  death  in  one  of  its  most  horrible  forms  and  one  that  can  be 
avoided  in  the  majority  of  cases. 

Statistics  show  us  that  after  the  cancer  cells  have  invaded  the  peri- 
uterine tissues,  and  the  cervix  is  fixed,  total  removal  is  impossible,  but 
the  same  figures  show  that  cancer  in  its  incipiency  is  a  local  disease  and 
if  removed  in  toto  seldom  returns.  The  lesson  we  wish  to  draw  from  this 
case  is  not  how  to  diaeaose  and  treat  it  now,  but  three  or  more  months 
ago.  Not  this  stinking,  sloughing  ulcer,  but  the  increased  leucorrfcoea, 
the  slight  irregular  bleeding,  the  little  indurated  Dodule  on  tbe  site  of  an 
old  laceration;  these  are  the  incipient  symptoms  and  if  not  heeded  lead 
the  patient  to  inevitable  doom. 

The  detection  of  cancer  of  the  cervix  in  its  earliest  stages  is  thi 
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lem  that  is  now  before  the  medical  profession,  and  to  107  mind  edacation 
is  the  only  means  by  which  we  can  solve  it.  We  mqst  educate  the  gen- 
eral  practitioner;  I  must  educate  you  to  detect  it  when  it  presents  itself 
at  theofBce,  and  I  believe  the  laity  should  be  taught  that  the  years  just 
preceding  and  followlne  the  menopause  are  critical  ones  to  the  child- 
bearing  woman, and  that  irregular  and  increased  bleeding  and  lencorrboeal 
Bow  are  not  natural  conditions  of  this  period  to  be  left  alone,  hoping  that 
all  will  come  well,  but  are  in  many  cases  the  early  symptoms  of  cancer. 

A  few  years  ago  a  wave  of  popular  education  swept  over  tbe  country, 
and  now  every  school  boy  knows  that  his  appendix  is  on  the  right  side 
and  that  pain  in  that  side  should  not  be  neglected.  At  tbe  present  time 
education  is  taking  the  dread  from  the  name  of  consumption  and  placing 
it  on  tbe  list  of  curable  diseases.  The  people  are  coming  to  tbe  physician 
with  the  earliest  symptoms  and  tbe  physician  is  educated  up  to  the  point 
where  be  can  detect  tbe  incipient  cases.  Would  it  be  very  wrong  to  tell 
those  of  our  clientage  who  are  approaching  the  critical  age  that  certain 
symptoms  .signify  certain  conditions,  and  that  cancer  of  the  uterus,  in  its 
incipiency  is  more  amenable  to  proper  surgical  treatment  then  pulmonary 
tuberculosis  is  to  medicine  and  hygiene?  We  are  looking  at  this  matter 
in  a  different  light  than  it  was  looked  at  only  a  few  years  ago,  and  I  hope 
that  tbe  old  saying,  "Tbe  secrets  of  tbe  profession  of  one  decade  is  the 
common  knowledge  of  the  people  of  the  next,"  will  come  true  with  can- 
cer of  the  uterus.-

ILLttSTIATIVE  OP  USE  OF  SUB-AIACHIIOID  ANALOESIA.* 


Cask  1. — Stoical,  rigid  6bred-Germati,  aged  50,  patient  of  Dr.  Mau- 
rice Thompson.  Two  years  ago  this  man  received  a  cut  in  his  left  fore- 
arm from  a  flying  piece  of  steel  which  severed  his  radial  artery.  Both 
ends  of  the  artery  were  ligated  at  the  time,  tbe  wound  healing  with  some 
suppuration.  Tbe  tumor.wbicb  now  presents,  about  the  size  of  a  large 
orange,  has  slowly  developed  since  that  time.  Recently  it  has  grown 
more  rapidly.  It  is  non-expansile,  non -pulsating,  yet  tbe  radial  artery, 
both  above  and  below,  distinctly  pulsates. 

That  part  of  the  artery  below  the  tumor  shows  a  much  smaller  pulse 
wave  than  that  above.  The  tumor  is  painless,  and  disturbs  him  only 
because  of  its  size. 

Aspiration  with  a  fine  hypodermic  needle  secures  a  brownish,  watery 
fluid,  which  upon   microscopic   examination,  shows   numerous  red  blood 
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celts.      To  palpation  the  tnmor  shows  the  chaiacterislic  resilienc;  of  a 
cyst.     The  diagaosis  is  probably,  obliterated  trauinatic  aneurism. 

One  and  a-quarter  grains  of  of  tropa  cocaine  were  injected  into  bifl 
sub-aracnoid  space,  the  needle  entering  between  the  second  and  third 
Inmbar  vertebrae.  The  injection  was  made  by  Dr.  Forster,  and  after  the 
techoigue  developed  by  him.  When  the  tnmor  was  exposed  by  a  linear 
incision,  the  diagnosis  of  obliterated  aneurism  was  confiitned.  The  sac 
contained  serum  and  many  poorly  formed  blood  clots.  Hunter's  opera- 
tion WIS  made,  save  that  ligation,  above  and  below,  was  omitted,  because 
unnecessary.     The  wound  was  closed  with  drainage  and  skin  tacks. 

Despite  the  fact  this  operation  was  above  the  waist  line,  the  patient 
experienced  no  pain,  and  at  the  completion  of  operation,  arose  fnm  the 
table  and  walked  to  his  room  unaided. 

Case  2. — A  young  woman  aged  16,  suffering  for  two  years  with 
irregular  and  profuse  menstruation,  obstinate  constipation  and  frequent 
attacks  of  epistaxis.  About  six  months  ago,  I  had  her  chloroformed  and 
dilation  o(  the  sphincter  ani  was  made  for  the  cure  of  a  fissure.  While 
under  chloroform  a  pelvic  examination  revealed  an  astonishing  degree  of 
retroversion  of  the  uterus,  for  which  reposition  was  made  with  no  expec- 
tation of  its  permanent  effectiveness.  It  was  proposed  to  make  a  round 
ligament  suspension. 

Dr.  Forster  gave  her  a  spinal  injection  of  one  and  one-quarter  grains 
of  tropa  cocaine.  She  was  put  in  the  Trendulenberg  position  and  within 
three  minutes  after  the  injection,  the  abdomen  was  opened,  the  suspen- 
sion made  by  drawing  the  round  ligaments  through  the  broad  ligaments 
and  external  to  the  fascia  of  the  external  oblique,  where  they  were  fas- 
tened with  two  catgut  ligatures  each.  The  abdomen  was  closed  with 
layers  of  one-ten  catgnt.  This  young  woman  during  tbe  opi.ration  was 
perfectly  conscious,  experienced  no  pain,  no  nausea,  and  was  ofiered  and 
took  a  drink  of  water  while  on  the  operating  table. 

Case  3. — A  German  man  aged  73,  patient  of  Dr.  Schuricht  for  eight 
years  has  had  some  bladder  difficulty,  necessitating  somewhat  too  fre- 
quent emptying  of  that  organ.  In  the  last  three  years  be  has  suffered 
more  or  less  constantly  with  cystitis.  Examination  -per  rectum,  revealed 
a  hypertropbied  prostrate  gland.  Palpation  of  this  gland  occasioned 
severe  pain  referred  to  the  end  of  the  penis,  at  which  place  he  has  experi- 
enced much  paiu  when  attempting  to  empty  the  bladder.  This  was 
suggestive  of  stone,  but  because  of  exquisite  sensitiveness  of  the  urethra, 
no  instrumental  search  had  been  made  for  stone.  Dr.  Forster  gave  him 
two  and  a -half  grains  of  tropa  cocaine  tbe  patient  complaining  much  of 
pain  from  the  iujectlin.  He  was  placed  in  the  Lithotomy  position  and 
Zuckerbandle's  tranverse  incision  made.  The  capsule  of  the  prostrate 
was  divided  on  either  side  and  the  gland  with  some  considerable  dif^culty 
peeled  out.  A  fiager  in  tbe  bladder  discovered  a  partly  encysted  stone, 
which  was  removed.  The  patient  was  shown  the  stone,  whereupon  he 
promptly  collapsed,  requiring  whiskey  and  strychnine  to  resus:it8te  hiiu  n 
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Cile's  doable  rubber  draiaage  tubt  was  introduced  through  the  perineal 
wound,  and  the  patient  returned  to  his  bed.  His  pulse  was  one  hundred 
aad  oi  p3  ir  quality,  but  he  shortly  recuperated,  and  he  has  exhibited  no 
abaormil  symptoms  since.  The  patient  experienced  absolutely  no  pain 
whatever  during  this  severe  operation.  The  stone  which  weighed  677 
grains,  on  section  proved  to  be  cximposed  of  urates,  with  a  distinct  shell 
of  phosphates  about  one-fourth  inch  thick. 

Case  4. — Man  aged  40,  patient  of  Dr.  Max  Aszmann,  Chester,  Illi- 
Dois,  for  three  years  he  has  presented  a  growing  tumor  in  the  left  super- 
ior parotid  triangle.  The  tumor  was  painless,  fluctuating  and  was  diag- 
nosed by  Dr.  Aszmann  as  a  lymph  adenoma.  Dr.  Forstergave  this  man 
an  injection  of  two  and  a-half  grains  of  tropa  cocaine.  He  was  laid  on 
the  table  and  subjected  to  a  rocking  motion,  to  secure  if  possible,  difiu- 
stoD  of  the  analgesic  throughout  the  spinal  canal.  After  about  ten  mic- 
utes'  wait  no  ansethesia  as  high  as  the  neck  resulting,  be  was  etherized 
and  at  my  request.  Dr.  Porster  dissected  out  this  tumor. 

This  dissection  exposed  the  external  carotid,  internal  and  external 
jugular,  descendens  noni,  and  spinal  accessory  nerves.  The  wound  was 
closed  with  whip  stitch  of  catgut  and  cigarette  drainage.  This  man  suf- 
fered with  throbbing  headache,  aggravated  on  rising,  for  six  days. 

By  exclusion  I  could  o.nly  attributa  it  to  the  Iropa  cocaine. 
2344  Park  Avenue. 
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The  report  presented  contemplates  the  consideration  of  intra  vescical 
work,  through  the  ureter  catheterizing  cystoscope,  and  the  technique  of 
the  operation. 

First,  a  reliable  aud  practical  procedure. 

Second,  a  diagnostic  means,  embracing  the  determination  of  the  cause 
and  location  of  obscure  urinary  affections,  anatomical  and  pathological 
deviations. 

Third,  the  activity  of  the  kidnevs. 

Fourth,  for  kidney, pelvic  and  ureteral  irrigations  and  facilitating  kid- 
ney drainage. 

fifth,  a  therapeutic 'measure,in  applying  antiseptic,  astringent,  lubri- 
cating medications. 

The  instrument  employed  is  the  Braosford  Lewis  Ureter  Cysto- 
scope, which  is  about  20  cm.  long,  having  a  beak  at  its  distal  end  3  cm. 
long  containing  a  cold  lamp  about  three  candle  power.  The  cystoscope 
is  the  size  of  a  26-French  sound,  provided  with  an  obdurator,  and  ocular

wiadow,  onltsnDder  surface  aie  two  tubes  for  the  passage  of  fine  silte 
ureteral  catheters.  Tbe  electric  Bttacfament  is  made  at  the  bead,  which 
is  also  provided  with  a  stop  cock  which  allows  the  warm  air  to  be  intro- 
duced into  the  bladder. 

Tbe  accessories  of  tbe   iostTument   consists   cf  a   cocain   depositor, 
aipiritor,  dilating  butb,  air  pump  and  alcohol  lamp. 
Modus  Operandi. 

T  be  patient  is  cautioned  not  to  eat  a  heavy  meal  before  the  operation. 
The  bladder  is  irrigated  with  a  boracic  acid  solution,  the  parts  washed. 
•  The  bladder  is  thoroughly  emptied,  tbe  patient  placed  on  the  operating 
table  in  the  dorsal  position.  The  buttocks  elevated  to  an  angle  of  60  de-  . 
gcees,  legs  flexed  on  thighs,  tbigbs  flexed  on  abdomen  slightly  abducted 
and  rotated  outward. '  The  patient  is  now  ready.  The  operator  now  intro* 
duces  the  cocain  depositor  and  deposits  one  or  two  tablets  on  ihe  trigone 
of  the  bladder.  Analgesia  must  be  complete  for  the  successful 
performance  of  the  operation. 

The  cystocope  is  introduced,  the  obdurator  withdrawn  and  the  ocu- 
lar  window  inserted.  Now  by  means  of  the  stopcock  and  the  dilating 
bulb  air  pump,  sufficient  warmed  air  is  introduced  to  distend  all  tbe  folds 
of  the  bladder  for  inspection. 

Should  at  any  time  the  urine  or  mucous'  obstruct  tbe  view,  or  inter- 
fere with  the  work  the  ocular  window  is  removed,  the  fluid  removed  by 
means  of  the  aspirator.  Tbe  ocular  window  replaced  and  tbe  bladder  re- 
filled with  warmed  air,  after  thorough  inspection  of  the  bladder  mucosa, 
the  surgeon  turns  bis  attention  lo  finding  the  ureteral  orifices,  tbe  btek  of 
tbe  cystoscope  is  turned  downward,  tbe  orifices  of  ureters  are  always 
found  near  the  neck  of  the  bladder  about  2  cm.  from  the  median  line;  they 
may  be  definitely  recognized  by  watching  a  suspected  slit  in  the  mncosa, 
in  a  few  minutes  it  will  gather  ittelf  togelfatr  srd  eject  a  Itw  dufs  of 
urine,  pus  or  blood-stained  fluid.  When  the  orifice  is  recognized,  the 
cystoscope  is  pushed  near  the  opening  and  the  catheter  introduced.  The 
opposite  ureter  is  fodnd  in  a  like  manner. 

The  next  step  is  to  start  the  flow  of  urine.  This  may  be  accom  • 
pli^ed  by  means  of  a  glass  syringe,  which  is  inserted  in  the  outer  end 
of  the  catheter,  and  a  few  drops  of  urine  aspirated,  after  which  it  wiU 
generally  flow. 

Should  this  procedure  fail  a  few  cc.  of  formatol  may  be  injected  into 
the  catheter  and  again  aspirated.  T-bis  second  procedure  generally  sue* 
ceeds  in  establishing  the  flow  of  urine.  After  tbe  urine  is  flowing  the 
cystoscope  is  withdrawn,  using  great  care  not  to  disturb  tbe  catheter  in 
the  ureters.  The  catheters  draining  the  right  and  left  kidneys  are  in- 
serted into  separate  sterile  boitles  marked  right  and  left.  Tbe  ureteral 
catheters  are  black  and  amber,  tfais  dii^lircticn  is  lo  prevtnl  confu- 
sion. The  patient  is  put  in  a  comfortable  position  and  about  25  cc.  of 
urine  collected,  which  will  require  about  30  minutes  and  be  amply  suffi- 
cient for  examination. 
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During  the  winter  of  1901  ft  woman  came  tome  complamiog of  bead- 
acbe  following  slnkinfc  spells  which  would  "pot  her  out"  for  sometime. 
These  spells  had  been  in  vogue  with  her  for  the  past  two  or  three  years, 
and  were  increasing  in  fiequency  so  that  they  often  ctme  daily 
whereas  they  ont^y  came  weekly  or  biweekly  to  begin  with. 

The  worst  of  the  case  was  the  fact  that  there  was  nothing  peculiar 
about  them  except  that  they  never  came  during  the  catamenia,  and 
irregularity  was  their  strongest  chaiacleristic.  On  the  strength  of  their 
absence  or  amelioration  from  the  menstrual  flow,  I  gave  Lachesis  in  sev- 
eral potencies  over  a  period  of  several  weeks  without  benefit,  when  I  dis- 
covered that  the  patient  had  a  pair  of  greatly  enlarged  tonsils,  which  were 
nearly  always  infected,  keeping  her  with  a  sore  throat  most  of  the  time. 

On  palpation  there  exuded  out  on  their  surface  a  nasty  thick  dis- 
charge as  a  result  of  the  slight  pressure  incidental  to  the  manipulation, 
and  on  account  of  the  bad  appearance  of  the  discharge,  I  urged  her  to 
have  the  tonsils  removed,  giving  her  as  an  inducement  to  this  end  much 
encouragement  to  believe  that  the  removal  would  be  followed  by  a  cessa- 
tion of  her  "sinking  spells"  and  her  headaches  which  followed  them. 
She  reluctantly  consented  to  having  the  tonsils  removed  with  the  result 
that  after  they  were  out  she  never  bad  another  sinking  spell  nor  headache. 
After  the  tonsils  were  removed  they  were  found  to  be  full  of  small  cavities 
larger  than  a  wheat  grain,  which  were  full  of  a  thick  clear  serum.  I  am 
convinced  that  it  was  because  of  the  discharge  into  the  circulation 
of  the  contents  of  one  or  mofe  of  these  crypts  that  caused  the  sinking 
spells,  and  the  weakness  was  due  to  this  virus,  in  the  same  manner  iden- 
tically that  snake  venom  depresses  the  system  of  one  into  which  it  has 
been  injected.  The  headaches  were  reactionary  phenomena  and  of  course 
were  not  cared  by  the  remedy  given  for  the  reason  that  the  remedy  was  - 
not  truly  indicated. 

Case  Two,  was  an  unusual  case  of  strangulated  hernia  The  his- 
tory was  that  the  patient,  a  telephone  lineman,  was  up  a  tree  clearing  a 
line  when  the  limb  on  which  he  wasstanding  broke  and  precipitated  him 
to  the  ground  twelve  feet  below  with  nothing  noticeable  at  the  time  more 
than  a  good  shaking  up.  After  supper  that  evening,  he  felt  uncom- 
fortable and  came  to  consult  me  because  of  it  that  night.  Not  being  able 
to  ascertain  anything  that  pointed  to  trouble  I  prescribed  a  placebo 
and  assured  him  that  I  thought  he'd  be  all  right  in  a  day  or  two,  when 
he  went  home. 

The  next  morning  he  went  to  work  as  usual  feeling  fairly  well,  but 
be  didn't  eat  much  breakfast.  About  10  o'clock  while  at  the  top  of  a 
telephone  pole,  he  was  seized  with  severe  pains  in  his  epigastrium  which 
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caused  him  to  come  down  from  bis  perch  and  make  his  way  home  as  soon 
as  he  could,  being  doubled  up  all  the  while.  His  wife  worked  with  him 
for  two  or  three  hours  in  a  vain  endeavor  to  get  bis  bowels  to  move  by  an 
enema  and  oil  and  salts  when  she  called  me  over  ibe  telephone  and  told 
me  the  situation.  I  hastened  to  his  house  and  found  him  sufferioK  se- 
verely with  paroxysmal  pains  with  nausea  at  or  just  after  each  pain.  On 
listening  over  the  abdomen,  no  peristalsis  could  be  heard  at  all,  and  there 
was  a  good  deal  of  tenderness  on  palpation,  but  no  elevation  of  tempera- 
ture. 

The  pulse  was  thready  and  plainly  showed  the  effect  of  solar  plexoB 
inhibition.  On  going  over  the  abdomen  carefully,  I  came  across  a 
bulging  in  the  right  inguinal  region  which  was  very  tender  to  touch,  and 
which  I  thought  was  the  "nigger  in  the  woodpile,"  but  was  told  by  the 
patient,  that  this  had  always  been  there  and  was  in  reality  an  undescended 
testicle,  bat  hevolanteered  the  information  that  it  was  now  much  more 
tender  than  usual.  Peeling  that  there  was  a  hernia  included  in  the.bulg- 
ing,  which  was  not  large  nor  characteristic,  I  gave  cfatoiofotm  to  surgical 
anesthesia  and  as  I  thought,  reduced  any  hernia  that  might  have  been 
there.  I  put  him  to  bed  and  waited  until  return  to  consciousness  when 
he  complained  of  no  more  pain  so  I  left  to  attend  other  calls  but  on  my 
arrival  at  home  was  telephoned  to  by  bis  wife  that  be  was  in  dread- 
ful pain  again  and  to  please  come  out  right  away  and  give  him  relief. 
This  I  accordingly  did,  giving  him  H  gr.  Hypodermic  of  Morphia  re- 
peated'  in  one  hour  because  he  was  yet  complaining  quite  loudly,  and 
with  paroxysms  of  pain  came  vomiting  of  fecal  matter. 

It  was  now  nearly  midnight,  and  and  as  there  was  nothing  especially 
urgent,  I  decided  to  wait  until  morning  before  taking  any  more  radical 
steps.  Daring  the  night,  however,  I  fonnd  it  necessary  to  give  him  two 
more  hypodermics  at  intervals  of  two  and  three  hours  to  relieve  Ibe  pain, 
and  vomiting.  As  soon  as  it  was  daylight,  I  went  to  the  nearest  tele- 
phone and  arranged  to  take  him  to  the  hospital,  called  a  carriage,  bun* 
died  him  into  it,  and  was  at  the  hospital  before  they  had  finished  break- 
fast. 

As  soon  as  the  operating  room  could  be  made  ready,  and  the  patient 
prepared,  I  did  a  celiotomy,  making  my  incision  through  the  light 
rectus  muscle  and  some  four  and  a  half  Inches  long.  As  soon  as  tbe 
periotonium  was  opened  the  intestines  jumped  out  like  rats  out  of  a  com 
crib. 

'  A  careful  search  discovered  a  knuckle  of  the  Illtum  in  the  grasp  of  the 
internal  inguinal  ring,  but  only  enough  of  tbe  lumen  of  the  gut  was  in- 
cluded as  to  close  it  to  passage  of  contents,  and  this  portion  was  chemotic 
and  red  from  being  constricted,  and  only  came  out  of  its  lodging  place 
after  a  smart  t  ig.  I  was  not  afraid  of  tearing  it  because  of  so  recent  in- 
volvment,  and  said  involvraent  being  comparatively  free  from  pressure  be- 
cause of  tbe  peristaltic  quiet  obained  by  the  morphine.  After  Ibis  was 
liberated  a  fairly  careful   search  of   the  intestine  determined    that  it  was 
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otherwise  clear,  so  it  was  put  back  with  considerable  difficulty  and  the 
abdomen  closed  with  three  rows  of  chromicised  sheep  gut  sutures  aud  tbe 
patient  put  to  bed. 

In  a  couple  of  hours  after  this  he  began  to  complain  agaiq,  and  I  di- 
rected the  nurse  to  repeat  tbe  Morphine  bypordermic,  but  to  add  1/30  gT. 
salyrtlateof  eserine.  She  could  not  get  the  eserine,  so  I  directed  l/50 
gr.strychuia  with  the  end  in  view  of  stimulating  the  peristalsis  which 
had  been  suspeoded  for  30  hours.  Tbe  operation  was  done  early  on  Sun- 
day mornioK  aud  at  midnight  Sunday  night  after  a  higheuema,  the  patient 
felt  as  if  there  would  be  an  alviue  evacuation,  but  the  effort  made  over  a 
b:d-pin  while  iu  a  recumbent  posittoa  was  ineffectual.  In  response  to 
much  importnoities,  tbe  nurse  telephoned  me  lo  ask  if  it  were  possible  to 
permit  the  patient  to  sit  up  over  a  slop  jar  and  attempt  defacatioa. 

I  promptly  gave  them  permission  with  the  resnlt  that  tbe  effort  was 
copionily  successful,  and  tbe  getting  up  made  not  tbe  slightest  difference 
with  the  convalescence  of  tbe  patient.  I  felt  free  to  allow  this  so  soon 
beca«se  of  tbe  fact  that  the  incision  bad  been  made  through  the  tectas 
muscle  instead  of  the  median  line.

TBE  MISSOURI  INSTITUTE  OF  BOHEOFATHY.

ST.  LOUIS  HOHEOPATHIC  MEDICAL  SOCIETY. 


Afthe  meeting  of  the  St.  Louis  Homoeopathic  Medical  Society  on 
the  12th  inst.,  Dr.  W.  A.  Forster,    of    Kansas  City,  addressed    the  igwlc 
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ctety  OS  the  sabject  of  Sub  •arachnoid  Analgesia,  with  which  form  of  anes- 
tbetic  the  doctor  has  made  extensive  experiments.  An  accoant  of  his 
practical  demonstrations  daring  the  day  at  the  St.  Louis  City  and  Lutheran 
Hospitals,  appears  elsewhere  in  this  number  of  the  Clinical  Rbpoktbs. 

The  doctor  is  very  enthusiastic  over  the  working^  of  this  method, 
claiming  for  it  greater  safety  and  expediency  in  administration  as  well  as 
an  elimination  <:rf  the  inconstant  factor,  bad  after  tffects,  which  is  being 
demonstated  more  and  more  to  occur  after  the  general  anesthetics,  ether 
and  chloroform. 

Innovations  are  naturally  accepted  hesitatingly  by  the  profession  and 
need  a  large  number  of  conobative  experiments  to  remove  the  elements  of 
doubt  and  uncertainty.  If  proven  to  carry  a  smaller  morbidity  and  mor- 
tality rate  than  the  methods  now  in  vogue,  it  will  be  accepted  as  a  very 
importaot  addition  to  medicine  and  surgery  as  there  are  many  instances  in 
which  surgical  measures  are  urgently  demanded  where  insuperable  cbjfc- 
tions  lie  to  the  administration  of  ether  or  chloroform. 


OBSTETRIC  NOTES. 


In  any  case  of  rigid  perineum  of  whatever  degree  it  must  not  be  for- 
gotten that  full  anesthesia  will  do  more  to  prevent  laceration  than  any 
so-called  manual  support.  Under  profound  anesthesia  the  head  may  be 
allowed  to  advance  more  slowly,  can  be  arrested  at  the  height  of  pains, 
and  the  vjluatary  eQorts  of  the  patient  do  not  interfere  with  the  vis  uteri 
bat  allows  the  accoucher  to  have  perfect  control  of  the  last  stage  of  labor. 


In  the  woman  of  average  build  the  position  of  the  child  can  be  diag* 
nosed  readily  by  palpation  and  auscultation.  One  preliminary  digital 
examination  is  all  that  is  required  to  determine  the  presentation,  u.  i., 
whether  the  vertex,  brow,  face,  etc.  Subsegneotly  the  trained  obstettist 
can  judge  as  to  progress  by  character  and  manner  of  pains  without  sub- 
jecting the  patient  to  repeated  examinations.  Full  dilatation  of  the  cer- 
vix without  rupture  of  the  membranes  will  be  followed  by  painful  pains 
and  calls  for  immediate  attention.  Failure  of  internal  rotation  will  be 
followed  by  a  greater  or  less  degree  of  inertia.  This  can  be  corrected  by 
posturing  the  patient  for  a  few  moments  in  the  Walcher  position.  If  this 
does  not  have  the  desired  effect  one  blade  of  the  forceps  may  be  used  to 
correct  it.  The  obstetrist  should  make  it  a  matter  of  pride  to  examine  the 
patient  per  vaginam  the  fewest  possible  number  of  times. 


lo  routine  practice  the  lateral — prone  position  presents  many  desir- 
able features  for  the  facile  management  of  the  woman  in  the  second  and 
third  stages  of  labor.    Either  the  right  or  left  size  may  be  chosen  as  seems 
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expedient  for  light,  position  of  b:d,  etc.  The  patient  is  placed  on  the 
the  side  desired,  a  light  pillow  placed  under  the  head,  the  knees  drawn 
sharply  up  and  a  pad  or  large  pillow-placed  between  them,  the  hips  pro- 
jecting well  to  the  edge  of  the  bed.  The  accoucher  sits  alongside  the  bed 
with  one  arm  resting  lightly  on  the  patient's  hips  and  both  hands  free  to 
manage  carefully  every  step  of  the  second  andtfaiid  sUges  of  labor.  This 
posture  has  the  following  pointsof  evident  superiority  over  the  time  worn 
ano-dorsal  position,  viz:  Facility  with  which  the  vulva  may  be  exposed 
and  progress  of  extension  of  head  managed,  and  particularly,  Ireedrm 
from  contamination  with  expressed  feces  which  latter  cannot  be  prevented 
in  the  ano-dorsal  position  so  easily.  ~ 


CUUTTAOE. 


That  the  curette  in  the  hand  of  an  experienced  and  observant  opera- 
tor  is  aa  instrument  of  much  value  goes  without  saying,  but  that  it  is 
often  the  means  of  doing  much  harm  is  also  well  known;  for  awhile  it 
was  the  operation  for  everybody,  and  for  almost  everything;  as  a  matter 
of  fact  many  good  and  brilliant  results  were  obtained  and  still  are,  bnt  in 
many  individuals  the  work  was  not  productive  of  good  results.  Some- 
times indeed  it  was  followed  by  tnhal  and  other  diseases  of  the  generative 
organs  and  the  first  operation  had  to  be  followed  by  other  and  (^raver 
measures.  There  are  a  few  cardinal  rules  that  will  serve  for  the  guidance 
of  those  who  may  be  in  doubt  in  these  certain  conditions,  the  oftenest 
found,  and  wherein  the  use  of  the  curette  seems  to  be  indicated,  and  it 
will  be  found  by  experience  that  a  little  care  in  the  selection  of  the  cases 
dealt  with  will  amply  repay  the  time  and  trouble  needed  for  so  doing;  for 
example,  it  will  be  of  little  or  no  use  to  dilate  and  curette  a  nterus  that  Is 
undergoing  atrophic  degeneration  or  to  expect  regeneration  and  strength- 
ening in  tissues  that  have  so  long  been  displaced  that  the  vitality  and  cir- 
culation has  been  seriously  Impaired ;  curettage  will  not  take  the  place  of 
hysterectomy.  For  the  relief  of  a  chronic  endometritis  cnrettage  will 
under  favorable  circumstances  give  the  most  brilliant  results,  but  the 
work  must  he  thorough,  and  of  this  the  dilitation  is  one  of  the  essential 
steps;  this  dilitation  should  be  of  the  internal  as  well  as  the  external  and 
so  thoroughly  done  that  the  parts  will  not  contract  tightly  when  instru- 
ments are  introduced  farther  into  the  nterus.  This  dilitation  may  be  done 
with  sounds  or  the  more  easily  accomplished  with  a  dilator.  It  makes  no 
difference  If  the  canal -be  small  so  long  as  the  contractile  tendency  is 
overcome.  In  the  bands  of  most  surgeons  the  dull  rinsing  curette  will  be 
the  instrument  of  choice  and  In  any  reasonable  case  will  be  devoid  of 
danger,  the  entire  nterine  wall  should  be  gone  over  carefully  and  without 
undue  force,  but  the  work  should  be  thorough  and  if  one  scraping  does 
not  seem  to  leave  the  surface  smooth  it  should  at  once  be  repeated,  the 
debris  is  washed  away  by  the  stream  that  flows  through  the  instrument 
and  the  fluid  used  for  this  purpose  should  be  hot  sterile  or  of  normal  salt 
solution.  .OQ[c

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Charles  E.  Sawyer,  td.  D.,  Marion,  Ohio,  in  the  InUfnational 
Journal  of  Surgery  expresses  some  interestiag;  views  on  this  subject. 
After  reviewing  the  significance  of  the  signal  lights  to  theengiaeer  on  our 
great  trunk  lines,  and  what  it  means  to  properly  interpret  the  signal  lights 
to  the  safety  of  the  passengers  and  what  disaster  may  result  when  they 
-are  ignored  or  misinterpreted.     He  writes  in  part  as  follows : 

"So  it  is  with  the  signal  lights  which  may  be  observed  to  the  opera- 
tion of  the  bamaq  system.  Oftentimes  they  are  slight  in  form  and,  as 
compared  with  the  greater  parts  of  the  human  mechanism,  are  insignifi* 
cant  in  character,  btit  still  they  are  none  the  less  important.  If  the  sig- 
nal is  properly  interpreted  it  helps  to  guide  'the  surgeoa  in  proper  chan- 
nels and  prevent  much  of  danger  and  disaster  which  would  otherwise 
arise. 

Bacteriology,  physiological  chemistry,  the  law  of  reflexes,  physical 
culture,  hygiene  and  sanitation  have  all  developed  signal  lights  which 
flash  a  new  meaning  to  the  surgeon  of  to-day. 

Up  to  recent  times  the  requirements  of  a  surgeon  were  largely  those 
of  ability  to  cut  ;  but  the  present  age  demands  vastly  more  of  him' than 
the  anatomical  knowledge  and  mechanical  skill  which  begins  and  ends 
with  an  operation.  His  judgment  of  things  mnst  be  so  general  as  to  en- 
able him  to  determine  whether  an  operaticn  is  necessary,  and  if  neces- 
sary, its  extent  and  probable  outcome.  The  .tnrgeon  must  determine 
what  part  of  the  organism  can  be  removed  without  interference  with  the 
functions  of  the  body,  and  be  should  always  have  adequate  reasons  for 
bis  course  of  procedure.  ' 

To  settle  these  questions  most  satisfactorily,  he  should  bear  in  mind 
that  conservatism  is  the  first  and  most  important  surgical  law,  and  he 
should  remember  that  his  best  judgment  is  only  possible  when  he  clearly 
understands  the  significance  of  the  signal  lights.  We  must  all  agree  that 
many  an  operation  has  been  performed  which  had  better  have  been  left 
unliae  bsciuse  of  the  ssrious  outcome.  All  who  have  been  long  in  sur- 
gery can  count  many  cases  which  were  left  stranded  for  life  because  of 
some  misapplied  operation. 

With  the  advance  of  science,  we  are  less  and  less  liable  to  these 
errors,  provided  we  watch  carefully  our  signal  lights.  Unless  these  mas- 
ters are  kept  in  the  foreground  and  given  due  consideration,  errors  of  the 
past  will  keep  repeating  themselves  ;  otherwise,  surgery  will  become 
more  of  a  science,  with  greater  certainty  of  favorable  results  and  less  lia- 
bility to  criticism." 

H:  cites  the  following  case  as  an  illustration  of  the  signal  lights: 
"Thirteen  years  ago  Mrs.  B.  was  operated  on  by  one  of  Ohio's  best  sur- 
geons for  a  prolapsed  ovary  and  the  relief  of  a  severe  dysmenorrhea. ii^|io|([' 
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the  jadKment  of  the  surgeon  it  was  deemed  advisable  that  both  ovaries  be 
removed— the  one  because  tt  was  displaced  and  inflamed,  and  the  other 
becaase  it  presented  a  small  cyst.  These  pathological  condittoas  ap- 
peared to  warrant  the  procedure,  and  as  it  was  thought  to  be  a  good  thing 
to  bring  about  the  menopause  and  thus  prevent  the  recurrence  of  the 
'  msastrual  storms,  the  surgeoQ  seemed  justified  in  what  he  did,  viz.,  the 
removal  of  ovaries,  tubes  and  uterns. 

Results  show  that  be  was  in  error.  The  operation,  so  far  as  the  cut* 
ting  part  was  concerned,  was  perfectly  successful.  The  wound  healed 
without  trouble,  and  everything  seemed  to  be  most  satisfactory  and  every- 
one associated  with  the  case  anticipated  favorable  results;  but  as  week 
after  W£:1c  pissed  the  looked -for  relief  failed  to  come.  The  patient  was 
still  an  invjlid;  she  bscame  extremely  nervous;  every  few  weeks  she 
would  have  recurring  attacks  of  nervousness,  which  finally  became  so 
serious  in  character  that  she  was  declared  insane  and  committed  to  a  State 
asylum.  This  state  of  affairs  did  not  supervene  until  after  she  had  be- 
come a  morpbin  fiend,  and  bad  suffered  all  the  tortures  that  such  a  com- 
plication brings.  It  was  after  three  months'  confinement  in  an  asylum 
that  she  came  under  my  care. 

In  my  preliminary  examination  everything  from  a  local  stanipoint, 
so  far  a«  the  operation  was  concerned,,  seemed  all  right.  There  was  no 
physical  manifestion  of  trouble,  so  far  as  palpation,  bi-manual  examina- 
tion or  speculum  investigation  showed.  I  soon  learned  that  about  every 
four  weeks  she  had  an  attack  of  nose  bleed ;  at  times  this  would  be  slight 
in  character,  but  always  regular  in  occurren-e.  ,  At  these  times  she  would 
become  entirely  beside  herself,  often  screaming  so  as  to  distnrb  everyone 
within  a  block  about  her.  Her  pupils  would  become  widely  dilated,  the 
corneas  injected,  and  her  whole  appearance  one  of  great  excitement. 
This  had  been  going  on  year  after  year,  the  patient  being  blamed  the 
while  for  lack  of  self-control  and  wilful  degeneracy. 

In  seeking  for  a  canse  of  the  trouble,  a.careful  blood  count  was  made 
and  showed  all  the  elements  of  the  blood  to  be  subnormal;  urinalysis 
showed  a  high  specific  gravity,  high  color,  diminished  quantity,  urates  in 
ex:e5s,  and  oCtentimesa  trace  of  sugar.  These  findings  were  always  better 
in  the  interim,and  always  aggravated  during  the  attack.  With  this  knowl- 
edge of  the  case  I  decided  that  the  nervous  storms  were  tberesult  of  auto- 
infection.  The  automatic  nervous  mechanism  whose  duty  it  was  to  keep 
up  the  menstrual  flow  had  not  been  removed  when  the  tubes  and  ovaries 
were.  H;r  menstrual  clock  kept  on  striking  long  after  the  hands  had 
quit  moving,  and  this  continued  operation  kept  throwing  back  into  the 
system  poisons  which  were  contaminating  the  whole  organism,  this  ex- 
pretsiog  itself  ia  the  convulsive  explosion.  Here  was  a  case  that  had 
been  subjected  to  a  more  extensive  operation  thau  was  necessary.  I( 
even  one  of  the  tubes  and  a  part  of  an  ovary  bad  been  left  intact,  this 
over9->w  would  not  have  taken  place  and  the  patient  would  have  been 
saved  years  of  torture.  ^      .^  CtOOqIc 
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OberioK  the  iDdications  of  tfae  pathologic  findings  I  began  to  search 
for  aa  aatidate  both  for  the  auto-infection  and  the  morphin.  Guided  b^ 
the  study  of  the  action  of  drugs,  all  signs  pointed  to  belladonna.  The 
injected  conjuactiva,  the  dilated  pupil,  the  jactitating  muscles,  the  highly 
and  threat^aiag  convulsive  conditions  were  all  finger  boards  pointing 
subjectively  to  the  deadly  night  shade.  Again  the  antidotal  effect  of  its 
alkaloid  served  as  another  guide  to  its  selection  as  the  remedy  from  a  drug 
standpoint.  As  the  stomach  was  so  greatly  disturbed  during  the  attacks 
that  no  midicine  given  by  the  mouth  would  be  retained.  I  decided  to 
ui3  atr>3ii  hypiiermically.  In  connection  with  this  I  deemed  it  advisa- 
ble to  employ  such  other  means  as  would  be  helpful  in  hastening  a  belated 
elimii)ti)a  and  in  improving  a  retarded  assimilation,  so  in  conjunction 
with  the  dru;,  w£  employed  daily  biths  of  various  descriptions,  general 
missive,  stitic  and  faradic  electricity.  In  a  few  weeks  the  conditions 
began  to  clear  up,  and  at  the  end  of  six  monihs  the  patient  was  perfectly 
w^ll.  N)t  only  did  the  symptoms  of  the  recurring  attacks  disappear,  but 
til}  m!ti>3iu)3  WIS  esta'blished  and  this  too  when  tfae  patient  was  but  34 
years  of  a^e.  and  after  thirteen  years  of  continued  disturbance. 

This  case  (o  me  was  especially  interesting  because  it  showed  the  con- 
sequence of  the  removal  of  the  organs,  while  the  mechanical  operation 
of  the  nerve-centers  still  continued  in  the  form  of  vicarious  menstruation; 
s:::}'ii,  th^  re'^ults  of  the  toxic  absorption  due  to  incomplete  function,and 
lastly  th;  inQuence  of  the  antidotal  treatment.  Atropin  proved  to  be 
the  similimnm." 


It  has  been  stated  that  it  is  the  currents  of  low  frequency  and  high 
potential  (not  the  high  frequency  current)  which  possess  the  creater 
penetrating  quality ;  when  we  increase  the  frequency  of  currents  from  dif- 
ferent sources  of  energy  above  a  certain  standard  they  do  not  penetrate 
the  surface  of  the  body,  but  pass  over  the  skin.  The  current  generated 
from  the  coil  has  a  local  action,  with  Ibe  cuirent  (rem  Ihe  ^is'iic  mscbice 
we  get  penetration  and  contraction ;  one  action  is  chemical  and  the  other 
is  physical.  From  the  coil  we  get  local  chemical  action,  from  the  static 
machine  we  get  deep-seated  physical  contraction. — E.  C.  Titus,  Home- 
opathic Eye,  Ear  and  Throat  Journal. 


TiDsils  which  are  subject  to  attacks  of  inflammation  should  be  thor- 
oughly explored,  even  if  there  be  no  tonsillar  symptoms,  and  particularly 
if  there  b:  any  other  disease — respiratory,  gastric,  rheumatic  or  of  the 
ear.  The  insertion  of  a  probe  into  the  deeper  pockets  of  such  a  tonsil  Is 
often  followed  by  the  escape  of  detritus,  pus  or  a  grumous  fluid  which 
is  very  oflensive.  Inflammatory  lacunar  plugs  may  have  been  re- 
tained and  undergone  degeneration — even  in  the  small,  atrophied  tonsil. 
A  faulty  drainage  from  the  crypts  would  afford  a  given  infectious  organ- 
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ism  better  opportooity  to  remain  ia  contact  with  tfae  lacnnar  epitbeliam, 
possibly  multiplying  npon  the  detritus  and  npon  favorable  opportunity, 
of  becoming  drawn  into  the  tonsillar  tissue. — Homeopathic  Eye,  Bar  and 
Throat  Journal. 


AIOUHENTS  roi  TBE  HIOH  POTENCIES. 


To  those  who  are  skeptical  about  high  potencies,  and  declare  (hat  the 
mental  attitude  of  the  patient  in  having  complete  faith  in  the  physician 
bas  much  to  do  with  the  results,  let  me  cite  a  few  cases  as  argument. 

What  can  be  said  when  a  baby's  dlarrhcea  suddenly  ceases  under  a 
two  bundreth  potency? 

A  case  of  a  child,  large  patch  over  left  side  of  throat,  difficult  breath- 
ing, gasping,  rattling,  wheezing,  saliva  rnnning  from  mouth.  A  culture 
from  throat  showed  Klebs-Lceffler  bacillus.  A  few  doses  of  Mere.  bin. 
200th  were  given.  Next  morning  when  the  board  of  health  man  came 
child  was  much  brighter,  salivation  had  ceased,  breathing  was  easier,  end 
there  was  but  little  membrane.  So  well  did  the  child  appear  that  ant!  - 
toxin  was  not  given;  another  culture  was  taken,  however,  but  did  not 
show  the  Klebs- Loeffler  bacillus. 

Another  case  was  that  of  a  mare.  I  noticed  that  the  animal  was 
"slobbering,"  as  the  coachman  expressed  it;  the  bit  and  harness  were 
covered  with  stringy  white  mucus,  and  a  regular  rope  of  white  mucus 
hanging  from  the  beast's  mouth.  The  mare  was  acting  generally  sick, 
refusing  food,  etc.  Kali  hi..  6  was  prescribed,  and  directions  given  (or 
dosage.  Insi,de  of  twelve  hours  the  animal  was  eating  better,  and  showed 
no  signs  of  stringy  mucus.  She  had  been  "slobbering"  and  "off  her  feed" 
for  more  than  a  week — The  Chironian.

Many  times,  defi- 
nite and  specific  instruction  must  be  given  in  regard  to  diet,  in  tfae  treat- 
ment of  diseases  and  this  work  tells  one  the  practical  parts  and  points 
in  dietary.

The  nntritioii  of  tbe  body  by  wbich  ve  nnderstatid  the  tnainlenance 
of  its  parts,  in  «  fit  state  to  perform  their  fttnctions,  depends  upoo  two 
main  factors — the  supply  of  suitable  food  and  the  assimiUtion  of  the 
same.  When  either  of  these  factors  are  disturbed,  disorders  of  otttrition 
resatt. 

It  the  food  be  inadequate  or  nnsaitable,  other  things  beirf  normal, 
general  atrophy  will  be  the  consequence,  and  the  same  resalls  will  evi- 
dently follow  if  the  organs  of  assimilation  are  at  fault.  The  result  of  a 
deficiency  of  food,  or  of  faulty  assimilation  is  a  general  state  of  malnu- 
trition, in  which  any  hereditary  tendencies  that  may  exist,  have  a  more 
favorable  field  for  development. 

There  is  a  gradual  diminotipn  in  the  weight  of  tbe  body,  and  an  im- 
perfect performance  of  its  functions,  as  is  indicated  by  muscular  weak- 
ness, mental  lassitude,  etc.,  and  as  tbe  quantity,  and  qusliiy  of  the  blood 
supply  depends  largely  upon  the  digestion  and  assimilation  of  proper  and 
nourishing  foods,  we  can  readily  understand  why  anaemia  is  so  closely 
associated  with  almost  all  cases  of  disorders  of  nutrition,  for  one  of  the 
chief  causes  of  anaemia  is  that  the  supply  of  blood  to  tbe  body  is  insuf- 
ficient, and  except  in  hemorrhage,  this  insufBciency  is  most  generally  tbe 
result  of  derangements  of  alimentation. 

The  majority  of  cases  of  aneemia  that  are  regarded  and  treated  as 
such,  fall  into  the  class  to  which  the  name  of  idiopathic  has  been  applied. 
In  such  cases  the  anaemic  condition  is  due,  not  to  any  disease,  so  called, 
but  to  disturbances  of  nutrition  generally;  that  is  of  a  healthy  relation 
between  tbe  demands  of  the  system  and  the  supply  of  nutrient  material, 
and  tbe  proper  assimilation  of  the  same. 
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TaiiC33iitioa occurs  most  frequently  in  chitdren,  aad  youoK  women 
at  tb:  p*riod  of. bodily  gronrtb,  and  of  tbe  developmeot  and  early  activity 
of  the  sexual  functions,  and,  when,  as  is  so  frequently  the  case,  the  air, 
light,  food,  occupation,  and  moral  relations  of  the  individual  are  mote  or 
less  uabealthy. 

Where  tbe  aetiology  of  anaemia  is  not  complex,  and  where  it  is 
classed  as  idiopathic,  as  in  the  growing  child  and  tbe  youth,  the  girl  at 
puberty,  or  in  cases  of  depraved  condition  of  general  nutrition  which  are 
not  symptomatic  of  some  more  grave  condition,  such  as  Brigbt's  disease, 
phthisis,  etc.,  tbe  rational  treatment  suggests  itself,  viz.:  to  bring  tbe 
alineutary  tract  and  organs  of  sanguification  into  a  healthy  state,  and 
then  proceed  to  build  up  tbe  general  system,  and  increase  the  blood 
supply. 

Dyspepsia  and  constipation,  require  immediate  attention.  Tbe  food 
must  be  carefully  selected  so  that  it  shall  not  only  supply  tbe  albuminous 
elements  that  are  especially  deficient  in  the  blood,  but  be  retained  and 
absorbed,  and  must  therefore  be  nourishing  and  digestible. 

The  patieut  should  be  placed  upon  nutritive,  reconstructive  tonic 
treatment,  and  in  cases  of  this  kind  I  find  nothing  that  gives  me  belter 
results  than  Cod  Liver  Oil,  more  especially  when  it  is  combined  with  the 
hypopbosphitea  of  lime  and  soda.  While  these  dietetic  and  medicinal 
measures  are  being  carried  out.  it  is  impossible  to  insist  too  strongly 
up3n  bodily  and  mental  hygiene.  Above  all,  time  is  an  essential  element 
in  tbe  cure,  and  rest  is  scarcely  less  so.  The  following  case  histories 
miy  prove  of  some  interest,  as  they  show  the  results  attained  by  me  in 
the  treatment  of  several  cases,  along  the  lines  mentioned  above. 

Cash  1.  Male.  Broker.  Age  42.'  Scrofulous  diathesis.  Stated 
thit  for  a  uumber  of  years  he  had  been  troubled  with  impaired  digestion, 
pior  appstite  with  occasional  attacks  of  vomiting  and  vertigo. 

Upon  examination,  I  found  an  irritable  heart,  with  soft  systolic  mur- 
murs. Extreme  pallor,  with  gums,  tongue,  ears  and  conjunctiva  pale. 
Had  been  taking  some  preparation  of  iron,  but  seemed  to  derive  very 
little,  it  any  benefit  from  it. 

I  gavea  brisk  purgative  dose  of  calomel,  to  be  followed  tbe  next 
morning  by  a  dose  of  effervescent  phospbate  of  sodium,  and  outlined  an 
easily  assimilated,  blood -producing  diet.  Instructed  him  to  be  in  the 
fresh  air  and  tunligbt  as  much  as  possible,  but  not  to  exercise  enough  to 
produce  fatigue.  I  prescribed  Card.  Ext.  01.  Morrbuse.  Comp.  (Hogee) 
maximum  dose  four  times  daily,  for  its  nutritive,  reconstructive  effect. 

This  treatment,  without  any  other  medication  whatever,  except  an 
occasional  laxative,,  was  continued  about  three  months,  and  the  result 
was  complete  recovery.  All  the  distressing  symptoms  disappeared,  and 
the  patient  regained  his  normal  health,  strength  and  energy,  with  a  gain 
in  weight  of  eighteen  pounds,  duiiog  the  three  months  of  treatment. 

Cass  2.  Miss  A.  H.,  16  years  old.  Sewing  machine  operator  in  a 
"sweat  shop,"  where  the  air  was  foul,  no  sunlight  and  all  the  surroandM^IC 
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ingi  unsanitary.  Had  been  employed  at  same  place  for  two  years  con - 
stantly.  Wat  very  pale  and  ansemic.  No  appetite  and  bowels  always 
ooDstipited.  Hid  never  menstruated  and  the  appearance  of  an  over- 
grona,  uadeveloped  g;irl  of  fourteen. 

I  induced  her  to  give  up  her  position,  and  secured  ber  a  place  as 
cliild's  nurse,  where  she  could  bave  plenty,  of  fresh  air,  sunsbine,  and 
whit  was  oE  equal  ira:]}rtance,  an  abundance  of  nourishing  food.  I 
started  the  treatment  by  a  strong  purgative  to  clear  the  alimentary  tract, 
followed  by  Cord.  Ext.  Ol.  Morrhuas  Comp.    (Hagee's)  four  times  daily, 
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with  instructions  in  regard  to  constipation  and  indigestion,  sbould  sbe  be 
troubled  with  either.

He  was  very  much  emaciated,  and  stated  that  he  bad  suffered 
from  two  attacks  of  vomiting  of  blood,  of  a  bright  rtd  color.  A  topical 
case  of  gastric  ulcer.  I  prescribed  Bis.  Sub.  Nit.  grs.  xxx.  three  times 
daily,  and  ordered  a  strictly  liquid  diet  of  milk,  beef  tea,  etc.,  with  com- 
plete rest.  I  also  prescribed  Cord.  Ext.  01.  Morrhuse.  Comp.  (Hagee) 
four  times  daily.  It  was  about  six  months  before  I  allowed  the  patient

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A  CLINICAL  LECTUBE  ON  GALL  STONE  COLIC* 


DR,  J,  L,  DRYDEN, 


Gentlemen:— Mrs.  S.,  aged  61,  widow,  rather  stout,  has  born 
several  children,  presents  herseli  before  us  with  the  following  history  and 
train  of  symptoms.  About  fifteen  years  ago  she  was  suddenly  attacked, 
with  only  a  few  warning  rigors  and  aching,  by  a  severe  pain  in  the  right 
bypocbondrium  and  epigastric  region  extending  toward  the  umbilicus  and 
back  of  the  lower  angle  of  the  scapula.  The  pains  were  paroxysmal  in, 
character,  would  subside  leaving  an  aching  soreness,  but  would  return  in 
a  few  minutes  with  redoubled  energy,  and  increased  by  the  least  toucb. 
There  was  much  nausea  and  vomiting,  and  at  the  beginning  of  tbe  attack, 
the  vomiting  of  considerable  bile.  The  attacks  were  always  accompanied 
by  more  or  less  jaundice,  which  after  a  week  or  two  would  subside,  but 
very  often  as  the  color  was  fading  she  would  be  troubled  with  a  most  in- 
tense itching  of  the  skin.  The  attacks  usually  ended  suddenly  leaving 
her  sore  and  exhausted.  She  has  always  been  of  a  constipated  habit,  but 
she  has  often  observed  that  within  a  few  hours  after  relief  from  tbe  attack 
she  would  have  a  copious,  dark,  semi-liquid  stood,  containing  a  number 
of  bard  chalky  white  lumps. 

These  attacks  occurred  at  irregular  intervals  for  several  years,  but  of 
recent  years  have  been  much  less  severe,  not  accompanied  by  the  excru- 
-ciating  pain,  less  of  nausea,  no  vomiting  and  little  or  no  jaundice.  She 
has  some  chilliness,  a  dull  acbing  in  the  right  hypochondrium  and  a  pain 
extending  back  under  the  right  scapula.  The  complexion  is  a  dirty  gray- 
ish, and  the  sclera  have  a  slight  yellowish  tinge.  Appetite  is  poor,  bitter 
taste,  tongue  coated,  but  pulse  iudicates  no  fever.  In  the  last  few  years, 
after  the  attacks  she  has  observed  tbe  passing  from  ibe  bowel,  of  wb^t  ^he 
calls  sand  or  gravel,  and    has  been   thoughtful   enough  to   collect  some 
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of  it  and  bring  it  with  her.     On  inspection  we  find  it  to  be  small  gall- 
stones or  gall  sand,  the  largest  being  about  the  size  of  a  pea. 

For  the  want  of  a  better  term,  we  will  diagnose  the  case  "Subacute 
Gall  Stone  Colic,"  and  we  will  give  her,  as  one  of  you  has  suggested, 
Cbel.  3X  dilution  three  times  a  day,  and  a  tablespoon  of  Olive  Oil  4  or  5 
times  a  day  and  ask  her  to  report  here  in  a  week. 

Now  let  us  analjrze  this  case.  At  the  beginning,  these  were  typical 
attacks  of  Gall  Stone  Colic,  accompanied  by  nearly  all  of  the  classical 
symptoms  of  that  dread  affliction. 

There  has  been  much  theorizing  as  to  the  cause  of  gall  stones,  but  I 
do  not  believe  that  any  one  as  yet  knows  the  real  cause.  They  form  in 
the  gall  bladder  when  there  is  a  bile  stasis.  I  mean  that  when  the  gall 
bladder  does  not  empty  itself  completely,  there  is  residual  bile  that  is- 
retained  in  the  gall  bladder  an  indefinite  length  of  time.  The  insoluble 
ingredient  of  this  residual  bile,  the  cholesterin  is  usually  attracted  to  some 
tiny  foreign  matter,  such  as  a  minute  blood  clot,  a  particle  of  ioBamma- 
tory  exudate,  or  a  parasitic  ovum,  as  a  nucleus  and  thereon  builds  astone- 
by  adding  to  it  layer  after  layer  until  it  may  become  as  large  as  an  almond 
and  sometimes  much  larger.  They  are  usually  oblong  in  shape  and  are 
probably  moulded  to  some  extent  by  the  folds  of  mucus  membrane  lining 
the  gall  bladder.  These  form  convenient  nesting  places  for  them  and 
facilitate  the  building  of  the  stone.  They  may,  however,  be  angular  and 
rough,  mulberry  like.  Occasionally  they  will  have  facets  on  them  caused 
by  friction  against  adjacent  stones.  The  insoluble  elements  of  the  bile 
is  quite  analagous  to  the  insoluble  elements  of  the  urine  in  their  disposi- 
tion to  stone  formation.  Gall  stoues  form  more  frequently  in  persons  of 
sedentary  habits,  more  frequently  in  women  than  men,  and  in  women  who 
have  born  several  children.  This  may  be  brought  about  by  the  general 
relaxation  ef  muscle  fiber,  common  to  frequent  child  bearing,  which  may 
occasion  an  incomplete  emptying  of  the  gall  bladder. 

Gall  Stones  are  of  much  more  frequent  occurrence  than  gall  stene 
colic,  the  pain  being  caused  only  by  the  passage  of  the  stone  through  the 
cystic 'and  common  ducts,  which  are  too  narrow  for  its  easy  exit.  Stones 
may  lie  in  the  gall  bladder  for  years  and  cause  no  trouble,  so  far  as  I 
know,  unless  they  become  loosened  from  their  resting  place  and  start  out 
of  the  bladder.  In  autopsies,  many  stones  have  been  found  in  the  gait 
bladder,  there  being  no  history  of  gall  stone  colic.  The  pain  is  most 
severe  while  the  stone  is  passing  through  the  cystic  duct,  because  of  this- 
part  of  the  biliary  channel  being  somewhat  smaller  than  the  common  duct, 
except  at  the  entrance  of  the  common  duct  into  the  duodenum.  The 
stone  may  proceed  some  distance  down  the  cystic  duct,  then  be  regur- 
gitated into  the  gall  bladder,  due  to  a  reversed  peristalsis  excited  by  the 
obstruction,  just  as  we  have  a  reversed  peristalsis  in  intestinal  obstruction. 
The  stone  is  then  ready  to  start  out  again  at  the  first  opportunity,  and 
this  may  be  repeated  over  and  over  again  until  the  distressing  coadittoui 
calls  imperatively  for  aurgical  relief. 
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You  will  often  be  asked  as  to  whether  another  attack  of  gall  stone 
colic  will  occur.  Be  honest  and  say  that  you  do  not  know.  No  one 
knows  bow  many  stones  a  gaU  bladder  may  contain,  or  when  one  ihat  it 
does  contain  will  start  out.  It  may  occur  again  in  a  day,  in  a  week,  in  a 
month,  in  a  year,  or  nerer.  But  when  one  has  had  an  attack  of  gall  stone 
colic,  it  is  very  probable  that  there  are  other  stones  in  the  gall  bladder, 
that  will  sooner  or  later  attempt  to  pass  out,  and  yet,  they  may  remain 
quietly  in  their  resting  place  for  years  and  cause  absolutely  no  trouble. 

Jaundice,  which  is  due  to  the  absorption  of  bile  into  the  general  cir- 
culation, from  obstruction  to  the  ouflet  of  the  bile  into  the  duodenum, 
usually  occurs  to  a  greater  or  less  degree,  some  time  during  the  course  of 
an  attack.  While  the  stone  is  passing  through  the  cystic  duct,  there  is 
no  obstruction  to  the  flow  of  bile  from  the  liver  to  the  bowel,  unless  by 
compression,  and  consequently  no  jaundice  occurs.  But  when  the  stone 
enters  the  common  duct  it  stops  the  flow  of  bile,  which  becomes  pent  up 
in  the  hepatic  ducts,  and  absorption  at  once  begins.  The  longer  the 
stone  is  in  passing  through  the  dnct,  the  greater  will  be  the  jaundice.  It 
may  sometimes  happen  that  if  the  stone  is  small,  it  will  not  entirely  oc- 
clude the  duct,  allowing  some  of  the  bile  to  pass  around  it,  until  it  comes 
to  the  narrow  duodenal  orifice  of  the  duct,  where  it  bangs  until  the  mus- 
cular fibers  become  sufficiently  relaxed  to  allow  it  to  pass,  when  all  of  tbe 
acute  piin  is  relieved.  Since  the  bile  is  the  physiologic  intestinal  anti- 
septic, as  long  as  tbe  flow  is  obstructed,  intestinal  fermentation  takes 
place,  flatulence  occnrs,  the  stools  become  light  in  color,  and  sometimes 
a  chalky  white,  depending  upon  tbe  degree  and  length  of  time  of  the 
obstruction.  When  the  stone  passes  into  the  duodenum  it  releases  the 
pent  up  biie  which  rushes  into  the  bowel  in  snch  quantities  as  to  cause 
the  dark  green,  mushy  stool,  following  the  white.  IntestinsHermenta- 
tion  subsides,  and  the  bile  is  no  longer  being  absorbed,  but  that  nbich  is 
in  the  circulation  must  be  eliminated.  This  is  done  largely  by  the  kid- 
neys, which  begin  the  eliminative process  immediately  as  the  bile  enters  tbe 
circulation.  This  accounts  for  the  foamy,  dark,  almost  green  looking 
urine,  which  appeara::ce  will  continue,  until  the  elimination  "is  complete. 

The  frequent  passing  of  gall  stones  through  tbe  cystic  and  common 
dncts  tends  to  dilate  the  passage  permanently,  and  when  so,  stones  of 
small  size  may  pass  without  the  customary  acute  pain,  but  only  the  dull 
aching  sucb  as  this  case  has. 

Tbe  treatment  of  these  cases  is  usually  medical.  Surgical  means 
may  sometimes  be  required  to  remove  a  stone  that  has  become  fixed  at 
some  point  in  the  duct,  but  its  widest  field  is  in  tbe  prevention  of  recur- 
rent attacks,  by  removing  tbe  stones  from  tbe  pall  bladder.  Nor  will  this 
keep  stones  from  forming  again,  unless  tbe  contractile  power  of  tbe  gall 
bladder  be  restored.  In  my  own  opinion  tbe  medical  treatment  can  only 
be  palliative.  Some  powerful  hypnotic,  sucb  as  the  " Morphine -Hyos* 
cin-Cactin  Compound,"  hypodermatically  to  deaden  the  sense  of  pain, 
and  some  kind  of  oil  as  a  lubricant,  preferably  Olive  Oil.  iOqIc 
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The  cause  is  a  mechanical  one,  and  the  stone,  in  passing  down 
the  narrov  channel,  cannot  do  other  than  cause  most  excruciating  pain, 
consequently  some  kind  of  a  hypnotic  is  demanded  in  these  cases.  Olive 
Oil  given  freely,  undoubtedly  has  a  salutary  effect  in  many  cases,  which  I 
attribute  to  its  action  as  a  lubricant.  It  is  probable  that  it  acts  best, when 
the  stone  is  nearing  the  duodenum,  and  perhaps  is  distending  the  orifice 
of  the  duel.  When  so,  there  is  no  reason  why  it  should  not  aid  materi- 
ally in  the  passage  of  the  stone.  I  cannot  conceive  of  bow  any  medicine 
could  act  as  a  solvent,  nor  do  I  believe  that  it  does.  Several  remedies 
have  gained  considerable  reputation  in  the  treatment  of  cases  of  this  kind, 
which  I  do  not  believe  they  are  entitled  to.  We  give  a  remedy,  and  in 
the  course  of  half  an  hout  or  so  the  patient  gets  relief,  so  of  course,  we 
give  the  remedy  the  credit,  when,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  the  stone  was  just 
ready  to  be  delivered  into  the  bowel  at  the  time,  and  the  remedy  had 
nothing  to  do  with  it;  but  for  the  after  effects,  the  soreness,  aching 
and  nausea,  we  have  remedies  that  are  of  decided  benefit.  Ainica,  Che- 
lidoniumi  Collinsonia,  Chionanthus,  Nux  Vomica  and  Sulphur,  will  often 
hasten  the  recovery.  Chin.  Off.,  has  gotten  quite  a  reputation  as  a  pre- 
ventative of  gall  stones,  and  it  may  in  some  cases  prove  beneficial.  It  is 
worth  while  trying.  But  I  want  to  impress  upon  you  the  necessity  of  re- 
lieving the  pain  of  these  acute  attacks.  Your  patient  by  all  means  needs 
it,  and  if  you  do  not  provide  the  means,  some  other  doctor  will  be  called 
in  who  win.

IHTEEHITTENT  FKVEB-A  CLINICAL  CASE. 

DH.  L-  E.  BDNTK-

The  case  I  will  present  before  the  class  to-day  is  one  of  Intermittent 
Fever, 

January  23,  1907.  Mr.  G.,  age  60,  white,  family  historygood.  This 
gentleman  presented  himself  at  the  Clinic  Dec.  23,  1906,  giving  the  fol- 
lowing symptoms;  Two  months  ago  he  bad  a  chill  evety  afternoon  from 
4  to  6  p.  M.  This  was  followed  by  a  high  fever  which  would  last  all  night 
to  about  5or  6  A.  m.,  when  fever  subsided,  and  would  then  have  a  very 
refreshing  sleep  for  a  few  hours.  No  thirst  nor  perspiration  during  or 
after  the  fever.  In  the  beginning  of  the  chill  lie  noticed  a  peculiar  crawl- 
ing sensation  in  different  parts  of  the  body  especially  marked  in  the  fin- 
gers. He  also  complained  of  soreness  in  the  region  of  the  spleen;  on 
examination  found  this  organ  considerably  enlarged  and  very  sensitive  to 
pressure. 

During  his  two  months  of  illness  there  was   accompanyir 
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ditiou  a  very  aggravating  cough  at  nigbt,  causing  no  particular  pain  nor 
soreness  in  the  chest  but  expectorating  a  large  amount  of  catarrhal  sputa. 
Bowels  regular,  appetite  fair  and  would  feel  comparatiTely  well  until  the 
recurrence  of  the  next  attack  about  4  p.  h.  On  further  questioning  as  to 
aggravations,  ameliorations  or  prodromal  symptoms,  he  slated  there  were 
none  except  that  he  felt  better  when  warm,  and  a  tired  feeling.  Prescrib- 
ing on  the  above  symptoms,  I  gave  him  Rhus,  tox  200  a  dose  night  and 
morning  and  requested  him  to  report  in  two  weeks. 

January  9,  1907,  Mr.  G.,  reported  as  requested;  he  told  me  that  he 
had  one  chill  at  the  usual  time  of  onset  on  the  third  day  aftei  beginning 
to  take  the  medicine  and  from  that  time  he  had  been  improving  nicely. 
Coughs  less,  slept  better  and  the  pain  in  region  of  spleen  was  almost  all 
gone.  I  then  gave  him  placebo  and  asked  him  to  report  again  in  two 
weeks.  Jan.  23,  1907.  To-day,  Mr.  G.,  makes  the  statement  that  the 
last  medicine,  viz.,  placebo,  (note  the  aggravation),  caused  him  to  feel 
nauseated  and  bad  in  general,  but  after  the  thiid  day  these  aggravations 
begJD  to  disippsar  and  now  feels  fine.  No  cough,  appetite  good.  Bowels 
regular,  sleeps  well,  gained  in  weight  and  since  he  has  lecovered  his 
natural  strength  and  ambition,  we  will  continue  the  remedy  (placebo)  and 
discharge   the   patient  as  cured. 

In  conclusion,  let  me  add  that  my  experience  has  been  when  using 
the  higher  potencies  1  m  or  higher  that  one  dose  usually  cuies.  I  have 
used  the  lower  potencies  3  to  6  x  in  similar  cases  without  any  result.

ACUTE  UNCOHPLICATED  SPECIFIC  UKETHBITIS.* 


L.  LSROV  BARNARD.  M.  D.,  : 


A  thorough  knowledge  of  the  anatomy  of  the  male  urethra  is  necessary, 
first  of  all.     The  following  is  a  brief  description. 

When  not  in  use  the  urethra  is  a  collapsed  canal.  Its  length  varies 
from  seven  and  one-half  to  nine  and  one-halt  inches.  It  is  not  of  uniform 
calibre,  but  presents  points  of  physiological  deviation.  A  fair  average  is 
three -tenths  of  an  inch,  or  the  diameter  of  a  twenty -eight  to  thirty  French 
sound.  Thatportion  anterior  to  the  triangle  ligament  or  shut-cff  mutcle 
is  called  the  spongy  or  pendulous  portion  of  the  urethra.  It  is  about  five 
and  one-half  inches  in  length. 

Within  this  space  are  situated  numerous  openings  of  mucous  ducts, 
pointing  anteriorly,  large  enough  to  engage  the  point  of  a  filiform  bougie; 
their  length  being  something  like  one-half  inch.     These  blind  pouches  or 
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urethral  jollicles  are  to  be  found  piincipally  upon  the  roof,  in  the  anterior 
portion  or  the  urethra.  This  anterior  portion  of  the  pendulous  urethra 
presents  a  dilated  appearance,  which  is  called  the  fossa navicularis.  With- 
in the  space  is  located  the  very  large  opening  which  is  called  the  lacuna 
magna.  The  first  two  points  of  physiological  narrowing  of  the  urethra, 
are  found  in  the  pendulous  portion  at  the  meatus  urinarius,  and  at  a  point 
posterior  to  the  fossa  navicularis. 

Also  in  this  division,  are  found  the  two  physiological  enlargements 
of  the  fossa  navicularis,  and  the  bulbous  urethra,  which  occupies  a  posi- 
tion immediately  in  front  of  the  membranons  urethra. 

Cowper's  glands  empty  into  the  bulbous  urethra,  directly  in  front  of 
the  membranous  urethra.  This  membranous  portion  is  three  quarters  of 
an  inch  in  length,  and  is  surrounded  by  the  triangular  ligament — a  dense 
fibrous  facia  attached  to  the  pubis  and  the  rami  iscbifi. 

The  third  physiological  point  of   narrowing  of  the  urethra,  is  this 


three  quarters  of  an  iuchbeginningfrom  the  posterior  border  of  the  spongy 
or  bulbous  urethra. 

Here  too,  is  found  the  compressor  urethra  muscle.  It  is  the  action 
of  this  muscle  which  enables  the  individual  to  conclude  the  act  of  mictur- 
ation  at  will.  It  is  on  account  of  spasm  of  this  muscle,  that  instruments 
are  arrested  in  their  passage  to  the  bladder,  and  it  is  the  presence  of  this 
muscle  that  prevents  injections  from  being  thrown  into  the  bladder. 

The  prostatic  urethra  includes  the  last  one  and  one  quarter  inch  of 
the  canal.  All  of  this  portion  is  surrounded  by  the  prostate  gland.  It  is 
spindle  or  fusiform  in  shape,  and  is  spacious  and  dilatable. 

Within  its  confines  are  many  important  structures.  Upon  the  floor 
are  the  openings  of  the  ducts  leadings  from  the  prostate  gland  (called  the 
prostatic  ducts),  and  the ejaculatory  ducts.  A  longitudinal,  narrow,  and 
distinct  ridge  of  erectile  muscular  tissue,  is  found  upon  the  floor  of  this 
portion,   which  is  called  the  verumontanum.     The  office  of   this  ridge  is 
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to  close  the  vesical  orifice  during;  erection,  and  thus  prevent  the  regurgi- 
tattOD  of  semen  into  the  bladder  during  ejactilatioD. 

The  urethra  consists  of  three  coats:  The  mucous  or  lining  coat  is 
continuous  in  front  with  the  semi-mucous  memhranes  of  the  glans  penis, 
and  blends  behind  with  the  liuing  tissue  of  the  urinary  tract.  Within  its 
sub-mucous  substaDce,  it  affords  lodgement  for  numerous  mucous  glands, 
presenting  openings  upon  its  surface, 

The  anterior  urethra  might  well  be  called  the  external  urinarv  tract, 
and  the  canal  and  reservoirs  beyond,  the  internal  urinary  tract;  for  tbe 
anterior  urethra  is  in  free  communication  with  the  surface  of  the  body, 
and  harbors  all  tbe  micro-organisms  that  may  lie  therein.  As  a  general 
thing,  it  does  this  with  perfect  impunity. 

Its  flora  includes  the  bacillus  coli  commucis,  pyogenic  streptococcus, 
aiidstaphyllococci,  and  other  less  noxious  germs  without  number.  All 
of  these  flourish  and  multiply  within  it  harmlessly  enough,  unless  the  tis- 
sue has  been  already  damaged  by  other  agencies.  Of  these,  trauma  and 
the  gonococcus  stand  first.  The  gouococcus  is  the  only  microbe  patho- 
genic to  the  anterior  urethra  as  yet  positively  identified.  That  there  are 
others,  still  nnnamed  which  do  cause  lower  grades  of  urethral  infection 
there  can  be  no  doubt. 

But  at  best,  they  are  relatively  unimportant.  Such  bacteria  as  flour- 
ish normally  in  the  anterior  urethra,  being  constantly  washed  out  by  the 
urine  and  (except  through  pathological  conditions) ,  entering  only  through 
the  meatus,  are  more  numerous  in  the  fossa  navicularis,  and  the  bacillus^ 
coli,  and  the  pyogenic  cocci,  are  usually  found  only  in  that  region. 

The  Posterior  Urethra  presents  many  notable  points  of  contrast  with 
the  Anterior  Urethra. 

The  canal  is  no  longer  surrounded  by  erectile  tissue,  and  while  tbe 
anterior  urethra  is  freely  moveable  with  the  penis,  the  posterior  urethra 
possesses  a  fixed  curve,  and  is,  in  its  normal  state,  entirely  free  from  the 
geims  harbored  by  the  anterior  urethra,  it  is  the  lowest  section  of  the 
aseptic  internal  urinary  tract. 

Of  all  tbe  affections  encountered  by  the  geuito-urinary  surgeon, 
specific  urethral  inflammation  is  the  most  common.  Furthermore,  it  is 
the  most  venereal  of  all  venereal  diseases  .since  it  is  the  commonest  malady 
acquired  during  tbe  copulative  act. 

A  malady  whicb  is  scoffed  at  by  the  light- brained,  hot-blooded 
youngsters  of  the  community,  but  one  which  deserves  grave  consideratio» 
from  serious  minds,  since  its  ultimate  results  are  far-reaching  and  po- 
tential. 

Gonorrhoea  is  not  a  blood  or  constitutional  disease,  though  some 
complications  seem  to  indicate  as  much.  Yet,  as  b  distributor  of  disease 
and  discontent,  as  a  despoiler  of  sexual  tone  and  morals,  it  holds  tbe  first 
rank. 

It  is  stated  by  good  authority,  (to  whose  views  I  say  "Amen")  that 
on  account  of  its  immediate  and  remote  consequences,  more  victims  are       ■ 
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yearly  sent  to  their  last  resting  place  by  this  disease,  than  by  the  disease 
of  syphilis. 

Doughty  ssys  of  clap,  chancre  and  chancroid,  "clap  kills  the  most 
people,"  the  sequelae  of  clap  being  stricture,  chronic  cystitis,  pye- 
litis, and  finally,  death  from  nephritis.  I  have  seen  some  desperately 
acute  examples,  fatal  general  infections,  fatal  peritonitis,  from  seminal, 
vesical,  or  peri -prostatic  suppuration  with  extensive  burrowing  abscesses. 

Add  to  this  the  ocular  and  articular  complications,  the  far-reaching 
influence  of  the  disease  upon  the  uterus  and  its  adnexa,  the  sterility  to 
which  it  gives  rise  in  both  sexes,  and  the  untold  surgery  it  furnishes  the 
gynecologist,  and  goaorrhoea  rises  in  dignity  from  its  putrid  source,  and 
becomes  a  subject  worthy  of  the  serious  study  of  every  conscientions  sur- 
geon and  physician. 

When  a  patient  complaining  of  having  contracted  gonorrhoea  presents 
himself,  an  inspection  will  often  confirm  or  refute  this  opinion.  If  the 
lips  of  the  meatus  are  red  and  swollen,  exuding  a  creamy  discharge,  there 
can  scarcely  be  a  doubt  of  specific  infection.  But  unless  the  urethral  ori- 
fice is  swollen,  and  there  is  a  lack  of  ardor  nrinae  and  chordee,  a  micro- 
scopical examination  of  the  discharge  is  required  to  differentiate  true 
gonorrhoea  from  simple  urethritis. 

THE    DEVELOPMENT   OF   GONORRHOEA. 

When  the  microbes  of  gonorrhoea  enter  the  mouth  of  the  urinary 
■canal  they  feed  on  the  upper  layer  of  the  canal.  As  they  feed  they  mul- 
tiply. 

If,  as  some  authors  claim,  one  pair  of  these  gonococci  becomes  two 
pairs  in  thirty  minutes,  and  if  the  patient  did  not  pass  his  urine  in  nine 
hours  (as  over  night),  his  urethra  would  coutain  268,544  pairs. 

If  these  gonococci  obtained  their  nourishment  solely  on  the  anterior 
urethral  lining,  the  damage  might  be  less  than  it  is;  but,  once  having 
destroyed  this,  they  go  further.  They  sink  into  the  tissues,  and  invade 
the  glands  that  empty  into  the  canal. 

The  discharge  may  be  limited  to  the  anterior  urethra,  which  is  closed 
off  from  the  posterior  urethra,  by  the  compressor  or  shut-off  muscle,  the 
office  of  which  is  to  hold  back  the  urine  until  the  proper  time  to  evacuate 
the  bladder. 

In  a  large  number  of  cases,  this  strong  muscle  does  not  keep  out  the 
invading  army.  If  the  germs  traverse  it,  still  more  serious  conditions 
arise  Hence  the  necessity  for  posterior  irrigations.  In  declining  to  treat 
the  case,  the  general  practitioner  does  the  individual  an  injury  so  far- 
reachtng  as  to  affect  the  entire  public.  The  average  patient,  with  his 
first  Infection,  knows  but  little  of  gonorrhoea,  and  when  his  physician,  in 
whom  he  has  confidence,  refuses  to  treat,  it  makes  him  think  that  bis  ail- 
ment is  one  beneath  the  physician's  dignity  to  consider.  However  true 
that  may  be,  the  disease  is  one  that  should  have  immediate  attention.  It 
requires  no  great  imagination  to  appreciate  the  injury  done  the  patient 
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when  tbe  family  physician  refuses  to  treat  a  simple  uncomplicated  case  of 
anterior  gonorrhoea.  Considering  the  vast  aumber  of  physical  and  men- 
tal cripples  produced  by  this  disease,  and  its  direct  menace  to  the  family 
and  to  the  state,  gonorrhoea  merits  concerted  opposition  by  all  medical 

It  is  stated  on  good  authority,  that  eight  out  of  every  ten  men  in  large 
cities,  have  had  specific  urethritis  (NoeKgeratbi  of  New  York).  The 
eminent  gynecoloj^ist,  Lawson  Tate,  asserted  that  every  man  had  clap  at 
least  once.  This  is  certainly  too  sweeping  an  asertion,  since  we  know  a 
number  of  trustworthy  men  who  have  escaped  the  disease. 

At  the  Brussels  congress  for  social  and  moral  prophylaxis,  in  1902, 
Neisaer  showed  that  throughout  the  world,  the  disease  that  most  frequent- 
ly affects  humanity  is  measles,  and  that  gonorrhoea  is  second  in  frequency. 

The  general  practitioner  can,  if  he  will,  thoroughly  master  the  scien- 
tific treatment  of  acute  cases.  He,  better  than  any  one  else,  can  dis- 
seminate the  knowledge  that  all  gonorrhoeas  require  active  treatment 
from  the  beginning.  Failing  in  this,  he  neglects  the  only  opportunity  to 
abort  the  attack,  and  lays  himself  open  to  grave  moral  responsibilities. 


THE    PREPARATION    OF   TI 

The  physician  should  prepare  himself  as  for  any  capitol  operation,  to 
protect  himself  and  all  subsequent  patients  from  infection.  His  arms 
should  be  bared  to  above  the  elbows,  and  he  should  wear  an  impeivions 
gown  or  apron.  The  record,  since  the  previous  visit  should  be  fully 
writtea  up  before  each  treatment.     The  cardinal  points  to  be  noted,  are: 

first.  Was  the  patient  obliged  to  rise  from  his  sleep,  during  the 
night  to  urinate. 

Second.  The  quantity  and  consistency  of  the  discharge,  and  the 
stain  on  the  gonorrboeal  sack  he  wore  on  gisns  during  the  night. 

Third.  The  amount,  consistency  and  color  of  the  discharge  from  the 
meatus. 

Fourth.     The  interval  since  the  last  urination. 

Filth.     Taking  specimen  for  microscopical  examination. 

Sixth.  Requiring  the  patient  to  urinate  in  three  glasses,  and  record- 
ing the  quantity,  the  transparency,  and  the  kind  and  character  of  the 
floaters  the  urine  contains. 

Seventh.  Recording  the  relative  amount  of  pain,  if  any,  upon  irrita- 
tion. 

After  these  steps,  the  physician  decides  as  to  what  solution  he  will 
use  for  irrigation. 

IRRIGATION   OF  THE   ANTERIOR   URBTHRA. 
First.     In  the  greater  number  of  cases,  irrigation  can  be  best  per- 
formed with  the  patient  on  a  firm  chair.     He  sits  well  forward,  his  sacrum 
resting  on  the  seat  of  the  chair,  the  tuberosity  of  the  ischium  projecting 
beyond  the  edge, 
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Second.  The  trousers  and  drawers  are  dropped  beDeatb  the  kaees, 
the  shirt  and  undershirt  folded  upward  to  the  umbilicus. 

Third.  A  clean  towel  is  placed  on  the  patient's  thighs,  coveting  the 
testes. 

Fourth.  A  clean  enameled  or  rubber  basin  is  given  the  patient  to 
hold,  while  the  penis  is  placed  over  its  margin. 

Filth.  The  operator,  standing  at  the  patient's  right  side,  takes  the 
penis  in  the  third,  fourth,  and  fifth  fingers  of  the  left  hand,  and  supports 
it  against  tbe  inner  eminence  of  the  same  hand,  thus  leaving  tbe  thnmb 
and  index  finger  free,  for  manipulatiou  of  the  glaos  and  prepuce. 

Sixth.  With  tbe  right  hand,  tbe  physician  takes  the  stop-cock  of  the 
irrigator,  and  directs  the  nozzle  against  the  preputial  orifice. 

Seventh.  By  drawing  back  the  flange  of  the  stop-cock,  the  operator 
allows  the  escape  of  a  stream  of  sufiicient  force  to  thoroughly  cleanse  the 
preputial  orifice,  subsequently  the  mucosa  lining  tbe  preputial  sac,  the 
sulci  at  both  sides  of  the  frenum,  and  finally,  the  meatus  urinarius  exter- 
nus.  Then  the  nozzle  is  inserted  into  the  meatus,  and  the  force  of  the 
fiow  is  increased  to  successively  irrigate  all  parts  of  the  anterior  urethra, 
as  far  back  as  the  compressor  muscle. 

Eighth.  After  irrigation,  the  meatus  is  covered  with  a  bit  of  absorb- 
ent cotton,  wet  with  a  bichloride  solution,  (1  to  6,000),  and  the  patient  is 
instructed  to  apply  fresh  cotton  after  each  urination. 

IRRIGATION    OF   THE    POSTERIOR    URETHRA. 

The  sphincter  vesicae  being  but  a  bundle  of  muscular  fibers,  irrigation 
of  the  posterior  urethra  inevitably  becomes  an  intravesical  irrigation.  For 
irrigation  of  the  posterior  urethra,  each  of  the  steps  above  mentioned  is 
carried  out,  with  the  addition  of  the  following: 

First.  After  the  anterior  urethra  has  been  cleansed,  the  nozzle  is  in- 
troduced into  the  meatus  to  a  depth  which  stops  the  outflow  of  the  irriga- 
ting fluid.  The  patient  is  instructed  to  breathe  deeply,  and  at  the  same 
time  to  make  an  effort  at  urination. 

Second.  The  force  of  the  flow  is  gradually  increased,  until  the  pres- 
sure overpowers  or  tires  out  the  resistance  of  tbe  compressor  muscle. 
This  is  appreciable  to  the  fingers  of  tbe  left  hand,  resting  on  the  urethra, 
a  purling  sensation  being  felt  as  the  fluid  enters  the  bladder. 

Third.  Tbe  rapidity  and  force  of  the  flow  grows  less,  as  the  fluid 
flils  the  bladder,  and  ceases  when  the  maximum  vesical  distention  is 
approached.     The  stop  cock  is  then  closed  by  thrusting  forward  its  flange. 

fourth.  With  his  right  hand  tbe  physician  then  withdraws  the  nozzle 
from  tbe  urethra,  and  places  the  stopcock  in  the  basin,  which  he  removes, 
while  with  his  left  hand,  he  hands  tbe  patient  a  urinal  glass,  who  substi- 
tutes it  for  a  basin. 

Fifth.  The  patient  empties  his  bladder  of  the  solution  into  the  glass- 
urinal. 
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CLEANLINESS  OF  IRRIGATIONS. 


'  If  carefall;  performed,  no  irrigation  need  soil  the  patient's  garments, 
the  furnitnre  or  the  floor,  or  the  physician,  except  when  strong  solatioos 
are  used,  and  then  only  the  tips  of  the  physician's  left  fingers  may  be 
stained.  Should  this  happen  with  argyrol,  a  solution  of  I  to  1000  of  bi- 
chloride, OF  if  permanganate  be  used,  a  solution  of  oxalic  acid  will 
remove  the  stains. 

TIME  REQUIRED   FOR   IRRIGATIONS. 

With  the  moments  needed  to  note  the  faistoiy  since  the  previous 
visit  to  prepare  the  solution,  to  cleanse  the  articles  used,  and  wash  the 
hands,  ten  or  twelve  minutes  wilt  be  required. 

To  avoid  any  appearance  of  undue  haste,  in  treating  so  grave  a  sub- 
ject as  gonorrhoea,  we  will  allow  fifteen  minutes  for  each  patient  and 
five  minutes  more  for  making  a  microscopical  examination  of  the  dis- 
charge. 

INTERVALS  BETWEEN   IRRIGATIONS  AND   SOLUTIONS  USED. 

When  one  irrigation  daily  is  perfoimed,  it  is  administered  twentv* 
four  hours  after  the  preceding  one.  When  two  irrigations  daily  are 
required,  they  should  be  practiced  at  intervals  of  twelve  hours.  This  is 
however,  quite  inconvenient,  for  a  physician  practicing  alone.  When  be 
has  an  associate  or  an  assistant,  the  two  daily  irrigations  can  easi'y  be 
made  at  the  proper  interval.  The  more  assiduous  the  efforts,  the  better 
will  be  the  results. 

The  drugs  employed  in  Irrigating  {solutions,  necsssarily  must  vary 
according  to  the  physicians  personal  preference.  Unprejudiced  and  care- 
ful tests,  of  all  that  have  been  recommended,  lead  to  the  conclusion  that 
argyrol  is  the  most  satisfactory  in  the  majority  of  cases  and  that  perman- 
ganate of  potash  comes  next. 

The  proportion  of  argyrol  in  an  eight-ounce  solution  is  from  one - 
half  of  one  per  cent  to  one  per  cent.  For  permanganate  of  potash  in  an 
eight-onnce  solution,  the  most  satisfying  strength  is  from  1  to  1000  to  1 
to  3,000. 

For  the  past  eight  years,  it  has  been  my  privilege  to  be  connected 
with  some  genito-urinary  clinic  where  the  cases  are  so  varied  that  we 
have  been  enabled  to  observe  the  effects  of  various  urethral  antiseptics  in 
a  large  number  of  cases. 

A  few  years  ago  we  found  it  impossible  to  do  anything  in  the  early 
stages  of  the  disease,  except  by  means  of  alkaline  dtlutanis,  balsams  and 
internal  medication,  waiting  until  pain  diminished  sufficiently  to  allow 
injections.     All  this  time,  the  disease  tiaveted   backward  at  a  rapid  pace. 

The  gonococci  thus  became  so  imbedded  in  the  folds  of  the  mucous 
membrane,  or  in  the  urethral  follicles,  that  when  local  treatment  could  be 
started,  it  took  several  weeks,  and  even  months  to  control  the  disease. 
Naturally,  therefore,  we  bad  many  cases  of  chronic  gonorrhoea.      _^ 
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In  my  opinion,  it  is  essential  that  local  treatment  be  started  at  once. 
In  this  way,  and  in  this  way  only  can  we  hope  to  effectually  stop  th« 
invasion  of  tbe  deeper  tissues. 

After  the  third  day.  the  strength  of  the  solution  can  be  raised  to  5% 
and  later  to  10%,  and  even  as  high  as  20%.  Usually  however,  a  2% 
solution  is  found  to  be  most  satisfactory. 

I  have  found  under  this  treatment  that  tbe  gonococci  rapidly  disap- 
pear from  the  discbarges,  and  that  often  tbe  discbarges  will  entiiely  cease 
in  a  few  days.  Until  the  gonococci  are  no  longer  present  in  the  dis- 
charges, (which  on  the  average  is  at  the  end  of  the  week),  I  continue  tbe 
use  of  argyrol  in  tbe  strength  mentioned.  If  the  discharges  cease,  I 
nevertheless  continue  the  same  treatment  for  ten  days  to  prevent  a  recur- 
rence. In  a  large  number  of  cases,  after  tbe  disappearance  of  the  gono- 
cocci, the  disease  will  pass  into  a  sub-acute  stage,  in  which  there  is  still 
a  discharge,  which  may  be  purulent,  although  containing  no  gonococci, 
or  it  may  be  watery.  In  this  condition,  I  alternate  with  an  astringent 
solution,  t.  e. 

Alum, 
Zinci, 
Ac.  Carbol.     aa.  drams,  1,  to  16  oz.  of  water,  (Katharmou  comp.) 

Zinci.  Sulph.  drams,     4. 

Fl,  ex.  Hydrastis,  oz.     4 

Katharmon,  oz.     8 

Aqua  dest.  q.  s.  ad  fecit  oz.   16 

One  ounce  of  the  above  stock  solution,  to  eight  ounces  of  warm 
water,  used  in  alternation  with  your  gonecide,  will  cause  tbe  discharge 
of  postacute  gonorrfaceas  to  disappear  very  rapidly.  Acute  and  sub- 
acute gonorrfaceas,  treated  in  the  manner  described,  I  have  found  that  the 
average  duration  has  been  fro.m  eighteen  to  twenty-one  days.  About 
two-thirds  of  these  cases  developed  the  post. acute  discharges,  ^hen 
astringents  were  used.  Tbe  others  required  nothing  but  tbe  gonocide. 
Occasionally,  (say  in  one  case  out  of  ten,)  tbe  discharge  ceased  entirely 
by  the  fifth  day,  and  there  was  no  recurrence.  These  cases  were  as  nearly 
aborted,  as  it  is  possible  to  abort  an  acute  case  of  gonorihcea.  It  is  my 
custom  to  prescribe  internal  remedies,  only  for  tbe  relief  of  special  symp- 
toms. 

The  homoeopathic  remedies  are:  Aconite,  Pulsatilla,  Cannabis,  Sul- 
phur, Cantharis,  Thuja,  Gelseminum,  Kali  Mur,  The  Mercurials,  Fer- 
rum  Phos. 

The  old  balsam  preparations  are  of  little  use.  They  irritate  the 
statnach,  and  beyond  rendering  the  urine  bland,  have  little  action  upon 
the  disease.  (In  this  connection,  it  sbould  be  noted  that  acid  urine  is  dis- 
tinctly unfavorable  to  the  development  of  gonococci.)  Undoubtedly, 
rest  in  bed  would  be  of  great  assistance,  and  British  physicians  as  a  rule 
demand  it.  Usually,  however,  absence  from  accustomed  duties  is  impos- 
sible, although  rest  must  be  enjoined,  and  all  over-exertion  avoided.  In 
uncomplicated  cases,  the  local  treatment  alone  is  sufficient,  shortening  tbe 
attack,  and  preventing  tbe  development  of  complications.

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HOW  PAR  DO  HOHEOrATHlC  ANB  ITHEK  PBISiaANS  AOREB.  AMD  HOW  FAI  CAN

A  new  generation  bas  growu  up  since  the  bltterestcontroversies  were 
waged  between  the  two  main  sects  of  our  profession  in  this  countiy. 
With  this  growth  has  come  the  disappearance  of  some  of  the  grounds  of 
difference.  Personal  antagonism  has  largely  disappeared.  I  suppose  no 
homeopath  now  receives  from  members  of  our  school  any  of  the  social' 
avoidance  or  arrogant  disdi^iQ  which  I  am  lold  used  to  be  meted  out  by 
the  past  generation.  We  have  learned  that  a  group  of  homeopaths  are 
very  much  like  any  other  group  of  physicians.  In  your  school,  as  in 
our  school,  there  are  some  fools,  some  fanatics  and  some  knaves,  bnt  in 
your  school,  as  in  oars,  there  are  those  who  are  intelligent,  higb-minded 
and  eager  for  the  truth  wherever  found. 

We  have  begun  to  meet  together  for  discussion  both  at  the  bedside 
and  in  scientific  societies  like  this.  We  consult  together  and  we  study 
together. 

These  are  great  gains  attained  by  tlie  growth  of  a  spirit  of  tolerance 
and  of  truth-seeking  on  both  sides.  I  shall  not  try  to  estimate  which  of 
the  two  sects  has  changed  most.  I  am  quite  prepared  to  believe  that  we 
have  been  more  in  the  wrong  than  you,  and  that  we  have  receded  from 
more  false  positions,  than  you  have.  But  I  am  concerned  more  with  the 
result  than  with  the  stages  and  processes  by  which  it  was  attained ;  more 
with  the  question  of  "Where  are  we  now?"  than  with  the  route  by  which 
we  have  arrived  here.  I  am  not  interested  in  inquiring  who  Is  to  blame. 
If  you  say  that  we,  the  old  school  men,  are  greatly  to  blame,  I  will  cheer- 
fully admit  it,  and  will  search  my  conduct  for  evidence  of  injustice  or 
prejudice  still  remaining, — but  my  chief  interest  is  with  the  present,  not 
the  past ;  with  an  attempt  to  get  together  now.  rather  than  with  an  inquiry 
into  the  causes  and  delinquencies  that  have  kept  us  apart  hitherto. 

I  propose,  therefore,  to  begin  with  a  recapitulation  of  the  points  of 
agreement  gained  so  far,  and  then  to  suggest  some  items  of  work  and 
practice  in  which  I  hope  we  may  agree  still  further. 

I. 

We  agree  first  of  all,  in  those  fundamental  sciences  on  which  the 
practice  of  medicine  is  based, — physics,   chemistry,  biology,    anatomy, 
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and  physiology,  gross  and  microscopic,  normal  and  pathological.  This 
agreement  is  nothing  new.  but  its  conquences  hare  not,  I  think,  been 
fully  recognized.  For  if  we  agree  so  far,  we  must  also  agree  in  all  that 
can  bs  strictly  and  legitimately  deduced  from  the  data  of  the  fundamental 
sciences. 

Is  so  far  as  diagnosis,  prognosis,  or  treatment  are  strict  and  logical 
applications  of  the  anatomical  or  physiological  facts  of  the  case  in  hand, 
there  can  be  no  difference  of  opinion  between  our  schools.  "In  so  far"  I 
say,  and  I  am  very  well  aware  that  it  is  not  very  far.  Still,  some  exam- 
ples are  obvious.  Physical,  chemical,  and  biological  diagnosis,  for  exam- 
pie,  are  logical  applications  of  the  principles  of  physics,  chemistry,  biol- 
ogy, to  the  known  data  of  anatomy  and  physiology.  Hence  it  comes  that 
on  questions  of  physical,  chemizal  and  biological  diagnosis  we  all  agree 
now-a-days. 

I  do  not  know  whether  this  agreement  has  always  existed,  but  my 
impression  is  that  diagnosis  is  one  of  the  fields  in  which  your  schools  and 
ours  have  been  getting  together  more  and  more  in  the  last  ten  years. 
This  is  a  very  great  gain  and  presages  still  further  agreements  in  the  near 
future. 

H. 

Surgery  is  anothtr  example  of  a  branch  of  the  physician's  art  which 
is  based  directly  on  anatomy  and  physiology.  Because  the  facts  of  an- 
atomy and  physiology  are  facts  for  us  alt  alike — we  can  and  do  agree  on 
surgery.  This,  again,  is  especially  true  of  late  years  and  in  this  country. 
I  find  in  some  books  by  English  homeopathic  writers  a  spirit  of  hostility 
to  surgery  quite  foreign  to  the  attitude  of  members  of  your  society  in  this 
vicinity,  and  I  am  told  that  homeopaths  are  having  their  cases  of  appen- 
dicitis with  abscess  operated  on  earlier  now-a-days  than  was  the  custom 
ten  years  ago. 

III. 

Hygiene  aud  prophylaxis  exemplify  still  further  the  extension  of  our 
basis  of  agreement  as  we  apply  further  and  further  the  principles  of  the 
fundamental  sciences  which  all  educated  physicians  alike  acknowledge 
to-day.  Hygiene  and  prophylaxis  are  simply  the  applications  of  bacteri- 
ology and  physiology  to  the  problem  of  keeping  well.  The  isolation  of 
infectious  disease,  the  destruction  of  the  excreta  of  the  typhoid  and  the 
sputa  of  the  tuberculous  patient  are  typical  of  the  many  important 
measures  for  protecting  the  public  health  in  which  there  is  no  longer 
any  disagreement  between  us.  Dietetics,  physical  exercise  and  the  full 
use  of  our  neglected  birthright — fresh  air — are  taught  and  practiced  by 
both  schools  alike,  because  they  are  deductions  from  the  data  of  physi- 
cians. 

Whenever  the  treatment  of  a  disease  consists  essentially  in  diet  and 
good  hygiene — as  for  example  in  phthisis — we  find  no  considerable  dif- 
ference in  the  practice  of  Homeopaths  and  Old  School  Physicians. 
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IV 

Wherever  asepsis  or  antisepsis  is  demanded,  there  is  no  diSerence 
between  us.  Surgeons  differ,  of  course,  as  to  the  vatne  of  particular 
methods  of  sterilizing  hands,  instruments,  dressings,  and  the  field  of 
operation,  but  there  is  no  distinctive  old  school  view  or  homeopathic 
view  in  such  matters. 

So  it  is  in  diseased  conditions  where  local  treatment  is  indicated. 
Local  diseases  of  the  skiu,  of  the  mouth,  and  upper  respiratory  pas- 
sages, of  the  urethra,  bladder,  rectum,  and  female  genitals  are  treated, 
I  take  it,  by  bath  schools  on  the  same  essential  principles. 

Whenever  chemical  or  physiological  antidotes  are  demanded  as.  for 
example,  in  poisoning  cases  and  in  the  neutralization  of  acid  by  alkali^ 
we  find  all  well  educated  physicians  of  both  schools  in  substantial 
agreement. 

tfechanical  therapeutics  includes  surgery,  the  application  of  ortho- 
pedic and  other  forms  of  apparatus,  massage,  manipulation,  vibration, 
exercise,  active  and  passive;  do  we  not  wholly  agree  in  this  branch  of 
treatment? 

I  do  not  know  whether  Biar's  method  of  treating  joint  diseases  by 
the  production  of  active  hyperemia  through  heat,  or  of  passive  hyper- 
emia by  bandaging,  is  properly  to  be  described  as  homeopathic,  but 
whether  it  is  homeopathic  or  not,  it  is,  I  suppose,  as  acceptable  to  us 
all,  because  it  rests  on  biology  and  physics,  not  on  pharmacology. 

Heat,  cold,  counter-irritation,  electricity,  are  applied  by  schools 
alike.  Radiotherapeutics  is,  I  believe,  considered  a  striking  example 
of  the  homeopathic  principle.  If  so,  it  shows  the  sprouting  of  home- 
opathic methods  within  the  old  school. 

My  impression  is  that  hydrotherapentics  and  conscious  psycholheta- 
peutics  are  used  more  extensively  by  our  school  than  by  yours,  btit  this 
indicates  no  difference  in  principle  between  us — for  the  good  offices  of 
water  and  mental  iufiuence  are  not  the  property  of  any  school,  qnd  all 
physicians  are  sure  to  avail  themselves  sooner  or  later  of  any  usefulness 
that  there  is  in  these  methods. 

The  beneficial  effects  of  good  nursing  are  not  subjects  for  controversy,, 
and  I  suppose  that  outside  the  giving  of  medicine  there  is  no  difference 
between  a  Homeopathic  and  an  Old  School  nurse. 

There  remains  two  types  of  therapeutics  regarding  the  homeopathic 
view  of  which  I  must  ask  you  to  enlighten  me — I  allude  to  vaccination 
and  to  serum  therapeutics.  There  are  men  in  both  schools  who  refuse 
to  vaccinate  or  to  give  antitoxin  in  diphtheria. 

Are  such  persons  relatively  more  numerous  with  you  than  they  are 
with  ns?  I  must  ask  yon  to  answer  the  question  for  me,  but  however, 
this  mathematic  problem  may  be  settled,  it  seems  to  be  the  fact  that  there 
is  no  orthodox  opinion  among  homeopaths  against  the  use  of  vaccinalioiL 
and  antitosiu  sera.  ^ 
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The  use  of  tuberculin  is  a  form  of  vaccination  which  illustrates  better 
than  any  example  known  to  me  the  approval  of  homeopathic  principles  in 
our  school.  Tuberculin  is,  of  course,  not  an  antitoxin,  but  a  toxin,  and 
its  therapeutic  use  is  a  form  of  vaccination.  The  poison  of  tuberculosis 
which  can  produce  some  of  the  symptoms  of  tuberculosis  is  here  applied 
in  small  doses  for  the  cure  of  tuberculosis  through  the  production  of  im- 
munity, or  resisting  power  in  the  tissues.  Surely,  this  is  a  case  of 
"similia  similibus  curantur,"  as  homeopathic  writers  have  pointed  out. 
The  use  of  bacterial  vaccination  in  infectious  diseases  recently  produced 
by  A.  E.  Wright  is  distinctly  homeopathic. 

But  the  revival  of  tuberculin  therapy  within  the  past  ten  years  (after 
its  abandonment  in  1860)  illustrates  the  victory  of  another  homeopathic 
doctrine  within  our  school.  I  mean  the  doctrine  of  the  occasional  utility 
of  very  minute  doses.  No  one  in  this  country  has  had  so  much  experi- 
ence with  tuberculosis  as  Trudeau  of  Saranac  Lake.  No  one  has  tested 
so  critically  and  cautiously  the  merits  and  demerits  of  this  remedy.  As  a 
result  of  his  fifteen  years'  experience  of  its  use  he  published  last  August 
an  account  of  his  own  methods,  and  in  a  recent  letter  to  my  friend.  Dr. 
John  B.  Hawes,  Jr.,  he  has  amplified  and  reiterated  his  statements  in  a 
most  interesting  way. 

What  does  be  use?  Not  the  10  milligrams  often  employed  in  the 
early  nineties — not  even  the  1  milligram  or  H  milligram  recommended 
later.  At  present  he  begins  his  treatment  in  febrile  cases  with  a  1  -100,000th 
of  a  milligram.  This  1-100, 000th  of  a  milligram,  when  injected  under 
the  skin  in  a  centimetre  of  water  and  absorbed  into  the  circulation  becomes 
diluted  about  5,000,000  times  by  the  body  fluids.  Hence  we  imagine 
the  original  milligram  of  tuberculin  acts  in  a  dilution  of  1-500,000,000,000. 
What  fixes  this  dose?  Precisely  the  homeopathic  principle,  namely,  to 
produce  a  definite  good  effect  without  any  observable  ill  effects. 

Of  course  I  do  not  mean  to  imply  that  we  have  already  reached  an 
agreement  as  to  the  proper  dosage  of  all,  or  even  of  very  many,  reme- 
dies. .  But  we  have  now  observed  the  occasional  utility  of  very  minute 
doses,  and  you  have  long  since  admitted  the  occasional  benefit  of  very 
sizable  doses.  In  principle,  therefore,  we  already  agree.  It  remains  to 
work  out  the  multitudinous  details  of  the  application  of  these  principles. 

We  sometimes  follow  the  maxim,  "Similia  similibus  curantur,"  but 
not  often.  You  sometimes  follow  tt,  but  not  always.  We  strike  at  the 
cause  of  the  disease  and  remove  It  whenever  we  can  find  that  cause.  So 
do  you  whenever  you  are  convinced  that  it  is  a  cause,  as  with  intestinal 
worms,  or  head  lice.  Those  of  you  who  are  convinced  that  quinine  kills 
the  malarial  parasite  in  the  blood  just  as  a  vermifuge  kills  an  intestinal 
parasite  in  the  gut.  use  quinine  for  malaria,  just  as  we  do. 

We  have  come  round  to  your  minute  doses  in  some  cases,  and  there 
is  no  knowing  bow  much  further  we  may  go.  You,  on  the  other  hand, 
are  not  tied  down  to  minute  doses,  but  are  quite  ready  to  use  larger  doses 
when  better  effects  are  obtained  thereby. 
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THE   SINGLE    REMEDY. 


Let  tis  tarn  now  to  another  cardinal  tenet  of  homeopathy — the  sitiKle 
remedy.  There  we  must  frankly  confess  that  old  school  practice  has 
come  much  nearer  to  homeopathic  usage  within  the  last  ten  years.  We, 
many  of  us,  use  but  one  drug  at  a  time.  "Drug"  is  never  synonymons 
with  remedy  in  our  terminology,  and  so  we  should  rather  say  that  we 
often  see  several  remedies,  e.  g.,  regulations  of  the  diet,  fresli  air,  exer- 
cise, hydrotherapy  and  mind-cure  all  at  once,  but  with  these  remedies  we 
prefer  to  combine  not  more  than  one  drug — sometimes  less.  When  I 
tarn  to  some  of  the  older  books  on  therapeutics,  some  still  used  in 
our  school,  and  see  how  the  frail  human  stomach  is  expected  to  bear  not 
only  the  drug  but  an  adjuvant,  a  corrective,  a  flavor  and  perhaps  more 
ingredients,  I  rejoice  that  we  no  longer  practice  what  some  of  onr  text- 
books still  preach. 

There  is  no  longer  any  ground  for  discussion  between  us  as  to  the 
advisability  of  giving  but  one  drug  at  a  time.  I  think  there  is  no  longer 
any  considerable  difference  between  the  practice  of  the  two  schools  in 
this  respect  and  in  coasultation  with  seven  of  your  body,  Drs.  Suther- 
land, Batchelder,  Rockwell,  Moore,  Carvill,  Everett  Jones,  and  Hubbell, 
I  have  found  entire  agreement  as  to  the  advisability,  in  special  cases  of 
giving  several  drugs  alternately  to  the  same  patient. 

Not  long  ago  a  meeting  of  this  kind  would  be  sure  to  attempt  a  dis- 
cussion of  the  belief  that  Homeopaths  treat  symptoms  while  Old  School 
practitioners  treat  the  cause  of  the  disease  or  the  diseased  organ  itself. 
But  in  our  time  this,  like  so  many  other  grounds  of  controversy,  has 
vanished. 

Yon  and  we  alike  treat  the  cause  of  disease  whenever  we  can  find  it 
(which,  alas!  is  not  very  often.) 

You  and  we  alike  extirpate  a  diseased  organ  by  surgical  interference 
wh;n  the  symptoms  appear  to  make  such  action  advisable. 

You  and  we  alike  are  often  unable  to  locate  the  cause  of  disease,  or 
even  the  diseased  organ,  and  then  yoa  and  we  alike  fall  back  upon  the 
treatment  of  symptoms.  None  of  us  wants  to  treat  symptoms  it  we  can 
remove  their  canse.  All  of  us  are  forced  to  treat  symptoms  when  we 
can't  find  or  can't  remove  their  cause, — as  is  the  case  in  the  great  major- 
ity of  cases  seen  by  any  general  practitioner.  Sometimes  we  treat  the 
totality  of  symptoms — that  is  in  our  language,  the  evidences  of  disturbed 
functions,  when  we  recoguize  them,  as  for  example,  the  dropsy,  dyspnea, 
cough,  palpitation,  insomnia,  nausea,  oliguria  and  pain  produced  by 
pi'^^iv:  cons^estion  in  uncompensated  cardiac  disease.  Sometimes  we 
are  forced  to  treat  a  single  symptom,  like  headache,  because  we  can't 
connect  it  with  any  other  symptoms  or  with  disease  of  any  organ. 

We  are  all  in  the  same  box  here  and  there  is  nothing  to  discuss. 
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A   LAW   OF  THEBAPSDTICS. 


It  has  been  perfectly  jast  to  charge  our  school  in  the  past  with  the 
abseace  of  any  principle  or  law  in  therapeutics,  and  to  contrast  the  order 
and  system  of  homeopathic  treatment  with  the  belter  skelter  omnium 
gatherum  of  merely  empirical  methods.  But  the  contrast  is  no  longer 
just.  Homeopathy  has  a  well-defined  law  which  has  been  established 
[like  alt  laws]  empirically  and  is  constantly  and  properly  being  subjected 
to  re -verification  through  careful  experiments.  We  also  have  at  last, 
after  much  groping  and  long  years  of  work  obtained  a  law  of  therapeutics 
a  principle  of  therapeutic  effort — namely  the  principle  of  immunity — na- 
tural and  acquired,  and  of  the  means  by  which  it  may  be  attained,  aug- 
mented, protected. 

To  increase  the  power  of  the  organism  to  resist  disease  is  the  aim  of 
our  diet-therapy,  our  hydrotherapy,  onr  mechanical  and  surgical  therapy, 
our  mind  cure,  rest  cure  and  work  cure,  our  climatic  and  hygienic  ef- 
forts, and  of  all  the  most  satisfactory  part  of  our  drug-thetapy.  That 
this  law  is  as  wide  as  the  law  of  similars,  I  think  you  will  agree  with  me, 
for  though  it  does  not  cover  all  onr  pharmacology  it  does  extend  over  the 
other  fields  of  our  therapeutics  where  food,  water,  light,  air,  exercise, 
mind  care  and  even  much  of  snrgery  find  their  place. 

Your  principle  does  not  yet  apply  to  all  cases.  Neither  does  ours. 
Your  principle  is  empirically  bnilt  ap  and  empirically  verified;  so  is  ours. 
We  are  not  bound  by  our  principle,  nor  by  yours,  but  in  both  schools  the 
principle  guides  research  and  stimulates  discovery  .which  is  the  true  func- 
tion of  a  principle. 

Our  views  of  the  founder  of  homeopathy  are  far  less  divergent  from 
yours  than  they  were  fifty  years  ago.  We  recognize  now  that  in  his  day 
and  generation  he  stood  for  a  great  and  beneficent  reform  in  medicine. 
The  "gentle  action"  of  homeopathic  remedies  and  the  "high  regard  for 
the  unaided  powers  of  nature"  which  is  characteristic  of  homeopathy 
are  in  refreshing  contrast  with  the  violent  and  obviously  harmful  methods 
of  Old  School  practice  in  Hahnemann's  day.  Had  we  lived  in  that  age 
how  fortunate  would  any  of  us  have  been  who  fell  into  Hahnemann's 
hands  and  su  escaped  being  bled,  purged,  puked,  sweated  and  salivated, 
as  was  then  the  custom  of  our  school.  All  this  we  now  recognize.  On 
the  other  band,  homeopaths  no  longer  feel  bound  to  defend  everything  in 
Hahnemann's  system,  and  generally  recognize  that  in  many  respects  the 
science  of  medicine  has  not  stood  still  since  he  died. 

Do  I  then  think  that  there  is  entire  agreement  between  our  schools? 
Not  at  all.  We  have  come  far  towards  you  and  you  far  towards  us. 
Which  has  gone  the  further  I  do  not  know  nor  care,  but  we  are  still  far 
apart  in  a  portion  of  our  pharmacology,  and  my  purpose  in  the  remainder 
of  this  paper  is  to  indicate  certain  ways  by  which,  I  think,  we  can  come 
nearer  still. 
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First  of  all,  one  thine  >s  certain.  There  must  be  concessions  on  both 
sides — not  only  on  yonr  side,  if  vie  are  to  ^et  together.  We  must  admit 
that  we  have  been  wrong  in  the  past  and  probably  are  still  wrong  in  many 
points.  We  have  certainly  been  wrong — some  of  us, — in  our  prejudices 
against  homeopaths,  in  blaming  all  homeopaths  for  the  faults  of  a  few.  I 
confessed  to  you  a  year  ago  how  much  surprised  I  was  to  find  that  there 
were  homeopaths  both  honest  and  intelligent.  Well, there  are  still  a  good 
many  of  our  school  who  have  not  made  the  discovery,  and  it  is  high  time 
that  they  should.  I  suppose  there  are  also  in  your  body  some  who  find  it 
hard  to  believe  that  we  of  our  school  are  not  all  arrogant  and  prejudiced. 
VII. 
SOME  OF  OUR  HISTAEBS. 

We  have  been  wrong  in  the  past  in  refusing  to  consult  with  homeo- 
paths and  to  join  with  them  in  state  ant^  national  societies.  But  we  have 
seen  and  admitted  our  wrong  and  are  doing  onr  best  to  get  together  with 
you  wherever  you  will  meet  us  now. 

We  have  been  wrong  and  irritating  in  arrogating  to  ourselves  the 
term  of  "regular"  as  opposed  to  homeopathic.  You  have  been  kind 
enough  to  spare  us  more  and  more  of  late  that  ridiculous  term  "allopath," 
and  to  call  us  by  the  neutral  name  of  "old  school."  This  is  by  no  means 
a  perfect  designation  for  an  up-to-date  profession  which  in  therapeutics 
has  largely  repudiated  its  past  and  now  agrees  with  you  in  everything 
else.  Still,  in  the  interests  of  harmony  I  think  we  should  sacrifice  some- 
thing, and  no  one  can  help  recognizing  the  arrogance  of  the  term  "regu- 
lar." 

We  have  been  wrong  in  saying  and  believing,  as  we  often  have,  that 
there  arc  no  real  homeopatbists  nowadays,  none  that  really  take  Hahne- 
mann's doctrine  of  similars  seriously.  One  of  the  things  that  has  most 
impressed  me  in  my  friendly  end  pleasant  contact  with  homeopaths  during 
the  past  year  has  been  the  studious  care  with  which  my  friends  in  your 
school  endeavor  to  select  remedies  according  to  the  law  of  similars,  and 
the  unfeigned  confidence  which  (in  certain  cases)  they  place  in  these 
remedies. 

We  have  been  wrong  in  not  admitting  more  candidly  the  bearing  of 
certain  well-known  facts  of  pharmacology  on  the  Issue  between  yonr 
school  and  ours.  The  use  of  digitalis  in  relatively  small  doses  to  relieve 
symptoms  similar  to  those  of  its  overdose,  the  partial  similarity  between 
the  symptoms  of  scarlet  fever  and  those  of  belladonna  poisoning,  the 
supposed  value  of  ipecac  in  controlling  nausea  (still  stated  in  our  text- 
books, though  most  of  us  fail  to  obtain  any  such  effects)  the  fact  that  yon 
can  produce  some  (by  no  means  all)  of  the  symptoms  of  malaria  by  large 
doses  of  quiniueand  some  lesions  like  those  of  syphilis  by  over- dosing 
with  mercury,  that  nitroglycerine  will  often  produce  and  sometimes  cure 
a  headache — all  these  are  facts  which  we  shonld  realize  and  whose  sig- 
nificance we  should  study  as  far  as  we  can.  iOqIc 
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We  have  been  wrong  in  experimenting  so  little  es  we  have  with 
homeopathic  remedies.  The  whole  question  lor  U3  should  be,  do  they 
work!  Not  long  ago  I  suggested  during  a  consultation  that  it  would 
be  well  to  try  a  1-25  of  a  grain  of  calomel  in  repeated  doses,fot  a  toxic 
diarrhea  in  an  old  lady.  The  attending  physician  was  horror ■strtcken. 
"Why  that's  homeopathy,"  he  said.  "Well,"  I  said  "it  was  suggested  to 
me  hy  an  old  school  physician,  one  of  the  best-known  men  in  this 
country,  and  be  learned  it  from  bis  father  who  was  a  homeopath.  Let'f 
try  it,  anyway," 

So  we  did  try  it  and  excellent  were  the  results. 

We  ought  to  be  as  free  in  using  your  remedies  as  you  are  in  using 
ours,  and  in  acknowledging  publicly  the  good  or  harm  that  results. 

VIII. 

SOME    OF    YOUR    MISTAKES, 

Now,  after  these  confessions,  I  hope  I  shall  not  seem  arrogant  when 
I  venture  to  suggest  certain  changes  to  you  that  might  operate  to  remove 
sources  of  misunderstanding  and  irritation  between  our  school  and  yours. 
I  will  begin  with  some  trifling  matters  of  nomenclature  which  yet  have 
their  importance  as  causes  of  frictiOM. 

I  think  you  homeopaths  are  somewhat  too  tenacious  in  your  hold  on 
roots  and  stems — not  in  the  botanical  but  iii  the  linguistic  sense. 

(a)  The  German  word  "Prufung"  is  a  good  word,  but  its  proper 
translation  is  not  "proving"  but  testing  or  experimenting.  Proof  in 
ordinary  English  means  something  very  different  from  experimentation. 
When  you  speak  of  proving  this  or  that,  the  impression  naturally  con- 
veyed is  that  you  are  demonstrating  what  is  already  true,  as  one  does  in 
geometry;  whereas  iu  medicine  your  effort  is  an  open-minded  search  to 
find  out  what  the  truth  is.  The  lawyer  who  can  and  will  prove  anything 
is  justly  called  a  liar,  but  if  proof  meant  only  test,  the  readiness  to  prove 
all  things  (as  in  the  Scriptural  usage  no  longer  current)  is  most  praise- 
worthy. 

I  should  suggest,  then,  that  you  no  longer  hold  yourselves  aloof 
from  common  usage,  and  translate  in  future  word  "prufung"  as  the  rest 
of  the  world  translates  it,  namely  as  testing.  Thus  you  will  sound  more 
open-minded  and  less  dogmatic. 

(b)  The  Latin  word  "Cura/  is  not  to  be  translated  as  cute,  but  as 
care.  Of  course  you  all  know  that  as  well  as  I,  but  I  cannot  help  think- 
ing that  misundeistandicgs  have  arisen  in  the  past  because  you  have 
spoken  of  curing  disease  with  a  drug  when  you  have  realized  as  well  as 
we  do  that  nature  does  the  larger  part  of  the  work,  assisted  more  or  less 
by  our  drugs  and  other  remedial  measures. 

To  us,  and  I  think  to  the  public  in  general,  adrug  that  cnresadtsease 
is  a  sp3ci6c,   yet  I  take   it  that  Dr.  J.  H.  Clark   properly  states  yfi^FjIi^ 
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position  when  he  says  ("Homeopathy  Kxplained,"  p.  p.  149).  "lo 
homeopathy  we  have,  as  I  have  shown  over  and  over  again,  no  specific 
for  diseases."  You  cure  diseases  as  little  as  the  rest  of  us.  You  take 
care  of  the  patient  and  promote  bis  recovery  by  druf^s  and  other  measures. 
It  sounds  arrogant  to  siy  as  homeopathists  sometimes  do  that  the  oM 
school  palliates  while  homeopathy  cares.  It  is,  I  believe,  an  over- 
toadasss  for  stems  and  roots  that  has  lead  to  this  misunderstanding.  Let 
us  U'se  the  word  "cure"  ooly  when  we  believe  that  we  have  a  demonstra- 
ble specific  for  a  disease,  as  we  think  we  have  in  quinine  and  diphtheria 
antitoxin. 

(c)  In  naming  drugs  let  us  keep  as  close  as  we  can  to  current  usage 
outside  the  profession  and  cease  to  hold  ourselves  aloof.  Let  us  call  a 
spade  a  spade;  let  us  call  corrosive  sublimate  by  its  christian  name  rather 
than  by  the  stumps  of  two  names  like  mere.  corr. ;  when  we  mean  charcoal, 
let  us  not  call  it  carbo;  when  we  mean  sulphur  and  oyster  shells,  let  us 
say  so  rather  than  cling  to  that  curious  relic  "heparsulpb."  When  one 
means  lime,  why  should  one  say  calcarea? 

Now,  I  am  quite  aware  that  many  of  our  own  school  are  doing  the 
same  tiling  when  they  write  their  prescriptions  in  barbarous  medieval 
Litin,  or  speak  of  nitro-glycerine  as  glonoin.  But  it  is.  I  think,  a  mis- 
take in  all  cases. 

(d)  Finally,  I  think  it  would  conduce  to  clearness  in  discussion,  if 
both  parties  would  be  careful  not  to  limit  therapeutics,  to  drug  tberapen- 
sics,  for  that  accents  unduly  the  differences  between  our  schools.  We 
agree  not  only  in  the  diagnosis,  prognosis  and  course  of  disease,  but  in 
the  whole  of  the  therapeutics  outside  of  drug  therapeutics  and  in  a  por- 
tion of  drag  therapeutics  itselt.  One  of  our  chief  grounds  of  differences, 
and  one  not  always  appreciated  by  homeopaths  is  in  the  relative  impor- 
tance of  drug  therapy  as  compared  with  other  forms  of  treatment.  The 
best  men  of  our  school  today  use  far  less  medicine,  I  should  judge — even 
in  actual  bulk — than  you  do.  The  chief  issue  between  us  is  not  between 
homeopathic  drugging  and  old  school  drugging,  but  between  the  old 
school  physician  with  very  little  emphasis  on  drugs  and  very  much 
on  hygiene,  dietetics,  mechanical,  physical  and  psychic  therapy,  and 
the  homeopath  who  adds  to  a  cerlain  belief  in  these  remedial  agents 
a  much  larger  belief  iu  drugs.  I  doubt  if  yon  gentlemen  realize 
bow  large  a  proportion  of  our  patients  are  treated  without  any  drugs  at 
all,  and  how  little  faith  we  have  to-day  in  the  curative  power  of  drugs. 
I  think  most  men  of  onr  schools  to-day  would  say  that  the  only  difieases 
really  cured  by  drugs  are  malaria,  diphtheria,  myexdema  and  those  due 
to  intestinal  parasites. 

Gentlemen,  we  want  the  truth,  all  of  it  that  we  can  get  bold  of.  So 
do  you.  Two  ships  that  steer  for  the  same  port  are  sure  to  come  together 
sooner  or  later,  no  matter  how  far  apart  they  may  be  on  the  ocean.  If  we 
keep  ourselves  iu  this  mind,  if  we  are  fair  and  honest  and  not  uncharita- 
ble, we  shall  pool  our  knowledge  some  day  and  abolish  sectarianism  in 
medicine.  I  hope  and  pray  that  this  consummation  may  come  in  our 
lifetime.  Whether  it  does  or  not  depends  largely  upon  us — our  earnest- 
ness, our  honesty  and  our  good  will.  vii  ii  iviC 
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lb  response  toa  oamber  of  requests  to  pablisb  in  detail  tbe  technique 
as  employed  in  this  work  in  the  laboratory  of  tbe    Homeopathic  Medical 
College,  the  methods  are  here  set  forth  in  practical  detail. 
FIXATIVES  EMPLOYED. 

No.  1.  Fermaline  (equivalent  to  a  4%  sol,  of  formicaldehyde). 
This  solution  is  prepared  by  taking  10  parts  of  commercial  formaline  and 
90  parts  of  water. 

This  is  one  of  the  best  and  most  rapid  fixatives  for  routine  work.     It 
can  be  used  for  staining  with  ell  analine  dyes  and  ordinary  nuclear  stains. 
No.  2.     Orth's  solution,     (a  combined  Mueller  and  formaline  solu- 
tion)    As  it  quickly  decomposes  it  should  be  prepared  fresh. 

It  is  conveniently  made  in  two  solutions  which  retain  their  proper- 
ties for  months. 

Sol.     A  10%  formaline  solntion. 

Sol.     B  Mueller's  solution 

potassium  bichromate  2.5 

sodium  sulphate  I.O 

aqua.  dest.  100.0 

It  may  then  be  made  fresh  by  adding  one  part  formaline  solution  tO' 
two  parts  of  Mueller's  solution. 

This  is  the  best  fixative  for  blood,  blood  elements  and  bacteria  in  tbe 
tissues,  and  permits  tbe  use  of  all  analine  dyes  and  nuclear  stains. 

(Albuminous  fluids  are   coagulated   into  a  homogeneous  mass,  and 
should  not  be  confounded  with  hyaline  and  colloid  substances.) 
No.  3.  Zenker's  fluid.  (Corrosive  Sublimate.) 

corrosive  sublimate  5.0 

potassium  bichromate  2.0 

sodium  sulphate  1.0 

aqua  dest.  lOO.O 

Owing  to  the  poor  penetration  of  Zenker's  fluid,  specimens  should 
be  cut  in  slices  of  one  to  two  millimeters  in  thickness. 

Tissues  hardened  in  this  solntion  contain  deposits  of  mercury,  which 
are  removed  by  treating  the  tissues  with  60%  alcohol  to  which  a  few  drops 
of  Tr.  Iodine  has  been  added. 

As  tbe  iodine  unites  with  the  mercury,  the  solution  becomes  clear. 
When  the  solution  no  longer  decolorizes,  the  tissues  are  removed  and 
placed  in  a  stronger  alcoholic  solution  to  which  has  also  been  added  a  few 
drops  of  Tr,  Iodine.  /—  i 
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No.  4.     Fleming's  acid  mixtuie. 

glacial  acetic  acid  1.0 

osmic  acid  1%  aqueons  solution        4.0 
chromic  acid  1%  aqneoas  solution  15.0 

As  this  solatioii  rapidly  decomposes,  it  should  be  made  fresh  when 
wanted.  During  the  fixing  and  bardeninR  processes  the  bottle  containing 
the  specimen  and  fluid  should  be  kept  in  a  dark  place. 

This  solution  does  not  penetrate  well,  therefore  specimens  should  not 
be  over  one  to  two  millimeters  in  thickness. 

After  fixation ,  thorough  washing  in  water,  10  to  12  hours  is  necessary. 

This  fixative,  common  to  all  other  solutions  containinK  osmic  acid 
possesses  the  propeity  of  fixing  and  staining  fat  (the  osmic  acid  foimisg 
a  chemical  compouad  with  the  fat  which  takes  on  a  deep  black  appear- 
ance. ) 

Besides  the  staining  and  fixing  of  fat  this  solution  gives  excellent  re- 
sults in  the  demonstration  of  nuclear  structures  (karyokenitic  figures) 

When  desired  to  demonstrate  fat  in  the  tissues  specimens  may  be 
sectioaed  on  the  freezing  microtome,  after  tieeling  with  foimaline,  or  im- 
bedded iu  paraffin  using  chloroform  to  clear;  sections  are  then  thoroughly 
washed  and  overstaiued  with  safranin. 

"When  the  nuclear  structures  are  to  be  demonstrated  the  osmic  acid 
is  removed  by  oxidation.  For  this  process,  the  sections  are  placed  in  a 
dish  containing  full  strength  commercial  Hydrogen  Peroxide  (H^O^) 
where  they  remain  until  all  black  has  left  the  section  and  bubbles  cease 
forming  on  the  surface,  after  which  they  are  stained  with  any  nuclear 
stains  preferably  Iron  Haemotoxylin." 

The  above  technique  is  suggested  by  PUmmer  in  his  method  for  dem- 
onstrating parasitic  bodies  in  cancer. 

BOILING  WATER. 

No.  5.  Pieces  of  tissue  one  cm.  in  size  are  quickly  fixed  by  placing 
in  boiling  water  for  one  minute.  After  removal  from  the  boiling  water 
they  are  subjected  to  usual  second  hardening  in  alcohol. 

This  method  is  used  in  tissues  containing  albumin,  i.  e.,  cedema  o 
the  lungs  and  albumin  in  the  kidney  tubules. 

DRY   HEAT. 

A  small  amount  of  the  fluid  to  be  examined  is  smeared  on  a  cover 
glass  or  slide  and  allowed  to  dry  under  a  bell-jar  by  a  pair  of  tissue  for- 
ceps the  cover  glass  or  slide  is  picked  up  and  passed  three  times  through 
the  flame  of  abunsen  burner. 

This  method  is  employed  in  fluids,  especially  those  containing  bac- 
teria and  cell  elements. 

DBCALCIFIBR   USED. 

Sulphurous  acid,  full  commercial  strength  (60%).  Tissues  contain- 
ing pathological  or  normal  deposits  of  lime  salts  are  subjected  to  agents 
that  combine  with  and  remove  the  lime  salts.  /-~  i 
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The  specimen  is  first  fixed  using  (he  selected  fixative,  asuall;  forma- 
line or  Orth's  solation,  then  transferred  directly  to  snlphurons  acid,  usu- 
ally three  to  six  hours  suffices  for  ordinary  blocks  of  tissue,  larger  pieces 
requiring  more  time. 

HARDENING  AND  EMBEDDING. 

Hardening  and  embedding  processes  used,  are  the  freezing  method, 
paraffin  and  celloidin  embedding. 

FREEZING   METHOD. 

Specimen's  are  fixed  usually  in  formaltoe  or  Orth's  solution.  Thin 
pieces  of  tissue  one-half  millimeter  in  thickness  are  placed  on  the  drum 
of  the  freezing  microtome,  the  valve  turned  on,  the  carbon  dioxide  gas 
circulating  under  the  drum  rapidly  freezes  the  tissue.  Sections  are  now 
rapidly  cut  out,  and  placed  in  60%  alcohol,  from  which  they  are  removed 
and  stained. 

CELLOIDIN   EMBEDDING. 

Fix  in  the  selected  fixative. 

Wash  in  water,  6  to  12  hrs- 

Place  in  30'7(!  alcohol,  12  to  24  " 

60%  "  12  to  24  " 

80%  "  12  to  24   " 

93%  "  12  to  24   " 

abs.  "  24  to  48  " 

Place  in  equal  parts  abs.  alcohol  and  ether,  24  to  48  " 

Place  in  thin  celloidin,  24  to  48  " 

Place  in  thick  celloidin,  24  to  48  " 

Specimens  are  placed  in  a  glass  dish  which  is  furnished  wilh  a  good 
cover,  and  completely  covered  with  thick  celloidin.  The  whole  is  then 
placed  under  a  bell  jar  and  allowed  to  harden  until  the  celloidin  is  of  suf- 
ficient firmness  to  be  cut  with  a  sharp  knife;  then  the  specimens  are  cut 
out  with  a  sufficient  amount  of  celloidin  around  tfaem,  and  placed  in  60% 
alcohol. 

When  desired  to  section  celloidin  embedded  specimens,  they  are  re- 
moved from  the  60%  alcohol  and  glued  to  blocks  ot  wood  with  thick  cel- 
loidin. placed  under  a  bell-jar  and  allowed  to  harden  until  firmly  attached, 
after  which  they  are  clamped  in  a  microtome,  specimen  and  knife  flooded 
with  60%  alcohol  and  sectioned.

The  deatb  rate  of  consumptives  and  diseases  depeoding  upon  a  tnbef 
cnlons  condition  have  reached  a  high  figure;  the  public  is  warned  of  the 
dreadness  of  the  disease — a  thing  it  well  knows  already  and  is  fast  com- 
ing to  look  upon  it  as  a  "catching  disease"  a  thing  devoutly  wished  for 
by  a  certain  class  of  physicians,  laymen  and  sanitarians;  while  the  fact 
that  it  can  be  communicated,  none  will  deny.  Isolation,  report  of  cases 
to  health  boards  and  enforced  sanitary  measures  are  urged,  and  practiced 
in  many  places  but  the  results  for  good  as  a  whole  are  not  apparent;  the 
disease  is  increasing. 

Desire  it  or  not  as  we  will,  push  it  to  one  side  as  we  will,  or  ignore 
it,  there  is  one  question  that  will  not  down  and  this  is  "What  will  we  do 
with  the  patient"? 

Only  a  few  comparatively,  can  or  will  avail  themseves  of  care  in  a 
hospital  or  sanitarium;  moreover  the  sufferer  looks  upon  bis  condition  as 
a  hopeless  one  and  when  fnlly  realizing  his  malady,  reluctantly  forced  to 
admit  that  he  is  tuberculosis  stricken  he  cares  little  for  his  effects  upon  the 
community.  During  the  early  stages  be  cannot  be  confined  while  many 
times  the  desire  is  unrecognized  and  advice  unsought  until  a  hopeless 
condition  is  reached.  The  anti-spiltingordinances  are  an  acknowledged 
failure  so  far  as  stopping  the  disease  is  concerned,  and  fumigation  prom- 
ises to  be  little  if  any  better  in  the  majority  of  cases. 

Can  we  do  nothing  more  with  the  plague?  We  believe  much  can  be 
done  and  much  good  accomplished,  not  by  putting  the  sufferer  in  "ward 
23"  sbuning  him,  warning  bis  friends  to  come'  not  near  him  and  giving 
him  no  treatment  but  a  little  "dope,"  but  by  a  more  rational  and  humane 
method  (and  let  me  here  say  that  it  seems  positively  wrong  to  keep  a 
patient  any  more  in  ignorance  of  his  condition  with  this  than  other  mala- 
dies) ,  teach  him  to  harm  not  others. 

Consumption  is  curable;  this  is  the  word  of  the  best  authorities  and 
of  experience  as  well;   not  all  cases  to  be  sure,  neither  are  all  cases  of 
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typhoid,  paenmoaift  or  measles.  Bat  many  cases  have  been  cured  and 
remained  so  far  years,  while  evidence  of  the  disease  ia  many  other  cases 
is  discovered  only  at  the  post-mortem  examination.  Does  not  this  give  a 
ray  of  hope? 

Let  the  patient  have  hope,  that  "anchor  of  the  soul,"  and  let  him  in 
some  measure  understand  the  nature  of  his  malady  and  the  sanitary  meas- 
ures he  should  use  to  protect  others ;  teach  these  poor  sufferers  that  a  few 
hours  sunlight  is  worth  a  barrel  of  disinfectants,  and  that  cleanliness  is 
the  safeguard  that  is  needed  more  than  all  else.  Teach  him,  tell  him  that 
the  sputa  is  the  danger  focus  and  we  have  never  yet  made  such  explana- 
tion even  to  the  most  ignorant  sufferer  that  we  were  not  rewarded  in  bav- 
injj;  all  possible  care  to  destroy  it.  Willingly  will  the  sufferer  occupy  a  hed 
alone  if  due  explanation  is  made  of  the  evil  effects  upon  the  health  of  the 
bed-fellow,  and  more  than  once  have  we  seen  a  poor  stricken  mother  too 
poor  to  buy  a  separate  bed,  purchase  a  cot  and  occupy  that  when  it  was 
detailed  to  her,  that  her  breath  might  infect  the  young  child  which,  until 
cow,  had  slept  in  her  arms. 

This  is  not  an  isolated  case,  we  could  point  to  many,  and  while  we 
well  know  that  there  are  some  who  are  "so  blind  they  will  not  see,"  so 
stupid  they  will  not  believe,  they  are  the  exception  rather  than  the  rule. 
Fresh  air,  even  thongh  not  always  the  purest,  plenty  of  sunlight,  indi- 
vidual utensils  for  the  sufferer,  the  single  bed  and  if  possible  the  single 
rooms  together  with  a  little  plain  judicious  yet  kindly  instruction  regard- 
ing sanitation  will  do  more  to  limit  the  spread  of  this  disease  than  all  the 
isolation  and  fumigation  that  can  ever  be  practiced  for  we  cannot  isolate 
the  patient  during  all  his  illness  and  we  cannot  fumigate  daily.  We  can 
practice  sanitary  rules  constantly. 

You  and  I  are  exposed  daily,  let  us  teach  the  consumptive  that  while 
we  are  his  friend  we  want  him  to  cough  behind  his  handkerchief,  not  in 
our  face;  that  he  should  keep  his  body  clean  both  for  our  sake  and  bis 
own,  that  for  the  sake  of  his  friends  and  the  general  public,  he  should 
avoid  spitting  in  public  places  as  much  as  possible  and  use  the  same  care 
with  drinking  vessels  as  he  would  if  afflicted  with'a  chancre  on  the  lip. 
He  needs  not  to  be  isolated,  he  needs  not  be  and  is  not  a  pest,  a  thing  of 
horror,  a  danger  unless  he  so  deports  himself  as  to  be  one  and  his  case  is 
not  without  hope.  A  cure  may  be,  as  a  matter  of  fact,  many  times  is 
impossible,  but  his  suffering  can  be  relieved,  his  illness  made  bearable 
and  his  last  weeks  or  hours  rendered  as  comfortable  as  in  any  other  fatal 
illness.  Take  away  the  dread  of  the  suffering  and  it  is  easier  to  control 
the  infection. 


In  the  treatment  of  neurasthenic  conditions,  it  is  pertinent  to  remove 
the  patient  from  his  accustomed  surroundings  and  associates,  if  an  early 
recovery  is  expected. 
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In  an  article  on  "How  Par  Do  Homeopathic  and  Other  Physicians 
Agree,  and  How  Far  Can  They  Agree?"  read  by  Richard  C.  Cabot,  M.D. 
of  Harvard  University,  before  the  Boston  Homeopathic  Medical  So- 
ciety Nov.  1st,  '06,  and  published  in  the  A'inc  England  Medical  Gazette 
which  we  reprint  on  another  page  of  this  journal,  we  agree,  and 
state,  that  an  impartial  consideration  has  been  accorded  the  Homeopaths 
as  any  writer  of  the  regular  school  is  capable  of  doing  and  winds  up  with 
an  acknowledgement  of  the  ever  present  and  dominant  pessimistic  senti* 
meat  as  to  the  curative  power  of  drugs  in  disease. 

One  who  has  made  a  special  study  of  drugs  and  their  effect  on  the 
human  body  and  then  applied  these  drugs  in  attenuated  doses,  to  diseased 
conditions  similar  to  that  produced  by  the  drugs  in  "prufung"  will  soon 
come  to  the  conclusion  that  drugs  (/<>  cure  in  the  same  sense  as  "Merc, 
cures  syphilis,"  "Quinine,  malaria"  or  "Anti-toxio, diphtheria."  Bry  alb 
or  Sanguinaria  are  as  specific  in  pneumonia  and  will  effect  a  cure  wfaen 
the  symptoms  are  similar,  as  the  above-mentioned  examples  of  cure. 


This  season  of  the  year  brings  its  seasonable  disease,  namely,  influ- 
enza. While  it  is  very  prevalent,  yet  it  does  not  seem  to  be  so  severe  as 
in  years  past.  Its  complications  and  fatal  termioatious  are  few,  provid- 
iner  that  the  patient  has  not  been  subjected  to  drugging,  such  as  large  doses 
of  quinine  and  cathartics.  The  only  severe  cases  we  have  met  were  due 
to  this  kind  of  treatment  at  the  onset  either  by  the  patient  himself  or  on 
the  advise  of  old  school  physicians. 

The  disease  though  ushered  in  sometimes  with  all  violence  soon  be- 
csme^  mild  under  the  administration  of  a  well  selected  remedy. 

The  remedies  found  most  frequently  called  for  have  been  Dulcamara, 
followed  later  on  by  nux  vomica,  sanguinaria  and  causticum. 

Cirdiac  weakness  characterized  by  intermitting  pulse,  irregular  in 
rychiu,  and  a  sen^e  of  faintness  on  exertion,  is  favorably  influenced  by 
Crateagus  oxycantha.  

Dr.  W,  L.  Lewis,  Canton,  Pa.,  reports  a  case  of  Anthrax  in  Ellwg- 
wood's  TAerafieuiisl,  that  was  cured  by  the  use  of  Echinacea  August, 
internally  in  doses  varying  from  ten  drops  to  a  tea  spoonful  fl.  est. 
repeated  every  three  to  four  hours  and  locally  a  50-per  cent  solution  of 
the  same  drug.  The  dose  does  not  matter  Just  so  it  cured.  Echinacea  is 
a  remedy  that  is  in  need  of  a  "prufung,"  so  that  its  indication  may  be 
more  exact.  Thus  far  it  is  used  empirically  in  conditions  where  the  toxines 
and  also  the  pus-producing  organisms  have  entered  the  btood  and  show 
intoxications. 

"It  ia  a  fair  iafereace  that  the  remedy  that  relieves  a  symytom  acts 
favorably  on  the  pathologic  condition  that  induces  that  symptom," — 
(Ellinwatds  7 herapeulisl.)  Havent  we  told  you  so  for  nigh  on  to  a 
century?  .  -  ,

Is  Harry  Kendall  Tbaw  sane  or  iDsane  or  was  be  sane  or  insane  when 
be  killed  Stanford  White?  It  is  a  very  difficult  thing  to  express  a  safe  and 
scientific  opinion  without  full  data,  howevet.  one  may  use  any  information 
available  and  theorize ;  the  final  step  necessary  it  seems  to  me  is  to  define 
what  we  mean  by  insanity  both  from  the  standpoint  of  the  psychiatrist 
and  tbe  law  and  if  tbe  facts  in  Thaw's  case  fits  either  definition  be  must 
be  considered  insane.  Insanity  as  defined  by  the  psychiatrist  is  that  men- 
tal state  characterized  by  a. prolonged  change  in  the  usual  manner  of  think- 
in?,  acting:  and  feeling,  the  result  of  disease  or  mental  degeneration. 

One,  an  old  legal  definition  is,  "A  lunatic,  non  compos  mentis,  is  one 
who  hath  had  understanding  but  by  disease,  grief  or  other  accident,  bath 
lost  the  use  of  his  reason." 

Insanity  in  the  criminal  law  according  to  Prof.  Bishop  '  'Is  that  condi- 
tion of  the  mental  faculties  resulting  from  direct  weakness  or  disease, 
wherein  they  are  incapable,  with  respect  to  the  particular  act,  of  enter- 
taining tbe  essential  criminal  intent." 

With  these  preliminary  remarks  we  will  proceed  to  examine  the  evi- 
dence of  the  experts.  Dr.  Wiley's  evidence  Is  of  no  value  or  importance 
and  may  be  passed  without  comment.  Dr.  Charles  Wagner  testified  as 
follows  :  "On  the  firstvisit  I  talked  with  bim  but  did  not  make  a  thor- 
ough examination.  Symptoms  observed  ;  Thaw  was  su.spicious,  reticent 
apprehensive.  He  was  fearful  that  be  would  be  declared  insane.  Second 
visit  accompanied  by  Dr.  Evans.  Thaw  after  being  brought  into  tbe 
room,  turned  on  his  heel  and  abruply  left  the  room,  notwithstanding  that 
it  was  understood  plainly  that  we  were  then  to  examine  him." 

Third  visit — The  examination  consisted  of  certain  questions  I  asked 
him,  and  bis  answers  to  them.  We  took  Mr.  Tbaw  to  where  the  light 
was  strong.  He  watched  us  closely  and  would  not  be  placed  in  such  a 
position  when  he  could  not  have  seen  both  Dr.  Evans  and  myself  under 
bis  eye  all  tbe  time.  Fourth  examination  conducted  by  Drs.  Wagner  and 
Evans  consisted  of  observation  of  color  of  the  hair,  the  general  contour 
of  the  head,  the  expression  of  the  eye,  tbe  condition  of  tbe  heart,  tbe 
refiexes  and  the  state  of  the  pulse.  The  patient  was  exhausted  at  the  end 
of  an  hour,  further  examination  deferred. 

Fifth  examination,  Drs.  Wagner  and  Evans  consisted  of  a  repetition 
of  the  former  visit  and  enquiry  into  the  history  of  the  case  and  family 
history. 

Final  examination,  Drs.  Wagner  and  Evans,  consisted  of  a  review  of 
previous  examination  and  a  minute  detailed  investigation  of  the  bisjory 
of  the  case  including  the  events  of  June   25th.     The   hypothetical  qnes- 
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tton  coasisting  of  a  historical  resume  of  Thaw's  life  and  antecedents  was 
here  introduced  by  counsel. 

Dr.  Wagaer  after  reading  letters  and  listening  to  hypothetical  ques- 
tions gave  it  as  his  opinion  that  Thaw  was  not  of  sufficiently  sound  mind 
to  know  whether  his  homicidal  act  was  right  or  wrong.  My  opinion  is, 
said  Dr.  Wagner  that  he  did  not  know  the  act  was  wrong.  He  added  fur- 
th;r  "I  bilieve  his  reason  so  defective  he  did  not  believe  the  act  was 
wrong.''  Dr.  Evans  testified  as  follows  as  to  facts  noted  in  his  examina- 
tion of  Thaw. 

"T.nw  ex'iibited  a  peculiar  facial  expression,  glancing  suspiciously 
ab  >at  him  with  restless  eyes,  and  watching  every  movement  of  the  doc- 
tor. He  exhibited  evidences  of  having  recently  undergone  an  explosive 
or  faltniiitiao;  condition  of  mental  nnsoundness.  He  was  suffering  from 
formf  of  insanity  characterized  by  an  exaggerated  ego  including  adoles- 
cent insanity,  the  latter  due  to  heredity.  (Dr.  Evans  definition  of  an 
eti'Jierated  e^o  was  thit  it  was  an  exhibition  of  exaggerated  value  of 
o,i3's  abilities  oat  of  proportion  with  the  value  attached  to  a  person  as  he 
ii  represeited  to  the  ordinary  observer.  It  is  the  result  of  a  well  recog- 
nized form  of  mental  disease.) 

District  Attorney  Jerome  requisted  Mr,  Delmas  to  ask  the  witness  if 
'here  was  a  similarity  between  adolescent  insanity  and  dementia.  Dr. 
Evans  said  that  he  might  answer  both  yes  and  no,  they  were  practically 
the  same  but  different  authorities  had  different  views  as  to  the  period  of 
adolescence.  A  person  in  a  fulminating  condition  was  likely  to  suffer 
serious  mental  disorder.  Thaw's  speech  was  not  that  of  a  normal 
person, 

0.1  Dr.  Evan's  second  visit.  Thaw  exhibited  the  same  symptoms  as 
previously  shown.  In  addition  he  was  more  inclined  to  tell  the  doctor 
what  to  do  thin  to  answer  his  questions.  Also  he  exhibited  delusions  of 
persecution.  Dr.  Evans  was  asked  by  Counsel  if  as  a  result  of  his  three 
visits  he  bad  been  able  to  form  an  opinion  as  to  Thaw's  mental  condition. 
Dr.  Evans  answered  yes.  Dr.  Evans  said  that  he  was  then  and  was  at 
the  present  time  firmly  of  the  opinion  that  during  his  first  three  visits  to 
Thaw,  the  defendant  was  of  unsound  mind,  because  of  a  diseased  con- 
dition of  the  brain.  As  a  result  of  the  five  subsequent  visits  he  was  of 
the  opinion  that  Thaw's  mental  condition  or  stability  of  mind  was 
impaired,  bat  somewhat  improved  over  the  condition  first  noted.  Dr. 
Evans  said  that  Thaw  during  his  first  three  visits  was  suffering  from  a 
disorder  of  the  mind  as  a  result  of  an  hereditary  predisposition. 

Dr.  Evans  also  testified  in  agreement  with  Dr.  Wagner  that  Thaw 
was  out  of  his  mind  when  he  shot  White. 

Dr.  Evans  summarized  Thaw's  mental  condition  as  follows,  observed 
by  him  on  visits  of  Aug.  4  and  Oct.  1st.  He  (Thaw)  exhibited  a  peculiar 
tx2ii\  expression,  glaring  of  the  eye,  restlessness  of  the  eye,  suspicion  of 
his  surroundings  and  of  me,  nervous  agitation  and  restlessness,  such  as 
comes  from  a  severe  brain  storm,  common    in   those   who  have   recently 
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gone  tbroagh  an  explosion  or  fulminating  condition  of  mental  unsonad- 
neis.  He  exhibits  delusions  of  a  personal  character,  an  exaggerated  ego, 
and  along  with  them  delusions  of  ■  persecutory  character.  He  thought 
himself  of  exigererated  importance  and  believed  himself  persecuted  by  a 
number  of  persons.  The  "exaegerated  ego"  Dr.  Evans  said  were  char- 
acteristic symptoms  of  mental  diseases.  One  of  these  diseases  Dr.  Kvans 
said  was  adolescent  insanity  developing  between  10  and  forty  years  of 
age.  "The  persons  so  afflicted  have  a  psychopathic  taint,  a  predisposi- 
tion to  mental  unsoundness,  the  result  ot  heredity.  Another  form  is 
known  as  paranoiad  or  fixed  insanity  on  some  subject.  The  third 
is  maniacal  when  patient  jumps  from  one  idea  to  another,  this 
form  aud  others  are  characterized  by  the  "exaggerated  ego."  "In 
adolescent  insanity  the  patient  exhibits  no  marked  symptoms,  but 
when  the  stress  comes,  the  man  does  not  break  down  as  the  ordinary  or 
normal  man  would.  There  is  a  complete  loss  of  mental  balance,  an  ex- 
plosive condition  of  the  brain;  the  reason  becomes  dethroned,  the  will 
power  is  lost,  and  the  brain  is  operating  as  a  ship  does  in  the  wind  with- 
out a  rudder,  the  balance  wheel  is  gone.  His  mind  has  left  its  moorings 
and  yielded  to  a  diseased  condition. 

"On  my  first  visit  Mr.  Thaw  suffered  from  a  rapid  flow  of  words 
not  characteristic  of  the  normal  mind.  He  showed  a  condition  of  abnor- 
mal excitement.  "An  ordinary  normal  man  speaks  more  or  less  deliber- 
ately'on  all  matters  of  grave  importance,  he  talked  slowly  and  his  ideas 
come  logically  and  connectedly.  In  a  man  of  unsound  mind  the  ideas 
c^ms  rapidly,  tumbling  over  each  other,  jumping  from  one  subject  to 
another,  leading  a  trained  observer  to  suspect  unsoundness  of  mind.  A 
mind  in  this  state  has  either  come  through  oi  is  jusi  going  into  a  mental 
storm. 

On  August  19th,  Dr.  Evans  testified.  Thaw  was  still  nervous,  agi- 
tated and  had  the  peculiar  expression  of  the  eye  familiar  with  mental  dis- 
eases. I  also  observed  bis  suspicion  of  me  and  all  around  him.  He  still 
exhibited  the"exaggerated  ego".  He  still  exhibited  delusionsofpersecu- 
tions.  On  Sept.  9th,  Thaw  exhibited  delusions  of  suspicion,  lack  of 
confidence  in  his  advisors  and  an  explosiveness  of  mental  make  up  cbar- 
acteristicof  a  person,  of  unsound  mind.  Dr.  Evans  testified  in  conclu- 
sion that  he  did  not  believe  Thaw  knew  bis  act  was  wrong  when  he  killed 
White  due  to  the  fact  that  he  was  laboring  under  menial  disease.  Dr.  , 
Evans  testified  further  that  Thaw's  perceptive  power  was  good,  but  that 
Thaw  was  indifferent  or  attentive  as  he  willed — going  into  states  of 
abstraction  and  ignoring  questions. 

Summary  of  the  symptoms  of  insanity  as  found  in  H.  K.  Thaw  after 
repeated  examinations  by  the  experts,  Drs.  Wagner  and  Evans: 
"Suspicious,  reticent,  apprehensive,  fears  he  would  be  declared  in- 
sane. A  peculiar  facial  expresion,  glancing  about  him  with  restless  eyes, 
exaggerated  ego  (ahyper  exaltation  of  self  or  of  self-importance)  inclined 
to  be  dictorial,  delusionsof  perjiecution,  believed  himfdllo  teptisiculed

by  a  number  of  persons.  Nervous  agitation  and  restlessness,  rapid  flow 
of  words  and  abnotmal  excitement.  Perceptive  faculties  good  but  lacking 
in  atteutiveness,  state  of  abstraction  and  indifference.  Psychopathic  taint 
au  hereditary  predisposition  to  insanity.  Mental  state  as  if  caused  by  the 
effects  of  a  recent  explosion  or  fulminating  (coming  or  suddenly)  condition 
of  mental  unsoundness.  Exhaustion  during  examination  into  the  condi- 
tion of  the  eyes,  heart,  pulse  and  reflexes  (neurasthenia) ." 

The  conclusion  of  both  experts  from  the  symptoms  noted  above  and 
such  other  data  as  the  history  of  the  case  gave  was  that  Thaw  was  of  un- 
sound mind  and  unable  to  appreciate  whether  his  act  in  kilting  White  was 
right  or  wrong.  Dr.  Evans  also  ^ave  it  as  his  opinion  that  Thaw  was 
still  suffering  from  mental  unsoundness  at  the  time  of  his  examination. 

From  the  testimony  of  Dr.  Evans  his  purpose  seems  to  be  to  convey 
the  impression  that  Thaw  is  a  victim  of  adolescent  insanity.  Under  the 
present  nomenclature,  we  have  embraced  under  the  name  of  dementia 
praecox:  hebephrenia,  masturbatic  and  ovarian  insanity,  katatonia  and 
stuporous-melancholia.  Dementiapatanoides.isal^oclatsed  with  adoles- 
cent insanity,  it  is  marked  by  paranoiac  delusions,  developing  rapidly  and 
terminating  in  a  demented  confusional  condition. 

Dementia  praecox  manifests  itself  in  many  varieties,  but  the  main 
forms  are  the  katatonic,  hebephrenia  proper  and  certain  paranoid  types. 
The  characteristic  picture  is  that  of  a  developing  neurasthenia,  progressive 
weakening  of  the  intellect,  apathy  and  increasing  stupidity,  apprehension 
dejection,  suspicion,  delusions  of  a  persecutory  character  (paranoid  type) , 
clouding  of  consciousness,  less  and  less  coherence  of  ideas,  failure  of 
memory,  indifferent  and  apathetic.  The  exaggerated  ego  dwelt  upon  so 
much  is  not  common  in  dementia  praecox,  but  is  found  in  mania  and 
paranoia.  I  cannot  find  any  evidence  of  adolescent  insanity  in  the  testi- 
mony of  the  experts,  but  if  their  statements  are  true,  some  symptoms 
which  are  characteristic  of  acute  mania  and  paranoia  are  present. 

These  symptoms  point  to  the  existence  of  or  tne  stage  of  subsidence  of 
an  acute  attack  of  mania.  "Peculiar  facial  expression  indicates  mental 
disease,  glancing  about  him,  continuous  movement  of  the  eyes,  nervous 
agitation I'and  restlessness,  abnormal  mental  excitiment,  rapid  flow  of 
words  (logorrhoea) ,  exaggeration  of  personality,  dictatorial,  psychopathic 
taint,  hereditary  predisposition  to  insanity  (neurasthenic  exhaustion)." 
'  The  symptoms  noted  above  if  pronounced  at  the  time  Thaw  killed  White, 
would  point  to  acute  mania,  but  certain  acts  of  Thaw  and  his  calmness  of 
demeanor  after  killing  White,  bis  rational  expressions  and  conduct  tend- 
ing inithe  direction  of  his  protection  from  the  result  of  his  act,  all  point  to 
the  sane  man.  Furthermore  if  Thaw  was  actually  insane,  such  a  fact 
would  have  demanded  constant  care  and  attention,  which  seems  not  to 
have  been  necessary  since  his  incarceration.  Any  lay  person  could  make 
no  mistake  in  diagnosing  acute  mania.  Tf  Thaw  waspassing  tbiough  a 
brain  storm  at  the  time  he  killed  White,  it  has  taken  a  very  long  time  for 
bis  mental  atmosphere  to  clear  up.     /  do  itol  believe  Ihaw  was  su^e>iif.g)0 
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from  acute  mania  when  he  killed  While.  An  ephemera  may  be  born,  live 
oat  its  fall  term  of  existence,  and  die  in  one  hour  or  one  day,  but  no  one 
can  develop  a  fuU-Qedged  attack  of  insanity  of  tbe  form  of  acute  maaia  or 
any  form  that  I  know  of  and  be  sane  within  so  short  a  space  of  time.  The 
old-fashioned  emotional  insanity  is  now  properly  considered  as  a  furious 
passion — anger ;  and  cannot  now  be  foisted  on  the  jud);e>  jnry  or  public  as 
it  was  25  years  ago  as  a  justification  for  homicide. 

We  have  left  for  review  one  other  set  of  symptoms  which  have  been 
developed  by  the  experts — these  symptoms,  if  they  are  true,  point  to  the 
existence  of  paranoia;  they  are  "suspicious,  reticent,  apprehensive  fears' 
especially  of  being  declared  Insane  (this  concept  is  possible  to  a  paranoic) 
delusion  of  persecutions,  believes  himself  to  be  persecuted  by  a  number  of 
persons,  "exaggerated  ego"  (paranoiacs  are  as  a  rule,  egotistical,  easily 
angered,  given  to  violent  outburst  of  temper),  psychopathic  taint,  heredi- 
tary predisposition  to  insanity.  Neurasthenia,  perceptive  faculties  good, 
but  lacking  attentiveness,  going  into  states  of  abstraction,  ignoring  ques- 
tions." 

The  form  of  paranoia,  if  Thaw  is  a  victim  of  it,  is  what  is  known  as 
jealous  paranoia,  could  have  been  developed  by  focusing  the  mind  on  one 
subject.  A  naturally  suspicious  person  becoming  insanely  suspicious,  a 
proud  man  becoming  insanaly  and  delusionally  proud  (exaggerated  ego). 
The  disease  is  in  the  consensus  of  medical  opinion,  due  to  an  inherited 
taint  of  insanity  or  a  transmitted  neurotic  vice.  The  delusions  of  the 
paranoiac  have  a  complete  logical  organization,  and  are  plausibly  based 
and  elaborately  expressed.  Apparently  the  most  reasonable  arguments  are 
advanced  in  support  ofthem.  Theparanoiac  holds  to  his  views  against  alt 
opposition  to  them. 

On  all  other  subjects  than  those  directly  connected  with  their  delusions 
they  reason  with  lucidity  and  saneness.  '^hey  know  how  to  distinguish 
right  from  wrong  and  can  judge  correctly  of  passing  events. 

Paranoia  rarely  terminates  in  dementia  and  the  disease  once  estab- 
lished is  chronic  and  incurable  though  periods  of  remission  occurs  in 
which  the  false  ideas  or  concepts   are  not  held  to  with  former   tenacity. 

If  paranoia  is  present  or  is  the  form  of  Thaw's  insanity  or  was  the 
form  which  he  developed  at  the  time  of  bis  homocidal  act  he  is  positively 
still  as  insane  as  he  was  the  hour  he  killed  White. 

It  certainly  is  not  the  form  known  as  dementia  paranoides  because 
the  increasing  mental  obfuscation  which  is  a  part  of  the  evolution  of  the 
disease  is  not  present.  Dr.  Evans  says  his  perception  powers  are  good 
when  he  desires  to  use  them:  no  evidence  of  a  confusional  mental  condi- 
tion here. 

It  is  not  dementia  praecox  a  modern  term  in  which  is  embraced  the 
three  main  forms  of  adolescent  insanity,  vJz:  hebephrenia,  catatonia  and 
tbe  paranoid  form.  Dementia  praecox  is  apschosisthat  develops  at  pubes- 
ence,  the  characteristic  symtoms  of  which  is  a  progressive  mental  deteri- 
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oration,  apatby  and  increasing  stupidity,  none  of  which  symptoms  cor- 
responds to  Thaws  present  mental  state. 

Reviewing  all  the  symptoms  noted  by  the  experts  I  can  find  no  data 
on  which  they  base  the  conclusion  that  Thaw  was  not  of  sound  mind 
when  be  killed  Stanford  White.  Dr.  Evans  aod  Wagner  found  a  condi- 
tion of  mental  and  bodily  excitement,  butthey  found  also  a  man  who  was 
master  of  himself  and  his  acts,  and  used  good  perceptive  faculties  if  he- 
willed  so  to  do.  Dr.  E^'ans  testimony  impresses  one  as  being  purposely 
made  omnibus  in  character  and  so  embracive  in  scope  that  it  shall  fit 
some  form  of  insanity.  He  does  not  declare  himself  with  any  definitness 
as  to  the  name  by  which  he  could  call  Thaw's  insanity  but,  reading  be- 
tween the  lines  I  get  the  impression  that  adolescent  insanity  is  the  over- 
coat he  wishes  to  put  on  Thaw,  if  so,  the  tailoring  is  poor  because  it  fits 
badly  nearly  everywhere. 

Simply  expressing  my  opinion,  I  do  not  think  Thaw  was  insane  when 
he  killed  Stanford  White,  nor  do  I  think  he  is  insane  now.

S.  A.  W.  Guthrie,  Oklahoma — What  application  has  the  action  of 
Coca  in  raising  the  blood  pressure  to  the  treatment  of  circulatory  troubles? 

The  blood  pressure  is  chiefly  raised  by  the  increase  of  force,  or  rate, 
of  the  heart  beat,  or  by  a  decrease  of  the  width  of  the  small  blood  vessels, 
or  from  both  causes,  which  may  commonly  be  present  in  a  condition  of 
disease.

Under  this  caption  I  wish  to  consider  the  enlargetneDt  or  hypertrophy 
of  the  prostate  that  comes  on  with  the  age  ot  the  patient,  which  is  most 
likely  to  occur  at  about  40-60  years.  It  has  been  variously  estimated  that 
about  30  per  cent,  of  alt  males  suffer  with  a  slight  enlargement  or  fibroid 
tumors  of  the  prostate  at  50  years  of  age.  Thompson  states  that  one  out 
of  three  have  slight  enlargement  and  one  out  of  eight  have  marked  en- 
largement. 

The  histological  structure  of  the  prostate  shows  principally  the  un- 
striped  muscular  fibres,  connective  tissue  stroma  and  a  few  adenoid  cells. 
Its  blood  supply  is  abundant  from  the  internal  illiac  and  anastomosing 
branches  from  the  hoemorrhoidal  and  spermatic  arteries.  The  nerve  supply 
is  derived  from  the  hypogastric  ganglion. 

The  composite  structure  of  the  prostate  leads  me  to  believe  the  cause 
of  an  hypertrophy  iuiy  be  of  varying  origin.  Postmortem  examinations 
have  .<jhown  that  a  majority  of  cases  are  on  the  nature  of  a  fibroid  growth, 
similar  to  that  found  in  the  uterus  of  the  female,  ^hile  a  small  per  cent, 
show  an  excess  of  the  glandular  tissue  and  again  in  other  cases  an  excess 
of  connective  tissue  formation.  What  causes  a  prostate  to  enlarge  at  the 
ages  above  stated?  There  is  no  known  cause  excepting  the  age  ot  the  in- 
dividual, while  strictures,  cystitis,  stone  in  the  bladder,  excessive  veneiy, 
over-indulgence  in  eating  or  drinking,  chilling  the  surface,  may  aggravate 
the  condition  though  never  producing  hypertrophy. 

Yet  there  is  no  tffect  without  a  cause,  though  we  may  reason  from 
effect  to  cause,  yet  no  explicable  cause  has  been  demonstrated.  It  has 
'  been  found  that  castration  will  result  in  the  diminution  of  the  hypertrophy. 
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There  must  be  some  relation  between  the  testicular  activity  of  a  male  and 
the  prostate,  whether  bypertropbied  or  atrophied. 

Fibroid  tumors  of  the  uterus  will  usually  atrophy  or  disappear,  after 
the  cessation  of  the  function  of  the  ovary  or  after  tbeir  removal.  Far  be 
it  from  my  intention  to  recommend  measures  of  this  kind  for  eitber  con- 
dition. If  about  20  out  of  every  100  sufier  with  a  condhion  of  this  kind, 
why  not  the  other  80.  There  must  be  some  underlying  constitutional 
condition  that  is  the  real  factor  in  these  cases,  if  such  b«  the  case,  is  our 
Law  of  Similia  Similibus  not  applicable  to  cases  of  this  kind?  The  old 
school  authorities  say  there  are  no  medicines  that  affect  prostatic  hyper- 
trophy in  a  remedial  way.  "Is  there  no  Balm  in  Gilead?"  must  all  of 
these  men  of  three  score  years  be  treated  a  la  Osier?  Some  of  the  writers 
and  students  of  our  school,  that  have  delved  into  the  depths  of  the  scien- 
tific truths  underlying  the  principle  of  homoeopathy  hold  a  more  favorable 
view  of  the  subject. 

It  may  not  be  amiss  to  mention  a  few  of  tbe  symptoms  that  arise  as 
the  result  of  this  contition.  These  vary,  of  course,  with  the  extent  of  the 
disease.  Among  the  earliest  is  a  difficulty  in  starting  tbe  flow  of  urine, 
feebleness  of  the  stream  and  unduly  frequent  calls  to  urinate,  especially  at 
night,  "iritable  bladder."  In  the  earlier  stages,  other  symptoms  fre- 
quently obscure  the  urinary  symptoms.  Patient  complains  of  being  bilious, 
bas  headache,  dryness  of  mouth,  loss  of  appetite,  nausea  and  pain  in  tbe 
back,  lumbar  and  sacral  region,  all  of  which  maybe  due  to  slight  uremia. 
Another  symptom  is  polyuria  6  to  8  pints  in  24  hours  or  over  sight  at 
which  time  the  polyuria  is  most  marked,  the  urine  is  of  low  specific  gravity 
and  sometimes  showing  traces  of  albumen,  these  cases  are  frequeotly  errone- 
ously diagnosed  as  Diabetis  lostpides.  As  the  hypertrophy  progresses, 
jt  causes  a  mechanical  impediment  to  tbe  flow  of  urine.  Tbe  bladder  not 
being  completely  emptied,  residual  urine  results  and  symptoms  of  vesical 
catarrh  develop ;  frequent  calls  to  urinate  in  day  as  well  as  b/  night,  that 
normal  sense  of  satisfaction  after  micturation  is  lacking,  urine  becomes 
cloudy,  and  deposits  a  white  sediment,  and  ammoniacal  odor,  a  dull  pain 
may  be  felt  in  the  neck  of  bl&dder  and  rectum  extending  along  the  urethra. 
The  residual  urine  slowly  increases  to  a  quart  or  more.  The  overtaxed 
sphincters  frequently  give  away  and  permit  a  dribbling  of  urine.  Thus 
far  the  patient  may  have  been  fairly  comfortable,  and  the  nature  of  his 
trouble  be  unsuspected  by  either  himself  or  bis  physician;  but  he  may  be 
awakened  to  the  gravity  of  bis  ailment,  by  either  of  two  conditions,  tbe 
development  of  an  acute  cystitis,  or  a  sudden  complete  retention  of  urine. 
Each  is  frequently  provoked,  by  getting  wet  orchilliogor  over  indulgence 
of  alcoholic  drinks,  constipation,  physical  exertion,  or  an  unusual  delay 
in  answering  tbe  calls  of  nature. 

In  tbe  course  of  years  a  successive  morbid  condition  ensues. 

{a)   Dilatation  of  the  bladder,  with  increase  of  residual  urine. 

{b)  Hypertrophy  of  the  muscular  coat  and  fibrous  tissue. 

(c)   Dilation  of  ureters  and  renal  pelves,  with   consequent  stagnation  . 
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{d)  Congestion  and  catarrhal  inflammation  of  entire  urinary  systt  m 
with  an  accanialation  of  products  in  bladder  tending  to  formation  of  renal 
calcnti. 

(e)  Ammoniacal  fermentation  of  nrine,  not  depending  but  freguenlly 
favored  by  the  use  of  unclean  instruments. 

if)  Septic  infection  extending  from  bladder  to  k.dneys,  cysto-pyelo- 
nepfaetis  and  chronic  uremia. 

(f)  Death  from  uremia  frequently  provoked  by  the  first  use  of 
catheter. 

The  diagnosis  of  these  cases  is  made  with  comparative  ease,  although 
many  cases  go  on  without  an  accurate  diagnosis  being  made.  The  inser- 
tion  of  a  well  lubricated  finger  into  the  rectum,  will  reveal  by  its  educated 
sense  of  touch,  the  condition  of  tbe  prostate,  whether  normal  or  fayper- 
trophied  and  its  contour,  in  addition  to  the  presence  of  the  aforemen- 
tioned symptoms,  but  to  determine  the  extent  of  the  associated  lesions  de- 
veloped there  from,  a  careful  microscopical  and  chemical  examination  of 
urine  is  necessary,  besides  the  quantitative  test  of  residual  urine. 

The  treatment  of  these  cases  resolves  itself  into  medicinal  and  me- 
chanical. Every  unfortunate  sufferer  who  presents  himself  for  treatment, 
should  be  enlightened  as  to  the  proper  care  and  clothing  of  the  body,  and 
the  avoidance  of  articles  of  food  or  drink  that  tend  to  bring  about  acute 
exacerbation  of  his  ailment.  Cases  that  posses  the  complication  of  resi- 
dual urine,  tbe  systematic  catheterization,  once  or  twice  a  day  under 
strictest  aseptic  condirions  with  a  gum  elastic  catheter,  is  of  prime  impor- 
tance. During  the  periods  of  vesical  irritation  such  remedies  as  Trtticum 
Repens,  10  drops  every  2  to  4  hours,  where  there  is  intense  burning 
on  urinating  extending  from  neck  of  bladder  along  urethra.  This  is  the 
remedy  of  first  choice  unless  symptoms  plainly  call  for  Nux.  vom.  per- 
sistent vesical  tenesmus,  oi  strangury  from  drinking  spiritaons  beverages 
or  spicy  foods.  Again  excessive  mental  strain  is  often  liable  to  bring  on 
a  nux  vom.  case.  Strangury  or  vesical  tenesmus  following  a  delayed  call 
to  urinate.  Equisetum  hymalae,  when  the  dribbling  of  urine  is  due  to 
an  irritability  of  neck  of  bladder  or  urethra,  cutting  pain  along  urethra 
and  heavy  feeling  in  prostatic  region — though  it  will  not  benefit  where 
this  is  due  t6  residual  urine. 

Symptomatology  of  EgQisetum  reads — passes  large  quantities  of  pale 
urine.  I  have  not  verified  this  symptom  though  it  is  best  to  keep  it  in 
mind. 

The  virtue  of  Copabia  as  a  remedy  for  irritable  bladder  is  better  known 
in  tbe  old  school  than  ourown.  Its  chief  symptoms  are  characteric  simi- 
litudes of  urinary  disturbance  of  a  catarrhal  nature.  I  have  found  it  ot 
marked  service  in  cases  where  the  following  symptoms  were  present — had 
to  get  up  frequently  at  night  to  .pass  copious  quantities  of  pale  urine, 
aatmoniacal  in  odor  depositing  a  white  sediment,  scalding  like  pain  on 
passing,  comes  only  in  driblets.  A  remedy  whose  action  is  very  similart 
though  in  addition  it  has  dark  nrine,  deposit  like  blood  and  u 
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Cubeba.  Id  some  cases  where  the  aforementioned  remedies  failed  in  their 
action  to  relieve  the  tendency  to  ammoniacal  fermentation  the  administra- 
tion of  Salol  2  to  5  gfrain  doses  4  times  a  day,  will  have  a  marked  benefi- 
cial effect.  A  simple  mechanical  measure,  first  recommended  by  Dr.  B-  M. 
Hale,  where  'the  urine  is  slow  to  flow  in  a  full  stream,  is  to  instruct  the 
patient  to  compress  the  urethra  at  the  bulbous  portion  till  his  sense  of 
touch  reveals  to  him  that  the  urethra  in  the  back  is  distended,  then  sud- 
denly releasing  his  hold  will  result  in  a  free  flow,  which  otherwise  could 
not  be  accomplished. 

Sabel  serrulata  is  a  remedy  that  has  been  lauded  above  all  other  reve- 
dies — in  acute  cases  of  prostatic  irritation  or  enlargement  due  to  or  ac- 
companied with  sexual  debility,  it  is  of  some  value  but  in  chronic  hyper- 
trophy I  have  failed  to  note  any  beneficial  results,  either  in  the  tincture  or 
potency. 

The  selection  of  a  remedy  that  will  exert  a  curative  effect  has  with 
me  been  a  difficult  one.  It  requires  a  remedy  that  has  a  deeper  action 
than  any  of  the  aforementioned.  It  must  be  cue  that  corresponds  with  the 
constitution  of  the,  patient.  The  Silico-Fluoride  of  Calcium  or  Lapts 
albus,  has  in  its  pathogenecy  the  tendency  to  fibroid  growths  in  different 
parts  of  the  body  and  on  the  strength  of  this  indication  I  have  prescribed 
it  in  several  cases,  3id  to  6th  Trit.,  with  unmistakeable  resnlts,  both  in 
the  relief  of  accompanying  symptoms  and  the  reduction  of  the  hypertrophy, 
and  have  continued  to  be  relieved  since  coming  nnder  my  observation, 
from  2  to  6  years,  Ferrnm  picrate  in  its  limited  symptomatalogy,  shows 
that  it  has  an  action  on  the  spinal  cord,  especially  the  lower  lumbar  and 
sacral  region.  A  patient  that  was  suffering  with  symptoms  indicating  an 
oncoming  sphial  affection,  for  whom  I  prescribed  this  remedy  was  also 
suffering  with  an  hypertrophy  of  the  prostate  with  accompanying  symp- 
toms. The  remedy  also  had  an  unexpected  though  gratifying  effect  on 
the  prostatic  difficulty  as  well  as  the  spinal  symptoms,  and  have  since  pre- 
scribed this  remedy  in  other  cases  with  marked  relief  of  the  symptoms, 
though  I  have  not  had  the  opportunity  to  follow  up  the  other  cases  as  the 
first  one  mentioned,  the  Calcium  fluoride  and  Ferrum  picrate.  The 
latter  two  remedies  must  be  peraeveringly  applied  to  get  results,  as  the 
affection  is  one  of  insiduous  onset  and  sometimes  of  years  'development, 
we  must  give  our  remedies  equal  time  and  we  shall  not  be  disappointed.

Pains  in  the  sacro-illiac  articulation  caured  by  falling  on  the  buttocks 
or  a  heavy  jolt  can  be  relieved  by  applying  adhesive  plaster,  with  the 
patient  recumbent  lying  on  the  face,  several  strips,  well  over  the  crest  of 
the  illium  on  one  side  drawing  it  very  taut  to  an  equal  distance  over  the 
opposite  side.     Patient  will  experience  immediate  relief  from  all  pain.        , 
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The  frequency  of  suspected  or  real  cases  of  this  kind  has  indaced  me 
to  write  this  hrief  paper.  We  all  know  that  the  haart  is  the  most  import- 
ant oigan  of  the  body  and  the  most  easily  distatbed.  Mental  influences, 
exercises,  position,  diet,  foreign  substances  in  the  blood,  the  use  of  stim- 
ulants and  tobacco,  the  diseases  of  other  organs  all  quickly  infiuence  its  ■ 
action  and  lead  frequently  to  results  of  a  serious  nature. 

A  normal  faeart  should  be  able  to  maintain  the  circulation  in  sncb  a 
state  that  the  patient  is  not  conscious  of  having  a  heart;  that  he  is  not 
aware  of  anything  abnormal.  It  should  respond  promptly  to  ordinary  de- 
mands without  producing  undue  shortness  of  breath. 

A  person  with  a  healthy  faeart  should  be  able  to  perform  laborious 
feats  without  any  apparent  discomfort. 

But  how  different  are  conditions  and  symptoms  wfaen  the  heart  is  no 
longer  equal  to  its  duties;  wfaen  it  becomes  weak  owing  to  a  failing  com- 
pensation. The  symptoms  often  vary  with  the  degree  of  weakness.  From 
a  slight  discomfort  on  exercise  the  patient  soon  experiences  more  maiked 
disturbances  of  the  circulation  with  venous  stasis,  oedema,  dropsy  and 
many  subjective  symptoms.  A  most  careful  study  of  all  the  factors  which 
may  have  led  up  to  the  primary  attack  of  cardiac  weakness  should  be 
carefully  considered.  If  it  is  found  that  it  is  due  to  certain  surroundings 
or  habits  of  the  individual  or  to  conditions  over  which  we  have  no  control 
or  that  the  heart  has  already  become  seriously  damaged  by  valvular 
lesions,  etc.,  a  most  guarded  opinion  as  to  the  result  of  the  treatment 
should  be  expressed.  In  younger  persons  where  the  lesion  is  of  recent 
date,  where  the  tissue  changes  are  in  the  ascendency,  where  there  is  no 
degeneration  of  chronic  infection  and  where  the  cooperation  of  the  patient 
can  be  positively  secured,  the  prognosis  is  more  favorable. 

In  the  management  of  these  cases  a  definite  knowledge  of  the  patho- 
logy is  necessary.  A  plan  must  be  adopted  which  will  include  the  most 
carefnl  and  explicit  instructions  concerning  the  daily  routine  of  the  patient. 
Even  the  most  trivial  matter  should  demand  the  physician's  attention. 
Rest  in  bed  is  probably  one  of  the  most  important  agents  in  the  treatment 
of  these  cases.  It  is  true,  patients  will  frequently  object  to  this,  Howeveri 
appealing  to  their  common  sense,  convincing  them  that  the  heart  saves 
oftentimes  from  10  to  20  beats  a  minute  by  the  resting  posture  which 
means  a  saving  of  600  or  1200  beats  each  hour  or  from  14000  to  28000 
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beats  io  a  day,  they  soon  yield  gratefully  to  your  judgment  in  the  matter. 
This  agent  should  be  adopted  in  time.  The  accumulative  strength  gained 
thereby  soon  helps  the  other  organs  to  regain  their  normal  function  The 
nutrition  is  improved,  the  venous  stasis  grows  less  and  the  quantity  of 
urine  is  increased. 

After  a  period  of  rest,  judicious  exercise  should  be  resetted  to.     At 

,  the  first  attempt  the  physician  should  he  present  to  observe  for  himself  its 

effect  upon  the  heart  or  circulation.     The  increase  in  activity  should  be 

very  c^radual,  starting  with  a  short  walk  upon  the  level,  until  such  a  time 

when  sufficient  strength  has  been  regained  to  attempt  a  slight  elevation. 

Freedom  from  talking  and  excitement  at  this  time  is  necessary. 
Stopping  short  of  fatigue  is  imperative.  The  slightest  indiscretion,  over- 
eKertion  may  destroy  the  good  brought  about  by  weeks  of  rest.  Later, 
judicial  physical  cnlture  movements  etc.  are  of  benefit.  Massage  has 
helped  me  in  these  cases.  It  has  increased  the  quantity  of  urine  voided 
amd  added  much  to  the  comfort  of  the  patient.  It  is  of  course  understood 
that  this  must  be  done  b^  a  competent  person  who'  realizes  tbe  danger  as 
well  as  its  advantages.  Saline  baths  are  also  beneficial;  but  are  contrain- 
dicated  when  the  pulse  does  not  show  an  increased  tone  but  on  the  con- 
trary, is  of  a  lowered  tension. 

Tbe  diet  question  is  an  important  one.  It  is  a  problem  that  requires 
much  thought  and  attention.  We  should  never  forget  the  fact  that  all  tbe 
secretions  of  the  organs  are  changed;  both  in  quality  and  quantity  by  the 
venous  congestion  due  to  cardiac  weakness.  As  a  result  the  toxins  which 
are  usually  destroyed  by  these  secretions  remain  present  in  tbe  system 
giving  rise  to  various  sensations  such  as  pain,  aches,  muscular  stiffness, 
despondency,  insomnia,  etc. 

The  patient  should  therefore  not  be  fed  too  frequently.  Five  or  six 
hours  should  elapse  between  each  meal.  A  cup  of  clear  broth  or  hot  water 
may  be  taken  during  tbe  interval,  if  the  patient  complains  of  hunger. 
Proteids  are  indicated  if  there  is  no  kidney  lesion.  Care  should  be  exer- 
cised not  to  dilute  the  gastric  juice  too  much  with  fluids  during  tbe 
regular  meals.  It  weakens  its  digestive  power.  Meats  have  acted  well 
as  nutrition  for  these  cases.  Carbofaydrates  may  be  allowed  but  give  rise 
to  too  much  gas. 

Tea,  coffee,  when  allowed  should  be  taken  weak.  Stimulants  well- 
diluted.  Some  prefer  malt  beverages  but  they  usually  cause  too  much 
distention.  Fresh  vegetables  and  ripe  fruits  are  beneficial.  Milk  acts 
well  for  a  time,  it  is  preferable  to  take  it  warip  every  two  or  three  hours. 
When  this  is  not  agreeable  to  the  patient  it  may  be  taken  diluted  with 
some  of  the  alkaline  waters.  All  excesses  should  be  avoided.  The  uses 
of  stimulants  and  tobacco  should  be  regulated.  Sexual  excesses  should 
be  controlled.  Early  in  these  cases  I  use  such  remedies  as  strychnine 
and  inhalation  of  oxygen.  They  have  undoubtedly  added  to  tbe  comfort 
of  my  patients.     The  bowels  should  be  kept  open  with  such  remedies  as, 
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sulphate  of  maKnesia,  so  as  to  relieve  the  other  organs.  Attentioo  sboald 
also  be  given  to  such  liver  remedies  as  Cbeledonium,  Nux. ,  etc. 

For  dropsical  symptoms  with  feeble,  irregalar,  rapid  pulse,  cyanotic 
condition,  and  scanty  dark  urine,  Digitalis  either 'in  tincture  in  doses  of 
five  drops  or  the  English  infusion  in  doses  of  a  tea-spoonful  every  hour  or 
two  has  proven  very  servicable.  Remember  it  is  a  slow  acting  remedy 
and  therefore  in  emergencies  the  Digitalin  hyperdomically  in  l/lOO  gr. 
doses  may  be  necessary. 

Apocy.  acts  splendidly  insimilar  conditions.  The  other  remedies  to  be 
considered  are,  Strophanthus,  Craetagasozycanthns, Nitroglycerine, Agar- 
icin,  etc.  It  would  make  this  paper  too  lengthy  to  mention  the  particular 
indication  for  each  of  these.  All  the  iron  preparations  should  be  thought  of 
as  constitutional  remedies ;  particularly  the  combinations  with  Arsenic  and 
Iodine. 

Let  me  say  in  conclusion  that  there  comes  a  time  in  these  cases  when 
the  condition  is  most  distressing.  The  patient  cannot  sleep  or  eat  and 
breathes  only  with  the  greatest  difficulty.  The  dropsical  symptoms  have 
set  in  and  are  gradually  growing  worse.  All  remedies  seem  to  fail  to  have 
the  desired  effect.  In  these  cases  I  make  an  incision  near  the  ankle  over 
the  malleolus  to  allow  the  dropsical  effusion  to  escape.  If  this  also  fails  to 
give  the  patient  relief  and  rest  I  administer  a  hypodermic  injection  of 
Morphia.  I  appreciate  its  deleterious  action  on  the  kidneys,  etc.  yet,  it 
has  oftentimes  prolonged  the  life  of  the  patient  by  stimalating  the  heart  or 
giving  him  at  least  temporary  rest  from  the  living  death  with  which  he  is 
afflicted.

TBE  TECHNIQUE  OF  PlKFAUTItN  Of  HISTOLOGICAL  SFECIHEHS.

PARAFFIK   EMBEDDING. 

Specimens  are  fixed  in  the  selected  fixitive,  washed  in  water  1  to  6 
hours;  placed  in  60%  alcohol,  6  to  12  hours;  placed  in  93%  alcohol  6  to 
12  hours;  placed  in  abs.  alcohol  6  to  12  hours;  placed  in  xylol  or  chloro- 
form until  transparent,  1  to  3  hours;  placed  in  saturated  solution  of  paraf- 
fin, in  xylol  or  chloroform  2  to  3  hours;  placed  in  fresh  melted  paraffin  in 
water  bath  or  paraffin  oven  1  to  2  hours;  placed  in  second  dish  of  fresh 
melted  paraffin  2  to  3  hours.  After  which  they,  are  removed  and  mounted 
on  blocks  of  wood. 
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TECHNIQUE   OF   MOUNTING   ON  WOODEN   BLOCKS. 

Square  blocks  of  wood  the  desired  size  are  used;  strips  of  common 
writing  paper  double  the  width  of  the  block  of  wood  aud  of  sufficient  length 
to  entirely  surround  the  block  are  glued  to  the  four  sides  of  the  block, 
making  a  cuboidal  cavity  the  exact  size  of  the  block  .on  its  top. 

A  specimen  is  removed  from  the  melted  paraffin  and  placed  in  the 
bottom  of  the  cuboidal  cavity  (care  being  taken  to  place  the  surface  of  ibe 
specimen  from  which  sections  are  desired,  uppermost) ;  the  melted  paraf- 
fin is  then  poured  in,  around  and  entirely  covering  the  specimen.  When 
the  surface  of  the  paraffin  begins  to  bsrdeti,  the  whole  is  placed  in  a  dish 
of  cold  water  to  insure  rapid  and  homogenous  hardening.  When  cold  the 
paper  may  be  removed,  the  paraffin  and  block  clamped  in  the  microtome 
and  sectioned,  the  sections  being  immediately  placed  in  a  dish  of  warm 
water  which  causes  them  to  unroll  and  flatten  out. 


STAINING   OF    FREEZING    MICROTOME     SECTIONS. 

Sections  are  removed  from  the  60%  alcohol  and  placed  in  abs.  aico* 
hoi  for  three  minutes,  when  free  from  water  they  are  removed  and  placed 
on  a  clean  slide  and,  pressed  flat  with  a  piece  of  filter  paper.  Before  the 
section  becomes  dry  a  solution  of  celloidin  prepared  as  follows  is  poured 
over  it:  Celloidiu  JO.;  abs.  alcohol  100.;  ether  500.  Only  enough 
celloidin  to  form  a  thin  film  is  necessary,  when  the  celloidin  begins  to 
set  the  slide  is  immersed  in  a  dish  of  water.  The  section  is  then  stained 
on  the  slide  and  stained  as  a  celloidin  embedded  section. 

STAINING   OF  PARAFFIN  BMBEDDHD  SECTIONS. 

On  the  surface  of  a  clean  slide  is  spread  a  thin  film  of  albumen  mix- 
ture prepared  as  follows:  Equal  parts  of  the  white  of  egg  and  glycerine 
is  beaten  to  a  froth  and  filtered,  a  few  crystals  of  thymol  is  then  added  to 
prevent  decomposition.  A  section  is  removed  from  the  water  and  placed 
on  the  slide,  the  excess  of  water  and  albumen  wiped  away  with  a  clean 
cloth.  By  means  of  a  filter  paper,  moistened  with  a  few  drops  of  abs. 
alcohol  the  section  firmly  pressed  to  the  slide.  The  alcohol  both  by - 
drates  the  section  and  coagulates  the  albumen  fixing  the  section  firmly  to 
the  surface  of  the  slide.  The  section  is  now  treated  with  xylol  and  alco- 
hol alternately  until  all  paraffin  has  been  removed.  The  section  is  then 
stained,  cleaned  and  mounted.  At  no  time  should  the  section  become 
thoroughly  dry. 

STAINING  OF  CELLOIDIN  EMBEDDED  SECTIONS. 

Sections  are  removed  from  the  60"^  alcohol  and  thoroughly  washed 
in  water  stained  dehydrated  in  93%  alcohol,  (abs.  alcohol  softening  and 
dissolves  the  celloidin)  cleared  in  oil  origanum  or  carbo -xylol,  these  agents 
not  being  so  sensitive  to  water.  Carbo-xylol  prepared  as  follows,  car- 
bolic acid  crystals  1  pt.,  xylol  3  pts. 
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STAINING  METHODS. 

Haematoxylin-Eosia  staio  prepared  in  two  solutions:  Solution  A, 
Haematoxyltn  crystals  1  grm.  coDceotrated  sat.  squa.  sol.  amtn.  alum. 
300.  c  c.     Solution  Bi   K'/c  Eosin  in  80%  alcohol. 

Method:  1.  Stain  in  sol.  A  >^  to  2  minutes.  2.  Wash  ii>  running 
water  2  to  24  hours.  3.  Stain  in  solution  B  3  to  5  minutes.  4.  Dehydrate 
in  abs.  alcohol.     5.  Clear,  blot  and  mount  in  xylol-balsam. 

For  general  histological  and  histo*pathological  work  ihis  stain  gives 
excellent  results  and  can  be  employed  with  most  all  fixtures.  The  nuclei 
are  stained  blue,  protoplasm  and  muscle,  deep  red,  fibrous  tissue,  a  bril- 
liant red  and  red  blood  cells  a  yellowish  red. 

AMYLOID. 

The  various  reaction  for  amyloid  gives  the  best  results  with  fresh  freez- 
ing microtome  or  double-knife  sections.     Iodine  sulphuric  acid  reaction. 
Method:     1.  Fresh  sections  are  washed  in  water.     2.  Treated  with 
dilated  Tubals  sol  3  to  4  minutes.     3.  Washed  in    water   a   few   seconds. 

4.  Treated  with  1%  agus  sol.  of  sulphuric  acid.     5.  Washed  in  water  and 
embedded  in  glycerine. 

Structures  containing  amyloid  take  on  a  blue-green  or  violet  color. 
These  sections  cannot  be  preserved  as  the  color  rapidly  fades. 
FAT. 

Fat  may  be  demonstrated  in  fresh  teased  particles  or  fresh  microtome 
sections  treated  with  acetic  acid  2%  which  brings  out  the  highly  refrac- 
tive fat  granules  or  by  fresh  freezing  microtome  sections  stained  with 
Sudan  iii. 

Method:  1.  Fresh  sections  stained  In  sol.  80%  alcoholic  sol.  of  eu- 
dan  iii,  10  to  15  minutes.  2.  Washed  in  50%  alcohol  %  mtnule. 
3.  Washed  in  distilled  water.  4.  Stain  in  alum  haematoxylin.  5.  Mount 
and  examine  in  glycerine. 

The  fat  globules  take  on  a  bright  orange  red. 
ACCORDING  TO   FLEMMING, 

Method:  1.  Tissues  are  fixed  in  Plemming's  Sol.  2.  Wasbinwater. 
3.  Embedded  in  paraGBn  or  transfer  to  formaline  solution  and  section  in 
freezing   microtome.     4.  Cover  stain  with  safranin    1   to    2%    solution. 

5.  Decolorize  in  acid  alcohol.     6.  Dehydrate  in  abs.  alcohol. 

Clear  in  oil  origanum  and  mount  in  balsam.  The  fat  is  stained 
black  by  the  action  of  Osmic  acid,  the  nuclear  structures  red. 

ELASTIC    FIBERS   WITH    ACID   OSRCEIN    STAIH. 

Orcein  .5  grm;  Aqua  Dest.  20.  cc;  Alcohol  30.  c  c;  Hydrochloric 
acid  20  drops. 

Method:  1.  Fix  in  formaline  Orths  solution  or  alcohol  freezing  mi- 
crotome sections  or  paraffin  embedded.  2.  Stain  in  acid  orcein  room  tem- 
perate yi  hour.  3.  Wash  sections  in  60%  alcohol.  4.  Dehydrate  in  abs. 
alcohol.     Clear  and  mount. 
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Elastic  fibers  are  stained  brownisti  black  with  this  method,  the  rest 
of  the  tissue  uncolored.  Or  the  section  may  be  counter -stained  with 
methylene  blue  or  thiontn. 

BONB. 

Bone'  is  best  fixed  in  formalin  or  Ottfas  solution  and  decalcified  in 
sulphuiic  acid. 

VAN    GRISSON'S     stain. 

Piric  acid  sat.  aqua  sol.  100.  parts;  Acid  Fuchsin  sat.  aqua  sol.  1  to 
2  parts.     Filter,  the  stain  is  then  ready  for  use. 

Method:  1.  Wash  sections  in  water.  2.  Stain  in  alum  haematozy- 
lia  rather  deeply.  3.  Wash  in  water.  4.  Stain  in  Van  Grisson's  stain  3 
to  5  minutes.  5.  Dehydrate  and  differentiate  in  abs.  alcohol.  Clear  and 
mount. 

Excess  of  fuchsia  is  removed  by  longer  treatment  with  water,  Picric 
acid  by  alcohol.  Cartilajte  is  stained  blue,  ostvein  substance  red,  bone 
yellow,  calcified  portion  deep  blue. 

White  fibrous  connective  tissue  and  reticulem,  in  sections  stained 
with  haematoxylio-eosin  or  Van  Grissons  stain  it  takes  on  a  bright  red. 

MALLROV'S    CONNECTIVB  TISSUE  STAIN. 

Three  solutions  are  necessary.  Solution  i.  }i  to  1%  solntion  of  acid 
fuchsin;  Solution  ii,  1%  aqueous  sol.  of  pbospbomolybdic  acid :  solution  iii. 
Analine  blue,  sol.  in  water,  0.5;  orange,  G.  2.0;  oxalic  acid,  2.0;  water 
100.0. 

Method:  1.  Fix  in  Zenkers  fluid.  2.  embedded  in  celloidin  or 
paraflBn.  3.  Stain  in  l/lO  to  1/20  of  sol.  No.  i,  1  to  3  minutes.  4.  Wash 
in  water.  5.  Stain  in  sol.  ii,  1  minute  or  longer.  6.  WasbintwocbanRss 
of  water.  7.  Stain  in  sol.  iii.  10  to  20  minutes  or  longer.  8.  Wash  in 
water.  9.  Dehydrate  in  95%  alcohol.  10.  Clear  in  oil  origanum.  Mount. 
(Fair  results  may  be  obtained  from  tissues  fixed  in  Plemming's  sol). 

Connective  tissue  and  reticulem  stain  a  deep  blue,  myaline   sheaths 
and  red  blood  cell  stain  yellow,  protoplasm  nuclia  and  other  structures 
stain  red.

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THE  OPSONIC  INDEX.

There  has  been  in  recent  years  no  subject  in  the  field  of  experimental 
medicine  that  is  of  more  interest  to  the  physician  and  especially  to  the  ho- 
moeopathic physician  than  is  that  of,"opsonic  therapy."  The  truths 
recognized  clinically  well  nigh  a  hundred  years  ago  by  Dr.  Samuel  Hahne- 
mann and  stated  more  definitely  by  Dr.  Coostantlne  Hering  in  1830.  are 
now  being  demonstrated  in  the  laboratories,  as  well  as  clinically,  and  they 
add  but  another  modern  scientific  confirmation  to  the  many  already  ob- 
tained of  the  truths  of  Homoeopathy. 

benys  and  Lecelf  in  1895  were  the  first  to  call  attention  to  the  fact 
that  there  existed  in  the  serum  of  the  blood  of  immunized  rabbits  a  sub- 
stance that  so  altered  pathogenic  bacteria  that  they  were  readily  destroyed 
by  the  leucocytes,  and  tbns  established  an  immunity.  During  the  year 
of  1902  Professor  Wright  and  his  assistant  Stewart  R.  Douglas,  of  St. 
Mary's  Hospital,  London,  applied  the  word  "opsonin"  (opsono,  I  pre- 
pare the  food  for)  to  characterize  the  substances  in  the  normal  blood 
which  combioe  with  the  micro-organisms  and  prepare  them  for  ingestion 
by  the  phagocytes.  These  substances  are  supposed  to  be  carried  by  the 
lymph  to  tbe  nidus  of  microbes  with  which  they  unite  chemically,  and 
tlien  the  phagocytes  have  the  power  of  destroying  the  micro-organisms, 
and  thus  the  degree  of  phagocytosis  present  is  not  dependent  upon  Ihe 
vitality  of  the  leucocytes  but  rather  upon  tbe  measure  of  tbe  opsonic  index 
in  a  given  plasm. 

Concerning  the  source  of  tbe  opsonins,  but  little  has  been  determined 
apart  from  the  fact  that  they  exist  in  the  blood  serum  and  not  in  the  leu- 
cocytes, and  (hat  they  act  upon  microbes  in  such  a  manner  that  they  are 
resdily  ingested  by  tbe  phagocytes  or  protective  cells  ^f  the  body.  The 
opsonins  are  distinct  from  bacteriolysios,  agglutinins  and  the  anti-toxins. 
The  blood  serums  of  man  contains  opsonins  for  the  various  pathogenic 
bacteria,  although  up  to  the  present  time  the  investigations  have  been 
confined  to  pyogenic  infection,  malignant  neoplasms  and  the  varied  forms 
of  tuberculosis;  yet  tbe  opsonic  index  for  many  pathogenic  microbes  has 
been  determined,  as  tbe  streptococcus,  pneumococcns,  typhoid  and  the 
colon  bacilli.  It  is  common  to  employ  a  mixed  vaccine  as  the  colon 
bacillus  and  some  other  oi^anism  with  which  it  may  be  associated  in  the 
infection.  These  are  prepared  and  used  successfully  in  the  management  of 
chronic  peritonitis,  cholecystitis  and  pyouphrosis. 

In  a  state  of  health  the  opsonic  index  is  said  to  be  at  a  normal  level, 
which  may  vary  from  0.8  to  1.2.  When  above  this  a  "positive  phase"  of 
immunity  is  said  to  be  present,  and  when  below  a  "negative  phase"  is 
present.  'OQIc 
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In  cases  where  tufecttoa  of  certain  bacteria  is  present  the  opsonic  in  - 
dex  for  that  particnlar  infection  is  lowered.  This  lower  opsonic  index  may 
be  raised,  and  the  infection  be  overcome  by  the  administration  of  a  bac- 
terial vaccine  in  definite  doses  and  at  proper  intervals. 

The  opsonic  index  is  obtained  by  mixing  with  fresh  human  leucocytes, 
the  serum  to  be  tested  and  an  emulsion  of  the  pathogenic  bacteria,  to  be 
investigated.  After  a  short  period  of  incnbation,  a  film  of  this  mixture  is 
spread  upon  a  slide,  stained  and  examined  under  the  microscope.  The 
phagocytes  will  now  be  seen  to  contain  the  bacteria  in  their  substance, 
and  by  counting  the  number  of  bacteria  in  a  sufficient  number  of  leucocyte 
computing  the  average  and  by  comparing  this  with  the  number  taken  up 
per  leucocyte  in  normal  serum,  the  index  for  that  particular  serum  and  the 
bacteria  is  estimated.  This  work  requires  a  properly  equipped  laboratory, 
and  an  expert  in  bacteriology,  serum  pathology  and  in  the  preparation  of 
the  various  vaccines. 

The  mate  rial 'employed  in  other  than  tubercular  infection  consists  of  a 
culture  of  the  organisms  causing  the  infection  grown  on  agar  or  in  broth. 
In  case  of  the  use  of  the  former  a  suspension  of  the  bacteria  is  made  in 
normal  salt  solution.  After  sterilization  by  exposure  to  a  temperature  of 
from  65°  to  75"  C.  for  half  an  hour  and  the  addition  of  ,05  per  cent,  of  lysol, 
this  material  is  known  as  "vaccine." 

In  cases  of  tubercular  infection  Kloch's  new  tuberculin  is  employed.  The 
amount  administered  in  many  of  the  cases  is  remarkably  small,  from  1- 
1000  to  1-10000  of  a  milligram.  Before  it  is  administered  it  is  kept  at  a 
temperature  of  60°  C.  for  one  hour  that  it  may  be  known  to  be  positively 
sterilized.  Following  the  administration  cf  this  there  is  often  an  aggrava- 
tion oE  the  conditions,  or  a  diminished  resistance  to  the  organism,  as  is  indi- 
cated by  a  decline  in  the  antibacterial  power  of  the  blood,  a  ''negative 
phase."  The  tubcrculo-opsonic  index  is  observed  carefully,  and  no  more 
medicine  is  administered  so  long  as  improvement  continues  and  the  pa- 
tient is  in  an  egative  phase  indefinitely. 

In  those  casgs  where  the  infection  is  localized  the  opsonic  index  for 
that  particular  bacteria  is  low,  while  if  the  infection  is  more  general,  the 
opsonic  index  will  fluctuate,  being  at  one  time  high  and  at  another  low. 
This  is  observed  in  cases  of  acute  tubercular  infection.  In  the  early  stages 
of  a  mild  tubercular  infection  it  is  above  normal;  in  acute  cases  it  fluctu- 
ates ;  in  chronic  cases  and  in  those  predisposed  to  tuberculosis  it  is  below 
normal.  As  a  means  of  diagnosis  in  obscure  tubercular  infection  it  is  of 
great  value,  and  such  observations  must  be  made  more  than  once,  for  if 
there  is  a  low  index  it  may  be  normally  low,  and  shows  that  the  patient 
should  avoid  exposure  to  infection ;  or  it  may  be  due  to  a  continuous  auto- 
inoculation  as  in  acute  phthisis  (negative  phase) ;  or  there  may  have  been 
an  overwhelming  infection.  If  there  is  a  normal  index  at  each  examina- 
tion, the  patient  is  not  infected;  if  it  is  high  it  probably  means  that  in- 
fection has  taken  place  and  the  system  is  successfully  resisting  ihe  inva- 
sion. ^'^1*^ 
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If  the  disease  is  general  and  acute,  this  trealment  must  be  adminis- 
tered very  caiefuUy,  or  the  results  may  not  be  beneficial  as  it  but  aggia- 
vales,  but  in  cases  of  local  infection  and  in  chronic  cases  it  works  wonders. 

From  what  has  already  been  stated  it  must  be  apparent  that  these 
results  simply  confirm  the  observation  of  the  homeopathic  observers. 
That  the  agents  employed  are  those  to  which  the  homeopathic  school 
have  applied  the  terms  nosodes;  which  have  not  been  employed  as  fre- 
quently as  their  importance  demands  even  by  their  original  investigators. 
While  they  are  not  prepared  as  directed  by  our  investig^itors.  yet  their 
source  is  identical,  and  the  results  obtained  are  the  same  as  those  that  have 
characterized  the  work  of  the  homeopathic  physicians  for  more  than  half 
a  century. 

The  careful  observations  being  made  by  these  modem  investigators, 
the  administration  of  but  a  single  dose,  the  temporary  aggravation  or 
"negative  phase"  that  frequently  follows  its  administration:  the  injurious 
effects  of  too  frequently  repeating  the  remedy,  a  "continuous  negative 
phase,"  the  very  small  amount  of  the  remedy  required  in  many  cases,  the 
smaller  the  better,  all  show  very  plainly  the  tenets  of  Homeopathy. 

In  view  of  these  facts  and  the  many  inroads  that  are  being  made  upon 
the  tenets  of  Homeopathy  by  investigators  in  all  sections  of  the  world,  it 
is  imperative  that  the  homeopathic  profession  sbould  arouse  itself,  conje 
forth  and  claim  the  heritage  which  belongs  to  it  by  priority,  application 
and  demonstration. — Medical  Century.

PROLAPSIS    ANI. 

The  relaxation  of  the  tissues  is  quickly  but  not  permanently  relieved 
by  ergotin,  a  grain  every  hour  until  effect. 

In  children's  cases  it  is  better  to  give  strychnine  sulphate  gr.  l/l34 
or  according  to  age,  3  or  4  times  a  day. 

Here  as  in  all  other  ca<ies  relax  connective  tissue  is  slowly  but  per- 
menantly  contracted  by  berberine.  Give  a  child  of  5  years  a  grain  daily 
in  divided  doses. 

It  is  essential  that  tUe  bowels  shall  be  kept  empty  without  the  use  of 
remedies  that  cause  rectal  straining  like  aloin.     Glycerine  enemas  do  well. 

The  upper  bowel  must  be  kept  empty  by  a  fimall  morning  dose  of 
Saline  Laxative. 

Piperin  has  some  reputation  and  may  be  added  to  other  remedies  gr. 
l/6  before  meals  to  an  adult. 

If  the  stools  are  dark  and  offensive  give  podopbylUn  toxin  gr;  I 
bedtime  to  an  adult.  -  ^''^^*- 
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PROLAPSUS  UTERI. 


If  abortioo  in  threatened  saturate  the  patient  with  macrotin  Rr.  l/6 
every  half  honr. 

The  uterus  mast  be  replaced  aad  retained  there  by  mechanical  sup- 
port uutil  time  has  been  afforded  for  the  action  of  berbertne. 

The  relaxed  supports  will  contract  normally  under  the  influence  of 
betberine  grains  1  to  S  daily  for  six  weeks. 

Neither  strychnine  nor  ergotin  affords  the  lasting  contraction  which 
is  to  be  obtained  from  berberine  although  the  former  acts  more  rapidly. 

A  very  good  anpport  to  the  uterus  is  a  ball  of  wool  loosely  confined 
with  a  string. 

A  subinvoluted  congested  or  otherwise  enlarged  uterus  shonid  be 
drained  for  a  week  with  cotton  tampons  satura'ed  with  pure  glycerine. 

Endometritis  should  be  cured  by  applying  Euarol  to  the  endometrium 
daily  on  a  cotton -wrapped  probe. 

Pelvic  pains  and  continuing  disease  depending  often  on  debility  are 
best  relieved  by  vaginal  tampons  saturated  with  sanguiferrin. 

The  bowels  must  be  kept  clear  by  a  moderate  morning  dose  of  Saline 
Laxative. 

The  antiobesity  regime  and  strict  restriction  of  fluids  are  fieguently 
necessary,  and  abdominal  supporter  is  sometimes  requisite. 

The  whole  science  of  personal  and  domestic  hygiene  must  sometimes 
be  invoked  in  treating  this  affection. 

PROSTATIC  HYPBRTROPHV. 

The  persistent  administration  of  ergotin  3graiuB  each  day,  sometimea 
secures  an  evident  improvement. 

In  goaty  or  pletheric  persons  a  useful  adjuvant  is  colchicine  gr.  1/134 
3  or  more  times  daily. 

Acnte  cases  are  sometimea  benefited  in  a  singular  manner  by  can- 
tharidln  in  doses  of  gr.  1/5000  four  times  a  day. 

Subacute  and  chronic  forms  are  benefitted  by  cubebin  and  by  bar- 
osmyn ;  but  the  best  remedy  here  is  arbntin  one  grain  daily  and  upwards. 

Remove  irritation  with  a  sufficiency  of  arbntin ;  the  greatest  benc^ 
then  possible  comes  from  berberine  grs.  1  to  5  daily;  both  continues  for 
months. 

The  bowels  mast  be  kept  soluble  and  free  by  a  morning  dose  of  Saline 
Laxative. 

Dark  offensive  stools  demand  podophyllotoxtn  gr.  1/12  at  bed  time. 

Never  give  aloes  in  any  form  to  patients  with  pelvic  disease. 

Useful  depletion  may  be  obtained  by  throwing  into  the  rectnm  half  a 
pint  of  cold,  saturated  salt  solution. 

Let  me  reiterate  emphatically  the  values  of  arbutin  and  berberine 
when  long  continued  the  one  to  allay  irritation,  the  other  to  contract  con-    i  ^ 
nective  tissue.  'O^lt. 
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COmXRNIftO  ETHICS. 


Complaint  is  sometimes  made  of  Ethics  or  the  lack  of  them,  of  the 
advertiser  and  charlatan  and  the  lament  made  that  the  man  (alien  from 
medical  grace  and  ethics,  so  Ion;  as  he  keeps  inside  the  pale  of  the  law  is 
none  the  less  a  legal  piactitiontr  if  he  has  a  licence.  The  suggestion  is 
made  that  the  colleges  teach  ethics,  and  in  some  place  we  have  seen  the 
recommendation  given  that  the  embryo  doctor  be  tanght  medical  book- 
keeping, whatever  that  may  be. 

There  are  and  ever  will  be  fads  and  faddists,  and  some  croakers 
wonld  have  as  believe  that  naught  but  a  college  mao,  i.  e  ,  one  with  a 
literary  degree  ahonld  be  allowed  to  enter  a  medical  college  and  seek 
a  medical  education,  that  ooce  entered  he  should  be  taught  almost  every 
conceivable  thing  but  medicine  and  its  application.  Diagnosis  is  the 
thing,  get  diagnosis,  though  the  patient  die  in  the  meantime,  get  diagnosis, 
be  a  specialist  in  surgery,  obstetrics,  laboratory  technique  and  chemistry, 
know  all  the  bugs  and  give  to  each  a  name,  and  above  all  tDake  a  good 
diagnosis,  but  as  for  medicine,  "it  is  not  of  much  value  and  is  of  second- 
ary importance." 

In  other  words  be  a  routinist,  do  this  and  so  because  the  textbook  or 
monograph  says  so,  and  have  ethics.  Where  will  you  get  these?  It  is 
light  and  proper  that  the  young  man  have  a  good  education  and  supple- 
ment this  by  good  training  in  a  first  class  medical  college,  it  is  essential 
that  he  learn  all  possible  of  the  human  body  and  its  ills,  it  is  important, 
yet  equally  so  that  he  learn  symptoms  and  diagnosis  but  more  important 
still  he  should  learn  what  will  cure  these  ills,  and  the  application 
of  the  proper  remedy  at  the  proper  time,  learn  something  of  bow 
to  handle  a  case,  and  then   when   all   this   is   accomplished  learn  some- 
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thioK  of  ethics.  We  talk  of  business  and  ethics  in  the  same  breath  and 
decry  the  value  of  the  drugs  we  administer  in  the  next.  Is  it  any  wonder 
that  some  few  of  our  gradnates  long  for  the  filthy  Incie  and  go  into  tbe 
ranks  of  the  quack,  the  chatlatan  or  advertiser? 

Character  is  something  that  cannot  be  moulded  in  a  medical  school; 
the  time  then  is  past,  however  much  it  might  have  been  done  sooner,  and 
the  student  who  finishes  his  education  simply  as  a  means  to  an  end  will 
accomplish  that  end  later  if  desirable,  even  though  ethics  suffer.  Give  as 
some  of  the  good  old  days  of  bedside  instruction,  where  the  young  student 
got  some  information  from  his  preceptor.  Where  he  observed  his  way, 
his  manner  and  his  medicine,  saw  them  used,  saw  their  action  and  with  a 
personal  interest  and  actual  experience  he  learned  to  do  by  doing.  One 
year's  such  training  is  of  untold  value  to  any  student,  and  would  go  a 
long  way  toward  keeping  the  profession  free  from  such  men  as  a  doctor 
would  not  desire  in  his  office,  and  of  such  men  as  we  do  not  care  or  desire 
to  meet  in  a  professional  way. 

Love  thy  neighbor  doctor  as  thyself  and  do  unto  your  patients  as  you 
would  desire  them  to  do  towards  you,  is  the  sum  total  of  all  ethics  and  a 
short  rule  to  go  by.

The  time  is  upon  us  when  the  new  graduate  of  medicine  goes  forth 
from  the  sheltering  arm  of  his  alma  mater  and  the  close  teaching  of  his 
professor  to  battle  for  existence,  fame  or  fortune  among  others  of  his  kind 
and  once  he  secures  his  legal  right  to  practice  the  question  comes  and 
must  be  answered : 

"Where  will  he  locate?"  What  will  he  do,  what  will  become  of  him? 
But  few  will  have  the  opportunity  or  inclination  to  spend  further  time  in 
hospital  service  and  training,  the  funds  are  running  low,  many  fields  hold 
out  a  promising  location  and  a  start  must  be  made  sometime.  Moreover, 
there  is  money  in  the  business;  has  not  this  yoang  man  known  of  his 
professor  securing  large  fees  for  a  brilliant  operation  and  has  he  not  seen 
another  get  a  goodly  reward  for  a  consultation  and  advice  he  had  given 
iust  as  easily  and  comfortably,  and  why  should  he  not  go  and  do  likewise? 

The  location  must  be  made;  it  will  be  and  then  comes  the  true  test 
of  character,  the  true  trying  out  of  the  metal  of  which  he  is  made. 

First  of  all,  he  is  looked  upon  as  a  superfluity,  an  interloper  and  with 
no  friendly  eye  by  the  other  physicians  of  his  community,  so  that  no 
special  effort  will  be  made  to  send  him  business  and  as  a  rule,  the  first 
few  patients  he  does  get  will  be  cases  that  no  other  will  attend  or  that 
cannot  be  benefitted  by  anybody. 
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As  time  fi^oes  on  the  wait  becomes  more  laborious.  He  reflects  npoo 
the  questions  of  ethics,  sees  many  of  those  "old  in  business"  disregard 
them  and  bitterness  conies  to  take  the  place  of  impatience  and  discontent. 
He  becomes  disgusted  if  his  stamins  is  not  good  and  under  these  condi- 
tions is  it  any  wonder  he  makes  the  sad  mistake,  one  he  can  never  rectify 
and  leaving  the  path  of  legitimate  practice,  resorts  to  the  methods  of  the 
fakir  and  seeks  thus  to  gain  hurriedly  what  he  would  not  wait  for  with 
patience. 

The  college  training  may  be  of  the  best,  the  new  graduate's  intentions 
of  the  best  and  his  beginning  most  propitious,  but  unless  he  has  the 
strength  and  resources  to  stand,  to  pass  by  the  pitfalls  of  questionable 
methods,  shipwreck  is  cettain. 

The  doctors  of  a  community  mould  the  ethics  of  the  new  man.  Do 
they  do  him  an  injustice,  it  rankles  and  sticks.  Do  they  do  him  a  kind- 
ness it  is  never  forgotten,  though  the  opportunity  to  repay  it  may  not 
appear  for  many  days. 

Beginning — any  business  is  not  an  easy  matter,  and  the  adaptation 
must  be  made  according  to  the  surroundings.  Thank  fortune  medicine  is 
not  a  business  alone,  but  abigh  calling,  whose  greatest  reward  is  the  good 
that  can  be  accomplished.  He  who  keeps  this  thought  in  mind,  who 
makes  it  hts  guide  in  the  practice  of  his  profession,  and  works  with  this 
thought  chief  above  all  others  will  not  long  find  himself  idle  nor  wilf  he 
in  due  time  lack  for  remuneration  nor  the  esteem  of  bis  peers  in  the 
profession. 


Of  making  many  serums  there  is  no  end  and  if  correctly  reported  in 
the  daily  press.  Dr.  Stevenson  of  Baltimore,  believes  that  in  these  is  the 
rescue  of  the  race.  In  time,  naught  but  old  age  and  accident  will  cause 
death,  but  now  these  serums  are  too  high  in  price,  soulless  corporations 
demand  that  we  give  up  enough  "coin"  to  pay  good  dividends  and  for 
this  reason  serum  therapy  advances  slowly. 

But  there  isa  way  out  of  this  difficulty,  our  prisons  are  full  and  grow 
inller  year  by  year,  it  is  possible,  so  we  read  to  arrange,  that  this  or  that 
man  guilty  of  crime  may  escape  his  penalty  if  he  will  become  inoculated 
and  give  up  some  antitoxine  yielding  serum  for  the   good  of   the  sick. 

Beautiful  thought  is  this?  the  vagabond  is  to  be  made  a  factor  in 
economics,  and  the  scourge  of  society  is  to  be  made  yield  a  life  or  at  least 
health  giving  fluid? 

But  let  us  stop,  weigh,  and  consider,  it  is  now  well  recognized  that 
inoculations  of  humanized  vaccine  virus  are  fraught  with  great  danger  of 
infection  and  of  how  much  greater  danger  would' be  serum  inoculations  of 
the  same  kind? 
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Animals  nsed  for  iaoculattoo  or  to  produce  sera,  are  young  as  com- 
pared witb  tbe  adult  man,  carefully  bred,  reared  and  tested  and  yet  some- 
times in  spite  of  all  possible  care  these  become  unfit  for  use.  How  im- 
measureably  greater  tbe  risk  in  use  of  sera  from  human  beings?  Those 
from  the  lower  strata  of  society  form  ihe  bulk  of  individuals  upon  whom 
we  would  be  compelled  to  rely  for  material,  and  think  for  one  minute  of 
the  systemic  condition  of  these  subjects,  look  for  a  moment  only  at  the 
chances  for  such  persons  to  be  infected  or  infested  with  syphilis,  con- 
sumption, cancer,  and  kindred  diseases? 

Think  also  of  the  tending  to  vice  and  viciousness,  insanity,  murder, 
rapine,  theft  and  all  manner  of  crime  in  these  individuals,  for  if,  as  we 
are  taught  to  believe,  these  can  be  transmitted  from  one  generation  to  an- 
other it  seems  reasouable  to  suggest  they  may  in  some  measure  be  trans- 
mitted by  inoculation. 

If  we  must  have  sernm  let  ns  pay  the  price  as  we  do  now,  convict 
life  and  bodies  may  be  cheaper  than  that  of  the  animal  but  we  want  none 
of  it  in  oma.

Among  other  things  thfc  Thaw  case  has  shown  the  wide  variance  in 
expert  evidence.  This  opprobrium  has  long  rested  against  the  medical 
profession.  It  isconceivable  that  physicians  ofequal  staoding  and  ability 
will  pursue  a  fairly  uniform  course  io  the  management  and  treatment  of  a 
stated  disease,  and  that  their  diagnosis  and  prognoses  will  conform  fairly 
well  to  the  accepted  facts.  If,  however,  it  be  a  case  for  expert  evidence 
in  a  cause  of  civil  or  criminal  action  with  great  w*ealth  at  command,  ell 
standards  vanish  inte  thin  air  and  it  becomes  a  mad  scramble  for  the 
biggest  fees. 

The  "hypothetical  question"  with  its  ambiguous,  prolix,  and  oftimes 
meaningless  phraseology  is  the  bait  to  which  the  expert  rises.  He  is  then 
no  longer  the  ethical  man  of  science  but  the  trader  pure  and  simple  who 
too  often  exchanges  bis  ability  to  conceal  and  obscure  rather  than  to 
further  the  ends  of  truth  as  medical  science  teaches  it. 

In  return  he  is  richer  in  dollars  but  unquestionably  poorer  in  self- 
respect.  The  Thaw  case  is  spoken  of  as  a  "battle  of  experts."  The 
Duestrow  case  in  our  own  city  will  be  remembered  as  such,  and  on  Use 
analysis  this  description  is  trite.  Medical  men  are  brought  into  the  cast 
by  the  opposing  sides  to  study  the  evidence  and  appear  as  witnesses  pro 
and  con.  It  is  presumed  and  rightly  so  that  a  man  hired  by  the  prosecu- 
tion to  study  the  evidence  in  the  case  can  only  arrive  at  conclusions  favor- 
able to  the  prosecution,  and  vici  versa.  And  herein  lies  the  indictment 
of  the  medical  man  as  an  expert.  ^ 
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Another  phase  of  life  shown  adnauseum  in  this  most  diagracefnl  affair 
is  the  atter  disregard  of  morality  which  is  evident  in  the  social  degenerates 
among  the  idle  rich. 

Degeneracy,  moral  and  physical,  is  a  certain  sequel  to  the  possession 
of  great  wealth  unless  its  possessor  have  mental  and  moral  stamina  of  a 
high  order.  Sociologists  and  psychologists  centaries  hence  will  no  doubt 
be  studying  the  types  here  mentioned  with  the  same  interest  as  does  the 
student  of  today  the  types  presented  in  ancient  Rome.  In  a  way  they  are 
similar.  It  is  not  unbelievable  that  history  may  repeat  itself  and  our  own 
be  a  decadent  civilization  on  whose  ashes  may  be  erected  a  greater  and 
more  perfect  civilization  than  the  world  has  yet  seen.  After  all  the  motto 
of  the  Breakfast  Pood  Manufacturer  is  trite,  "Back  to  Nature." 


But  we  are  not  the  pessimist  we  seem.  The  day  is  within  sight,  in- 
deed has  already  dawned  when  the  seal  of  disapproval  placed  by  the 
masses  is  on  the  kind  of  life  here  described.  Future  historians  will  note 
the  turning  of  an  epoch  in  our  national  life  in  the  present  decade.  Evi- 
dences of  awakened  conscience  are  too  numerous  to  be  controverted. 
Commercial,  industrial,  and  social  reform  will  be  an  established  fact,  in 
the  accomplishment  of  which  the  public  press  must  be  given  foremost 
credit,  no  single  factor  playing  so  important  a  part  in  the  education  of  the 
masses  to  the  "square  deal." 


The  scissors  editor  of  the  Medical  Sentinel,  Portland,  Ore.,  overlooked 
one  "pertinent  point"  io  his  March  number.  We  modesty  dinclaim  asy 
great  merit  in  our  little  column  "Pertinent  Points",  but  if  it  perchance 
was  worth  the  clipping  it  was  also  worth  accrediting  to  the  Cunical 
Reporter.    This  was  the  pertinent  point  overlooked,  he  got  the  rest. 


In  the  recent  revision  of  the  Constitution  and  By-laws  of  the  St.  Louis 
Homeopathic  Medical  Society,  the  name  was  changed  to  read  "Homeo- 
pathic Medical  Society  of  St.  Louis,"  and  many  other  changes  made  that 
we  prophecy  will  tend  to  the  improvement  of  the  Society.  This  Society 
was  organized  for  the  purpoEe  to  study  Homeopathic  Therapeutics  and  the 
allied  sciences  of  medicine.  Did  we  hear  somebody  say  "disband?  oi 
organize  a  society  on  broad  principles."  Have  Homeopathic  societies 
served  their  period  of  usefulness?  Are  the  principles  of  Similia,  suffi- 
ciently inculcated  in  the  minds  of  all  adherents  of  this  school  of  medicine, 
or  is  it  that  we  are  no  longer  ignored  and  treated  with  contempt  by  the 
dominant  school,  but  recognized  and  consult  with  members  of  our  school? 
Homeopathic  Therapeutics  and  the  Materia  Medica  are  far  from  what  one 
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could  desire',  and  mncb  remains  to  be  done.  Who  can  do  this  work  better 
and  with  as  much  promise  of  success  than  a  society  ot^anized  for  that 
purpose.  The  St.  Louis  Societ}'  has  not  met  with  the  support  it  deserves. 
The  officers  are  doing  their  duty,  but,  are  all  the  members?  Whatever 
may  be  the  reason,  it  should  be  removed.  There  is  still  a  great  work  be- 
fore Homeopathic  Societies.  The  work  demanded  is  the  reproving  of 
drugs  with  the  aid  of  modern  laboratory  facilities  and  the  weeding  out  of 
meaningless  and  unaffirmed  symptoms  recorded  in  our  Materia  Medicas. 
A  close  study  of  remedies  presented  according  to  the  Law  Similars  and 
making  a  careful  report  of  cases  to  the  society.  The  reading  and  discuss- 
ing pf  papers  on  other  subjects  as  surgery,  gynecology,  obstetrics  and  the 
Theory  of  Disease,  all  offer  a  wide  field  for  consideration. 


,,  New  York  and  New  Jersey  are  in  the  throes  of  a  law  for  the  Regis- 
tration of  Nurses  and  Pennsylvania  is  beginning  to  be  affected.  The  ten- 
dency of  the  law  for  the  "Registration  of  Nurses''  is  embodied  in  "The 
Evolution  of  the  Nurse"  by  Mrs.  E.  G.  Fenwtck,  in  Outlook,  January  6th, 
1906,  ''  To  advance  the  higher  evolution  of  the  trained  nutse,  the  domination 
of  the  doctor  and  the  man  must  cease  when  ke  leaves  the  sick  room." 

Can  we  call  this  progress?  nay,  letr  ogress  ion.  The  success  of  a  phy- 
sician in  a  given  case  depends  upon  the  carrying  out.  to  the  letter,  the 
instructions  and  directions  given.  If  we  title  the  nurse  R.  N.  she  is 
given  power  by  State  Law  to  do  as  she  pleases,  as  soon  as  the  physician 
leaves  the  sick  room.  None  of  that  for  us.  Such  a  law  seems  to  border 
on  trade  unionism  by  fixing  a  certain  price  $25.00  to  $30.00  per  week,  thus 
making  a  prohibitive  price  to  over  90  per  cent  of  our  families. 

The  New  York  State  Board  of  Regents,  acting  under  the  so-called  law 
for  registering  nurses  used  some  of  the  following  questions:  "Give  treat- 
ment of  Croup."  "Give  cause,  symptoms  and  treatment  of  Rickets." 
"Describe  cholera  infantum,  give  treatment."  "State  probable  cause  of 
convulsions  in  the  newborn,  give  treatment.'' 

What  all  this  treatment  for?  Is  the  nurse  to  do  the  treating,  or  pre- 
scribing of  drugs?  Are  they  ready  to  dispense  with  the  doctor  in  New 
York?  A  nurse  should  know  all  about  aseptic  and  antiseptic  measures 
necessary  and  the  prophylactic  treatment  and  be  able  to  observe  the  con- 
dition of  the  patient,  and  above  all  know  how  to  nurse,  which  means 
to  nurture,  and  care  for,  to  further  the  physical  comforts  of  the  patients, 
and  the  preparation  of  the  food  for  a  sick  person.

CODOB  lEHEDIES  WOITH  lEMEHUIIIfC. 


-  Ammomnm  Mur.  Persisteat  congrb,  tickling  in  tiachsa  ot  laryox, 
dry  in  morning  loose  in  afternoon  and  night  when  it  becomes  spasmodic, 
ending  sometimes  in  gagging  or  vomiting.  Stitches  in  left  chest  or  hypo' 
cbondrium.    Coughs  so  severe  that  he  coughs  up  blood. 

Ammonium  Carb.  Cough  worse  about  midnight  with  asthma  about 
3  A.  M.  dry  cough  like  a  feather  in  throat,  accompanied  by  a  constricted 
feeling  in  chest. 

Silphinm  Laciniatum.  Cough  loose,  expectorates  copiously  of  gray- 
ish mucus,  asthmatic  breathing,  worse  at  night,  copious  acrid  discharges 
from  anterior  or  posterior  nares,  causing  smarting  sticking,  sensation  in 
throat  and  soft  palate. 

Sanguinaria  Canadensis,  (Blood  Root).  Marked  soreness  and  raw- 
ness in  larynx  and  under  sternum,  cough  paroxysmal,  no  relief  till  some 
mucus  is  raised,  worse  at  night,  stitches  in  right  chest,  and  bypocbon- 
drium.  Later  in  the  stage  of  catarrhal  conditions  expectoration  becomes 
yellow  or  brownish  yellow. 

Romex  Crispus  (Yellow  Dock) .     Cough  excited  by  a  tickling  irrita-    . 
tion  behind  the  upper  end  of  sternum,  dry,  harsh,  shaking,  excited  by 
pressure  oo  sternum,  inhaling  cold  air  and  worse  at  night,  great  difficulty ' 
in  raising  a  small  quantity  of  thick  tenacious  mticus. 

Hyoscyamus  Nigar.  Voice  husky  as  of  mucus  in  throat,  dry  cough, 
of  a  spasmodic  nature,  comes  on  at  night  or  excited  by  talking  or  laugb- 
ing,  during  coughing  a  constricted  feeling  in  larynx.  Sensation  as  if  the 
palate  haddropped  down. 

Verba  Santa  (Eryodictyon),  the  California  "Holy  plant".  Copious 
quantities  of  mucus  in  chest,  worse  on  right  side,  cough  ,  like  whooping 
cough,  coming  on  during  dentition  in  scrofulous  children,  cough  imme- 
diately becomes  dry  after  exposure  or  when  a  fever  develops.  Breatbing 
does  not  become  asthmatic  like  in  silphinm. 

Sticta  Pulmonaria  (Lung  Root).  Croupy  cough  during  beginning  of 
influenza,  oppression  of  the  chest,  hard  racking  cough,  with  pains  reach- 
ing from  the  sternum  to  spinal  column. 

Senecio  Aureus  (Life  Root).  Loose  cough  with  copious  expectora- 
tion of  thick,  yellow,  sweet  mucus,  often  streaked  with  blood,  rawness 
aud  soreness  in  chest,  especially  when  accompanied  with  delayed  men- 
struation, flushes  of  heat  to  head  and  chest,  worse  in  afternoon  and  night. 
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ABSCESS  POINTS. 


Any  sub- maxillary  abscess  should  be  carefully  examined  for  a  dental 
origin,  and  if  possible  opened  either  thtougb  the  floor  of  the  mouth  or  be- 
tween the  buccal  wall  and  alveolar  border.  In  case  of  a  dental  abscess  if 
opened  from  without  a  sinous  is  the  inevitable  result  which  when  healed 
will  leave  an  unsightly  dimpling  ol  the  internment. 


In  sub-mammary  abscess,  multiple  circumferential  incisions  will 
greatly  reduce  the  liability  to  invasion  of  the  pleara  as  well  as  hasten 
recovery.  No  single  opening  however  large  will  drain  the  afEected  area 
so  well. 


In  general  the  length  of  the  incision  in  abscess  should  bear  a  rather 
definite  relation  to  the  amount  of  abscess  area,  in  order  to  secure  the  best 
drainage  and  prevent  unlou  of  the  wound  before  repair  in  the  cavity.

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SURGICAL  SUGGESTIONS. 


In  an  attack  of  cholelitbtasis  tbe  vomitiae  as  a  rule  is  not  attended  by 
relief  of  pain;  the  contrary  is  true  in  nicer  of  tbe-stomach. 

In  catarrbal  icterus  the  pulse  is  usually  slow ;  in  jaundice  from  cbole- 
litbiasis  this  is  usually  not  the  case. 

Long  pauses  between  attacks  of  gastric  or  abdomioal  paiu  speak  in 
favor  of  cholelithiasis. 

If  pressure  in  the  right  bypogastrintD  gives  rise  to  a  referred  pain  iu 
the  shoulder  region,  tbe  offending  area  is  probably  the  gall-bladder  and 
not  tbe  pylorus. 

If  a  patient  vomits  coffee-ground  material  in  which  no  lactic  acid  is 
preseut,  one  can  almost  always  exclude  carcinoma. 

A  sudden  desire  for  sharp,  sour  and  spicy  articles  of  food  in  a  middle- 
aged  or  elderly  person  is  often  the  first  symptom  of  a  beginning  gastric 
carcinoma. 

In  persons  of  middle  age  presenting  gastric  symptoms,  the  diagnosis 
of  cancer  should  not  be  excluded  because  the  symptoms  have  bad  a  sud- 
den onset.     Such  an  onset  occurs  in  a  fair  proportion  of  cases. 

In  cases  of  run-over  by  vehicles,  if  the  wheels  pass  over  the  trunk 
from  right  to  left  the  liver  is  tbe  organ  most  commonly  ruptured,  whereas, 
if  the  wheels  pass  from  left  to  right  tbe  spleen  is  more  frequently  injured. 

Fracture  of  the  outer  end  of  tbe  clavicle  may  follow  a  fall  upon  tbe 
shoulder.  Unless  one  makes  a  careful  examination  such  a  fracture  may 
escape  observation  or  be  mistaken  for  a  dislocation  of  the  outer  end  of  the 
clavicle,  with  which  condition,  indeed,  it  may  be  associated. 

Shortening  of  the  shoulder,  as  measured  from  tbe  sternal  end  of  the 
clavicle  to  the  acromion  process,  is  significant  of  fractnre  of  the  clavicle. 

Large,  slowly  growing,  slightly  movable  abdominal  tumors  near  the 
median  line,  causing  few  symptoms  and  not  accompanied  by  signs  of 
malignancy,  are  suggestive  of  mesenteric  cysts. 

In  differentiating  between  gastric  ulcer  and  gall  stone  pains,  the  asso- 
ciation of  a  chill  usually  point  to  cholelithiasis. 

'  If  an  undoubted  case  of  ulcer  the  of  stomach  is  associated  with  chills, 
in  most  cases  it  means  that  tbe  nicer  is  adherent  to  the  spleen.— ^meri- 
can  Journal  of  Surgery. 
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BOOK  REVIE,W. 


Manual  of  Clinical  Chemistry  by  A.  E.  Austin,  A.  B.,  M.  D., 
professor  of  Medical  Chemistry  and  Toxicology  in  the  Medical  Department 
of  Tufts  College,  Boston. 

There  are  in  use  three  classes  of  text  books  which  the  teacher  in 
chemistry  mast  take  recourse  to,  i::  teaching  medical  students. 

The  so-called  Medical  Ckemisirys,  which  are  largely  encyclopedias 
containing  a  brief  resnme  of  sume  things  which  9ie  of  some  intetest  to  the 
medical  man  and  many  which  are  of  no  practical  value  and  very  little  that 
pertains  to  true  animal  chemistry.  These  works  form  the  transitional 
stage  from  the  organic  and  inorganic  chemistry  to  the  more  modern  ap- 
plied Physiological  Chemistry,  which,  however  admirable  in  their  scope 
are  almost  wholly  scientiGct  and  more  adapted  to  an  academic  than  a,medi- 
cal  education.  Though  they  contain  a  mine  of  nsefut  facts  yet  a  small 
proportion  has  any  connection  with  medicine. 

The  third  group  includes  an  excellent  collection  of  works  which  give 
one  the  modern  methods  of  analysis  for  clinical  purposes  with  the  infer- 
ences to  be  drawn  from  the  presence  of  abnormal  constituents  of  bodily 
secretions  both  bacteriological  and  chemical,  but  with  no  reference  to  the 
principles  on  which  these  deductions  are  based,  in  other  words,  works 
admirably  adapted  to  the  needs  of  a  skilled  clinician  who  fs  supposed  to 
possess  a  complete  knowledge  of  the  fundamentals  of  physiological  and 
pathological  chemistry,  but  a  maze  of  mistification  to  the  untrained  student. 
The  engineer  must  understand  the  intricate  parts  of  his  machine,  so  the 
student  must  understand  the  animal  organism,  the  chemical  processes 
taking  place  in  it,  the  manner  in  which  these  parts  are  removed  and  re* 
placed  after  having  served  their  function. 

The  author  has  compiled  the  practical  parts  of  the  three  into  one,  that 
all  may  be  of  value  to  the  student  of  medicine  and  the  medical  man  in  his 
bedside  work.  It  offers  an  interpretation  of  the  laboratory  findings  of  socb 
a  character  that  be  may  learn  quickly  not  only  the  result  it  presages  but 
why  it  does  so.

Members  of  the  Missouri  Institute  of  Homeopathy. 

My  first  word  must  be  expressive  of  the  appreciatiOD  I  entertain  cf 
the  compliment  yon  have  paid  me,  by  virtue  of  which  I  am  occupying  this 
conspicuous  place  today,  the  highest  honor  in  your  power  to  confer,  that 
of  being  the  President  of  the  Missonri  Institute  of  Homeopathy.  It  is  by 
custom  that  I  am  giving  this  address  this  evening,  and  if  yonr  vote  were 
invited  I  am  certain  yon  wonid  say  be  brief;  and  brief  it  shall  be. 

Whatever  soccess  this  Thirty-first  session  of  the  Missouri  Institute 
has  and  shall  enjoy  must  be  attributed  to  the  indefatigable  efforts  put 
forth  by  yonr  committees,  bureau  Chairmen  and  the  never  tiring  General 
Secretary.  Whatever  I  may  have  added  has  been  done  with  the  greatest 
of  pleasure.  I  wish  to  express  my  appreciation  of  the  hearty  co- opera- 
tion I  have  always  found  on  the  part  of  individual  members,  who  desired 
that  this  session  should  go  down  in  history  as  a  successful  one,  and  also 
to  the  local  Committee  of  arrangement  in  looking  after  the  comforts  and 
pleasure  of  our  visiting  members.  I  take  this  opportunity  of  thanking 
these  individuals,  and  I  am  certain  that  you  will  join  me  in  "rendering  to 
Ceasar  thatwbich  is  Ceasar's." 

As  I  believe  that  the  object  of  the  oration  or  annual  address,  was  to 
give  such  members  as  might  be  selected,  full  license  to  choose  their  pet 
subjects  aud  display  their  elocutionary  and  oratorical  powers  through  all    , 
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graduations  from  a  Booth  to  a  barn-storm«r,  so  I  conceived  that  the  ob- 
ject of  the  presidential  address  was  to  consider  those  things  of  vital'  inter- 
est to  the  Institute  itself.  We  are  the  representative  Society  of  our  chosen 
faith  io  the  State,  and  as  such  our  interests  are  two-fold;  first,  as  regards 
to  those  matters  of  general  interest  to  the  whole  profession,  and  second, 
those  pertaining  more  especiallj  to  Homeopathy.  The  old  adage  "In 
union  there  is  strength"  was  never  better  exemplified  than  in  the  great 
industrial  and  commercial  undertaking^  of  the  day.  Organization  and 
co-operatiou  have  become  synonymous  with  progress  and  reform.  They 
dominate  every  successful  enterprise  and  should  be  the  ultimate  is&ne  of 
any  great  project — the  means  to  a  desired  end.  By  them  great  armies  are 
moved  as  a  unit,  and  victories  won.  By  them  the  entire  nation  is  brought 
within  the  grasp  of  organized  capital.  By  them  industrial  unions  and 
combinations  of  labor  have  been  formed  which  will  soon  defy  all  the 
efforts  of  corporate  power  to  disrupt.  By  them  great  religious  denom- 
inations have  become  an  immense  power  for  good  in  the  spread  of  the 
gospel  and  teaching  of  Christianity  throughout  the  entire  universe.  For 
the  medical  profession,  organization  and  co-operation  are  no  less  benefi- 
cial and  imperative,  but  partly  from  modesty  and  partly  from  indifference 
we  have  been  .tardy  in  taking  advantage  of  these  powerful  forces,  so 
quickly  recognized  bycommercial  and  industrial  bodies. 

It  is  time  for  an  awakiii(!>  to  take  advantage  of  organized  medical  ac- 
tivity, for  professional  advancement  and  public  good.  There  are  abont 
15000  Homeopathic  physicians  in  the  United  States  and  perhaps  one - 
tenth  are  members  of  the  American  Institute  of  Homeopathy.  In  our 
own  State  there  are  about  400  physicians  who  are  followers  of  Hahne- 
mann, and  less  than  one-third  are  members  of  our  Institute.  With  an 
organization  of  15000  members  in  our  national  Society,  a  tremendous 
influence  could  be  exerted  which  ia  impossible  now,  and  an  equal  quota 
in  our  State  Institute  is  essential  for  State  recognition  of  our  rights  and 
privileges.  To  this  end  every  reputable  Homeopathic  physician  in  the 
State  should  have  his  name  enrolled,  not  only  enrolled  but  become  an 
active  working  factor  in  the  same- 

The  time  is  at  hand  when  the  physician  will  find  it  not  only  essential 
to  his  social  position  and  material  welfare,  but  a  necessary  requirement 
for  his  professional  standing,  that  he  be  a  member  of  bis  local  as  well  as 
State  Society,  especially  is  this  true  of  the  younger  practitioners,  who  re- 
quire the  council,  goodwill  and  encouragement  of  the  older  and  experi- 
enced members  of  the  profession. 

The  needs  of  this  Society  is  organization,  a  better  working  basis  and  to 
increase  numerically  the  membership  of  this  Society,  with  this  end  in  view 
I  would  recommend  that  an  amendment  to  the  By-Laws  of  your  Institute 
be  adopted,  providing  for  the  appointment  of  a  membership  committee. 
The  work  of  this  committee  becomes  effective  only  after  having  thor- 
oughly familiarized  itself  with  its  peculiar  duties:  I  therefore  recommend 
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that  tfae  members  be  appointed  for  a  term  of  two  years,  tbe  committee  to 
consist  of  six  UDtiring,  generous  and  self  sacrificing  members,  and  that 
three  be  appointed  on  alternate  years.  It  is  not  necessary  to  suggest  tbat 
tbe  necessary  expenses  for  stationery  and  snch  be  carried  by  the  Insti- 
tute. The  efforts  of  this  committee  should  be  to  induce  every  reputable 
physician  who  is  an  apostle  of  oar  faith  to  join  onr  Institute.  By  suc- 
cessful work  of  this  committee,  the  work  of  the  Legislative  Committee 
would  become  more  effective.  This  committee  has  worked  persistently 
and  under  the  most  adverse  circumstances,  if  no  great  good  has  been  ac- 
complished, it  has  doggedly  worked  to  prevent  any  legislation  directly 
antagonistic  to  our  school.  Wbile  the  work  of  this  committee  must  be.  in 
unison,  in  some  degree,  with  the  Committees  of  the  State  Medical  and 
-  State  Eclectic  Societies  in  matters  of  general  medical  legislation,  yet  our 
committee  should  exercise  diligence  and  watchfulness  to  make  an  effort 
to  have  enacted  legislation  tending  to  remove  the  discriminating  evil  in 
tbe  appointment  of  medical  men  of  only  one  school  of  medicine,  to  our 
State  Eleemosynary  Institutioos.  This  committee  has  worked  unceasingly 
through  its  capable  Chairman,  yet  without  compensation  for  expenses  in- 
curred, I  therefore  recommend  that  the  Institute  devise  ways  and  means  to 
defray  all  legitimate  expenses  this  committee  may  be  put  to  in  the  future. 
Tbe  labors  of  this  committee  are  unpretentious  as  they  are  tremendous. 
Not  every  one  is  suited  for  this  special  kind  of  work,  however,  and  those 
endowed  with  good  legal  sense  and  political  tact,  with  a  never  failing  gocd 
nature,  are  always  tbe  most  successful.  A  few  such  this  society  can 
boast  of:  my  plea  is  tbat  more  members  develop  themselves  in  this  spec- 
ialty. 

The  Interstate  committee  of  the  American  Institute  of  Homoeopathy 
expects  the  various  State  Societies,  with  which  some  of  the  States  have 
already  complied,  to  appoint  active  working  delegates  upon  wbcm  they 
may  call  for  at  least  a  full  knowledge  of  all  legislation,  state  and  municipal. 
The  indefatigable  chairman  of  this  committee  Dr.  Custts,  has  been  woik- 
iag  hard  for  a  practical  reciprocity  between  the  licensing  boards  of  the 
different  States.  The  object  is  to  protect  our  students  from  whom  We 
require  such  rigid  examinations,  against  the  inroads  of  OsteopeIbE,psyco- 
medico  physicians  and  tfae  greatest  fraud  ever  perpetrated  upon  humanity, 
by  that  sect,  self- ignorance  —  confessed  of  any  disease  or  the  laws  and 
conditions  of  the  human  body;  tbat  sect  going  about  with  the  pretence  of 
being  able  to  heal  tbe  sick  of  diseases  tbey  know  nothing  of  or  even  deny 
the  existence  of,  yes,  even  pretending  to  be  able  through  prayer,  to  grow 
an  arm  where  nature  failed  to  place  one,  claiming  to  be  ihediciples  of  Him 
who  said  "freely  ye  receive  freely  ye  give"  instead  demanding  a  stipulated 
fee  for  their  incantations  and  tbe  reading  of  a  few  scripts  of  Mary  Baker 
Eddy,  under  the  mis-nomer  "Cbristiao  Science",  oot  to  interfere  with  the 
method  of  practice  of  anyone,  but  simply  to  demand  that  every  person, 
who  presumes  to  make  a  diagnosis  of  disease  or  attempt  to  treat  or  give 
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aivice  to  the  sick,  with  the  hope  of  bettering  their  conditioa  sLall  be  beld 
as  subject  to  all  the  responsitnlities  asGumed  by  graduates  of  oor  cbaiteitd 
medical  colleges  and  licentiates  of  oar  examining  boards.  We  solicit  from 
unselfish  motives  the  enactment  of  tigid  laws  for  oar  sludentF,  acd  the 
overt  subversion  of  these  laws  as  being  attempted  by  this  clabs,  that  has 
acquired  remarlcable  legislative  strength  and  maintained  lobbies  at  our  state 
legislatares,  makes  it  imperative  that  we  wake  up  to  the  situation.  Sach 
matters  are  being  considered  by  our  Interstate  Commillee.  Tbe  malttr  of 
Medical  Education  has  not  received  the  attention  and  coosidetation  It 
should  receive  by  this  Institute.  The  problem  has  been  left  in  the  main 
for  colleges  to  solve,  but  it  should  by  right  come  before  each  individual 
State  Society,  as  that  is  the  proper  body  to  voice  sentiments  and  mould 
the  general  subject  because  each  resident  physician  of  our  chosen  state 
should  have  a  vote  as  to  the  necessary  re<]nirements  of  him  who  would  be 
his  competitor  or  co-laborer. 

The  Homoeopathic  Colleges  through  the  later 'Collegiate  Committee, 
of  the  American  Institute  of  Homoeopathy  were  the  first  to  adopt  by 
twelve  y«ars  and  make  compulsory,  a  three  years  course,  requisite  for 
graduation  and  the  first  to  provide  a  four  years  course.  Thus  it  is  easily 
shown  that  Homoeopathic  Colleges  have  always  stood  for  advanced  educa- 
tion and  especially  the  Medical  Education  of  its  sraduates.  The  cooditioo 
of  our  State  and  its  cosmopolitan  inhabitants  makes  it  imperative  that  the 
abiitute  prohibitive  requirements,  fostered  by  the  A.  M.  A.  will  prevent 
many  a  worthy  young  man  or  woman  of  limited  means  to  obtain  a  four 
years  High  School  and  one  year  in  a  school  of  arts,  and  then  spend  icur 
years  in  a  medical  College,  necessary  to  receive  their  license  to  practice 
medicine. 

While  I  believe  in  the  present  preliminary  requirements  for  matricula- 
tion, I  believe  it  is  of  vastly  greater  importance,  that  the  student  receive  a 
thorough  education  and  training  in  all  the  branches  that  pertain  to  the 
practice  of  Medicine,  as  Anatomy,  Histology,  Pathology,  Bacleiiology, 
Medical  Chemistry,  Toxicology,  Physiology,  Etiology,  Sanitary  Science, 
Surgery,  Gynecology,  Obstetrics,  Therapeutics  and  Practiced  Mtdicine, 
Materia  Medica,  and  Drug  proving,  but  by  adopting  the  requirements 
fostered  by  the  A.  M.  A.  will  do  more  harm  than  good,  it  will  tend  to- 
wards fostering,  faith  curists,  magnetic  healers,  etc,  and  compel  many 
worthy  yonug  men  to  seek  other  fields  of  occupation,  instead  of  beirg  able 
to  secure  a  medical  education.  The  attitude  of  our  institute  towards 
medical  Colleges  has  for  the  most  part  been  an  indifferent  one,  this  is  not 
as  it  should  be.  We  have  within  the  borders  of  our  State  two  Homeo- 
pathic Medical  Colleges  whose  reputation  has  always  been  beyond  re- 
proach, and  have  maintained  the  highest  standard  attainable.  From  their 
portals  have  gone  forth  men  who  have  attained  success  in  the  field  of 
Medicine,  and  Surgery,  second  to  none,  some  have  gained  fame  in  their 
chosen  profession  as  writers   of  medical   works,   as   editors  of  Medical 
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Jourails  And  leaders  in  fhe  profession  in  tbeir  respective  commnoitiies  end 
intciDattooBlly.  while  we  ftris  interested  in  Homeopatbr,  pirttcalarl;  is 
thisState,  wB  se«  the  need  of  a  inaehlBi^er  ntupber  of  phyBiciftn&of  oai 
schoo),  tbe  demaod  canoiM  be'  5npp)ied.:  A  giadnattf  from  cither  of  these 
CoUeges  is  qualified  to  pcaetioe,  coiii|>e(ie  with  any  other,  and  if  heeays  to 
^nsell  "I  will, '.'.success  is  his. 

There  are  ptenty  ofopportunitieB  for  bright,  energetic,  indttstiious 
yotiDg  men  in  onr  State,  and  the  field  of  medicihe  oBcrs  a  field  of  asefitl- 
ness,  of  tbe  practjceof  virtue  and  of  chatltf ;  ode  of  the  noblest  of  profes- 
sioaa.  What  wovtd  you  rather  have,  e  fellow  practician  of  yonr  owtt 
faith,  or  one  Who  Is  not  in  sympatby  with  yoor  system  of  practice?  Yon 
need  not  answer,  for  I  can  divine  yonr  auaw«r.  Then  gentlenen  it  de- 
volves on  yo«  to  help  fill  the  ranks  with  ffl«n  well  qaelifitfd  la  every  de- 
parttnent  ftf  medicine  aikl  a  special  knowledge  of  Homeopathic  Thera- 
peutics. '  Send  worthy  men  to  these  eoUeges  in  yonr  own  State^  yon  wfll 
.da  yourself  aservice  thereby  and  show  your  loyalty  to  home  industries 
and  institutions  and  a  true  disciple  of  the  reformer  in  medicine.  The 
teachers  in  our  Colleges  aie  wQrking  for  the  interest  of  Homeopathy,  by 
sacrificing  time,  money  and  physical  comforts,  you  con  do  your  part  by 
.sending  students. 

A  few  years  ago  there  was  under  tbe  care  of  physicians  of  our  school 
-tbe  largest  Insane  Asylum  in  tbe  State,  and  while  under  our  care  tbe 
record  was  beyond  reproaoh,  the  success  and  s4ipeiiority  of  our  treatment 
vftLS  noticealjile  within  a  very  brief  period  of  time,  and  oiEered  more  hope 
iqi  the  unfortunate  Insane.  Atpre^ent  we  are  compelled  to  send  our  in,- 
rsane.  patients  to  Institu^ops..  either  outside  of  the  State  or  to  where  they 
do  nojt  get  tbe  heneficient  and  humane  treatment  that  the  Law  of  Similia 
ofiers  an4  should  have.   .     , 

. ,  Rsalizing  the  impoirtance  of  an  Inatitutitin  of  this  kind  in  the  State, 
I  suggest  .that  a  committee,  be. appointed  to  canvas  the  situation,  gather 
:Statiatics  and  possibilities  that  may  offer  enconrsgement  for  the  erection 
of  an- insane  ssyJan  to  be  exclusively  under  the  care  of  Homeopathic 
physicians.  By  tbe  organization  of  «  stock  company,  governed  by  a 
■directorate  of  pbysifians  and  laymen  of  business  acumen  whose  interest 
could  be  secured  in  a  move  of  this  kind,  I  attggest.  thiU  a  corporatidn 
of  say  $50,000.00  capital  divided  into  5,000  Shares,  par  value  $10.00  be 
-organized.  By  co-operative  work  a  sufficient  amount  could  t>e  secured  to 
-erect  an  institution  that  would  be  the  pride  of  tbe  State  and  a  monument 
to  Hom.eopathic  integrity  and  unity,  and  above  all  to  the  Missouri  Insti- 
tute of  Homeopathy.     "Great  oaks  from  little  acorns  grow." 

The  Science  of  Medicine  is  and  ever  must  be  a  progressive  one,  when 
we  look  back  and  consider  th«  history  of  medicine,  we  see  many  theories 
:that'were  fostered  and'nourisbed  until' placed  to  the  test  and  then  discarded 
for  something  new,  yet  many  of  those  following  a  certain  definite  law  or 
xole,  borne  out  by  scientific  experimentation  have  become  of  inestimable 
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value  to  faamanity.  Progress  all  along  the  line,  perfection  of  means  of 
Diagnosis,  perfection  of  operative  technique  that  was  considered  impossi- 
ble a  few  years  ago.  Asepsis  and  Antisepsis  have  become  the  "siw  gua 
non"  in  Surgical  work.  Advancement  in  the  field  of  Bacteriology  has 
been  marvelous.  Bacteriologists  have  been  rather  slow  about  it,  at  last 
have  decided  that  this  earth  is  altogether  an  insecure  place  for  human  inn 
babitation.  This  too  when  spring  is  on  the  wing  and  all  life  is  a  twitter 
at  the  call  of  love.  They  have  taught  us  of  the  dangers  that  lurk  in  the 
air  we  breathe,  food  we  eat,  and  the  water  we  drink,  and  yet  here  they  are, 
ruuniug  us  into  hourly  dangers  of  destruction,  but  specifying  and  par- 
ticularizing in  a  way  to  keep  even  millionaires  in  terror.  One  London 
professor  has  counted  16,500,000,  microbes  on  the  skirt  of  one  of  their 
elegantly  dressed  wives.  That  may  be  true  as  to  "dear  old  Lunnun," 
but  what  Bacteriologist  would  dare  to  announce  such  a  discovery  ia 
America,  as  to  our  wives,  it  is  impossible,  we  resent  the  inference.  This 
shows  how  wc  are  becoming  demoralized  in  a  way  by  these  scientific  dis- 
coveries, we  fancy : 

'Tis  not  in  money  nor  in  land 
That  life  its  happiness  reveals; 
It  is  in  dodging  microbes  and 
Assimilating  three  square  meals. 

The  discovery  of  Toxines  and  Anti  Tozines  has  become  of  inestim- 
able value  in  combating  and  cure  of  certain  diseases.  The  more  recent 
discovery  and  the  perfection  of  the  technique  of  determining  the  Opsonic 
Index,  and  utilising  such  as  a  basis  of  cure,  is  causing  a  great  deal  of 
discussion,  a  flutter  and  suppressed  excitement  among  the  old  school,  yet 
we  find  in  literature  of  a  half  a  century  ago,  the  application  of  the  remedy 
on  the  same  basis  as  now  discovered  and  perfected  on  a  Bacteriological 
basis.  The  greatest  discovery  and  perfection,  and  the  development  of  a 
scientific  fact,  that  has  changed  the  complexion  of  the  entire  system  of 
Practice  ot  Medicine,  took  place  some  hundred  years  ago,  and  that  is  what 
caused  the  formation  of  the  two  dominant  schools  of  Uedicine.  The  ore 
school,  saturated  with  Therapeutic  nihilism,  and  empiricism,  the  other, 
following  along  a  definite  line  of  research,  guided  by  an  unfailing  law  o! 
Therapeutic  application  of  its  remedies  to  disease,  also  assimilate  any  dis- 
covery that  may  lend  to  the  advancement  ot  "the  greatest  good  to  the 
patient". 

In  the  last  few  years  a  great  deal  has  been  said  and  written  about  the 
amalgamation  of  these  two  schools  of  medicine.  If  the  old  school  would 
accept  our  therapeutic  law  and  recognize  its  validity  and  practice  accord- 
ingly, we  will  accept  their  system  of  collateral  aids  in  the  advancement  of 
the  patients  good.  Bacteriological  and-  Pathological  theories,  etc.  The 
A.  M.  A.  has  assumed  a  new  position  in  regard  to  Homeopaths  in  per- 
mitting them  to  join  this  august  body,  while  the  lesser  lights,  the  Stale 
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Societies  of  the  old  school  are  holding  oat  the  "olive  branch",  to  mem- 
bers of  our  school,  thongh  with  the  distinct  understanding  that  we  can 
practice  as  we  believe  bat  we  must  cot  preach  what  we  practice,  deny 
yoar  faith  and  cease  to  be  a  Homeopathist.  What  grand  inducements  to 
submit  to  snch  benevolent  assimilations.  At  the  meeting  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Medical  Society,  May  26th,  1906,  the  subject  of  "Medical 
cbisms",  was  discussed  in  a  paper  read  by  Dr.  Frederick  Shattuck,  chief 
of  the  department  of  Medicine,  Harvard  Medical  School,  followed  by  a 
paper  by  Dr.  Frederick  B.  Percy,  Professor  Materia  Medica,  Boston  Uni- 
versity School  of  Medicine  (Homeopathic)  and  discussed  by  Dr.  R.  C. 
Cabot  on  the  part  of  the  Regulars  aad  Dr.  Wesselhoeft  for  the  Homeo- 
paths. Dr.  Cabot  said  "I  feel  sure  that  when  we  come  together  it  cannot 
be  by  wholly  givinf;  up  the  spirit  of  either  movement.  No  process  of 
agreement  can  ever  come  aboot  in  that  way.  There  always  has  to  be 
maintained  something  of  the  spirit  of  that  which  was  before".  Dr.  Wes- 
selhoeft said:  "The  lapse  of  time  has  teaded  more  and  more  to  separate 
these  two  views  concerning  the  existence  of  what  we  may  call  the  curative 
power  of  drugs,  and  notwithstanding  that  there  is  unquestionably  an  sffil- 
iatioa  or  au  approach  in  general  practice  between  these  two  divergent 
tendencies,  there  is  yet  this  wide  division  of  view  that  can  never  be  recon- 
ciled so  long  as  we  do  not  deliberately  set  about  testing  these  facts  under 
the  most  rigid,  the  most  scientific  and  equitable  conditions.  We  must 
positively  abandon  all  the  old  facts  and  deliberately  set  about  to  create 
new  ones,  and  these  new  ones  under  rules  that  shall  be  rect^nized  as 
scientific  by  the  entire  profession  and  that  shall  govern  a  method  of  obser- 
vation, open  to  every  doubter,  every  believer-" 

The  social  and  professional  ostracism  on  the  part  of  the  regulars 
against  the  Homeopathic  profession  has  been  found  to  be  inadequate  to 
bring  the  latter  into  line,  so  at  the  present  day  an  entirely  opposite  posi- 
sion  is  assumed.  While  physicians  of  our  school  as  a  class  do  use  other 
means  and  measures  in  treating  the  aick,  outside  of  the  dynamic  remedy, 
it  is  claimed  by  the  dominant  school,  that  these  two  schools  are  coming 
nearer  together  or  alike,  let  us  view  the  relation  to  each  as  fairly  as  possi- 
ble. As  far  as  the  law  itself  is  concerned,  as  such,  yon  will  agree  with 
me  we  are  not  any  nearer  together  than  in  Hahnemann's  time.  We 
believe  the  Law  of  Similars  to  be  true,  or  we  are  not  Homeopaths,  and 
it  would  be  becoming  to  resign  from  this  Institution  and  no  longer  sail 
under  false  colors.  Regarding  the  old  school  it  may  be  fairly  said  that 
they  do  not  regard  the  law  of  Similars  as  valid,  and  that  snch  good  as  tbey 
have  derived  from  as  has  been  appropriated  empirically  precisely  as  has 
been  done  since  the  time  of  Hippocrates.  What  has  happened  to  cause 
it  to  appear  that  the  schools  are  closer  together,  and  to  which  end  we 
should  have  great}  care  not  to  interpose  the  slightest  obstacle?  The 
old  School  has  modified  its  dosage,  and  withdrawn  much  of  the  senseless 
antagonism  that  will  never  right  a  wrong  in  Ethics  or  Science.    They  are 
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with  "a  turtlM  pace,"  correctlnir  tbesc  wronas,  aad  are  foireoonab  to 
ttwir  sick  to  appropriate  with  astionishinK  rapMity  onr  roncdwfi  as  well 
as  dosage,  althonftb  empirically.  How  conld  it  be  Homeopathically  M 
loPK  &9  tbcy  do  not  recogDize  onr  Law^ '  Yes  we  axe  oonning  closer 
tc^tber  and  "the  wind  bloweth  where  it  tistetb"  loo.  lettis  not  dose  oar 
«yes  to  facts,  atid  the  prophesy  is  apropos,  that  in  oar  zeal  to  oppose  the 
old  school  we  may  find  ourselves  Sghtins  the  "battle  of  Kilkenny  cats," 
or  worse  find  oarselves  fighting  the  cause  we  aean  to  espouse.  The  time 
seems  rapidly  approaching  when  the  I,aw  of  Similars  will  in  some  fotm  or 
oAer  become  irresistible,  and  the  two  (chools  become  one,  the  same  in 
belief  as  well  as  purpose.  May  God  speedtheday  when  prooi  or  disproof 
shall  have  acietttifieslly  wiped  away  the  barriers  beyond  the  shadow  of  a 
doabt,  all  of  which  is  certain  to  come,  if  the  Law  ot  Similars  is  proved 
irrefutable.  Dr.  William  Osier's  addrMs  before  the  Medico- C^iiniigicai 
Society  of  Baltimore.  April  21st,  190St  bespeaks  the  gresrtness  of  the  man. 
In  his  address  "Unity,  Peace,  Concord"  he  says  "I  admit  the  original 
mistake  was  ours."  Let  ns  have  unity,  and  his  pnrtioffword  resounding 
throughout  this  broad  land,  was  charity.  He'  pleaded  for  Unity  and 
Charity  but  said  nothing  about  Liberty,  Are  we  quite  ready  for  aunlKa- 
mation  that  '  all  who  are  engaged  in  this  noble  art  of  healing  the  sick 
should  long  for?  Our  code  of  Ethics  has  ever  been  liberal,  aod  ever. try- 
ing to  live  np  to  onr  motto  "In  cerHs  unitas,  in  dnbiis  libertas.  in  omni- 
bus caritas."  Let  us  be  froak  with  ourselves  in  viewing  the  |wesent 
position  of  our  own  school,  to  demonstrate  that  the  deflection  toward  a 
common  ground  ot  practice,  has  also  been  shared  in  by  the  party  of  tbe 
second  part.  Ethically  we  have  not  deflected  from  our  position,  .anlpss 
that  we  as  individuals  perhaps  seen  readier  to  affiliate  with  old  school 
societies.  Their  bars  down,  with  nothing  to  prevent  prsdicing  and 
belteviAg,  as  we  choose,  nothing  should  prevent  fraternizing,  beiieving. 
studying  and  practicing  as  we  believe,  provided  we  are  positively  on 
even  footing,  allowed  equal  advantages  for  Investigation  in  college  and 
laboratory,  and  in  short,  have  not  "sold  our  birthright  for  a  mesof  pot- 
age."  What  have  we  done  to  make  it  appear  tbatthetwo  schools  are 
rapidly  coming  together?  Ambitions  and  zealous  to  keep  np  with  .the 
rapid  strides  that  the  old  scfaool  particularly  have  been  making  in  the  col- 
lateral subjects  and  while  drifting  into  specialties  as  praclttiooei  s  we  have 
been  lamentably  neglecting  our  Materia  Medica  and  Homeopathic  Thera* 
pen  tics.  Do  yon  see '  'the  handwriting  on  the  wall' '  ?  Surgeons,  Oculists, 
Rhinologists,  Laryngologists,  Dermatologists,  Internists  and  Genito- 
urinary Specialists  have  fonnd  much  to  interest  them  aod  to  benefit  their 
patients  by  In  the  mechanical,  antiseptic,  hygienic  and  dietetic  fields  tbat 
are  being  so  indnstriously  developed ;  perhaps  not  intentiooally  ignoring 
the  value  of  Homeopathy  in  the  treatment  of  their  cases.  whHe  engaged 
in  such  noncouflicting  collateral  work,  yet  I  make  bold  in  contending  that 
atndy  and  investisation  has  been  diverted  to  a  very  great  extent.    I  am 
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justified  in  stating  tba^-ear  surgeons  and  Hp^iolists  are  as  good  as  the 
best  in  the  world,  but  X  d6,clidlii  that.the  rapid  evolution  of  modern 
medicioe,  with  its  collateral  subjects  has  audoubtedly  interfered  with  the 
development  o'f  Homeopathic  Materia  Medica  and  Therapeutics;  and  as 
such,  have  unwittingly  deflected  towards  a  nuton  of  the  two  schools  of 
medicine,  the  recommendation  then  that  we  devote  more  time  and  energy 
towards  the  proving  of  the  faith  that  is  in  its  is  quite  apportnne,  or  a 
benevolent  assimilation  may  result  in  the  loss  of  our  identity.  Do  en- 
,  courage  in  every  Way  the  proving  of  drugs  in  order  to  help  in  making  the 
Science  of  Homeopathy  irresistible,  or  if  possible,  to  prove  its  fallacy. 
Huxley  declared  that  ^'science  warns  us  that  an  opinion  ivkicft  outstrips 
evidence  if  not  only  a  blunder  but  a  crime.,' 

While  the  race  continnes  td  exist  our  profession  must  be  one,  of  the 
most  necessary,  responsible  and  honorable  in  Society.  Our  mission  is 
to  prevent,  to  care',  or  to  alleviate  the  suffering  from  casualities  and  dis- 
ease: thus,  must  invariably  mould  the  character  of  the  profession,  by 
bringing  us  into  nearer  relationship  and  into  closer  and  more  intimate 
sympathy  with  our  fellow  men.  Our  highest  ambition  should  be  to 
Qualify  ourselves  to  render  them  the  best  and  most  effective  service 
possible  in  our  day  and  time  and  if  it  may  be,  to  promote  a  yet  higher 
degree  of  efficiency  in  pur  snccesssors.  Every  vocation  should  be  a  re- 
ligion, and  surely  no  vocation  more  so  than  that  which  concerns  itself 
with  the  sanity  of  the  body  and  the  resultant  sanity  of  the  mind  and  soul 
of  humanity.  .

One  of  the  characteristics  of  headache  due  to  frontal  sinus  disease  is 
that  it  is  most  intense  in  the  morning,  as  the  patient's  position  in  bed 
prevents  the  free  escape  of  secretions  and  thus  increases  the  pressure. 

Small  wounds  on  the  beck  of  the  hand,  if  infected,  are  rarely  followed 
by  tendosynovitis,  as  is  so  commonly  observed  in  injuries  of  the  palmte 
surbce.-  On  the  other  hand  there  is  a  greater  tendency  to  the  develop- 
jnentj>f  g.rjipidly  extending  lymphangitis  and  lymphadenitis.  Hence  ti^e 
necessity  of  prompt  intervention. — IntematioHal  Journal  of  Surgery.  ■

FRiHARv  syphilis: — Causcd  by  a  break  in  the  continuity  of  tissue 
and  by  the  absorption  of  a  peculiar  virus  into  the  circulation;  resulting, 
in  a  poisonous  sore  at  that  point. 

It  may  appear  any  whete  on  the  body,  but  what  causes  it?  Tha* 
question  has  puzzled  many  wise  men,  yet  many  that  were  not  wise  have 
found  by  experience  what  Syphilis  means. 

Taough  numerous  claims  have  been  made  for  the  discovery  of 
micro-organisms  that  stand  in  causal  relation  to  the  disease,  its  etiology 
is  still  unknown. 

Of  these  claims,  the  one  that  has  received  the  greatest  consideration 
is  that  of  Lustgarten. 

He  described  as  the  cause  of  syphilis  an  organism  that  he  had  dis- 
covered microscopically  in  the  primary  sore,  in  the  secretions  of  syphilitic 
nicers.  and  in  other  syphilitic  lesions. 

This  organism  is  a  bacillus  possessing  many  of  the  characteristics  of 
bacillus  tuberculosis,  and  evidently  belonging  to  the  group  of  which  the 
tubercle  bacillus  is  the  most  important  member. 

In  many  respects  it  is  identical  with  a  bacillus,  morphologically  like 
it,  that  is  commonly  present  in  the  smegma  from  about  the  prepuce  and 
labia,  it  likewise  has  peculiarities  that  are  common  to  bacillus  of  leprosy. 

The  four  organisms  mentioned — viz.,  bacillus  tubeiculosis,  bacillus 
smegmatis,  bacillus  leproe,  and  bacillus  syphilidis  are  distinguished 
microscopically   from  one   another  by   particular  processes. 

The  so  called  "syphilis  bacillus"  has  not  been  isolated  in  culture, 
nor  has  thedisease  been  reproduced  in  animals  by  inoculation  with  secre- 
tions from  syphilitic  ulcers,  or  with  bits  of  syphilitic  tissue. 

Lustgarten's  claim  rests  simply  upon  the  finding  of  this  oigauism 
in  syphilitic  lesions  by  microscopical  methods. 

Though  certain  other  observers  have  confirmed  Lustgarten's  obser- 
vations, a  great  many  more  have  failed  to  detect  the  organism  after  careful 
search  through  the  most  promising  materials. 

There  is  therefore  coosideiable  room  for  doubt  as  to  the  causal  rela- 
tion of  this  organism  to  syphilis. 

Probably  there  is  no  subject  that  will  more  severely  try  the  patience 
of  the  medical  attendant,  than  that  of  trying  to  account  for  the  origin  of 
primary  syphilis  in  those  persons  who  deny  venereal  origin. 

"Whereas  the  Simple  chancre,  and  gonorthoea  are  practically  always 
venereal. 
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Extra  eenitfll  Syphilitic  chancres  occur  io  the  proportion  of  from  eight 
to  ten  per  cent;  in  the  month  on  the  face,  bands,  abdomen,  and  thighs." 

The  majority  of  cases  of  primary  syphilis  are  undoubtedly  due  to  sex- 
ual congress,  yet  in  those  cases  where  such  relation  is  denied  by  the 
individual,  it  is  well  to  have  in  mind  that  primary  infection  is  often 
brought  abont  in  many  other  ways. 

In  those  cases  where  it  is  not,  or  cannot  be  positively  diagnosed  it  is 
well  never  to  lose  sight  of  the  possibility  of  syphilis,  especially  as  the 
farther  we  go,  the  wider  becomes  the  domain  of  the  disease. 

How  many  new  provinces  has  it  not  invaded  duriog  the  last  twenty- 
five  years?  The  larynx,  eye,  lung,  kidney,  liver,  arteries,  heart,  brain 
and  spine. 

That  primary  syphilis  often  goes  unrecognized,  there  can  be  no  doubt, 
since  the  chancre  may  be  small,  snperficial  or  hidden  away  beneath  the 
prepuce,  it  may  be  of  short  duration,  and  really  begone  before  the  patient 
has  had  his  attention  directed  to  it. 

"In  women,  owing  to  the  anatomical  arrangement  of  their  genital 
organs,  it  is;  one  might  say,  the  rule  for  it  to  pass  nuperceived.'' 

This  being  the  case,  one  can  readily  understand  how  the  disease  may 
be  spread,  not  only  unintentionally,  but  often  without  the  first  person 
recognizing  that  he  or  she  may  be  giving  the  disease  to  the  second  person. 

Probably  ninety  per  cent  of  all  cases  of  Syphilitic  chancre,  are  venerea 
in  their  origin. 

Of  the  various  other  modes  of  transmission,  it  is  at  times  very  diffi- 
cult to  say  just  how  thediaease  has  been  transmitted,  but  certainly  extra- 
genital cases  occur  more  frequently  tb^n  is  generally  supposed. 

Many  times  physicians  and  mid-wives  contract  extra  genital  chancres, 
from  inoculation  of  the  poison  in  abrasions  on  the  fingers,  by  hang  nails, 
etc. 

One  such  case  I  remember  where  the  physician  contracted  a  chancre 
in.this  way,  he  did  not  recognize  the  natnre  of  the  lesion  and  gave  the 
disease  to  his  wife,  who  developed  a  syphilitic  iritis,  resulting  in  adhes- 
ions, ruptnre  of  the  ball,  and  eventual  total  enucleation. 

Cases  of  unsuspected  syphilis  are  undoubtedly  quite  common,  and  I 
believe  are  more  frequent  among  women  than  men. 

I  do  not  refer  here  to  those  cases,  and  there  are  many,  who  deliber- 
ately try  to  deceive  their  medical  attendant,  bnt  to  those  who  really  do 
not  realize  that  they  have  the  disease. 

This  being  the  case  then,  one  can  readily  understand  how  the  disease 
may  be  conveyed  in  an  innocent  manner,  and  the  contagion  ofteo  take 
place  outside  the  genital  sphere. 

With  the  great  majority  of  people,  syphilis  is  considered  as  purely  a 
venereal  disease,  where  as  a  matter  of  fact  it  is  far  less  so  than  gonorrhcea. 

One  writer  claims  that  extra  genital  syphilitic  chancres  occur  in  the 
proportion  of  from  eight  to  ten  per  cent. 

Unsuspected  syphilis  is  not  rare  among  medical  men  themselves.    I 
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Uave  a.'c«8e  to  mind  bow  where  the  physJeiaB  c<nit*act«d  ssTbllis.aod  had 
a  ebgncreoti  the  finger,  but  did  not  rM<vnIse  it  until  hl«  wife  bbd-ttae 
diseasev  was  suffering  with  syphilitic  rbeumatisffl'.  '  '  >

I  know  of  no  -mesnt  of  finding  positively  the  perCetitaKe  of  eases  of 
iinoceot  syphilis,  owincf  to  the  fact  that  patients  (regneotly  deceive  their 
medical  attendautaAto  the  manner  in  trfaich  they  acquired  the  disease; 
but  from  my  own  experience,!  should  be  itaclined  to  estimate  the  innocent 
oaties  asetgbt  percent.  - 

A  year  or  two  ago  I  had  under  my  care  a  child  of  four  years  who  had 
contracted  a  chancre  iu  the  mouth  from  «  pipe  that  had' been  carelessly 
left  on  the  table  by  a  relative  who  was  suffering  at  tbe  time  with  an  ex- 
tienwty  virulent  form  of  syphilis. 

The  child  presented  a  typical  course,  enlarged  glands,  papular  erup- 
tion lasting  several  months,  and  an  iritis,  all  of  which- finally  yielded  to 
syphilitic  treatment. 

These  casescallfitf  very  Careful  management,  in  the  family,  or  tbe 
physician  will  unknowingly  he  the  cause  of  family  separations. 

It  is  most  advisableand  flbk>lately  essential  that  the  medical  attendant 
gjve  tbe  most  positive  instructions  to  Syphllttics  to  refrain  from  kissing 
any  one,  especially  young  children,  as  I  am  sure  the  disease  is  often  con- 
veyed in  that  inanner;  they  most  also  be  warned  against  allowing  any 
other  person  to  use  the  same  spoons,  forks,  knives  or  other  ntenslls,  be- 
fore having  them  sterilized.  On  the  other  faand.'those  persona  whose 
duty  it  is  to  attend  to  syphilitic  patients,  should  be  Instructed  to  use  the 
Utmost  precantion,  see  that  there  are  nO  abrasions  on  the  fingers,  or  any 
poiot  where  the  poison  may  effect  ab  entrance  and  canse  infection. 

The  infection  by  vaccine  vittts  I  regard  now  as  extremely  rare  in 
comparison  to  former  years,  especially  since  the  Inlroductioti  of  vaccine 
put  Up  iu  hermetically  sealed  tubes.  I  had  one  such  case  twenty-two 
years  ago  where  the  child  had  been  vaccinated  at  the  dispensary  (city) 
and  finally  died  of  malignant  syphilis  after  several  months  of  intense  suf- 
fering. 

The  treatment  of  syphilid  Is  nsually  confined  to  the  administration  of 
mercury,  in  one  of  Its  many  forms,  or  in  combination  with  iodide  of  pot- 
ash, yet  there  are  often  cases  that  neither  of  these  drugs,  given  singly  Or 
in  combination,  do  any  good,  for  that' reason  I  call  attention  to  some  of  the 
other  medicines  that  may  be  called  for  besides  simply  gfviog  mercury.  ■" 
Tbe  usual  way  of  administering  the  mixed  treatment  of  mercury  anS 
potash  by  the  stomach  will  doubtless  be  used  in  tbe  majority  of  cases 
but  very  frequently  giving  tbe  —  iodine  hypodermicalLy  will  be  fpuod  by 
far  the  most  satisfactory  plan.  It  does  not  derange  the  stomach  and  its 
action  Is  much  more  prompt  when  given  In  this  way.  The  syrup  of  hy- 
dlodic  acid  is  one  of  tbe  most  satisfactory  methods  of  bringing  the  sys- 
tem  nndei-  the  inffnence  of  iodine  in  a  comparatively  short  time.'  v-^'  i  ^ 
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Nitric  acid  must  sot  be  forgotteti  especially  in  those  cises  where 
mercuTT  can  not  be  taken,  or  fails  to  do  any  good.  Hydrastis  Mnr.  is 
one  of  the  most  important  remedies  in  syphilitic  sore  throat,  with  swelling 
and  difficulty  in  talking  or  sw&Uowiag. 

Second  to  no  other  medicine  will  often  come  inHcpar-SuIph  —  when 
mercnry  ^ppearj  to  aggravate  the  ^mptoms. 

Stillingia  Sylvatica — where  there  are  chronic  symptoms  of  bone  lesions 
and  severe  mnscular  pains. 

Phytolacca — for  the  sore  throats,  characteristic  ernptions,  wilh  a 
debilitated  condition  of  the  entire  system. 

Mezereum  —  especially  in  those  chronic  cases  accompanied  with 
eczematous  eruption  of  the  scalp. 

Corydalis,  Tiact.  in  10  drop  doses  foor  times  daily  for  nodes  on  the 
Tibia. 

Guarala— for  caries  of  bones  and  paralysis.  Passiflora  Incarnata  for 
paralysis. 

Hecla  Lava.     (Triturated  Lava)  for  caries,  and  in  cases  of  exostoses. 

Aurwu  Metalifum  and  Chloride,  and  Arsen  lodid,  should  also  be  re- 
membered. 

Baths,  and  insome  cases  theHotSpring^,. will  greatly  add  to  the  elimina- 
tion of  the  disease  and  the  medicines  also,  especially  when  large  doses  of 
mercury  are  being  given.  I  am  not  in  favor  of  giving  such  enormons 
doses,  howeiver,  as  is  done  by  the  physicians  at  Hot  Springs.

We  have 
seen  a  Violent  cough  of  bronchitis  treated  upon  the  genera]  plan,  with  Ibe 
congb  as  distressing  at  the  end  of  twenty-  four  hours  as  at  the  beginning, 
protnptly  yield  to  six  antikamnia  tablets  during  an  inteivsl  of  six  honrs. 
LflOrtppe  usnttlly  requires  a  double  treatment,  one  directed  to  the  inflii- 
enza,  And  the  other  devoted  to  the  complications  present,  be  th^y  of  the 
respiratory  or£ans  or  digestive  tract.  In  all  cases  antikamnia  tablets  will 
be  found  to  perform  a  prominent  and  successful  part  and  purpose.— ^ei'i-

Those  holding  state  licenses 
of  Missouri,  Kansas,  Illinois,  Iowa,  lodiaoa,  Virginia,  Georgia,  New 
York,  PennsylTftnia,  and  several  other  up  to  date  slates  are  autboriEcd 
(Sec.  8  of  present  taw)  to  be  registered  without  further  examination, 
on  presentation  of  credentials  of  personal  or  professional  good  cfaaracter, 
witb  state  certificates. 

Texas  is  rapidly  developing,  her  towns  are  growing  and  new  towns 
springing  up.  We  have  very  many  towns  of  1000  to  5000  people  without 
homeopathic  doctors.  These  should  be  occupied,  by  well  qualified  phy- 
sicians and  surgeons  (especially)  who  can  and  will  stay. 

To  such  men,  success  ia  reasonably  sure.  Pees  are  good,  climate 
mild,  advantages  excellent.

laflammation  in  any  form  attacking  tbe  toosillar  regioD  gives  tise  to 
symptoms  of  most  distressing  character  and  at  the  same  time  provides  a 
most  favorable  soil  for  the  entry  into  the  system  of  other  infections.

I  wish  to  report  tbe  aaccessfnl  nae  of  the  hyosoine,  morphine  and  cac- 
tin  combioattoa  as  a  general  anesthetic  in  an  amputation  of  the  thigh  in 
the  upper  one  third. 

The  tablets  naed  were  those  put  up  by  The  Abbott  Alkaloidal  Com- 
pany, and  contained  Hyoscine  Hydrobromide,  gr.  l/lOO,  Morphine  Hy- 
drobromide,  gr.  ^,  Cactin  gr.  l/67.  Injections  (hypodermic)  were  given 
two  hours,  one  hour  and  half  an  hour  before  operation.  Anesthesia  was 
Ideal  and  complete  throughout  operation  and  for  seversl  hours  afterward.  ' 
No  ill  effects  whatever  were  noticed  at  any  time.  Mnsenlar  relaxation  was 
not  socomplete  as  in  ether  or  chloroform  anesthesia  so  that  after  the  opera* 
tion  no  subsequent  contraction  of  flaps  took  place  and  there  was  no  more 
tension  on  the  stitches  afterward  than  at  tbe  time  they  were  put  in. 

If  this  anesthetic  will  work  in  all  cases  as  well  as  It  did  in  this  an4 
numerous  others  reported  in  the  medical  journals,'  it  would  appear  to  be 
the  ideal  anesthetic  for  6eld  use  and  emergency  work  where  one  may  be 
short  handed,  as  it  does  away  entirely  with  the  anesthetist  and  the  space 
and  care  necessary  in  the  transportation  of  ether  or  chloroform. 

The  absence  of  inconvenient  after-effects  is  a  mo^t  valuable  feature  of 
this  preparation  m  field  woik,  while  the  ability  to  perform  serious  opera- 
tions promptly  is  of  particular  advantage;  but  of  equal  utility  in  active 
service  is  the  possibility  of  securing  complete  rest  and  anesthesia  in  cases 
of  injuries  too  extensive  to  permit  of  immediate  operative  atteutio::, 
sncD  as  in  visceral  injuries  of  the  abdomen,  chest  or  head.  It  seems  a 
good  thing  for  the  military  surReoo  and  should  come  into  favor  with  him.

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ACCIDERTAl  ELECTRIC  SHOCKS.* 


In  this  day  of  electric  utilities,  when  every  city  and  town  is  enmesb- 
ed  in  spider  webs  of  overhead  wires  from  electric  railways,  lighting 
plants,  and  telephone  lines,  many  of  which  from  the  very  nature  of  their 
office  are  charged  with  high  power  currents,  and  any  of  which  are  liable 
by  the  mere  accidental  crossing  of  a  wire  to  become  the  carrier  of  a  death 
dealing  entity,  and  that  too  without  giving  a  moments  notice,  or  the 
slightest  visible  indication  of  its  being  so  charged;  when  thousands  of 
men  are  engaged  in  working  among'  them  and  serious  accidents  are  of 
almost  hourly  occurrence,  it  behooves  not  only  the  members  of  the  pro- 
fession but  the  laity  as  well,  to  possess  thetnselves'of  at  least  a  rudimen- 
tary understanding  of  what  is  known  relative  to  the  action  upon  the 
human  body  of  this  deadly  power,  and  also  of  the  all  too  meager  means 
that  may  be  made  available  in  (Combating  its  possible  havoc. 

Of  paramount  importance  in  considering  these  cases  is  the  fact  that 
death  from  electric  accidents  is  not,  as  is  popularly  supposed,  immediate, 
though  to  the  spectator  who  sees  a  fellow  workman  suddenly  stricken  ap- 
parently dead,  and  is  unable  to  discover  any  succeeding  evidence  of  life, 
the  presumption  that  bis  death  was  instantaneous  is  most  natural.  More- 
over when  his  testimony  to  that  effect  is  questioned  and  the  evidence  of 
his  own  observation  is  contradicted  and  set  aside  by  the  substitute  state- 
ment that  death  was  rather  the  ultimate  result  of  a  suspension  of  func- 
tions essential  to  life,  he  may  be  excused  for  regarding  such  assertion  as 
merely  "a  distinction  without   a  difference",  a  meaningless  quibble,  an

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ansympathetic  and  barren  technicality;  bat  fortunately  for  the  anfortu- 
nate  victim  the  evidence  of  the  eye  witness  is  often  incorrect,  and  what 
seems  to  him  as  senseless  sophistry,  may  be  in  any  one  of  these  instancest 
the  hair  which  divides  the  false  and  true,  the  margin  between  immediate 
death  and  subsequent  life;  while  to  the  physician  who  may  be  within 
call  it  may  mean  the  difference  between  his  simply  numbering  one  among 
the  crowd  of  helpless  bystanders,  and  being  possibly  able  by  intelligent 
endeavor  to  dislodge  the  clutching  fingers  of  the  grim  monster  and  restore 
a  fellow  being  uninjured  to  hi;  friends.  At  the  time  of  one  of  these  ac- 
cidents, the  victim  falls  to  the  gronnd,  incapable  of  voluntary  or  involun- 
tary movement,  because  every  muscle  within  the  path  of  the  electric 
activity  is  held  in  a  convulsive  grip  that  knows  no  relaxation  nntil  such  a 
time  as  a  canaectioa  is  broken  or  for  some  other  reason  the  current  ceases 
to  flow. 

If  it  happens  that  the  points  of  contact  are  snch  as  to  embrace  no 
vital  orgin  in  the  path  of  the  current,  as  for  example  the  two  hands,  a 
bind  and  a  fo3t  or  even  a  hand  and  the  head  (for  the  latter  by  virtue  of 
the  protection  given  the  brain  on  account  of  the  superior  conductivity  of 
binsi  over  soft  tissues,  is  capable  under  certain  conditions  of  receiving 
larg!  daies  of  electricity  without  serious  consequence)  the  effect  may  be 
cjapiratively  local  and  correspondingly  devoid  of  great  danger;  but  tf, 
as  is  often  the  case  the  heart  and  Inngs  are  within  the  field,  these  organs 
are  grasped  with  a  vise-lilce  clntch  that  holds  every  muscnlar  fiber  of 
them  in  a  tease  and  unremitting  contraction,  denying  the  latter  the  power 
of  expansion,  forcing  th;  blood  from  the  heart,  arteries,  and  capillaries, 
thns  causing  a  venous  congestion  of  the  brain  and  viscera,  and  a  lack  of 
nourishment  to  vital  nerve  centers,  from  which,  unless  some  power  is  at 
hand  to  promptly  break  the  current  and  excite  a  renewal  of  the  functional 
activity  thus  held  in  snspsnsion,  a  consequent  fatal  asphyxia  or  paralysis 
must  soon  follow. 

While  it  is  trne  that  there  are  instances,  quite  often  from  strokes  of 
lightaing,  and  occasionally  from  commercial  currents,  where  there  is  a 
disintegration  of  some  vital  tissue  by  the  electric  bolt  and  death  is  neces- 
sirily  in^tantansons,  and  others  too  where  the  contact  has  covered  such 
a  period  of  tiois  that  a  restoration  of  heart  action  is  physically  impossible, 
cases  in  which  whatever  effort  might  be  put  forth  in  the  hope  of  restora- 
tion must  be  but  wasted  energy,  since  these  conditions  cannot  usually  be 
learned  with  certainty  antil  later,  every  case  of  accident  from  an  electric 
shock  should  be  regarded  as  presenting  a  fighting  chance  for  recovery 
notwithstanding  every  evidence  of  life  may  be  for  the  moment  wanting. 

Another  matter  which  lends  a  ray  of  hope  for  these  unfortunates  and 
is  therefore  wortby  of  mention  is  the  well  established  fact  that  the  volt- 
age of  the  current  is  of  comparatively  minor  importance  in  estimating 
what  constitutes  a  lethal  dose  of  electricity,  for  memory  is  still  fresh  re- 
garding the  revolting  failures  made,  in  the  early  electrocutions,  notwith- 
standing entreats  of  eight  amperes  and  eighteen  hundred  volts  with  P^VqIp 
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feet  coanectiona  were  used,  and  moreover  records  vftry,  from  reports  of 
fatal  results  from  a  ninety-five  volt  current  to  escape  from  serioas  injury 
thou^Ii  in  contact  with  one  of  ten  thousand  volts.  This  apparently  con- 
tradictory phenomenon  is  readily  explained  by  the  fact  that  though  a  wire 
may  be  carrying  a  very  high  voltage,  imperfect  connection  and  individual 
resistance  may  reduce  that  actually  received  by  the  victim  to  a  compara- 
tively small  per  cent  thereof. 

While  a  large  number  of  these  accidents  are  and  doubtless  must  con- 
tinue to  be  fatal,  yet  sin^e  it  is  the  point  and  perfection  of  the  contact 
rather  thin  the  strength  of  current  on  the  wire  that  determines  the  severity 
of  them,  and  further,  that  in  a  majority  of  instances  where  death  thus 
occurs  it  is  as  an  ultimate  rather  than  a  direct  and  immediate  result  of 
the  electric  bolt.  It  is  obvions  that  in  many  cases  there  is  a  period  dur- 
iog  which  effi  :ieDt  cSort  toward  combating  the  effect  of  the  same  can 
and  should  be  made. 

Wd:n  called  to  administer  to  one  of  these  cases  all  local  injuries 
should  b:  ignored  for  the  moment,  and  since  the  heart  and  the  lungs  are 
the  organs  upon  which  these  high  power  currents  work  the  greatest  evil, 
the  first  attention  should  be  devoted  to  them.  If  the  action  of  the  former 
is  weak  or  wanting,  a  cardiac  stimulant  should  be  hypodermicatly  given 
and  its  action  spurred  by  a  qnick  stretching  of  the  anal  sphincter. 

Respiration  should  be  arti&cally  stimulated,  either  by  the  Sylvester 
system,  which  is  now  or  ought  to  be  taught  in  all  the  schools,  or  by  the 
Laborde  method  of  rythmic  traction  of  the  tongue.  Bither  of  these  may 
be  supplemented  by  the  use  of  faradism  which  must  be  applied  inter- 
rapedly  coincident  with  the  other  measures. 

As  in  efforts  at  resuscitation  after  drowning  or  the  inhalation  of  nox- 
ious gas,  ths  struggle  must  be  vigorously  and  nnremittingly  perserved  in 
for  a  half  hour  or  more  even  though  there  may  be  no  encouragement  or 
Indication  of  revival ;  but  thia  being  done,  though  many  be  the  failures 
the  successes  will  be  of  sufficient  frequency  to  more  than  recompense  for 
all  the  expended  exertion.

!□  pteparinK  the  patient  I  aroid  alt  the  asual  "fuss  and  feathers", 
keeping  him  id  as  neailj'  a  normal  condition  as  possible. 

Unless  for  special  reasons,  I  administer  no  cathartics  prior' to  opera- 
tion, for  the  reason  that  cathartics  lower  the  general  vitality,  resistence 
of  the  bowels,  and  retard  normal  peristalsis.  It  is  a  welt  known  fact, 
that    after    any   pnrgatitre  very   obstinate   and  undesirable  constipation 


My  plan  is  to  avoid  the  scrubbing  to  which  patients  are  feneislly 
subjected,  merely  giving  a  good  tub  bath  and  an  enema  the  night  before 
the  operation.  For  from  eight  to  twelve  botJts  previous  to  this,  the 
patient  shoutd  be  given  a  light  diet.  The  less  he  is  disturbed  the  better 
liis  night's  rest  will  be  and  consequently  the  better  prepared  he  wilt  be 
for  the  ordeal. 

Before  placing  the  patient  upon  the  operating  table  I  generally  give 
him  a  good  drink  of  cold  water.  It  lessens  the  thirst  following  an  anes- 
thetic, does  not  tend  to  increase  nausea  or  vomiting  and  is  a  great  com- 
fort to  him. 

The  case  is  now  ready  for  the  final  cleansing.  (It  is  immaterial  to 
me  whether  tie  has  been  shaved  the  night  before  or  whether  he  is  shaved 
on  the  table.)  The  field  of  operation  should  be  thoroughly  scrubbed  ■ 
(uot  with  a  stiff  brush,  but  with  a  very  soft  one  or  pieces  of  gauze)  using 
plenty  of  green  soap  and  sterile  water  followed  by  alcohol.  I  rarely  use 
ether  for  the  reason  that  it  causes  a  great  shock  to  the  patient  and  lowers 
the  vitality.  If  you  don't  believe  this,  put  some  ether  over  your  own 
abdomen. 

After  having  thoroughly  protected  the  whole  field  of  operation  with 
sterile  towels,  everything  is  ready  to  make  the  incision.  I  take  it  for 
granted  that  the  surgeon  understands  the  necessity  of  thoroughly  cleans- 
ing his  hands. 

Since  employing  spinal  analgesia,  I  very  seldom  use  chloroform  for 
anesthetic,  consequently,  have  no  trouble  with  nausea  or  vcmiling. 
However,  should'I  give  chloroform,  I  would  take  the  precaution  of  warm- 
iug  it,  as  it  is  then  much  more  easily  inhaled,  and  after  the  operation 
wash  out  the  stomach,  which  eifectually  prevents  nausea  and  vomiting. 

The  incision  for  most  abdominal  operations  is  made  in  medium  line 
through  one  of  the  recti  muscles,  the  physician  being  careful  to  separate 
the  muscular  fibers  and  not  cut  through  them.  When  the  peritoneum  is 
exposed,  pick  it  up  with  two   pairs  of  forceps,  between  which  it  can  be

nicked  with'  i  knife  or  b  pair  of  scissors.  As  soon  as  air  enters  the 
abiominal  cavitr  the  Intestines  recede  and  the  peritonenm  can  be  raised, 
and  «  finger  inserted  through  the  opening  as  a  guide  for  farther  incision 
and  to  determine  the  presence  of  adhesions.  The  intra-abdominal  work 
having  been  finished  (and  there  is  no  occasion  for  drainage)  the  incision 
is  closed  by  layer  suture,  using  No.  1  or  No.  2  chromicized  catgnt. 

I  now  come  to  the  novel  part  of  my  paper:  Thia,  however,  ts  not  en- 
tirely  new,  as  it  has  been  used  and  written  npon  by  Dr.  H.  J.  Boldt,  of 
New  York,  Dr.  Robert  T.  Morris  and  Dr.  Emil  Rtes,  of  Chicago. 

In  an  article  that  appeared  in  the  Medical  Record,  November  24th, 
1906,  Dr.  Marshall  and  Dr.  Quick  advocate  earlier  mobility  for  their 
Coeliotomy  cases.    The  modus  operandi  Is  as  follows: 

Cover  the  wound  with  a  little  piece  of  sterile  gauze  secured  by  two 
narrow  strips  of  adhesive  plaster;  now  make  a  Scultetas  bandage  of  O. 
Z.  plaster,  making  it  fall  width,  12  Inches  wide,  and  long  enongh  to 
thoroughly  envelop  the  patient.  In  tUe  middle  and  lower  part  of  the 
plaster  cut  out  an  oval  that  it  may  not  interfere  with  the  bowel  movement. 
Now,  put  the  patient  npon  this  plaster  in  the  center,  making  a  many- 
tailed  bandage — about  four  on  each-  side — beginning  at  the  bottom,  fold- 
ing alternately  the  ends  over  each  other.  When  the  top  is  reached,  it 
should  be  adjusted  loosely  in  order  not  to  press  upon  the  stomach.  Less 
difficulty  will  be  experienced  if  the  patient  is  placed  npon  the  plaster 
before  the  covering  is  removed  from  it. 

We  now  have  a  bandage  that  thoroughly  fits  and  supports  the  patient, 
from  which  be  cannot  get  nway  and  which  will  not  slip.  With  such  a 
support,  I  always  get  my  patients  ont  of  bed  in  from  12  to  24  hours,  let- 
ting them  sit  up  or  walk  around  as  they  choose.  If  they  do  not  feel  like 
getting  op,  the  physician  should  insist  upon  it.  They  will  soon  become 
accustomed  to  it  and  prefer  it  to  the  recumbent  position. 

After  hysterectomy,  abdominal  or  vaginal,  as  well  as  other  abdominal 
or  pelvic  operations,  I  have  my  patients  up  and  walking  around  inside  of 
24  hours,  invariably. 

The  only  exceptions  to  this  procedure  that  I  can  think  of  are  in  cases 
that  need  drainage  Where  pelvic  or  vaginal  drainage  is  used,  elevate  the 
head  of  the  bed  and  by  gravitation  the  dtainaee  will  be  freer  and  less . 
liable  to  contaminate  the  general  peritoneum.  After  confinement,  this 
is  not  applicable  as  the  uterus  is  large  and  heavy.  Should  it  be  impera- 
tive that  the  patient  remain  in  bed  for  a  week  or  two,  I  always  employ 
massage  and  recommend  the  practice  of  gymnastics  in  order  to  keep  up 
the  strength. 

There  is  nothing  that  will  reduce  the  general  vitality,  strength  and 
nutrition  so  much  as  confinement.  Exercise  in  general  ts  the  best  tonic. 
The  muscles  should  be  used  that  they  may  be  developed.  The  only  ob- 
jection that  might  be  offered  is  losing  revenue  by  getting  the  patient  ont 
too  soon;  but  the  man  who  is  in  medicine  for  revenne,  only,  had  better 
seek  some  other  employment. 
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By  this  method  of  treatment  there  is  less  nansea  and  vomitint:,  less 
abdomiaal  disteatioa  because  flatus  is  passed  more  readily  when  patients 
are  sitting  up  and  walking  around.  Spontaneous  action  of  the  bowels  oc- 
curs earlier;  there  is  less  liability  to  bronchial  and  pulmonary  complica- 
tions; there  is  less  liability  to  circulatory  disturbances;  there  is  better 
assimilation  of  the  food ;  there  is  less  weakening  of  the  general  pbysica) 
condition  of  the  patient.  In  short,  there  is  more  rapid  recovery  to  work- 
ing ability. 


HEBCUtlOUS  IN  THE  AITS.*

From  the  earliest  period  in  history  down  to  the  present  remote  con- 
fines south  of  Mason  and  Dixon's  line  mercury  has  ever  played  large  in 
the  affairs  of  men.  In  the  arts  and  sciences  it  has  claimed  a  wide  range 
of  recognition  and  in  return  has  served  humanity  well.  As  master  it  has 
proven  cunning,  subtle,  cruel;  as  servant  we  have  found  it  benign,  con- 
stant, helpful,  and  altogether  desirable,  and  yet  it  were  most  difficult  (o 
find  the  substance  playing  either  role  of  master  or  servant  for  long  at  a 
time  and  the  eye  that  detects  the  point  where  its  fickleness  begins  must 
possess  much  training  and  alertness.  To  the  novice  the  first  impression 
of  "Quick  Silver"  is  that  it  would  play  with  one,  since  it  glides  hither 
and  thither  with  an  agility  that  suggests  anything  but  seriousneEs  and 
stability,  while  at  the  same  time  he  of  experience  knows  that  it  awaits  an 
opportunity  to  play  with  one,  but  that  the  game  it  would  play  is  havoc. 
Where  ever  this  substance  or  any  of  its  salts  have  to  do  with  the  causa- 
tion 01  with  the  elimination  of  symptoms  it  becomes  of  special  interest  to 
the  physician  and  it  is  with  its  use  in  one  of  the  mechanical  arts  and  with 
the  deleterious  effects  therefrom  that  this  paper  has  to  do. 

Special  reference  is  made  to  the  application  of  mercury  in  the  realm 
of  dentistry.  Here  we  find  it  used  as  amalgam  for  cheap  fillings  in  par- 
tially decayed  teeth  and  also  as  a  coloring  medium  in  the  plates  of  vulca- 
nized rubber  and  with  out  the  slightest  doubt  in  either  capacity  we  often 
find  pronounced  constitutional  effects  localized  at  some  part  of  the  body. 
Dentists;  some  dentists,  tell  us  rather  vehemently  that  this  contention  is 
preposterous  since  for  reasons,  mercury  as  found  in  these  preparations  is 
altogether  insoluble,  other  dentists,  are  quite  as  emphatic  in  the  afflrma- 
tiou  of  this  contention  believing  as  they  do  from  observation  that  many 
distressing  symptoms  are  directly  traceable  to  this  cause.  In  this  phase 
of  the  consideration  it  might  be  as  well  to  remember  that  after  all  it  is  a 
matter  of  mercury  plus  a  marked  susceptibility  of  the  patient  to   that 
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metcnrjr.  This  enables  us  to  onderstand  jast  why  some  patients  who 
wear  mercnrr  in  the  mouth  ta  one  form  or  another  do  not  exhibit  any  ef> 
iect  wiiatsoever  while  in  others  apparently  just  as  healthy,  it  begins  very 
promptly  to  show  its  effects.  The  chief  reasons  held  by  the  opposing 
dentists  and  others  is  that  the  amount  of  mercury  used  in  the  plates  is 
not  sufficient  to  produce  a  systemic  effect  and  further  more  that  in  the 
vulcanizine  process  it  is  subjected  to  a  heat  of  three  hundred  and  twenty 
decrees  (P)  which  in  itielf  precludes  possibility  of  drug  effect.  The 
matter  of  amount  is  answered  by  the  degree  of  susceptibility  of  the  vic- 
tim, and  the  matter  of  heat  is  ridiculous  since  heat  can  not  destroy  the 
character  of  this  substance.  Of  amalgam  fillings  they  use  the  argument 
of  " insolnbility"  stripped  as  it  is  of  the  defence  thrown  about  the  vul- 
canite. The  red  rubber  plate  understand,  is  treated  with  mercury  for  the 
sole  purpose  of  giving  it  the  color  resembling  that  of  the  natural  gum. 
The  composition  of  the  red  plate  rubber  is  caout-chonc  (or  rubber)  48 
parts,  sulphur  24  parts,  vermilion  or  (Bisulphuret  of  mercury)  36  parts. 
Dental  amalgam  is  a  combination  of  mercury  with  one  or  more  of  these 
metals  (i>e.)  tin,  silver,  zinc,  copper,  gold.  Those  dentists  who  recognize 
the  deleterious  effects  of  mercury  as  used  in  their  art,  are  prompted  in 
their  conclusions  by  unmistakable  evidences  of  this  effect  and  ttaeit  prac- 
tical observation  must  be  preferred  to  any  passing  theories  based  upop 
ignorance  or  prejudice  or  both. 

The  experience  of  the  writer  is  best  given  in  the  report  of  a  number 
of  cases  in  which  this  mercurial  effect  was  positively  proven. 

In  May  1897,  a  young  woman  in  Chicago,  consulted  a  fledgeling  in 
medicine  in  regard  to  a  most  obstinate  eruption  that  extended  the  full 
length  of  the  lower  jaw  on  the  left  side.  The  eruption  exuded  a  thin 
watery  substance  and  was  inflamed  and  painful  also  there  were  apthous 
patches  on  the  left  side  of  the  tongue  and  on  the  cheek  6n  the  affected 
side.  Bsaniaation  revealed  a  partial  plate  on  the  left  side  and  this  was 
ordered  removed  to  be  substituted  by  a  non-mercurial  plate.  An  anti- 
dotal remedy  wis  administered,  the  plate  was  changed  as  ordered  result- 
ing in  complete  recovery  in  ten  days.  Nine  years  later  when  the  writer 
was  in  Chicago,  she  reported  to  him  that  she  had  not  experienced  the 
slightest  recurrence  of  the  condition. 

In  Feb.  1899,  Mr.  "W.,  of  Kansas  City,  exhibited  a  pronounced  at- 
tack of  Bell's  Paralysis;  inspection  of  the  teeth  showed  several  large 
amalgam  ffllings  throughout  the  mouth.  He  resisted  the  contention  that 
the  amalgam  was  to  blame  for  the  trouble  on  the  ground  that  he  bad  had 
the  fillings  in  his  mouth  only  ten  days,  however  he  had  had  the  paralysis 
only  two  days,  and  it  was  insisted  that  the  fillings  be  removed.  He 
acquiesced,  bat  the  dentist,  suggested  superciliously,  that  the  physician 
with  such  notioos  must  be  a  Homeo —  which  kindly  reference  resulted  in 
naid  dentist  b:iuz  promptly  refered  to  Dr.  Hamilton's  article  on  Bell's 
paralysis  to  be  found  in  his  book  on  diseases  of  the  nervous  system, 
which  book,  and  which  Hamilton  being  never  in  any  wise  in  sympathy        i  , 
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with  Hotneo —  but  never- the 'less  susKesttos  that  meicniy  in  dentistrr  ii 
dangerous.  The  dentist  was  asked  by  the  patient  (prompted  by  the 
physician)  how  long  a  time  was  usually  necessary  for  the  cure  of  Bell's 
paralysis  and  he  replied  that  by  "scientific  means"  it  was  curable  in  aboat 
so  many  days.  When  this  patient  retnrned  to  him  in  one-feurth  of  that 
time  entirely  cured  be  confessed  to  a  great  surprise  and  agreed  that  thoe 
might  b:  some  effect  after  all.  This  patient  received  Hepar,  and  alncc 
that  time  has  enjoyed  practically  perfect  health. 

In  1903,  Miss  R.,  was  wearing  a  regnlating  appliance  on  her  upper 
front  teeth.  She  bcRan  very  promptly  to  show  marked  symptonu  of  a 
general  constitutional  character  finally  becoming  so  nncomfottable  as  to 
find  It  necessary  to  consult  a  physician,  who  pronounced  her  condition 
"bilionsness".  Remedies  were  administered  with  but  passing  benefit, 
wh:n  the  writer  was  consulted  only  to  find  that  tha  afore-said  appliance 
was  built  upon  a  red  rubber  base,  this  was  removed  another  appliance  sttb- 
stituted  and  with  placebo  prompt  recovery  ensued.  These  are  but  a  few 
of  the  cases  of  this  character  seen  in  a  practice  of  several  years  but  ther 
will  suffice  to  impress  upon  you  the  importance  of  careful  attention  to 
this  pernicious  drag  effect.  It  is  a  question  whether  an  antidote  is  of 
service  after  the  removal  of  the  mercurial  plate  or  the  amalgam,  but 
should  the  symptoms  persist  it  were  then  well  to  take  the  symptoms  and 
prescribe  the  Homeo—  remedy  as  one  would  do  in  any  other  condition 
callinK  i°^  therapeatic  interference.  In  passing  it  may  be  suggested  that 
should  you  determine  upon  a  change  in  your  patient's  plate  yon  may  advise 
the  substitution  of  Tranns,  Herknles  noa-Mercurial  mbber,  which  upon 
the  advise  of  Dr.  R.  M.  Seibel,  the  present  president  of  the  Kansas  City 
Dental  Society,  the  writer  has  found  to  be  quite  as  durable,  and  with  all 
as  desirable,  as  the  rubber  bearing  the  mercury,  and  which  does  not 
p3)s:3s  the  vicious  symptom  producing  element  of  the  latter. 


TBE  TKEATMEHT  OF  LA  OilPPK. 


P.  J.  McCourt  advocates  the  use  of  the  tincture  of  the  freafa  root  of 
gelsemium.  From  three  to  five  minims  are  put  into  six  ounces  of  water, 
and  drachm  doses  of  this  mixture  are  given  every  one  to  three  hours. 
The  writer  believes  that  this  remedy  is  practically  a  specific  for  almost 
every  stage  and  variety  of  la  grippe,  when  free  from  serious  early  compli- 
cations. He  has  found  fluid  preparations  of  the  dry  root  absolutely 
valuless.  The  dose  may  be  much  smaller  than  that  indicated  above,  bat 
should  never  exceed  this  amount.  In  cases  of  patients  who  had  previ- 
ously suffered  from  repeated  attacks  of  influenza,  the  writer  has  found 
arsenic  in  alcoholic  solution  very  efficient  in  conferirnK  immunity. — Med- 
icat  Record,  February  23,  1907. — Columbus  MedkalJoumal.

Anatomy: — This  sinns  is  a  large  pTremidal  cavity  of  tbe  superior 
maxillary  bone;  its  apex  beiDe  directed  outward,  Js  formed  by  the  malar 
process;  its  base,  by  the  outer  wall  of  tbe  nose.  This  cavity  communi- 
cates with  the  middle  meatus  of  the  nose  by  one  or  two  small  apertures; 
tbe  cavity  being  lined  by  a  continuation  of  mucous  membrane  from  tbe 
nose. 

Patient,  Mrs.  P.,  age  64.  Had  influenza  during  holidays,  1906. 
About  three  or  four  weeks  after  the  beginning  of  the  lagrippe,  I  was 
called  and  told  of  the  previous  trouble  and  that  since  then  there  were  fre- 
quent and  severe  pains  about  tbe  right  eye  and  right  side  of  head,  but 
especially  beneath  the  eye.  Previously  to  being  called,  patient  bad  taken 
qatte  a  variety  and  quantity  of  anti -neuralgia  and  pain  killer's  from  vari- 
ons  friends,  whtcb  for  a  time  relieved,  but  later  made  tbe  pain  much  more 
intense,  so  sbe  said. 

Examination  and  observation  sbowed  a  more  or  less  continuons  dis- 
cbai^e  of  purulent  matter  from  tbe  right  nostril. 

The  examination,  with  tbe  symptoms  at  band,  caused  me  to  pro- 
nounce tbe  condition  empyema  of  tbe  Autium  of  Highmore. 

Later  tbe  inSammatiou  spread  to  the  frontal  sinus  of  the  same  side  and 
also  involved  all,  or  nearly  all  the  right  nasal  cavity. 

The  neuralgiaform  pains  which  accompanied  this  condition  at  irre- 
gnlar  periods  were  extremely  torturing. 

7««/»iwi/.-— This  it  seems  to  me  to  be  chiefly  surgica).  First — for 
several  days  by  sprays  of  glycothymoline  25%  in  water,  two  or  three 
times  daily,  using  tbe  curved  tip  on  tbe  atomizer  and  tbe  administration 
of  such  remedies  internally  as  seemed  indicated  to  relieve  the  paiu  and 
lessen  or  reduce  the  pns  formation. 

After  a  few  days  passed,  I  used  a  25%  dioxygen  spray  which  brought 
oat  the  pns  in  large  quantities  and  for  a  time  seemed  to  improve  tbe  con- 
dition very  much. 

Following  the  spray  each  time  oil  was  sprayed  into  tbe  nose  to  pre- 
vent au  increase  of  the  trouble  by  cold. 

After  six  weeks  of  the  above  treatment,  continuously,  with  a  marked 
degree  of  improvement  in  every  respect,  save  the  {rightful  neuralgic 
pains  which  continued  to  come  at  irregular  intervals,  tbe  parties  in  au- 
thority were  persuaded  and  coaseated  to  an  operation  which  tbey  bad 
opposed  for  weeks. 

With  tbe  assistance  of  Dr.  L.  M.  Thompson,  an   iaciston  was  made 
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and  a  drill  put  throngh  as  nearly  as  we  conld  ascertain  above  where  the 
iuA  bicuspid  tooth  once  existed  (the  patient  having  had  no  natural  teeth 
for  many  years.) 

Oa  the  withdrawal  of  the  drill,  pus  gushed  out.  A  rabber  tube  was 
inserted  and  anchored  by  means  of  adhesive  plaster.  Throngh  tbis.the 
civity  was  washed  out  two  or  three  times  daily  with  a  25%  solution  of 
diosyr^'u  and  a  few  days  later  this  washing  was  followed  every  other  day 
by  a  ^  of  1%  carbolic  acid  solution. 

Tais  no::  giving  very  satisfactory  results,  a  dilute  preparatioa  of 
Lusfol's  solution  was  used  daily  to  follow  the  Hj  Oi  washing.  This 
smirted  so  badly,  however  dilute  it  was  used,  so  after  a  time  it  was  dis- 
cantinued  and  a  4%  aqueous  sol.  of  argyrol  was  used  instead. 

The  pus  reduced  to  a  minimum  under  this  treatment,  tho'  the  pain 
did  n  >t  csiss  its  irregular  attacks  till  the  first  warm  day  of  sammer  came, 
at  w  lich  tirn;  there  was  a  mirvelons  diminution  of  the  pain,  which  was 
of  course,  appreciated  by  the  patient. 

An  osteopath  had  been  called  in  about  10  days  before  the  arrival  of 
the  above  named  warm  day,  but  no  change  in  pain  till  this  glad  day  came, 
then  much  praise  fell  to  bis  lot  for  his  soothing  and  benign  influences; 
th^  tube  was  removed  and  the  medicine  man  was  informed  that  his  mini- 
ature services  were  no  longer  needed. 

Results  of  Osteopathic  Treatment: — She  began  to  grow  worse,  the 
whole  right  side  of  facial  bones  necrosed  and  the  following  automn 
patient  died.

Ths  International  Journal  of  Therapy  of  recent  issue  Dr.  B.  S.  Mc 
Kee  gives  the  following  resume  of  the  treatment  of  coins:  Hard  corns 
and  callosities  can  be  softened  by  repeated  and  prolonged  hot  baths,  fol> 
lowed  by  the  application  of  a  thick  plaster  of  potash  soap  spread  over  a 
piece  of  flannel  which  is  allowed  to  remain  over  night,  when  soft  they 
can  be  sliced  off  with'a  scalpel,  care  being  taken  not  to  injure  the  papil- 
lary layer,  to  cause  bleeding  for  fear  of  infection;  the  tnterdigitsl  spaces 
should  be  kept  dry  by  washing  with  alcohol  and  dusting  with  Salicylic 
acid  and  bismuth  powder,  after  which  cotton  should  be  left  in  the  inter 
spaces.  The  collodion  Salicylatum  comp.  of  the  national  formulary  ate 
excellent  corn  remedies.

We  are  familiar  with  the  story  of  the  patient  wfao  having:  a  chronic 
'  pain,  visited  all  maooer  of  specialists,  searching  for  relief  therefrom,  and 
having  snbmitted  to  all  manner  of  treatment  and  operations  grew  no  bet* 
ter  but  rather  grew  worse,  and  when  in  utter  dispair  at  her  plight  she  re- 
turned to  the  old  tried  and  trusted  physician  of  her  mother,  found  she 
was  suSerins  from  neuralgia  and  was  soon  cured. 

The  import  of  this  all  is  to  show  that  there  is  still  a  place,  a  good 
place,  ooe  of  honor,  trust  and  good  remuneration  for  the  family  physician 
if  he  will  continue  as  such,  but  too  many  times  we  hear  sach  expressions 
as  these,  "My  physician  has  taken  up  surgery  and  cannot  attend  me"  in 
this  illness  or  perhaps,  "My  doctor  is  now  an  oculist  and  will  not  see  me 
in  this  case."  Why?  Has  the  man  grown  too  good  for  his  business! 
Has  he  made  it  but  a  stepping  stone  to  something  higher?  or  is  he  tired 
of  an  humble  field  and  abandoned  it  for  something  greater,  better,  easier 
and  more  remunerative?  We  believe  that  good,  yes,  the  best  specialists 
are  made  from  successful  general  practitioners,  but  the  successful  general 
practice  man  is  of  all  specialists  the  greatest. 

It  is  he  who  first  sees  the  hectic  flush  on  the  cheek,  detects  the  first 
dullness  in  the  lung  apex  and  directs  his  patient  to  beware  of  bis  danger. 
It  is  be,  who,  if  be  is  careful  and  observing  detects  the  pimple  on  face, 
lip  or  other  part  of  the  body  that  foretells  of  malignant  process,  it  is  he 
too  who  will  first  see  the  attack  of  appendicitis,  end  issue  the  warning 
not  to  delay.  Again  it  is  the  family  physician  to  whom  many  a  youth 
will  come  with  the  tale  of  his  first  indiscretion  and  the  resultant 
gonorrhoea. 

But  you  ask  if  he  must  bs  a  specialist  in  all  these  things,  and  my 
answer  is  "No",  but  he  must  be  a  good  diagnostician. 

He,  as  all  others  must  be  a  specialist  in  his  line  that  deepest  of  all 
lines  of  specialties,  human  nature.  The  same  old  methods  that  were  in 
vogue  one  hundred  years  ago  must  not  be  his  only  stock  in  trade,  be  with    , 
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the  rest  of  bis  profession  must  make  advances,  study  and  keep  abreast  of 
the  times. 

His  old  tried  and  true  remedies  are  his  best  friend,  his  surest  succor 
and  most  faithful  servant,  but  the  indications  for  their  use  should  be  ever 
fresh  in  his  mind;  as  he  grows  older  he  should  recognize  disease  more 
easily,  if  possible  avert  it  more  promptly,  or  better  modify  its  course; 
experience  rich  experience ,  he  should  add  to  his  knowledge  and  take  for 
his  own  the  "best  that  the  market  affords."  If  he  does  these  things  he 
shall  do  welt. 

The  first  and  second  generation  will  honor  himi  the  specialist  will  be 
forced  to  wait  for  bis  judgment  and  advice  inmost  matters;  will  appre- 
ciate his  knowledge  and  honor  his  position  as  family  adviser. 

No  danger  that  such  as  he  will  lose  his  practice,  no  feai  that  his 
clients  will  decrease  in  nnmbers  or  wealth.  True  worth  is  appreciated. 
Yet,  if  be  becomes  puffed  up,  arrogant,  dictatorial  and  vain -glorious, 
"pride  will  have  its  fall,"  if  he,  every  new  fad  that  will -o -the -wisp  like 
appears,  sooner  or  later  he  will  stumble  into  the  bog  and  if  he  assays  a 
new  role  without  proper  preparation  and  training,  he  must  not  complain 
when  having  failed  in  his  new  ambition,  he  finds  his  former  patrons  lose 
confidence  in  his  ability. 

God  Bless  the  family  physician  and  prosper  him?  We  need  him? 
The  community  needs  him;  needs  his  best  work?  His  richest  expert* 
ence  and  best  advice.  The  specialist  we  cannot  do  without,  but  special- 
ists will  fail,  fail  sadly  if  we  have  not  the  general  practicioner.

The  session  at  Kansas  City  in  April,  23-25,  can  be  considered  in  many 
ways  a  successful  one.  The  sessions  were  well  attended  especially  by 
the  Kansas  City  physicians  and  from  over  the  western  part  o(  the  state. 
The  program  contained  many  papers  of  marked  interest,  and  the  reading 
of  the  essays  brought  forth  lively  discussions.

We  are 
not  all  constituted  alike,  nor  are  our  experiences  all  alike,  if  they  were 
so,  there  would  be  no  need  of  the  Institute.  Every  body  who  attends, 
does  so  with  either  of  two  ends  In  view,  to  learn  something  new  or  some- 
things better;  or  to  teach  the  other  members  or  attendants  something,  or 
to  blow  his  own  horn.  It  is  usually  that  both  are  satisfied,  as  those  who 
hold  the  former 'object  in  view,  form  ready  listeners  for  those  of  the  moie 
selfish  motives,  we  need  both  in  order  to  have  interesting  meetings.  An 
effort  should  always  be  made  by  the  chairman  of  the  various  bureaux  to

The  Abdominal  and  Pelvic  Brain  with  Automatic  Visceral  Gan- 
glia, by  Byron  Robinson,  B.  S.,  M.  D.,  Chicago,  Illinois.  Published  by 
Frank  S.  Betz,  Hammond,  Ind. 

This  volume  stands  alone  in  its  class  of  works  on  medical  literature, 
in  that  the  author  takes  up  in  detail  the  an  atomy,  physiology  and 
pathology  of  the  abdominal — (solar  and  epigastric  plexus)  and  pelvic 
(cervico-uterine  ganglion)  brain.

TEXAS  HOMEOPATHIC  EXAHINIRO  BOARD. 


Texas  Homeopathic  Medical  Examining  Board  will  hold  its  final 
meeting  at  Ft.  Worth,  Texas,  July  4-5,  1907.  After  July  11  it  will  be 
superceded  by  a  mixed  board,  mainly  allopathic. 

Sec.  8  of  present  law  directs  registry  without  examination,  of  appli- 
cants presenting  (by  mall)  certificates  of  boards  of  some  of  the  more  ad- 
vanced states,  and  Sec.  6  prohibits  discrimination  against  any  applicant 
on  account  of  school  of  practice. 

Although  the  present  law  does  not  require  graduation  as  prerequisite 
to  examination,  for  license,  those  who  have  not  had  at  least  two  years  in 
a  medical  college. 

Those  who  have  been  registered  by  other  Texas  boards  in  last  12 
months,  need  not  apply.     For  blanks,  etc.,  address  H.  B.  StileK,  M.  D., 
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Hux  Vomica  always  seems  to  be  out  of  tune ;  inharmouioiis,  seems  to 
•over  a  gteat  many  of  nux  vomica  conditions;  for  instance,  he  is  usually 
Mtt  ol  tone  with  his  family  or  attendants.  The  more  he  endeavors  to  do 
may  mental  work  the  more  his  mind  gets  befuddled,  and  causes  his  head 
toacbe.  This  inharmonious  action  also  involves  the  entire  sympathetic 
■enoos  system  and  organs  governed  thereby,  i.  e.,  the  bowels  act  spas- 
nodically,  the  harmonious  rythmical  action  present  in  health  is  absent. 
lastead  of  propelling  the  intestinal  contents  onwards,  often  causes  it  to 
seveise  its  course  into  the  stomach  and  followed  by  sour  bitter  eructations. 
Tbal  easy  vomiting  of  ipecac  and  lobelia  is  absent,  on  the  contrary, 
■arked  by  persistent  retching,  yet  not  affording  relief.  The  same  spas- 
BoAc  condition  is  present  in  the  bowel  movements,  feels  the  necessity  of 
an  action  but  unsuccessful.  This  characteristic  pervades,  both  the 
dianahea  and  constipation  of  nux  vomica.  Several  other  remedies  must 
be  bad  in  mind  when  a  condition  like  this  is  encountered.  Mercurtous 
especially,  and  Pulsatilla  also  in  the  inflammations  of  the  colon^  while  the 
diief  distinction  is  the  changeableness  in  the  color  and  appearance  of  the 
stools  of  Pulsatilla,  the  latter  is  usually  worse  at  night  and  wants  the 
hcsb  air,  while  nux  vomica  is  worse  during  the  day  and  is  chilled  by  fresh 
nr  and  being  uncovered.  MercuriouS  perspires  considerable  and  is  not 
aeBeved  thereby.  Nux  vomica  belongs  to  the  irritable  class,  shows  an 
aSection  of  the  cerebro  spinal  and  sympathetic  nervous  system  while  mer- 
s  centers  on  the  vegetative  sphere,  organs  of  digestion,  assimilation 
lelabolism.

About  a  year  ago  I  was  called  ia  a  hurry  to  relieve  the  awful  suffer- 
ing of  Cirl  Rucker,  of  this  city,  10  years  old,  who  went  playiiiR  with 
other  boys  eicploded  about  two  ounces  of  cour.se  black  shooting  powder

eyes,  nostrils  and  mouth.  About  one  half  hour  later  the  little  patient,  a 
very  sensible  child,  rested  very  comfortable  free  from  pain  and  slept  a 
few  hours  soundly.  About  24  hours  later  I  removed  the  whole  mask 
from  the  boys  face  and  to  my  great  delight  and  surprise  the  application 
had  drawn  out  every  kernel  of  the  powder.  The  inflammation  bad  been 
greatly  reduced,  pain  was  all  gotie  and  the  face  appeared  almost  natural 
again  with  the  exception  of  the  sclera  of  both  eyes,  which  I  treated  with 
a  solution  of  Cocaine  adrenalin. 

For  about  a  week  the  face  was  anointed  with  cold  cream  twice  daily, 
and  being  well,  was  discharged  as  cured.

Dttring  the  changeable  spring  weather  it  is  no  anasnal  mattei  for  the 
phjrsiciao  to  be  called  upon  by  bis  patients  to  treat  their  nasal  tronbles, 
among  which  the  most  common  is,  beyond  all  dottbt,  that  catairhal 
tofiammation  of  the  schneiderian  membrane  which  is  currently  called 
rhinitis.  It  Is  that  form  which  is  not  only  annoying  but  very  often  pain- 
ful. Among  the  symptoms  which  may  manifest  themselves  are  pruritus 
as  well  as  an  accompanying  anosmia,  both  of  which  are  exceedingly  un- 
pleasant to  those  so  affected.  There  are  many  practitioners  who  begin 
treating  such  cases  by  at  once  centerizing  the  mucosa  with  stick  nitrate 
of  silver,  with  chromic  acid,  with  the  acid  nitrate  of  mercnry  or  even  with 
the  galvano  cautery. 

These  are  methods  which  are  but  seldom  indicated  and  should  but 
rarely  be  employed,  as  the  results  of  their  use  culminate  in  scars  and  a 
disagreeable  condition  of  the  nasal  cavity  with  the  constant  formation  of 
crusts. 

Not  long  since  I  had  occasion  to  examine  some  patients  affected  with 
such  catarrhal  rhinitis  and  the  appearance  presented  was  that  of  an  angry* 
looking  mncons  membrane  whose  secretion  was  pronounced  and  inclined 
to  become  purulent.  In  all  of  these  the  patients  were  ordered  to  take  ap- 
propriate tonic  remedies  and  for  local  application  the  following  was  or- 
dered to  be  applied  two  or  three  times  daily.

Tkit  preparation  oan  be  procarad  at  all  tltemittt  and  dntggUtM,  tveryielttTt, 
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In  the  stndy  of  tbe  literature  of  cpilepsj,  ooe  is  impressed  with  the 
dearth  of  reliable  information  both  as  to  tbe  pathology  and  tbe  treatment 
of  this  most  distressing  condition. 

Mjst  authorities  agree  that  it  is  an  organic  disease  of  the  cerebral 
cortex  characterised  by  attacks  of  unconsciousness  with,  or  without,  gen- 
eral convnlsions. 

Idiopathic  epilepsy  is  characterized  by  attacks  of  uaconsciousness 
with  general  convulsive  seizures. 

Jacksonian  epilepsy,  t>artial  epilepsy,  cortical  epilepsy,  symptomatic 
epilepsy  is  usually  characterized  by  periodical  convulsions  affecting  only 
certain  groups  of  muscles  and  often  unattended  by  unconsciousness.  It 
is  due  to  disturbance  of  the  projectional  motor  centres. 

Most  authorities  consider  idiopathic  epilepsy  under  three  forms  or 
types,  Grand  Mai,  Petit  Mai  and  psychical  epilepsy. 

Grand  Mai  is  characterized  by  unconsciousness  with  convulsions. 

Petit  Mai  is  characterized  by  unconsciousness  without  convulsions, 
and  psychical  epilepsy  is  a  much  rarer  form  characterized  by  acute  mental 
disorders. 

Etiology: — One-third  of  all  epileptics  reported  have  a  history  of 
hereditary  nervous  conditions  in  one  or  both  parents.  Of  these  nervous 
conditions  epilepsy  and  insanity  form  tbe  greater  portion.  The  greatest 
tendency  to  development  of  the  disease  is  shown  about  tbe  time  of  puberty 
and  forty-six  per  cent  of  all  cases  developed  betwetn  the  ages  of  ten  and 
twenty  years. 
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All  hereditary  nervons  taints  "predispose  to  epilepsy,  but  it  is  a  ques- 
tion wbether  other  hereditary  diseases  have  any  special  influence  on  this 
disease. 

About  twelve  percent  of  cases  develop  during  the  first  three  years  of 
life,  but  the  relationship  existing  between  this  disease  and  infantile  con- 
vulsions is  not  clearly  defined.  It  would  be  easy  to  conceive,  however, 
how  the  same  lack  of  balance  in  the  nervous  system  that  is  shown  in  the 
child  with  convulsive  tendencies  conid  be  developed  into  true  epilepsy. 

The  first  attack  may  be  traceable  to  a  fall  on  the  head  even  without 
any  gross  lesion,  to  fright,  unusual  excitement,  heatstroke,  or  it  may 
follow  any  of  the  acute  febrile  conditions  of  childhood,  particularly  scarlet 
fever.    In  none  of  tbese,  however,  is  it  often  seen. 

As  reflex  causes  we  may  mention  intestinal  irritation,  either  from 
worms  or  intestinal  indigestion,  phimosis,  adenoid  vegetations  in  the 
pharynx,  delayed  or  difficult  menstruation  and  masturbation. 

Syphilis  may  be  the  cause  of  epilepsy  either  with  or  without  brain 
lesions  due  to  this  disease. 

There  is  no  question  but  that  chronic  intestinal  indigestion,  with  the 
putrefaction  and  chronic  constipation  attendant  thereon,  is  among  the 
most  important  factors  in  producing  the  spasm.  But  scarcely  leas  im- 
portant along  this  line,  in  the  experience  of  the  author,  have  been  mastur- 
bation and  sexual  excesses. '  In  sixteen  consecutive  cases  which  came 
under  my  personal  observation  all  were  mastnrbators  and  all  were  con- 
stipated. 

In  238  cases  reported  by  Herter  and  Smith,  72  per  cent  showed  un- 
mistakable evidence  of  intestinal  putrefaction,  as  shown  by  the  presence 
of  etberial  sulphates  Intheurine  in  large  amount,  just  before  the  paroxysm. 

This  association  of  intestinal  putrefaction  with  epileptic  seizaies  is 
most  important  as  furnishing  a  clew  to  the  management  of  many  of  these 
cases. 

In  the  experience  of  .the  author  it  has  been  one  of  the  most  important 
etiological  factors,  especially  in  children,  and  as  an  exciting  cause  of  flrst 
attacks. 

Sex  seems  to  have  little  influence  on  the  disease. 

Patkolosy- — There  are  few  diseases  in  which  the  pathology  of  the 
condition  is  not  more  satisfactorily  explained  than  epilepsy.  Aside  from 
the  fact  that  the  nervous  discharge  or  explosion  is  the  result  of  disturb- 
ance In  the  cortical  substance  of  the  brain,  the  pathology  of  Ibis  condition 
is  wrapped  in  obscurity.  Degenerative  changes  in  certain  ganglion  cells, 
amounting  to  almost  complete  dissolution  of  these  cells  in  some  instances 
have  been  reported  by  some  authors,  while  others  have  reported  hyper- 
plasia and,  in  some  instances,  sclerosis  of  the  neuroglia  or  the  cortex  in 
the  affected  area. 

Symptoms: — The  symptoms  of  epilepsy  are  almost  too  familiar  to  the 
general  practice  to  need  repeating  here.  In  the  Grand  Mai  we  have  an 
aura  of  more  or  less  pronounced  degree  consisting  of  certain  prodroi^iplc 
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symptoms.  The  anrn  may  consist  of  almost  anf  symptom  or  set  of  symp- 
toms and  may  be  either  motor  or  sensory,  such  as  a  spasm  of  the  le^,  arm 
or  face,  or  aambness  or  tingllne  or  some  abnormal  sensation  in  any  part 
of  the  body,  asually  rising  gradually  to  the  head,  at  which  time  uncon- 
sciousness occurs. 

The  variety  of  symptoms  and  sensations  described  by  patients  as  in- 
dicating the  approach  of  the  convulsions  is  endless.  There  may  be  a  sen- 
sation in  one  finger,  in  the  face,  or  a  toe,  or  the  tongae  or  eye,  ot  in  any 
part  of  the  body ;  or  the  warning  may  be  of.  a  general  character,  as  a 
sensation  of  heat  or  cold,  or  a  faintness.  There  may  be,  also,  visceral 
aurse,  such  as  nausea,  or  vomiting,  epigastric  pain,  palpitation,  or  cardiac 
distress. 

There  may  be  a  feeling  of  dizziness  or  vertigo,  or  a  general  feeling  of 
strangeness,  or  a  dazed  condition.  There  may  be  sparks  before  the  eyes, 
or  flashes  of  light,  or  strange  objects  may  be  seen;  or  there  may  be  a 
momentary  loss  of  hearing,  or  strange  sounds  and  noites. 

In  most  cases  the  aura  is  peculiar  to  the  individual,  and  generally  the 
same  set  of  symptoms  in  the  same  patient. 

In  the  beginning  of  the  seizure  the  face  usually  becomes  pale,  the 
eyes  widely  dilated  and  rolling  up  in  their  orbits.  This  is  quickly  followed 
by  loss  of  consciousness,  when  the  patient  falls  violently  to  the  ground 
and  almost  simultaneously  with  the  fall  the  muscles  take  on  tonic  contiac- 
tioui  which  frequently  causes  the  patient  to  bite  the  tongue.  The  head  is 
often  rotated  to  one  side  and  the  face  now  becomes  &rst  livid,  then  dark 
and  has  the  appearance  of  cyanosis,  due  to  the  interference  with  the 
reipi.rjitioa  The  arms  are  usually  flexed  and  assume  the  position  of 
tetany;  but  the  legs  are  extended.  The  bowels  and  bladder  are  frequently 
emptied,  andall  the  symptoms  point  to  the  violence  of  the  muscular  spasm.    . 

The  stage  of  tonic  spasm  may  last  from  ten  seconds  to  half  a  minute  and 
is  followed  by  the  stage  of  clonic  convulsions,  in  which  the  symptoms  are 
those  of  ordinary  convulsions.  The  muscular  contractions  are  violent  and 
there  is  often  frothing  at  the  mouth.  Gradually  the  muscles  of  respira- 
tion relax,  air  enters  the  lungs  and  the  cyanosis  passes  away.  The  clonic 
spasm  may  continue  for  a  variable  length  of  time — usually  from  two  or 
three  minutes  to  half  an  hour— the  muscular  contraction  becoming  less 
and  less  violent  until,  they  flnally  cease.  The  patient  usually  passes  irom 
this  stage  into  a  deep  sleep,  which  may  last  from  a  few  minutes  to  several 
hours,  and  from  which  he  usually  wakens  with  a  severe  headache,  which 
may  continue  for  several  hours. 

The  attack  may  be  followed  by  temporary  paresis,  or  aphasia,  hysteri- 
cal phenomena,  vomiting,  or  intense  hunger.  In  very  rare  cases  there 
may  be  found  traces  of  sugar  in  the  urine. 

In  the  Petit  Mai,  the  attacks  offer  a  very  great  variety  of  symptoms, 
and  at  times  it  is  almost  impossible  to  distinguish  the  epileptic  from  the 
various  other  conditions  which  are  so  closely  simulated,  except  by  the 
periodicity  of  the  symptoms.     * 
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They  pass  under  the  oame  of  "spells,"  "attacks  of  dizziness"  "faint- 
ing spells,"  etc. 

Tbe  symptom,  which  usually  stamps  them  as  epileptic,  is  the  loss  of 
consciousness,  and  this  may  be  of  such  short  duration  as  to  pass  un- 
noticed and  is  even  absent  altogether  in  some  cases. 

There  is  no  fait,  but  there  may  be  a  slight  dropping  of  the  head,  a 
vacant  stare,  or  some  peculiar  expression  or  motion  and  that  is  bH. 

After  such  a  mild  attack  the  patient's  mind  may  be  entirely  clear  or 
he  may  be  somewhat  confused  and  say  or  do  strange  things.  All  sorts  of 
curious  acts  have  been  performed  by  patients  in  an  automatic  way,  follow- 
ing an  attack  of  epilepsy  and  may  be  considered  as  a  part  of  the  condition. 
In  rare  instances  even  acts  of  violence  have  been  done. 

In  considering  the  mental  condition  of  epileptics  a  careful  distinction 
must  be  made  between  those  cases  in  which  the  disease  is  the  direct  re- 
sult, or  secondary  to  «ome  organic  brain  disease,  such  as  infantile  cerebral 
palsy,  and  those  cases  which  are  the  result  of  idiopathic  epilepsy. 

After  emerging  from  an  attack  of  epilepticconvulsions  the  patient  may 
appear  as  in  a  trance  and  move  about  performing  senseless  and  purpose- 
less acts,  although  seemingly  conscious.  This  condition  may  pass  into 
epileptic  mania,  in  which  condition  the  patient  is  dangerous  to  those  about 
him,  and  this  mental  derangement  may  finally  result  in  dementia  end  a 
chronic  state  of  mental  impairment. 

In  Jacksonian  epilepsy,  which  is  caused  by  some  irritation  of  the 
motor  centres  of  the  cortex  of  the  brain,  consciousness  is  not  lost  during 
the  attack,  or  at  least,  not  till  very  late  in  the  attack,  if  at  all.  The  spasm 
begins  in  a  group  of  muscles,  and  extends  until  the  whole  limb  or  face  is 
involved.  The  extent  of  the  brain  lesion  may  increase  so  that  the  couvul- 
sions  involve  more  mnscles  until  they  become  general. 

In  psychical  epilepsy  the  patient  may  perform  some 'peculiar  automatic 
action,  such  as  undressing  himself,  tearing  anything  withiu  reach,  mb- 
bing  his  face,  or  spitting  about  in  a  careless  way.  Sudden  outbursts  of 
maniacal  excitement  may  take  place,  and  during  these,  crimes  and  par- 
ticularly assaults  maybe  committed. 

The  diagnosis  of  epilepsy  may  be  very  difficult  during  the  first  few 
attacks.  Petit  Mai  may  simulate  very  closely  an  attack  of  syncope, 
Menieres  disease,  cardiac  lesions  and  indigestion.  lu  these  conditions 
there  is  no  loss  of  consciousnesss  as  to  Petit  Mai,  however.  Grand  Mai 
is  simulated  by  ursemic  convnlsions,  simple  convulsions  of  children,  con- 
vulsions from  organic  brain  lesions,  malingering  and  hysteria.  In  ureemta 
there  is  scanty,  albuminous  urine  with  high  arterial  tension.  In  convul- 
sions of  children  we  can  usually  trace  the  cause.  In  organic  brain  dis- 
ease the  historv  and  other  symptoms  generally  serve  to  clear  up  the 
diagnosis.  Malingerers  do  not  bite  the  tongue  and  the  attack  can  be 
readily  stopped  by  strong  pressure  over  the  supraorbital  notch.  In  hys- 
teria there  is  usually  an  emotional  element  iu  the  exciting  cause,  the  onset 
is  frequently  gradual,  the  patient  never  bites  the  tongue  and  there  is  never 
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loss  of  control  of  the  sphincters.  The  convulsions  are  of  longer  duration 
and  more  violent  throughout,  and  the  patient  frequently  talks.  All  these 
symptoms  are  generally  reversed  in  epilepsy. 

The  prognosis  of  epilepsy,  except  in  Jacksonian  epilepsy,  and  in  cer- 
tain forms  of  re&ex  epilepsy,  is  not  good,  although  treatment  will  give 
considerable  relief.  It  does  not  tend  to  markedly  shorten  life.  Where 
the  convulsions  in  adults,  and  particularly  when  they  are  caused  by 
sypbillis,  and  in  children  in  acute  fevers,  the  prognosis  is  better. 

The  treatment  of  epilepsy  depends  entirely  upon  otir  ability  to  remove 
thecause,  or  causes,  as  the  case  may  be.  If  there  is  pressure  from  an  old 
injury  to  the  skull  we  will  frequently  see  marked  improvement  if  not  com- 
plete recovery  from  surgical  treatment.  If  the  case  is  due  to  phimosis, 
and  generally  when  it  is  due  to  masturbation,  circumcision  is  indicated 
and  will  do  much  to  clear  up  the  condition.  In  some  obstinate  cases  of 
sexual  erytbism  I  would  favor  castration  as  offering  the  best  prospect  of 
cure. 

One  case  of  about  35  years  standing  was  almost  entirely  relieved  by 
the  amputation  of  a  badly  scarred  hand,  which  he  had  carried  from  the 
time  of  the  first  convulsion.  Several  other  cases  that  have  come  under  toy 
observation  have  ceased  to  have  convulsions  when  relieved  of  a  chronic 
case  of  intestinal  indigestion  with  constipation,  bearing  out  the  theory 
now  largely  advanced,  that  autointoxication  from  this  source  is  often  an 
important  factor. 

There  is  no  condition  in  the  whole  field  of  medicine  where  it  is  more 
absolutely  necessary  for  us  to  get 

THE  TOTALITY  OF  THE   SYMTOMS 
before  we  can  make  a  prescription  or  decide  on  any  remedial  measures. 

Most  cases  taken  early,  will  yield  to  proper  treatment,  but  when  they 
become  more  chronic  we  must  search  deeper  in  order  to,  even  alleviate 
them. 

I  believe  that  time  will  demonstrate  that  at  least  ninety  percent  of 
these  cases  can  be  cured  if  we  can  only  discover  the  underlying  condition 
before  there  is  actual  destruction  of  brain  tissue. 

As  far  as  remedies  are  concerned,  I  would  say,  study  your  case 
thoroughly  and  prescribe  only  on  ike  totality  of  Ike  symptoms.

Sarely  the  faamin  nervous  system  i8"A  harp  of  a  tboussnd  strings." 
It  Is  viMated  aad  plajred  upon  by  every  passing  influence,  either  in  the 
harmony  and  thrill  of  sweet  concord  or  in  the  rasping  twang  of  tuneless 
discord. 

We  see  demonstrations  of  this  every  day.  At  times  the  relation  of 
causes  and  effect  seem  plainly  apparent;  i«ain,  we  are  at  loss  to  know 
just  where  the  "crossed  wires"  and  "short  circuiting"  of  the  nervous 
apparatus  is  located. 

A  case  in  point,  of  recent  occurrence,  may  be  of  interest. 

A  lady,  married,  aged  32,  came  to  me,  some  months  ago,  stating  that 
the  vision  of  her  right  eye,  formerly  normal,  had  been  gradually  growing 
dimmer  for  three  or  four  months,  without  any  known  cause.  She  bad 
received  advice  and  treatment  from  two  well  known  oculists,  with  no 
benefit;  on  the  contrary,  she  was  gradually  losing  the  sight  of  the  right 
eye. 

Various  opinions  had  been  expressed.  Optic  neuritis,  brain  trouble, 
constitutional  disease,  etc.,  bad  been  suggested  and  treatments  had  been 
given  accordingly;  still  no  relief. 

Examination  of  the  right  eye  showed  no  evidence  of  external  trouble. 
The  vision  of  the  eye  was  15/70;  pupil  and  tension  normal.  The  optic 
disk  was  dull  and  blurry;  veins  fnll  and  turgid;  arteries  small. 

The  left  eye  was  normal  in  all  respects.  Her  general  health  was 
good. .  There  was  no  history  of  any  disease  in  the  past. 

It  was  without  doubt  optic  nerve  trouble,  but  the  cause  of  it  was 
baffling  and  remained  so  for  more  than  two  weeks,  until  one  day  she  in- 
cideatally  mentioned  that  the  eye  commenced  to  bother  her  a  couple  of 
weeks  after  a  dentist  had  put  a  gold  crown  on  one  of  her  teeth,  an  upper 
bicuspid,  on  the  right  side.  She  stated  that  the  tooth  had  been  sensitive 
and,  at  times,  even  painful  ever  since. 

Bxamination  of  the  tooth  in  question  showed  it  to  be  quite  sensitive 
to  pressure  and  the  gum  around  it  was  red  and  irritable. 

Here,  in  my  opinion,  was  a  possible  cause  for  her  eye  tronble,  for  I 
had  seen  and  reported  two  similar  cases. 

I  instructed  her  to  have  the  crown  removed  and  the  diseased  root 
treated  and  cared  for.  This  was  done,  and  the  result  was  a  gradual  but 
complete  restoration  of  the  defective  vision  of  the  right  eye. 

It  was  a  reflex  neurosis  pure  and  simple,  which  was  cured  when  the 
cause  was  removed,  and  any  other  treatment  was  and  necessarily  would 
have  been  absolutely  useless.

Stlmson,  in  his  work  on  Fractures  and  Dislocations,  menltons  foar 
recorded  cases  of  outward  dislocarion  of  the  knee  joint.  The  apparent 
rarity  of  this  variety  of  dislocations  induced  the  writer  to  repoit  a  case  of 
this  nature. 

John  C,  aged  25  years,  on  December  4th,  1906,  while  testing  his 
skill  and  physical  strength  in  a  wrestling  match,  was  pulled  down  by  his 
opponent,  throwing  the  combined  weight  of  the  two  men  on  his  partially 
flexed  right  knee  and  resulting  in  the  displacement  of  the  tibia  outward 
with  the  concave  articular  surface  of  the  inner  tuberosity  resting  against 
the  outside  of  the  outer  condyle  of  the  femur,  placing  the  tibia  almost  at 
right  angles  to  the  femur.  The  patellar  ligament  and  patella  were  drawn 
obliquely  outward,  resting  on  the  condyle  of  the  femur,  with  the  skin 
tightly  stretched  over  the  articular  surface.  Diagnosis  was  easily  made, 
as  well  as  the  reduction  being  readily  affected.  By  grasping  the  leg  above 
the  ankle  ivith  the  right  hand  of  operator  and  with  the  left  above  the  knee 
joint,  with  the  extended  thumb  resting  against  the  outer  tuberosity  of  the 
tibia,  then  by  alternately  flexing  and  extending  the  leg,  with  pressure  ex- 
erted by  the  thumb  it  was  easily  pushed  back  in  place. 

After  treatment  consisted  of  immobilization  by  means  of  a  temporary 
splint  for  two  days,  then  incased  the  knee  in  a  plaster  cast.  The  exten- 
sive swelling  subsided  in  one  week  so  that  it  was  necessary  to  renew  the 
plaster  cast.  At  the  end  of  the  second  week  he  was  allowed  to  walk  about 
with  the  aid  of  crutches.  Removed  plaster  cast  at  end  of  third  week  and 
applied  Z.  O.  adhesive  strips.  On  the  second  of  January  he  discarded  his 
crutches,  and  regained  perfect  use  of  limb,  with  no  indication  of  subluxa- 
tion or  weakness  of  knee  even  when  heavy  lifting  in  following  his  occupa- 
tion, that  of  apiano  mover. 
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When  operating  for  varicocele  it  is  far  better  to  make  the  incision 
over  the  external  ring,  as  in  herniotomy  than  the  usual  incision  in  the 
scrotum.  The  cord,  veins  and  artery  may  be  pushed  out  of  the  opening 
and  the  veins  separated  from  the  others  and  ligated.  The  operation  is 
much  simpler  and  easier,  involves  less  laceration  and  hemorrhage,  and  the 
dangers  from  embolism,  thrombosis  and  septic  iLfection  are  greatly  mini- 
mized; It  is  wholly  unnecessary  to  touch  either  the  wounds  in  skin  and 
tunica  vaginalis  or  the  cord  and  veins — finger -infection,  here  being  very 
serious,  since  the  wound  must  be  closed  without  drainage.  It  is  best 
sealed  with  collodion,  over  which  a  protective  gauze-pad  should  be 
placed. — Amer.  Jour,  of  Clin.  Medicine. 
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Last  Febniary.  at  the  Albany  meeting  of  the  New  Yoik  State  Society, 
the  bomoepathic  physicians  of  the  Etupire  State  cleclartd  by  resolution 
the  urgent  neetj  for  revision  and  unification  of  the  nomenclatuie  of  our. 
attenuations.  In  discussing  the  problems  at  tbat  meeting,  ycui  speaker 
suggested  tbat  Providence,  perhaps,  endowed  bomceopalby  with  the 
potency  question  in  order  that  the  practical  features  ol'our  sjstfm  of 
medicine  might  remain  a  never-ended  subject  of  discussion.  Undoubt- 
edly, this  problem,  in  some  measure  at  least,  has  kept  alive  tie  flime  of 
enthusiasm,  certainly  its  consideration  has  rendered  spectacular  many  a 
meeting  of  the  profession  which  otherwise  might  have  been  quite  common- 
place. 

There  are  things  about  potency  and  potencies,  however,  which  it  is 
more  than  surprising  have  not  long  since  been  settled,  and  taken  from  tbe 
controversial  field.  I  make  bold  to  refer  to  some  of  these,  and,  in  order 
that  there  may  be  no  chance  of  misunderstanding  my  position  regarding 
all  divisions  of  the  homceopathic  profession,  I  may  be  permitted  perhaps, 
as  on  another  occasion,  to  first  declare  my  personal  conviction  regarding 
homoeipathic  practice.  What  one  unimportant  member  of  a  great  pro- 
fession may  or  may  not  believe,  is  usually  a  matter  of  small  consequence, 
but  when  he  presumes  to  pose  as  a  critic  he  should  at  least  proclaim  bis 
loyalty  to  the  esseutials  of  the  practice. 

I  believe  that  every  mao  who  prescribes  medicine  for  the  cure  of 
disease,  selecting  the  remedy  in  accordance  with  tbe  theory  of  similars,  is 
a  homoeopath.  Whether  he  prescribes  this  remedy  high  or  low,  prepared 
by  the  decimal  or  the  centesimal  scale,  in  dilution  or  trituration,  polen- 
tized  by  the  Hahnemannian  or  by  the  fluxion  method,  I  say,  in  all  sin- 
cerity, that  in  my  opinion  the  processes  of  the  disease,  whatever  may  be 
its  name,  will  be  more  or  less  modified  by  the  prescription.  While  I  have 
individual  preference  for  what  are  commonly  called  the  lower  potencies, 
with  present  knowledge  I  believe  the  high  dilutionists,  as  I  have  met 
them,  are  curing  as  least  as  many  patients,  possibly  more,  than  are  we 
of  the  so-called  cruder  practice.  My  creed,  you  must  see,  is  as  broad  as 
John  Wesley's:  of  this  profession,  I  say  with  him,  "All  inen  are  my 
brethren." 

There  is  one  stern  fact,  however,  that  must  be  faced  by  every  homceo- 
path,  and  one  that,  like  Banquo's  ghost,  will  ever  rise  to  torment  the 
practitioner  of  this  system :  How  can  we  explain  the  action  of  tbe  CM. , 
the  D.M.,  and  the  M.M,  potencies?  We  may  say  it  isn't  necessary  to 
explain  their  action;  it  is  in  harmony  with  the  laws  of  nature;  is  a  fact 
based  on  experience,  etc.,  etc.     But'  when  ibis  question  arises,  whatever 
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may  be  onr  individaal  faith,  the  fact  is  it  harts  to  have  the  old  school 
doctofi  the  homoeopathic  medical  student,  or  the  inquisitive  patient, 
politely  change  the  subject,  or  impolitely  sneer,  if  nothing  worse. 

In  view  of  the  good  results  of  homseopathic  practice  by  our  brethren 
who  use  the  high  potencies,  most  of  us  are  content  to  pass  over  the  whole 
problem,  with  no  attempt  to  solve  the  mystery.  But  knowing  the  facts, 
why  shjntd  we  silently  endnre  the  abuse  which  has  been  heaped  on 
homceopatby  because  of  statements  of  cures  made  bv  remedies  in  alleged 
potencies,  potencies  which  never  have  existed  and  which  in  all  proba- 
bility never  will  be  made? 

This  sEatemsat  is  made  with  no  thanght  of  the  sensational,  and  with 
perfect  knowledge  that  preceding  generations  of  our  profession  discussed 
the  same  problem.  Unfortunately,  most  of  their  discussions  are  bound  in 
joarnalistic  literature  and  lost  in  college  libraries.  Many  of  the  older 
listeners  here  to-day  will  remember  the  acrimonious  debates  of  Swan  and 
Piocke,  and  Deschere  and  Bnrdick  and  Allen,  of  Skinner,  of  Wesselhoeft, 
of  Gross  and  Stapf  and  Boenninghausen,  of  Jones  and  Breyfogle,  of  Sher- 
man and  Dake  and  Bacmeister.  Most  of  these  old  heroes,  I  am  sad  to  say, 
have  gone  where  the  potency  of  righteousness  alone  availetb.  Sadder 
still  is  the  tbought  that  the  discussions  of  long  ago  did  not  suffice  to  antte 
the  wings  of  a  divided  profession  into  an  invincible  army,  under  an  in- 
signia so  evident  as  to  obliterate  the  scoffings  of  an  incredulous  enemy. 

•  In  order  that  the  younger  members  of  the  profession  may  understand 
exactly  the  situation  as  regards  the  alleged  M.,  CM.,  and  M.M.  potencies, 
I  must,  at  the  risk  of  boring  some  of  the  older  practitioners,  give  a  brief 
historical  sketch  of  the  depirtures  from  the  practice  of  Hahnemann.  While 
not  literally  true,  perhaps,  it  is  essentially  so,  that  the  founder  of  our  sys- 
tem never  prescribed  higher  than  the  potency  of  X,  now  known  as  the 
30th  centesimal.  His  practice  varied,  from  year  to  year,  from  the  crude 
drug  to  the  30th,  and  back  again  to  potencies  under  the  6th.  His  latest 
advice,  probably,  was  in  favor  of  the  30th. 

Count  von  Korsakoff,  as  you  know,  was  the  father  of  high  potencies. 
This  enthusiastic  disciple  of  Hahnemann  was  so  confident  of  the  medici- 
nal power  of  drugs,  that  he  proposed  to  medicate  sugar  pellets  by  shaking 
a  thousand  or  more  for  five  minutes  with  a  single  globule  medicated  with 
a  high  dilution.  Then  came  Jenichen,  a  layman,  of  whose  methods  we 
are  somewhat  in  doubt,  but  who  apparently  was  imbued  with  the  dyna- 
mization  idea  to  the  extent  that  he  believed  succession  without  dilution 
to  be  sufficient.  Herr  Jenichen,  starting  with  any  dilution,  reckoned  the 
potencies  by  the  number  of  shakes  he  gave  the  bottle.  Encouraged  by 
Bering,  Gross,  Stapf,  Boenninghausen  and  others,  he  continued  the 
shaking  process  until  he  reached  the  60,000th.  The  ardor  of  bis  enthusi- 
asm and  the  endurance  of  his  splendid  physique  were  such  that  he  was 
able  to  devote  five  hours  a  day  to  this  labor.  Dudgeon  estimates  that 
"each  succession  occupied  a  second  of  time,  and  that  by  working  five 
hours  continuously  without  stopping  for  an  instant  to  potentize  one  single 
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medicine  np  to  tfae  60,000tfa  potency  would  take  him  nearly  five  weekk  of 
hard  labor." 

With  the  death  of  Jeaichen  it  is  presnined  this  method  lost  its  chief 
exponent.  However,  the  large  heritage  of  medicated  pellets  left  his  heirs 
has  been  disposed  of  to  somebody,  because  to-day  the  highest  Jenichen 
potency  to  be  purchased  is  the  6,000tb. 

The  demand  for  high  potencies,  especially  by  the  American  profession, 
had  become  established.  To  supply  it  we  find  next  the  invention  of  vari- 
ous machines,  chiefly  the  Swan,  Skinner  and  Pincfce  devices,  by  which 
"fluxion"  "bottlewashtDg,"  or  "tin  cup"  potencies  were  made.  While 
each  has  its  separate  mechanical  device,  all  three  of  these  methods  are 
essentially  the  same.  A  description  of  one  necessarily  covers  all  the  im- 
portant features  of  the  other  two. 

The  method  of  Dr.  Swan,  as  described  by  a  contemporary,  was  as 
follows:  He  used  a  potentizing  bottle,  three  inches  high,  with  a  bore  of 
three-quarters  of  an  inch,  and  a  capacity  of  about  four  hundred  minims. 
Into  this  bottle  he  put  one  minim  of  the  drug  to  be  potentized,  inserted 
into  the  bottle,  nearly  to  the  bottom,  a  small  tube  finely  perforated,  for 
nearly  two  inches  of  the  lower  portion ;  this  tube  was  connected  with  a 
water  meter  registering  cubic  inches.  For  each  cubic  inch  of  water  rnn- 
ning  through  the  meter  into  the  bottle,  he  counted  three  poteocie!:,  up  to 
his  1  M.  One  hnndred  cubic  inches  gave  the  300tb  potency  of  his  nota- 
tion, and  three  hundred  and  thirty-three  and  one-third  cubic  inches  pro- 
duced bis  1  M.d.OOO).  Oae  minim  of  his  so-called  1  M.  was  put  into  tfae 
potentizing  bottle,  and  bis  333H  cubic  inches  of  water  run  through  as 
before.     This  he  called  millionth  potency. 

As  Professor  Burdlck  said  thirty  years  ago:  "It  must  be  clear  to  any 
one  that  the  same  process  which  produced  Ihel  M.  potency,  from  an  ini- 
tial drop  of  Tr.,  again  repeated  with  one  minimof  the  1  M.,  would  raise  the 
potency  1,000  more  of  his  notation,  and  only  that,  which  would  give  tfae 
2  M.  instead  of  the  U.M."  Of  course,  Swan  disputed  this,  but  to  no 
purpose,  in  my  opinion. 

The  theory  of  the  fluxion  potency  is  that  tbe  addition  of  each  charge 
of  water  displaces  that  in  the  bottle,  leaving  only  enough  of  tbe  diluted 
drug  to  medicate  the  freshly-added  water.  As  Deschere  pointed  out  a 
quarter  of  a  century  ago,  the  bottle  is  in  reality  never  emptied  and  the 
theory  of  replacing  a  certain  definite  amount  ^y  constant  overflow  is  hypo* 
thetical.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  potencies  of  tbe  fifth  made  with  eosin  or 
other  coloring  matter,  by  tbe  Habneroannian  method,  show  no  more  color 
than  do  the  1000th,  made  by  tbe  Swan  method.  "Therefore,  we  bave  a 
right  to  say,"  says  Deschere,  "that  Dr.  Swan's,  millionth,  which  is  reached 
by  pissing  666^  cubic  inches  of  water  through  a  glass  containing  one 
drop  of  tincture,  equals  the  10th  real  centesimal  potency." 

My  own  experiments  with  the  Skinner  potencies  show  that  his  nota- 
tion is  misleading.  Comparison  of  samples,  prepared  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  Rabe,  with  dilution  of  eosin,  made  in  tbe  University  cf  Michigan 
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laboratoties  by  the  HahnemaDoian  iDetfaod,  demonstrates  that  the  Skinne' 
notation,  in  order  to  be  anywhere  near  correct,  mnst  be  divided  by  at 
Isast  five.  The  alleged  30th  of  Skinner  it  no  mote  diluted  than  the  6th  of 
theHaboemannian  scale,  and,  like  all  other  fluxion  potencies,  the  Skinner 
dilations  lack  aniformity  of  strength. 

By  the  Pincke  process,  described  in  the  United  States  patent  reports, 
the  water  flows  under  pressure  Irom  a  pointed  tnbe  an  inch  above  the 
medicine  vial.  The  force  employed  produces  a  more  intimate  mixture, 
and  the  method  is  possibly  somewhat  superior  to  Swan's.  At  least, 
Desctaere  demonstrated  that  the  Fincke  potencies  ran  a  little  higher, 
although  entirely  short  of  the  true  centesimal.  The  conclusion  of  these 
expeiiments,  very  convincing  to  me,  quoting  this  eminent  author,  was  as 
follows:  "Onr  30th  and  200th  are  much  higher  than  any  of  the  fluxion 
high  potencies,  which  cannot  be  correctly  calculated  as  to  their  true 
.  attenuation,  on  account  ot  the  many  points  of  error  in  their  preparation. 
It  is,  therefore,  in  no  way  admissible  to  use  for  these,  notations  which 
placed  them  in  the  rank  of  centesimal  potencies." 

The  fluxion  potencies,  I  am  informed-  are  the  ones  chiefly  employed 
by  the  purists  of  our  profession.  If  I  have  made  myself  understood,  it  is 
apparent  that  in  the  terms  of  the  accepted  notation,  namely,  the  centesimsl 
scale,  these  gentlemen  are  employing  in  practice  potencies  below  the  30tb, 
probably  most  of  them  under  the  30th  decimal.  If  this  is  true,  and  if  it 
is  a  fact  that  oar  common  homoeopathy  is  brought  under  ridicule  by 
reason  of  a  false  notation,  why  cannot  the  stumbling  block  be  removed 
by  conforming  to  tne  accepted  standard?  Such  have  been  the  ctaaiges  in 
scientific  thought  that  the  30th  centesimal  can  frighten  no  well-informed 
individual,  and  a  decent  respect  for  common  honesty  should  pertnit  only 
such  claims  as  are  justified  by  the  facts. 

This  is  delicate  ground,  and  I  desire  not  to  be  misunderstood.  I  am 
not  here  to  question  the  honesty  of  such  leaders  in  our  ranks,  the  world 
over,  as  employ  the  fluxion  potencies.  Par  be  it  from  me  to  question  the 
wonderful  results  of  their  superb  knowledge  of  materia  medi-!a.  Were  I 
ill  and  this  moment  on  a  bed  of  sickness,  sick  unto  deatb,  I  would  lather 
have  one  of  these  splendid  prescribers  attend  me  than  a  whole  faculty  of 
the  most  famous  practitioners  of  the  dominant  school.  This  is  my  sincere 
testimony  to  their  professional  skill.  But,  and  I  now  appeal  to  these  very 
men,  dearly  beloved  brethren,  the  mere  nomenclattire  of  your  potencies 
has  driven  from  the  homoeopathic  profession  hundreds  of  bright  youc^ 
men  and  women,  who  have  not  remained  long  enough  to  observe  the 
results  of  your  practice,  but  have  been  antagonized  by  a  notation  so  start- 
ling as  to  appeal  only  to  the  imagination-.  As  a  medical  teacher,  who  bss 
devoted  almost  his  entire  professional  life  to  medical  education,  who  has 
unswervingly  supported  every  tenet  of  the  homceopathic  faith,  who  by 
precept  and  example  has  faithfully  attempted  in  his  small  way  to  promote 
our  common  cause,  let  me  beseech  you  to  re-examine  the  facts,  and,  ii 
possible,  to  revise,  not  your  practice,  which  in  my  opinion  is  above  criti- 
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dim,  bat  the  notatioa  employed  ia  the  records  of  yoar  traly  marvelous 
cares. 

If  I  am  wrong  in  my  position,  I  apologize.  If  I  am  right  it  is  the 
duty  of  every  So-called  high  potency  prescriber  to  correct  speech  and 
written  record,  employing  only  the  standard  notation,  and  to  exclude  for- 
ever the  Ms.,  the  C.Ms.,  the  D.Ms,  and  the  M.Us.,  the  Ms.  which  have 
brought  needless  ridicule  upon  the  grandest  and  truest,  indeed,  the  only 
therapeutic  system ! 

In  my  opinion,  therefore,  our  New  York  brethren  are  right  in  their 
contention  that  there  should  be  revision  and  unification  of  the  nomen- 
clature of  our  attenuations.  There  should  be  but  one  notation  for  our 
potencies.  It  matters  little,  probably,  whether  the  decimal  or  the  centesi- 
mal scale  is  adopted,  but  since  the  centesimal  is  the  older  and,  in  a  sense, 
the  classical  method,  it  is  perhaps  entitled  to  &rst  consideration.  Why 
can  we  not  go  out  from  this  World's  Congress  with  at  least  one  problem 
settled,  with  the  notation  of  the  potencies  a  determined  thing?  If  the 
fluxion  methed  of  preparation  be  employed,  which  personally  I  should 
like  to  see  abandoned,  the  notation  should  approximate  the  Hahneman- 
nian  scale.  Let  us  put  aside  all  our  differences,  brethren,  and  calmly 
face  a  situation  which  is  more  than  sentimental.  Upon  its  early  settle- 
ment, in  my  opiniou,  depends  much  of  our  future  growth. 

Lack  of  knowledge  of  the  facts  involved  in  the  potency  question  is  re- 
sponsible for  more  than  has  been  indicated  thus  far  in  my  argument. 
Many  a  weak -hearted ,  donbtiuK  Thomas,  materialistic  homoeopath  has 
been  turned  from  the  faith,  because  of  his  absolnte  inability  to  grasp  the 
idea  of  care  with  the  "millionth"  potency.  Had  it  been  explained  to  him, 
when  he  heard  the  report  of  such  a  case,  that  this  is  the  "millionth"  of 
Swan,  really  the  tenth  of  the  ordinary  notation,  instead  of  turning  away 
in  mental  perplexity,  if  not  disjrast,  he  would  have  remained  to  hear  more, 
to  be  made  a  better  homoeopath,  and  to  resolve  to  cure  more  of  bis  snffer- 
tng  patients  with  the  homoeopathic  remedy. 

As  a  homoeopathic  educator,  I  know  full  well  that  this  concession  on 
the  part  of  the  high  potency  wing  will  result  in  an  increased  attendance 
at  our  colleges  and  better  results  from  our  teaching.  Instead  of  spending 
hours  and  days  defending  homoeopathy,  in  attempts  to  explain  its  wonders, 
we  will  be  teaching  materia  medica  and  showing  results  of  homoeopathic 
prescribing.  Oar  consultation  hours  will  not  be  devoted  to  explaining 
away  the  doubts  of  some  freshman  who  has  just  heard  of  the  M.M.,  and 
who  cannot  be  made  to  see  how  such  an  infinitesimal  dose  can  possibly 
avail. 

It  is  almost  axiomatic  that  the  dose  of  medicine  essential  to  the  core 
of  a  patient  is  the  full  amount  of  the  remedy  usefully  employed  to  this 
end.  Ia  the  trae  szuie,  the  d3se  is  not  the  amount  given  at  one  time;  it 
is  the  total  amount  administered.  If  this  be  true,  one  cannot  state 
positively  that  the  6th,  the  30th  or  the  200th  is  Indicated.  The  indication 
is  for  a  certain,  undetermined,   indefinite  amount  of  a  drug,  which  has 
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been  selected  by  a  well-defiaed  and  positive  process.  The  remedr  is 
administered  in  what  may  be  called  broken'  doses,  that  is,  at  regtilar  in- 
tervals a  part  of  the  dose  in  measured  quantity  is  given  the  patient;  how 
much  may  be  necessary  is  not  known  until  recovery  takes  place.  Were 
this  fact  kept  in  mind,  I  believe  there  would  be  much  less  dispute  regard- 
ing the  potency.  At  least,  there  would  be  no  dispute  among  those  who 
exclude  the  idea  of  a  mysterious  dynamic.  If  the  "dynamic  theory,"  as 
it  is  ordinartFy  understood,  is  accepted,  then,  of  course,  this  teaching  Is 
of  no  value.  Personally,  I  believe  it  is  entirely  unnecessary  to  fall  back 
on  mystery.  Modern  science  makes  it  entirely  obvious  wby  the  infini- 
tesimal dose  ii>  the  only  reasonable  one.  The  only  tfaisg  to  be  deter- 
minee  in  any  given  case  is  how  much,  or  how  little  of  the  drug  is  required. 

I  have  no  sympathy  with  the  homoeopath  physician  who  is  afraid  of 
the  attenuated  drug  or  skeptical  of  its  value.  I  am  not  here  to  defend 
such  a  one.  Every  laboratory  in  the  world  is  teaching  the  power  of  the 
inGnitesimal.  The  progress  in  physical  chemistry  has  made  it  possible  to 
explain  the  action  of  the  infinitesimal  dose  in  langn&ge  ucdeistood  by  ihe 
scientist  even  though  he  be  ipifamiliat  with  therapeutics.  The  present 
trend  of  scientific  thought  is  confirmatory  of  eveiy  theoiy  of  the  homoeo- 
patbist.  In  four  important  particulars  the  recent  views  have  an  important 
relation  to  our  system. 

The  first  of  these  is  the  cellular  theory  of  disease.  Writers  of  Ihe 
dominant  school  now  speak  of  disease  as  being  dynamic,  meaning  that 
the  disturbance  is  not  functional  in  the  old  sense,  but  that  the  life  pro- 
cesses of  the  cell  ilself  have  been  changed.  To  thoroughly  appreciate 
this  adoption  of  a  word  so  long  familar  to  the  horaoeopalhic  profession, 
it  must  be  noted  that  the  current  theories  today  measure  all  cell  activity 
in  chemical  terms.  The  processes  of  metabolism  in  the  laboratory  of  the 
cell  are  identical  with  the  reactions  instituted  in  the  laboratory  of  the 
chemist.  It  naturally  follows  that  remedies,  to  be  useful  in  the  treatment 
of  a  condition  explainable  in  chemical  terms,  must  be  presented  to  the 
diseased  cell  in  such  form  as  to  be  acceptable  to  its  chemical  require- 
meats.     Therefore,  the  infinitesimal  dose  is  clearly dtmaidEd. 

Secondly,  in  every  branch  of  biological  science  it  is  an  accepted  fact 
that  the  living  cell  possesses  an  individualism,  that  it  has  the  power  of 
independence  of  action.  lo  any  consideration  of  pharmacology  the  im- 
portance of  the  so-called  "selective  affinity  "of  cells  or  "tissue  proclivity" 
cannot  be  over-estimated.  Hahnemann,  perhaps,  could  not  explain  why 
the  single  remedy,  for  which  he  contended  so  vigorously,  was  the  scien- 
tific prescription,  bnt  with  present  knowledge  it  is  easily  explainable. 
Chemical  reactions  are  definite  and  positive.  An  unsatisfied  equation 
cannot  be  completed  by  (he  addition  of  any  wandering  chemical,  which  by 
haphazard  chance  may  come  within  reach.  A  remedy  prescribed  on 
"general  principles, "by  random  and  aimless  methods,  may,  by  accident, 
possess  within  itself  such  a  chemical  component  as  to  permit  it  to  join  in 
unfortunate  combination  with  the  unsatisfied  cellular  elements.     This  un-  r 
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hippr  mirriage  vjiild  probablyrob  the  cell  of  needed  sustenance  by  forc- 
ing npsa  It  a  lasy  aai  aaproductlve  spouse.  It  might  prove  so  miserable 
aa  alliance  as  to  result  in  violent  domestic  infelicity,  with  breakage  of  the 
furniture  and  even  tearing  down  of  the  walls  of  the  cell  residence  itself. 
More  likely,  however,  such  prescribing  results  in  nothing  more  than 
damage  to  remote  cells  having  an  affinity  for  the  drug  administered.  The 
tissue  originally  diseased  and  clamoring  for  help  is  left  without  succor 
and  other  tissues  are  destroyed  or  weakened  by  the  untimely  action  of 
drags  carelessly  prescribed.  This  is  undoubtedly  the  effect  of  administer- 
ing material  doses,  as  in  thepracttceof  thedominant  school.  It  probably 
follows  the  administration  of  more  than  the  stogie  remedy  in  so-called 
homoeopathic  practice.  The  saving  grace  of  the  inGuilesimal  has  doubt- 
less spared  humanity  much  suffering  at  the  hands  of  faulty  and  inaccurate 
prescribera  in  our  own  ranks. 

To  my  mind,  it  there  is  any  truth  at  all  in  onr  theory  of  similars,  it 
must  be  admitted  that  there  isdemauded  one,  and  but  one  remedy.  There 
can  be  no  other  to  truly  Gil  the  needs  and  satisfy  the  cravings  of  the  crying 
cell.  This  was  the  teaching  of  HahnemAiu  a  century  ago,  and  is  the 
teaching  of  science  to-day.  The  single  remedy,  therefore,  is  sn  expres- 
sion of  the  highest  type  of  scientific  prescribing. 

Thirdly,  the  morphological  unit  of  life,  the  cell,  it  a  microscopical 
object.  When  one  begins  to  estimate  the  size  of  a  cell  and  to  compute  the 
tinmher  to  be  found  in  one  human  being,  he  is  overwhelmed  by  the 
magnitude  of  his  task.  In  the  liver,  for  instance,  the  cell  ranges  in  size 
from  seventy-five  to  one  hundred  cubic  microns.  The  micron  measuring 
about  twenty-five  thousandths  of  an  inch,  it  is  estimated  that  a  cubic  inch 
of  liver  contains  about  156,000  million  cells  As  we  have  said  before,  one 
might  as  well  attempt  to  patch  a  pin  prick  with  one  of  the  pyramids  as  to 
expect  a  teaspoonful  of  medicine  to  be  appropriated  by  a  diseased  cell.  It 
is  not  a  far  cry  to  state  that  any  drug  to  be  of  possible  value  to  such  an 
infinitesimal  organism  must  be  presented  in  most  minute  form. 

Fourth,  the  accepted  theories  of  solution  have  placed  Hahnemann  in 
a  new  light  before  the  eyes  of  the  world  of  learning.  A  century  ago  our 
foundercalled  attention  to  the  importance  of  dilution,  and  now  the  chemist 
has  determined  that  the  greatest  power  of  the  chemical  is  found  when  it  is 
presented  in  such  form  as  to  break  op  the  mass  into  its  smallest  discrete 
particles.  Not  satisfied  with  the  molecule,  the  division  and  sub-division 
must  be  contiuned  until  the  ultimate  elements  are  reached.  These,  as  is 
well  known,  are  called  ions,  and  the  solution  thns  presented  is  said  to  be 
dissociated,  or  in  a  state  of  complete  ionization.  The  authorities  agree 
that  the  dissociation  increases  with  the  dilution,  from  the  most  concen- 
trated solutions  up  to  a  dilution  of  about  one  one -thousandth  normal. 
Complete  ionization  is  possible  only  in  infinitesimal  dilution.  It  is  safe 
to  assume  that  dissociation  of  the  simplest  drug  is  not  complete  under  the 
sixth  decimal  dilution.  We  are  prepared,  then,  to  believe  that  the  thera- 
peutic value  of  the  drug  is  notlost  when-it  is  placed  In  such  dilution  as  to 
represent  an  amount  less  than  any  assignable  or  measurable  qoaotity. 
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In  this  conaectioii  may  be  mentioned  the  wonderful  properties  of 
radium,  which  have  excited  interest,  not  only  in  the  scientific  woild,  but 
in  the  minds  of  all  intelligent  persons.  Last  year,  Sttutt,  of  Trinity  Col- 
lege, Cambridge,  pnt  forth  a  book  entitled  "The  Becqueral  Rays,"  in 
which  he  presumes  to  explain  the  action  of  radio-active  bodies.  This  . 
author  mentions  an  experiment  made  with  radium  bromide.  Placed  in  a 
glass  tube  and  gently  heated  it  will  evolve  a  small  amount  of  gas.  The 
emanation  emitted  by  any  such  quantity  of  radium  as  is  at  present  pro- 
curable, is  absolutely  infioitesimal ;  Strutt  says  the  volume  of  this  gas 
would  not  exceed  a  pin's  head.  If  this  emanation  is  now  mixed  with  a 
million  millions  times  its  own  volume  of  air,  the  mixture  is  found  to  have 
all  the  properties  of  the  pure  radium. 

It  has  been  determined  that  the  emanation  thus  diluted,  generates  a 
solid  deposit,  although  not  enough  has  yet  been  accumulated  to  be  visible 
even  under  the  ultra -microscope.  The  same  scientific  world  which  to 
this  day  denies  Samuel  Hahnemann  the  reward  of  his  labors,  has  accepted 
as  conclusive  the  demonstrations  in  this  field  of  Rutherford  and  others. 
In  the  language  of  Strait,  "their  lies  latent  in  every  atom  of  this  emana- 
tion from  radium  a  quantity  of  energy  absolutely  gigaotic."  What  mar- 
velous powers  in  the  infinitesimal ! 

The  infinitesimal  dose  is  as  reasonable,  as  explainable,  as  scientific- 
ally sensible,  as  is  any  other  one  thing  in  natural  science.  Let  no  one 
tremble  to  observe  the  progress  of  the  sciences  collateral  lo  medicine.  If 
we  stndy  the  theories  of  modern  thought  and  examine  them  to  see  bow 
they  relate  to  homoeopathy,  we  find  nothing  to  disturb  us.  As  the  wing 
of  the  bird  fits  the  air,  so  do  the  most  recent  views  in  chemical  and 
physical  science  adapt  themselves  to  our  honored  theories.  Unless  we 
are  tardy  in' demanding  recognition,  the  scientific  world  must  soon  accord 
to  homoeopathy  its  rightful  place.  By  every  test  of  modern  thought  it 
embraces  all  the  essentials  of  a  system  of  medicine,  universal  in  applica- 
tion and  exclusive  in  the  therapeutic  field. 

The  founder  of  our  school  has  been  the  theme  of  a  multitude  of  essay  - 
ists.  He  has  been  likened  unto  many  a  character  of  history  and  of  fable. 
His  career  has  been  told  in  song  and  story.  But,  to  me,  Hahnemann  has 
seemed  like  the  Adonia  of  the  Greeks.  Not  so  much  in  manly  beauty, 
does  he  resemble  this  character,  but  becauffe  of  ifae  circun: stances  (f  bis 
death  and  the  heritage  he  left  mankind.  You  recall  that  Adonis  was 
passionately  beloved  by  Aphrodite,  who  quitted  Olympus  to  dwell  with 
him.  Having  gone  to  the  chase  against  the  entreaties  of  bis  mistress,  he 
was  mortally  wounded  in  the  thigh  by  a  wild  boar.  Aphrodite  atrived  too 
late  to  save  the  life  of  Adonis,,  but  she  transformed  his  spilled  blotd  itio 
beautiful  flowers  which  will  bloom  forever  to  the  joy  of  all  mankind. 

So  it  seems  to  me,  Hahnemann  died  before  the  scientific  world  bad 
yet  awakened  to  the  blessing  of  his  existence,  hut  though  dead  in  body, 
his  blood,  transformed  into  the  flower  of  eternal  truth,  perennially 
blooms,  the  reigning  queen  of  the  flora  of  science.     Who  can  deny  thBt^lp 
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the  single  remedy,  the  accuracy  of  its  selection  and  the  infinitesitnal  dose 
are  the  product  of  the  Hahnetnaanian  blood?  Who  can  gainsay  that  the 
beauty  of  this  transformed  blood  is  the  central  featate  of  the  medical 
landscape  of  to-day?  Were  we  living  in  the  age  of  fable,  we  wonld  erect 
a  temple  dedicated  to  his  worship.  As  it  is,  we  revere  the  memory  and 
practice  the  teachings  of  this  master  mind. 

Sometimes  there  is  a  faint-hearted  su^estioo  of  weariness  on  the 
part  of  some  who  should  be  most  loyal  to  the  cause.  Little  short  of 
heresy,  it  seems  to  me,  is  the  suggestion  that  Hahnemann's  theories  have 
been  embodied  in  the  doctrine  of  another  sect  and  sufficiently  accepted  to 
justify  us  in  abandoning  our  institutional  exclusiveoess  as  a  distinct 
school  of  thought.  Too  firmly  builded  in  the  temple  of  onr  hearts  is  the 
monument  erected  by  our  fathers  in  the  faith,  to  the  memory  of  Samuel 
Hahnemann.  So  long  as  the  flora  of  science  shows  no  more  beautiful 
flstvers  than  those  which  came  from  the  blood  of  this  Adonis,  so  long  will 
his  shrine  be  crowned  with  the  votaries  of  bis  belief.  If  any  follower 
faint  in  his  pilgrimage,  let  him  turn  aside  from  his  quest,  but  in  so  doing, 
let  him  go  in  silence  and  not  disturb  the  homage  of  the  faithful.  The 
aroma  of  the  transformed  blood  is  in  the  nostrils  of  a  united  profession,  a 
profession  which  has  no  higher  aim  than  to  make  these  Bowers  of  truth 
the  emblem  of  therapeutic  petiectiou. -^Universily  of  MicAigan,  Aug.  1906.

Impacted  fractures  of  the  femoral  neck  in  good  position  reqiireno 
treatment  rest  if  the  impaction  remains.  Should  marked  deformity  exist, 
as  indicated  by  shortening,  eversion  or  inversion,  the  impaction  should 
be  broken  up,  and  a  reduction  accomplished  and  maintained.  While  tb« 
main  part  of  the  anterior  capsule  passes  from  the  rim  o(  the  acetabulum 
to  the  intertrochanteric  line,  there  are  many  strong  fasciculi  passing  be  - 
tween  the  femoral  neck  and  the  capsule  on  the  anterior  as  well  as  on  the 
posterior  surface ;  these  are  so  many  and  strong  that  even  in  cases  in 
which  the  femoral  neck  is  comminuted  and  the  capsnle  one-half  destroyed, 
if  traction  be  made  sufficiently  strong  in  line  with  the  normal  position  of 
the  femoral  neck  all  fragments  will  be  at  once  aligned,  and  if  the  traction 
be  made  continuous  reduction  must  remain  permanent  and  union  will  be 
certain  if  the  patient  lives  four  weeks.  In  almost  all  cases  the  capsule  is 
not  extensively  lacerated  unless  unwarranted  manipulation  is  done,  so 
that  if  the  anatomic  method  is  followed  the  capsule  acts  not  only  by  its 
sleeve-tike  adjustment  but  by  aid  of  the  fasciculi  to  maintain  the  frag- 
ments in  position.— C  £.  Ruth,  in  The  Therapeutic  Gazette.

AHEIICAN  IHSTlTim  OF  HOHEOFATBT  HEETINe. 


As  usual,  the  success  of  the  American  Institute  meeting  was  much 
impaired  by  the  fact  that  it  was  held  lo  aa  Exposition  City,  and  still  more 
deleterious  to  its  interests,  in  the  Bxposition  grounds.  As  a  result  the 
sectional  work  was  largely  nullified,  none  of  the  sessions  being  well  at- 
tended except  the  night  sessions,  held  after  the  exhibit  halls  were  closed. 
Not  because  there  was  so  much  to  see,  but  because  a  aalural  curiosity  to 
see  what  was,  present  or  what  was  absent,  seemed  to  draw  the  members 
away  from  the  meetings  in  the  bureaux'.  But  the  regular  business  meet- 
ings of  the  Institute  proper  were  well  attended,  and  much  enthusiasm  and 
work  to  the  advantage  of  the  Homeopathic  profession  was  done.  Chief 
of  which  was  the  call  to  arms  in  defense  of  our  individual  school  of  medi- 
icine  in  view  of  the  very  manifest  determination  of  the  A.  M.  A.  to  oblit- 
erate "sectarianism"  in  medicine.  Benevolent  (?)  assimilation  is  the 
immediate  prospect,  unless  the  Homeo.  profession  develop  those  inherent 
properties  which  inhibit  mastication  or  deglutition. 

The  Institute  appointed  a  Committee  of  five  to  be  known  as  the  Council 
on  Medical  Education,  which  was  and  is  to  meet  and  act  in  conjunction 
with  the  similar  Committee  of  the  American  Medical  Association.  Dr. 
George  Royal  of  Des  Moines  is  Chairman.  Any  matters  pertaining  to 
the  interests  of  Homeopathy  or  any  of  the  Homeopathic  Medical  Colleges 
will  receive  his  instant  and  alert  attention. 

Dr.  Royal  S.  Copeland,  a  royal  good  fellow  and  an  all  around  Homeo- 
path, scholar,  gentleman  and  a  judge  of  good : —  well  Copeland  of  Ann 

Arbor  was  unanimously  elected  president.     Every  member  of  the  Institute 
was  as  glad  of  it  and  as  well  satisfied  as  were  the  Nominating  Committee. 

Because,  President  Doctor  Hooker  was  quite  ill  before  and  during 
the  session,  our  own  Reily, — W.  E.  Reily  of  Fulton  being  2nd  Vice  Pres- 
ident had  a  tot  of  presiding  to  do,  and  he  did  it  so  well  that  he  was  ad- 
vanced to  1st  Vice  President,  with  sbitring  prospects  of  being  seated  in 
the  Presidential  Chair  next  year.  This  tip  is  on  the  quiet,  and  is  noi  the 
beginning  of  a  boom,  but  a  .genuine  outgrowth  of  the  recognition  of  real 
merit  modestly  borne.  Like  Copeland's  qualifications  and  greatness, — it 
is  not  necessary  to  prove  them,  the  President  and  1st  Vice  President 
freely  admit  them. 
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President  Hooker,  wfaea  able  to  preside  at  all,  was  able,  active,  alert 
impartial,  eatbasing  and  enthusiastic  and  technically  correct.  His  ad- 
dress was  both  a  dellgbt  and  a  surprise.  Delightful  as  a  matter  of  course, 
but  surprising,  if  the  Doctor  please,  in  that  it  proposed  something  dis- 
tinctly and  originally  different  from  the  usual  platitudinous  resume  of  the 
progress  of  Allopathy  during  the  past  year.  Then  this  feeling  was  in- 
tensified by  his  recommendation  that  the  weaker  Homeopathic  Colleges 
be  aided  financially,  if  need  be.  and  this  aid  to  be  derived  by  taxing  tbe 
Senate  of  Seniors  to  the  amount  of  the  annual  dues  of  the  other  members. 

Tbe  paper  of  Dr.  Sutherland  of  Boston  on  '  'What  is  Homeopathy  and 
what  has  it  done  for  humanity?"  was  the  great  treat  of  the  meeting,  and 
evoked  tumultuous  applause  at  its  reading,  and  called  out  uumerons  com- 
plimentary references  during  tbe  balance  of  the  week.  Any  body  who 
didn't  hear  it  should  read  it,  and  whoever  wants  to  read  it  can  get  a  copy 
for  the  asking  of  the  genial  and  strict  Homeopath,  Dr.  H.  C.  Allen  of 
Chicago  any  time  after  August  1st,  as  he  "gobbled  it  up"  immediately 
after  its  reading  for  his  jsurnal.  Dewey  got  nearly  every  thing  else,  as 
usual,  and  deservedly,  because  he  is  always  iu  line  for  the  profession 
and  why  not  tbe  'profesb'  for  him? 

The  ball  and  reception  was  a  "frost."  Farticularly  the  bait.  The 
reception  was  all  right  what  there  was  of  it,  but  it  consisted  of  tbe  Presi- 
dent, Vice  President,  S»:retary  and  accompanying  "dry  goods"  'receiv- 
ing' the  members  of  the  institute.  The  services  of  an  official  announcer 
to  designate  the  guests  was  not  at  all  necessary  as  it  was  merely  a  large 
fanily  reunion.  So  far  as  we  were  able  to  see,  there  was  not  a  single 
Norfolk  Physician  or  citizen  piesent.

Aside  from  the  notices  of  the  meetings  which  were  very 
well  written  up  by  the  Norfolk  papers,  we  doubt  that  a  dozen  people  in 
the  city  knew  of  our  presence.  Dr.  Hensley  says  that  the  whole  South' 
West  will  know  about  it  next  year,  and  we  believe  they  will,  for  they 
will  n  it  b:  able  to  av^id  it  when  he  gets  to  going. 

Kraft,  Prank,  by  name  and  nature,  our  professional  son.  was  re- 
elected Secretary  of  course.  Although  declaring  that  he  is  improving 
rapidly,  be  is  unable  to  navigate  alone,  and  although  as  game  as  a  fight- 
ing cock,  the  pallor  of  bis  face  and  his  rolling  chair  sent  a  shudder  down 
onr  spinal  column  when  we  realized  what  we  ourselves  had  escaped  only 
five  years  ago  from  tbe  same  cause. 

The  next  meeting  place  was  voted,  by  a  large  majority,  to  Oklahoma 
City,  Ok.  Pronounce  that  Oc^laboma  please  and  be  assured  that  it  is 
strictly  O.  K.  The  aspirants  for  the  place  of  meeting  were  Hot  Springs, 
Ark.  and  Oklahoma  City.  Dr.  Porbes  of  Hot  Springs  was  representing 
the  claims  of  that  city  and  health  resort,  while  Dr.  Hensley,  one  of  the 
whsel-borses  of  statehood  for  Oklahoma,  promMed  the  interests  of  Okla- 
homa City.  To  a  man  up  a  tree  it  looked  as  equal  a  struggle  as  a  Maltese 
kitty  and  a  mouse.     Not  wishing  to  disparage  Dr.   Fotbe's  efforts  and 
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photographs,  buttonaire's  of  mother  tinct.  of  Aqua  Hot  Springs  etc. ,  it  was 
macb  the  atory  paraphrased  a  bit  to  say  that  Hensley  bad  no  wings  nor 
flame,  bat  be  got  there  jnat  the  same.  Bat  both  sides  had  able  lieuten- 
ants. Dr.  Cobb  of  Chicago  made  a  very  cogent  speech  in  favor  of  Hot 
Springs,  and  only  for  the  fact  that  he  was  followed  by  the  only  Walton, 
in  an  "imprompta"?  poetic?  eEfusion,  so  fit  and  spick  as  to  carry  away 
the  entire  Institute  in  an  enthusiastic  vote  for  Oklahoma,  might  have  re- 
sulted favorable  for  Hot  Springs.  Dewey  savs  that  he'll  pablisfa  Walton's 
"dreams"  in  the  August  or  September  number.  You  might  write  him 
for  sample  copy  if  you're  not  a  subscriber.

Some  of  the  sectional  meetings  were  held  in  the  Kentucky  State  Bntldiog, 
it  being  nearest  to  Headquarters.  The  attendance  at  the  meting  was  the 
record  for  "fewnets,"  and  all  who  didn't  attend  are  to  be  congratulated. 

The  gouging  prbcess  began  at  the  landing  at  Deepwater  pier,  on  the 
miniature  railroad  where  a  dime  was  charged  for  a  200  yard  ride,  tbi  rider 
being  under  the  impression  that  he  was  to  be  conveyed  to  the  In o,  bnt 
was  landed  at  the  outer  gate,  and  50  cts.  added  for  transfer  of  his  luggage 
the  uniformed  porters  politely  relieved  him  of  on  entering  the  miniature 
train.

The  most  enjoyable  day  spent  during  the  whole  week  was  on  the 
steamer  from  Old  Point  to  Washington,  Friday,  June  21st  on  the  beautiful 
Chesapeake  Bay. 

Much  of  the  time  was  spent  by  the  twenty-odd  members  of  the  In- 
stitute who  were  passengers  in  hustling  for  new  members  for  next  year. 
Dr.  Pohl  of  Boston — the  President  of  the  Committee  on  new  members 
called  a  meeting  in  the  forecastle  at  which  all  were  present,  and  before  it 
adjourned  a  little  ways  below  Mt.  Vernon,  155  new  members  had  been 
promised  by  the  various  members  present.  We  pledged /ictf.  (Right 
here  is  a  blooming  fine  opportunity  for  some  non  member  to  step  up  and 
help  us  redeem  our  promise.)  Besides  every  non-member  owes  it  as  a 
serious  duty  to  him  or  herself  and  the  profession  as  a  matter  of  individual 
and  collective  preservation  to  become  active  members. 

The  annual  transactions,  published  in  book  form  are  worth  the  mohey 
over  and  over  again,  to  any  reader,  made  up  as  they  are,  of  Ibe  best  talent 
and  richest  experience  in  our  profession.  During  the  last  business  ses- 
sion of  the  Institute  when  much  fraternal  feeling  and  Homeopathic  senti- 
ment was  being  developed,  Fisher  moved  that  all  those  "beatific  plati- 
tudes be  adopted."  He  probably  meant  it  for  a  pleasantry,  but  it  could 
easily  have  been  construed  as  cynical  sarcasm.  "The  Opsonic  Index" 
came  in  for  a  large  share  of  attention  in  both  the  Sargical  and  Clinical 
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Medicine  sections.  As  was  stated  by  Dr.  Neatby  last  year  Prof.  Wright 
has  restated  Hahaemann's  postulate  of  "Dyaamis"  in  another  form 
made  more  than  a  century  ago.  It  has  become  noteworthy  that  as  a  re- 
sult of  his  deductions  and  clinical  experiences  Prof.  Wright  has  found  it 
advantageous,  if  not  necessary,  to  give  iufinltesmsl  doses  of  a  single  rem- 
edy, and  tiai  a  similimam,  and  not  to  repeat  the  dose  too  often,  (some- 
times allowing  a  mouth  to  elapse  between  times)  in  order  to  get  the  best 
effects  and  avoid  an  "aKtrravation"  again  verifying  Hahnemann's  cotrolt- 
ary,  "Stmilta  simplex  Minima." 

One  of  our  physicians  from  Detroit  showed  conclusively  by  lengthy 
and  painstaking  ezpeiiments  and  observations,  that  drugs  influence  the 
Opsonic  Index  just  as  certainly  and  definitely  as  do  tozines.  Who  can 
say  what  will  be  the  remark  of  the  averajje  allopath  to  his  honest  self  some 
of  these  fine  mornings  when  he  awakes  to  find  that  during  his  recent 
therapeutic  slumber,  he  has  left  the  fold  of  "horse  medication,"  and  has 
been  led  "horse,  foot  and  dragoon"  bodily  into  the  camp  of  the  hated 
Homeopath?  And  whether  from  Missouri  or  not  the  Opsonic  Index  will 
"show"  them  with  such  precision  that  escape  from  its  conclusions  will 
be  impossible.  Then  and  notuntil  then  will  dawn  the  medical  milleninm, 
the  Iamb  may  snuglylie  down  with  the  Hon,  and  wink  the  other  eye  in 
the  satisfaction  that  she  maintained  her  own,  though  in  hopeless  minority 
armed  in  her  passive  resistance  by  truth  alone.  Instead  of  being  swal- 
lowed up  in  a  victorious  gulp  by  the  exultant  lion,  she  will  have  the,  sweet 
satisfaction  that  captive  leads  captivity.  Then  the  monument  in  Wash- 
ington, set  up  in  1900  to  the  honor  and  glorious  memory  of  Samuel  Hahne- 
manawill  have  a  meaning  for  alt  medicaldom,  which  is  seen  now  by  fo  few.

PUPESSIONAL  URIPICATION. 


The  worthy  editor  of  Tie  Internalional  Journal  of  Therapy  solves  the 
problem  of  Professional  Unification,  or  thinks  he  does.  He  says  '  'To  unify 
the  profession,  to  bring  under  one  roof  all  men  who  are  practicing  medicine 
legitimately,  is  the  wish  and  aim  of  all  those  who  love  the  profession  and 
its  ideals.  What  now  is  looked  upon  as  tbe  consumation  devoutly  to  be 
wished)  will  ere  long  be  tbe  unavoidable  outcome  of  tbe  present  condition. 
Even  the  most  reactionary  pin-beads  will  have  to  accept  the  inevitable." 

"Sjme  one  has  said  that  unification  of  the  profession  will  block  sci- 
entific work  and  progress.  Schools  can  not  lose  their  identity  without 
sacrificing  the  things  that  gave  them  existence,  life,  strength  and  suc- 
cess.    Unification  would  take  away  incentive  and  purpose." 

"There  is  no  doubt  that  these  objections  are  honestly  uttered  and 
honestly  meant.  Yet  they  have  no  foundation  in  fact.  We  know  that 
therapeutic  ideals  should  not  belong  to  one  school  or  faction,  but  be  thenip 
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possesstOQ  of  the  whole  frofession.  If  there  is  truth  and  progress  jn 
what  the  homeopath  or  eclectic  believes  and  practices,  it  belongs  to  man- 
kind. It  belongs  to  the  whole  profession,  to  every  servant  of  public  and 
individual  health." 

The  Homeopaths  are  willing  that  any  member  of  the  entire  profession 
of  medicine,  should  investigate  and  study,  and  if  possible  refute  the  ideals 
and  principles  which  they  have  affirmed  and  found  not  wttntinj;.  If  how- 
ever they  can  not  be  refuted  or  proved  a  fallacy  they  demand  atf  acknowl- 
ment  as  correct  and  infallible,  and  superior  to  any  therapeutic  law  yet 
extant,  and  follow  its  tenets.  , 

"Even  granttng  that  sectional  therapeutic  interests  have  a  rat'son 
■iCetre  why  should  the  profession  be  divided  into  hostile  camps?  No  one, 
except  an  idiot,  ever  thought  of  classifying  the  men  practicing  physical 
therapeutics  under  the  head  of  a  special  school  or  sect.  Tbey  are  physi-  . 
cians  in  identically  the  same  sense  as  snrgeons  or  any  other  specialists. 
They  present  a  specialty  in  therapeutics.  Why  should  homeopaths  or 
eclectics  be  classified  otherwise?" 

Ta;  Himeopaths  have  formed  societies  and  organizations  for  the  pro- 
mnlfatioD  and  study  of  their  special  therapeutic  method  and  drug  proving. 
U.itil  the  reifular  school  forms  organizations  for  this  special  purpose  of 
drag  proving  and  application  of  drugs  on  the  principle  of  Similia,  there 
is  an  absolute  necessity  for  Homeopathic  societies,  colleges  and  hospitals 
to  maintain  its  growth  and  progress. 

"There  are  associations  of  laryngolgists,  dermatologists,  etc.,  for  the 
purpose  of  studying  certain  minor  subjects  in  general  medicine.  The  men 
belonging  to  these  associations  do  not  constitute  special  schools  in  medi- 
cine. Tbeir  association  does  not  kill  ambition  and  progress.  On  the 
contrary,  it  concentrates  and  intensifies  effort."  "Why  should  we  not 
have  special  associations  ior  the  study,  elaboration ,  and  practice  of  minor 
therapeutic  subjects  or  special  therapeutic  methods?  This  would  enhance 
the  work  quantitatively  and  qualitatively.  It  would  serve  to  disseminate 
knowledge  and  promote  the  true  aims  of  medical  practice." 

That  is  what  Homeopaths  have  been  doing  ever  since  the  discovery 
of  that  particular  system ;  if  it  were  left  to  the  regular  societies  its  growth 
wonid  have  been  stifled  and  its  truth  suppressed,  while  today  Homeopathy 
stands  as  the  greatest  reformer  in  the  practice  of  therapeutics  and  drug 
administration  yet  extant. 

If  "this  is  not  a  question  of  eclectics  becoming  regulars  any  more 
than  it  is  a  question  of  regulars  becoming  eclectics,"  what  all  this  hub- 
bub about  professional  unity. 

Wben  the  regular  profession  becomes  perceptive  of  the  one  scientfic 
fact  thit  g37erns  all  therapeutic  measures  then  it  will  be  ready  to  see  the 
rea^an  for  tbsie  separate  schools  or  societies  for  study  of  therapeutic 
measares. 

We  admire  J3r.  Juettner's  writings,  for  a  fearless  penman  as  Dr. 
Juettner  we  have  few.  In  this  case  be  must  have  gotten  on  the  wrong' 
scent  or  has  never  investigated  the  real  truth  of  Homeopathy  and  its  prin  - 
ciples  and  the  "raisond'etre"  for  the  existence  and  maintenance  of  societies 
and  colleges  distinct  from  the  regular.  G.  A.  M. 
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The  fotlowJDg  extract  from  an  article  appeiriog  in  the  Criticand  Guide 
shows  that  there  is  a  marked  tendency  to  do  away  with  the  old  fashioned 
s'i'>tgiiii 'prescription  and  kave  some  reasonable  ground  for  the  ingredi- 
ents in  the  presciiptions  and  better  than  all  to  use  as  few  drags  as  possi- 
ble and  these  upon  well  marked  indications.     The  italics  are  oar  own: 

"Out  of  the  multiplicity  of  drugs  official  and  non-official  each  practi* 
tioner  mast  make  his  own  materia  medica.  To  every  one  who  has  ever 
tried  to  teach  this  sabject  to  medical  stodents  or  who  has  ever  had  any 
thing  to  do,  in  however  homble  a  capacity,  with  the  preparation  of  a  list  ol 
drags  for  practitioners,  it  must  often  have  occurred  that  if  the  list  coald  be 
treated  like  the  Sibylline  books,  it  would  gain  in  value  with  each  de- 
struction of  a  part.  Yet,  all  who  have  tried  to  cull  out  obsolete  drugs, 
have  met  with  a  protest  for  each  one  dismissed,  and  almost  every  new 
preparation,  however  trivial  or  however  slightly  differing  from  substances 
already  official,  has  its  advocates. 

The  personal  equation  obviously  enters  largely  into  any  individual 
use  of  drugs,  so  that  any  such  study  as  this  is  to  be  considered  partly  as 
a  confession  and  not  to  any  great  degree  as  a  guide.  Specialization  has 
not  as  great  an  in&nencc*  as  might  be  supposed,  since  every  practitioner 
must  deal  more  or  less  with  the  general  vital  and  metallic  forces,  must 
attend  to  minor  complications  and,  stiti  more  cogeot,  specialization  is 
largely  a  matter  of  gross  anatomy,  and  pharmacology  largely  one  of  his- 
tologic reaction.  A  drug  that  naturally  suggests  treatment  for  gonorrhea 
miy  act  equally  well  upon  the  respiratory  mucous  membranes  and  one 
that  acts  in  a  certain  way,  though  probably  with  a  very  different  ultimate 
result,  upon  other  smooth  muscle.  Thus,  ergot  by  no  means  suggests 
uterine  hemorrhage  only  and,  to  make  a  personal  application,  adrenalin  is 
used  by  the  author  not  so  often  to  control  hemorrhage  from  a  gastric  ulcer 
or  pile,  as  to  tone  up  the  heart  and  circulatory  apparatus  generally. 

Certain  factors  in  the  pecsonal  equation  (besides  specialization)  that 
tend  to  reduce  the  armamentariam  may  be  mentioned  in  no  egotistic 
spirit,  since  the  opinions  are  neither  original  nor  without  authoritative 
support:     These  factors  may  be  stated  as  general  rules. 

1.  Use  active  principles  whenever  satisfactorily  available.  For  in- 
stance, nux  vomica  and  ignatia  are  simply  sources  from  which  strychnine 
is  obtained,  and  the  galenicals  are  never  used.  This  one  illustration  rep- 
resents a  contraction  of  the  materia  medica  to  20%  of  the  total  official  and 
the  contraction  would  be  greater  except  that  ignatia  is  not  now  cfficial. 

Z.  In  general,  one  salt  of  and  alkaloid  can  be  selected  for  universal 
use,  one  of  a  group  of  related  hypnotics,  one  of  a  group  of  somewhat 
similar  saline  cathartics,  one  of  a  group  of  related  alkaloids,  one  salt  of 
a  metallic  base  or  at  least  a  very  few,  when  the  base  itself  is  the  chief 
element  in  the  theraneutic  effect. 
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3.  Hundreds  of  herbs  are  merely  astringest  or  have  effects  that  are 
scarcely  demoastrable.  Wfaile  many  of  these  are  no  longer  ofScial,  a 
great  many  that  are  official  can  be  dispensed  with  by  the  individual  phy- 
sician. 

4.  A.  prescription  should  contain  not  mare  than  Iwo  or  three  ingredi- 
ents, excepting  vehicles,  and  no  drug  should  be  prescribed  unless  there  is  a 
cleat  reason  for  its  use. 

5.  \»  ^  z\i\e,  drugs  should  not  be  used  as  placebos,  nor  to  influence 
non-tnatetial  symptoms,  nor  if  there  is  danger  of  toxic  action,  even  of  mod- 
erate severity,  as  griping,  nausea,  etc.,  if  essenlielly  the  same  tkaapeutic 
effect  can  be  obtained  otherwise. 

6.  A  new  drug,  such  as  «  synthetic  proprietary,  representing  a 
minor  change  of  an  established  one,  should  not  be  used  unless  it  has 
some  distinct  advantages.  If,  on  the  other  hand,  this  advantage  is 
marked  and  generally  applicable,  the  newer  drug  should  replace  the  old 
one. 

7.  Just  as  the  best  surgeons  commonly  operate  with  a  few  compara- 
tively simple  instraments,  avoiding  specially  prepared  and  coD-pUcaitd 
devices,  so  the  best  therapeutists  r<r/^,  usually,  on  a  tew  well  tested  drugs. 


The  single  remedy,  well  chosen  and  carefully  applied  is  the  crowning 
work  of  a  good  doctor;  Keen  perception,  good  knowledge  and  a  painstak- 
ing careful  habit  will  do  more  good  and  gain  more  in  the  end  than  an  of- 
ficefull  of  machinery  and  a  brilliant  display  of  instruments. 

"You  can  fool  some  of  the  people  all  of  the  time  and  all  of  the 
people  some  of  the  time  but  yon  cannot  fool  all  of  the  people  all  of  the 
time,"  neither  can  you  continne  to  have  success  follow  success  unless 
yon  have  some  ability  and  do  good  work. 


While  Doctors  Wright,  Cabot  and  other  leading  lights  of  regular 
practice  are  showing  by  their  investigations,  addresses  and  otherwise  a 
broad  liberality  of  view  on  medical  matters,  and  insomecases  referring  to 
the  law  of  similia  in  favorable  terms  and  giving  a  respectful  considera- 
tion to  the  discussion  of  the  relative  merits  of  Homeopathy,  the  political 
doctor  has  not  been  idle  and  the  caliber  of  said  individual  may  be  esti- 
mated by  the  fact  that  in  nearly  every  state  where  the  legislature  has  been 
made  to  control  the  legislation  lathe  interest  of  the  old  school,  and  so  far  as 
possible  eliminate  homeopathy.  Do  away  with  various  medical  school 
boards  and  have  only  one  and  that  made  up  and  under  the  control  of  the 
majority,  which  shall  consist  of  old  school  physicians.  The  political 
managers  have  an  object  to  accomplish,  while  the  leading  lights  amuse 
the  crowd. — Ptogress.  ii  iOqIc

The  Interstate  Medical  Journal  (St.  Louis)  announces  the  purchase 
of  the  St.  Louis  Courier  ol  Medicine,  one  of  the  oldest  medical  journals 
in  the  West,  and  its  consolidation  with  the  Interstate  on  July    Ist. 

The  St.  Louis  Courier  of  Medicine  was  established  in  1879  by  an  as- 
sociation of  prominebt  St.  Louis  physicians.  It  has  always  commanded  a 
large  following  ihrougbout  the  West  and  South,  and  held  the  reflect  acd 
esteem  of  the  entire  profession  of  this  country. 

This  merger  removes  an  old  and  highly  esteemed  contemporeiy,  acd 
its  consolidation  with  the  Interstate  adds  strength  and  prestige  to  that 
periodical.  This  is  the  fourth  medical  journal  that  has  been  purchased 
and  absorbed'  by  the  Interstate  during  the  past  few  years.

The  profession  has  heird  mach  sbont  the  great  safety  of  the  opera- 
tion for  appendicitis  in  the  interval,  and  perhaps  largely  because  of  the 
statistics  of  this  operation,  practttionera  have  beeit  tempted  to  procrasti- 
nate whenever  possible  In  the  more  acute  cases.  Having  broagbt  the 
patient  to  the  interval  they  believe  that  a  positive  good  has.  been  accom- 
plished because  operative  recovery  is  now  practically  assured.  When 
perforation  instead  of  resolution  occurs,  however,  the  wisdom  of  the  Fa- 
bian policy  is  not  evident.  It  has  long  been  my  belief  that,  in  theory  as 
well  as  ia  practice,  this  idea  is  entirely  wrong  and  that  the  only  cases  in 
which  delay  is  admissible,  barring  the  aged  and  those  suffering  from  some 
complicating  serious  disease,  are  those  of  initial  shock,  and  those  of  very 
far  advanced  general  peritonitis  when  death  seems  almost  certain  as  a  con  - 
sequence  of  the  operation  and  yet  where  a  very  small  percentage  may  re- 
cover without  surgical  treatment. 

In  the  usual  "scute  appendicitis"  of  the  clinician,  operation  is  prac- 
tically as  safe  as  if  performed  iu  the  interval,  and  when  this  "acnie  ap- 
peadicitis"  is  of  the  so  -called  catarrhal  variety  without  perforation ,  though 
possibly  with  alarming  general  symptoms,  the  operation  will  be  followed 
by  immediate  relief  of  these  symptoms  and  recovery  will  be  quite  as  prompt 
as  lu  the  cold  operation. 

If  we  operate  upon  an  individual  whose  appendix  is  diseased  but  who 
is  not  in  an  attack,  we  take  a  practically  well  person  and  make  him  sick. 
His  system  is  obliged  to  array  its  forces,  its  opsonins  and  its  leucocytes, 
to  redress  the  surgical  insult.  The  individual  suffering  from  the  acute  ~ 
disease,  on  the  other  band  is  in  a  state  of  preparation  for  a  more  serious 
battle  than  that  with  the  surgeon.  To  snch  a  patient  the  operation  comes 
as  a  comparatively  little  thing  and  if  noerror  of  technic  mars  the  surgeon's 
work,  relief  is  immediate  and  convalescence  speedy.  Clinically  I  have 
observed  that  the  "interval"  patient  suffers  more,  for  the  first  thirty-six 
hours  after  the  operation,  possibly  by  comparison  with  his  previous  state, 
than  does  the  one  who  has  been  operated  upon  in  the  attack.  The  opera- 
tive'statisncs,  always  excepting  cases  of  perforation,  thrombosis,  gan- 
grene, etc.,  are  quite  as  good  in  acute  appenditis  as  in  the  "intervar' 
operation,  and  if  thrombosis,  or  perforation  or  gangrene  is  present,  it 
simply  means  that  the  operation  was  all  the  more  urgently  indicated.— 
Atner.  Journal  ol  Surgery.  ,  —  ■ 
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Just  read  the  followlDg  extract  from  an  editorial  in  the  Medical  Record 
of  March  1907,  "Although  quinine  must  be  acknowledged  to  be  the  most 
important  factor  in  the  treatment  of  malaria,  it  should  by  no  means  be  re- 
garded as  the  only  one,  for  there  are  abundant  proofs  that,  particularly  in 
some  of  the  chronic  forms,  the  administration  of  quinine  alone  is  alto- 
.  gether' insufficient  to  accomplish  the  desired  result.  In  a  recenf  com- 
munication in  the  Archiv^urSchiffs-nndTropen-Hygiene,  Vol.,  X.,  No., 
16,  Diesing,  who  has  had  considerable  personal  experience  with  tropical 
diseases,  calls  attention  to  the  value  of  sulphur  as  a  prophylactic  and 
curative  measure  in  malarial  infections.  He  found  that  among  the  natives 
of  some  of  the  South  African  countries,  sulphur  fumigations  were  com- 
monly practiced,  the  patient  shutting  himself  or  herself  in  a  tightly  closed 
hut  and  inhaling  as  long  as  possible  the  dioxide  which  resulted  from  the 
burning  of  the  sulphur.  In  other  instances  the  substance  was  given  in 
the  form  of  potassium  sulphate  dissolved  in  water.  In  the  cases  which 
he  describes  the  fever  disappeared  within  twenty-four  hours,  and  a  sys* 
tematic  examination  of  the  blood  showed  the  absence  of  the  characteristic 
parasites.  As  the  treatment  indicated  was  combined  with  measures  pro- 
ductive of  extreme  diaphoresis,  Diesing  was  inclined  to  believe  that  the 
latter  had  an  important  bearing  on  the  disappearance  of  the  malaria,  for 
it  has  often  been  observed  that  the  natives  could  overcome  the  attacks  by 
this  means. 

"The  observations  noted  are  of  extreme  interest,  and  although  not 
confirmed  by  the  test  of  time  or  practice,  ought  to  stimulate  further  re- 
search in  this  field.  Sulphur  baths,  £uch  as  recommended  by  the  autlior, 
are  not  difficult  to  obtain,  and  if  they  coniinue  to  meet  with  the  gocd  suc- 
cess in  other  hands  which  was  achieved  in  the  cases  under  Diesing's  ob- 
servation, the  fact  must  be  accounted  a  signal  advance  in  the  treatment  of 
the  dread  malarial  poisoning." — What  about  some  sulphur  internally.

OONORKHEAl  JOINT  DISEASE. 

Bone  rarefaction  appears  a  few  days  after  the  onset  of  gonorrheal  osteo- 
arthritis. And  as  it  can  always  be  dtmonstiated  in  gocd  rsdicgrephs  and 
never  appears  in  arthritis  at  any  stage,  we  have  here  a  ready  means  for 
early  differential  diagnosis,  and  can  with  more  or  less  certainty  make  a 
prognosis.  It  can  be  said  with  certainty  that  when  the  rarefaction  is  ab- 
sent after  the  lapse  of  a  week  or  ten  days  that  we  are  dealing  with  an  ar- 
thritis and  therefore  never  will  have  bone  destruction,  bony  overgrowth, 
01  b^ny  ankylosis.  This  is  true  even  when  we  have  a  purulent  exadatioo 
in  the  joint. — P.  W.  Nathan  in  the  A'.  Y.  Medical  Journal.  .-~  , 
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SCOPOUNINE  NOT  BTOSCINEr 
A  CanUont 

Ih  the  Archivfuer  Gynaekohgie  Steffen  gives  some  interesttcK  details 
&s  to  the  use  of  scopolamine-morphine  by  Leopold.  The  latter  has  em- 
ployed this  method  in  three  hundred  labor  cases.  His  verdict  is  that  the 
method  does  not  accomplish  the  desired  results,  it  canuot  be  regardtd  as 
harmless  for  mother  and  child,  and  in  private  practice  the  by- edects  liable 
to  develop  may  render  medical  a|d  requisite  at  any  moment.  When  men 
come  to  conclusions  so  opposite  as  those  of  Leopold  and  those  reported 
by  Gauss,  we,  to  whom'  each  observer  is  equally  trustworthy  and  free  from 
bias  can  only  attribute  the  diversity  to  a  difference  ia  technic.  That  this 
is  so  may  be  seen  by  Gaass'  examination  ot  Hocbesien's  method.  Gauss 
secured  a  specimen  of  the  solutions  employed  by  Hocheisen  and  tried 
them  in  ten  cases,  the  results  being  far  worse  than  those  reported  by 
Hocheisen.  Every  objection  raised  by  Leopold  has  been  examined  and 
disproved  by  Gauss  in  his  much  larger  experience.  Weakness  of  the  la* 
bor  pains  did  not  occnr  to  any  material  extent,  more  frequently  or  more 
markedly  than  in  cases  where  this  anesthetic  was  not  used\  nor  were  ver- 
sion and  forceps  required  with  greater  frequency.  The  vomiting  could 
only  hive  been  accidental,  since  it  did  not  occur  in  Gauss'  cases,  except- 
ing when  it  had  commenced  before  the  anesthetic  was  given.  So  also  as 
to  the  child ;  Gauss  showed  that  the  mortalities  of  both  mother  and  child 
were  much  less  than  they  bad  been  before  this  anesthetic  was  employed. 

The  extract,  as  presented  in  The  Journal  oi  the  American  Medical  As- 
sociatioH,  gives  palpable  evidence  of  anxiety  to  make  out  a  case  against 
this  anesthetic  method.  Ewen  Gauss  is  made  to  rank  as  an  objector  to 
the  method  by  quoting  eight  troublesome  cases  which  occurred,  out  of  his 
one  thousand;  just  as  if  snch  things  never  happened  unless  scopolamine 
was  employed.  To  any  one  who  wants  the  whole  truth,  and  not  a  garbled 
ex  parte  statement,  we  refer  to  Gauss'  statistics  as  given  by  Holt,  in  the 
May  number  of  The  American  Jourtta!  of  Clinical  Medicine.  But  even  were 
the  account  given  a  fair  one,  the  reader  will  note  that  it  nevertheless  re- 
lates to  the  use  of  scopolamine,  which,  as  commercially  presented,  is  not 
the  same  thing  as  the  hyoscine  used  in  America.  It  is  much  as  if  men  should, 
insist  that,  because  Germans  injure  tbcnsrivw  dnnkiiig  tas-Busb-bcest 
we  in  America  should  abstain  from  coSee. 

The  above  being  the  gist  of  our  knowledge  of  this  subject  to  date,  and 
the  therapeutic  difference  between  hyoscine,  a  true  alkaloid,  and  scopola- 
mine (or  so-called  hyoscine  from  scopola — a  serious  error  of  nonemcla- 
ture)  a  mixed,  uncertain  product  being  well  established  in  favor  of  hyos- 
cine, we  caution  our  readers  who  are  interested  (and  all  should  be)  to  use 
only  H-M-C  Abbott  (hyoscine,  morphine  and  cactin  comp.),  the  original 
American  product  and  one  which,  like  all  the  Abbott  line,  may  be  de- 
pended upon. — The  Ametican  Journal  of  Clinical  Medicine.  /  ~,-,.-^q|p

lENAL  CAUULI  AHD  THEII  lEHOVAL. 


As  a  biliary  calcnlas  may  remaio  in  tlie  gall  bladder  for  years' without 
causiog  iDcoavenieiice  so  one  may  have  a  calculas  in  the  kidney  for  years 
without  cansiag  paio.but  let  there  be  obstmctioo  to  the  txit  of  urine,  then 
you  may  find  occurring  —very  soon —  pain,  hematuria,  frequent  attempts 
at  urination,  fragments  of  calculna  passing,  pain  in  the  lumbar  region  of 
the  affected  side,  suppression  of  urine  and  often  symptoms  of  gastro-in- 
testinal  disturbance. 

While  all  these  symptoms  accompany  the  obstrnctiou  to  the  flow  of 
urine  from  the  kidney  by  the  obstrnctive  effect  of  the  calculus,  yet  one 
may  find  just  the  same  set  of  symptoms,  with  even  increased  pain  due 
to  obstruction  of  the  ureter  from  disease,  tuberculosis  of  the  ureter,  for  in- 
stance so  that  one  may  readily  understand  how  all  the  painful  symptoms 
are  really  due  to  obstruction. 

The  formation  of  kidney  calculi  is  due  to  the  precipitation  of  the  solid 
constituents  of  the  urine  in  the  tubules  or  pelvis  of  the  kidney.  This  pre- 
cipitation always  takes  place  on  an  organic  base,  which  may  be  mucus, 
epithelial  cells,  or  blood  Clot. 

All  concrements,  whether  they  be  the  size  of  a  grain  of  sand,  or  of  a 
goose  egg,  have  a  distinct  albuminoid  framework,  upon  which  the  con  - 
stituents  of  the  urine  are  deposited.  The  difference  between  sand  and 
sediment  lies  in  the  fact  that  in  the  former  the  crystals  are  conglomerated 
about  this  organic  frame  work.  Renal  calculi  are  most  frequently  found 
iu  children  and  after  the  fortieth  year  and  are  more  common  in  the  male 
than  in  the  female,  according  to  the  authorities,  but  my  own  experience 
is  that  such  cases  have  been  about  equal  in  the  two  sexes.  .  , 
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Hygiene,  climate  (moist)  sudden  changes  of  temperature  all  seem  to 
effect  calculas  formation. 

An  observation  originating  with  Mr.  Cadge  is  that  childrea  who  do  not 
take  milk  as  a  diet  are  more  predisposed  to  renal  calculi  but  Semore 
Caotani  contends  the  reverse. 

Attacks  of  kidney  colic  are  particularly  characteristic  of  renal  calculi, 
hematuria  also  though  it  may  be  but  slight  and  transitory,   is  very  apt  to 
be  made  worse  by  jolting,    walking  or    renal  palpation,  this  condition 
is  usually  relieved  by  rest  in  bed.' 
,      The  passage  of  gravel  is  commonly  wanting. 

Decreased  or  total  suppression  of  the  urine  for  a  few  hours  is  a  fairly 
frequent  symptom  of  kidney  colic,  but  when  it  lasts  longer  it  may  be  due 
to  obstruction  of  both  areters,  excluding  of  course  those  cases  due  to 
kidney  disease  when  we  would  then  expect  uremia. 

Tuberculois  of  the  kidney  or  ureter  may  in  the  early  stages  simulate 
renal  calculus  and  making  but  an  exploratory  Incision  will,  at  times, 
clear  up  the  diagnosis,  though  at  times  patient  search  may  eventually 
show  the  tubercle  bacilli  in  the  nrine. 

Kidney  Stone — may  be  mistaken  for  nephralgia,  movable  kidney, 
obstruction  of  ureter,  tuberculosis  of  kidney  and  ureter. 

During  an  attack  it  is  sometimes  difficult  to  tell  whether  the  pain  is 
caused  by  the  passage  of  kidney  stone  or  gall  stone,  but  during  the  in- 
tervals the  diagnosis  may  usually  be  cleared  up. 

The  final  diagnosis  of  kidney  calculus  is  direct  exploration  of  the 
kidney  pelvis  by  means  of  a  lumbar  nephrotomy. 

The  diagnosis  having  been  made  clear,  it  is  exceeditif[l7  important  to 
keep  constantly  In  mind  the  danger  that  a  stone  in  the  kidney  may  be,  to 
the  Integrity  of  the  organ ;  so  much  is  this  the  case  that  usually  the  sooner 
the  offending  body  is  removed  the  better  will  it  be  for  the  patients  health 
and  the  reputation  of  the  attendant. 

The  indication  for  the  performance  of  nephrolithotomv  isthebarrass- 
ing,  persistent  pain,  with  frequent  overwhelming  exacerbations,  yielding 
only  to  the  almost  continuous  administration  of  anodynes. 

The  patient  having  been  prepared  in  the  usual  manner  make  our  in- 
cision extending  from  the  last  rib  to  near  the  crest  of  the  illium,  parallel 
to  and  three  and  a  half  inches  from  the  vertebral  spines.  Dividing  the 
integuments,  fascia  and  fat,  the  edge  of  the  quadratus  lumborum  is  sought 
,and  the  aponeurotic  extension  of  the  transversalis  muscle  divided,  when 
the  finger  can  be  passed  into  the  retroperitoneal  space  behind  the  colon 
and  directly  upon  the  kidney,  all  hemorrhage  should  be  arrested  as  it  oc- 
curs. 

By  drawing  the  edge  of  the  wound  wide  apart  with  flat  retractors,  the 
fatty  capsule  may  be  separated  with  the  fingers  or  handle  of  the  scalpel, 
and  the  organ  brought  np  into  the  incision. 

It  is  then  palpated  by  the  fingers  of  the  two  hands  placed  on  either 
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If  the  calcnlna  cannot  thus  be  detected,  an  incision  should  be  made 
through  the  kidney  substance  Jn  the  middle  line  of  the  outer  convex 
bolder,  aod  should  be  large  enough  to  permit  the  finger  to  be  introduced 
into  the  pelvis. 

The  Btone  having  been  found  and  removed,  the  ureter  should  be 
carefully  examined. 

Stones  deeply  placed  in  the  pelvis  may  be  thrust  up  by  the  fingers 
from  the  outside.  It  may  be  necessary  to  use  the  scoop  to  remove  all . 
fragments,  but  when  all  is  removed  It  is  a  good  plan  to  flash  out  the 
pelvis  and  calices  with  a  stream  of  normal  saline  solution.    . 

The  kidney  incisipn  should  be  closed  by  catgut  sutures  pused  deep 
into  the  kidney  substance,  carefully  opposing  the  margins. 

Drainage  is  not  required.

rOSSIIILITIES  IR  UHE  SUIQBIT. 


SCOTT  PAXSONB.  M.  O..  Bt.  Unli.  Ho. 


No  phases  of  development  are  more  beautiful  or  more  interesting  in 
their  study  than  those  of  the  skeleton ;  from  its  first  rudimentary  trace  up 
to  its  perfect  form.  None  afford  better  opportunities  for  observation  of 
the  laws  which  regulate  and  control  growth  and  decay.  As  life  is  but  a 
transition  from  development  to  degeneration,  encompassiog  the  higher  at- 
tributes of  vitality,  1st  Growth,  2nd  Development,  3rd,  Regeneration.  4th 
Repair  and  5th  Disease — all  regulated  by  those  forces  beyond  the  pene- 
'  tratton  of  the  human  eye  and  indeterminable  by  mental  calculation — so  is 
it  with  the  component  parts  of  the  human  body;  each  maintaining  indi- 
vidual life  and  subject  to  the  metamorphoses  of  cell  existence.  That  each 
and  every  cell  of  the  countless  millions  which  go  to  make  up  the  human 
body  has  a  life  all  its  own,  capable  of  growth,  development,  regeneration, 
repair  and  decay,  we  know  to  be  a  fact;  and  furthermore,  that  life  can  be 
maintained  or  suspended  when  these  cells  are  removed  from  their  homo- 
logous surroundings,  or  severed  entirely.  Cells  of  one  type  may  be  trans- 
planted among  cells  of  an  entirely  different  type  and  still  continue  exist- 
ence;  probably  undergoing  a  change  to  meet  the  requirements,  but  main- 
taining life  as  long  as  nutriment  is  supplied  to  them.  Again,  life  has  been 
maintained  in  cells  after  complete  severence  from  the  animal  organism,, 
deprived  of  their  nutrition  for  some  minutes,  and  after  reposition  have 
resumed  activity. 


Kead  before  the  Mo.  Init.  Ham.,  KaoMi  dtr.  April  19 
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True,  this  has  been  accomplished  only  for  short  periods,  but  it  is  not 
unreasonable  to  suppose  that  the  time  may  be  lengthened  and  cell  lile  sus- 
pended for  indefinite  periods;  dot  is  it  going  too  far  to  say  that  cell  life 
and  cell  development  may  eventually  be  produced  entirely  independent  of 
animal  support.  This  is  a  broad  statement  and  appears  to  be  a  physical 
impossibility,  and  has  been  with  our  present  state  of  mental  development, 
but  higher  civilization  has  opened  our  eyes  and  minds  to  achievements 
which  4  century  ago  were  considered  impossibilities,  yea,  unthought  of, 
and  we  marvel  at  their  simplicity  and  wonder  that  they  had  not  been  dis- 
covered before., 

In  the  summer  of  1752  Benjamin  Franklin  demonstrated  the  existence 
of  electricity  in  the  air.  The  harnessing  of  this  element  has  revolution- 
ized light  and  power. 

Dnring  the  reign  of  Charles  II  the  Marquis  of  Worcester  observed  the 
expansive  power  of  moisture  rarefied  by  heat  which  resulted  in  the  con- 
struction of  the  steam  engine.    He  was  suspected  of  being  a  madman. 

Morse  no  later  back  than  1832  demonstrated  the  then  inconceivable 
possibility  of  transmitting  electrical  impulse  through  the  medium  of  a 
wire:  and  Marconi  but  recently  opened  the  eyes  of  the  world  to  the  fact 
that  electrical  impulses  could  be  transmitted  and  controlled  through  no 
other  medium  than  the  air  itself. 

We  have  not  quite  yet  returned  to  eartb  from  this  mental  ascension, 
but  are  beginning  to  realize  what  potent  powers  lie  just  beyond  the  range 
of  bnman  conception.  Objects  exist,  we  see  them  not;  noises  prevail  yet 
the  human  ear  can  not  record;  Spiritual,  ethereal  and  physical  pfaenom- 
ena  are  within  reach  of  the  buman  mind,  but  the  human  mind  has  not  yet 
raised  itself  sufBciently  above  the  earthly  or  physical  requirements  to  re- 
flect their  cognizance. 

That  cell  life  will  be  under  the  control  of  the  master  mind  of  man  can 
hardly  he-doubted,  but  that  it  will  occur  in  the  present  generation  is  not 
to  be  expected. 

Much  has  been  done  in  modern  surgery  to  demonstrate  the  possibili- 
ties of  bone  regeneration.  Up  to  a  few  years  ago  the  periosteum  was 
considered  all  important  in  the  reproduction  of  bone,  but  numerous  ex- 
periments  have  proven  that  regeneration  takes  place  after  the  periosteum 
in  whole  or  part  has  been  removed,  and  instances  are  oo  record  where  the 
lower  jaw,  the  clavicle,  the  ulna  and  several  other  bones  have  been  re- 
moved in  the  human  subject  with  the  result  of  a  reproduction ;  imperfect, 
it  is  true,  but  nevertheless  a  regeneration  of  the  removed  bone,  snfiScient 
to  maintain  In  part,  the  shape  and  in  some  degree  to  supply  the  loss  of  the 
original.  Similar  partial  regenerations  have  been  observed  in  animals 
when  in  experimental  operations,  entire  bones  with  their  periosteal  en- 
velopes have  been  removed. 

It  is  the  belief  of  the  author  that  great  possibilities  in  bone  surgery 
await  the  development  of  the  scientist,  and  it  must  not  be  presumed  that 
he  has  been  asleep,  for  bone  surgery  has  advanced  perhaps  as  rapidly  as 
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any  branch  in  medicine  and  at  the  present  time  wonderful  results  are  be- 
ing: obtained  in  experimental  work. 

For  years  the  regenerative  properties  of  bone  were  considered  far  in  • 
ferior  to  that  of  the  soft  structures,  and  where  large  areas  of  surface  tis- 
sues  have  been  replaced,  not  identical  with  the  original,  but  sufficiently 
stable  to  be  of  practical  value,  similar  losses  in  the  bard  structures  have 
been  considered  irreparable,  and  much  bone  sacrificed  on  account  thereof. 
Bane-grafting  and  bone -transplantation  are  achievements  of  modern  sur- 
gery and  are  as  yet  in  a  state  of  development,  while  bone  regeneration 
has  received  undue  indifference. 

This  power  of  bone  relormation  has  for  some  time  been  credited  to 
the  inner  or  deep  layer  of  the  booe  sheath  or  periosteum ,  and  it  has  always 
been  the'aim  of  consetvative  surgeons  to  preserve  this  membrane  for  its 
reformative  properties,  and  many  times  bones  in  their  continuity  have 
suffered  excision  merely  because  this  so-considered  nutritive  protective 
and  reconstructive  envelope  was  by  mechanical  or  pathological  means  re- 
moved. But  we  now  know  this  osteogenetic  power  is  not  exclusively 
inherent  in  the  periosteum  but  it  is  or  may  be,  in  the  soft  tissue  structures 
of  the  body.  Osteophytes  or  bone^placques  have  been  found  on  the  sur- 
face of  the  dura  mater  and  extensive  bone  deposits  formed  after  removal 
of  the  trephine  button.  Similar  deposits  have  appeared  in  or  on  the  apo- 
neurosis when  a  considerable  portion  of  the  pericranium  has  been  excised. 
Secondary  partial  maxillae  hate  been  reproduced  following  complete  ex- 
cision of  one-half  with  its  peritooeal  covering.  The  writer  has  seen 
more  than  ball  of  a  femur  regenerated  after  an  extensive  resection  for  in- 
fective osteomyelities,  and  has  many  times  experienced  the  restoration  of 
the  femoral  head  after  removal  for  tuberculous  ostitis. 

There  is  conclusive  proof  that  bone  development  may  be  brought 
about  through  other  tissues  than  those  originally  supposed  to  control  the 
process,  and  this  is  further  verified  by  the  finding  of  osseus  or  semi- 
osseus  deposits  in  tissues  far  removed  from  the  bone.  Again,  the  bone 
itself  or  its  cellular  elements  are  to  a  considerable  degree  responsible  for 
its  reformation,  as  is  readily  demonstrated  by  the  union  of  fractures  and 
the  reformative  lengthening  after  resection. 

While  all  these  facts  are  now  well  known  to  the  scientist,  they  are  not 
yet  thoroughly  understood  nor  the  possibilities  conceived. 

The  author  entertains  the  idea  that  bone  regeneration-  and  bone 
moulding  will  attain  a  high  degree  of  perfection  and  bone  losses  through 
pathological  or  other  causes  will  be  thoroughly  and  completely  restored. 
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CINVUI^SIONS. 


ConvulsioDS,  as  the  term  is  g:enerally  used,  are  symptomatic  of  some 
disturbance  oi  the  cerebral  cortex,  either  direct  or  reflex,  which  caases  an 
involuntary  motor  discharge.  la  children  clonic  convulsions  are  always 
accompanied  by  loss  of  consciousness,  they  may  be  local  or  geneial,  and 
may  take  on  any  form. 

In  considering  the  Ktiology  of  convnlsions,  we  have  first,  and  in  by 
far  the  majority  of  cases,  the  instability  of  the  brains  and  nervous  centres 
doe  to  infancy.  The  brain  grows  more  during  the  first  year  than  in  all 
later  life,  and  as  a  consequence  of  this  rapid  growth,  we  have  more  or  less 
of  functional  derangement  and  lack  of  control.  After  infancy,  we  have 
less  frequency  of  the  attacks,  and  by  the  seventh  year  they  cease  almost 
entirely. 

Next  to  infancy  we  have  hereditary  nervous  tendencies  and  interfer- 
ence with  cerebral  nutrition  as  the  most  active  causes.  These  also  tend 
to  exaggerate  the  instability  of  infancy. 

Of  the  conditions  which  interfere  with  the  nutrition  of  the  cerebrum 
we  have  rickets,  anaemia,  malnutrttioo,  syphilis,  and  debility  due  to  any 
disturbance  in  the  digestive  tract.  Children  who  inherit  from  their  parents 
a  peculiar  nervous  temperament  are  more  liable  to  convulsions  than  others. 

Predisposition  is  often  seen  in  several  members  of  the  same  family 
and  females  are  rather  more  inclined  to  convulsions  than  males. 

Of  the  exciting  causes,  we  must  ascribe  first  place  to  disturbances  of 
the  digestion,  where  we  have  a  greatly  developed  susceptibility,  the  ex- 
citing cause  maybe  very  trivial. 

Exciting  causes  may  be  classified  under  two  heads:  direct  irritation 
of  the  cortex  of  the  brain,  and  reflex  irritation.  Under  direct  irritation 
may  be  classed,  meningitis,  meningeal  and  cerebral  haemorrhage,  tumor, 
abscess,  hydrocephalus,  embolism,  and  thrombosis.  Underreflex  irritation 
may  be  classed  convulsions  following  injuries,  like  fractures,  burns,  at- 
tacks of  colic,  retention  of  urine,  phimosis,  intestinal  obstruction,  a  for- 
eign body  in  the  ear  or  nose,  and  I  have  seen  one  case  where  the  convul- 
sion was  caused  by  the  bite  of  a  tick.  Any  sort  of  intestinal  irritation  is 
liable  to  cause  convulsions  in  those  who  ere  predisposed  to  them  and  we 
will  frequently  find  that  certain  articles  of  diet  act  as  exciting  causes 
whenever  eaten.  Toxins  developed  from  undigested  food  in  the  stomach 
or  bowels  are  a  frequent  exciting  cause,  also  those  arising  from  uraemia 
and  asphyxia  and  the  onset  of  acute  infections  diseases. 

Convulsions  are  also  frequent  at  the  onset  of  certain  diseases  such  as, 
pneumonia,  scarlet  fever,  malaria,  and  less  frequently,  measles,  typhoid 
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fever,  illeo-colitis  and  diplitberia.  In  these  cases  the  coavulsion  is  caused 
by  the  intensity  of  the  toxic  condition  and  the  suddenness  with  which  it 
13  developed  in  the  system.  We  also  have  convulsions  developioK  late  in 
the  coarse  of  many  diseases  due  to  toxic  inflnences  especially  when  the 
patient  is  greatly  exhausted  from  prolonged  disturbances  of  nutrition. 

In  regard  to  the  pathology  of  convulsions  we  may  say  that  it  differs 
very  little  from  that  of  epilepsy.  The  part  of  the  brain  most  concerned  is 
the  cortex  and  the  attacks  are  nothing  more  nor  less  than  involuntary  dis- 
cbarges from  the  motor  centres,  which  result  from  irritation  of  these  cen- 
tres by  the  disease ;  or  from  irritation  arising  in  some  other  part  of  the 
hrain  or  the  medulla;  or  from  reflex  irritation  from  some  distant  part  of 
the  body. 

The  nerve  cells  of  the  infantile  brain  seem  to  be  capable  of  generating 
nerve  force  in  regular  order  but  lack  the  capacity  to  control  it. 

The  condition  of  the  brain  at  the  beginning  of  the  attack  is  one  of 
anaemia,  this  is  followed  by  hyperaemia  and  in  those  cases  which  result 
fatally  the  brain  is  fonnd  to  be  very  much  congested  and  in  some  cases 
there  are  small  hsemorr&ages  in  the  brain  and  meninges.  The  lungs  are 
very  much  congested  and  the  right  heart  is  dilated  with  clots. 

Symptoms '.—In  some  case  there  are  prodromal  symptoms,  such  as  ex- 
treme restlessness,  irritability,  twitchings  of  certain  sets  of  muscles,  etc. 
More  frequently,  however,  the  attack  comes  on  very  suddenly  and  with- 
out any  warning  whatever.  The  face  becomes  pale,  the  eyes  set,  some- 
times rolled  up  or  to  one  side ;  in  a  moment  the  lids  begin  to  twitch  and 
gradually  the  convulsion  extends  over  the  whole  body.  In  most  cases  the 
convulsions  become  general  hut  they  may  only  involve  certain  sets  of 
muscles,  and  be  unilateral  or  local.  There  nay  be  frothing  at  the  month 
and  in  all  true  convulsions  there  is  loss  of  consciousness.  The  pnlse  is 
weak;  it  may  be  slow  or  rapid;  often  irregular.  -The  forehead  is  covered 
with  perspiration.  The  face  is  first  pale  and  then  becomes  blue  and  con- 
gested, especially  about  the  lips. 

The  bladder  and  rectum  are  sometimes  evacuated.  The  convulsive 
movemeats  consist  in  alternate  fiexion  and  extension  of  the  limbs,  usually 
occurring  more  or  less  rhythmically.  All  varieties  of  tonic  and  clonic 
spasms  may  be  seen,  and  in  all  degrees  of  severity.  Both  sides  of  the 
body  are  nsnally  affected  alike  but  not  always  so. 

After  a  variable  length  of  time  the  convulsive  movements  gradually 
cease.  The  time  varies  from  a  few  minutes  to  half  an  hour,  leaving  the 
patient  in  a  condition  of  stupor.  The  convulsions  may  recur  after  a 
very  short  time  or  there  may  be  but  one  spasm.  A  period  of  marked 
prostration  follows  the  convulsion,  and  there  may  be  transient  paralysis 
due  to  nervous  exhaustion.  Death  seldom  ensues  after  a  single  attack  ex- 
cept in  rachitis  or  after  exhausting  diseased  conditions.  There  may  be 
no  sequelae  if  the  cause  is  a  temporary  one,  or  there  may  be  very  serious 
sequelae  as  in  meningeal  haemorrhage.  Death  usually  occurs  in  convul- 
sions from  asphyxia  or  from  exhaustion  from  rapid  recurrence.  Many  cases 
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recover  wben  the  child  has  seemed  to  be  moribund  for  some  time.  I  have 
seen  one  case  in  which  the  spasms  recurred  every  miaute  or  so  for  about 
five  hours  and  we  thought  it  dead  several  times,  which  resulted  in  no  ap- 
parent bad  results. 

One  attack  of  convulsions  is  usually  followed  by  others ;  for  the  first 
convulsion  usually  reveals  the  peculiar  susceptibility  of  the  nervous  sys- 
tem and  each  succeeding  attack  is  brought  on  by  less  powerful  exciting 
cause.  The  longer  the  interval  between  spasms  the  less  liability  to  recur, 
especially  after  the  third  year. 

There  is  seldom  any  trouble  in  making  a  diagnosis  of  convulsions. 
The  difficulty  usually  consists  in  determining  with  which  of  the  many 
possible  causes  we  have  to  deal.  Whether  it  is  epilepsy,  cerebral  disease, 
or  the  onset  of  some  acute  febrile  condition,  and  if  it  is  refltx,  to  what  is 
it  due.  The  history  of  the  case  must  be  thoroughly  gojie  into,  and  the 
circumstances  surrounding  the  patient  taken  into  consideration,  as  well 
as  the  totality  of  the  symptoms  present,  in  making  up  our  diagnosis. 

Epilepsy  seldom  occurs  in  infants,  and  wben  it  does  occur  in  older 
children  we  usually  have  some  of  the  stigmata  of  degeneration,  a  previous 
history  of  repeated  attacks,  a  distinct  aura,  or  a  sudden  attack  with  a  ciy 
and  falling,  biting  the  tongue,  tonic  spasm  followed  by  clonic,  and,  finally 
complete  recovery  after  a  short  time.  Convulsions  which  accompany 
high  fever  are  seldom,  if  ever,  epileptic.  In  some  cases  it  is  only  by  pro- 
longed close  observation  that  we  can  tell  whether  or  not  we  have  epilepsy 
present.  Convulsions  occurring  in  brain  lesions  are  generally  accom- 
panied  by  btgb  fever.  Focal  symptoms  aie  generally  precent,  such  as  lo- 
calized paralysis,  strabismus,  or  pupillary  changes,  or  the  convulsive 
movements  may  be  confined  to  one  side  of  the  body.  One  sided  convul- 
sions, however,  do  not  always  mean  brain  lesions,  as  autopsies  have  fre- 
quently demonstrated. 

Convulsions  may  be  thought  tQ  indicate  the  onset  of  some  acute  dis- 
ease when  they  occur  in  a  child  previously  healthy  and  are  accompanied 
by  high  temperature.  These  conditions  can  only  be  diagnosed,  however, 
after  carefully  considering  the  subsequent  course  of  the  disease  and  the 
concomitant  symptoms. 

The  convulsions  of  infancy  and  childhood  are  so  much  more  frequent- 
ly due  to  disturbances  in  the  digestive  tract  that  it  is  practically  always 
well  to  take  these  conditions  into  consideration  first,  and  any  possible 
cause  iu  this  region  removed  as  the  first  measure  of  treatment. 

The  prognosis  of  convulsions  in  children  is  entirely  dependent  on  the 
cause;  and,  as  this  is  usually  easily  removed,  the  prognosis  is  generally 
favorable. 

Treatment :  — When  called  to  a  case  of  convulsions  it  is  always  a  hurry 
cill  and  the  demand  is  for  immediate  relief.  Tbis  is  generally  most  read- 
ily accomplished  by  the  use  of  hot  water.  Strip  the  child  as  quickly  as 
possible  and  put  it  in  a  tub  of  hot  water  of  a  temperature  of  not  less  than 
110  Fahrenheit  and  keep  it  there  till  the  spasm  is  over.     This,  I  usually     ■ 
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follow  with  a  high  enema  to  clear  the  bowel,  and  roll  the  patient  np  in  a 
hot  wet  sheet.  If  there  is  reason  to  believe  that  the  sanse  is  in  the  stom- 
ach I  Qsnally  give  apomorphine  hypodermically,  which  serves  the  double 
purpose  of  emptying  the  stomach  and  relaxing  the  neivous  syslEm. 

Passiflora  incaruata  is  also  a  very  valuable  remedy  if  given  in  physio- 
logical doses  by  the  mouth,  and  where  there  is  a  tendency  to  recurrence 
of  the  spasms,  it  is  very  valuable  as  a  preventive.  Immediate  relief  is  al- 
ways demanded  and  you  must  give  it  if  possible  but  I  have  never  had  to 
resort  t?  chloroform,  morphine,  chloral,  or  bromides  of  the  old  school  in 
order  to  obtain  it. 

It  is  just  as  necessary  to  make  acareful  selection  of  the  indicated  rem- 
edy io  this  condition  as  it  is  in  any  other  and  the  remedy  selected  must 
cover  the  totality  of  the  symptoms  complete-and  not  simply  the  convulsive 
symptoms  which  are  in  the  majority  of  cases  simply  one  of  the  accidents 
of  the  causative  condition. 

When  the  fever  is  high  and  the  symptoms  correspond  lo  these  reme- 
dies I  have  seen  splendid  lesnlts  from  Aconite,  Belladonna,  Bryonia,  Gel- 
semtum  and  such  remedies  as  these.  In  other  cases  Arsenicum ,  Cbioa, 
Cina,  Hyosciamus,  and,  in  fact,  any  remedy  which  covers  the  totality  of 
the  symptoms  presenting  between  the  spasms  may  be  indicated. 


In  the  April  number  of  the  American  Journal  of  Clinical  Medicine 
Prof.  Salisbury  contributes  a  suggestive  paper  dealing  with  the  mnlual 
assumption  that  absorption  from  the  stomach  is  universal  and  speedy. 
In  dogs  and  probably  in  man  iodides  are  not  so  absorbed;  strychnine  is 
not  absorbed  from  the  stomach  of  the  rabbit  but  is  frcm  that  of  the  dog 
and  probably  from  that  of  man.  Inonye  found  that  neither  atropine  nor 
rhubarb  were  absorbed  from  ihe  human  stomach.  Inorganic  sails  are 
slightly  if  at  all  taken  up  from  this  organ.  Altogether  the  nrcertainly  of 
this  organ  is  great.  The  intestines  offer  more  favorable  conditions,  and  if 
the  stomach  is  empty  when  the  medicine  is  takeu,  and  the  motor  power 
good ;  the  dose  may  be  forwarded  into  the  duodenum  and  be  absorbed 
thence  in  about  a  quarter  hour ;  but  if  the  food  is  present  it  must  wait  the 
conclusion  of  digestion.  Alcohol  facilitates  sb^otblicn.  Great  dilution 
binders  quick  action.  Carbohydrates  leave  the  stomach  more  quickly 
than  peptones — syrup  is  a  better  vehicle  than  milk  for  spetdy  action. 
Iodides  are  decomposed  by  hydrochloric  acid  present  in  the  digestive  epoch 
unless  alkilies  be  given  at  the  same  time. 


In  every  case  of  fracture  of  an  extremity  it  is  imperative  for  the  sur- 
geon to  inform  himself  as  to  the  state  ot  the  pulse  in  the  peripheral  parts 
before  and  after  application  of  the  dressings.  Neglect  to  do  so  may  mean 
gangrene,  which  might  have  been  avoided  by  prompt  action. 

In  cases  of  so-called  obstetrical  paralysis  of  the  arm  it  is  important  to 
make  a  thorough  examination,  since  in  a  certain  number  of  instances 
there  will  be  found  congenital  dislocation  of  the  shoulder  or  fracture. — 
International  Journal  of  Surgery.  "lolp

therapentic  nihilists. 


Be  trne  to  yonrself  and  to  your  patients;  if  you  know  by  past  experi- 
ence, as  BOioe  recognized  authorities  ih  Chicago  have  proclaimed  that  Ibe 
dominant  treatment  of  Pneumonia  is  worthless  and'insufficient.wby  prac- 
tice under  false  pretences,  tell  your  patient,  tell  your  friends  that  you  can't 
help  them  and  be  true  to  yourself,  and  give  them  an  opportunity  to  get  a 
physician  who  knows  his  therapeutics  and  is  well  equipped  with  his  thera- 
peutic armamentarium  to  treat  the  patient  who  is  sick  with  Pneumonia, 
and  favorably  influence  the  course  of  the  disease. 


.  The  question  of  potency  of  a  remedy  administered,  is,  unfortunately 
to  Homceopathy,  an  unsettled  one,  and  left,  too  many  times,  to  the  young 
student  of  Homoe3pathic  therapeutics,  to  solve  in  the  light  of  experience, 
and  is  for  the  teacher  in  our  colleges,'  often,  dangerous  ground  to  travel 
on,  until  the  student  has  advanced  far  enough  to  grasp  the  meaning  of  the 
differences  of  opinion  resulting  from  experience  that  exist  as  to  this  ques  - 
tion.  The  only  writer  of  homoeopathic  therapeutics  that  has  logically  and 
understandingly  written  about  this  subject  is  the  late  Dr.  E.  M.  Hale  of 
Chicago.  Some  definite  rule  underlies  this  problem,  we  firmly  believe, 
and  the  sooner  this  is  analyzed  and  demonstrated,  the  better  for  Homoeo- 
pathy. Our  teachers  in  our  colleges  should  treat  this  subject  with  con- 
siderable latitude  unless  for  some  Special  reason  that  it  should  be  other- 
wise. A  beginner  in  the  practice  of  homoeopathic  therapy,  will  usually 
do  better,  with  the  lower  potencies,  until  be  becomes  thoroughly  master 
of  bis  therapeutic  armamentarium.

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The  worthy  editor  of  The  American  Physician  has  this  to  say  about

What  power  was  it  that  compelled  them  to  do  so,  was  it  money 
power,  or  reasons  humanitarian?  If  such  reports  are  true,  it  is  a  sad 
state  of  affairs  when  society  goes  from  poodle -dog- ism  to  appendecto- 
phobia.  The  surgeons  in  the  the  City  of  Brotherly-Love  are  in  a  sore 
plight;  if  they  need  some  help,  St.  Louis  has  a  few  to  spare  to  recruit  the 
army  of  appeudectomists. 
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Id  this  day  of  the  Ggbt  against  ptilmonary  tuberculosis  some  few  of 
the  more  zealous  seem  to  have  gone  a  step  in  advaDce  of  all  teason  at>d 
filled  themselves  with  the  fear  that  they  will  die  of  this  disease  and  no 
other,  unless  they  speedily  get  rid  of  all  the  poor  sufferers.  In  the  daily 
press  we  read  of  one  in  authority  who  ordered  all  the  consumptives  out  of 
the  public  hospitals  and  as  a  matter  of  fact  put  them  out,  destitute  and 
sick,  homeless  and  penniless  and  without  any  provision  for  their  care  or 
attention  and  then  sought  to  justify  this  action  by  saying  there  "were  too 
many  in  the  hospital  and  room  must  be  made  for  the  acute  cases."  This 
in  the  twentieth  century  and  in  the  United  States  of  America? 

In  another  place  a  zealous  health  officer  will  have  none  of  the  "dump- 
ing ground"  business  in  his  State  so  if  he  finds  a  poor  wanderer—he  says 
it  will  be  just  the  same  if  he  has  scads  of  gold — who  has  but  one  luug  or 
possibly  some  portion  of  two,  with  neither  in  good  condition  he  will  not 
be  allowed  to  land  at  all,  at  all,  but  will  be  unceremoniously  bundled  up 
and  deported  outside  the  State  lines,  while  still  another  voice  do  we  bear 
advocating  that  all  of  these  poor  sn&erers  be  corralled  and  kept  "penned 
up  until  they  die  or  get  well."  Why  do  not  these  men  go  a  step  further  and 
give  these  poor  victims  relief  by  the  application  of  a  few  whiffs  of  Osier's 
soothing  agent?  Let  them  sbufQe  off  this  mortal  coil  painlessly  and 
quickly  and  at  but  little  expense  to  the  community?  Is  the  consumptive 
less  worthy  of  attention  than  a  small  pox  patient? 

If  we  are  to  get  rid  of  the  pest  let  us  be  energetic,  let  us  do  it  well, 
and  with  as  little  suffering  as  possible  and  of  the  consequences — no  mat- 
ter; it  is  not  yet  well  settled  where  orhowthe  disease  is  transmitted,  there 
is  no  one  seemingly  very  eager  to  find  out  how  the  malady  is  contracted, 
whether  throngh  the  medium  of  the  air,  by  actual  contact  or  inocnla- 
tion,  that  is  of  little  consequence  but  one  sick  man  or  woman  "infects"  a 
great  many,  we  know  not  bow  or  when  but  they  do  it  and  we  must  get 
rid  of  them. 

Did  anybody  ever  liear  of  such  rot?  Is  it  possible  that  such  things 
will  be  permitted  in  a  civilized  country.  And  does  any  cue  Ibink  that  a 
few  men  with  a  little  power  and  no  sense  of  justice  or  feeling  toward  their 
fellow  beings  will  be  permitted  to  continue  socb  ''fancy  stunts"  in  their 
search  for  notoriety? 

Countries  infested  with  the  plague  and  pest  make  provision  for  the 
sufferers  and  all  countries  recognize  that  the  poor  and  helpless  dependents 
are  their  wards  and  provide  for  them  accordinglyi  and  why  should  not  the 
city  or  county  who  has  a  consumptive  even  thongh  he  be  in  the  last  stages 
be  compelled  to  care  for  him  in  some  manner  nuttl  he  dies. 

Missouri  and  some  other  States  have  recognized  the  duty  they  owe  to 
these  unfortunate  people  and  commenced  the  work  of  caring  for  them 
through  the  State  Sanitaria,  and  private  enterprise  has  done  much  in  ^^|(^ 
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same  direction.  It  is  to  be  boped  that  these  efforts  will  cootinae  and  it 
is  also  hoped  that  while  unreleoting  war  is  to  be  made  on  the  white  plague 
that  the  victims  will  be  cared  for  in  a  sane,  bamane  way;  that  the  fight 
will  not  be  made  on  tfae  poor  and  helpless  but  the  disease  that  destroys 
them;  that  investigation  will  be  continued  until  the  manner  of  transmis- 
sion is  well  nnderstood,  its  cure  and  control  accomplished,  in  time  be  able 
to  stamp  out  the  disease  and  the  soffering  it  causes.  But  turn  them  ont 
to  die?  Tarn  them  loose  upon  private  charity?  It  savors  of  the  dark  ages 
and  reveales  a  spirit  and  an  action  that  is  as  heartless  and  inhuman  as  it 
is  inefficient  and  dangerous.

To  abort  a  case  of  pneumonia  or  let  it  run  the  usual  course? 

To  cure  an  acute  attack  ef  appendicitis  with  medicine  or  perform  a 
brilliant  operation? 

To  discover  tuberculosis  in  its  early  stages  or  allow  the  disease  to  fully 
develop? 

To  "burn"  a  venereal  sore  the  first  time  you  see  it  or  make  sure  of 
your  diagnosis  and  treat  it  accordingly,  even  though  this  diagnosing  takes 
some  days  to  accomplish? 

To  make  a  speedy  diagnosis  in  injuries  to  the  htp,  or  take  more  time 
and  be  sure  of  the  lesion? 

To  ascribe  continued  uterine  bleeding  to  the  "charge  of  life"  or  ex- 
amine and  determine  the  presence  or  absence  of  uterine  growth?

SUHHEI  COHFLAIHTS. 


The  season  of  "summer  complaints"  is  upon  us,  whatever  that  means 
is  best  understood  and  feared  by  the  mothers  of  a  large  family  of  the  work- 
ing class  in  our  large  metropolitan  cities.  The  treatment  of  these  cases 
of  Gastro- enteritis,  Colitis,  acute  and  chronic,  with  its  seequellse  of  inani- 
tion, malnutrition,  and  frequently  Marasmusgive  the  "Parish  Practition- 
er," considerable  work,  and  worry,  chiefly  because  so  many  of  the  laiety 
leave  these  cases  go  on  nntil  the  child  is  very  emaciated,  after  being  sub- 
jected to  "home  treatment"  and  what  every  old  lady  in  the  community  rec- 
ommends, until  finally  the  poor  debilitated  child  is  brought  for  treatment. 

While  these  conditions  are  frequently  caused  by  the  debilitating  sul- 
try atmosphere  and  second  by  improper  food,  or  infected  milk,  these  con- 
ditions must  first  be  corrected  as  far  as  possible.  Proper  diet  at  re([u1ar 
intervals  and  sufficient  amonut  of  fresh  pure  water  and  systematic  bathing 
are  essential  for  proper  care  of  these  cases.  Then  a  careful  consideration 
of  the  symptoms  of  the  case  will  show  what  remedies  are  indicated.  Calc. 
carb.,  Calc.  phos..  Podophyllum,  China  off.,  Arsenicnm,  Cuprum  ars., 
Veratrnm  alb..  Kali  phos..  are  the  remedies  most  often  called  for.  In  ad- 
dition to  the  afore  mentioned  some  of  the  digestants  as  Pepsin  l/lO  gr. 
triturated  with  milk  sugar  will  be  of  marked  service.  'OQ  Ic

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TIANSHISSIBIUTT  AND  CUIABIUTT  OF  CANCEE 

Dr.  William  Seaman  BainbridKe  of  New  York  City  calls  attention  to 
the  growing  fear  of  cancer  on  the  part  of  people  of  all  classes.  He  at- 
tributes  this  to  the  theories  of  heredity,  congenital  transmission,  and  in- 
fectiousness 01  contagioasness  as  causal  factors  in  the  production  of  the 
disease.  The  feat  of  the  contagiousness  of  cancer  has  been  aroused  by 
the  exploitation  of  the  subject  in  the  public  press.  After  reTiewing  the 
evidence  pro  and  con  of  these  theories  he  calls  attention  to  the  following 
points,  adduced  from  the  mass  of  conflicting  evidence,  which,  pendingtbe 
solntion  of  the  "cancer problem,"  will  lead  no  one  into  danger:  (1)  That 
the  hftreditary  and  congenital  acquirement  of  cancer  are  subjects  which 
require  more  study  before  any  definite  conclusions  can  be  formulated  con- 
cerning them.  (2)  That  iu  the  light  of  our  present  knowledge  they  hold 
no  spiecial  element  of  alarm.  {3)  That  the  contagiousness  or  infectious- 
ness of  cancer  is  far  from  proved.  (4)  That  evidence  to  support  the  the- 
ory of  contagion  or  infection  is  so  incomplete  and  inconclusive  that  the 
pnblic  need  not  concern  itself  with  it.  (5)  That  the  public  ueed  merely 
be  instructed  to  apply  the  same  precautionary  measures  as  should  be 
brought  to  bear  in  the  care  of  any  ulcer  or  open  wound.  (6)  That  the 
danger  of  the  accidental  acquirement  of  cancer  is  far  less  than  from  ty- 
phoid fever,  syphilis  or  tuberculosis.  (7)  That  in  the  care  of  cancer 
cases  there  is  much  more  danger  to  the  attendant  of  septic  infection,  of 
blood  poisoning  from  pus  organisms,  than  from  any  possible  acquirement 
of  c«ncer.  (8)  That  the  communication  of  cancer  from  man  to  man  is  so 
rare,  if  it  really  occurs  at  all,  that  it  can  practically  be  disregarded.  (9) 
Thai  in  cancer,  as  in  all  other  diseases,  attention  to  diet,  exercise,  and 
proper  hygienic  surroundings,  is  of  the  ntmost  importance.  (10)  That 
cauQer  is  local  in  its  beginning.  (11)  That,  when  accessible,  it  may,  in 
its  incipieucy,  be  removed  by  radical  operation  so  perfectly  that  the 
chatices  are  overwhelmingly  in  favor  of  its  non -recurrence.  (l2)  That 
ODCC  it  has  advanced  beyond  the  stage  of  cure,  iu  many  cases,  suffering 
may  be  palliated  and  life  prolonged  by  surgical  means.  (13)  That  while 
othir  methods  of  treatment  may,  in  some  cases,  offer  hope  for  the  cancer 
victim,  the  evidence  is  conclusive  tbat  surgery,  for  operable  cases,  affords 
the  surest  means  of  cure. — Boston  Medical  and  Surgical  Journal,  June  29, 
1907.

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APnilDICITIS,  A  PLBA  FOI  EAILY  •FERATIOK  IN  PUS  CASES. 


The  author  strenuously  opposes  tbe  Ochsner  method)  aud  justifies 
opsratiou  at  the  earliest  possible  moment  by  citine  cases  which  show  the 
benefits  from  the  STOwiog  trend  of  surgical  opinion  in  this  direction.  He 
points  out  the  dangers  of  delay  in  giving  rise  to  subphrenic,  htpatic  and 
splenic  abscesses,  phlebitis  and  infections  in  other  parts  of  the  body. 
Ward  declares  that  in  a  pas  case  after  opening  the  abdominal  wall,  the 
surgeon  should  carefully  place  gauze  sponges  so  as  to  separate  as  effect- 
ually as  possible  the  infected  areas  from  the  uninfected,  then  evacuate  the 
pus  first  with  sponges,  then,  by  local  irrigation,  free  the  appendix  and  re- 
move it,  then  separate  the  adherent  coils  of  large  and  small  intestine,  eva- 
cuate all  secondary  pus  pockets,  wipe  the  lymph  from  the  intestines,  and 
make  them  as  clean  as  possible,  remove  the  protecting  gauze  and  put  in 
fresh  drainage  material.  Take  the  greatest  possible  care,  he  says,  in  plac- 
ing drains.  Bnild  up,  as  it  were,  a  wall  of  gauze  which  will  hold  the  in- 
testines away  from  the  infected  areas,  and  then  use  ropes  of  gauze  to  drain 
the  infected  spots.  Leave  the  abdominal  incision  wide  open  without 
sutures.  If,  after  the  separation  of  adhesions,  it  is  found  that  the  inflam- 
mation has  already  spread  beyond  tbe  boundaries  of  the  right  iliac  fossa, 
further  irrigation  should  be  given  according  to  the  following  rules:  Use 
a  large  tube  at  least  three-quarters  of  an  inch  in  diameter;  hold  the  funnel 
high  sothat  there  is  plenty  of  force;  turn  the  patient  on  the  right  side, 
and  keep  two  fingers  of  the  left  hand  spread  wide  apart  in  tbe  incisicn,  so 
that  the  exit  is  very  free,  and  use  at  lea."t  two  or  three  gallons  of  water. 
An  irrigation  given  in  this  way  instead  of  disseminating  iiifectious.nate- 
rial  removes  it.  In  these  cases  of  general  peritonitis  use  the  Fowler  post  - 
tion  and  Murphy's  method  61  continuous  saline  infusion  by  the  rectum. — 
New  York  Med.  Journal,  November  10,  1906.

This  apparatus  is  designed  to  obviate  the  use  of  the  microscope  and 
the  fresh,  live  culture  of  typhoid  bacilli  necessary  for  the  Widal  lest  when 
made  in  the  old  way.  Laboratory  and  clinical  experiments  have  shown  it 
equal  In  delicacy  to  the  former  method.  The  limits  of  the  reaction  are 
more  distinct  than  in  the  old  process.    Tbe  package  contains:  i 

'OQle 
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1.  One  bottle  of  sterile,  permanent  suspeosion  of  tjpboid  bacilli. 

2.  Fonr  test  tabes. 

3.  One  lancet  and  tube  (or  collecting  blood. 

4.  One  visl  for  dilutinK  serum. 

5.  One  small  pipette  for  distribnting  thediloted  semin. 

6.  One  larjte  pipette  with  two  graduations  (each  corresponding  to 
ten  drops  of  the  size  delivered  by  the  small  pipette)  for  filling  the  tnbes 
with  suspension. 

RBACTION. 

When  the  reaction  is  positive,  floccnles  appear  in  one  or  more  of  the 
tubes,  depending  upon  the  agglutinating  power  of  the  serum  tested. 
These  flakes  are  small  at  first,  and  disseminated  through  the  fluid.  Tfaey 
gradually  increase  in  size  and  settle  to  the  bottom  of  the  tube. 

In  a  compute  reaction  the  supernatant  fluid  has  cleared. 

In  a  positive  but  incomplete  reaction  floccnles  are  seen  in  the  still 
cloudy  fluid. 

In  a  negative  reaction  the  flnid  in  the  tubes  remains  uniformly  clondy 
as  in  the  control. 

A  positive  reaction  is  easily  detected  by  comparision  with  the 
control. 


TBE  lADICAl  CUIE  OP  FEMORAL  HBIHU. 


WM.  B.  ClOLEY,  U.  D. 


In  an  interesting  contribution,  Coley  demonstrates  the  value  of  the 
purse-string  suture  method  la  the  radical  cure  of  femoral  hernia  as  shown 
by  results  in  103  cases.  This  method  is  based  upon  an  operation  devised 
by  Cusbins  of  Boston  in  18S8,  but  differs  from  it  somewhat  in  technique. 
As  performed  by  Coley  it  may  be  briefly  described  as  follows: 

An  oblique  incision  is  made  one-quarter  to  one-half  inch  below  Pou- 
part's  ligament  and  parallel  with  it,  almost  identical  with  the  incision 
made  for  inguinal  hernia,  only  slightly  lower  and  a  little  shorter.  The 
sac  with  the  mass  of  extra -peritoneal  fat  that  almost  always  surrounds  it 
Is  then  freed  well  up  into  the  femoral  opening.  The  masses  of  fat  are  care- 
fully removed,  the  sac  itself,  by  gentle  traction,  is  brought  down  well  be- 
yond its  neck  to  a  point  where  it  widens  into  the  general  peritoneal  cavity. 
It  is  always  opened  before  ligature,  so  make  sure  that  it  is  empty.  If 
omentum  is  present,  this  is  tied  off  and  removed.  The  ligatnie  having 
been  placed  well  beyond  the  neck  by  transfixion,  it  is  carefully  tied  and 
the  sac  removed.     Whep  the  stump  of  the  sac  has  been  pushed  through 
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the  opening  into  the  abdomitial  cavity,  there  is  do  longei  any  funicular 
process  present  in  the  femoral  region.  With  a  curved  Hagedorn  needle, 
threaded  with  kangaroo  tendon  ot  medium  size,  the  suture  is  placed  as 
follows :  The  needle  is  first  passed  through  the  iBuer  portion  of  Ponpart's 
ligament  or  the  roof  of  the  canal,  then  downward,  taking  firm  hold  of  the 
pectineal  fascia  and  muscle,  then  outward  through  the  fascia  lata  overly- 
ing the  femoral  vein,  and  finally  upward,  emerging  through  the  roof  of  the 
canal  about  one-quarter  inch  distantfrom  the  point  of  entrance.  On  tying 
this  suture,  the  floor  of  the  canal  is  brought  into  apposition  with  the  roof, 
and  the  femoral  opening  is  completely  obliterated. 

The  skin  and  superficial  fascia  are  closed  by  means  of  an  interrupted 
ca^ut  suture  and  a  sterile  dressing  is  applied  without  drainage.  The  first 
change  of  dressing  is  made  at  the  end  of  one  week.  The  patient  is  kept 
in  bed  for  two  weeks  and  allowed  to  go  home  at  the  end  of  two  and  a  half 
weeks.  A  firm  spica  bandage  is  worn  one  week  after  leavinglhe  hospital, 
at  the  end  of  which  time  no  further  support  is  needed. 

The  purse-string  suture  thus  applied  accomplishes  exactly  the  same 
thing  as  Bassini's  operation  for  femoral  hernia,  and  it  has  the  advantage 
that  it  is  much  more  easily  and  quickly  performed. 

In  the  100  cases  operated  upon  by  this  method,  most  of  which  have 
been  carefully  traced,  there  has  not  been  a  single  relapse. — Annals  of  Sur- 
gery, Oct.  1906,  page  519.

Is  there  anything  the  matter  with  you?  Stomach  ont  of  "kelter?" 
Head  foggy?  Heart  acting  up?  Backache?  Joints  stifi?  Dizzy?  Feet 
cold?  Talk  in  your  sleep?  See  things  that  aren't  there?  In  short,  have 
you  "symptoms"  of  any  disorder  of  body  or  mind  that  anybody  ever  heard 
of,  in  the  whole  dreary  catalogue? 

Well,  then,  this  is  what  yon  want  to  do:  You  want  to  take  a  trolley 
ride  on  the  Olive  street  line,  out  toward  Grand  avenue,  and  count  the  signs     i 
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that  are  haaz  out  by  the  folks  who  are  ready  and  eager  to  cure  yoa.  You 
needn't  leave  your  seat.  Just  tutn  yonr  bead  sidewise,  and  "keep  tab" 
on  your  fingers  as  your  eyes  catch  the  new  ones.  If  you  have  any  sort 
of  industry  at  all  at  counting,  you'll  run  out  of  fingers  before  you're  half 
through. 

Recently  a  Post-Dispatch  reporter  walked  for  a  distance  of  four  blocks 
through  that  part  of  town ;  and  without  being  sure  that  he  got  them  all, 
he  counted  34  separate  schemes  of  cure.  Not  merely  34  doctors'  signs, 
miod  you,  but  34  separate  and  distinct  methods  of  driving  away  disease. 
If  his  neck  hadn't  grown  stiff  from  looking  up,  be  might  have  brought 
the  count  up  to  half  a  hundred,  without  half  trying. 

There,  of  course,  are  the  "regular"  physicians,  the  good  old  allopaths, 
and  the  devoted  homeopaths.  The  two  schools  don't  spjeak  to  one  another 
professionally ;  but  bless  them  both,  anyway !     That's  two  the  count. 

And  then  there's  the  drug  store,  with  its  shelves  full  of  patent  medi- 
cines. Dump  the  remedies  all  together,  and  count  the  drug  store  as  one. 
That's  three,  then. 

Then  there's  the  "electric"  physician,  and  the  asteopath,  the  hydro- 
path,  and  the  Christian  Scientist,  each  with  his  following.  No  reflections 
on  any  of  them,  if  you  please.  We're  not  reflecting  now;  we're  just 
counting.     That  brings  the  total  to  seven.     Then  here  are  the  others: 

8.  The  "maghetic  healer." 

9.  The  electric  massage  doctor. 

10.  The  clairvoyant. 

11.  The  "Gift  of  Tongues"  healers.

There  wereeleven  "specialists"  signs 
displayed  within  these  four  blocks — all  different,  promising  to  cure  any- 
'tbing  from  "that  red  feeling"  to  an  ingrowing  conscience. 

Murder !  Is  it  any  wonder  that  St.  Louis  holds  the  nation's  record  in 
health  statisticsF     How  could  she  help  it? 
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Kelly  {Surgery,  Gynecology  and  Obstetrics,  Merch,  1907)  states  that 
he  has  yet  to  see  a  spontaneous  or  medical  core  io  a  case  in  which  tuber - 
culosis  of  tbe  kidney  has  been  clearly  demonstrated.  Even  under  most 
favorable  hygienic  surroundings.be  has  always  noted  tbe  advance  of  the 
disease.  He  observes  that  with  rare  exceptions  tuberculosis  sooner  or 
later  involves  the  bladder,  and  that  this  may  take  place  early.  He  holds 
that  disease  is  always  unilateral  at  the  start ;  if  general  or  miliary  tuber> 
calosis  be  excluded,  it  is  practically  always  hematOKeuous  in  orieia, 
primary  tuberculosis  of  the  bladder  being  extremly  rare.  Nephrotomy  he 
advises  only  in  desperate  cases  of  pyonephrosis,  and  this  must  always  be 
followed  by  nephrectomy  when  tbe  other  kidney  is  not  tubercular.  IE 
both  kidneys  are  extensively  involved,  nephrotomy  is  tbe  only  procedure 
feasible.  It  often  effects  a  remarkable  improvement  in  the  patient's  gen- 
eral condition.  As  a  preliminary  to  nephrectomy,  nephrotomy  may  be 
of  inestimable  value.  Two  months  is  regarded  as  a  long  enough  period 
for  tbe  patient  to  tally  sufficiently  to  stand  a  nepbreclomy,  which  is  best 
done  by  the  intracapsular  method.  Partial  nephrectomy  affords  a  chance 
now  and  then  of  rescuing  the  bad  kidney;  it  is  indicated  when  both  kid- 
neys are  involved,  and  is  especially  indicated  when  half  a  horseshoe  kid- 
ney is  involved. 

Tbe  operation  of  widest  application,  and  that  which  should  always  be 
if  posssble,  is  nephrectomy.  In  the  comparatively  exceptional  case  of 
one  sided  kidney  tuberculosis,  with  tbe  other  kidney  healthy,  and  no  tn- 
bercutosis  evident  in  the  bladder  or  elsewhere  in  tbe  body,  no  one  should 
dispute  the  imperative  indication  to  remove  the  diseased  kidney.  Such 
patients  often  seem  to  be  in  robust  health  and  the  local  symptoms  appear 
trivial,  but  it  should  be  borne  in  mind  that  no  esse  of  spontaneous  heal- 
ing has  been  demonstrated. 

Kelly  states  that  he  has  twenty  cases  of  nephrectomy  in  which  the 
disease  was  unilateral  and  without  bladder  involvement,  or  only  slight 
lesions  about  the  urethral  orifice,  and  that  all  tbeEc  cases,  without  excep- 
tion, remained  in  perfect  health  over  a  period  extending  from  two  to  ten 
years.  Hence  the  proper  time  for  nephrectomy  is  as  soon  as  diagnosis 
has  been  made.  When  tbe  disease  is  farther  advanced,  tbe  difficulties 
multiply  rapidly;  the  likelihood  of  disease  in  tbe  second  kidney  is  in- 
creased; grave  bladder  troubles  are  present,  rendering  topical  diagnosis 
very  difficult  or  even  impossible ;  peritoneal  changes  occur,  greatly  adding 
to  the  seriousness  and  dangers  of  the  operation.  Out  of  the  thirty-six  ad- 
vanced cases  Kelly  has  had  four  deaths,  and  five  more  within  periods  of 
from  two  mouths  to  four  years.  Involvement  of  the  bladder  is  a  marked 
indication  for  nephrectomy,  since  as  long  as  the  tubercular  kidney  pours 
down  infectious  material  tbe  bladder  cannot  be  healed,  whereas  it  often 
yields  promptly  after  nephrectomy. — Therapeutic  Gazelle.

As  the  hot  weather  approaches  the  usnal  nomber  oi  cases  of  fcsB^ro- 
intestinal  ailments  will  confront  us  and  if  we  be  not  alert  the  same  mor< 
tality  of  old  will  occar  amonft  our  little  patients  of  one  and  two  years. 
The  keynote  to  success  in  the  management  of  these  cases  is  to  see  that 
correct  feeding  Is  enforced  and  to  keep  the  alimentary  canal  as  clean  and 
nearly  aseptic  as  Is  possible.  U  this  be  done  much  snSering  can  be  ob- 
viated and  many  little  lives  saved. 

Every  medical  man  these  days  is  capable  of  giving  correct  advice  on 
infant  feeding,  the  care  of  bottles,  accessories,  etc.,  if  be  will  only  take 
the  time  and  trouble  to  make  the  mother  understand  bow  impo^lant  it  alt 
is.  Tfae  doctor's  suggestions  on  this  matter  are  too  often  regarded  as 
'  simply  platitades  and  not  thought  of  seriously  until  tfae  child  is  in  the 
throes  of  a  severe  illness.  The  following  clinical  reports  ere  ilastratioos 
of  my.HVpal  method  of  handling  the  more  common  but  serious  gastro- 
intestinal; diseases  we  meet  during  the  heated  season. 

Bthel  G.,  aged  ten  months,  suffering  from  cholera  infantum;  bottle 
fed.  Was  passing  watery  stools  every  few  minutes.  Temperature  had 
been  considerably  elevated,  but  was  now  slightly  abnormal.  Mouth  and 
tongue  parched.  Considerable  emaciation  and  scaphoid  abdomen.  Cir- 
culation weak  and  respirations  labored.

M.  Sig. — 20  drops  every  hour.  After  eight  hours  the  child  was 
able  to  tate  nourishment  and  retain  it.  This  consisted  of  cold  pasteur- 
ized millc  diluted  with  an  equal  portion  of  lime  water.  Child  was  gives 
all  the  cold  water  and  lemonade  she  wanted.  She  made  a  good  recovery. 
Jennie  M.,  aged  fourteen  months.  Suffered  from  gastro -enteritis 
with  much  fermentation.  Bowels  swollen  and  tympanitic.  Fever  of  a 
remittent  type  due  to  autotoxemia.  Child  delicate  and  poorly  nourished; 
still  nursing  the  mother's  breast.  Mother  herself  in  poor  health  and  in' 
□o  condition  to  nourish  child.  Treatment:  Put  the  little  one  on  cow's 
milk  diluted  with  lime  water.  Three  times  a  week  I  gave  a  high  enema 
of  a  warm  saline  solution  and  Glyco-Thymoline.  equal  parts.  Also  gave 
the  above  prescription,  a  teaspoonfnl  every  four  hours.  Child  steadily 
improved  under  this  treatment  and  in  six  weeks  was  in  a  good  state  of 
nutrition  and  health-

The  effects  of  codeine  on  the  alimentary 
canal  are  remarkable,  that  it  assuages  pain  as  well  or  better  than  morphine 
and  nevertheless  does  not  check  the  secretions  or  peristalsis  notably,  un- 
less the  latter  is  excessive,  as  in  dysentery.  The  statement  that  codeine 
is  simply  a  "little  morphine,"  only  difiering  from  the  latter  in  the  size  of 
the  dose,  is  an  erroneous  view,  as  can  be  ascertained  by  any  one  who 
closely  observes  the  action  of  the  iwo  drugs."

On  the  eighth  or  aiath  day  of  the  attack  id  a  typical  case  whea  the 
rose  colored  rash  is  present  over  a  large  part  of  the  abdomen  or  body ; 
when  the  temperature  range  has  been  "characteristic"  for  several  days 
and  the  "pc>  loup"  stools  are  in  evidence,  there  is  little  or  no  chance  for 
error.  But  our  observation  in  twenty-five  years'  experience  leads  us  to 
the  conclusion  that  this  disease  follows  the  most  atypical  course  of  any 
that  a&ects  the  general  practitioner  with  the  possible  exception  of  grippe 
and  malaria.  Indeed  we  have  carried  patients  through  attacks  of  fever 
which  were  only  diagnosed  as.  in  all  probability,  typhoid,  after  the  pa- 
tient was  convalescent  and  the  hair  came  out  some  weeks  thereafter. 

The  most  grievJous  and  humiliating  failures  at  diagnosis  which  we 
have  made  have  been  in  this  disease,  because  of  expecting  to  find  (in  the 
early  '90'5)  a  history  of  a  gradual  onset  with  languor,  etc.,  for  a  week  or 
two  before  the  attack-  Daring  the  epidemic  of  1891-92  when  there  were 
so  many  deaths  from  typhoid,  in  St.  Louis  ob  one  December  day  that  there 
were  not  enough  hearses  in  town  to  haul  the  dead  to  the  cemeteries,  the 
onset  of  the  disease  was  often  marked  by  a  severe  rigor  followed  by  an 
elevation  of  temperature  to  104*  or  106*  F.  There  would  not  be  any  right 
illiac  fossa  tenderness,  no  diarrhea,  no  delirium,  no  sordes  on  teeth  or 
gums,  no  classical  symptoms  that  would  disttnguisb  between  grippe  or 
malaria.  The  fact  that  typhoid  was  epidemic  was  the  chief  diagnostic  sign 
and  case  after  case  was  diagnosticated  typhoid  by  physicians  in  general 
on  no  other  grounds.  With  all  this  laziness  and  uncertainty  overhang- 
ing a  given  case  one  must  not  be  surprised  to  find  thedifScuUies  arising 
thick  and  fast  about  him  in  many  instances. 

But  in  a  case  where  the  onset  is  sudden  with  consequent  high  fever, 
with  little  morning  remission  and  aches  and  pains  like  grippe  or  malaria 
and  when  the  agglutination  (Widal)  test  cannot  be  made  or  is  negative 
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and  DO  microscope  or  ability  to  discover  the  plasmodinto  ia  st  hand,  we 
have  found  the  gnintae  test  very  useful,  viz:  give  thirty  gr^ng  of  quinine 
in  10  hoars  to  an  adalt  (proportionately  less  to  children),  and  if  the  case 
is  point  is  typhoid  little  or  no  reduction  of  temperature  will  be  noted,  and 
if  any.  the  fever  will  return  to  where  it  was  the  same  or  next  afternoon,  if 
it  be  malaria  it  will  probably  be  suppressed  and  remain  away  from  three 
to  seven  days  ch-  maybe  indefinitely.  Before  makinj;  the  quinine  test  it  is 
always  advisable  to  carefully  select  the  similitnum  because  you  must  pro- 
ceed to  give  this  remedy  after  the  failure  of  the  quinine  to  permanently 
suppress  the  fever,  and,  moreover,  the  quinine  will  so  mask  the  symp- 
toms that  a  similimtim  cannot  be  properly  selected  after  the  quinine  has 
been  given  until  several  days  or  a  week  have  elapsed.  The  quinine  will 
help  greatly,  to  differentiate  between  malaria  and  the  typhoid,  but  not  so 
with  grippe.  In  the  absence  of  the  Widal  reaction  and  sometimes  with  it, 
three  days  must  elapse  before  the  distinction  is  probable,  for  grippe  usually 
shows  a  distinct  change  In  that  length  of  time.  Either  by  improvement 
or  complication.  Not  so  with  typhoid.  Id  the  fuU-bloodedor  esthenic 
type  of  patient  the  difficulties  increase,  because  they  mostly  maintain  an 
atypical  aspect  until  the  end  of  the  second  or  beglpniDg  of  the  third  week, 
but  even  in  them  and  mostly  io  anemic  cases  the  calloused  poiots  of  the 
palms  of  the  hands  and  soles  of  the  feet  are  quite  constantly  discolored 
yellowisk — much  like  the  fingers  of  a  cigarette  fiend.  This  is  accentuated 
by  pressing  the  blood  out  of  the  parts  and  observing  the  contrast  as  the 
blood  returns  to  the  surrounding  parts.  The  difficulties  of  diagnosis  are 
usually  confined  to  the  first  few  days  or  week,  but  may  extend  beyond 
that  as  above  stated,  particularly  when  miliary  tuberculosis,  aeute  septic 
or  pyemic  infection  or  meningitis  may  be  present. 

We  call  attention  to  these  three  latter  conditions  that  any  interested 
reader  may  "read  up"  on  them  in  any  good  work  treating  of  them  as  they 
are  not  encountered  frequently  enough  to  enter  as  serious  factors  in  this 
city  or  its  environs,  in  suspected  typhoid  fever  cases.  Important  facts  to 
be  considered  are  the  etiological  factors  and  the  possibility  of  their  opera- 
tion in  the  case  in  point.  Inquire  into  the  water  and  milk  or  food  supply. 
Note  the  season  of  year.  Should  either  of  tbeseprove  suspicious  thedtag- 
nosis  of  probable  typhoid  will  be  greatly  increased.  Therefore,  if  a  given 
case  began  with  a  severe  chill  followed  by  high  fever  during  what  seemed 
to  be  good  health,  and  the  fever  stay  with  slight  morning  remissions,  and 
either  the  Wtdal  or  quinine  test  or  both  prove  negative  and  the  bowels  be 
costive,  the  probabilities  are  very  great  that  the  case  is  one  of  typhoid, 
and  will  be  proven  to  be  so  a  few  days  later  by  the  development  of  the 
rose  rash  and  the  yellowish  discoloration  of  palms  and  soles.  A  blood 
examination  and  leucocyte  count  willeasily  exclude  pysemic  or  septic  con- 
ditions as  lencocytosis  in  typhoid  is  not  increased  while  with  others  it  is 
most  likely.  Meningitis  may  complicate  typhoid  from  the  very  beginning. 
Should  it  do  so,  treat  the  most  urgent  group  of  symptoms  and  tell  the

Next  to  diagnosis  the  diet  in  TTphoid  Fever  is  the  most  importaat 
subject  in  a  symposium  on  that  distressing:  malady.  In  fact  many  con- 
sider diet  much  more  important  as  a  remedial  measure  than  medicine  in 
any  form.  This  is  no  donbt  tmc  for  several  reasons,  first  and  foremost, 
the  peculiar  pathological  lesion;  any  irritatiug  substance  passing  over  this 
inflamed  area  adding  to  the  distress  and  prolonging  the  usual  coarse. 
Second,  the  inclination  to  the  formation  of  gases  with  their  tendency  to 
deoomposition  producing  distressing  tympanites.  Third,  the  frequency 
of  either  diarrhea  or  constipation  which  can  be  ameliorated  by  proper 
diet.  And  fourth,  the  length  of  the  disease  renders  it  absolutely  neces- 
sary that  the  most  nourishment  be  obtained  from  the  least  amount 
iujested. 

When  these  facts  are  considered  any  articles  selected  for  nourishment 
should  be  non-irritating  when  they  reach  the  intestines,  produce  the  least 
possible  amount  of  fecal  matter,  be  sufficiently  digested  or  predigested  to 
cause  no  gas  formation  and  also  assimilable  obviating  constipation  or 
diarrhea.  Again  the  foods  selected  must  harmonize  with  the  fancies  of 
the  patient  to  as  great  extent  as  possible.  Nothing  is  so  deleterious  to  a 
half  delirious  fever  patient  as  the  constant  annoyance  of  proffered  articles 
of  diet  that  are  repugnant  even  in  health. 

Water  is  the  first  and  principal  food.  Internally  and.  externally. 
Moderately  cold  ahd  pure  and  fresh.  Given  often  and  as  much  as  the  pa- 
tient can  be  induced  to  take. 

Next  in  importance  is  milk  and  is  the  most  suitable  food.  Fever  pa- 
tients may  be  carled  through  the  whole  course  of  the  disease  on  milk 
alone.  Three  pints  daily  is  the  usual  amount  required  when  given  as  the 
only  article  of  diet.  The  stools  should  be  frequently  examined  to  see 
that  the  entire  amount  taken  is  digested.  When  milk  becomes  tiresome  it 
can  be  modified  and  still  retain  its  nourishing  qualities.  By  the  use  of  Pep- 
sin it  can  be  converted  into  whey  or  junket.  By  adding  Vtchy  it  can  be 
carbonated  and  made  palatable.  Again  buttermilk,  knmyss  or  pure  ice 
cream  will  be  readily  handled  in  certain  cases.  When  a  substitute  is 
needed  for  pure  cow's  milk  or  it  cannot  be  obtained  in  proper  quantity  or 
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qaality  then  chicken  or  mutton  broth  ot  beef  jaice  will  be  foand  service- 
able.  These  should  be  carefnlly  seasoned  with  salt  and  batter  to  sait  the 
ta^te.  Tbsse  broths  may  asgravate  or  cause  diarrhea  in  which  circum- 
stance it  is  advisable  to  use  albumen  water,  that  is.  the  white  of  eggs  beat 
up  in  equal  parts  of  water  and  strained,  to  which  is  added  lemoo  juice, 
wine  or  brandy  to  flavor.  If  constipation  is  present  and  persistent  which 
the  milk  diet  aggravates,  fruit  juices  will  often  be  indicated  such  as  prunes, 
oranges  or  lemons.  The  action  of  these  fruit  juices  should  be  watched 
and  if  not  well  borne  discontinued  at  once. 

All  patients  must  be  fed  at  regular  intervals  dnrinn  the  day  and  at 
night  if  extremely  weak  or  in  a  stupor  or  comatose  condition.  If  at  night 
sleep  is  quiet  and  restful  it  must  not  be  disturbed. 

The  convalescent  period  is  probably  the  most  important  from  a  diet- 
etic  standpoint.  Here  we  have  a  patient  who  feels  good  and  is  extremely 
hungry  and  at  the  same  time  we  know  that  any  irritatjon  to  the  diseased 
intestines  will  produce  a  relapse  which  will  be  worse  than  the  initial  at- 
tack 00  account  of  the  weakened  condition  of  the  patient.  We  have 
all  h>3rd  of  -tb:  typhoid  fever  pitieats  who  have  left  their  beds  during  the 
absence  of  the  attendant  and  ate  quantities  of  sour  kraut,  apples,  pies,' 
meat  or  something  else  that  they  have  craved  and  that  they  began  to  im> 
prove  from  that  moment.  Still  no  one  is  willing  to  take  the  responsibility 
of  permitting  a  patient  to  do  such  a  thing  with  our  consent,  for  the  simple 
reason  that  we  have  known  of  cases  who  ate  an  over  amount  of  some 
article  that  we  have  recommended  and  suffered  the  usual  relapse.  It  is 
best  to  err  on  the  side  of  safety  if  an  error  is  necessary,  hence  the  writer 
makes  this  rule:  Never  allow  a  typhoid  fever  patient  anything  solid  to 
eat  until  one  week  after  an  absence  of  evening  elevation  of  temperature 
and  then  wait  another  week  to  be  sure.  At  this  time  a  short  allowance  of 
soft-boiled  eg^s,  milk-tOBSt  and  such  semi-solids  may  be  permitted  for 
three  days  when  tf  no  elevation  of  temperature  occurs,  the  full  diet  may 
begin  with  safety.

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There  is  do  longer  any  contention  that  perforation  of  the  intestine  by 
a  typhoid  ulcei  is  other  than  a  surgical  condition,  to  be  treated  snrgically. 

Medical  and  expectant  treatment  results  in  a  mortality  variously  esti- 
mated from  90  to  100%.    The  latter  Ggtire  is  nearer  truth. 

On  the  other  band,  the  mortality  of  cases  treated  by  operation  has 
constantly  and  steadily  decreased  since  Leyder  first  suggested  and  Miku- 
licz performed  the  first  successful  operation. 

The  percentage  oi  recovery  after  operation  is  variously  stated  and  ranges 
from  37.66%  in  162  cases  collected  by  Alleban  down  to  10%.  The  aver- 
age at  the  present  time  is  about  27%.  Statistics  demonstrate  that  in  the 
United  States  about  12,000  cases  of  typhoid  die  of  perforation  anDually. 
To  save  27%  or  3140  lives  per  year  is  no  mean  feat  for  surgery  to  accom- 
plish and  of  no  small  economic  value  to  the  state. 

The  time  at  which  operation  is  made  is  of  immense  importance  tn  de- 
termining the  result.  Of  those  cases  operated  within  S  hours  of  the  oc- 
curence of  perforation  55%  recover,  or  more  than  twice  as  many  operated 
after  that  time.  The  frequency  of  perforation  in  typhoid  according  to 
Osier's  series  of  829  cases  is  2.7%  and  the  time  of  occurrence,  based  on 
the  same  series  is  anywhere  from  the  1st  to  the  16th  week  after  its  onset. 
Something  more  than  50%  occurs  tn  the  3rd  and  4th  weeks. 

The  location  of  ike  perfotaiion  in  more  than  80%  is  in  the  ileum  and 
within  3  feet  of  the  ileo-ceacal  junction — commonly  within  18  inches  of 
this  point.  The  sigmoid  flexure,  vermiform  appendix,  descending  and 
transverse  colon,  jejunum  and  Meckel's  diverticulum,  next  in  the  order 
mentioned. 

The  diagnosis  of  typhoid  perforation  is  not  always  easy  to  make. 
This  is  not  strange  considering  that  typhoid  is  a  disease  affecting  practi- 
cally every  organ  and  system  in  the  body.  The  conditions  likely  to  cause 
greatest  difficulty  in  establishing  a  timely  diagnosis  are  delirium  and 
stupor  which  make  all  subjective  symptoms  useless. 

When  there  appears  sudden  abdominal  pain,  localized  tenderness,  and 
rigidity  ol  the  abdominal  muscles,  the  diagnosis  is  clear.  Other  symptoms 
are  nausea-vomiting,  tympany,  disappearance  of  liver  dullness,  accelera* 
tion  of  pulse  and  rise  of  temperature.  Any  or  all  of  these  added  to  pain, 
tenderness  and  rigidity  not  only  make  the  diagnosis  more  certain,  but  the 
necessity  of  immediate  operation  more  urgent. 
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If  one  waits  for  the  manifestations  of  shock,  as  indicated  by  facial  ex- 
pression, excessively  rapid  pnlse,  sweatinc  and  restlessness;  be  will  faave 
clinched  bis  diagnosis,  but  will  also  have  allowed  bis  chances  for  EBvinK 
the  patient's  life  to  diminish  to  almost  zero. 

In  case  of  donbt  as  to  the  existence  of  perioration ;  operate— for  the 
exploratory  incision  presents  a  very  minimum  of  danger.  This  is  advo- 
cated by  all  physicians  and  practiced  by  all  sargeons  advanced  enouKh  to 
recognize  the  Impossibility  of  a  dingnosis  in  certain  cases.  The  diagnosis 
is  usually  best  made  by  the  attending  physician — who  is  in  position  to 
recognize  changes  due  to  perforation ,  by  comparing  them  with  the  patient's 
previons  condition. 

Differential  Diagnosii. — There  are  several  complications  of  typhoid 
and  that  may  easily  be  confused  with  perforation — snch  as  snppntalion  ol 
mesenteric  or  retroperitoneal  glands.  Excepting  that  the  pain -tenderness 
and  rigidity  of  the  abdominal  muscles,  is  slower  in  onset  and  followed  by 
shock  and  septic  peritonitis  only  in  event  of  their  rupture — differentiation 
is  almost  impossible.  But  a  surgical  condition  in  the  abdomen  demand- 
ing operation  will  have  been  discovered  and  exact  diagnosis  and  appropri- 
ate treatment  may  be  made  and  instituted  after  the  abdomen  is  open. 

The  same  is  true  of  appendicitis — more  frequent  dnring  typhoid  than 
is  generally  recognized.  The  location  of  the  tenderness  and  the  palpation 
of  a  tumor  will  aid  the  diagnosis. 

Thrombosis  of  iliac  veins  is  distinguished  by  tenderness  in  the  in- 
guinal region  for  a  distance  down  the  femoral  vein.  In  the  absence  of 
stupor  this  is  a  valuable  point. 

Cholecystitis  is  a  frequent  complication  of  typhoid,  presents  tumor  aud 
tenderness  over  the  gall  bladder  and  in  some  instances  jauudice.  Perfora- 
tion of  the  gall  bladder  may  occur  and  deminds  the  same  prompt  opera- 
tive measures  as  perforation  of  the  gut. 

The  most  difficult  and  at  the  same  time  most  important  complication 
that  may  simulate  perforation  is  hemorrhage.  Only  50%  all  hemorrhages 
are  accompanied  by  pain  and  tenderness  and  rigidity  of  the  muscles  is 
evio  les3  frequent.  The  appearance  of  shock  is  slower  in  hemorrhage 
and  the  same  is  true  of  the  pulse  frequency.  In  hospitals  where  the  blood 
pressure  may  be  measured,  it  will  be  found  that  hemorrhage  lowers  it  and 
perforation  raises  it.     Blood  in  the  stools  clears  up  the  difficulty. 

lecknigue  of  Operation. — Lical  anaesthesia  by  Eacainet  Beta  or 
Schleich's  solution  is  preferable  to  general  anaesthesia  by  chloroform  al- 
though Cusbiug  is  quoted  as  saying  that  anaesthesia  and  operation  seem 
to  have  a  favorable  effect  on  the  fever.  I  make  bold  right  here  to  suggest 
the  spinal  analgesia  induced  by  the  injection  of  Tropococaine. 

lucisioD  at  the  edge  of  the  right  rectus  muscle  of  sufficient  length  to 
eaibte  th-  hindling  of  the  intestine  with  extreme  gentleness. 

Because  it  is  most  easily  located  and  a  good  landmark  to  begin  a 
search  from,  the  appendix  should  be  first  examined  and  if  necessary  re 
moved.     Systematic  search  for   perforation    or    places  thinned  by  nlcers 
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should  then  be  made  in  the  strnctnres  most  frequently  affected — the  last  3 
feet  of  the  ileum,  the  sigmoid,  descending  and  transverse  colon,  caecum 
and  ascending  colon  and  finally  the  jejunum  in  the  order  named.  Failing 
to  find  a  bole  in  the  gut  the  gall  badder  should  be  investigated  and  drained 
if  necessary.  The  gall  bladder  being  acquitted,  suppurating  mesenteric  or 
retroperitoneal  glands  should  be  sought  and  drained. 

If  a  patient  be  in  very  bad  condition,  the  search  should  end  with  the 
discovery  and  treatment  of  the  one  or  mote  perforations  first  discovered. 
If  permissable  the  hunt  should  be  continued  until  all  perforations  and 
thinned  places  threatening  perforation  have  been  dealt  with.  Tbey  are 
more  likely  to  be  found  on  the  gut  opposite  the  mesenteric  border.  They 
are  best  closed  by'  mattress  sutures  of  silk  or  flax.  Lembert  sutures — 
especially  as  more  than  one  layer  is  desirable,  are  likely  to  occasion  a  dan  - 
gerous  constriction  of  the  gut.  Should  the  mattress  sutures,  because  of 
larger  size  of  perforations  or  several  perfoiatlons  near  together,  cause  too 
great  a  constriction,  reliance  wonld  better  be  placed  on  the  purse  string 
suture. 

SDme  surgeons  follow  the  practice  advocated  by  Luecke  and  simply 
sew  the  perforated  portion  into  the  abdominal  wound  establishing  a  fecal 
fistula,  to  be  dealt  with  later. 

This  plan  by  virtue  of  its  nmplicUy  and  the  quickness  with  which  it 
can  be  carried  out  is  a  most  excellent  one  when  there  is  but  one  ulcer  or 
when  ulcers  are  close  together 

Abundant  observation  has  demonstrated  that  irrigation  of  the  soiled 
peritoneum  or  wiping  with  sponges,  mitigate  materially  against  the  pa- 
tient's chances  of  recovery  and  therefore,  should  not  be  done.  Excepting 
where  simple  suturing  of  gut  to  belly  wait  makes  it  not  feasable^— drain- 
age with  rubber  tubing  should  always  be  used. 

In  all  cases  Fowler's  position  should  be  established — the  painstaking 
experiments  of  Buxton  having  shown  that  absorption  from  the  abdomen  is 
effected  almost  entirely  by  the  tymphaticis  of  the  diaphragm.  Compara- 
tively recently  Murphy  has  practiced  intestinal  clysis,  a  method  to  which 
be  attaches  the  greatest  importance.  "It  (the  saline  solution)  must  be 
admitted  by  pressure  alone  and  through  a  tube  that  will  let  the  water  flow 
in  and  out,  and  the  hydraulic  pressure  must  just  exceed  the  abdominal 
pressure." 

This  idea  is  carried  out  by  placing  the  fountain  syringe  not  more 
than  six  inches  above  the  level  of  the  intestines.  "Its  purpose  is  to  tide 
the  patient  over  the  hour  of  acute  infection  which  is  just  after  operattcn, 
by  washing  oat  the  blood  with  a  large  quantity  of  fluid"  (normal  saline 
solution).     He  has  given  as  high  as  30  pints  in  24  hours. 

Recapitulation. — Typhoid  perforation  demands  operation.     Diagnosis 
ahonld  be  made  early.     Operate  immediately. 
.  Operate  quickly — get  in  the  abdomen  and  get  ont. 

Mattress  sntnres  preferable. 

Purse  string  suture  if  necessary.

In  the  treatment  of  typ{iold  fever,  notwithstanding  the  frequent 
declaration  of  the  dominant  school,  and  the  therapeutic  utbiUsts  of  our 
own  school  that  medicines  are  of  Utile  or  no  avail,  I  believe  that  the  care- 
fully selected  homoeopathic  remedy  is  the  most  essential  feature  in  the 
treatment  of  this  disease.  However,  there  are  auxiliary  measures  that 
may  be  applied  which  often  add  to  the  patient's  comfort  and  aid  in  the 
favorable  outcome,  and  should  not  be  neglected. 

In  administering  the  homoeopathic  remedy  after  its  careful  selection, 
it  should  be  given  persistently  for  a  considerable  length  of  time  without 
change  unless  symptoms  arise  specifically  contra  indicating  it.  I  think 
that  with  most  of  ns,  in  our  anxiety,  in  the  treatment  of  these  cases, 
there  is  a  disposition  to  change  remedies  too  frequently. 

The  enumeration  of  the  most  frequently  indicated  remedies  and  the 
symptoms  calling  for  them,  are  like  oft'  repeated  quotations  fram  our  text 
books,  but  a  few  of  them  will  bear  another  repetition  for  presentation 
here. 

Aconite. — The  great  fever  remedy,  however,  is  not  often  indicated  in 
this  disease,  yet,  there  are  cases  in  which  it  has  a  very  salutary  effect, 
usually  at  the  onset,  in  those  cases  which  develop  suddenly  a  high  fever, 
mind  clear  instead  of  muddled,  with  great  restlessness,  anxiety,  fear  of 
death,  is  going  to  die  sure  and  even  predicting  the  time  of  its  occurrence. 
Skin  is  hot  and  dry,  great  thirst  and  the  colder  the  water  the  greater  the 
thirst.  When  such  cases  are  presented)  and  they  are  usually  before  oUf 
diagnosis  is  made,  Aconite  is  not  to  be  laughed  at. 

Per.  Phos. — Is  said  to  be  the  Aeon,  of  typhoid  audit  is  trnetbatthey 
are  similar  in  many  respects  bat  it  lacks  the  intensity  of  Aeon,  and  for 
that  reason  it  is  more  frequently  indicated. 

Arsenicum  Alb. — Will  do  mnch  where  there  is  rapid  and  great  pros- 
tration,  anxious,   restless,   fear  of  death,  great  thirst,  drinks  often  bot 
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little  Bt  a  time,  diarrhoea,  dark  brown,  cadaTerous  smellinE  atoola,  face 
piuched  or  drawn,  skin  cold  and  bine  and  often  with  cold  sticky  perspira- 
tioo.  oose  dry  and  stuffy,  all  symptoms  asoally  worse  after  midnight  when 
vitality  is  lowest.  Arsenlcnm  will  save  many  cases  that  are  almost  ready 
to  cross  the  rirer. 

Baptisia. — Preseots  a  typical  typhoid  pictnre,  prostratioD,  laDfuid, 
tired,  indifferent,  will  fall  asleep  while  answering  a  qaestion,  mild  delirium 
with  stupor,  can't  get  to  sleep  because  feels  as  if  scattered  about,  patrid 
breath,  whttiah-browa  tongae,  yellowish  or  greenish  watery  offensive 
diarrhoea. 

Bryonia. — Patient  has  a  bursting  headache,  mild  delirinm,  talking 
about  his  business  affairs,  Imagines  be  is  away  from  home  and  most  get  up 
and  return,  aching  all  over  so  severe  that  be  wants  to  lie  perfectly  quiet, 
tongnedaik-brown,  sometimes  cracked  and  bleeding,  tendency  to  consti* 
pation,  rather  than  diarrhoea,  chewing  motion  of  jaws  almost  constant, 
dry  barking  cough  with  stitching  pains,  great  thirst,  diinbiog  large 
quantities  of  water.  » 

Gelsetnium. — Is  indicated  when  there  is  hot  head,  flushed  face,  droop- 
ing eyelids,  moist  skin,  aching  soreness  in  muscles  particularly  in  back  of 
neck,  creeping  chilly  sensation  in  back,  chilliness  with  more  or  less  regti- 
larity  resembling  malaria,  little  thirst,  diKziness,  dimness  of  vision,  trem- 
bling of  limbs,  numbness  of  tongue,  tendency  to  motor  paralysis. 

Rhus  7ox, — Is  frequently  indicated  in  persons  of  a  rheumatic  diathe* 
sis,  stiffness  and  aching  of  the  limbs,  bed  (eels  too  hard  and  must  move  to 
get  a  little  relief ,  usually  worse  at  night,  tongue  red,  or  dark-coated  with 
dry  red  trtaagular  tip,  dark  offensive  diarrhoea,  low  muttering  delirium, 
indifference,  mental  effori  slow  and  difficult,  so  much  that  he  will  forget 
your  question  or  stop  with  it  half  answered,  picking  at  the  bed-clothes  or 
at  the  finger  nails,  dry  teasing  cough,  the  pains  are  like  those  of  a  sprain 
or  of  hard  muscular  exertion. 

These  remedies  will  fit  the  majority  of  ordinary  cases  but  it  ib  in  the 
complications  that  arise  that  require  deeper  research,  and  the  auzilliary 
measures,  and  even  palliation  in  order  to  control  the  situation. 

I  think  we  are  inclined  to  pay  too  much  attention  to  temperature,  and 
make  strenuous  efforts  to  reduce  it  regardless  of  the  effect  on  the  patient. 
The  cold  water  bath  that  has  been  so  popular  with  many  physicians,  I  do 
not  think  is  desirable  except  in  a  few  cases  and  then  only  when  it  adds  to 
the  comfort  of  the  patient.  We  may  pour  water  on  a  hot  stove  and  cool 
its  surface  but  the  fire  within  burns  just  as  iustensely  as  it  did  before.  The 
cold  bath  may  reduce  our  patient's  temperature  but  in  no  way  effect  the 
heat  producing  centers;  besides  the  cold  water  is  often  such  a  shock  to 
the  nervous  system  that  it  takes  some  time  for  recuperation.  A  better  way 
to  reduce  the  temperature  and  it  often  adds  to  the  patient's  comfort,  is  to 
wring  bath  towel?  out  of  tepid  water,  and  with  the  patient  divested  of  all 
clothing,  spread  them  closely  over  the  limbs  and  tucked  around  the  body 
and  neck  and  have  the  nurse  gently  fan  the  patient  enough  to  keep 
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a  good  circnlation  of  air.  The  rapid  evaporation  reduces  the  temper- 
ature gradually  and  often  very  agreeably. 

In  the  nervous  type  we  find  Hyos.  indicated  where  delusions  and 
hallticiaations  are  pronounced.  The  restlessness  and  nervousness  are  in- 
tense, jerking  of  muscles,  botsteroas  laughing  and  talking,  kicks  the 
clothes  oEf  and  immodestly  exposes  himself.  Stramonium  is  another  rem- 
edy that  is  often  suitable  for  the  nervous  type.  There  is  furious  delirium, 
pitient  is  terrified  by  bis  delusions,  vicious,  tries  to  strike  and  bite  his 
nurse.  But  for  palliation  a  full  dose  of  Chloral  hydrate  often  acts  well  in 
bringing  about  a  few  hours  of  quiet  restful  steep.  I  have  never  used  the 
H.  M.  C.  Comp.  in  this  field  but  I  believe  it  might  be  an  effective 
palliative. 

In  the  diarrhoeic  form,  which  persists  in  spite  of  our  Homoeopathic 
medication,  several  doses  of  caster  oil  followed  by  the  sulphocarbolate  of 
zinc  is  good  palliation  and  is  not  an  unpardonable  sin. 

For  intestinal  hemorrhage  we  have  Nitric  Acid,  Lacheses,  Hamame- 
lis  and  China,  but  if  it  is  alarming  I  would  rather  depend  on  the  hypo- 
dermic injection  of  10  to  20  drops  of  the  Adrenaline  chloride  aud  warm 
saline  enemas,  and  if  the  hemorrhage  has  been  excessive,  the  normal  salt 
solution  subctttaneously  or  intraveinously. 

For  the  extreme  tympany  that  often  occurs  we  have  Carbo  Veg.,  Ly 
copodlum.  and  Terebinthiaa,  but  a  colon  tiibe  well  lubricated  and  passed 
as  high  as  possible  through  the  sigmoid  will  often  bring  the  quickest 
relief. 

For  the  tendency  to  cerebral  paralysis  we  have  Muritic  Acid,  Lache- 
sis,  Kali  Phos.,  Arsenicum  and  Lycopodium. 

The  tendency  to  heart  failure  would  better  be  met  as  well  as  possible 
with  the  homoeopathic  remedy.  Heart  stimulants  are  daneerons  because 
of  the  reaction  or  depression  that  is  bound  to  follow  sooner  or  later.  The 
heart  may  not  have  more  than  strength  enough  to  reach  the  goal  and  if 
the  whip  be  applied  it  may  break  down  in  the  next  stride. 

For  intestinal  perforation,  there  is  no  medicine  homoeopathic  or 
otherwise  that  is  of  any  avail.  Surgical  procedure  promises  something, 
but  to  realize  on  it,  it  must  be  done  within  a  very  few  hours  after  its 
occurrence.

Once  when  bearing  an  old  and  well -experienced  physician  detail  a 
case  of  severe  illness,  one  beyond  all  human  aid,  he  was  asked  by  a 
yooager  man  as  to  what  remedy  he  Lad  given  the  patient;  he  replied  "I'm 
not  sure,  but  would  advise  giving  of  whatever  I  had  the  most."  In  other 
words,  make  a  prescription  for  appearance  only. 

How  many  prescriptions  are  made  daily  by  physicians  for  the  sole 
purpose  of  pleasing  some  one?  Made  in  a  careless,  oS-hand  way,  it  is 
not  expected  or  intended  that  they  should  do  any  good  and  we  are  all 
familiar  with  the  doctor's  bread-ptll.  Recognizing  the  fact  that  placebos 
are  useful,  necessary,  and  many  times  of  much  value  in  cases  where  they 
are  indicated  (and  they  are  indicated  oFtener  than  used)  we  must  consider 
the  other  cases  where  prescriptions  are  hurriedly  made. 

No  prescription  should  be  made  without  a  just  and  due  reason, 
whether  patent  or  not.  What  can  this  drug  do,  what  may  I  expect  from 
its  use,  and  in  what  manner  will  it  inSuence  this  particular  case? 
How  long  before  its  effects  will  be  apparent,  and  how  long  will  they 
continue? 

Is  it  to  cover  some  certain  symptom  only ;  to  effect  a  cure  or  oul^ 
mitigate  certain  urgent  conditions? 

That  Nature  is  the  great  healer,  we  all  admit,  that  medicines  help 
aid  sustain  vrt  caaaot  deny  and  that  they  often  do  great  barm  if  wrongly 
administered  we  must  admit. 

Of  how  great  importance  therefore,  that  we  choose  wisely,  weigh 
carefully  and  watch  diligently?  And  how  many  things  must  we  consider? 
Pathology,  symptomatology,  the  vital  resistance,  the  patient's  environ- 
ment and  his  condition  in  total. 

Often  times  one  symptom  or  a  few  symptoms  predominate  and  w^^nj^^ 
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called  upon  to  relieve  these,  while  the  insisteat  patient  realizes  not,  (and 
too  often  the  doctor  as  well)  that  they  are  but  a  portion  of  the  picture  of  a 
disease  that  we  do  not  realize  or  even  suspect.  How  often  are  we  called  to 
relieve  pain  and  &ndit  due  not  to  colic  but  Hernise  or  appendicitis;  to  re- 
lieve a  nearalgia  that  we  find  is  in  reality  pleurisy,  or  a  gastritis  and  vomit- 
ing that  proves  to  be  cancer  of  the  stomach? 

The  picture  of  a  morbid  state  Is  before  us;  is  it  curable  by  medicine 
or  sureery?  Can  we  palliate  the  condition  only?  is  it  incurable  by  any 
means?    Have  we  investigated  the  entire  field? 

Can  we  abort  this  acute  disease  we  meet  or  must  we  permit  it  to  run  a 
modified  course? 

Our  "highest  and  only  calling  is  to  cure  the  sick."  What  of  the  in- 
curable, surely  we  must  not  abandon  them,  if  we  can  give  relief  at  any 
cost  and  we  will  not,  wecnnnot. 

The  poor  incurable  "lunger"  is  entitled  to  all  the  help  we  can  afford 
him,  likewise  the  victim  of  incurable  cancer,  and  we  must)  dare  not  deny 
it  them.  Therefore,  onr  ministration  must  be  palliative,  or  with  the  ob- 
ject of  cure. 

Let  ui  not  resort  to  palliation  while  hope  remains,  let  ns  aim  to  cure 
whenever  possible  even  though  but  one  ray  of  light  is  seeu  in  the  dark 
picture ;  let  us  investigate  with  more  care,  if  possible,  than  the  surgeon , 
and  deal  with  more  precision  than  the  apothecary,  giving  to  each  manifes- 
tation its  due  significance,  and  weight,  and  let  ns  be  withal,  painstaking, 
courageous,  and  infinitely  patient. 

Withheld  the  sedative,  and  narcotic,  where  it  is  possible,  since  they 
blind  and  deceive.  We  are  employed  primarily  to  cure,  or  relieve,  cure 
first  but  relieve  if  this  is  impassible,  the  patient  knows  little,  aud  cares 
less  how  we  do  thi.<t,  but  he  wants  us  "to  deliver  the  goods"  to  fulfill  our 
mission,  and  withal,  do  it  quickly.  Yet,  for  a  time.  It  may  be  necessary 
to  increase  his  suffering,  impose  additional  burdens  or  use  heroic  measures. 
L?t  m  increase  it  as  little  as  possible,  using  the  best  possible  drug,  the 
smallest  dose  that  mnj  be  efficient,  and  apply  this  dose  to  the  totality  of 
the  symptoms.

Disease  is  an  impediment  to  the  body,  but  not  to  the  will  unless  the 
will  itself  chooses.  Lameness  is  au  impediment  to  the  leg,  but  not  to  the 
will.  And  add  this  reflection  on  the  occasion  of  everything  that  happens; 
for  you  will  find  it  an  irop:dim:at  to  some  thing  else  but  not  to  yourself. 
— Epicietu!.  ^ 
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Under  the  above  title  the  following  editorial  commeDt  appears  in  the 
St.  Louis  Republic  of  Auk-  20th,  and  is  a  trite  commbo  sense  view  of  a 
subject  that  needs  the  widest  publicity.  Like  disease  in  the  Body  Politic, 
Publicity  is  the  greatest  remedial  agent,  and  will  of  itself  effect  more  cures 
than  any  treatment  no  matter  how  drastic.     The  editorial  follows : 

"The  idea  thatconsnmptives  should  be  quarantined,  or  even  that  their 
domiciles  should  be  placarded,  will  not  command  the  approval  of  the 
medical  profession  in  St.  Louis.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  quite  likely  the 
ordinance  the  acting  Health  Commissioner  proposes  to  have  introduced 
to  authorize  this  form  of  regulation  for  tuberculosis  will  be  vigorously 
antagonized. 

While  the  communicable  character  of  this  disease  is  now  generally 
admitted,  the  advanced  scientific  thought  does  not  call  fur  the  same 
methods  of  repression  that  smallpox,  scarlet  fever  or  diphtheria 
demands.  Neither  for  patient  nor  public  is  there  need  for  the  kind  of 
quarantine  the  wholly  different  characteristics  of  the  other  diseases  make 
wise.  As  a  matter  of  fact,  the  safety  of  the  patient  and  of  the  public  alike 
will  be  endangered  if  such  harsh  methods  as  Doctor  Winn  Is  understood 
to  favor  should  be  attempted  in  the  case  of  tuberculosis.  Effort  at  isola- 
tion of  consumptives  will  inevitably  prove  futile,  while  the  consequences 
of  the  effort  would  most  certainly  be  increase  in  the  extent  of  the  disease 
and  increase  in  the  percentage  of  fatalities. 

Consumption  is  not  a  disease  of  rapid  development,  progressing  to  its 
culmination  In  a  relatively  brief  period,  as  do  the  other  diseases  for  which 
the  law  requires  placard  or  quarantine.  It  drags  its  direful  course  often 
through  half  a  lifetime,  not  infrequently  existing  unknown  to  the  sufferer 
and  so  outside  the  sphere  of  medical  report.  And  it  is  the  unknown  and 
unreported  cases  that  are  most  to  be  dreaded.  Intelligent  health  regula- 
tion will  strive  to  keep  down  the  percentage  of  these  by  inducing  the 
sufferer  and  all  who  come  within  the  range  of  contagion  to  adopt  the  ra- 
tional measures  of  prevention  which  help  to  alleviate  as  well  as  prevent 
the  spread  of  tbe  disease.  Above  all,  the  law  should  not  provoke  the 
consumptive  and  physician  to  join  in  concealment. 

The  community  can  best  protect  itself  by  teaching  practical  hygiene 
and  making  consumptives  understand  that  it  is  not  necessary  for  them  to 
shut  themselves  up  like  lepers,  since  life  in  the  open  air  is  helpful  to  them 
and  not  hurtful  to  others,  if  they  exercise  ordinary  and  reasonable  cau- 
tion. The  pitiful  calamities  which  followed  tbe  inroads  of  consumption 
in  the  dark  ages  of  our  ignorance,  when  the  sacred  associations  of  home 
kept  generation  after  generation  in  the  same  infected  surroundings,  as- 
cribing every  death  to  hereditary  taint,  can  be  most  certainly  averted  by 
teaching  common  sense.  No  placarded  door  bearing  for  years  the  advei- 
tisement  of  contagion  will  ever  be  effective  for  the  same  purpose."

PIOPOSEB  HVtSE  IKOISUTIOR. 


The  Pennsylvania  State  Committee  on  Nursing  seems  to  be  estab - 
lished  for  the  purpose  of  clipping  the  wings  of  the  nurses  who  ate  trying 
to  have  legislation  passed  in  their. favor,  but  legislation  of  such  wild  pro- 
portions that  a  good  many  doctors  are  amazed  at  the  scope  thereof.  If 
there /was  ever  a  pernicious  trades -unionism  it  is  apparent  in  this  bold 
bid  for  exorbitant  prices  and  unlimited  scope  of  activities.  Here  for  in- 
stance are  some  of  the  prices  demanded : 

Acute  diseases,  twenty-five  dollars  per  week. 

Obstetrical  cases,  thirty  dollars  for  first  week,  twenty-five  dollars  fo** 
succeeding  weeks,  unless  there  are  two  nurses,  when  twenty-five  dollars 
per  week  each  will  be  charged  for  the  entire  time. 

Nervous  cases,  thirty  dollars  per  week. 

Contagious  cases,  thirty  dollars  per  week. 

For  attendance  at  an  operation,  or  one  day's  engagement,  five  dollars; 
from  two  to  six  days,  four  dollars  per  day. 

No  extra  charge  is  to  be  made  foi; attending  to  the  body  after  death. 

How's  that  for  a  scale?  And  here  is  one  of  the  tenets  of  this  rare 
and  exceedingly  smooth  article;  it  is  quoted  from  the  Outlook  for  January 
6,  1906; 

To  advance  the  higher  evolution  of  the  trained  nnrse,  the  domination 
of  the  doctor  and  the  man  must  cease  when  he  leaves  the  sick  room. 

Says  Dr.  Groff,  Professor  of  Anatomy  and  Physiology  in  Bucknell 
University:  "At  a  trial  at  Tom's  River,  N.  J.,  trained  nurses  testified 
in  C3urt  under  oath  that  they  threw  away  the  medicine  prescribed  by  the 
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doctor  and  AdmiDistered  their  own.  These  otirses  had  been  recognized 
bya  so-calted  nurse's  law.  Tbey  had  'R.  N.'  after  their  names.  They  ■ 
were  JoUowios;  the  dictum  that  'the  domination  ot  the  doctor  snd  the 
man  must  cease  when  he  leaves  the  sick  room.'  It  is  claimed  that  being 
recognized  by  State  law  the  same  as  doctors,  they  had  the  right  to  decide 
upon  the  advisability  of  withholding  or  administering  the  doctor's  medi- 
cine or  substituting  their  own." 

Has  the  medical  profession  in  the  kindness  of  its  heart  raised  up  a 
new  Frankenstein  monster  to  destroy  itself.  How  many  doctors  are  snre 
of  thirty  dollars  a  week,  or  even  of  four  dollars  a  day,  several  days  hand- 
running? 

It  may  not  be  apparent  to  the  nurses  that  they  are  insidiously  but 
certainly  killing  the  goose  that  has  been  laying  their  golden  e;g;  bnt  such 
is  the  fact.  A  very  large  wave  of  protest  is  passing  over  the  profession 
against  this  high-handed  fashion  of  treating  the  sick  and  the  doctor.  As  . 
the  woods  are  rapidly  filling  with  new  nurses  every  day,  some  of  these 
brevet -doctors  may  have  to  dismount  their  heady  Arabian  steeds  and 
again  engage  in  pedestrian  exercises.  That  there  are  bete  and  there 
among  the  four  hundred,  families  who  are  able  to  retain  a  nurse  at  thirty 
dollars  a  week,  and  then  pay  a  doctor  about  two  dollars  a  day  merely  to 
write  the  death  certificate,  in  esse  tbe'trained  nurse,  by  substituting  her 
own  concoction  for  the  doctor's  medicine,  lets  the  patient  die,  goes  with- 
out saying.  It  is  so  comforting  to  feel,  when  the  body  is  being  embalmed, 
that  all  was  done  that  could  have  been  done  for  the  deceased ;  that  they 
had  two  or  three  nurses  all  the  time;  that  the  doctor  came  every  day, 
sometimes  twice  a  day,  in  a  beautiful  auto-car;  but  alack  and  alas,  the 
poor  woman  bad  to  go,  it  was  God's  will!  And  the  will  will  be  resd  day 
after  to-morrow. 

But  in  the  overwhelming  majority  of  cases,  where  the  breadwinner 
earns  a  pitiful  sixty  dollars  a  month,  and  needs  about  fifty  of  it  to  keep 
his  soul  and  body  together  tn  this  age  of  unprecedented  prosperity — for 
the  nurses  and  other  trusts — that  man  or  that  woman  cannot  employ  these 
dainty  brevet- doctors  who,  emulating  the  late  King  Alfred  of  burnt  griddle 
cake  fame,  have  divided  their  day's  work  into  seven  for  work,  seven  for 
recreation,  seven  for  sleep,  and  three  for  making  out  their  bills  against  the 
afflicted  family.  What  shall  this  great  majority  do  when  they  are  unable 
to  invest  in  these  b.-d.'s,  whose  laundry  is  more  plentiful  than  the  rest  of 
the  family's,  who  have  to  be  waited  on  hand  and  foot,  who  rarely  do 
aught  that  is  not  nominated  in  tbe  bond  with  two  good  and  sufficient 
securities?     What  can  they  do? 

That  these  incomparable  brevet- doctors  are  not  wholly  to  blame  for 
this  reaching  out  after  big  pay  alleged  to  be  received  by  some  of  the  sur- 
geons is  evident,  when  tbe  ordinary  doctor  looks  about  him  and  notices 
with  what  infernal  readiness  the  average  specialist  runs  a  high-priced 
nurse  into  a  family.  In  one  instance,  in  our  personal  knowledge,  an 
elderly  lady  with  a  slight  mental  twist  requiring  merely  care  and  watching, 
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and  no  skill  whatever,  tbe  physician,  a  specialist,  insisted  npoQ  a  trained 
nnrse.  At  gmt  inconvenience  this  itnmacnlate  personage  was  shipped 
into  the  case  at  twenty -five  pei.  She  has  been  there  now  ovet  six  months, 
and  it  looks  like  a  life  job.  A  good  ten  dollar  a  week  nntrained  nurse — 
God  bless  'em! — or  even  acompinion  at  a  dollar  a  day  and  found,  would 
have  filled  the  bill  just  as  well,  and  have  assured  the  old  lady  of  a  good 
deal  more  sympathy  and  attention  than  tbe  twenty>five  dollar  article  with 
her  rules  and  regulations,  her  constitution  and  by-laws,  her  washing  and 
attention.  Some  of  our  new  doctors  who  are  doubtlessly  envious  of  the 
elders  in  the 'profession  make  tbe  accusation  that  these  said  elders  do  this 
nnrse -recommending  with  graft  in  view. 

With  medical  practice  reduced  now  to  an  expert  knowledge  of  chem- 
istry, biology  and  serum  therapy,  and  specialism  in  general,  on  tbe  one 
band,  and  a  twenty-five  dollar  trained  nnrse  thrpwing  out  tbe  doctor's 
medicine  on  the  other  band,  where  presently  shall  the  general  practitioner 
find  dry  land'enougb  to  rest  his  weary  feet  upon  and  withal? 

If  this  continues,  will  it  not  soon  be  time  to  drop  that  old  fool  notion 
that  medical  men  are  gentlemen,  not  tradesmen,  that  they  cannot  adver- 
tise, cannot  patent  any  contrivance,  or  keep  secret  any  trade  discovery, 
and  that  tbey  cannot  continue  in  the  profession  merely  as  money -getters; 
and  instead  thereof  issue  from  their  caves  of  Superlative  Righteousness 
and  Ethical  Decorum,  seize  the  commercial  bull  by  the  horns,  form 
trades -unions,  go  on  a  strike,  have  black-lists,  raise  their  prices,  use 
jointed  gas-pipe  persuaders  and  other  agricultnal  instruments  to  convince 
scab-doctors  of  tbe  merits  of  the  strike.  Perhaps  then  they  might  earn 
as  much  as  a  union  carpenter,  or  blacksmith,  or  an  "R.  N."  trained  nurse. 
If  we  may  not  go  this  far  in  this  generation,  it  mav  be  necessary  for  a 
good  many  oi  us  unspecialiststo  "kill"  tbe  trained  nurse  who  plays  every 
case  to  which  she  is  called  into  tbe  hands  of  her  pet  friend  and  specialist. 

Sairey  Gamp  and  her  intimate  friend  Mrs.  Harris  were  horrible 
enough  in  alt  good  sooth;  bnt  they  could  be  guarded  against  by  not  em- 
ploying them.  But  tbe  present  article,  smooth  and  finished  oS,  who  can 
answer  questions  in  medical  treatment  that  would  stump  tbe  ordinary 
practitioner  after  a  few  years'  hand  to  mouth  struggle,  is  far  more  dan- 
gerous, for  abe  knows  too  much  of  tbe  things  that  ain't  so,  as  Josh  BilK 
ingsputit;  thus  undoing  the  work  of  tbe  conscientious  practioner.  Of 
what  nse  to  spend  several  thousand  dollars  and  four  years  in  a  medical 
school,  and  five  years  more  figbtiog  that  empty  potato  bin,  the  wife's  last 
year  hat  and  tbe  children's  made-over  garments,  when  an  R.  N.  may  re- 
verse yon  the  minute  you  descend  the  front  steps. — The  American 
Physician.

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OPSONINS  IN  SUIOEIY.

Dr.  Pftckard  h&s  aaked  me  to  "prepBTc  a  paper,  coveting  the  pro- 
gress of  surgery  and  gynsecologr  for  the  past  year."  I  am  snie  yon 
and  be  will  excuse  me  if  I  only  partially  comply  with  his  reqnest.  Most 
of  the  various  phases  of  surgery  and  gynsecology  are  well  covered  by  the 
excellent  program  provided  by  our  secretary.  There  is  one  subject  that, 
judging  from  the  topics  in  our  printed  list,  is  not  to  be  discussed  in  any 
paper  provided  for.  To  this  subject  I  will  limit  my  paper,  namely, 
Opsonins  in  Surgery. 

I  will  review  briefly  the  theories  on  which  the  opsonic  treatment  de- 
pends that  we  may  have  a  working  basis  for  our  discussion.  These 
theories  depend  on  two  facts:  First,  the  leucocytes,  under  favorable  con- 
ditions, will  destroy  many  of  the  various  forms  of  pathogenic  bacteria 
(phagocytosis).  Second,  the  power  to  destroy  these  bacteria  depends  on 
a  quality  of  or  substance  in  the  blood  that  so  acts  upon  them  they  may 
become  victims  of  the  phagocytes.  When  a  f«w  drops  of  blood  serum 
from  a  normal  individual  is  mixed  with  a  culture  of  bacteria  and  properly 
treated,  the  leucocytes  will  take  up  and  destroy  a  certain  number  of  the 
germs.  This  number  varies  with  the  different  bacteria,  but  for  each 
species  is  found  to  be  nearly  constant  for  all  healthy  indlvidnals.  This 
number  gives  the  opsonic  index  or  the  average  (or  the  supposed  healthy 
individual.  When  the  leucocytes  fail  to  take  up  the  number  for  a  certain 
kind  of  bacteria,  the  index  is  low  for  this  species.  The  index  is  often 
found  to  be  low  when  a  patient  is  suffering  with  a  bacterial  disease,  especi- 
ally of  a  local  or  subacute  character.  If  his  index  can  be  brought  up  to 
normal  or  above,  the  bacteria  are  soon  destroyed  and  the  disease  manifes- 
tations disappear.  It  is  found  that  injections  of  preparations  of  cultures 
of  the  bacteria  that  are  causing  the  disease  symptoms  will  raise  the  index. 
The  material  used  is  called  a  vaccine,  and  each  species  of  bacteria  has  its 
own  vaccine.  The  bacteria  are  killed  in  its  preparation.  To  illustrate, 
it  is  often  found  that  the  opsonic  index  is  low  for  the  germ,  the  staphy- 
lococcus aureus,  when  a  person  is  suffering  from  boils.  An  injection  of 
staphylococcus  vaccine  will  raise  the  index  and  cause  the  boils  to  vanish. 
The  same  is  held  to  be  true  for  other  bacterial  diseases.  So  much  for  the 
defiuitions.  Now  a  few  words  as  to  the  relation  of  opsonins  to  Homeo- 
pathy. 

To  Sir  A.  E.  Wright  of  England,  is  due  the  promulgation  of  this 
theory  in  its  present  form.  I  say  in  Its  present  form,  because  I  regard 
Wright's  deductions  but  tbe'old  homeopathic  idea  expressed  in  modem 
laboratory  terms.    We  have  always  held  that  back  of  the  pneumonia,  of 
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the  tubercolosis  or  other  infectious  disease  there  is  in  the  oritranism  a 
lowered  vitality  or  resistance,  a  psora,  some  lack  in  the  todividual  without 
which  the  specific  bacterial  disease  could  not  develop.  Wright  is  show- 
ing us  just  where  this  lack,  this  lowered  resistance  is,  what  it  is  and  bow 
to  measure  it.  More  than  that,  he  is  showing  us  one  way  to  treat  it,  and 
apparently  to  treat  tt  snccessfully.  In  the  application  of  the  remedy 
Wright  is  like  us.  We  hare  always  contended  that  the  symptoms  that 
diagnose  the  disease  are  not  the  most  important  in  selecting  the  remedy, 
but  the  peculiar  characteristic  symptoms,  those  that  indicate  the  dyscrasia 
back  of  the  disease.  Wright  does  not  note  the  degree  of  fever,  character 
of  cough,  or  physical  symptoms  of  the  InuRS.  He  finds  tbe  germ  that  is 
acting,  determines  its  Index  (the  patient's  dyscrasia) ,  and  makes  this  the 
basis  for  treatment. 

In  the  selection  of  the  remedy  Wright  keeps  very  close  to  the  homoeo- 
pathic principle.  First,  as  to  the  size  of  the  dose,  he  says;  "For  myself 
I  am  day  by  day  more  impressed  with  the  fact  that  the  machinery  of  im- 
munization can  be  brought  into  action  by  very  small  stimuli,  and  that  it 
can  very  easily  be  overtaxed.  In  accordance  with  these  facts  I  legard  it 
a  matter  of  great  moment,  especially  in  connection  with  immunization 
against  tubercle,  to  employ  in  every  case  the  smallest  doses  which  will 
elicit  a  satisfactory  response;  to  repeat  the  dose  only  when  the  effect  of 
the  preceding  inoculation  is  passing  off,  and  to  increase  the  dose  only 
when  it  becomes  clear  that  the  dose  previously  employed  is  ceasing  to 
evoke  a  sufficient  immunizing  response.  Acting  in  accordance  with  this 
principle  I  now  begin  with  a  quantum  of  tuberculin  corresponding  to  not 
more  than  1-lOOOth  milligramme  of  the  tubercle  powder,  and  now  never 
advance  to  doses  larger  than  l-600th  milligramme."  The  dose  given  ac- 
cording to  Koch's  method  is  sometimes  10  milligrammes. 

I  believe  the  homffiopathic  remedy  acts  tbe  same  as  Wright's  vac- 
cines. It  is  a  recognized  fact  that  in  most  bacterial  diseases  the  toxins, 
not  tbe  bacteria,  produce  the  disturbed  function.  Wright  makes  use  of 
these  toxins  in  bis  vaccines  and  applies  them  in  the  treatment  of  disease, 
for  the  relief  of  the  symptoms  that  are  caused  by  the  same  kind  or  identi- 
cal poisons.  It  is  to  me  a  reasonable  proposition  that  two  poisons  that 
produce  similar  symptoms  do  so  by  acting  on  tbe  same  cells  in  the  same 
way.  If  one  of  these  poisons  introduced  into  the,  system  "at  suitable 
intervals  and  in  suitable  quantities"  will  develop  an  immunizing  agent, 
an  opsonin  or  an  antitoxin,  why  not  the  other?  to  the  extent  that  it  acts 
exactly  similar.  To  me,  if  we  do  not  split  hairs  on  our  definitions,  the 
opsonic  theory  is  bat  a  corollary  of  Homoeopathy,  or  Homoeopathy  but 
a  corollary  of  tbe  opsonic  theory,  the  crux  of  the  matter  being  tbe  degree 
of  the  similitude  of  the  drug,  "the  suitable  dose  and  the  suitable  in- 
terval." 

I  consider  the  opsonic  theories  and  methods  a  scientific  application 
of  the  bstnoopatbic  principles.     Hence  I  can  accept,  to  a  large  extent, 
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the  results  claimed  by  those  who  have  osed  them  and  without  hesitation 
present  these  resalts  to  you  for  your  couslderation. 

If  bacteria  could  be  eliminated  as  a  factor  in  disease,  it  would  greatly 
circumscribe  the  sargeon's  field  of  labor  and  woald  markedly  less^  the 
anxiety  ioctdent  to  the  care  of  what  remained.  It  is  not  to  be  expected 
that  we  will  be  able  to  eliminate  the  bacteria,  but  I  think  we  have  reason 
to  hope  that  in  the  use  of  the  vaccines  we  will  have  a  means  of  curiae 
some  bacterial  disease  that  we  now  regard  as  only  operative ;  that  we  will 
be  able  to  ascertatu  the  degree  of  resistence  of  subject  of  surgery,  and  so 
determine  in  many  cases  much  more  accurately  than  we  can  present 
methods  whether  the  operation  is  safe  or  advisable ;  that  we  will  be  able 
to  shorten  the  convatescence  in  some  slow,  indolent)  infective  cases.  - 

We  welcome  any  measure  that  promises  valuable  assistance  in  the 
treatment  of  tuberculosis  and  caucer.  The  opsonic  treatment  of  cancer, 
while  showing  good  results  in  some  inoperable  cases,  has  not  been  at- 
tended by  as  much  success  as  the  treatment  of  decidedly  bacterial  diseases. 
'  The  micrococcus  neoformens,  described  by  Doyen  in  1886,  has  been 
found  in  so  large  a  per  cent,  of  cancers  that  it  seems  probable  that  it  has 
some  relation  to  the  cause  or  growth  of  the  neoplasm.  Acting  upon  this 
supposition,  Jacobs  and  Gleets  have  prepared  a  vaccine  that  seems  to 
have  some  specific  influence  on  the  cancer  growth.  According  to  a  re- 
port in  the  Lincet,  April,  1906,  they  have  treated  forty  six  cases.  Seven 
of  th:s2  they  claimsd  were  cured,  twelve  were  benefitted,  the  improvement 
persisting;  seven  showed  temporary  relief,  in  eleven  there  was  no  result. 
The  remaining  nine  were  still  under  treatment.  The  method  of  treat- 
ment haf  been  used  by  other  surgeons,  but  their  reports  are  not  usually 
so  favorable  as  these. 

Mr.  A.  E-  Neatby  reports  twelve  in  the  Hahnemannian  Monthly  for 
January,  1907.  His  result  presents  what,  it  seems  to  me,  may  be  reason- 
ably expected  from  this  method  of  treatment.  The  detailed  description 
of  his  patients  tallies  with  his  general  statement:  "It  is  always  note- 
worthy that  the  early  cases  of  a  hopeless  disease  which  come  for  treat- 
ment by  any  new  remedy  are  the  refuse  of  other  clinics  and  practition- 
ers." Three  of  his  cases  died.  All  these  were  for  extensive  recurrence 
after  operation.  "Two  discontinued  treatment  because  they  were  inac- 
cessible, two  others  because  It  did  not  appear  to  be  doing  any  good." 
Three  were  checked  in  their  growth,  and  the  patient's  general  condition 
improved.  Two  were  under  treatment  without  notable  benefit.  When 
it  is  remembered  that  all  these  cases  were  recurring  or  inoperable,  the 
fact  that  in  three  of  the  twelve  the  extension  of  the  disease  was  checked 
or  general  symptoms  markedly  alleviated  is  not  a  bad  showing.  He 
makes  this  deduction:  "Whenever  operation  is  possible  I  advise  that 
treatment  as  a  preliminary.  It  is  quite  conceivable  that  the  protective 
powers  of  th:  blood  might  become  equal  to' preventing  a  recurrence  or 
CDntrolliug  a  slight  growth,  and  yet  be  unequal  to  the  absorption  of  a 
gross  mass  of  diseased  tisane." 
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Tbe  SDieical  treatment  of  local  tuberculosis  has  to  its  credit  a  large 
percentoKe  of  excellent  cures.  Bat  it  also  has  some  protracted  cases  and 
some  miserable  failurea.  As  said  before,  we  welcome  any  measure  that 
will  give  OS  better  results  and  simpler  treatment.  Koch's  new  tuberculin 
fs  used  ai  tbe  vaccine  for  tbe  tubercle  bacillus.  Tbe  results  seem  to  be 
quite  uniform  and  positively  beneficial  in  local  or  surgical  tuberculosis. 
Tbe  doses  used  are  small,  and  Wright  uses  even  smaller  doses  than  his 
followers!  In  the  Lancet  for  December,  1906,  Wright  gives  extended 
discussion  of  bis  work,  and  reports  results  of  treatment  of  lupus,  deep 
ulcerations  of  tbe  soft  tissues  and  bones,  tubercular  glands  and  tubercu- 
losis of  tbe  geaito-uninary  organs.  Of  the  cases  of  lupus  he  reported 
only  one  as  cured,  but  all  the  others  were  greatly  benefited.  He  had 
treated  seven  cases  of  deep  ulceration  and  bone  tuberculosis.  These 
were  of  tbe  worst  type,  most  of  them  having  Kone  through  extensive 
treatment  by  tuberculin.  X-ray,  Finseu  light  or  surgery.  In  every  case 
the  results  of  his  treatment  were  most  gratifying.  The  ulcers  and  sinuses 
healed  up  after  a  few  weeks'  to  a  few  months'  treatment.  Tbe  improve- 
ment in  the  general  health  was  fully  as  gratifying  as  that  in  the  local 
conditions.  In  regard  to  the  lymph  glands,  be  says:  "In  view  of  the 
uniformly  successful  results  which  are  in  my  experience  obtained  by 
iaoculation  in  coaaection  with  tubercular  glands,  it  will  suffice  to  recite 
by  way  of  example  only  the  following  five  cases."  Of  these  five  cases 
four  were  for  recurrence  after  removal.  All  of  these  cases  were  appar- 
ently cured.  He  also  reports  five  cases  of  genito- urinary  tuberculosis 
that  showed  improvement  if  not  cures.  In  tbe  December  2, 1906,  Lancet,. 
Dr.  W.  Bullock  reports  eleven  cases  of  surgical  tuberculosis  treated.  He 
saysofthem:  "All  the  cases  that  I  have  bad  to  treat  have  been  severe. 
The  majority  of  them  had  passed  from  the  hands  of  physicians  and  sur- 
geons and  were  regarded  as  incurable."  His  results  in  the  treatment  of 
lupus  were  better  than  Wright's.  In  the  other  conditions  the  results 
were  not  quite  so  good.  It  is  possible  the  better  results  in  the  treatment 
of  lupus  was  due  to  tbeeffectsof  tbeX-ray  of  Fiusen  light  that  had  been 
used  extensively  prior  to  the  use  of  vaccine.  These  physicians  claim 
that  local  tubercles  as  found  in  lupus  are  often  surrounded  by  a  barrier  of 
coagulated  exudate  that  hinders  the  opsonins  or  leucocytes  coming  in 
contact  with  tbe  bacteria.  The  action  of  the  light  or  ray  treatment  is  to 
increase  tbe  flow  of  blood  or  lymph  to  these  tissues.  If  the  blood  ts  rich 
in  opsonins  benefit  will  follow  tbe  treatment,  if  not  extension  of  the  dis- 
ease may  follow. 

Wright  suggests  that  the  use  of  the  vaccines  before  tbe  other  local 
measures  or  snigery  will  increase  the  benefit  from  these  operations.  He 
does  not  believe  the  bacteria  are  often  all  removed  by-  operation,  but  that 
the  tissues  or  cells  take  care  of  those  that  are  left.  The  ability  to  destroy 
these  remnants  depends  on  the  opsonins  present  in  tbe  blood  serum.  The 
use  of  the  vaccine  would  raise  the  opsonic  index.  We  have  all,  at  times, 
been  surprised  by  the  way  the  wounds  have  sometimes  healed  when  w*  i 
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felt  that  it  had  been  imptHCticable  to  remove  all  the  diseased  tissae,  and 
at  other  times  have  been  surprised  at  the  way  out  wounds  have  not  healed 
when  we  thought  our  work  was  thoroughly  done.  According  to  Wrisbti 
ia  the  one  case  the  opsonic  index  was  probably  high,  and  all  that  had 
saved  the  bacteria  from  destruction  before  Ihe  operation  was  the  force  of 
exudate  that  prevented  the  opsonins  and  leucocytes  getting  at  them.  In 
the  other  case  the  index  was  low,  atid  the  few  germs  left  in  the  tissues 
found  no  force  strong  enough  to  destroy  them  or  even  to  prevent  them 
from  multiplying  and  spreading. 

The  reported  results  of  the  workers  in  this  country  and  on  the  Conti- 
nent tally  well  with  those  of  Wright  and  Bullock.  Some  have  not  been 
able  to  carry  out  the  technic  as  well  and  then  results  have  been  less  posi- 
tive. But  the  almost  universal  sentiment  among  those  who  have  been 
able  to  use  the  vaccines  is  that  an  exceedingly  valuable  aid  in  the  treat- 
ment of  surgical  tuberculosis  has  been  discovered.  It  is  to  be  hoped  that 
the  technic  of  the  treatment  will  be  simplified  so  that  it  may  become  more 
generally  available. 

The  ordinary  germs  have  not  been  neglected  in  this  study.  The  op- 
sonic literature  is  full  of  cases  treated  beneficially  by  the  staphylococcus 
colon  bacillus  and  other  pyogenic  bacterial  vaccines.  Most  of  the  cases 
reported  were  chronic  or  semi-chronic,  and  the  vaccines  were  often  made 
from  culture  of  the  bacteria  taken  from  the  patient.  The  results  obtained 
from  such  vaccines,  those  made  from  cultures  of  bacteria  taken  from  other 
sources  and  kept  for  general  use.  As  noted  before,  tn  the  treatment  of 
tuberculosis,  Koch's  new  tuberculin  is  used.  The  tubercal  bacilli  do  not 
seem  to  be  easily  handled  in  making  vaccines. 

Ohimacher,  of  Detroit,  in  the  February  16,  1907,  Journal  of  the 
American  Medical  Association,  reports  a  series  of  cases  that  is  the  most 
varied  of  any  that  I  have  seen. 

Acne  and  furuncnlosis  of  the  disease  due  to  staphylococcic  infection 
are  most  frequently  and  satisfactorily  treated  by  the  vaccines.  Oblmacher 
reports  several  cases.  Ont  of  axillary  adenitis  following  boils  responded 
marvelously  to  an  injection  of  stock  vaccine.  Two  subsequent  injections 
of  autogenous  vaccine  were  used  to  complete  the  cure.  A  palmer  abscess 
was  in  the  list.  Prom  the  report  the  disease  seemed  far  advanced  when 
the  treatment  was  begun.  The  arm  and  band  were  both  badly  swollen. 
Two  injections  of  antistreptococcic  vaccine  had  been  used  without  benefit. 
Some  of  the  pus  from  the  abcess  showed  the  infecting  getm  to  be  the 
staphylococcus  aureus.  The  treatment  was  began  with  a  stock  vaccine. 
The  swelling  and  constitnlional  symptems  began  to  subside  within  twenty- 
four  hours.  This  treatment  was  followed  by  thtee  doses  at  intervals 
of  the  autogenous  vaccine.  The  hand  healed  with  perfect  function  re- 
stored. Other  cases  cited  were  cystitis  with  pyelonephrosis,  pneumonic 
empyema,  ma<:toid  fistula,  gonorrfaosa  in  most  all  its  manifestations,  and 
other  bacterial  diseases  of  less  importance  to  the  surgeon.  His  cases 
were  all  cured.     Of  course  he  reported  only  his  successes. 
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There  is  a  ramoi  in  oar  section  that  Oblnacber  is  enthusiastic  and 
optimistic,  and  his  reports  have  to  be  taken  with  some  reserration.  Id 
view  of  these  facts,  I  should  not  have  eiveo  the  space  to  his  paper  that  I 
have  but  for  this:  The  paper  wa^  read  before  the  Chicago  Medical  Society, 
and  was  discussed  by.  its  members,  some  of  whose  names  are  already  linked 
with  the  opsonic  literature  as  conservative  writers.  All  of  them  reported 
results  about  as  favorable  as  those  of  Ohlmacher. 

In  one  particular  Oblmacber's  work  differed  from  that  of  Wright  and 
most  of  the  other  operators  with  the  vaccines.  The  exact,  the  scientific 
way  of  prescribing  tbem  ts  to  study  the  opsonic  index,  and  repeat  the 
dose  only  when  the  positive  phase  has  passed  and  the  index  is  dropping. 
Ohlmacher  was  not  able  to  always  do  this  tedious  work  of  repeated  test- 
ings for  the  index.  He  was  guided  by  the  symptoms  largely,  as  to 
whether  the  medicine  should  be  repeated,  rather  than  by  the  falling  index. 
Other  observers  have  noted  the  Improved  general  conditions  during  the 
positive  phase,  aud  the  patient  feeling  worse  as  the  negative  phase  came 
on.  If  effectual  stock  vaccines  can  be  prepared,  and  the  general  condition 
of  the  patient  be  the  guide  to  repeating  the  dose,  I  see  no  reason  why  the 
opsonic  treatment  cannot  be  carried  out  as  well  by  the  general  practitioner 
as  the  antitoxin  treatment  of  diphtheria.  In  this  day,  when  nearly  every 
physician  has  a  microscope,  it  ought  not  to  be  very  difEcnlt  to  determine 
the  germ  present  in  the  diseased  condition. 

I  believe  it  is  possible  that  when  observations  have  been  made  with 
this  point  in  view,  symptoms  will  be  discovered  that  will  furnish  a  prac- 
tical guide  to  treatment.  The  symptoms  may  not  be  along  the  Hues  of 
those  we  have  learned  to  note,  bnt  some  indices  other  than  the  study  of 
the  condition  of  the  phagocytes  will  be  found. 

I  am  hopeful,  in  lieu  of  the  work  done,  that  we  have  in  the  opsonic 
theory  that  which  will  prove  to  be  a  valuable  asset  in  combating  disease. 
More  than  this,  I  believe  it  is  going  to  lead  to  a  mote  general  acceptance 
of  the  homeopathic  idea,  and  also  is  going  to,  io  some  way,  help  to  put 
our  practice  on  a  more  exact  basis. — ^m.  /nst.  {Itfedicat  Century.)

The  first  warniag;,  no  matter  how  slight,  of  an  approaching  stoim  is 
never  overlooked  or  passed  by  unheeded  by  an  alert  mariner.  Many 
times  before  the  inexperienced  fears  danger  at  sea,  all  preparation  for  the 
,  safety  of  the  passengers  has  been  completed.  Oftentimes  the  danger  has 
entirely  passed  and  the  ship  is  lying  safe  in  the  harbor  impatiently  tag- 
ging away  at  its  anchorage  before  the  passengers  know  what  has  threat- 
ened. But  supposing  the  early  danger  signals  had  been  anheeded  and 
the  mariner  had  not  profited  by  their  warnings,  the  craft  wonld  perhaps 
be  donndering  about,  rudderless  and  nn manageable,  at  the  mercy  of  the 
storm  or,  worse  still,  driven  on  to  some  rockbound  coast,  i  hopeless 
wreck. 

As  the  safety  of  the  passengers  in  time  of  danger  depends  so  much 
upon  the  man  at  the  wheel,  with  his  keen  sense  of  appreciation  of  the 
importance  of  timely  warnings,  so  the  lives  of  the  patients  committed  to 
medical  core  and  judgment  depend  many  times  upon  the  physician's  early 
recognition  of  danger  signals.  This  measure  of  responsibility  is  eqoally 
shared  at  times  by  the  general  practitioner  and  specialist,  according  to 
the  cir~amstances  present. 

We  will  now  for  the  time  leave  the  abstract  and  deal  directly  with 
the  above  named  subject  in  the  concrete,  i.e.,  the  importance  of  early 
recognition  on  our  part  of  gynecological  lesions,  which  in  their  incipi- 
ency  may  to  the  patient  or  inexperienced  physician  seem  altogether  insig- 
nificant. Yet  others  of  larger  experience  know  well  that  the  innocent  ap- 
pearing lesion  of  to-day  may  ere  long,  unless  vigorously  combated  when 
first  discovered,  be  aroused  from  its  lethargy  and  become  a  dangerous  ad- 
versary. 

It  is  the  intention  of  the  writer  to  point  out  in  as  brief  a  manner  as 
possible  in  the  20  minutes  allotted  the  early  danger  signals,  or  in  other 
words -the  cardinal  signs  and  symptoms,  both  objective  and  subjective, 
with  their  diagnostic  value  and  significance  tn  diseases  encountered  in 
the  field  of  gynecology. 

Gynecology  has  been  and  is  to-day,  though  perhaps  to  a  less  extent 
than  formerly,  the  bete  noir  of  most  practitioners  on  account  of  the  time 
which  is  consumed  in  treatment  and  the  usual  unsatisfactory  results. 
Even  though  some  physicians  find  this  branch  distasteful,  there  are  few 
of  any  considerable  experience  who  have  been  able  to  eliminate  gynecolo- 
gy from  their  practice,  for  the  medical  or  obstetrical  case  of  to-day  may 
be  the  gynecological  case  of  to-morrow.  -.  , 
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Rifffat  here  I  take  this  opportunity  to  warn  yoa  that  in  this  paper  yon 
will  not  be  startled  by  any  innovations  which  will  enable  you  to  arrive  at 
«  snapshot  diagnosis.  On  the  contrary,  the  ideas  herein  embodied  will 
be  quite  commonplace,  and  although  intended  to  be  helpful,  yet  may  pos- 
sibly seem  rather  trite  to  most  of  you.  If  yon  should  find  them  such  I 
trust  yon  will  be  charitably  inclined,  and  Ihat  this  review, for  such  it  will 
be,  may  ia  return  be  productive  of  good  to  us  in  subsequent  discussion 
and  indirectly  tb  our  patients. 

Gynecology  will  be  considered  by  the  writer  here  only  from  a  sur- 
gical viewpoint.  In  my  opinion  there  is  at  present  no  medical  treatment 
for  mostgynecological  lesions,  and  in  our  present  knowledge  of  this  branch 
of  our  profession  as  soon  as  a  case  becomes  serious  enough  to  require 
special  treatment  it  should  be  referred  to  the  surgeon. 

The  pessary,  formerly  recommended  in  displacements,  has  long  since 
been  relegated  to  the  realms  of  medical  iniquities.  It  is  rare  indeed  to 
find  a  physician  to-day  even  of  the  very  old  schoo)  who  employs  them. 

The  vaginal  douche  never  had  any  value  therapeutically  except  per- 
haps in  a  hygienic  sense,  and  as  for  drugs,  who  here  dares  claim  a  cure 
in  a  single  instance?  The  most  that  can  be  said  in  their  favor  is  that  they 
have  been  palliative,  but  this  is  nothing  less  than  criminal  when  one  con- 
siders that  by  palliation  or  procrastination — its  usual  synonym — the  con- 
dition has  not  been  improved  or  kept  dormant.  Consequently,  in  a 
logical  sequence,  it  has  been  progressive,  thus  lessening  the  poor  woman's 
chances  of  ever  getting  cured. 

This,  then,  brings  us  to  the  consideration  of  the  signs  which  point  to 
an  existing  lesion.  Subjective  signs  are  those  appreciated  only  by  the 
patient  and  these  enter  largely  into  the  early  diagnosis  of  the  case,  for 
they  include  the  past  and  the  present  histories,  pain,  tenderness,  pares- 
thesias, etc.  Objective  signs  are  those  detected  by  the  physician  in  his 
examination  and  serve  as  a  verification  of  the  subjective  derived  mainly 
through  a  deductive  process  of  reasoning,  and  always  include  a  thorough 
physical  examination. 

Our  attention  will  first  be  called  to  pain.  It  is  this  one  subjective 
symptom  that  most  concerns  the  patient.  Her  object  in  calling  you  was 
that  she  desired  to  be  releived  of  the  pain.  She  gives  very  little,  if  any, 
thought  of  its  importance  pathologically,  but  to  the  physician  it  has  a 
diagnostic  value  and  points  to  a  pathological  condition.  Ordinarily  it 
corresponds  to  the  seat  of  the  lesion,  yet  frequently  it  is  transferred  to  a 
remote  part  of  the  body  along  the  sensory  nerve  tract.  For  instance,  our 
attention  may  be  called  by  the  patient  to  a  pain  in  the  mammary  gland, 
which  in  addition  may  be  considerably  swollen,  but  the  real  seat  of  the 
disease  may  not  be  here,  but  in  the  uterus.  In  the  absence  of  other  local 
diagnostic  signs  further  examination  should  be  directed  to  Ibat  organ,  and 
you  will  not  often  be  misled  as  to  the  causative  lesion .  Perhaps  it  may  be 
pregnancy,  abortion,  subinvolution,  displacement,  pelvic  abscess,  men- 
orrhagia,  metrorrhagia,  amenorrhea,  dysmenorrhea  or  some  neoplasm,  as 
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a  fibroma.     All  tbese  poinls  revolve  rapidly  Id  your  mind  as  yon  prepare 
for  physical  examination,  to  wbicb  I  sball  refer  later. 

The  patient  may  complain  of  pain  in  tbe  upper  aoterior  portion  of  the 
thigh  jnst  where  the  anterior  nerve  emerges  from  the  pelvis  under  Pon- 
part's  ligament,  and  from  this  location  of  tbe  pain  yon  may  infer  that  she 
has  some  trouble  with  the  ovary,  possibly  ovaritis  or  ovarian  cyst,  or  with 
the  trbes,  acute  salpingitis,  pyolalpinx,  hydrosalpinx  or  hemosalpinx. 

Again  the  pain  may  he  in  the  lumbar  region  near  the  junction  of  the 
lumbar  with  tbe  sacral  vertebrae,  and  if  there  is  no  disease  of  tbe  trans- 
verse colon,  subsequent  examination  will  undoubtedly  reveal  uterine 
disease. 

Sharp  pain  across  the  instep,  which  comes  and  goes,  but  is  rarely 
absent  for  any  length  of  time,  and  which  is  especially  acute  when  she  is 
on  ber  feet,  may  be — and  frequently  is~an  indication  of  ovarian  disease. 
Thus  a  pain  at  the  heel  or  at  the  top  of  the  head,  two  points  remote  from 
each  other  and  from  tbe  true  seat;  of  the  lesion,  may  indicate  disease  of 
the  uterus  or  ovary. 

Tbe  keen  and  lancinating  pain  which  begins  at  the  ilium  and  extends 
down  along  the  course  and  distribution  of  tbe  sciatic  nerve  may  point  to 
disease  of  tbe  uterus  or  ovaries,  but  oftener  is  a  cardinal  symptom  of  pel- 
vic ioBammatiou,  and  our  mind  reverts  to  many  of  those  acute  affections 
which  woman  is  subject  to,  as  gonorrhea,  salpingitis,  ovaritis,  etc. 

Pain  in  the  pubic  region  more  frequently  points  to  pelvic  disorders 
than  any  of  those  previously  enumerated,  and  leads  us  to  suspect  dys- 
nTfcnorrhes,  uterine  displacement  or  some  other  pelvic  inSammation. 

We  have  already  given  much  time  to  the  consideration  of  pain,  yet  it 
was  not  time  ill  spent,  for  we  have  been  deceived  many  times  in  following 
this  veritable  will-o'-the-wisp  in  seeking  the  true  origin  of  the  disease. 

We  will  briefly  consider  two  other  subjective  signs  or  symptoms, 
namely,  tenderness  and  paresthesia.  Tenderness  is  a  symptom  not  so 
elusive  or  deceptive  as  to  its  origin  as  pain.  It  is  rarely  absenl  after  pro- 
longed or  repeated  attacks  of  pain,  and  unlike  the  latter,  generally  exists 
over  the  seat  of  tbe  lesion,  and  is  present  to  s  marked  degree  in  dysmen- 
orrhea, salpingitis,  ectopic  pregnancy  and  pelvic  abscess. 

Paresthesia  is  largely  of  cutaneous  subjective  origin.  For  instance, 
our  patient  complains  of  heat,  fullness  and  throbbing.  These  symptoms 
may  either  individually  or  collectively  point  to  pelvic  inflammation. 

Familiar  with  the  meaning  of  these  symptoms,  we  at  once  anticipate 
an  abscess,  possibly  following  an  abortion,  a  ruptured  tubal  pregnancy, 
or  salpingitis.  The  paresthetic  symptoms  of  weight  or  oppression  or 
bearing  down  suggest  a  displacement,  a  tumor  pressing  on  some  large 
nerve  trunk  or  possibly  a  pregnant  uterus. 

Formication  or  itching  of  the  vulva  or  vagina  is  usually  indicative  of 
a  local  disturbance,  as  migratory  seat-worms  or  leucorrhea  which  of  itself 
is  only  a  symptom  of  either  a  displacement,  subinvolution,  erosion,  en- 
dometritis or  a  pus  tube.     Pruritus,  however,  frequently  points  to  a  more

serious  organic  lesion,  diabetes.  Leacorrbea,  as  previously  said,  is  a 
symptom  and  not  a  disease,  and  is  invariably  present  in  pelvic  disorders. 
It  may  be  a  manifestation  of  anemia,  prolonged  lactation,  etc.,  but  when 
the  discharge  is  tinged  with  blood  and  very  offensive  it  is  suspicious  of 
carcimona.  Leucorrhea  in  young  girls  may  also  be  caased  by  seat-worms, 
yet  may  arise  from  masturbation. 

The  pulse  and  temperature  are  two  most  important  indicators  of  the 
physical  condition  of  our  patient  and  are  reliable  diagnostic  aids.  The 
rapid  and  weak  pulse  may  indicate  the  presence  of  shock  following  rup- 
ture of  tubal  pregnancy  or  hemorrhage  from  abortion,  etc.  The  pulse 
alone  will  many  times  aid  us  tn  determining  the  patient's  chances  for.re- 
covery  from  operation,  or  it  may  point  to  the  urgency  of  an  immediate 
operation. 

The  temperature,  if  subnormal,  may,  like  the  rapid  and  weak  pulse, 
show  hemorrhage  or  shock  following  hemorrhage.  An  elevation  of  tem- 
perature may  point  to  the  presence  of  pyogenic  micro -organ  isms  in  the 
pelvic  tissues. 

Chill  is  associated  usually  with  an  elevation  of  temperature  ard  may 
teach  ns  that  we  are  dealing  with  an  inflammatory  trouble  and  that  an  ab- 
sorption of  toxic  elements  into  the  system  is  taking  place.  Peritonitis, 
septicemia  or  ulcerative  endometrititis  are  common  causes. 

Vomiting  may  indicate  nothing  serious,  yet  be  due  to  the  circulation 
of  bacterial  toxins  in  the  blood,  back  of  which-  there  is  probably  a  serious 
lesion,  salpingitis  or  ovaritis  or  perhaps  septicemia  following  abortion, 
parturition,  or  operation.  If  the  vomiting  is  refiex.  as  in  early  pregnancy, 
we  are  little  concerned  unless  it  becomes  so  persistent  as  to  interfere  with 
nutriton. 

There  is  one  symptom  never  absent  to  which  I  would  call  your  at- 
tention, tbit  of  intense  dysmenorrhea  in  neurotic  young  women  with 
anteflexion  of  the  cervix.  Constipation  and  paralytic  inactivity  of  the 
lower  bowel  may  point  to  the  presence  of  a  tumor  or  uterine  displacement, 
while  rectal  tenesmus  may  indicate  cancer  of  the  rectum  or  uterus  or  both. 

Pus  in  the  feces  may  come  from  Douglas's  cul  de-sac,  the  vagina  or 
urethra  as  a  result  of  inflammation.  Only  recently  a  young  woman  came 
under  my  care  referred  to  me  by  a  physician  from  an  adjoining  town.  She 
was  suspected  to  be  septic  following  an  abortion,  yet  on  account  of  the 
meager  and  obscure  clinical  information  obtainable,  we  delayed  an  opera- 
tion fearing  typhoid,  and  decided  to  awiit  further  diagnostic  signs.  We 
had  not  long  to  wait.  Early  the  following  morning  the  writer  was  hastily 
summoned  by  her  nurse  to  the  hospital  with  the  news  that  the  patient  bad 
just  had  two  severe  hemorrhages  from  the  bowels.  I  was  surprised  to  find 
her.pulse  good  and  temperature  nearly  normal,  not  subnormal,  and  wbile 
the  appearance  of  the  dejecta  closely  resembled  blood  to  the  naked  eye, 
yet  upon  placing  a  slide  or  the  same  under  the  microscope  it  showed  very 
little  blood,  barely  enough  to  give  it  color,  but  instead  a  large  quantity  of 
pus  which  cleared  up  our  diagnosis. 
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D^snria  may  be  caused  by  prolapsed  uteras,  caacer  of  tlie  cervix, 
acute  metritis,  pelvic  peritonitis  and  abcess,  especially  if  there  are  adhe> 
sions  preventing  the  complete  contraction  of  tbe  bladder,  in  which  case 
the  greatest  pain  is  felt  towards  the  end  ofmicturition. 

Amenorrhea,  or  cessation  of  the  menses,  is  due  to  a  deranged  blood 
or  nerve  function  when  not  the  result  of  pregnancy  or  the  menopause 
and  may  point  to  a  renal  or  hepatic  lesion. 

Dysmenorrhea  frequently  points  to  a  blood  disorder,  but  in  tbe  large 
majority  of  cases  is  due  to  a  locac  lesion  in  the  pelvis.  Menorrhagia  and 
metrorrhagia  also  are  usually  symptoms  of  some  disease  of  the  uterus  or 
appendages. 

The  previously  mentioned  signs  or  symptoms  lead  up  to,  but  are, 
after  all,  of  very  little  diagnostic  value  without  a  physical  examination. 

In  the  examination  of  the  abdomen,  especially  in  fleshy  or  neurotic 
patients,  it  is  often  advisable  that  she  be  placed  under  an  aoestbetic.  If 
she  thinks  you  are  liable  to  butt  her  she  will  readily  consent. 

If  the  skin  of  the  abdomen  is  smooth,  shining  and  stretched,  with  a 
deposit  of  pigment,  especially  in  the  middle  line,  a  general  enlargement  of 
the  superficial  abdomial  veins,  the  navel  deeply  retracted  and  absence  of 
respiratory  movements  of  the  abdomen,  yon  may  infer  that  one  of  the  fol- 
lowing conditions  exts(s,  pregnancy,  an  ovarian  cyst  or  cyst  of  the  broad 
ligament,  or  a  pelvic  cellulitis.  Should  tbe  abdomen  appear  iiregular 
suspect  multiple  pregnancy  or  a  fibroid. 

Palpation  and  percussion  will  satisfy  you  whether  you  are  dealing 
with  a  movable  or  adherent  mass,  or  whether  it  is  solid  or  cystic. 

Tbe  distension  in  large  neoplasms  is  usually  antero-posterior  rather 
than  transverse,  and  the  swelling  does  not  cbange  in  shape  upon  txsmi- 
nation  or  on  changing  the  position  of  the  patient.  Thus  the  presence  of 
gas  or  ascites  can  be  eliminated  from  the  diagnosis  by  keeping  this  in 
mind. 

Auscultation  is  of  little  diagnostic  value  except  in  pregnancy,  and 
then  not  until  late  when  tbe  fetal  heart  signs  are  audible.  Tbe  ear  nay 
serve  yon,  however,  in  mapping  out  fluid  or  gas,  but  I  have  grave  doubts 
as  to  its  utility. 

Upon  vaginal  examination  the  presence  or  absence  of  lacerations  will 
be  at  once  apparent.  You  will  also  note  the  sensitiveness  of  ibe  parts, 
whether  leucorrhea  exists  and  the  character  of  tbe  discharge.  -  If  it  be  of 
a  foul  nature  be  wary  of  some  carcinomatoas  growth  of  the  vagina  or  cer* 
vix  uteri.  Prolapsus  and  other  dlsplacemtnls  are  in  themselves  of  suffi- 
cient importance  to  warrant  treatment,  but  when  a  mass  is  distinctly  felt 
accompanying  such  a  condition  you  may  suspect  cancer,  fibroma,  ova- 
rian cysts,  or  cysts  of  the  broad  ligament. 

Atresia  of  the  vagina,  septa  or  imperforate  hymen  are  all  more  or 
less  apparent  upon  examination  and  point  to  nothing  more  serious  than 
malformation,  readily  corrected  in  most  cases. 

Microscopical  examination  of    tbe    scrapings   from  curettage  enable 
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one  to  differeodate  between  endometritis,  retnaios  of  an  abortion,  car- 
cinoma and  sarcoma. 

Recto-vaginal  and  bimanual  examination  assist  the  surgeon  in  mak- 
ing the  diagnosis,  and  in  flabby  relaxed  abdominal  walls  the  uterus  may, 
if  not  too  adberent,  be  palpated  with  both  hands. 

The  aspirator  will  also  be  found  of  great  diagnostic  value  in  differen- 
tiating between  salpingitis,  pelvic  abscess  and  ovarian  cyst. 

If,  after  all,  you  are  still  unable  to  arrive  at  an  intelligent  diagno- 
sis, an  exploratory  incision,  either  abdominal  or  vaginal,  the  former  pre- 
ferred, should  be  done.  This  will  rarely  be  denied  you  in  these  days  of 
aseptic  surgery  when  practically  no  risk  is  involved. — International  Jour- 
nal of  Surgery. 


7Ke  Lancet  Clinic,  quoting  from  Court  records  in  a  dndiage  suit  has 
this  to  say : 

A  case  of  $10,000  damages  for  X-ray  burn  was  brought  recently  in 
New  York  in  which  the  jury  decided  for  the  defendant.  The  expert 
evidence  on  both  sides  was  that  the  duration  of  tbe  treatment  and  the  dis- 
tance of  tbe  tubes  from  the  neck  were  regarded  as  safe ;  that  the  static 
machine  was  deemed  safer  than  a  coil ;  that  the  quantity  of  the  ray  varied 
continuously,  not  merely  from  day  to  day,  but  in  tbe  course  of  a  single 
treatment,;  that  the  protection  by  lead  sheaths  was  tbe  best  known  to 
science,  and  that  no  means  was  known  to  science  of  accurately  measur- 
ing either  the  quantity  or  quality  of  the  X-ray.  The  judge  charged  the 
jury  along  the  lines  of  ordinary  care  and  skill,  and  he  must  treat  tbe 
patient  according  to  his  best  judgment.  The  part  of  tbe  charge  of  chief 
significance  was  when  the  judge  dealt  of  the  doctrine  known  as  res  ipsa 
loquitur,  that  is,  the  accident  speaks  for  itself.  Tbe  judge  charged  that 
an  X-ray  burn  was  not  a  thing  which  could  before  seen  under  tbe  uncertain 
conditions  of  our  knowledge  of  X-ray  science.  He  likened  itto  aburst- 
ing  Sy-wheel  or  exploding  oil  tank,  things  which  cannot  be  foreseen  and 
not  as  the  collision  of  railway  trains,  which,  if  operated  correptly,  cannot 
come  together.

Calomel  in  stuall  doses  is  oneof  our 
best  remedies.  Salines  ar^  nearly  always  indicated.  Abbott's  saline 
laxative  is  pleasanter  and  better  than  crude  salts.  He  has  observed  that 
if  the  bowels  a:t  not  less  than  twice  daily,  the  course  and  severity  ot  the 
disease  is  modified.  The  old  idea  that  in  typhoid  the  bowels  should  be 
kept  confined  for  a  few  days  at  a  time,  is  now  looked  upon  as  having  been 
an  untenable  theory.  The  more  debris  and  toxins  are  eliminated,  the  less 
will  the  disease  be  compelled  to  oxidize  by  the  process  of  fever.  The 
more  water  the  patient  drinks,  the  more  are  poisons  eliminated  or  diluted, 
thus  lessening  their  absorption.  In  case  of  hyperpyrexia,  give  a  colonic 
flushing  and  the  high  temperature  usually  comes  down  a  degree  or  two. 
The  sulphocarbolates  (W — A  Intestinal  Antiseptics)  should  be  given  to 
neutralize  remaining  foci  of  infection?  treated  along  this  line  seldom  re- 
quire the  cild  bith.  Tepid  sp3ugings  at  frequent  intetvals  usually  serve 
a  better  purpose  than  the  bath  of  low  temperature. — Merck's  Archives.

Cancer  like  "the  poor  we  ba7e  atwayswitb  us"  and  the  malady  is  on 
the  increase ;  medical  science  has  done  nothing  to  stop  its  ravages  and 
the  victims  increase  as  the  years  go  by.  The  environments  of  present 
day  life  and  the  decreased  vitality  of  the  httman  race  as  a  whole  may 
have  something  to  do  with  this  increase,  but  is  insufficient  to  account  for 
all  of  it.  .The  dread  of  child  bearing  and  the  numerous  devices  used  to 
prevent  this  among  women  who  cohabit  may  be  another  reason  but  this  is 
not  and  cannot  be  considered  a  tangible  cause  of  cancer. 

Food  adulteration  and  high  living  may  also  be  a  faclor  but  we  find 
the  scourge  equally  prevalent  among  the  rich  and  poor  among  those  in 
the  fashionable  set  as  well  as  the  poorest  workingwoman  and  there  is  no 
respect  to  tbe  inhabitant  of  clime  or  country. 

Scientists  have  searched  in  vain  for  the  cause  and  biologists  have 
tried  without  success  to  determine  the  germ,  if  it  be  a  germ,  that  works 
all  the  mischief.  Still  like  Banco's  ghost  it  wilt  not  down  and  ever  and 
aaon  we  find  the  disease  appear  sapping  the  life  of  its  victim  and  so  fatal 
is  it,  that  to  tell  a  woman  she  has  cancer  of  the  womb  -is  much  the  same 
as  reading  her  death  warrant. 

There  is  a  good  deal  of  discussion  regarding  the  diagnosis  of  these 
growths,  if  we  may  call  them  such,  and  while  almost  all  authorities  main  - 
tain  that  the  final  decision  must  be  made  by  the  microscopic  test  it  is 
freely  admitted  that  many  times  the  findings  of  the  microscope  are  not 
true  and  after  all  the  clinical  test  is  the  one  that  must  be  relied  upon  in 
the  end.  So  too  do  authorities  differ  regarding  the  use  of  the  knife,  some 
maintaining  that  operation  .is  useless  and  others  claiming  that  by  this 
means  brilliant  results  have  been  attained  and  that  clean,   careful,    early 
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and  radical  work  will  save  many  cases  and  even  wbere  long  delayed  will 
prolong  the  life  and  lessen  the  snfiering  of  the  patient. 

Cancer  doctors  flourUb  as  a  green  bay  tree  and  have  a  large  follow* 
iqg,  and  while  the^e  men  are  for  the  most  part  devoid  of  learning  and  are 
willing  to  profit  by  the  crednltty  of  their  patients  it  mnst  be  admitted  that 
they  like  other  healers  sometimes  succeed  in  stopping  the  malady  and 
occasionally  do  we  read  upon  good  authority  of  medicine,  having  effected 
a  core  where  all  signs  even  the  microscope,  evidenced  cancer. 

Great  claims  have  been  made  for  the  proper  application  of  electricity 
and  there  is  none  but  will  admit  it  is  an  agent  of  great  value  if  tightly 
applied  and  I  believe  the  time  will  come  when  it  will  be  of  far  greater  use 
than  we  even  dream  of  at  this  time,  be  it  remembered  however  that  it  is  a 
power  for  good,  yes,  and  a  great  power  for  harm  also. 

So  matter  what  the  treatment,  or  in  whose  hands  and  by  what  method 
nndertaken,  all  with  one  accord  agree  that  the  case  should  be  treated 
early  and  the  sooner  it  is  commenced  the  better  are  the  chances  for  re- 
cKtvery ;  early  treatment  of  necessity  means  early  diagnosis  and  this  can 
only  be  made  by  early  investigation  which  is,  for  obvious  reasons,  diffi- 
cult. The  natural  delicacy  of  women  as  a  class,  their  reluctance  to  be- 
lieve that  so  great  a  calamity  could  befall  them  individually  and  the  pa* 
tience  and  fortitude  with  which  they  endnre  pain,  renders  woman  slow  to 
seek  medical  advice  for  uterine  ailments,  nor  will  she  do  this  until  com- 
pelled to  do  so  by  the  drain  on  her  system.  Many  times  when  advice  is 
sought  and  examination  made  we  discover  it  is  too  late  and  the  condition 
one  that  is  hopeless. 

ISafl*^  times  also  the  doctor  is  not  without  fault;  he  does  not  inqniie 
carefully,  does  not  search  for  the  history  as  he  should,  does  not  make  ont 
a  "chain  of  evidence"  as  he  should  and  instead  of  suggesting  or  ordering 
a  clinical  or  other  examination,  passes  the  matter  lightly  and  contents 
himself  with  making  a  prescription  and  ascribing  the  trouble  to  some 
trivial  cause,  or  the  ever  satisfying  cause  "Change  of  Life." 

But  all  maladies  have  a  beginning;  there  is  a  time  when  the  morbid 
process  known  as  cancer,  commences,  when  the  normal  cells  begin  to  give 
way  to  this  morbid  process  and  when  normal  tissue  contains  a  malignant 
focus. 

It  is  well  known  that  syphilis  can  be  transmitted  from  parent  to  child 
and  the  disease  lie  dormant  for  years  only  to  crop  oat  in  all  its  fury  when 
favorable  chances  arise.  Why  not  this  also  in  cancer  for  it  is  a  well 
recognized  fact  that  heredity  is  no  small  factor  therein. 

At  one  period  of  our  existence  our  growth  is  by  segmentation  of  cells 
and  at  still  another  the  muriform  mass  is  "without  form  and  void,"  by 
the  development  of  the  dermic  membranes  do  we  take  form  and  shape 
Bad  anything  that  binders  and  renders  imperfect  these  cell  charges  tends 
to  the  retention  in  the  body  of  wandering  cells  or  cells  of  imperfect 
growth. 

Numerons  instances  of  this  fact  could  be  cited  bat  it  would  be  like 
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pressing  a  fall  nan  to  eat  to  relate  them:  and  so  assttming  Ibat  the  wan- 
dering  cell  in  the  human  body  is  a  reality  may  we  not  assame  farther  that 
it  is  of  less  force  and  has  less  resistance  than  the  adult  cells  sarronnd- 
ing  it,  withoat  a  home,  a  place  or  a  habitat,  of  no  use  in  a  normal  body; 
once  its  integrity  is  impaired  it  is  either  quickly  destroyed  or  takes  on  a 
morbid  growth.  Where  the  latter  cause  obtains  it  usually  fastens  itself 
in  some  tissae  of  relatively  slight  resistance  soch  as  the  skin,  the  bone, 
the  fibrous  fascia  or  fibroid  tissae,  it  is  needless  to  add  low  vitality  in 
these  structures  as  from  tranma,  favors  such  attachment.  Less  rarely  do 
we  find  it  in  the  fat,  the  serous  tissue  or  the  nervous  system,  yet  when 
ouce  the  morbid  annatural  growth  is  started  there  is  no  tissue  that  will 
withstand  its  encroachments;  moreover  while  the  mass  is  in  a  measure 
confined  to  tbe  locality  where  it  first  rests,  or  begins  its  habitat,  it  in  time 
gains  strength,  causes  a  corresponding  lack  of  resistance  in  tbe  cells  and 
tissues  adjacent,  and  at  length  casts  off  cells  that  find  lodgment  in  other 
parts  of  the  body  and  we  have  metastatic  growths.  There  is  a  certain 
element  in  tbe  body,  call  it  vital  force  or  metabolism,  or  cell  co-ordina- 
tion as  you  will,  supposedly  controlled  by  the  action  of  the  ductless 
glands  and  the  pancreas,  that  fails  to  be  maintained  in  cancer  victims 
and  so  we  find  that  in  many  cases  where  the  growth  is  removed,  the 
morbid  process  does  not  stop  and  death  follows.  Tbe  well  known  fat 
necrosis  doe  to  diseases  of  tbe  pancreas  has  served  as  a  clue  for  certain 
experimenters  to  note  and  determine  the  action  of  the  juices  of  this  and 
other  glands  under  the  name  of  trypsin,  to  try  to  artificially  destroy,  that 
which  the  economy,  of  itself  has  been  unable  to  hold  in  check,  and  so  by 
injections  of  this  "trypsin"  cause  necrosis  of  tbe  fat  and  wandering  cells 
fonnd  in  these  masses. 

It  is  many  times  averred  that  traumatism  and  irritation  long  con- 
tinued and  violent,  causes  cancer  and  we  believe  it  is  a  most  potent 
factor,  but  not  the  initial  cause ;  for  if,  as  we  aver,  these  wandering  cells 
are  in  all  parts  of  the  body  it  is  but  fair  to  suppose  that  traumatism  may 
produce  the  first  segment  and  start  tbe  morbid  process.  Clinically  it  is 
true  that  malignancy  following  tranma  is  as  a  rule  of  the  sarcomatous 
variety.  So  also  does  irritation  of  the  skin  and  mucous  membrane  caose 
an  accnmalation  of  tbe  epithelial  tissue  and  a  burrowing  of  the  same 
into  the  tissue,  but  if  unchecked  itwill  in  time,  also  harbor,  the  wander- 
ing cell  and  take  on  a  malignant  type  of  growth. 

All  malignant  growths  of  whatever  sort  have  a  common  characteristic, 
namely  in  tbe  beginning,  hardness,  firmness  and  a  well  defined  area, 
but  as  time  goes  on  and  tbe  line  of  restriction  is  lost  we  have  the  oppo- 
site conditioii,  breaking  down  and  softening  first  of  the  mass  and  later  of 
tbe  adjacent  tissues. 

If  the  above  meager  outline  be  in  any  measure  conect  it  will  lead  us 
to  believe  that  tbe  present  great  increase  in  cancer  is  due  in  a  large 
measure  to  "high  pressure  living"  and  that  the  effects  are  cropping  odf 
more  and  more  in   succeeding    generations ;  that  a  weakened  resistence 
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and  imperfect  cell  development  is  hRnded  dowo  from  the  parent  and  the 
seed  of  disease  sown  before  the  cliild  is  botn,  awaitjne  only  some  sltsbt 
influence  to  start  into  activity  a  destractive  process  that  will  end  only 
with  removal  of  the  focus  or  the  death  of  the  economy. 

If  these  premises  are  true  and  the  facts,  mentioned  are  without 
question,  the  treatmest  o(  cancer  must  resolve  itseU  into  one  of  two 
courses,  anticipation  and  removal  of  the  focus,  or  the  strengthening  of 
the  system  and  the  careful  avoidance  of  any  habit  that  induces  a  recurr- 
ence of  the  malady.  Early,  quick,  clean,  thorough  removal  of  the  malig- 
nant focus  and  all  suspicious  tissue  should  be  done  whenever  possible? 
but  of  more  importance  still  is  the  strengthening  of  the  metabolism  of  the 
body  and  conserving  of  the  body's  forces.  Not  only  should  we  remove 
all  diseased  foci  but  all  suspicious  looking  ones  thus  removing  the  "very 
appearance  of  evil : "  herein  lies  the  weakness  and  u^nreliable  voice  or 
report  of  the  microscope  for  there  is  none  can  tell  the  exact  spot  malig- 
nant focus  of  the  mass  and  in  the  test  there  is  is  no  infallable  guide  to  the 
initial  degenerate  cell  and  for  this  reason  the  section  on  the  slide  may 
appear  as  a  healthy  tissue  when  the  next  thin  stroke  of  the  knife  would 
lay  bare  the  '  next"  we  sought. 

Oo  the  other  band  it  is  a  waste  of  time  and  misdirected  energy  to  dig 
into  a  malignant  mass  that  we  cannot  remove;  once  disturbed  the  cancer 
partially  excised  will  grow  with  redouMed  vigor  and  the  end  will  be  hast- 
ened indeed  our  only  excuse  or  need  for  using  the  knife  in  a  case  where 
we  cannot  remove  the  growth  in  toto,  will  be  for  the  relief  of  pressure 
symptoms  and  pain  caused  thereby. 

Fotentized  medicine  will  aid  much  and  in  a  few  cases  has  cured  and 
while  the  "animal  therepy"  promises  much  ic  is  too  early  to  tell  if  it  will 
be  successful ,  though  it  has  an  appearance  of  a  successful  outcome.

SONB  OBSEIVATIOHS  ON  MASTOIDITIS. 


Mastoiditis  is  not  of  as  common  occurrence  at  present  as  in  the  past. 
The  removal  of  the  underlying  cause  by  improved,  local  therapeutic 
methods;  and  the  broad  dissemination  of  the  requisite  skill  ate  responsible 
for  this  happy  fact. 

Be  it  known — by  self-evidence — that  practically  all  cases  of  mastoid- 
itis are  due  to  an  antecedent  otitis  media  purulenta,  either  acute  or  an 
acute  exacerbation  of  the  chronic.  We  can  only  imagine  a  case  arriving 
via  any  other  route.  '  ""oli 

A  radical  operation,  of  comparative  recent  introduction,  viz:  exenter- 
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ation  of  the  tympanic  ca7itr,  is  now  resorted  to  for  tbe  cure  of  an  otitis 
media  pnrnleata  whicli  has  resisted  all  milder  methods.  When  successful 
this  has  been  aa  additional  factor  in  the  decrease  of  mastoiditis,  however, 
said  operation,  altbougfa  tautamoant  in  its  results  to  mastoidectomy,  is 
not  so  easy  of  execution,  hence  not  so  cettain  of  accomplishiog  its  aim. 

Cases  of  chronic  mastoiditis  are  not  infrequent;  they  are,  however, 
often  overlooked;  they  sometimes  yield  to  treatment  directed  to  the  re- 
moval of  their  cause;  they  are  sometimes  arrested  in  their  progress  by  tbe 
characteristic  pathologic  condition  within  the  mastoid  process. 

Not  every  case  of  apparent  mastoiditis  is  actually  such  in  fact.  There 
may  be  observed  many  of  the  typical  symptoms,  anaccompanied  by  an  in- 
volvement of  the  mastoid  cells.  This  transpires  by  reason  of  pus  infiltrating 
the  soft  tissues  in  and  about  the  ear,  the  infection,  of  course,  originating 
in  the  tympanic  cavity.  A  case  of  this  kind  is  a  cellulitis.  The  Wilde 
incision,  formerly  credited  with  curing  a  genuine  mastoiditis  is  still  effica- 
cious here. 

The  diagnosis  of  mastoiditis  is  not  always  absolute.  If  the  affirmative 
is  decided  upon,  no  serious  harm  can  ensue  from  beginning  a  mastoidec- 
tomy and  abaudoaiag  it  when  a  mistake  in  tbe  diagnosis  is  established. 

Assuming  that  the  aural  snrgeon  is  up-to-date,  the  prognosis  of  mas- 
toiditis is  always  good.  There  secns  to  be  no  age  limit  in  which  this  is 
not  true.  This  of  course,  bars  complications  tike  meningitis,  thrombosis 
of  the  sigmoid  sinus,  cerebral  abscess,  already  present.  Even  these  later 
do  not  always  signify  hopelessness. 

The  prime  object  of  mastoidectomy  is  to  establish  communication  be- 
tween the  mastoid  antrum  and  tbe  site  of  the  operation.  Any  result  short 
of  this  is  useless.  There  is,  of  course,  a  natural  communication  between 
the  mastoid  antrum  and  tbe  tympanum.  A  through  and  through  drainage 
is  not  absolutely  essential;  as  a  matter  of  fact,  however,  it  usually  does 
take  place. 

There  seems  to  he  one  danger  to  apprehend  in  mastoidectomy,  viz: 
injory  to  the  facial  nerve,  a  danger,  improved  technique  will  help  to  avoid. 

To  my  mind  tbe  first  step  in  tbe  mastoid  operation  is  one  of  serious 
consideration,  viz:  tbe  cutaneous  incision.  Many  operators  are  too  timid 
in  this  respect.  I  can  fully  indorse  Whiting's  method  of  exposing  the  en- 
tire  mastoid  process.  Again,  some  hesitate  at  sacrificing  mastoid  cells 
when  no  harm  can  ensue  from  removing  all  of  them — at  least  all  that  are 
diseased. 

A  noteworthy  feature  of  the  mastoid  operation,  when  a  patient  has  a 
favorable  start  is  tbe  celerity  with  which  recovery  takes  place. 

The  subsequent  benefit  to  the  patient  from  a  timely  mastoiedectomy 
is  well-nigh  incalculable.  The  menace  to  life  is  removed;  health  is  im- 
proved ;  mental  energy  is  stimalated ;  a  marked  and  permanent  increase  in 
weight  often  takes  place.  Perhaps  no  surgical  procedure  of  equal  gravity 
can  assure  the  patient  of  a  more  favorable  issue.  >OQIc

Unpfaysiolojtic  living  nearly  always  precedcb  for  a  lesser  or  greater 
time,  acute  infectionsof  the  bowels;  in  fact  the  materies  morbi  is  practi- 
cally always  present  awaiting  a  favorable  caltilre  medium  on  which  to 
propagate;  fanctional  balance  of  the  physiologic  processes  of  the  body 
must  be  upset  lo  usher  in  the  morbid  process;  certain  physically  strouK 
individuals  transgress  physiologic-laws,  with  apparent  impunity,  and 
maintain  an  artificial  life  for  years,  exhibiting  a  grade  of  health,  that 
deceives,  even  the  elect,  strenuosity  and  a  total  disregard  of  right  living 
characterizing  their  conduct,  till  finally  a  cachexia  is  established  and  a 
hybrid  being  is  the  climax  of  his  impetuous  stupidity.  Proteid,  carbohy- 
drates and  fats  are  the  clabses  of  human  food,  abd  which  are  foreign  to 
the  human  organism  till  they  are  reverted  to  their  simpler,  component 
units  and  reconstructed  by  a  normally  functioning  alimentary  tract.  Of 
the  three  classes,  the  proteids  are  (he  most  important.  With  normal 
quality  and  quantity  of  digestive  ferments,  other  conditions  being  favor- 
able, the  food  proteid  is  reverted  into  the  proper  variety  of  amino-acids, 
capable  of  being  reconstructed  Into  protein,  homologous  with  the  tissues 
of  the  host ;  but  under  unfavorable  conditions,  only  a  fraction  of  the  food 
protein  is  reconstructed  into  the  homologous  variety,  leaving  the  rest  in  • 
the  hybrid  and  heterologous  states,  which  with  the  homologous  protein 
are  absorbed  from  the  walls  of  the  small  intestiubs  into  the  general  circu- 
lation, there  to  be  vicariously  acted  on  by  the  tissues  in  the  effort  to  make 
of  them  the  homologous  kind,  but  generally  failing  in  this  vicarious  ac- 
tion, to  a  great  extent,  the  residue  is  stored  away  in  the  tissues  to  await 
a  physical,  chemic  or  medical  force  to  resolve  the  stored  heterologous 
protein  out  of  the  tissues  into  the  blood  and  fluids  of  the  body,  where  it 
is  met  by  a  pseudo  or  other  incomplete  affinity,  with  which  it  combines,' 
for  a  time,  to  form  a  leucomaiu;  another  source  of  leucomains  is  the  in- 
complete cataboltsm  of  waste  proteid  matter.  Leucomaios  are  of  many 
varieties,  and  different  grades  of  poisonous  quality. 

Developmental  and  digestive  ferments  of  the  animal  and  vegetable 
kingdoms,  ptomaius  and  leucomains  and  the  vegetable  alkaloids  are  allot 
proteid  origin,  allied  and  closely  related,  the  ultimate  simpler,  component 
units  of  which  are  chemico -biological  interchangeable  In  forming  a  va- 
riety of  new  entities  and  stable  compounds.  The  treatment  of  bowel  in- 
fections consists  in  cleaning  out  the  fermenting  contenti  of  the  lumen  of 
the  bowels  with  proper  doses  of  magnesium  or  sodium  sulphate,  thereby, 
also,  freeing  the  walls  of  the  bowels  from  the  residue  of  heterologous 
protein ;  practice  asepsis  of  the  contents  of  the  bowels  by  the   liberal   use 
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of  the  salphocarbolates,  acetozone,  alpbozone  or  any  one  of  tbe  aicmatic 
aatiseptics,  thus  Umidne  fermentation  of  bowel  contents,  and  consequent 
Kaseoas  distension  of  the  intestinal  walls,  and  allowing  the  resumption, 
by  the  bowels,  of  their  normal  caliber,  thickness  and  circulation,  leading 
to  gradual  healthy  ferment  action.  In  these  cases  there  is  generally 
systemic  leacomatn  poisoning  which  must  be  neutralized  by  tbe  adminis- 
tration of  thi  proper  alkaloids — isolated  alkaloids,  because  we  have  seen 
that  it  requires  a  healthy  alimentary  tract  to  properly  revert  tbe  food  pro- 
teid  to  the  proper  variety  of  amino-acids,  capable  of  being  built  np  again 
into  the  h^m^logoas  protein;  tbe  alimentary  tract  of  a  sick  person  is  un- 
able to  properly  isolate,  revert  and  reconstruct  the  medicinal  proteids; 
the  proper  reversion  of  the  isolated  alkaloid  is  as  tuiicb  as  we  can  Expect 
from  any  patient. 

After  the  toilet  of  the  bowels  is  properly  done,  we  must  neutralize 
the  leucomains  remaining  in  the  intestinal  walls  by  giving  as  indicated: 
emetine,  hydrastine,  podophyllin,  in  proper  dilution  to  suit  each  patient, 
and  at  frequent  intervals.  The.systemic  leucomains  must,  next  be  at- 
tended to  by  giving  veratrine  for  a  fall  bonnding  pulse;  digitalin  to  round 
out  the  lencomain  causing  a  paresis  of  the  musclature  of  the  arterioles; 
Ettroptue  to  rouad  oittthe  leucomain  causing  spasticity  of  the  arterioles; 
strychnine  or  brucine  to  make  a  complete  product  for  excretion  of  the 
lencomain  causing  difficulty  with  the  breathing.  The  minimal  dose, 
freqaeatly  repeated  and  of  proper  dilution,  till  results  are  at  hand,  is  ex- 
cellent practice.  Nature  assists  materially  in  discontinuing  tbe  appetite, 
till  tbe  alimentary  canal  can  recupeiAte. 


ABDOHINAL  STHPTOHS  IK  TBOKACIC  DISEASE. 


Fain  in  acute  pleuritis  may  be  referred  to  the  faypochondtiac  region. 
Some  cases  of  Empyema  may  present  acute  pain  in  Ibe  abdomen,  diSnse 
or  relegated  wholly  to  the  inguinal  region. 

Epigastric  pain  caused  by  myocardial  pain  is  frequent. 

The  pain  o(  empyema  may  be  referred  to  tbe  lumbar  or  nmbilical 
region. 

Disaster  often  follows  over- indulgence  at  dinner  in  the  confirmed 
asthamatic,  and  the  difficulty  in  such  cases  lies  not  so  much  with  stomach 
as  with  the  lungs. 

Tpmpanites,  meteorism  ma:^  present  one  of  the  first  as  well  as  con- 
tinuous and  troublesome  symptoms  of  acnte  lobar  pneumonia.

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•RRIHe  ElEIUSES  OF  TBE  BOMEaPATHIC  HEDIUL  COLLEeE  OF  NISSOUKI. 


On  the  evenioK  of  the  Tenth  day  of  September,  the  Dean,  Dr.  L-  C. 
McElwee  called  the  meeting  to  order,  followed  by  some  appropriate  re- 
marks fitting  the  occasion. 

Dr.  McElwee  reported  to  the  large  aadience  of  visiting  physicians  and 
students  that  the  College  comes  np  to  all  the  requirements  of  the  State 
Board  of  Health,  and  baa  ever  been  in  the  lead  in  medical  education,  and 
its  graduates  fill  responsible  positions  and  many  have  gained  enviable  repu  - 
tations  in  the  Geld  of  medicine.  The  College  now  entering  on  its  balf  cen- 
tury course  of  study  has  reason  to  be  proud  of  its  graduates.  He  empha- 
sized the  dearth  of  old  school  therapeutics,  and  the  ever  present  pessimism 
in  the  old  school  Textbooks  on  Therapeutics.  The  real  source  of  thera- 
peutic knowledge  is  found  in  Homeopathic  Textbooks  of  Tfaetepeulics  and 
Materia  Medica. 

The  work  of  the  teacher  in  the  College  is  a  work  of  love,  and  love  of 
the  work.  The  compensation,  is  the  gratitude  of  its  students,  and  the 
reward  of  spreading  the  law  of  a  Therapy  that  has  stood  the  test  for 
a  century. 

Dr.  McElwee  introduced  the  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees,  Dr. 
D.  H.  Gibson,  who  spoke  as  follows: — 

Mr.  Dean,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen:  In  behalf  of  the  Faculty  and  on 
the  occasion  of  the  Half  Century  Opening  of  our  college  I  bid  you  all  a 
hearty  welcome.  Fifty  years  have  passed  over  us  as  a  college  and  our 
work  speaks  for  itself.  A  long  line  of  good  men,  tried  and  true  have  gone 
forth  from  these  balls,  they  have  made  us  "not  ashamed"  and  today  occupy 
places  of  honor  and  trust  in  different  parts  of  the  world. 

But  the  needs  of  today  are  greater  than  they  were  fifty  years  ago ;  the 
wheels  of  progress  move,  and  the  wheels  of  medicine  move  with  them, 
though  not  so  fast.  Sometimes  we  read  of  the  wonderful  discoveries  that 
have  been  made  and  the  advancements  for  the  cure  of  disease  and  when 
we  do,  we  are  reminded  of  the  story  of  little  Irish  Jimmy; 

Jimmy  at  the  age  of  fifteen  was  sent  to  a  Friar's  school  in  Dublin  and 
the  one  thing  he  was  to  leam  well,  according  to  the  parting  admonition  of 
his  parents,  was  Latin,,  and  this  was  the  one  thing  in  which  he  made  no 
progress  at  all;  in  due  time  be  came  home  for  a  vacation  and  when  be  bad 
greeted  the  members  of  the  family,  mother  confidingly  told  him  that  on  the 
morrow  the  parish  priest  would  do  him  the  honor  to  call  and  examine  htm 
in  Latin.  That  was  a  sleepless  night  for  Jimmy,  Latin,  the  one  thing  of 
which  he  knew  nothing,  and  to  be  examined  by  the  priest  in  the  morning, 
what  would  he  do?  What  could  be  do?  He  remembered  that  many  of 
the  words  ended  in  "urn"  yet  he  could  formulate  no  sentence.  At  length 
he  cast  his  vision  out  of  the  window  and  saw  the  moon  shining  upon  the 
lake.     Hippy  inspiration,  here  was  a  sentence  "Moonum  lake-um  shin- 
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amo'er  urn."  Could  he  get  aaother  and  save  himself  from  everlastiOK 
disgrace,  perhaps  after  all  his  examiner  would  not  be  so  severe.  And 
even  as  be  mused,  a  rat  ran  across  tbe  floor  and  commenced  to  tear  at  the 
meal  bag  in  the  coraer.  Happy  inspiration,  here  was  his  second  sentence 
to  translate.  "Ratum  ruaum  meal-bag  toreum,"  Again  be  repeated  the 
lines ; 

"Moonum  lakeum  sbinum  o'erum 

Ratam  runam  meal  bag  toreum." 

On  tbe  morrow  came  the  priest  and  asked  lor  Jimmy,  the  mother  in 
her  pride  oshered  bim  in.  "And  now,"  said  the  Father,  "we  will  hear 
you  say  your  Latin."  With  a  confidence  worthy  of  a  better  cause  Jimmy 
bej^an  " Moonum  lakeum  sbinam  o'erum,  Ratum  ninum  meal-bag  tore- 
um." "What,"  said  the  priest,  "do  you  call  that?"  "Latin,"  said 
Jimmy.  "Ob  no,"  said  his  examiner,  "I  never  heard  such  Latin  as  that." 
"Hooiay!"  shouted  the  fond  mother.  "Hooray  for  Jimmy!  Sbure  and 
Jimmy  beats  the  priest,  what  a  fine  lad  be  is." 

Like  tbe  old  lady  of  tbe  story,  tbe  public  like  new  things,  enjoy  sen- 
sation and  display  when  they  bear  or  see  of  some  new  thing  they  with  one 
accord  exclaim,  "Hooray!  Jimmy  beats  the  bunch!  What  a  fine  fellow 
he  is!" 

There  have  been  but  few  new  discoveries  in  medicine  since  tbe  time 
Hahnemann  announced  and  proved  his  wonderful  law  of  cure;  which  Sir 
Charles  Wright  is  again  proving  true  by  his  demonstration  of  the  so-called 
opsonin  and  the  opsonic  index. 

During  this  same  period,  surgery  has  made  wonderful  strides,  order 
has  come  out  of  chaos  and  today  unheard  of  operations  are  being  success- 
fully  performed.     Sanitation  and  hygiene  also  are  working  wonders. 

Our  means  of  research  and  investigation  are  increased  an  hundred 
fold;  tbe  microscope,  tbe  culture  tube,  the  manifold  examinations  of  blood, 
sputa,  and  excretions,  open  ut>  avenues  to  the  investigator  that  were  un- 
heard of  and  untbought  of  by  his  predecessors. 

But  the  therapeutist  has  not  made  the  same  corresponding  progress. 
Since  tbe  days  of  Hahnemann  there  has  been  little  if  any  improvement  in 
the  choice  of  medicinal  agents  and  their  application  to  the  cure  of  disease. 

The  administration  of  animal  serum  has  proven  of  some  value,  notably 
in  the  application  of  Antitoxin  in  diphtheria.  But  do  we  need  a  new  ther- 
apy? There  is  in  this  day  and  generation  an  overturning  of  the  things 
that  are,  a  change  has  come  upon  tbe  people,  and  on  every  hand  in  every 
quarter  we  hear  the  cry  "Enforce  the  law.  We  do  not  need  new  laws  but 
an  enforcement  of  tbe  old  that  we  already  have. ' ' 

Pire  the  rascals  out.     "Enforce  the  laws  we  have!" 

And  so,  paraphrasing  these  expressions  may  we  not  say  in  sincerity 
and  in  truth,  "Apply  the  medicine  you  have!"  "Search  out  the  needed 
drugs  and  apply  them  in  tbe  proper  manner!"  In  the  immortal  words  of 
John  Bright  when  be  spoke  of  the  English  Nation  may  we  not  say;  "We 
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have  experience,  we  have  beacons,  we  have  landmarks  enough.  We 
know  what  the  past  has  cost  as,  we  know  how  much  and  how  far  we  have 
wandered,  but  we  are  not  left  without  a  guide.  It  is  true,  we  have  not,  as 
the  ancient  people  bad,  Urim  and  Thnmmim,  bat  we  have  the  eternal  and 
nachaageable  law  to  guide  as,  and  only  so  far  as  we  walk  by  that  law  can 
we  be  permanently  great." 

This  requires  men  and  women  who  have  the  good  of  the  profession  at 
heart  and  the  best  interests  of  their  patients  6rst  in  their  thoughts.  You 
will  pardon  me  for  so  saying  but  I  believe  a  good  many  of  us  have  enoagh 
energy  but  apply  it  wrongly  as  was  done  in  the  case  of  the  Poet's  creation 
"Mrs..Rodgers."    Yoa  will  bear  with  me  as  I  quote  the  lines: 

"Mrs.  Kodgerslay  in  her  bed 
Blistered  and  bandaged  from  foot  to  head 
Bandaged  and  blistered  from  crown  to  toe 
The  good  old  lady  was  very  low. 

With  catnip,  capsnles,  boneset  and  squills 
Mrs.  Rodgers  was  very  ill, 
Quinine,  calomel,  opium  and  lead 
Made  the  poor  old  Udy  wish  she  wiu  dead. 

But  a  new  doctor  came,  and, 
He  opened  the  window 
The  day  was  tjur, 

And  God  gave  Mrs.  fiodgers  fresh  air. 
He  drew  np  the  curtain 
The  sky  was  bright. 

And  Ood  gave  the  poor  worn  lady  some  light. 
He  banished  the  nauseons  doses  to  — 
And  then  Mrs.  Rodgers  hoped  she  would  get  well. 
Then  he  gave  her  a  remedy,  potent,  yet  mild, 
And  the  good  old  lady  sat  up  and  smiled. 
But  alack  and  alasl 
When  he  came  with  his  bill 
SMd  the  Deacon  "Now  Doc," 
"You  gave  mighty  few  pills, 
And  amee  nature,  you  say. 
Did  the  most  of  the  cure; 
We'll  just  cut  this  in  half. 
You'll  be  wiUing  I'm  sure." 
01  Y-e-8,  quoth  our  hero.  Ahem  and  Ahem, 
"But  if  ever  I  doctor  that  woman  again, 
I'll  give  her  some  medicine  made  by  men." 


What  is  needed  in  this  day  and  generation  is  one — yes 
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who  have  the  courage  of  their  coDvictions  and  will  maintain  them.  Who 
will  lay  a  foundation  bioad  and  deep  and  who  will  build  thereon  a  saper- 
strncture  that  will  stand  the  storms  of  time  and  the  winds  of  adversity,  a 
character  and  principle  that  will  resist  temptation,  a  tniiid  that  is  trained 
to  choose  wisely  and  well,  a  determination  that  will  brook  no  defeat  and  a 
steadfastness  of  purpose  that  will  push  aside  all  allurements  that  hamper. 

Ad  honesty  and  integrity  that  cannot  be  gainsaid,  and  yet  withal  a 
depth  of  reasoning  that  will  enable  us  to  "examine  all  things,  prove  all 
things"  and  accept  that  we  find  good. 

May  we,  in  well  tried  things  be  certain;  in  doubtful  things,  liberal; 
and  in  all  things  charitable. 

In  high  places  we  do  not  find  numerous  friends  of  "the  little  pills" 
but  the  "common  people  receive  them,  gladly."  If  you  espouse  the  canee 
of  Homeopathy  for  its  value  and  the  good  yon  may  do,  you  do  well ;  if  on 
the  other  hand  you  join  its  ranks  for  the  sake  of  a  portion  of  the  loaces 
and  fishes  only,  you  will  become  a  dead  weight  sooner  or  later. 

Today  you  begin  again  the  study  of  mankind;  not  alone  of  bones  and 
muscles,  nerves  and  arteries;  not  alone  of  bacteria  and  toxines,  of  poisons 
and  antidotes ;  not  alone  of  dilutions  and  triturations,  dosage  and  potency ; 
but  your  investigation  must  be  of  man  himself,  fearfully  complex  and 
wonderfully  made.  Mirth  and  sorrow,  fear  and  hate,  icy  chill  and  burn- 
ing fever,  joy  that  rans  liot  and  maddens  the  being  or  a  despondency  that 
makes  the  very  reason  totter. 

With  all  these  things  you  must  deal  and  the  training  you  will  receive 
in  the  class  room  under  the  instruction  of  your  professors  is  but  the  prac- 
tice service  that  is  to  prepare  you  for  the  actual  conflict. 

May  you  ever  be  ready  to  do  more  than  your  portion ;  ever  ready  to 
assist  your  classmates,  kind,  dignified,  courteous  to  all. 

Then  shall  the  great  reward  of  success  be  yours;  "good  measure, 
pressed  down  and  running  over." 

At  the  conclusion  of  Dr.  Gibson's  address  the  Registrar  announced 
the  roster  for  the  week.  The  Dean  then  announced  the  fiftieth  annual 
session  opened.  The  visiting  physicians  and  students  were  served  with 
refreshments  in  the  college  libraiy.

In  regard  to  the  aspiration  of  empyemas  one  is  lead  to  tbe  following 
cooclusions : 

1.  Aspiration  may  be  used  for  diagnostic  purposes  bnt  repeated  as- 
piration as  a  means  of  treatment  is  time  worse  than  wasted. 

2.  In  large  empyemas  it  may  be  used  as  a  preliminaiy  step  a  short 
time  before  operation  to  relieve  the  pressure  on  the  lungs,  heart,  and 
blood-vessels  and  so  lessen  the  shock  of  the  operation. 

3.  lo  double  empyemas,  after  operation  on  one  side,  aspiration  may  ' 
bs   used   on   the  second   side  as  a  preliminary  step  to  a   later  operation, 
though  the  double  operation  has  been  successfully  performed  at  one  sit- 
ting. 

4.  It  should  be  used  as  a  palliative  measure  in  empyema  before  the 
resolution  of  a  pneumonia. 

5.  It  may  sometimes  be  used  as  a  palliative  treatment  in  cases  with 
advanced  tuberculosis,  though  most  cases  with  accompanying  tnbercnlosis 
improve,  and  many  are  cured  by  drainage. 

6-  A  tentative  aspiration  is  called  for  often  in  the  pleurises  of  children 
on  account  of  the  frequency  and  the  obscurity  of  their  empyemas ;  how- 
ever, aspiration  should  not  be  used  as  a  method  of  treatment,  even  in 
the  pnenmococcus  pneumonias  of  children,  because,  though  some  of  them 
recover  under  this  treatment,  most  of  them  do  not.  Practically  all  of 
them  recover  if  properly  drained  before  they  are  exhausted.  The  same 
statement  is  probably  true  of  the  more  rare  condition  of  typhoid. — A.  T. 
Mann  In  Surgery  Gynecology  and  Obslelrics,

Cflpsicniu  is  a  remedy  of  do  little  value  in  malatial  conditions. 


PacialparalysiS)  will  yield  more  readily  to  cBUsticnm  than  any  other 
single  remedy. 


For  tbe  "hot  flashes"  so  naiversally  experienced  by  women   during 
the  menopause  there  is  no  one  remedy  so  potent  as  Aconite. 


Agarigus  is  of  much  value  in  the  treatment  of  neuralgia,   chorea  and 
spasmodic  twitcbings,  but  is  useless  in  the  treatment  of  true  epilepsy. 


The  hard,  dry,  ringing  cough  spasmodic  in  character,  and  so  fre- 
quently the  most  distressing  symptom  of  a  common  cold,  will  yield  readily 
to  AconiU. 


Thuja,  tincture,  applied  locally  to  warts  will  as  a  rule  cause  their 
disappearance  in  a  short  time.  The  drug  should  be  applied  twice  daily, 
in  large  growths  oftener. 


If  a  chill  comes  regularly  at  3  P.  M.  quinine  is  the  proper  remedy. 
Follow  this  remedy  with  Natra  Mur  and  tbe  paroxysms  will  not  return  on 
the  seventh  or  fourteenth  day. 


Cocculus  Indicus  will  cure  many  cases  of  epilepy  if  given  early  in 
the  disease;  even  when  the  malady  is  fully  established  it  will  often  con- 
trot  the  paroxysms,  or  lessen  their  frequency. 


Chelidonium  is  a  valuable  remedy  in  functional  diseases  of  the  liver 
and  renders  good  service  in  hepatic  colic.  It  will  be  found  most  valuable 
for  these  conditions  if  used  in  the  low  potencies. 


Cannabas  Sativa  internally  will  be  found  a  very  excellent  remedy  in 
the  treatment  of  Gonorrhea.  Two  to  ten  drops  of  the  tincture  three  or 
four  times  daily,  will  work  a  marked  change  in  a  few  days. 


In  functional  diseases  of  the  heart.  Cactus  Grand  will  be  found  of 
much  value,  regulating  and  strengthening  the  heart's  action.  Unlike  di- 
gitalis it  at  the  same  time  soothes  and  quiets.  The  Ix  will  be  found* 
satisfactory  preparation.

Don't  aeslect,  io  convulsions  of  children,  to  examine  the  ears.  In 
most  cases  the  distttrbance  will  be  dae  to  some  form  of  indigestion,  but 
in  not  a  few  the  swelliBg  and  pressure  caused  by  an  abcess  formation  in 
the  middle  ear  will  be  the  source  of  the  trouble. 

Don't  neglect  to  look  for  ear  complications  in  all  eruptiv  fevers, 
typhoid  fever,  diphtheria,  and  pneumonia. 

Don't  attempt  to  remove  hardened  cerumen  from  the  external  audi- 
tory canal,  dry  or  by  syringing  with  warm  water.  Make  a  few  instilla- 
tions of  a  two  per  cent  mixture  of  bicrabonate  of,soda  mixture  in  glycerin; 
on  the  following  day  no  trouble  or  discomfort  will  be  found  in  cleansing 
the  canal. 

Don't  advise  or  even  permit  a  patient  with  a  profuse  suppuration  of  the 
middle  ear  to  constantly  wear  cotton  in  the  ear;  it  must  necessarilly 
cause  retention  of  the  discharge,  and  operate  against  that  diligent  atten- 
tion to  cleansing  the  ear  and  other  treatment  which  might  otherwise  be 
given. 

Don't  neglect  to  keep  watch  of  the  mastoid  prominence  in  cases  of 
purulent  otitis,  and  if  swelling,  heat,  and  tenderness  are  present,  to  take 
measures  to  subdue  a  probable  incipient  mastoiditis. 

Don't  blow  insoluble  powders  into  tbe  ear,  wbere  there  is  a  purulent 
discharge  thru  a  small  perforation ;  it  may  appear  to  stop  the  diEcbarge, 
but  it  does  so  usually  by  occluding  the  perforation  and  may  be  followed 
by  a  worse  condition. 

Don't  overlook  in  chronic  ear  diseases  constitutional  condition,  such 
as  rfaenmatism,  tuberculosis  and  syphilis.  This  also  applies  to  tbe  nose 
and  throat  as  well. 

Don't  use  the  actual  cautery  in  tbe  external  auditory  canal;  it  is  lia* 
ble  to  be  followed  by  necrosis  ulceration  and  perhaps  stenosis. 

Don't  Politzetize  thru  nares  in  which  there  is  stored  up  foul  catarrhal 
mucus.     An  acute  otitis  may  follow  as  a  result. 

Don't  Politerize  with  much  force  in  s'ensitiv  patients,  or  those  hav- 
ing a  thin  drum  membrane. 

Don't  attribute  the  cutting  of  teeth  in  small  children  to  be  the  cause 
of  every  case  of  chronic  suppuration  of  the  middle  ear.  In  a  great  many 
cases  adenoids  will  be  the  cause,  the  removal  of  which  will  cire  the  mid- 
dle ear  disease.  Not  only  in  children  but  io  adults,  adenoids  seem  to 
cause  such  a  condition.  The  writer,has  seen  during  the  past  six  months 
a  chronic  suppuration  of  the  middle  ear  of  several  years' standing  in  a 
person  about  thirty  years  old  cured  by  curetting  the  naso.  pharyngeal 
vault. 

Don't  neglect  to  examio  for  adenoids,  obtldrea  who  complain  of 
deafness;  for  In  a  large  number  of  cases  they  will  be  found.   ,,  ivCtOOqIc 
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Don't  spray  the  nose  with  alkalin  solntioas  that  differ  much  in  spe- 
cific znvitf  from  the  blood  semm.  If  denser  than  this,  it  caoses  osmosis 
outward  thru  the  mncoiis  membrane;  if  less  dense,  endosmosis;  in  each 
case  with  decided  irritation. 

Don't  spray  the  nose  with  powerful  solutions,  or  only  occasionally 
with  socb  as  produce  pain. 

Don't  be  surprised  if  you  have  a  middle  ear  inflammation  to  contend 
with  if  you  allow  your  patient  to  use  a  douche  from  the  fountain  syringCt 
especially  if  held  high  enuf  to  exert  any  force. 

Don't  fail  to  remember  that  in  patients  of  middle  age  there  is  a  ten- 
dency toward  atrophy;  and  don't  think  it  necessary  to  secure  an  absolute 
normal  capacity  on  both  sides  at  the  expense  of  an  entire  tnibinate  body. 

Don't  cauterize  a  turbinated  body  neat  a  point  lyiog  in  juxtaposition 
to  the  septum,  or  operate  on  the  septum  snd  turbinate  at  the  same  time. 
The  result  will  probably  be  an  adhesion,  and  the  final  state  of  the  person 
be  worse  than  the  first. 

Don't  neglect  to  give  special  attention  to  the  posterior  nares  and  vanit 
of  the  pharynx;  aside  from  operativ  measures,  it  is  in  the^e  regions  that 
treatment  will  prove  most  effectual. 

Don't  make  strong  applications  to  the  vault  of  the  pharynx  without 
guarding  against  surplus  fluid  dropping  into  the  larynx  and  thus  setting 
up  an  alarming  attack  of  laryngeal  spasm. 

Don't  under  any  circumstances  cauterize  the  pharynx  above  the  level 
of  the  soft  palate.  At  this  time  no  one  has  succeeded  in  curing  adhesions 
between  palate  and  wall  of  the  pharynx. 

Don't  cauterize  the  septum ;  it  will  result  in  troublesome  ulceration, 
or  not  unlikely  in  proliferation  of  tissue,  producing  exostosis  or  epichon- 
drosis,  according  as  it  is  either  bony  or  cartilagenous  tissue  that  has  been 
affected. 

Don't  remove  packing  from  the  nose  after  an  operation  in  less  than 
thirty-six  hours,  or  leave  it  longer  than  sixty ;  the  former  action  delays 
the  progress  of  the  case  by  causing  irritation  and  hemorrhage;  the  latter 
Is  needless  and  may  result  in  some  septic  infection.  Don't  use  any  but 
antiseptic  dressings  and  iodoform  gauze  is  as  good  as  any. 

Don't  prescribe  cocain  preperatioos  for  corzya  and  tell  your  patients 
what  you  are  giving ;  equally  good  results  can  be  obtained  with  a  twenty- 
five  percent  of  a  one  to  one  thousand  adrenaline  chlorid  solution. 

Don't  give  patients  suffering  from  atrophic  rhinitis  or  fetid  catarrh 
with  crust  formations  an  alkalin  spray  with  some  expensive  atomizer, 
and  assure  them  that  a  fev  practical  demonstrations  of  the  wonderful 
spray  producing  power  of  some  energetic  and  enterprising  manufacturer's 
atomizer  will  effect  the  desired  result.  Alkalin  sprays  are  good,  atomizers 
are  all  right,  but  neither  the  use  of  alkalin  sprays  nor  atomizers  are  of  any 
use  whatever  without  first  the  removal  of  the  crust  formations.  This 
condition  is  more  than  a  local  disease,  and  besides  requiring  thoro  cleans- 
ing and  removal  of  the  inspissated  crusts,  followed  by  local  applications! 

.ogle 
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it  requires  general  treatment,  and  ii  possible,  improvement  of  the  general 
hygieaic  conditions. 

Don't  neglect,  in  attacks  of  aphasia  in  children,  to  look  for  enlarged 
tonsils  and  adenoids.  While  it  is  quite  true  that  nearly  all  forms  of  ap- 
hasia depends  upon  some  abnormal  condition  of  either  the  cortex  or  bulb, 
it  might  be  possible  for  adenoids  and  enlarged  toosils  to  cause  something 
to  go  wrvDg  with  the  glossal  or  other  muscles,  or  the  fibres  of  nerves, 
hypoglossal  and  all  other  which  control  the  act  of  speech. 

To  the  writer's  mind  the  following  case  tends  to  prove  the  above 
statement:  Dec.  27lh,  Helen  B.,  age  ten,  was  seen  by  the  writer.  She 
complained  of  repeated  attacks  of  aphasia,  which  seemed  to  be  followed 
in  most  instances  by  syncope,  especially  in  school.  She  had  previously 
been  examined  by  an  oculist  who  determined  that  the  vision  was  normal. 
Her  general  appearance  was  poor;  she  seemed  anemic,  emaciated,  and 
complained  of  headache  aod  poor  appetite.  Examination  showed  en- 
larged tonsils  and  excessiv  adeooid  growth.  Dec.  29th,  ether  was  ad- 
ministered and  the  tonsils  and  adenoids  were  removed.  Recovery  was  - 
nneveotful.  In  three  weeks  she  returned  to  school.  She  now  has 
better  color,  has  gained  flesh,  and  is  generally  mrch  improved,  and  with 
all  has  never  since  suffered  from  aphasia. 

Don't  fail  to  examine  the  nose  and  naso-pharynx  Id  case  of  asthma 
It  should  be  clearly  understood  that  asthma  often  depends  on  pulmonary 
lesion  (emphysema)  cardiac  or  renal  disease,  and  is  in  no  way  connected 
with  the  nose  or  naso-pharynx.  It  may  in  some  case  be  due  to  an  excess 
of  nric  acid.  That  some  cases  of  asthma  are  certainly  necroses  of  nasal 
origin  there  is  no  doubt.  Writers  of  internal  medicin  have  too  often 
ignored  this  fact,  while  rhinologists  have  as  often  overrated  the  frequency 
of  this  etiological  relationship.  The  writer  has  many  reasons  to  believe 
that  many  cases  of  asthma  can  be  cured  by  tbe  removal  of  some  abnormal 
nasal  deformity. 

Don't  call  all  ulcerations  of  the  larynx  tubercular;  some  of  them  that 
you  see  may  be  due  to  syphilis. 

Don't  fail  to  keep  in  miod  antitoxin  in  so-called  "membranous 
croup"  or  ''non- infectious  membranous  laryingitts. "  Possibly  it  may 
be  nnnecessary  to  use  it  in  some  instances,  but  in  many  others  it  will  be 
a  source  of  pleasant  results. — In  the  Medical  World.

In  cases  of  whitlow  affecting  tbe  thumb  or  little  finger  there  is  always 
risk  of  extension  of  the  inflammation  up  the  hand  and  arm,  while  this  is 
much  less  liable  to  happen  if  the  index,  middle  or  ring  fingers  be  in- 
volved. The  reason  for  this  is  that  there  is  a  direct  communication  of  the 
serous  sacs  within  the  flexor  tendons  of  the  thumb  and  tittle  finger  with 
the  large  serous  sacs  lying  beneath  the  anterior  annular  ligament.  Hence 
tbe  importance  of  early  incision  in  suppurative  tendo- synovitis  of  th^sidjc 
fingers. — International  Journal  of  Surgery.  '-' 
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VIH  HUlUI  MOT  A  COCAINE  PIBFAUTION  Will  NOT  BE  INTEIPEIED  WITH  IT  THE 
HEALTH  DEPAITHENT. 


TAe  American  Druggist — August  19th,  1907  in  reply  to  a  query, 
erroaeously  staled  that  Vin  Miriani  is  regarded  by  the  health  Department 
of  New  York  as  a  cocain  preparation,  and  can  only  be  sold  under  restrlc* 
tions  of  the  anti -cocain. ordinance. 

Upon  our  protest  that  this  was  a  misstatement  of  fact,  injurious  to  us 
and  to  the  trade  handling  Vin  Marlant,  the  pnblisbets  in  investigating  the 
source  of  their  information  submitted  the  question  personally  to  Dr.  Dar- 
lington, the  Commissioner  of  Health,  who  promptly  repudiated  the  state- 
ment as  unauthorized.  He  further  said  that  "Vin  Marini,  under  the  new 
label  adopted  by  the  manufacturers,  is  not  regarded  as  a  cocain  prepara- 
tion, and  can  therefore  be  sold  as  freely  as  any  other  medicated  wine  that 
does  not  contain  cocain." 

In  a  retraction  of  their  misstatement,  the  Editor  of  the  American 
Dtuggist — August  26th,  1907 — referring  to  the  status  of  Vin  Mariani  un- 
der the  various  state  laws,  set  forth  the  opinion  of  the  New  York  Board 
and  concludes :  '  'We  have  no  doubt  that  the  Health  Departments  of  other 
cities  throughout  the  country  will  be  infiueaced  by  the  judgment  of  the 
New  York  officials,  and  the  precedent  established  by  them  will  be  fol- 
lowed generally." 

There  is  therefore  no  reason  whatever  why  Vin  Marian!  under  this 
□ew  label  should  not  be  freely  sold  in  this  city,  as  such  sale  is  absolutely 
legal.

t  hare  two  reasoas  for  preseotitig  a  discussion  of  the  treatment  oEcancer 
attbis  time:  First  the  importance  of  the  subject,  and,  second,  the  hope 
that  I  have  discovered  a  method  which  aiay  resnlt  in  saving  many  lives. 
It  has  been  affirmed  by  Wutzdorff  that  there  has  been  an  increase  in  the 
number  of  cases  of  cancer  in  the  last  few  years,  and  some,  with  Sir  W. 
M.  Banks,  beleive  the  increase  is  due  to  excessive  meat  eating.  At  any 
rate,  it  has  been  shown  that  many  cases  occur  in  robust  and  well-fed  in- 
dividuals'and  especially  in  the  comparatively  young  of  both  sexes.  It 
often  happens  that  the  presence  of  such  a  growth  is  not  suspected  until 
it  is  too  late  for  operative  interference,  because  of  the  fact  that  the  appear- 
ance of  the  patient  does  not  indicate  the  progress  of  the  disease  (Noth- 
uagel).  Manv  cases  also  occur  which  cannot  be  operated  on  because  of 
the  location,  as  when  situated  near  vital  organs  or  around  important 
blood  vessels.  Then,  again,  there  are  patients  who  will  not  submit  to  an 
operation. 

Lauder  Bninton  was  the  first  to  investigate  the  chemical  composition 
of  cell-nnclei  from  which  has  been  secured  a  compound  called  nuclein. 
This  substance  is  an  albumtooid  and  contains  phosphorus.  Nuclein  is 
the  most  distinctive  element  of  leucocytes,  being  the  constituent  by  virtue 
of  which  the  cell  grows.  (B.  R.  I^rncd).  Vangh  and  McClintock  have 
demonstrated  that  the  nuclein  is  the  germicidal  agent  in  blood  plasma 
and  is  furnished  by  the  polynuclear  leucocytes. 

The  bromide  of  gold  and  arsenic  is  another  remedy  which,  in  my 
hands,  has  seemed  to  prove  useful  in  the  treatment  of  inoperable  carcin- 
oma; but  I  have  always  used  it  in  connection  with  other  agents.  I  have 
had  more  confidence  in  the  nuclein  than  in  the  bromide,  chiefly,  perhaps 
because  I  have  had  two  cures  in  which  I  did  not  use  the  bromide,  while 
I  have  had  none  where  nuclein  was  not  used.  I  have  come  to  consider 
the  administration  of  nuclein  and  the  bromide  of  gold  and  arsenic  together 
as  a  most  rational  and  valuable  treatment  in  cases  of  inoperable  carcinoma.  ' 
It  is  the  combination  upon  which  I  depend  rather  than  on  either  agent 
singly. 

I  have  used  this  method  of  treatment  in  many  cases  with  apparent 
benefit,  but  I  am  able  to  report  only  five  cases  in  which  the  treatment  was 
carried  out  as  prescribed  from  the  time  the  patient  came  under  my  obser- 
vation until  the  termination  of  the  case.  One  of  the  cases  died.  The 
other  four  recovered.* 

Case  I. — Mrs.  S.,  aged  50.  She  bad  suffered  no  serious  illness 
prior  to  the  beginning  of  her  present  ailment,  about  one  year  before  my 
first  visit.  Herfirst  symptoms  were  indigestion,  fiatulence,  heartburn, 
eructation  of  gas  and  similar  disturbances  of  the  stomach.    The  symptoms

had  graduBlly  grown  worse  until  painaud  vomiting  had  supervened  some 
weeks  before.  She  bad  lost  flesh  and  grown  weak.  At  the  time  of  my 
first  visit,  the  patient  was  lying  on  a  couch,  in  pain,  pale  and  cachectic. 
She  had  been  vomiting  and  apparently  bad  suffered  much.  The  ejecta 
having  been  destroyed,  no  opportnoity  offered  to  analyze  the  vomited 
material  at  that  time.  The  temperature  was  normal.  Temporizing 
treatment  was  adopted  and  the  patient  was  not  seen  again  for  a  week. 
Then  I  was  summoned  hastily  to  see  her  and  found  her  vomiting  and 
in  great  pain.  She  bad  not  been  free  from  these  symptoms  since  my 
former  visit.  This  time,  following  my  directions,  the  vomited  material 
bad  been  reserved  for  examination.  The  patient  had  not  improved.  The 
ejecta  were  typical  and  abundant  and  contained  dark  grumous  material, 
mucns  and  remnants  of  food.  The  occurences  of  vomiting  were  periodi- 
cal. A  distinct  tumor  could  be  outlined  at  or  near  the  pylorus.  The 
bowel  evacuations  also  contained  a  dark  material.  Chemical  examination 
showed  increase  of  lactic  and  absence  of  hydrochloric  acid.  The  micro- 
scope showed  cell-nests  and  bacteria.  Diagnosis,  carcinama  oilkesiomach. 
Treatment. — The  local  treatment  consisted  of  the  use.  by  month,  of  a 
2  pet  cent,  solution  of  Nydrozone.  The  patient  was  told  to  drink  half  a 
pint  of  this  solution  half  an  hour  before  mealtime,  lie  on  the  back  for  five 
minutes,  then  turn  on  the  right  side  and  remain  iu  that  position  for  25 
minutes.  This  remedy  was  given  for  its  antiseptic  effect.  The  internal 
treatment  was  nncleln.  This  time  the  patient  was  kept  under  obserratiou 
for  a  month,  until  the  symptoms  were  not  ctniteso  severe.  The  treatment 
was  continued,  however,  and  after  several  weeks  I  called  to  see  the  pa- 
tient in  another  exacerbation  of  her  symptoms ;  but  this  time  they  were 
not  so  severe.  After  a  few  days  I  dismissed  her  again,  with  advice  to 
continne  the  nnclein.  but  to  omit  the  Hydrosone.  Some  five  months  later 
I  called  to  see  the  patient  and  found  her  at  work  about  the  house.  The 
symptoms  and  tumor  had  disappeared  and  the  cachectic  look  bad  given 
place  to  a  more  healthful  appearance.  I  did  not  see  her  again,  but  three 
years  later  I  was  informed  that  she  was  well  and  bad  no  return  of  the  old 
symptoms. 
■  Cash  IV. — Mrs.  M.  H.,  aged  38,  mother  of  one  child,  six  years   old. 

She  came  to  me  in  January,  1901.  She  was  very  nervous,  somewhat  ca- 
chectic, and  suffered  slight  pain  in  the  pelvis.  She  bad  slight,  if  any  dis- 
cbarge, but  was  losing  flesh.  Digital  examination  revealed  a  hard  en- 
largement on  the  anterior  lip  of  the  cervix.  The  growth  presented  con- 
siderable resisteuce  to  the  finger,  but  the  uterus  was  freely  movable.  The 
use  of  the  speculem  showed  a  small  cauliflower  area  tit  the  edge  of  the 
hardness  and  a  slight  discharge.  The  diagnosis  made  was  probable  car- 
cinoma of  the  cervix.  The  patient  put  herself  under  my  immediate  case, 
so  that  I  could  watch  the  case  daily.  The  local  treatment  adopted  was 
spraying  the  cervix  with  full-strength  Hydrozone,  and  the  daily  use  of  as- 
tringent and  sterile  douches.  Internally,  nuclein  was  used  in24grai%-ir 
doses  daily.     A  nervine  and  nux  vomica  were   added  to  control   the  pa-'^ 
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tieot's  nervoas  or  UDstrang  condition.  After  a  month  of  this  treatment, 
the  symptoms  did  not  seem  to  be  so  severe.  Prom  this  time  the  patient 
began  to  improve.  In  three  months  from  beginning  the  treatment  the 
hardness  of  the  tissues  had  disappeared,  the  cauliflower  appearance  was 
removed  and  the  pain. and  other  symptoms  had  entirely  subsided. 

Case  v. — Mr,  H.  L-  E-.aged  55,  a  teamster.  He  had  been  strong 
and  well  and  usually  free  from  any  ailment  except  a  diarrhea  until  about  a 
year  before  I  saw  him.  The  first  intimation  he  had  of  serious  trouble  was 
in  March,  1904.  At  that  time  he  had  pain  and  diarrhea.  A  physician 
was  called  and  discovered  a  tumor  in  the  region  of  the  sigmoid  flexure. 
After  recovery  from  the  temporary  illness,  he  sought  advice  concerning 
the  tumor;  and,  although  he  visited  several  surgeons  of  aote>  no  one 
seemed  willing  to  remove  the  growth,  and  their  opinions  gave  him  no  hope 
of  final  recovery  and  little  expectation  of  temporary  relief.  M68t  of  them 
refused  to  operate,  saying  that  the  tumor  was  probably  cancer  and  he 
would  be  better  off  without  an  operation. - 

He  came  to  me  in  January,  1905,  and  I  found  the  following  condi- 
tions and  symptoms :  He  was  cachectic,  was  losing  Sesh  and  had  a  tumor 
in  the  region  of  the  sigmoid  abont  the  size  of  a  child's  head,  which  was 
tender  on  pressure.  He  had  sharp,  cutting  pains  in  the  tumor, 
suffered  from  fiatulence,  and  had  a  diarrhea  with  scybalous  feces. 
The  diognosis  was  carcinoma  of  the  sigmoid.  I  began  medical  treat- 
ment Pebmarjr  22,  1905.  I  advised  him  to  return  to  bed,  which  he  did, 
and  remained  in  bed  for  eight  weeks  after  the  treatment  was  commenced. 
The  treatment  was  bromide  of  gold  and  arsenic,  45  drops,  and  nnclein, 
36  grains,  daily.  By  the  first  of  May,  his  pain  had  ceased,  the  tenderness 
bad  diminished  and  the  tnmor  had  ceased  to  grow.  By  the  1st  of  July 
it  was  plain  that  the  tumor  was  slightly  smaller.  He  was  permitted  to  re- 
tnrta  home  on  September  1st.  About  the  middle  of  October  he  came  again 
to  my  office.  The  tumor  had  entirely  disappeared  and  all  symptoms  bad 
subsided,  including  the  diarrhea.  Dt.  Murphy  saw  the  patient  soon  after 
and  confirmed  my  statement  that  the  tumor  had  disappeared.  A  letter 
from  the  patient  last  month  states  that  there  has  been  no  return  of  any  of 
the  symptoms — seven  months  after  he  was  pronounced  cured.  He  is  in 
better  health  than  for  many  years. 

January,  1907,  one  and  a  half  years  after  the  cure  was  completed,  he 
is  in  splendid  health. 

In  presenting  the  foregoing  cases,  the  author  does  not  suggest  that  he 
has  found  an  infallible  cure  for  cancer,  but  rather  that  such  results  must 
convince  us  that  cauccr  fnay  be  placed  on  a  list  of  curable  diseases.  The 
treatment  tobisuccessful,  requires  great  care  in  carrying  oat  the  methods. 
If  the  remedies  are  carelessly  administered,  satisfactory  results  cannot  be 
expected.  In  all  serious  cases  and  internal  tumors,  I  advise  remaining  in 
bed  for  weeks,  depending  upon  coHditions  in  individual  instances.  The 
bromide  [1.  e. ,  the  Arsenanro]  must  be  gradually  increased.  Pew  patients 
will  bear  large  doses  from  the  beginning — J.  M.  G.  Carter,  M.  D,,  Sc.  D 
Ph.  D.,  Waukegan,  Emeritus  Professor  of  Clinical  Medicine,  University 
of  Illinois.

Inflfttned  states  of  the  various  orKans  .of  the  body  frequently  give  rise 
to  paiD  of  such  nreent  character  as  to  demand  active  steps  looking  to  its 
relief.  Upon  seeing  the  patient  for  the  first  time  (he  has  called  bis  phy- 
sician because  his  suGferlng  has  become  intolerable),  the  medical  attend* 
ant  is  met  with  a  peremptory  demand  for  relief  from  the  suSering. 

With  a  willingness,  which  frequently  overrides  their  better  judg* 
ment,  some  physicians  resort  to  the  hypodermic  needle  indiscriminately, 
and,  in  too  maay  caseSi  a  greater  evil  has  followed  the  lesser  one.  The 
free  habit  of  using  morphine  or  some  othtr  form  of  opium  is  not  a  jsdi- 
cious  practice,  and  for  several  reasons.  The  exact  seat  of  an  inflamma- 
tion, for  instance,  might  become  difficult  to  locate,  and  thus  a  clear  diag- 
nosis interfered  with.  Bnt  the  greater  objection  to  the  use  of  opinm  is 
the  possibility  of  adding  a  recruit  to  the  evergrowing  army  of  habitues. 

Every  time  there  occurs  to  a  doctor  the  apparent  need  for  opium  he 
should  deliberate  well  before  resort  is  had  to  the  needle.  If,  after  careful 
consideration,  his  best  judgment  advises  the  use  of  opinm,  it  should  be 
given  in  some  form  by  mootb.  If  the  needle  is  used  the  patient  at  once 
knows  what  he  is  getting,  bnt  he  is  not  so  likely  to  acquire  this  informa- 
tion if  it  be  given  otherwise. 

For  relieving  the  pain  cf  the  inflammations  Antiphlogistine  will 
easily  take  the  place  of  opium.  The  relief  following  may  not  be  so  prompt 
and  so  complete,  but  the  edge  of  the  suffering  is  taken  off  within  a  short 
time,  and  soon  the  patient  is  in  a  comfortable  condition  and  has  escaped 
the  possibility  of  becoming  addicted  to  a  drug.  There  is  not  the  likeli- 
hood that  a  patient,  relieved  from  pain  by  it,  will  begin  eating  or  using 
Antiphlogistine  in  any  other  way — which  likelihood  is  the  greatest  dis- 
advantage of  opium.

WIIRKLED  rOREBEADS.*

If  you  will  talce  notice  of  the  upper  part  of  the  face ,  of  people  you 
meet  while  walkiug  along  the  street,  you  m&y  be  surprised  to  see  what  a 
great  proportion  there  are  who  have  a  wrinkled  forehead.  Apparently  the 
proportion  of  women  having  wrinkled  foreheads  is  greater  than  in  men ; 
but,  as  women  wear  their  bats  so  the  forehead  shows  while  men  wear 
theirs  so  it  is  nearly  hidden,  it  may  be  the  proportion  is  nearly  equal. 
What  is  the  cause  of  a  wrinkled  forehead?  What  its  significance,  and 
if,  as  is  quite  natural  to  believe  nature  never  intended  such  distorted 
features,  it  is  due  to  some  abnormal  conditions,  what  can  we  do  to  make 
a  more  agreeable  looking  face  by  ironing  out  the  wrinkles. 

We  know  that  the  skin  ol  the  face  is  moved  by  the  muscles  under* 
neath.  The  principal  muscle  of  the  forehead  is  the  occipitofrontalis 
which  elevates  and  depresses  the  skin  in  a  vertical  directivn  and  pro* 
duces  the  horizontal  wrinkles.  The  corrugator  supercilii  draw  the  inner 
end  of  the  brow  down  and  in  creating  the  central  vertical  wrinkle  and  the 
frown.  The  orbicularis  palpebrae  by  contracting  partially  or  wholly, 
closes  the  lids.  The  litvator  palpebrae  sttperioris  raises  the  upper  lid. 
The  tensor  tirsi  draws  the  lower  lid  up  and  assists  in  partially  or  tightly- 
closing  the  lids.

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Let  me  say  afew  words  aboat  the  sorcalled  expression  of  the  eye.  I 
say  so-called  because  the  eyeball  has  none.  Expression  is  done  by 
varioas  motioDS  of  the  lids,  brows  and  forehead.  The  eyeball  has  a 
blank  appearance  when  deprived  of  the  snrronndine  parts,  as  can  be 
proved  by  ele7attne  the  upper  ltd  and  depressing  the  lower  with  two 
fingers,  then  looking  into  a  mirror.  Now  remove  the  fingers,  perform 
the  pantomime  of  various  emotions  and  note  what  muscles  come  into  play. 

It  is  said  the  eyes  dilate  in  fear.  They  do  not.  The  lavator  palpe- 
brae  superioris  contracts  and  the  corrugators  relax  so  the  lid  is  raised 
and  shows  the  sclera  above  the  iria.  At  the  same  time,  the  masseter  re- 
laxes and  the  depressor  anguti  oris  contracts  and  we  have  the  wide  open 
eyesi  the  open  mouth  with  depressed  corners.  Wonder,  apprehension 
and  astonishment  are  kindred  emotions  for  nearly  the  same  muscles  come 
into  play  though  to  a  less  extent. 

In  anger  we  find  the  opposite  from  fear.  The  corrugator,  tensor 
tarsi  and  masseter  are  contracted,  depressing  the  brow  into  a  scowl  with 
the  mouth  firmly  closed.  A  person  of  ill  temper  usually  has  a  contracted 
corrugator  and  so  has  a  person  with  hyperopia  and  a  person  with  hy- 
peropia is  usually  ill-tempered.  There  seem  so  much  nerve  force  needed 
to  accommodate  in  hyperopia  that  som:  is  stolen  from  the  latch  string 
on  the  door  of  temper  for  it  flies  open  very  readily.  So,  in  a  way,  a 
scowling  forehead  with  central  vertical  crease  would  indicate  hyperopia. 
The  myope  on  the  contrary  usually  is  very  mild  mannered,  satisfied  to  be 
let  alone  io  the  little  sphere  which  he  sees. 

Strange  as  it  may  seem,  the  posterior  end  of  the  occipito -frontalis  re- 
ceives the  first  impulse  in  pleasure  as  shown  by  the  tension  ol  the  entire 
scalp  drawing  it  backward.  The  next  im'pulse  is  felt  by  the  retrahens 
aurem.  The  pext  time  you  smile  or  laugh  you  will  notice  that  your  ears 
will  retract  if  but  a  fraction  of  an  inch.  This  is  easily  explained  as  both 
muscles  are  supplied  by  the  auricular  branch  of  the  facial,  the  nerve  that 
supplies  the  other  muscles  that  are  brought  into  play  when  expressing 
pleasure.  They  are  the  tensor  tarsi  drawing  Up  the  lids  into  creases  or  . 
so-called  crowfeet;  the  risorius  drawing  back  the  corners   of   the  mouth. 

In  fatigue  you  will  note  a  drooping  of  the  upper  lid  through  relaxa- 
tion of  the  lavator  palpebrae  superioris  and  if  fatigue  is  prolonged  the  or- 
bital fat  is  absorbed  and  the  supra-tarsnt  crease  is  obliterated  and  the  eyes 
look  gaunt  and  hollow.     This  condition  is  frequently  seen  in  eyestrain. 

For  the  past  year,  I  have  cut  out  from  periodicals,  pictures  of  faces 
that  show  signs  of  eye  strain  in  the  shape  of  wrinkles,  frowns,  eyes  or 
brows  unequal  in  elevation  and  those  proving  the  jump  test.  They  are 
being  passed  around  now  and  you  will  see  the  significance  of  closely  ob- 
serving and  figuring  out  by  anatomy  and  physiology  the  cause  of  such 
distortion  and  thereby  arrive  at  some  solution  as  to  a  cure. 

Among  some  of  the  deviations  from  normal  which  you  will  notice 
among  people  on  the  street  or  in  your  office  are  the  following.  The  sclera 
shows  below  the  iris  so  there  is  a  continuous  white  streak  visible  from  the 
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inner  to  the  outer  canttms  while  the  Ins  is  quite  hidden  under  the  upper 
lid.  Such  people  usually  drop  the  face  and  iocHne  the  forehead  foreward 
so  as  to  bring  the  eyes  down  to  the  level  of  the  object  looked  at.  This  is 
hyperesophorta  and  well  shown  in  Fig.  1  and  a  drawing  of  Actor  Irvine 
and  Sec.  Seward. 

Another  type  is  when  one  brow  is  higher  than  the  other,  or  one 
arched  and  the  other  straight  or  one  lid  more  open  than  the  other.  Fig.  2 
shows  one  type  of  this,  it  being  a  drawing  of  Ex.  See.  Uorton  now  an 
insurance  president.  There  is  evidently  anisometropia,  that  is  one  eye 
is  different  from  the  other  or  there  is  overcome  hyperphoria.  This 
peculiar  condition  is  due  to  more  contraction  of  the  lavator  on  the  left  side. 
In  Fig.  3,  drawing  of  Joe  Cannon,  we  note  the  absence  of  the  supra-tarsal 
fold.  This  shriveling  of  the  skin  may  be  due  to  his  age  but  in  younger 
persons  it  is  due  to  absorption  of  orbital  fat  so  there  is  not  enough  to  create 
thatfold,  or  line  of  beautv,  above  the  upper  lid  edge. 

Why  those  unsightly  contractions  of  a  few  muscles. end  why  such 
continued  relaxation  and  contraction.  Their  activity  during  certain  kinds 
of  excitement  is  readily  understood ;  but  why  they  should  be  so  continu- 
ally, can  be  explained  only  by  there  being  something  wrong  somewhere 
continually.  The  muscles  in  question  are  freely  subject  to  will,  act  in- 
voluntarily only  during  some  intense  excitement  after  which  they  again 
return  to  be  subjects  of  will  power.  For  one  pair  of  muscles  or  one  of  a 
pair  to  be  in  anything  but  repose  means  that  something  is  interfering  with 
its  nerve  supply  for  muscles  are  moved  by  their  nerves. 

It  is  therefore  by  tracing  up  the  nerves  of  this  group  that  one  gets 
some  solution  of  the  cause  of  wrinkled  foreheads.  On  the  chart  of  the 
5th  netve,  you  will  note  that  the  first  branch  of  the  gasserion  ganglion  is 
the  optfaalmic  and  that  it  supplies  the  corrugators  orbicularis,  tensor 
tarsi,  anterior  end  of  the  occipito-frontalis  and  cuticle  of  the  forehead. 
The  part  that  does  the  most  constant  work  in  seeing  is  the  ciliary  body. 
It  increases  and  decreases  the  curvature  of  the  lens  every  time  the  eyes 
turn  from  one  object  to  another.  The  ciliary  body  is  supplied  from  the 
lenticular  ganglion.  Ttie  lenticular  ganglion  is  supplied  from  the  gasserion 
ganglion,  from  the  third  and  the  sympathetic.  As  seeing  is  involuntary, 
it  can  be  readily  understood  that  the  ciliary  nerves,  drawing  their  supply 
from  the  very  small  lenticular  body  are  called  upon  for  an  immense 
amount  of  nerve  force. 

Again  looking  at  the  diagram  of  the  5th  nerve,  we  find  the  lenticular 
gangliou  intimately  and  freely  connected  with  the  gasserion  ganglion,  3rd 
and  sympathetic  nerves,  the  nerves  that  supply  the  muscles  of  the  fore- 
head. When  overtaxed  the  lenticular  ganglion  can,  and  evidently  does, 
freely  draw  from  these  sources  which  of  course  must  suffer  loss;  and,  I 
believe  we  have  in  over  use  of  nerve  force  from  the  lenticular  ganglion  a 
rational,  anatomical,  physiological  and  demonstrable  reason  for  wrinkled 
foreheads.

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TBUE  CASES.*

The  specific  reasons  for  reporting  case  No.  1  are  because  of  tbe  iater 
esting  pathology  of  hypernephroma  and  its  rather  unseltled  place  in  the 
classification  of  tumors.  The  presence  in  one  of  the  microscopic  sections 
of  a  more  or  less  typical  miliary  tabercle.  in  view  of  the  patient's  some- 
what suspicions  ancient  and  modern  history,  is  somewhat  suggestive  of 
the  possibility  of  tbe  occurence  of  tuberculosis  and  hypernephroma  in  the 
same  kidney  at  the  same  time.  The  almost  complete  absence  of  record  of 
primitive  symptoms  of  hypernephroma  may  justify  the  somewhat  tiresome 
detail. 

Case  Z— Hypernephroma,  of  Kidney,  Spec.  100507.  Fibroma  Uterus, 
Spec.  201106. 

Jan.  5,  1906.  Mrs.  H.  C.  M.  aged  51,  a  Mullipara,  large  and  well 
nourished.  Presented  herself  and  the  following  brief  history  was  elicited: 
At  16  years  had  a  pulmonary  hemmorrbage.  At  30  bad  "abscesses  of  the 
rectum"  twice  operated,  and  successfully,  by  a  Boston  surgeon.  Says 
she  is  losing  strength  aad  weight  for  the  last  three  months.  One  and  one 
half  years  ago  a  perineal  hernia  appeared  which  she  desires  to  faave 
operated;  non-interference  was  advised.  Pelvic  examination  revealed 
two  tumors  which  were  supposed  to  be  ovaries;  no  symptoms  of  any  kind 
being  present,  non-interference  was  advised  for  this  condition  also.  As 
seen  by  inspecting  specimen  201,106,  a  very  good  example  of  a  multiple 
uterine  fibroma  undergoing  calcareous  degeneration,  and  never  requiring 
removal  except  incidentally.     The  "incident"  will  be  recited  later. 

Feb.  30,  1906.  Patient  re-appeared,  complaining  of  profuse  night 
sweats  and  headache  occurring  every  night,  with  loss  of  weight  and 
anorexia.  Urinalysis  was  negative,  likewise  a  chest  examination.  At 
this  date  there  was  lever  ranging  from  99.5 — 102  which  continued  with 
but  one  intermission  of  13  days,  for  more  than  15  months.  Tubercu- 
losis of  some  organ  was  strongly  suspected.  Remedies,  homoeopaibic, 
antt-malarial  and  anti-tubercular  were  not  effective  in  tbe  least. 

At)ril30,1906.  She  was  referred  to  Dr.  M.  R.  Reagan  of  Eureka 
Springs,  Ark.  He  occasioned  some  relief  of  the  headache  and  nigbt 
sweats  by  using  electricity  and  large  quantities  of  water  to  flush  tbe 
kidneys.     He  made  no  urinalysis. 

July  17-30,  1906.  An  attack  of  sub-acute  congestion  of  the  liver  and 
scanty  urine. 


*aeBd  before  tbe  Sontbcni  Bomeocathic  HedlctI  AnocIMIod,  LonliTJUe,  Oct. 
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Sept.  20,1906.  Examiaation  and  consultation  with  Dr.  Gibson 
showed  a  palpable  and  tender  left  kidney.  A  very  complete  and  sys- 
tematic urinalysis  was  undertaken  at  my  request  by  Dr.  L.  S.  Luton.  His 
report  was  as  follows-. 

Urinalysii.  "Specimen  examined  Oct.  21,  1906;  very  pale  in  color; 
acid  in  re-action;  no  sediment;  but  a  dtSuse  slight  opacity;  albumen, 
bile,  and  sugar  absent.  Microscopically:  a  few  mucus  cells  but  no  blood 
or  tubercle  bacilli. 

Specimen  examined  Oct.  24,  1906;  amount  2000 cc;  very  slight  sedi- 
ment but  the  same  dtfiuse  opacity  which  does  not  settle  and  cannot  be 
filtered  out.  Inlicroscopically;  no  tubercle  in  all  the  sediment  obtained 
from  the  2000  cc. 

Aseptic  catheterized  specimen  examined  Oct.  29,  1906;  light  amber; 
acid  reaction;  specific  gravity  1015;  no  sediment  but  an  opacity  which 
does  not  disappear  on  filtering  nor  settled  on  sedimentation;  the  addition 
of  acetic  acid  or  alcohol,  has  no  effect. 

Animal  inoculation :  A  very  slight  sediment  was  obtained  after  pro- 
longed centrifugatlon  and  one  cc.  was  injected  subcutaneously  into  a 
guinea  pig  weighing  11  ounces. 

Cultures  obtained  under  aseptic  conditions  in  two  blood  serum 
tubes  showed  a  profuse  growth  of  a  con -motile  bacillus  morphologically 
corresponding  to  a  colon  bacillus. 

Excepting  for  asltght  indisposition  on  the  following  day  at  this  date 
December  15,  1906,  the  guinea  pig  has  shown  no  symptoms  of  an  in- 
fection. 

Summary:  None  of  the  3  "specimens  showed  the  presence  of  any  ab- 
normal chemical  or  microscopical  findings.  No  tubercle  bacilli  could  be 
found  either  directly  or  by  inoculation.  There  was  present  bacteriuria 
probably  of  the  colon  bacillus." 

Oct.  28,  1906.  After  several  futile  attempts  to  catheterize  the  ureters 
under  local  anaesthesia,  I  finally  succeeded  with  the  Kelley  method 
under  a  general  anaesthetic.  The  urine  from  both  kidneys  was  identical. 
It  is  to  be  regretted  that  Cryoscopic  analysis  was  omitted. 

Nov.  6,  1906.  X-ray  plates  of  pelvis  and  both  kidneys  were  quite 
negative. 

Nov.  8,  1906.  Exploratory  operation  was  made,  entering  the  abdo- 
men at  the  level  of  the  umbilicus  through  the  body  of  the  left  rectus 
abdominis.  Palpation  of  both  kidneys  revealed  nothing  except  that  the 
left  one  was  displaced  downward  a  couple  of  inches.  The  gall  bladder 
was  easily  emptied,  the  stomach,  pylorus,  spleen,  intestines  and  perito- 
neum searched,  particularly  for  tuberculosis.  The  uterine  fibro.ma  was 
removed  by  myomectomy.  An  aspiration  of  the  lower  left  plenra  in 
which  a  consultant  thought  he  detected  a  thimble  full  of  fluid  was  made 
without  result.  The  patient's  temperature  went  to  normal,  night  sweats 
and  headaches  ceased  so  abruptly  that  the  suspicion  was  entettained  that

a  tttbercaloas peritonitis  without  elYnsion,  had  been  overlooked;  the  £• 
broma  showed  nothing  bnt  calcareous  degeneration. 

Nov.  IJ,  1906.  Thirteen  days  after  operation,  the  headaches,  night 
sweats  end  fever  reappeared  and  continued.  Between  this  date  and  May 
16,  1907,  frequent  urinalyses  were  made  and  no  abnormality  discovered. 
The  left  kidney  was  becoming  more  painful  and  growing  larger.  At  this 
time,  May  16,  my  record  of  physical  examination  reads: 

Tumor  left  faypocondrium  and  left  lumbar  felt  bimannally — smooth, 
elastic  and  cannot  be  poshed  np  into  the  normal  kidney  fossa — very  ten- 
der to  touch.  Tympanitic  note  over  tumor  anteriorily.  Tumor  does  not 
move  with  respiration.  Examination  of  lungs  negative.  The  diagnosis 
of  "surgical  kidney"  shows  that  my  modesty  was  growing.  A  left  neph- 
rectomy was  easily  made  through  a  lumbar  ia<fision  after  palpating  the 
right  kidney  by  introdacing  the  band  across  the  abdomen  tbroogb  aa  in- 
cision into  the  peritoneum  from  behind  on  the  left  side.  No  trace  of  an 
adrenal  was  seen.  The  kidney  presents  a  characteristic  hypernephroma. 
Her  recovery  was  quite  without  incident  and  her  restoration  to  health  as- 
tonishingly rapid.  The  fever,  sweats  and  headache  disappearing  in- 
stantly. 

Sept.  15,  1907'.  After  four  months  .of  fine  health  she  reappeared  with 
the  old  train  of  symptoms  which  continue  to  the  present  time — pips  pain 
in  the  right  renal  region.  Physical  examination  is  so  far  negative,  but 
will  probably  be  positive  before  long;  by  recurrence  retroperitoneally  or 
by  a  metastasis  in  bone,  liver  or  lung,  ordevelopment  in  the  remaining 
kidney.  The  specimen,  100,507,  preserved  by  Eaiserling's  method, 
shows  the  gross  characteristics  of  hypernephroma.  The  microscopic 
sections  100507  (a)  100507  (b)  100507  (c)  prepared  by  Dr.  C.  A.  Bar- 
nard in  the  Homeopathic  College  Laboratory,  clinched  the  diagnosis  of 
malignant  sarcomatous  Hypernephroma.  I  have  emphasized  the  occurr- 
ence of  headache,  night  sweats  and  moderate  continned  fever,  anorexia 
and  emaciation  because  of  their  common  presence  in  tuberculosis,  and 
also  because  I  know  of  no  record  of  symptoms  suggestive  of  hyperneph- 
roma. The  diagnosis  was  only  made  pathologically,  gross  and  micro- 
scopic. 

Pathology:  Orawltz  has  shown  the  frequency  with  which  aberrant 
adrenal  tissne  may  give  rise  to  either  simple  bjrperplastic  or  malignant 
neoplasms  in  the  kidney,  which  correspond  in  structure  to  the  adrenal 
tissues.  This  tumor  is  exceedingly  vascular,  hemorrhage  into  it  has  oc- 
curred. It  is  distinctly  encapsulated.  Patty  degeneration  and  necrotic 
areas  are  present.  Metastasis  may  take  place  in  liver,  lung,  bone,  re- 
troperitoneal space,  etc.  The  growth  as  a  rule  is  slow  and  unless  metas- 
tasis through  the  vascular  channels  takes  place,  gives  rise  to  few  clinical 
signs.  The  tumors  are  usually  smalt  and  of  slow  growth,  occasionally 
they  are  of  rapid  growth  and  attain  great  size.  The  primary  tumor  may 
be  small,  the  metastasis  enormous. 

Etiology:  Males   are  more   often  attacked  than  females,  the  occurr- 
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ences  being  between  the  sges  of  35  aod  60.  Tbe  clinical  ieatnres  may  be 
almost  nil,  dnll  aching  pains  in  the  sides,  slightly  tender  and  palpable 
kidney,  and  mild  cachexia.     Occasionally  haematuria. 

Pathologic  Anatomy:  The  tumors  vary  in  size,  usually  very  small, 
may  be  very  large.  On  section  dirty  white  or  yellowish  color.  Areas  of 
macroscopic  hemorrhage  may  be  presented.  Tumors  ate  distinctly  en- 
capsulated. Tbe  kidney  tissue  in  tbe  Immediate  neighborhood  is  mark- 
edly atrophied. 

Histologic  Sections — stained  in  haemotoxylin  and  eosin.  The  cells 
■re  in  general  large,  cuboidal  or  polyhedral  in  shape;  in  many  cells  the 
cytoplasm  is  replaced  by  one  or  more  vacuoles  which  represent  fat  washed 
out  by  alcohol.  The  cells  are  more  or  less  regularly  arranged  in  columns, 
separated  by  a  fine,  delicate  septi  of  connective  tissue,  fibrils  of  which 
pass  between  the  cells  forming  a  delicate  reticulum  in  which  they  lie.  In 
many  places,  instead  of  tbe  solid  septi  are  seen  fine  capillaries.  AIodk 
many  of  the  capillary  septi  is  considerable  free  blood  pigment.  The 
sections  in  which  hemorrhage  can  be  seen  by  tbe  naked  eye  show  cavi- 
ties which  have  no  walls,  but  rather  seem  to  be  spaces  between  tbe  cells 
produced  by  mechanical  separation.  lo  other  sections  tbe  cells  appear 
to  be  developed  from  the  vessel  walls,  giving  the  appearance  of  angio- 
sarcoma. In  others  the  well  marked  alveoli  give  the  appearance  of  ade- 
noma. In  places  the  cells  are  so  closely  packed  in  relation  to  tbe  blood 
vessels  as  to  resemble  sarcoma.  The  tumor  itself  has  a  striking  relation 
to  the  adrenal  tissue  classification. 

"Tbe  relationship  between  adenoma,  which  appear  to  develop  from 
misplaced  adrenal  cells,  and  similar  tumors  regarded  by  others  as  en- 
dothelioma, endothelial  sarcoma  and  forms  of  perivascular  sarcoma,  is 
not  clear,"   (Detafield  and  Prudden.) 

Various  pathologists  refer  to  Ifae  tumor  as  alveolar  adenoma,  sup- 
rarenal epithelioma,  congenital  adenoma,  or  struma  aberratio  suprare- 
nalis. 

Miliary  tubercle  may  be  present,  identified  by  its  characteristic  co- 
agulation necrosis. 

In  the  endeavor  to  make  somewhat  clear  this  difficult  subject,  free  ase 
has  been  made  of  tbe  writings  of  Clifford  Uitchell,  Stengel,  Delafield 
and  Prudden,  Gaylord  and  Ashcroft,  and  the  Reference  Handbook  of 
Medical  Science. 

I  desire  to  acknowledge  the  interest  and  help  accorded  by  Dr.  Bar- 
nard in  this  pathological  work. 

Case  2—  Vesical  Calculus  and  Prostatic  Hyperltopky,  Spec.  50,l07. 

This  case  represents  a  resnlt  common  enough  to  interest  moat  any 
operator  who  does  even  a  little  of  this  class  of  work. 

Mr.  M.O.,aged  65,  of  exemplary  habits  and  a  negative  medical 
history.  Has  had  recurring  attacks  of  cystitis  for  tbe  past  three  years. 
Present  attack  has  lasted  three  weeks,  during  which  time  be  has  passed 
water  every  20  minutes,  a  statement  which  his   attending  physician  bears 
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out.  Bach  effort  to  urinate  is  accompanied  by  much  tenesmus  in  the 
bladder,  and  b^  pain  in  the  top  of  the  glans  penis — very  suggestive  of 
calculous.  The  urine  was  ammoniacsl  and  contained  pus,  mucous  and 
blood.  His  physician  was  treating  the  cystisis  medically  and  10  days 
before  had  repeatedly  introduced  a  soft  catheter  for  irrigating  purposes. 
This  fact  is  worthy  of  note  in  view  of  subsequent  developments.  An  at- 
tempt to  do  so  at  this  time  occasioned  such  extreme  suffering,  that  It  was 
abandoned.  Examination  per  rectum  showed  a  moderately  hypertrophied 
prostate,  the  left  side  being  the  larger.  The  rectum  itself  was  tender  to 
touch  and  the  contact  of  the  examining  finger  with  the  prostate  excited  the 
shooting  pain  in  the  glans. 

Diagnosis:  Cystitis,  hypertrophic  prostatitis  and   probably  calculus. 

One  week  later.  Subarachnoid  Analgesia  by  Tropococaine,  a  pros- 
tatectomy was  made  through  a  transverse  curved  incision,  splitting  the 
capsule  of  each  side  vertically. 

The  urethra  was  opened  and  a  good  sized  oval  stone  felt  standing  up 
on  edge  and  firmly  fixed  before  the  neck  of  the  bladder  between  the  two 
lateral  lobes  of  the  prostate. 

The  specimen  shows  a  well  marked  depression  on  either  side  indicat- 
ing that  the  stone  had  occupied  this  situation  for  some  time. 

An  enthusiastic  assistant  who  desired  to  palpate  the  depths  of  the 
wound  essayed  to  remove  the  left  side  of  the  prostate  and  accidentally 
made  a  moderate-sized  triangular  tear  in  the  bladder  just  outside  the 
sphincter. 

The  prostate  was  now  dissected  out  with  no  more  trouble  than  usually 
attends  the  enucleating  process.  This  permitted  the  stone  to  fall  back 
into  the  bladder,  from  which  it  was  removed  through  the  triangular  tear, 
the  idea  being  to  save  the  sphincter  from  the  stretching  which  removal 
by  that  route  ^outd  have  entailed. 

A  two-way  rubber  drain  was  introduced  into  the  bladder  through  the 
perineal  wound  and  a  large  sized  rubber  catheter  through  the  urethra. 

The  Spinal  analgesia  was  perfectly  successful — the  patient  experienc- 
ing no  pain  and  no  disturbance  of  circulation  or  respiration,  until  be  was 
shown  the  stone,  upon  which  he  promptly  collapsed,  and  vigorous  use  of 
Adrenaline,  Brandy  and  Strychnine  was  necessary  in  order  to  bring  him 
around. 

The  catheter  in  the  urethra  was  so  painful  that  it  was  removed  and  at 
no  subsequent  time  was  it  possible  to  reach  the  bladder  with  any  instru- 
ment, save  one  single  occasion,  and  then  with  a  filiform  bougie. 

Fearing  a  permanent  fistula  in  the  perineum  by  a  stricturiug  of  the  dis- 
torted urethra;  20  days  after  operation  sounding  of  the  urethra  was  at- 
tempted Under  ether.  This  failing  a  dissection  of  the  urethra  through  the 
perineum  was  attempted.     Failure  attended  a  prolonged  effort. 

Expectant  treatment  was  instituted  and  the  increasing  quantity  of 
urine  passed  per  urethra,  and  the  diminishing  amount  hy  way  of  the  peri- 
neum were  observed  with  mutual  satisfaction  by  both  patient  and  operator. 
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Two  months  later  the  fistila  was  closed  entirel]^ — the  urine  conld  be 
retained  for  two  hoars  and  everjrbody  was  happy  for  two  weeks.  The 
fistula  then  reopened  and  has  leaked  enough  to  be  a  decided  naisaoce 
ever  stoce — a  period  of  six  mouths. 

At  the  same  time  that  it  reopened,  the  urinatioD  by  the  urethra  be- 
came partly  involuntary. 

E^ery  scheme,  instrument  and  device  that  desperate  determination 
on  the  surgeon's  part  coald  invent,  short  of  cystotomy  and  retrograde 
catheterization,  and  an  unaocouatable  patience  on  the  patient's  part  per- 
mit the  use  of,  has  been  tried  and  failed. 

1  can  only  conjecture  as  to  where  the  fistula  enters  the  bladder, 
through  the  urethra  or  through  the  hole. 

The  specimen  weighs  677  grains  and  tested  by  the  Caspar  methods, 
is  composed  of  orates  internally,  wjtb  an  external  shell  of  Ammonia- 
Mi^:aesium  Phosphates  and  Carbonates  of  Lime. 


Case  3 — Secondary  Hemorrhage  from  Spontaneous  Rupture  of  a  Vein 
in  the  Pampiniform  Plexus  tollowins  removal  of  IntrallgamentHry  Cyst. 
Specimen  48,507. 

Afay  26,  1907.  To  copy  from  my  case  records,  I  examined  Urs.  N. 
C.,  aged  42,  a  nnlHpara:  "Tall,  thin,  good  color  and  healthy  appearance. 
Her  mother  died  of  cancer  of  the  uterus.  Menses  always  somewhat  ir- 
regular. Always  suffered  with  Drsmenorrhea.  Says  she  has  had  a  pel- 
vic tumor  for  13  years,  which  six  physicians  have  diagnosed  fibroid.  One 
year  ago  took  a  course  of  intrauterine  electric  treatment  for  fibroid.      Has 
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hemorrhoids  and  irritable  bladder  occasiooally.  For  years  has  not  been 
able  to  expel  a  fotmed  stool. 

Pelvic  Examination.-  Uni-locular  cyst  in  the  right  pelvis— qnite  im- 
movable— though  the  patient  says  it  changes  position — about  the  size  of  a 
cocoanut,  probably  intraligamentaiy — possibly  ovarian — painless — not 
tender.  Uterus  small,  easily  palpated,  riding  very  high  on  the  left  an- 
terior surface  of  the  cyst  in  the  middle  line  of  the  pelvis.  Rectal  exami- 
nation confirms  the  vaginal. 

Afay  17,  1907,  8  A.  M.  Laparotomy — middle  line — Trendulenberg — 
Appendectomy  for  chronic  catarrhal — purse  string  method — right  intra- 
ligamentary  single  cyst — including  ovary  and  fallopian  tube.  Ovarian 
artery  ligated  at  either  extremity  of  the  broad  ligament — ligament  split — 
cyst  shelled  out.  Left  ovary  and  tube  much  congested  and  removed  be- 
cause of  the  dysmenborroea.  (Considering  the  woman's  age,  42,  this 
was  considered  as  well  indicated.)  Switchback  2/20  gut  and  tax.  22 
minutes. 

Atropine-Morphine.     Ether — administered  by  Dr.  L.  E.  Bunte. 

5  p.  M. — The  nurse  telephoned  that  dressings  were  saturated  with 
blood,  belly  distended,  pulse  120,  temperature  97.  Her  diagnosis  was 
secondary  faemoribage. 

At  7  P.  u.  with  pulse  160,  temperature  96,  under  ether,  abdomen 
was  reopened  and  a  few  handfulls  of  blood  clots  scooped  out.  Intestines 
much  distended,  which  interfered  much  with  speed  in  the  systematic 
search  for  the  open  vessel,  which  was  found  to  be  one  of  the  distended 
and  thin  red  veins  of  the  right  pampiniform  plexus.  Double  ligature  ap- 
plied, and  a  large  Mikulicz  drain  placed.  Camphorated  oil  and  intra- 
venous infusion  of  normal  saline  were  freely  used.  A  prolonged  convales- 
cence was  the  DBtural  consequence  of  the  hemorrhage. 

I  had  never  heard  of  the  condition  occurring  before,  and  know  of  but 
one  case  reported.  This  was  a  case  reported  by  Dr.  W.  A.  W.  Dorland 
of  Philadelphia,  and  appeared  in  the  J.  A.  M.  A.  of  May  18,  1907,  page 
1658 — tbe  day  following  my  own  experience.  He,  however,  quotes 
Byron  Robinson  as  saying:  ' 

"The  pelvic  veins  rupture  frequently  post-operative."  Dr.  Dorland 
remarks:  "That  they  do  rupture  occasionally  I  can  now  bear  witness. 
That  this  rupture  is  of  frequent  occurrence  I  entertain  very  serions 
doubts."     My  seattment  corresponds  to  Dorland's.

Cases  of  ulcerative  proctitis  which  often  result  in  rectal  stricture  are 
particularly  common  in  women  and  have  been  observed  especially  in 
prostitutes.  In  these  cases  gonorrhea  or  syphilis  should  always  be  looked 
for,  although  in  some  instancesthe  ulcerative  process  follows  an  ordinary 
catarrhal  proctitis  or  dysentery. — International  Journal  ot  Surgery.

Fortunately  the  above  coodition  is  rare,  but  wben  we  do  meet  it  in 
practice  it  is  important  that  we  deal  with  it  intelligently.  One  author  re- 
parts  only  one  case  in  Twenty  Thousand  deliveries.  The  condition  is 
msst  often  fouad  in  multiparae  of  from  twenty-five  to  forty  years  of  age. 
The  mole  is  a  mass  of  pedunculated  vesicles,  resembling  in  appearance 
grapes  or  gooseberries,  and  there  may  be  five  or  six  thousand  of  such 
vesicles.  The  vesicles  vary  in  size  from  a  millet  seed  to  that  of  a  filbert, 
and  they  contain  a  fluid  usually  colorless,  transparent,  liquid  as  water  and 
holding  albumen  in  solution.  If  all  the  villi  of  the  chorion  are  involved 
in  the  degeneration,  the  life  of  the  ovum  is  always  sacrificed.  .  If  only  a 
small  portion  of  the  villi  are  involved,  the  life  of  the  ovum  is  not  neces- 
sarily interfered  with,  and  development  may  go  on  to  full  term.  ' 

In  the  case  of  twin  pregnancies  one  chorion  may  undergo  degenera- 
tion, while  the  other  may  develop  and  go  on  to  term.  Again,  in  double 
pregnancies,  the  development  of  the  cystic  mole  in  one  chorion  seriously 
affects  the  other  ovum  with  consequent  abortion. 

There  have  been  numerous  reported  cases  where  the  same  woman 
developed  the  mole  several  times.  One  case  is  reported  where  it  occurred 
eleven  times  in  one  patient.  Cruveilhier  is  said  to  have  first  demonstrated 
the  fact  that  there  is  a  difference  between  the  true  hydatid  and  the  uterine 
hydatid  mole.  Prior  to  his  time  they  were  supposed  to  be  identical. 
Since  his  time  the  pathological  condition  is  supposed  to  be  due  to  a  pro- 
liferative degeneration  of  the  chorionic  villi.  This  degeneration  of  the 
villi  embraces  hypertrophy  of  their  investing  epithelium,  of  their  connec- 
tive tissue  cells  (which  may  also  undergo  mucoid  degeneration)  and  of  their 
mucoid  intercellular  substance.  Three  cases  have  been  reported  wherein 
the  chorionic  villi  grew  so  rapidly  as  to  penetrate  the  uterine  wall,  even 
to  the  peritoneal  covering,  rendering  successful  removal  impossible,  with- 
out a  fatal  hemorrhage  or  a  subsequent  fatal  peritonitis. 

In  ad  interesting  case  reported  by  Volktoan  the  degenerated  villi  bad 
invaded  the  uterine  blood  sinuses  and  by  pressure  led  to  so  extensive  an 
atrophy  and  absorption  of  the  uterine  walls,  as  to  leave  only  a  thin  trans- 
parent septum  bettveen  the  mole  and  the  peritoneal  covering.  The  cavity 
formed  by  this  process  of  erosion  in  the  uterine  parenchyma  was  larger 
than  the  uterine  cavity  proper  and  presented  numerous  intersecting  tra- 
beculae  and  resembling  the  colamnae  catueae  of  the  cardiac  ventricles. 
The  destructive  character  of  the  cystic  degeneration  in  such  cases  is  at- 
tributed to  some  unkaowa  morbid  condition  of  the  uterine  walls,  probably 
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the  resalt  of  malDUtritioo.  The  degeneratiOD  usaally  begias  during  the 
first  month  of  gestation,  and,  according  to  some  authors,  the  end  of  the 
third  month  is  a  limit  within  which  degeneration  occurs.  We  very  fre- 
qaeotly  find  in  these  caies  a  cancerous  or  syphilitic  dyscrasia  on  the  part 
of  the  mother.  In  all  such  cases  there  is  no  doubt  a  pre-existing  endo- 
metritis. '  The  theory  that  a  portion  of  retained  placenta  might  become 
affected  with  the  hydatid  disease  has  bees  refuted  by  accumulated  clinical 
evidence. 

The  symptoms  of  molar  pregnancy  are  an  abnormal  increase  in  the 
size  of  the  abdomen,  uterine  hemorrhage,  and  ezpnlsion  pervaKinum  of 
th;  resides  of  the  mole.  The  uterus  imparts  a  peculiar  doughy  feeling  to 
th:  pilpating  fingers  and  sometimes  fiuctuation  may  be  detected.  In 
s  )  n>  C139S  the  vesicles  may  be  felt  through  the  cervix.  The  lower  seg- 
ment of  the  uterus  is  unusually  tense  and  there  is  usnally  a  constant  or 
intermittent  discharge  from  the  uterus  consisting  of  disintegrated  and  un- 
ruptured cysts,  blood  and  some  cystic  fluid.  Owing  to  the  distention  of 
the  uterus  the  hemorrhage  may  be  very  severe,  and  it  may  need  energetic 
methods  to  control  it.  Abortion  is  usually  caused  by  the  mole  before  the 
sixth  month,  but  in  some  cases  expulsion  of  the  neoplasm  may  occur  as 
late,  or  even  later,  than  the  expected  time  of  confinement.  As  to  the 
prognosis  of  vesicular  mole  it  is  not  in  many  cases  very  grave.  Of  course 
wh  !re  the  degenerative  process  assumes  the  intraparietal,  or  eroding  type, 
the  progaosis  ts  extremely  grave.  As  to  the  treatment  of  such  a  condition 
there  is  some  difference  of  opinion.  Some  authors  advise  non-interfer- 
ence as  long  as  the  uterus  remains  passive,  but  I  believe  that  wUen  the 
diagnosis  can  be  made  with  any  degree  of  certainty  that  the  uterus  should 
bi  e  nptied  without  further  delay.  The  patient's  life  is  constantly  in  dan- 
ger, and  the  risk  involved  by  carefully  dilating  and  emptying  the  uterus 
does  not  compare  with  the  danger  the  patient  is  subject  toby  the 
ev^r  present  possibility  of  severe  hemorrhage.  Especially  is  this  true  in 
cases  where  medical  assistance  is  not  to  be  obtained  quickly.  In  empty- 
ing the  uteres,  either  the  hand  or  the  dull  curette  should  be  used,  and 
right  here  let  me  emphasize  the  fact  that  extreme  care  and  gentleness 
should  b:  exercised,  owing  to  the  possibility  of  causing  a  perforation  of 
the  wall  of  the  uterus.  Id  a  case  in  which  I  was  called  in  consultation 
recently,  gave  a  history  of  pregnancy  having  existed  for  three  months. 
The  attending  physician  was  called  and  found  the  patient  bleeding  pro- 
fusely. A  quantity  of  the  vesicles  were  removed  by  the  band,'  and  I  later 
emptied  the  uterus  with  a  dnll  curette.  The  uterine  wall  was  extremely 
soft  and  boggy  and  it  was  with  a  great  deal  of  apprehension  that  I  pro- 
ceeded. I  finally  sncceded  in  removing  a  quantity  of  debris  and  the  pa- 
tient made  an  uninterrupted  recovery.  The  family  in  such  cases  should 
be  advised  of  the  grave  possibilities,  as  we  never  know  what  condition 
exists  in  the  uterine  wall. 

In  conclusion  let  me  again  impress  the  fact  upon  you  of  the  great 
importance  of  using  extreme  care  in  emptying  the  uterus.       .  ...j  CtOOqIc 
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As  a  comparatively  new  member  of  tbis  bonorable  society,  I  will  not 
assume  to  occupy  but  little  of  jour  time,  aud  will  briefly  speak  ol  my  ex- 
perience in  the  use  of  anesthesia  in  labor. 

I  believe  that  I  can  safely  say  that  very  little  progress  has  been  made 
in  the  use  of  anesthesia  in  the  past  generation  in  this  class  of  cases,  ex- 
cept in  the  last  two  years.  And  I  believe  all  will  agree  that  there  is  no 
class  of  cases  where  more  energetic  thought  and  practice  should  be  exer- 
cised than  in  labor  cases,  to  subdue  the  severity  of  parturition.  Admit- 
ting that  much  is  imaginary  and  of  nervous  origin,  all  tends  to  promote 
tedions  and  diffiucult  labor.  I  will  not  pretend  to  draw  a  picture  of  these 
cases  at  the  bed  side — for  too  well  you  know  this — probably  better  than 
I.  But  the  fact  remains  that  if  it  is  safely  in  the  power  of  the  accoucheur 
to  accomplish  he  should  do  his  best  to  relieve  all  pain  possible. 

With  this  aim  in  view,  I  have  directed  my  practice  and  research  so 
far  as  I  have  been  able. 

In  my  early  practice,  as  seemed  to  be  the  custom,  whed  called  to  a 
case  of  confinement  I  followed  the  usual  course,  having  everything  in 
readiness  so  far  as  we  could,  then  wait  and  watch  o>  assist  in  the  various 
moods  produced  by  pain  and  nervousness,  and  if  any  complication  that 
required  instrumental  delivery  arose,  then  an  anesthetic  was  adminis- 
tered and  delivery  accomplished.  I  further  learned  that  chloroform  could 
often  be  given  during  the  course  of  labor,  but  with  great  care.  Tbis  I 
used,  as  I  thought,  to  great  advantage,  and  bave  no  doubt  that  it  lessened 
the  suffering;  but  found  it  also  had  its  disadvantages — First,  in  adminis- 
tering one  should  have  an  assistant,  and  competent  ones  cannotalwaysbe 
had.  Yon  have  weak  hearts  to  guard  against — you  have  its.  tolerance  to 
contend  with — and  its  after  effects  if  a  little  too  much  has  been  used,  or  a 
delicate  person  is  the  subject.  Many  points  in  tbe  use  of  chloroform  I 
have  not  mentioned,  as  I  know  you  are  conversant  with  them,  and  they 
will  not  particularly  serve  here. 

After  a  short  experience  with  chloroform  I  was  called  to  attend  a 
young,  delicate  lady  in  confinement  who  had  a  very  weak  heart.  As  the 
pain  progressed  the  weakness  was  more  apparent.  Then,  with  a  sudden, 
severe  pain,  tbe  collapse  seemed  complete.  I  at  once  administered  1/60 
grain  strychnine  hypodermically  and  such  restoratives  as  were  indicated. 

At  this  period  the  pain  ceased. 

In  forty  minutes  the  patient  was  considerably  restored — heart  strong 
and  regular  in  beat.     At  this  period  the  labor  pains  began  again,  and  as 
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they  increased  in  power  seemed  to  threaten  another  period  of  collapse, 
as  there  were  sinking  spells  and  diminution  in  the  pulse  that  seemed  to 
spell  danger.  But  when  the  paia  would  subside  the  pulse  soon  bounded 
biclc  to  a  full,  strong  wave.  At  this  juDCtnre  I  thought  here  best  to  re- 
lieve the  severity  of  the  pain  and  gave  ^  grain  morphine  hypodermically 
and  waited  reialti,  with  a  needle  ready  containing  strychnine  l/30  grain. 

And  in  my  mind  it  seemed  the  effect  of  that  morphine  was  carried  at 
a  more  rapid  pace  than  the  witches  moved  the  dancers  in  Tarn  O'Shanter's 
experience.  Soon  its  effects  were  noticed.  Between  the  pains  the  pa- 
tient acted  drowsy,  and  as  labor  progressed  she  actually  snored  between 
piins  until  delivery  was  accomplished.  Then  she  soon  rallied  and  stated 
she  was  hardly  conscious  of  any  pain.  I  attended  her  in  two  subsequent 
deliveries  with  nearly  the  same  results,  giviug  the  strychnine  as  above, 
and  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  stage  of  labor  gave  ^  grain  morphine. 
This  practice  I  have  followed  in  later  years  when  I  thought  advisable  or 
time  would  permit  its  use — conscious  of  this  fact,  that  the  pain  was 
much  lessened  and  in  many  instances  slopped,  so  far  as  the  patient's 
knttwiedge  goes  concerning  the  case. 

In  the  past  year  my  attention  was  called  to  a  combination  tablet  com- 
posed of  byoscine  l/lOO  gr.  morphine  ^  gr.  and  cactine  l/67  gr.  and  rec- 
ommended for  use  in  major  surgery  and  obstetrical  work.  The  same  I 
presume  has  been  called  to  the  attention  of  the  profession  generally. 

To  me  it  had  a  special  interest,  as  I  thought  it  would  better  serve  in 
labor  cases,  so  I  decided  to  give  it  a  trial,  and  I  am  glad  to  report  that  in 
the  few  cases  that  I  have  used  it,  it  surpassed  all  my  expectations. 

In  each  case  I  gave  faypodermically  ^  the  above  quantity  in  the  first 
stage  of  labor  and  second  half  at  the  beginning  of  the  second  stage,  and  to 
say  that  these  ladies  were  grateful  for  its  use  does  not  fully  express  it.  I 
have  omitted  giving  any  case  step  by  step  under  the  use  of  this  combina- 
tion tablet. 

But  I  am  sure  that  it  accomplishes  much  more  than  anything  I  have 
ever  used.  To  the  end  of  relieving  the  severity  of  labor  is  the  object  of 
this  paper.

The  Union  label  is  a  thing  that  has  caused  a  good  deal  of  trouble  in 
the  past  and  will  id  the  future;  we  in  common  with  most  other  men  bad 
thought  that  this  sort  of  thing  was  the  result  of  the  cogitations  of  the 
working  class  and  used  by  them  as  a  weapon  to  force  the  payment  of  a 
certain  rate  of  wages,  maintain  a  working  day  of  uniform  hours  and  so 
on  but  now  comes  another  phase  of  label  question.  From  time  to  lime 
we  get  circulars  advising  ns  that  certain  articles  that  we  need  in  daily  use, 
if  in  active  practice,  are  approved  by  the  council  and  appear  in  the  U.  S. 
P.  or  National  Formulary  and  that  we  should  use  these  to  the  exclusion 
of  certain  private  or  prourietary  articles  and  should  in  "writing"  use  the 
newly  adopted  name.     Why? 

Who  are  these  who  thus  approve  and  disapprove?  How  much  do 
they  know  abont  actual  practice  and  how  much  do  they  know  of  the  value 
of  the  prepatatioDS  they  warn  the  profession  is  but  a  common  product  un- 
der a  high  sounding  name?  How  do  they  know  these  things,  and  by 
what  constituted  authority  do  they  these  things?  In  the  name  of  common 
sense  if  a  doctor,  or  a  patient  for  that  matter  wants  a  certain  article  made 
by  a  firm  that  has  proven  itself  to  be  good  and  reliable,  why  should  be  be 
advised  to  "order' and  get  something  that  is  just  as  good  and  a  little 
cheaper?" 

Chemistry  is  a  good  thing  and  reveals  many  secrets  but  not  all,  al- 
ready we  read  over  the  signature  of  firms  whose  standing  cannot  he  ques- 
tioned that  the  goods  made  according  to  a  formula  above  referred  to  "are 
a  very  different  article  from  that  turned  out  at  their  laboratory." 

And  yet  let  us  look  a  little  further;  why  is  it  that  we  see  so  many  of 
tbeapprovedmanufacturers  to  be  foreign  houses  and  why  do  we  find  of  the 
American  products  so  approved  so  many  of  them  from  one  bouse?  And 
yet  further,  if  we  read  the  reports  correctly  we  fail  totally  to  find  the  bare 
mention  of  some  very  good  preparations  that  are  considered  worthy  and 
have  borne  this  reputation  for  years?  ^' 
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Yes.  it  is  possible  that  the  coaocil  have  not  yet  had  the  time  to  pass 
on  every  tbing  but  they  have  a  good  while  for  the  work  and  how  much 
longer  will  they  have  us  wait  and  watch  until  it  is  finished. 

From  time  to  time  we  hear  a  good  deal  of  the  druggist  giving 
something  "just  as  good"  in  place  of  what  the  doctor  orders;  we  believe 
that  in  this  accusation  the  pharmacist  suffers  many  timea  unjustly,-  but 
we  do  not  see  why  we  the  physicians  should  be  asked  and  urged  from 
time  to  time  to  prescribe  after  a  certain  manner  and  eschew  all  others. 

If  yoa  get  a  preparation  that  is  good,  clean,  uniform,  convenient  and 
does  yoit  good  service,  use  it,  keep  on  using  it  and  tell  the  good  qualities 
thereof  to  all  you  have  occasion  to  inform  concerning  it. 

This  is  but  the  beginning  and  we  will  soon  have  a  promulgation  that 
the  prescription  for  anything  and  no  matter  by  whom  made  must  have  the 
endorsement  of  the  cooncit  before  it  can  be  filled  and  given  to  the  patient. 
It  is  this  kind  of  foolishness  that  makes  a  rich  field  for  the  itinerant  doc- 
tor, the  medicine  peddler  and  counter  prescribing  by  the  corner  druggist. 

If  you  are  to  be  a  doctor,  use  the  preparation  that  yon  find  do  yonr 
patients  the  most  good  and  use  them  to  the  best  of  your  knowledge  and 
judgment.  Dispense  them  yourself  if  yon  deem  it  best,  but  in  every  case 
be  sure  to  get  what  yoa  want  if  it  can  be  found  and  "Call  no  man  Master." 
We  have  more  than  once  beard  a  man  condemned  in  no  measured  terms 
for  using  remedies  in  a  certain  strength  and  in  certain  cases  because,  for- 
sooth, the  critic  believed  It  wrong;  yet  his  success  in  like  cases  he  ad- 
mitted was  not  flattering;  neither  could  this  same  critic  offer  any  sure 
guide  in  the  selfsame  matter.  Hence  there  comes  to  mind  the  advice 
given  centuries  ago;  to  "First  cast  the  beam  out  of  thine  own  tye." 


KILL  TBBUPEUTICS? 


We  are  sometimes  taken  to  task  for  reprinting  articles  that  have  ap- 
peared iu  other  journals  but  the  following  one  in  the  current  issue  of  the 
American  Journal  of  Clinical  Medicine  is  so  appropriate  and  so  fully 
voices  our  sentiments  that  we  cannot  resist  the  temptation  to  re-produce  it 
in  full.     The  italics  are  our  own. 

"Dr.  Reed  made  the  proposition  to  the -4.  M.  A.  that  the  various  state 
examining  boards  exclude  therapeutics  from  their  tests  of  candidates.  Dr. 
Reed  is  a  bit  behind  the  procession,  for  this  exclasion  is  at  present  made 
by  some  of  these  boards.  The  reason  advanced  is  that  it  will  do  away 
with  the  objections  of  homeopathists  and  eclectics  to  a  single  board,  by 
placing  their  candidates  on  an  absolute  equality  with  the  others,  since  the 
only  difference  in  the  three  schools  is  in  this  one  department. 

To  this  we  may  object  that  it  will  not  do  away  with  the  distrust  these     ■ 
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gentlemea  manifest  toward  any  boatd  controlled  by  the  regulars.  They 
feel  that  under  bo  ciicumstaQces  would  they  receive  an.  impartial  exami- 
nation from  their  enemies.  Moreover,  this  would  not  apply  to  the  other 
and  possibly  more  numerous  practicians  of  osteopathy,  Christian  science 
and  innumerable  others,  who  have  in  law  and  equity  as  much  claim  for 
consideration  as  the  two  sects  named  and  whose  differences  with  us  are 
by  no  means  confined  to  therapeutics. 

There  are  other  and  more  fundamental  objections.  Every  teacher  in 
medical  schools  knows  well  that  the  student  can  not  be  induced  to  give 
attention  to  any  branch  except  those  on  which  he  must  stand  examina- 
tion. No  matter  bow  essential  it  may  be  to  his  snccess  in  practice,  he 
studies  solely  with  a  view  to  passing  those  dreaded  exams.  They  are  an 
obsession  to  him.  He  thinks  of  them  by  day  and  dreams  of  them  by 
night.  He  logically  reasons  that  he  must  first  acquire  the  legal  right  to 
practice,  and  the  how  to  practice  is  a  topic  for  future  consideration.  The 
more  difficult  the  trial,  the  more  he  must  exclude  all  that  does  not  directly 
aid  him  in  meeting  its  requirements  and  concentrate  his  powets  ufion  them. 

Our  third  objection  is  based  on  the  foregoing:  The  exclusion  of  thera- 
peutics nullifies  the  original  object  of  the  creation  of  these  boards,  and 
their  only  excuse  for  continued  existence — the  protection  of  the  people 
against  unqualified  practicians.  It  makes  little  difference  how  proficient 
a  doctor  may  be  in  the  fundamentalbrsncbes  of  a  lAedical  education  if  he 
is  ignorant  of  the  best  methods  of  treating  the  sick.  He  may  be  all  kinds 
ef  a  good  anatomist,  chemist,  patboloeist,  bacteriologist  and  several  other 
ists,  and  yet  be  utterly  at  a  loss  and  useless  as  a  practicing  physician — 
and  yet  it  is  precisely  that  and  nothing  else  in  which  the  community  has 
an  interest  in  him  and  his  qualifications.  Instead  of  excluding  therapeutics 
from  these  examinations  we  would  suggest  that  all  else  except  this  branch 
and  diagnosis  be  excluded.  The  rest  could  be  taken  for  granted — the 
medical  colleges  surely  look  out  for  them — what  inierests  the  public,  in 
whose  name  and  for  whose  protection  these  boards  were  called  into  exist- 
ence, is  the  ability  o/  the  doctor  to  recognize  and  treat  diseases. 

In  our  boyhood  we  had  pointed  out  to  us  in  Philadelphia  a  row  of 
rather  ordinary  bouses,  which  went  by  the  name  of  Morris'  Folly.  It 
was  said  of  them  that  the  builder  had  seven  stories  of  cellars,  and  by 
the  time  the  structure  reached  the  surface  of  the  ground  his  means 
were  exhausted  and  he  could  only  place  these  mean  buildings  over  the 
magnificent  cellars.      Verbum  sapienii  sat. 

The  only  way  to  deal  with  the  medical  sects  is  to  wipe  them  out, 
by  leaving  the  question  of  practice  to  each  man  as  his  own  private 
privilege;  a  matter  for  his  own  conscience,  in  which  no  other  man  can 
have  anything  to  say  in  authoritative  way.  Recognize  the  principle  of 
individual  freedom  of  belief  and  action  on  which  our  commonwealth  is 
founded,  and  drop  the  medieval  idea  of  compelling  uniformity.  It 
seems  so  easy,  if  men  were  but  wise  and  reasonable,  and  respectful  of 
the  rights  of  other.."  D,j,,z„=,G00l^le

With  the  new  orgaDJzation  renewed  life  has  taken  place.  Dr.  Geo.  W. 
CoSman  on  entering  his  official  career  delivered  the  following  address : 

In  Bssuming  the  duties  of  this  office,  I  desire  to  thank  you  for  the 
honor  that  you  have  seen  fit  to  confer  upon  me  by  electing  me  your  presi- 
dent for  the  ensuing  year,  and  I  hope  that  I  may  be  able  to  serve  yon  so 
well  that  at  the  end  of  this  term  of  office  you  will  find  it  in  yonr  hearts  to 
give  me  a  vote  of  thanks  as  yon  have  done  in  the  case  of  some  of  my 
predecessors  in  office.  However,  I  am  making  no  boastful  promises  as  to 
how  well  I  may  succeed  in  the  discharge  of  these  duties,  but  like  the  boy 
who  tried  to  enter  a  "sweenied"  sway  backed  mate  in  the  Brooklyn 
"handicap,"  I  am  willing  to  do  the  best  I  can. 

One  evening  recently,  after  rather  a  strenuous  day,  while  sitting, 
gazing  pensively  at  the  slowly  dying  embers  of  a  flickering  fire,  I  fell 
asleep  and  dreamed  of  an  Ideal  medical  society. 

I  saw  a  spacious  building  that  was  peculiarly  adapted  for  the  meeting 
of  this  society.  It  was  divided  into  various  apartments,  some  for  com- 
mittee rooms,  some  for  smoking  rooms,  some  for  purposes  of  amusement 
as  billiards  and  other  games,  a  room  where  refreshments  could  be  served, 
a  large  library  containing  all  the  medical  publications  of  ancient  and  modern 
authors,  a  reading  room  on  the  desks  of  which  were  the  choicest  of  the 
msdical  journals,  a  large  auditorium  which  would  comfortably  seat  severa 
hundred  persons.  I  learned  on  inquiry  that  this  elegant  building  bad 
been  erected  by  the  generous  donations  of  grateful  patients  who  had 
thought  that  their  medical  attendants  had  not  charged  them  fees  commen- 
surate with  the  great  value  of  their  services,  hence  tbey  contributed  vol* 
nntarily  to  a  fnnd  for  building  this  magnificent  edifice  to  show  their 
high  appreciation. 

This  information  caused  such  an  exaggerated  cerebration  that  it  pro- 
duced a  temporary  engorgement  In  my  internal  capsule  adjacent  to  my 
left  optic  tbalamns  and  I  barely  escaped  a  severe  attack  of  cerebral  apo- 
plexy. However,  I  quickly  recovered  from  this  temporary  discomforture 
and  I  noticed  this  large  auditorium  packed  to  overflowing,  with  earnest, 
enthusiastic  physicians,  intent  on  getting  all  the  good  they  could  cat  of  the 
meeting.     I  noticed  too  a  very  remarkable  circumstance;  the  president 
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called  the  meeting  to  order  at  exactly  the  time  fixed  by  the  By  Laws  as  the 
meeting  hot>i'<  Aod  all  the  members  were  in  their  places  ready  to  respond 
to  roll  call.  The  order  of  business  was  carried  out  without  a  "hitch." 
There  seemed  to  prevail  a  spirit  of  harmony  and  fellowship,  the  muck 
raker  and  mocker  were  no  where  in  evidence,  no  indications  of  petty  jeal- 
ousies, no  biting  sarcasm,  no  heated  discussion,  no  ofiensive  personalities. 
The  president  enforced  only  such  parliamentary  rules  as  would  best  ex- 
pedite the  business  of  the  meeting,  so  that  nearly  all  the  time  was  devoted 
to  the  reading  and  discussion  of  a  live  medical  paper  which  was  presented 
by  one  of  the  members  who  had  been  assigned  this  duty.  The  discnssion 
which  followed  was  an  honest  charitable  review  of  the  facts  presented  ta 
the  paper,  almost  devoid  of  fulsome  praise  on  one  hand  or  carptns  criti- 
cism on  the  other. 

One  "head"  in  the  order  of  business  was  the  payment  of  dues.  The 
treasurer  was  seated  at  his  desk  which  was  provided  with  a  wire  cage  and 
receiving  window.  The  members  formed  is  line  and  seemed  to  contend 
for  position  at  the  head  of  the  column.  Bach  one  as  be  passed  the  win- 
dow handed  the  treasurer  his  dues  and  was  given  a  receipt  in  return. 
One  portly  M.  D.  who  looked  as  though  he  had  prospered  to  a  greater 
degree  than  the  average  disciple  of  Aesculapius  handed  the  treasurer  quite 
a  large  bill.  The  treasurer  was  about  to  band  him  his  change  when  to 
my  great  surprise  this  member  waved  his  hand  and  passed  ou  as  he  said 
"Keep  the  change." 

When  I  awoke  my  wife  was  dashing  cold  water  in  my  face,  chafing 
my  hands  and  doing  all  in  her  power  to  revive  me.  I  had  fallen  to  the 
fl^or  in  an  almost  fatal  syncope.  The  willingness  with  which  these  doc- 
tors paid  their  dues  and  the  interest  they  manifested  in  the  society  had 
produced  such  a  mental  shock  that  nearly  all  my  vital  functions  were  for 
the  time  completely  inhibited. 

But  in  all  seriousness  I  think  we  can  accomplish  a  great  many  things 
with  our  present  efficient  organization  and  loyal  membership  in  the  way 
of  keeping  the  fires  burning  on  our  medical  altars  by  these  semimonthly 
meetings  and  by  united  organized  effort  we  can  come  into  the  heritage 
that  of  right  belongs  to  us  as  a  great  school  of  medical  practice.  This 
society  as  an  organization  representing  our  profession  in  this  great  me- 
tropolis of  Ibe  southwest,  is  naturally  expected  to  foster  the  interests  of 
Homeopathy  and  defend  its  rights  in  this  vast  empire  of  industrial  activity. 
It  should  be  our  highest  endeavor  to  give  our  profession  a  standing  before 
the  public  which  its  merits  so  eminently  deserve.  To  this  end  I  would 
recommend  that  all  take  steps  towards  securing  one  of  the  annual  sessions 
of  the  American  Institute  for  St.  Louis.  Surely,  if  a  little  country  town 
of  perhaps  20,000  inhabitants  can  entertain  this  great  national  body,  a  city 
of  nearly  a  million  population  ought  to  be  able  to  do  so,  and  certainly  it 
would  pay  us  to  have  such  a  meeting  here.  The  advertising  it  would  give 
to  Homeopathy,  the   brilliant  gathering  of   its  greatest   celebrities   Knd 
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strongest  advocates  would  commaDd  tbe  respect  of  even  our  friends  of  the 
dominant  school. 

I  would  surest  that  a  committee  be  appointed  to  formulate  plans 
and  start  a  fund  looking  towards  securing  tbis  meeting.  I  have  consulted 
some  of  our  members  who  are  also  members  of  tbe  American  Institute  and 
they  think  it  is  entirely  feasible  to  do  this  if  we  put  f(»th  proper  efforts 
along  the  right  lines.  We  should  also  remember  that  the  State  society 
meets  here  next  spring.  We  ate  tbe  logical  host  of  this  society  when  they 
meet  in  onr  city.  It  will  take  some  work  and  some  money  to  properly 
entertain  them. 

■  The  Alumni  Association  of  our  college  will  celebrate  the  50tb  anni- 
versary of  their  Atma  Mater  at  the  satne  time.  We  can  as  a  society  con- 
tribate  greatly  to  the  snccess  of  both  these  meetings  if  we  are  so  disposed. 

We  should  aid  in  every  way  possible  tbe  Missouri  Homeopathic 
Equal  Rights  Society  in  tbe  fight  it  is  making  for  representation  in  the 
eleemosynary  institutions  of  the  State  and  an  equal  share  of  tbe  patronage 
and  financial  support  which  the  State  is  granting  to  medical  education,  to 
hospitals,  asylums,  etc. 

We  should  also,  as  a  society,  stand  behind  the  Christian  hospital 
movement  and  give  all  the  patronage  and  encouragement  that  we  can  to 
this  institution.  It  is  in  onr  power  to  retain  control  of  this  hospital  if  we 
give  it  our  support. 

Let  us  not  be  unmindful  of  the  long  history  and  past  achievements 
of  onr  honored  society  to  which  we  all  make  grateful  acknowledgements, 
but  let  us  bravely  face  the  future  with  all  its  complex  problems  and  make 
the  coming  history  of  tbis  organization  still  more  glorious.

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CONFEUIfCe  OF  CODNCILS  ON  NBDICAL  BDUCATION. 


A  meeting  of  representatives  of  the  Councils  on  Medical  Education  of 
the  American  Institute  of  Homeopathy,  the  National  Eclectic  Medical 
Association  and  the  American  Medical  Association  was  held  in  the  Andt- 
torium,  Hotel  Chicago,  on  October  25th. 

There  were  present  Dr.  A.  D.  Bevan,  chairman,  and  Dr.  N.  P.  Col- 
well,  secretary  of  the  Council  of  the  A.  M.  A.,  both  of  Chicago.  Dr.  B. 
B.  Sbewman,  Waymansville,  Ind.,  vice-cbairmao  and  Dr.  W.  N.  Mundy, 
Forest,  Ohio,  secretary  of  the  Council  of  the  N.  E.  M.  A.;  Dr.  George 
Royal,  Des  Moines,  Iowa,  and  Dr.  W.  A.  Dewey,  Ann  Arbor,  Mich., 
secretary  of  the  Council  of  the  A.  I.  H.  Among  visitors  were  Dr.  Wm. 
P.  Best  of  Indianapolis,  secretary  of  the  National  Eclectic  Medical  Asso> 
ciation;  Drs.  Robinson,  Shears,  Haseltine  and  Pollock  of  Chicago. 

Upon  motion  of  Dr.  Bevan,  Dr.  George  Royal  was  appointed  chair- 
man ol  the  meeting  and  Dr.  N.  P.  Colwell,  secretary. 

Pour  hours  or  more  were  spent  in  discussing  the  problems  of  raising 
the  standard  and  unifying  the  requirements  of  medical  education  and 
providing  for  a  schedule  for  inspection  of' colleges.  Perfect  hatmony  and 
good  feeling  prevailed. 

After  some  preliminary  remarks  by  Chairman  Royal  and   Dr.   Bevaa 
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apoD  the  desirabrlity  ol  united  action  on  the  work  in  hand.  Dr.  Bevao 
made  a  motion  that  efforts  be  made  tbrouehout  the  States  to  secure  a  com  • 
mittee  in  each  to  co-operate  with  us  and  the  medical  examining  boards  to 
unify  the  standards  of  entrance  examinations  and  cniricala  so  as  to  secure 
proper  medical  education  and  higher  medical  standards.  This  was  car- 
ried unanimously. 

A  letter  was  read  from  President  Baxter,  of  the  Ohio  State  Board 
Medical  Examiners,  the  substance  of  which  was  as  follows:  That  the 
State  Board  of  Examiners,  being  responsible  for  medical  education  in  its 
own  State,  would  not  take  any  action  except  on  first  hand  information. 
As  the  colleges  would  be  annoyed  by  repeated  inspections  by  different 
bodies,  the  board  invited  representatives  from  each  of  the  three  national 
councils  to  join  it  in  making  the  inspection.  The  reasons  given  for  this 
action  was  not  only  the  foregoing,  namely,  to  avoid  frequent  examina- 
tions, but  that  the  board  of  medical  examiners  and  the  representatives  of 
the  different  councils  would  be  able  to  secure  their  information  at  the  same 
time  and  under  the  same  conditions.  This  action  of  the  Ohio  Board  me^ 
with  instant  favor  on  account  of  its  impartiality  and  fairness,  and  Dr' 
Dewey  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Bevao,  that  the  examining  boards  of  all 
the  other  States  be  asked  to  adopt  the  same  methods.  Unanimously  carried. 

In  regard  to  standards  of  minimum  requirements  for  college  inspec- 
ticn,  after  careful  discussion,  Dr.  Bevan  moved,  seconded  by  Dr.  Shew- 
man,  that  the  .secretaries  of  the  three  Councils  «n  Mfdical  Edncattoo  be 
authorized  to  prepare  a  schedule  to  be  submitted  to  Ihe  different  councils 
and  boards  of  medical  examiners.     Unanimously  carried. 

Dr.  Best,  secretary  of  the  National  Electric  Medical  Association,  in  a 
few  well  chr'sen  remarks  suggested  that  inasmuch  as  the  old  school  bad 
without  question  done  much  for  advancement  of  original  research  in 
pathology,  bacteriology  and  allied  sciences,  the  homeopathic  school  had 
also  doae  much  in  the  study  and  development  of  drug  pathogenesy,  and 
the  eclectic  school  iu  therapeutic  research,  that  the  work  of  all  three 
schools  should  be  considered  in  the  promotion  of  general  medical  interests. 

The  meeting  was  then  adjourned,  and  the  feeling  prevailed  (hat  it 
was  a  most  successful  and  importaot  gathering  for  the  elevation  of  medi- 
cal education  in  this  country.

Fifteen  months  ago  Mrs.  X,  came  to  me  for  treatmeDt,  giving  tbe  fol- 
lowiag  history:  Six  years  previons  she  had  a  miscarriage,  since  which  she 
had  been  tcoiibled  with  a  profuse  luecorrhea  of  a  very  fonl  odor.  At  her 
menstrual  period  she  suffered  greatly  and  flowed  excessively.  Odexami> 
nation  tbe  cervix  was  found  to  be  nearly  four  times  its  normal  size  and  so 
badly  eroded  as  to  have  every  appearance  of  a  cancer  and  had  been  mis- 
taken for  such  by  one  physician.  The  uterus  was  soft  and  boggy  and 
very  much  enlarged.  She  had  been  to  the  hospital  on  two  occasions  and 
each  time  bad  been  curetted,  but  this  seemed  only  to  aggravate  the 
general' condition.  For  over  a  year  I  treated  her  witb  every  means  at 
hand,  but  to  no  purpose.  I  was  making  preparations  for  an  operation, 
which  would  have  meant  the  removal  of  the  uterus,  when  my  attention 
was  drawn  to  Glyco-Thrmoline  and  I  determined  to  give  it  a  thorough 
trial  before  operative  measures  were  to  be  further  introduced.

TBE  VALUE  OF  CODEINE. 


The  Cleveland  Medical  Journal  quoting  from  the  Denver  Medical 
T/'tmw,  concerning  codeine,  states,  that,  according  to  Butler,  "it  is  less 
depressing  and  more  stimulating  than  morphine,  does  not  constipate, 
cause  headache  or  nausea,  and  rarely  leads  to  the  formation  of  a  habit. 
Codeine  seems  to  exert  a  special,  selective,  sedative  power  over  the 
pneutpogastric  nerve,  hence  its  value  in  irritative  laryngeal,  pharyngeal 
and  phthisical  coughs  with  scanty  secretion.  Like  morphine,  it  has 
proved  of  value  in  checking  the  progress  of  saccharine  diabetes,  and  it 
has  been  used  for  long  periods,  without  tbe  formation  of  the  drug  babit 
inasmuch  as  when  glycosuria  was  brought  to  a  termination  by  dietary  and 
other  measures,  the  cessation  of  the  use  of  codeine  was  not  followed  by 
any  special  distress.  The  iffects  of  codeine  on  the  alimentary  canal  are 
remarkable,  in  that  it  assuages  pain  as  well  or  better  (ban  morphine  and 
nevertheless  does  not  check  the  secretions  or  peristalsis  notably,  unless 
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the  latter  19  ezcessivei  as  in  dysentery."  In  view  of  these  facta  itwonld 
seem  that  Antikamttia  &  Codeine  Tablets  aie  a  remedy  which  should 
find  a  wide  field.  Prof.  Scbwarze  (Therapeatische  Monatshefte)  in  writ- 
ing upon  the  treatment  of  the  different  forms  of  dysmemmrboea,  and  the 
different  forms  of  congenital  deformity  of  the  ntems,  states  that  the  coal- 
tar  analgesics  are  of  mnch  use,  as  well  as  the  preparations  of  iron  and 
sodium  salicylate.

I  wish  to  prelude  this  report  by  quoting  Mr.  Gladstone  who  once 
wrote  at  the  bottom  of  a  letter:  "Pardon  this  long  letter,  I  did  not  have 
time  to  write  a  short  one. '  * 

The  short  notice  given  me  \>y  the  Secretary  accounts  in  part  for  the 
length  of  the  report. 

That  technique  and  skill  and  judgment  are  exceedingly  important 
factors  in  the  results  of  surgical  operations  nay  be  deduced  from  a  com- 
parison of  the  75%  mortality  in  abdom.  hysterectomie  by  W.  A.  Preund 
who  first  invented  and  practiced  the  operation  late  in  the  70's  with  the 
4%  mortality  of  Howard  Keliey  in  1898. 

Kelley's  record  was  made  during  a  period  when  drainage  was  a 
"fashion"  and  some  of  his  fatalities  followed  infection  due  to  drainage. 
With  better  mental  technique  (judgement)  in  the  employment  or  non  em- 
ployment of  drainage  and  the  invention  of  a  drain  that  will  drain  even 
this  4%  mortality  will  be  reduced.  It  probably  has  been  already.  In  ' 
188S  I  saw  my  Prof,  of  Surgery  make  Preunds  operation.  It  required  2 
hours,  and  30  minutes  time.    The  patient  died. 

Case  1,  Nov..  2f,  1906.  Multipara  aet.  41 — targe,  well -nourished  and 
healthy,  save  for  rheumatism  of  many  years  standing.  No  heart  lesions. 
Has  a  large  multiple  fibroid  which  has  occasionally  caused  moderate 
hemorrhage.  She  sought  relief  from  it  because  of  the  discomfort  from  its 
weight  and  the  deformity  of  her  body.  Through  a  median  abdominal  in- 
cision a  collection  of  fibroids  were  seen ;  4  proved  to  be  submncus,  7  were 
tntra-mural  and  6  subperitoneael.     These  vary  in  sizefrom  amarble  to  a

lain;*  orange.  In  addition  there  was  another  pediculated  snbserons  tninor 
the  size  of  a  child's  head.  There  were  a  number  of  omental  adhesions 
easy  to  deal  with.  The  vermiform  appendix. was  also  adheredto  atamor 
and  was  removed.  The  lefttabe  anddvary  werecystic  andwe/s  also  re- 
moved- The  right  ovary  was  cystic  and  was  resected,  that  a  part  might 
be  left  to  avoid  climacteric  symptoms.  The  outfit  weighs  11  lbs.  The 
supravaginal  hysterectomy  was  made.  2/2O  gut  was  used  for  ligatures  to 
both  ovarian  and  uteriae  arteries,  tbe  cervical  canal  cauterized  with  car- 
bolic acid  and  the  stump  closed  with  2/20  gut.  Through  and  through 
silkworm  and  tax  closed  the  belly. 

Ether  was  given  by  an  unskilled  anaesthetist  and  caused  some  annoy- 
ing delays.  The  total  elapsed  time  was  33  minutes.  Patient  was  out  of 
bed  on  the  5th  ^ay  and  walked  home  on  tbe  16th  day. 

She  has  ao  climacteric  manifestations  save  amenorrhoea.  It  was  ob- 
served that  the  fat  in  this  abdominal  wall  was  very  firm,  very  dense,  and 
very  granular  and  that  nooil oozed  from  its  cut  surface,  as  is  usual. 

Case  Z,  March  2,  1907.  A  nullipara  aet  42  weighing  212  lbs.,  was 
operated  for  a  huge  ventral  hernia  and  chronic  obstruction  of  intestine. 
To  make  room  for  tbe  reduction  of  the  hernia,  a  submucous  fibroid  and 
the  intestine  containing  it  were  removed  by  supravaginal  amputation. 
In  order  to  accomplish  this  the  abdominal  incision  was  carried  around  to 
the  left  of  the  flattened  ont  bladder.  In  this  instance  the  pelvic  peri- 
toneum anteriorly  and  posteriorly  was  not  sutured  together  as  is  usual, 
nor  was  the  cervix  cauterized  as  is  desirable.  The  womau  died  suddenly 
on  the  13th  day  of  a  cerebral  left  hemiplegia.  She  had  sustained  a  simi- 
lar attack  5  years  before,  but  had  completely  recovered.  The  prevailing 
fashion  is  to  include  all  deaths  occurring  while  tbe  patient  is  in  hospital, 
in  tbe  mortality  list  of  the  operation.  Had  this  patient  waited  a  month 
longer  she  had  escaped  the  opprobrium  of  dying  of  something  which 
did  not  kill  her. 

Case  3,  operated  March  10,  1907.  Multipara  aet  40.  This  woman  was 
suffering  with  a  severe  cystitis  and  a  "Typical  Benign  Adenoma"  of  the 
cervix.  This  was  a  clinical  diagnosis.  The  microscope  confirmed  it  in  r 
section  removed  for  the  purpose.  Much  shooting  pain  in  the  cervix 
and  bearing  down  sensations  had  existed  for  a  year.  The  last  two  men- 
struationit  were  too  long  and  too  profuse. 

Having  small  faith  in  the  benignity  of  adenomata  of  the  cervix  a 
hysterectomy  was  performed.  The  vaginal  method,  altogether  one  of  the 
most  unsatisfactory  of  surgical  operations,  was  adopted.  The  bladder 
was  drained  through  tbe  urethra. 

Time,  35  minutes,  15  of  which  was  spent  in  searching  for  and  secur- 
ing one  small  vessel  on  which  a  Prior  forceps  was  finally  left  for  Z  days. 

Then  followed  prompt,  permanent  cure  of  cystitis  from  tbe  drainage 
and  rapid  restoration  of  general  health.  Microscopic  sections  from  tbe 
fundus  ol  this  uterus  showed  carcinoma.  Since  carcinoma  of  the  body  of 
the  uterus  is  so  much  more  curable  by  operation  tban   that  of   tbe  cervix 
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and  since  operatioD  was  done  vety  early,  the  prospect  of  permanent  cure 
in  this  case  is  good. 

Case  4.  April  11,  1907.  Woman  aet  40.  Has  had  H  children  and 
11  abortions.  Pain  in  right  lumbar  and  iliac  regions  lor  14  years.  15 
years  ago  pueperal  fever,  since  then  is  bedfast  on  account  of  pain .  Right 
leg  drags  when  attempring  to  walk,  bearing  down  and  backache.  Menses 
regular,  painless  of  a3  day  duration.  Retroflexion  of  uterus^  Her  lacerated 
and  badly  scarred  cervix  showed  a  cylindrical  plug  of  adenoma  (clinical 
diagnosis.) 

Small  mass  in  right  pelvis  diagnosed  as  adhesions  of  tube  and  ovary. 
Appendectomy  andpan-hysterctomy  were  performed.  A  ganze  vaginal  drain 
being  used.  Time  40  minutes.  Frozen  section  made  in  operating  room 
showed  adeno -carcinoma.  Two  weeks  later  this  woman  was  clamoring 
for  permission  to  walk.  She  remains  well  and  active  to  date.  The:e 
was  undoubtedly  a  large  psychic  element  is  this  woman's  being  bed- 
ridden. 

CaseS,  operated  Jum  10,  1907.  Multipara,  aet  50,  fat,  flabby,  hysteri- 
cal. .  Menstruation  always  painful  and  during  last  two  years  profuse  and 
long  lasting.  Occasional  discharge  of  blood  between  periods.  Com- 
plains of  weakness,  frequent  urination,  loss  of  memory  and  loss  of  vision. 
An  optician  reports  her  eyes  as  normal. 

Pelvic  Examination : — Fibroid  about  the  size  of  a  cocoanut,  slightly 
tender  in  places,  freely  movable.  Cervix  all  right.  Rectal  examination 
confirms.  Urianalrsis,  negative.  Supravaginal  hysterectomy  and  removal 
of  left  tubs  and  ovary.  The  cervix  was  not  cauterized  and  the  2/20  gut 
sutures  which  closed  the  stump  were  made  to  include  the  anterior  and 
posterior  flaps  of  peritoneum.  The  closure  of  these  flaps  was  completed 
with  1/20  gut.     The  tumor  weighed  about  ZH  lbs. 

This  patient  had  a  slight  elevation  of  temperature  and  a  significantly 
rapid  pnlse  until  the  6th  day  and  a  restlessness  and  sleeplessness  that  were 
also  suggestive.  On  the  6th  day  a  dressing  forceps  passed  through  the 
cervix  from  below,  liberated  about.  2  oz.  of  pus.  She  died  of  peritonits 
that  same  day.  The  infection  cane  from  the  cervix.  Neglect  to  cauterize 
th:  can  \\  in  abdominal  hysterectomy  is  not  pennissable. 

Permit  me  to  go  backward  in  the  chronological  order  of  this  report 
and  recite  as  case  No  6  one  operated  Sept.  4,  1905.  Nullipara  aet  41. 
Diagnosis  of  Fibroid  made  two  years  ago.  During  this  time  her  physi- 
ciaa  has  given  her  a  long  course  of  internal  treatment  of  Hydrastinlne. 
The  tumor  continuing  to  grow  under  this  treatment,  she  desired  it  to  be 
removed.  Examination  showed  a  curious  condition  of  affairs.  Two  sub- 
serous spherical  tumors  were  present,  one  springing  from  the  anterior,  the 
other  from  the  posterior  uterine  wall.  Together  and  with  the  uterus  be- 
tween them  they  resembled  a  short,  thick  dumbell.  The  posterior  one 
was  imprisoned  in  the  true  pelvis,  but  could  be  rather  freely  rotated  in  all 
directions.  The  anterior  tumor  was  of,  the  same  size  and  shape  as  its  fel- 
lov  and  entirely  above  the  ilio  pectineal   line   and   freely   movable  in  all

directions  as  far  as  the  "universal  joint"  arrangement  in  tfae  tnie  pelvis 
would  permit.  SnpravBKiaal  hysterectomy  was  made  and  both  tubes  and 
ovaries  which  were  thinned  and  flattened  against  the  pelvic  walls,  were 
also  removed. 

Thecervixwas  not  cauterized.  The  stump  was  closed  with  flax- 
celloidin.'  The  ovarian  and  uterine  arteries  Ugated  with  the  same  ma- 
terial. The  pelvic  peritoneum  closed  with  number  0  gut.  Recovery  was 
uninterrupted  save  that  this  patient  ran  a  temperature  of  l-l^" for  five 
weeks.  This,  according  to  the  opinions  of  Bernays,  Ochaner  and  Wm.~ 
Hayo  was  due  to  an  aseptic  necrosis  in  the  cervical  stump  from  too  tight 
sutures.  Through  and  through  sutures  ol  flax  and  tax  were  used  to  close 
the  wound.  Time  65  minutes,  weight  of  Specimen  abput  4  lbs.  The  re- 
sults are  entirely  satisfactory. 

Case  7.  Was  case  No.  6's  sister,  aet  36  unmarried.  She  appeared 
Jane  1906  and  requested  examination  of  pelvis.  The  simple  history  was 
practically  the  same  as  in  the  preceding  case,  the  tamor  was  a  single  glo- 
fonlar  intramural  fibroid.  She  desired  operation  in  the  same  month  and 
on  the  same  day,  same  hospital,  same  room,  same  nurse  as  her  sister  all 
of  which  was  done,  altboogb  the  operating  technique  was  modified,  cat- 
gut being  used  for  the  pelvic  ligalares  and  sutures.  The  abdomen  was 
closed  as  in  the  pieceeding  case.  The  result  was  precisely  the  same 
save  the  temperature.  '  t 

Case  No.  8  was  a  third  sister  aet  31  unmarried.  She  applied  a  few 
weeks  later  with  a  fibroid  and  elected  to  wait  until  the  following  year  that 
she  might  also  be  operated,  same  date,  same  hospital,  same  room,  same 
nurse,  etc.  She  did  and  it  is  pleasant  to  record  anatber  successful  hyster- 
myomectomy  in  this  patient  in  September  1907.  In  this  case  catgut  was 
employed  for  all  purposes,  including  closure  of  the  belly  wall.  Tfae 
operating  time  in  the  first  case  was  65  minutes,  in  the  last  26.  At  first 
thought  the  mental  processes  of  these  two  women  might  be  classed  under 
superstition,  but  a  more  careful  analysis  may  easily  show  them  to  have 
been  logical.  Tame  and  faulty  logic,  based  upon  erroneous  premises, 
but  logic  for  all  that. 

I  have  all  of  the  specimens  above  referred  to,  except  that  of  case  No. 
7  and  would  have  been  pleased  to  exhibit  them,  but  transportation  was 
not  very  feasable.

There  are  some  cliDical  conditions  peculiarly  adapted  to  repertorial 
assembling  of  symptoms;  tbe  dermatoses,  for  example.  We  are  quite 
aware  that  in  any  disease  any  remedy  may  be  indicated,  but  it  is  equally 
true  that  there  are  many  nosologic  types  common  and  quickly  recognized, 
whose  remedies  usually  lie  within  a  small  and  well-defined  circle. 

We  should  commend  as  a  most  useful  practice,  the  formation  of  vari  - 
ous  such  clinical  repertories  (symptomatic,  however,  in  their  evolution) 
to  students  old  and  young.  A  common  profit  will  arise,  and  exact 
science  will  be  advanced. 

The  writer  for  his  own  convenience,  airaoged  the  following  re- 
pertory of  that  common  skin  trouble,  "acne."  'Tis  a  small  thing  but 
useful.  If  it  call  the  attention  of  others  to  the  personal  and  general 
benefit  derivable  from  such  collocations,  it  will  have  more  tban  served 
its  specific  purpose.

Juglandin  is  a  resiu  derived  from  the  bark  of  the  root  of  juglans  cin- 
erea,  the  common  butternut.  As  supplied  by  Merck,  it  is  in  the  form  of 
a  brownish  powder,  of  a  saline  and  slightly  bitter  taste.  It  is  freely  sol- 
uble iu  alcohol,  little  soluble  in  water,  not  at  all  in  ether.  Juglandin 
closely  resembles  iridin  in  its  action  on  the  enzymes  and  protoplasm  of  the 
cells  of  the  digestive  ferment  producing  glands;  it  resembles  rhein  when 
it  is  given  in  laxative  doses.  Juglandin  is  composed  of  one,  or  more, 
proteid  substance  whose  affinity  is  for  the  toxins  produced  by  a  temporary 
catalysis  of  the  digestive  glands;  in  most  cases  of  disturbed  ferment  ac- 
tion of  the  cells  of  these  glands,  other  entities  of  proteid  origin  are  neces- 
sary to  neutralize  their  cognates  in  the  toxin  content  in  the  walls  of  the 
stomach  and  bowels;  such  as  emetine,  hydrastine,  iridin,  colocynthin, 
chionantbin,  or  podophyllin,  as  may  be  indicated  by  abnormal  symptoms. 

Juglandin  manifests  the  virtues  of  the  astringent  aromatic  bitters;  its 
mild  action  in  doses  sufficient  to  produce  laxation  or  purgation  is  in  pro- 
p3rtiou  to  its  less  aggressive  chemical  affinity,  for  the  elements  of  the  tis- 
sues of  the  bowels,  necessary  to  make  of  it  a  complete  excretory  product. 
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The  proper  way  to  get  the  best  therapeutic  action  of  juglandin,  on  the  cells 
of  the  ferment  prodncing  glands  of  the  stomach  and  intestines  is  to  clear 
the  Inmen  of  the  bowel  of  its  fermenting  contents  by  the  proper  concentra- 
tion of  some  saline  laxative ;  rid  the  walls  of  the  stomach  and  intestines  of 
the  proteid  toxins  lodged  there  by  giving  the  indicated  cognate  active  prin- 
ciples of  vegetable  origin;  in  the  meantinie  prevent  further  fermentation 
of  the  bowel  contents  by  the  requisite  amount  and  concentration  of  the 
sulphocarbotates,  acetazone  or  alphazone,  or  other  suitable  antifermcnt, 
thus  preventing  further  gaseous  distention  of  the  bowels  and  allowing  the 
walls  of  the  bowels  to  resume  their  normal  thickness,  and  promoting  a 
better  exchange  of  the  blood  and  fluids  to  the  numerous  glands.  When 
this  is  done  juglaudin  can  be  economically  employed  to  neutralize  cognate 
proteid  poisons  in  the  environs  of  the  glands;  the  concentration  and 
quality  of  the  digestive  fluids  will,  now,  be  able  to  give  the  juglandin  the 
reversion  and  finishing  touches  to  make  it  an  acceptable  agent  in  chem- 
ically uaiting  with  the  incomplete  excretory  products  resident  in  the 
glands.  The  action  of  any  proteid  medicine  introduced  into  a  aon-func- 
tionating  alimentary  canal,  if  absorbed  into  the  general  circulattoo,  must 
be,  to  a  certain  extent,  vicariously  acted  on  by  the  blood  and  other  tissues 
in  the  effort  to  harmonize  the  chemical  construction  of  the  foreign  proteid 
(medicine)  with  that  ol  the  host's  tissues;  this  vicarious  action  is  identical 
witbthe  procctss  of  immunization  against  and  cure  of  bacterial  infections 
by  the  injection  into  the  tissues,  of  the  curative  sera  and  vaccines.  The 
latter  have  the  plant  alkaloidal  content  from  the  macerated  protoplasm 
of  the  bacteria  used  in  the  preparation  of  the  serum  or  vaccine. 

The  bacteria  are  microscopic  plants  which  must  have  a  suitable  soil 
on  which  to  grow,  to  manifest  in  the  human  organism,  the  chemical  and 
physical  disturbances  termed  disease;  tfae^e  organisms  in  the  ordinary 
course  of  nature  must  have  a  natural  habitat,  outside  the  living  animal 
organism;  and  their  invasion  of  an  already  sick  animal  organism  is  but  an 
incident  in  their  perpetual  existence.  The  toxins  they  produce  in  the 
living  animal  organism  are,  also,  but  an  incident  in  the  cycle  of  existence 
of  the  invaded  animal.  The  alkaloids  of  bacterial  production  have  their 
synergists  and  antagonists  in  the  alkaloids  of  the  higher  plant  life,  hence 
a  study  of  the  action  of  either  on  the  human  subject,  adds  to  our  scientific 
knswiedge  of  both.  Clinicians- point  out  that  juglandin  exercises  a  salu- 
tary effect  on  the  liver  and  small  intestines,  stimulating  the  flow  of  the 
bile,  and  the  activity  of  the  intestinal  glands.  Duodenal  catarrh  with  re- 
sulting inefficiency  of  the  liver  is  a  specific  indication;  in  small  doses  in 
bilious  diarrhoea  and  dysentery,  caused  by  the  chemical  irritation  of  in- 
complete nerve  waste,  juglandin  is  affinitive  for  the  waste  and  saturates  it. 
It  is  useful  in  irritable,  bypersemic  conditions  of  the  bowels  from  the  same 
cause.  When  chronicity  of  the  condition  has  produced  chronic  constipa- 
tion, juglandin  or  a  synergist  must  be  used  to  relieve. 

Skin  disease,  whose  existence  is  dependent  on  the  presence  in  the 
blood  of  an  affinitive  cognate,  is  promptly  relieved  by  juglandin^^,(jOOQlc 
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The  financial  stringency  is  one  of  the  things  of  which  the  doctor 
thought  not  until  it  came  and  even  when  upon  us  be  did  not  feet  its  full 
force  until  it  began  to  afiect  the  wage  earner,  the  laborer,  and  the  salaried 
worlcer,  for  the  doctor  as  a  rule  has  not  a  large  bank  account  and  the 
ukase  of  the  money  vender  to  give  but  a  few  dollars  on  his  check  mattered 
little  to  him  for  the  bank  account  was  smsll  at  best  and  a  few,  very  few 
dollars  would  cover  it  all.     "Let  them  hold  on, ".said  he. 

But  it  is  of  this  condition  that  we  ponder,  hard  times  have  often  come 
and  gone  and  this  period  is  no  exception  to  the  rule;  the  panic  will  not 
last  forever  and  following  it  will  come  the  natural  healthy  iudustriat  and 
business  reaction  and  together  with  the  return  of  better  days;  then  is  the 
time  to  do  something;  for  though  the  income  be  ever  so  small  it  is  a  good 
plan  to  make  the  expenses  just  a  little  bit  less,  and  carry  some  money  to 
the  bank  (lor  we  have  faith  in  these),  and  it  is  a  good  deal  better  to  have 
some  of  the  filthy  lucre,  well  stored,  even  though  you  can  not  draw  alt 
that  be  in  the  till,  than  to  have  nothing  to  think  of  drawing. 

Doctors  as  a  rule  are  not  good  financial  men  and  while  the  most  of 
them  get  a  fairly  good  start  at  some  period  of  their  career  they  get  the 
desire  for  wealth  and  fall  easy  victims  to  the  various  "get  rich  quick" 
schemes,  and  bite  readily  at  almost  any  kind  of  bait.  The  mining  pro- 
moter (we  have  seen  a  few  of  these),  the  pool  promoter,  the  bookmaker, 
the  stock  booster  and  a  horde  of  fakirs,  find  the  doctor,  to  use  the  ex- 
pression of  one  of  their  number  "good  and  easy,"  and  as  a  rule  "fat 
picking,"  for  said  this  self  same  chap,  in  a  burst  of  confidence,  "we  do 
not  get  very  much  from  any  one  of  these  as  a  rule,  for  they  do  not  have 
it,  but  they  are  so  easy  to  land  and  you  get  so  many  of  them." 

If  the  doctor  would  but  keep  on  in  the  way  he  started,  retaining  some 
of  the  frugal  habits  that  were  forced  upon  him  in  college  days,  instead  of 
striving  to  outshine  everybody  in  the  town,  he  would  do  better;  too  much 
prosperity  has  ruined  a  whole  lot  of  medical  men. 
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Too  many  times  be  cuts  off  expenses  at  the  wtong  place;  poor  goods 
ia  bis  office,  poor  drugs,  poor  instrmnents,  and  poor  care  ol  bimself  ate 
economies  tbat  he  should  not  practice,  and  if  be  does  it  will  work  untold 
damage  to  btm  in  time  to  come. 

Fiuancial  stringencies,  i.  e.,  bard  times  are  a  blessing  in  disguise 
and  like  most  lessons  are  not  pleasant  to  the  student;  but  as  for  us,  who 
see  so  much  of  the  dark  side  of  life,  of  suffering  and  despair,  it  will  draw 
us  closer  to  our  work,  make  us  more  sympathetic  with  our  brother  who 
labors  in  obscure  places  and  who  often  must  cheer  and  comfort  with  gcod 
words  and  advice  while  he  soothes  with  medicine  and  must  often  devise 
ways  and  means  to  nourish  the  frame  while  be  treals  the  ailments  tbtreof. 

The  struggle  is  upon  us,  let  us  do  the  best  we  can  and  from  the 
present  experience  learn  if  possible  a  lesson  for  the  future.  A  good  doctor 
is  a  poor  speculator,  be  may  be  a  careful  investor,  but  he  does  not  make 
the  most  successful  banker  if  we  are  to  judge  by  the  experience  of  those 
who  have  tried  it;  and  while  as  a  speculator  be  may  occasionally  draw  a 
grand  prize  he  is  much  more  prone  to  draw  a  blank  from  the  lottery. 

Let  the  doctor  keep  to  his  own  business;  if  he  manages  well  Ihe  finan- 
cial end  of  this,  he  is  a  first  class  man  and  may  well  leave  the  deeper 
questions  of  finance  to  others.  All  the  surplus  money  tbat  a  doctor  can 
gain  from  his  daily  practice  be  bad  best  put  in  the  bank  for  it  is  much 
more  likely  to  be  safe  there  than  in  a  majority  of  investments  he  will 
make. 


A  good  many  prominent  members  of  the  A.  I.  H.,  if  we  are  to  judge 
by  what  we  read  are  not  "stuck"  on  the  idea  of  going  to  Oklatoma  City 
for  the  next  meeting  of  the  Institute.  In  other  words  they  do  not  feel  as 
if  they  should  pay  much  heed  to  the  cry,  "Come  over  and  help  us." 
Come  lo  think  ol  it  what  is  the  use  of  the  annual  meeting  anyhow?  Why 
not  have  a  few  of  the  leaders  meet  and  decide  on  a  given  course  and  the 
rest  of  the  rank  and  file  follow,  and — not  forget  to  pay  their  dues. 

But  bold  on;  the  paying  of  the  dues  is  a  small  part  of  the  thing,  end 
well  rewarded  by  the  annual  copy  of  the  transactions,  yet  there  is  another 
thing  to  be  borne  in  mind ;  the  homeopath  of  the  West  has  not  all  the  ad- 
vantages  of  his  Eastern  brother,  be  has  not  had  the  way  so  well  paved  for 
him  and  be  is  not  so  strong  numerically  or  proportionately  as  those  wfao 
practice  in  the  East,  give  him  a  show  he  needs  a  chance  to  see  something 
oi  the  big  "pow  wow,"  have  a  chance  to  "butt  into"  some  of  the  discus- 
sions and  see  what  is  going  on. 

If  you  can  go  all  the  way  to  California  (and  we  hope  you  all  wilt  go 
sometime  to  a  national  meeting)  you  surely  can  go  half  way  and  lend  the 
grace  of  your  presence  to  tfae  people  of  the  middle  West  and  South. 

The  doctors  of  these  states  should  be  brought  together  in  a  meeting 
of  the  Institute  and  interested  therein ,  they  should  have  the  encouragment 
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to  be  gained  by  a  national  meeting  among  them  and  be  entbused  by  the 
presence  of  those  whom  tb?y  admired,  yet  have  known  but  afar  off. 

So  therefore,  do  not  try  a  new  tack,  sidetrack  the  meetings  of  some 
of  the  allied  societies  and  talk  of  shifting  the  1908  meetine  to  some  other 
point.  If  these  meetings  cannot  be  popular  let  us  change  our  plans  and 
have  the  different  portions  of  the  country  represented  by  delegates  to  a 
corporate  body. 

The  St,  Lonis  Medical  Society  wants  to  take  the  Municipal  Hospitals 
out  of  politics — a  most  laudable  desire — and  to  accomplish  this  end  are 
about  to  fight  the  devil  with  his  own  fire — that  is,  they  propose  to  form 
ward  and  precinct  organizations  and  use  the  power  of  the  ballot  to  accom- 
plish this  change.  The  need  of  charter  revision  stands  in  the  way  but  it 
is  hoped  that  this  measure  can  be  accomplished. 

Any  scheme  that  will  give  to  the  students  of  the  various  colleges  in 
the  city  better  clinical  facilities  and  more  demonstrations  than  they  now 
receive  will  be  for  the  better;  demonstrations  that  should  be  seen  and 
coald'be  seen  by  senior  classes  are  now  done  in  the  presence  of  a  few 
physicians  and  their  demonstration  lost  to  all  save  this  few. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  if  such  a  change  is  accomplished  it  may  not 
result  in  a  monopoly  for  the  advantage  of  one  or  even  two  medical 'Schools; 
there  should  be  an  equable  division  among  all  the  colleges,  tbat  is  all 
should  have  representation  and  an  equal  chance. 

It  may  seem  a  little  bit  funny  for  a  medical  society  to  come  out  openly 
and  arrange  for  ''ward  heelers"  etc.,  but  this  is  the  way  to  accomplish 
results  and  the  men  in  charge  of  the  movement  well  knew  it,  yet  the 
Health  Department  is  not  quite  ready  to  be  put  to  sleep  and  resurrected 
in  a  new  form  tbat  it  knows  not  of;  for  this  reason  the  success  of  the 
movement  is  by  no  means  assured. 

The  pure  food  law  has  not  reformed  the  entire  food  problem,  has  not 
to  any  great  extent  reduced  the  trade  in  patent  medicines  and  while  we 
buy  the  same  old  stuff  under  a  somewhat  different  name  and  pay  more  for 
it,  still  the  new  rulings  do  some  good ;  not  the  least  of  these  is  seen  in  the 
label  on  some  of  the  drugs  we  buy,  sometimes  we  get  a  tincture  and  while 
before  time  we  were  assured  by  the  compounder  and  vender  of  the  same, 
that  the  tincture  media  was  of  pure  alcohol  when  we  know  from  the  nature 
of  the  plant  in  question  this  could  not  be,  wc  were  squelched  in  the  argu- 
ment and  forced  to  hold  our  peace;  to-day  it  is  a  great  deal  of  satisfaction 
to  see  this  same  drug  tincture  appropriately  labeled,  alcohol  60  per  cent. 

Why  all  this  mystery  in  the  preparation  of  drugs  anyhow?  Are  they 
so  precious  that  tbey  can  not  be  seen  by  the  common  mortal  or  is  it  feared 
he  would  become  too  wise  and  spoil  the  trade.  There  is  nothing  so  good 
as  a  good  druggist  unless  it  be  the  good  drugs  he  prepares,  but  what  of 
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the  baser  sort  who  dispenses  socalled  tinctures  of  drugs  that  never  saw  a 
-plant,  who  raise  or  lower  a  prescription  as  suits  their  fancy,  both  in  the 
quantity  and  brand  of  the  ingredients  desired,  who  refill  these  same  form- 
ula for  Tom,  Dick  and  Harry,  dispense  over  the  counter  at  every  oppor- 
tunity and  meantime  revile  all   those  who  dispense  their  own  medicines? 

What  is  the  doctor  going  to  do  about  it?  What  protection  has  he 
fi^iinst  such  unless  he  has  his  own  medicines  and  dispenses  them  and 
retains  the  prescription. 

This  the  Homeopath  usually  does  but  when  he  has  a  chance,  there  is 
-ao  reason  save  his  own  choice  why  he  should  not  write  his  prescription 
and  let  the  patient  have  it  filled  where  he  pleases,  provided  it  be  a  reliable 
apothecary  who  does  the  work. 


Dr.  Porter  in  a  recent  issue  of  the  North  American  lands  the 
indepsndent  Medical  Journal,  and  points  to  this  as  a  sufficient  reason 
against  the  establishing  of  a  monthly  publication  for  the  American  Insti- 
tute. While  it  is  trie  that  the  independent  jonrnal  is  one  that  cannot  be 
w^ll  dispensed  with,  one  that  has  a  proper  place,  and  one  that  has  an 
im  n  ;ns;  p^war,  still,  there  is  another  side  to  the  question.  Civilization 
mik^s  it  n>CE:9sary  thit  there  should  b?  social  and  political  organizations, 
and  if  the  system  of  Medicine  under  which  we  practice  as  the  right  one, 
th;  tra3  one,  there  should  be  a  systematic  method  of  keeping  the  members 
of  its  ais^ciatibn  in  touch  with  one-aoother.  It  is  not  sufGcient  that 
W2  should  meet  once  a  year,  and  that  such  meeting  should  represent  but  a 
«inil!  pjrtion  of  oiir  actual  number.  There  are  questions  arise  from  time 
to  time  thit  should  be  brought  before  the  members  of  the  Institute  as  a 
whole.  The  old  Law  of  ours  is  as  true  to-day  as  it  was  hundreds  of  years 
a3;o,  bit  there  are  improved  methods  of  its  applications.  In  all  organiza- 
tion i  th;re  are  some  few  individuals  who  make  extraordinary  progress,  who 
TFin  extraordinary  success  in  certain  directions,  and  there  should  be  some 
m>thoJ  by  which  reports  of  these  successes  can  reach  the  members  at  large. 
There  ari  other  questions  that  should  be  agitated  and  kept  continually 
"before  our  members  and  if  you  wish  an  example,  we  might  point  to  a  very 
great  disparity  betwsen  the  condition  of  our  Colleges  through  the  Coun- 
try. The  independent  journal  does  a  good  work,  a  vast  work,  and  there 
■is  no  criticism  to  it,  but  we  believe  and  always  have  believed  that  there 
should  be  some  official,  easy,  means  of  communication  between  the  mem- 
bers of  the  American  Institute,  some  medium  whereby  the  questions  of 
S^ucation,  and  State  Registration  should  be  kept  prominently  before  us. 
The  American  Institute  should  be  a  representative  body  and  it  is 
-obvious  that  not  all  the  members  thereof,  or  even  one-half  of  them  can 
Attend  the  sessions,  and  bow  much  good  out  of  a  possible  total  can  the 
average  member  obtain  by  paying  his  annual  dues  and  get  a  copy  of  the 
transactions,  some  months  after  the  subject  matter  has  been  read  and 
discussed.  'OqIc 
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The  HomeopathicMedical  Society  of  St.  Louis  held  its  second  meeting- 
since  the  adoption  of  the  much  amended  constitution  and  by-laws.  Brs. 
J.  Maurice  Thompson,  E.  T.  Grauer  and  W.  N.  Ballrenburg  were  favor- 
ably reported  by  the  committee  on  new  members  and  were  by  ballot 
elected  to  membership.  Dr.  Willis  Young  read  the  paper  of  the  evening 
a  clinical  report  of  eight  cases  of  hysterectomy  operated  in  the  past  year. 
The  discussion  was  participated  in  by  Drs.  Jones,  McCaughan,  Cofinian 
Galloway  and  others.  The  meeting  of  Nov.  23rd  was  devoted  to  the 
report  of  a  case  of  successful  operation  of  sacculated  aneurism  of  the 
external  iliac  artery,  by  Dr.  W.  E.  Jones  and  a  case  of  epithelioma  of  the 
female  urethra,  by  Dr.  J.  L.  Dryden. 


A  Few  "Rifle  Shot"  Prescriptions  is  the  title  of  an  interesting  reprint 
by  Dr.  F.  C,  Askenstedt  of  Louisville,  in  which  he  relates  the  cure  of  four 
cases,  two  of  headaches,  one  of  menorrhagia  and  one  of  dysmenorrboea, 
That  the  treatment  should  be  a  scientific  demonstration  of  Homeopathy. 
Dr.  Askenstedt  conformed  to  the  following  self-imposed  coBditioos: 

(1)  The  Case  should  be  a  chronic  one. 

(2)  In  order  to  eliminate  the  possibility  of  mental  suggestion,  it 
should  be  one  which  has  resisted  non -homeopathic  treatment. 

(3)  Nothing  but  the  homeopathic  remedy — the  single  remedy,  of 
course — should  be  prescribed;  uo  palliative  medicine,  no  change  in  diet 
or  surroundings. 

(4)  ■  Improvement  should  begin  a  short  time  after  the  administration 
of  the  medicine. 

5)     The   remedy   should   be   designated,   independently,  by  a  ma- 
jority of   homeopathic   physicians   informed    of  symptomatology  of   the 
case — or  better  still — who  themselves  have  examined  the  patient.

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DON'TS  IN   DEIHATOIOOY. 


The  tendency  to  regard  lightly  lesions  of  the  skin  as  'only  some  skin 
trouble,"  and  then  mechanically  to  prescribe  arsenic  and  zinc  ointment, 
is  a  common  error,  according  to  L.  Duncan  Bulkley,  M.  D.,  531  Madison 
avenue.  New  York.  His  exhaustive  lecture  ( The  IkerepeuHc  Gazette, 
October  15,  1907)  endorses  the  claims  of  leading  dermatologists  that  suc- 
cess in  this  department  demands  the  best  skill  in  applying  medical  art  and 
science— in  a  word,  that  the  medical  man  must  be  both  an  accomplished 
physician  and  an  able  surgeon  to  succeed  well. 

Dr.  Bulkley  sums  up  his  subject  in  twenty-five  "Dont's,"  which  the 
following,  somewhat  abridged,  appear  fully  to  cover: 

1.  Don't  be  too  hasty  in  positive  diagnosis,  certainly  not  from  in- 
specting any  single  portion  of.  an  eruption;  many  a  cutaneous  disorder 
will  present  very  different  appearances  in  different  localities. 

2.  Don't  forget  that  a  patient  may  have  several  entirely  distinct  and 
'different  diseases  of  the  skin  at  the  same  time,  one  masking  the  other. 

3.  Don't  neglect  to  keep  a  lull  history  of  every  case,  the  symptoms 
at  each  visit,  the  effect  of  remedies,  and  copies  of  prescriptions  given. 

4.  Don't  fail  to  use  a  magnifying  glass  in  studying  all  lesions,  bow- 
ever  good  the  vision ;  it  demonstrates  details  in  eruptions  which  the  naked 
eye  overlooks. 

5.  Don't  lose  sight  of  the  value  of  the  microscope  when  there  is  any 
suspicion  of  parasitic  disease. 

6.  Don't  forget  that  syphilis  is  a  great  imitator  of  many  diseases, 
and  in  most  dermatological  statistics  forms  about  one-tenth  of  the  cases. 

7.  Don't  exclude  syphilis  simply  because  cf  the  absence  of  a  vene- 
real history,. if  the  character  of  the  eruption,  the  history  and  other  symp- 
toms corroborate  it. 

3.  Don't  ignore  the  fact  of  the  relative  frequency  of  "syphilis  in  the 
innocent,"  and  don't  fail  to  search  for  the  present  or  past  point  of  entrance 
of  the  poison  by  means  of  an  extra-genital  chancre,  when  other  explana- 
tion is  absent. 

9.  Don't  overlook  marital  infection  or  hereditary  acquiiement  of 
syphilis,  although  the  latter  seems  to  be  much  less  frequent  than  in  years 
past. 

10.  Don't  forget,  while  studying  the  eruption,  that  the  patient  com- 
monly requires  to  be  studied  also,  to  enable  him  to  understand  the  proper 
basis  for  treatment. 

11.  Don't  forget  that  to  have  a  healthy  skin  the  body  must  be 
healthy,  and  all  the  organs  perform  their  functions  in  a  proper  manner. 

12.  Don't  forget  that  the  urine  affords  an  index  as  to  how  the 
metabolic  processes  are  performed;  also  that  while  there  may  be  no 
albumin,  casts,  or  sugar  found  in  it,  its  chemical  constitution  may  fa|eia^.:. 
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from    cormsl   and   indicate    great    metabolic    errors    which    should    be 
corrected. 

13.  Don't  forget  that  the  diet  and  hygiene  may  play  a  very  impor- 
tant part,  as  contributory  causes  at  least,  in  many  eruptions,  and  that 
when  faulty  treatment  may  be  unsatisfactory. 

14.  Don't  imagine  that  arsenic  is  a  panacea  for  diseases  of  the  skin; 
experience  has  shown  that  it  has  relatively  little  if  any  effect  on  most 
eruptions,  although  when  combined  with  other  remedies  it  often  does 
much  good. 

15.  Don't  simply  give  iodide  of  potassium  when  in  doubt,  or  when  a 
syphilitic  nature  is  possible;  if  the  eruption  is  due  to  syphilis  it  should  be 
so  diagnosticated  and  efficiently  treated  with  mercury  also,  even  to  the 
end. 

16.  Don't  fail  in  your  duty  to  syphilitics,  both  in  guarding  against 
the  infection  of  others  and  also  in  securing  for  them  effective  treatment, 
sufficiently  prolonged,  to  e:uard  them  against  the  serious  possibilities  of 
neglected  syphilis. 

17.  Don't  attempt  too  much  local  treatment  in  any  of  the  lesions  of 
syphilis;  if  the  disease  itself  is  efficiently  treated^ constitutionally,  there  is 
very  little  need  of  other  than  the  simplest  local  measures. 

18.  Don't  forget  that  much  distress,  and  often  harm,  is  caused  by 
too  stimulating  and  irritating  applications,  and  that  the  skin  is  a  delicate 
organ,  when  the  epidermis  has  been  removed  or  profoundly  altered  by 
accident  or  disease. 

19.  Don't  suppose  that  any  of  the  nostrums  advertised  for  commer- 
cial advantage  can  have  virtues  above  the  remedies  known  to  the  pro- 
fession, and  do  not  employ  them,  as  is  often  done,  simply  as  a  ready- 
made  article  of  hoped-for  value;  whatever  is  known  to  be  of  value  should, 
of  course,  be  used  by  the  profession. 

20.  Don't  try  to  have  too  many  remedies  or  combinations  of  reme- 
dies; it  is  better  to  have  a  few  well-known  tools  than  a  vast  number  with

Dear  Sir;  Enclosed  please  find  the  report  of  the  Chemical  Analysis 
made  by  me  and  of  physiologic  experiments  conducted  by  me  upon 
"Meatox,"  a  food  product  recently  introduced  by  Mr.  Charles  Marchand, 
the  well-known  New  York  chemist.  "Meatox,"  as  will  be  seen  from 
below  given  findings,  is  in  a  class  by  itself.  It  can  hardly  be  called  a 
"meat  extract"  in  the  ordinal y  sense  of  the  word,  as  it  represents  more 
food-value  than  any  of  these.  The  findings  given  below  speak  fdr  them- 
selves.

Analysis  of  Meatox.

Physiological  Experiments  on  Meatox. 

Meatox  is  a  pale  yellow,  granular  powder,  having  the  odor  apd  taste 
of  celery,  with  which  it  is  flavored. 

Its  composition,  according  to  my  analysis  of  March  28,  1907,  is  as 
folio  ns :  73.54  per  cent,  of  proteids,  4.5  per  cent  of  salts,  and  12  per  cent, 
of  fats. 

It  does  not  dissolve  in  cold  water,  but  imparts  to  the  water  an  opaque 
color.  When  applied  in  a  solution  to  the  frog's  heart  it  increases  the 
rapidity  of  the  beat  for  a  short  time,  then  makes  the  beat  stronger. 

The  effect  on  blood-pressure  in  the  human  subject  was  noted.  A 
man  was  fed  on  Meatox,  bread  and  butter,  water,  a  little  hot  tea,  without 
milk,  and  fruits  and  berries  with  a  little  sugar  for  ten  days.  Blood- 
pressure  was  estimated  with  a  Rivi-Roccispbygmomaaometer,  the  systolic 
pressure  being  only  recorded.  Before  starting  in  on  the  Meatox  diet,  the 
radial  systolic  pressure  was  115  millimeters  of  mercury,  while  at  the  close 
of  the  diet  the  radial  systolic  pressure  was  118  millimeters   of  mercury. 

The  blood-pressure  on  a  rabbit  was  taken  and  confirmed  the  rise  of 
pressure.  The  rabbit  was  carefully  etherized  and  a  cannula  placed  in  the 
left  carotid  artery,  which  was  attached  to  a  Ludwig's  mercury  manometer, 
and  records  of  the  various  changes  in  the  pressure  were  noted  on  a 
smoked  drum  of  a  Ludwig's  kymograph. 

One  decigram  of  Meatox  was  macerated  thoroughly  with  about  1 
drachm  of  warm  water  and  then  filtered  through  glass  wool;  a  few 
drops  of  warm  water  was  added  to  wash  out  that  which  might  remain 
in  the  filter  and  to  make  up  the  desired  quantity. 

The  solution  of  filtered  Meatox  was  injected  into   the  right   external

The  effect  of  Meatox  was  tried  on  intestinal  peristalsis.  The  effect 
was  studied  after  the  method  of  Professor  Magnus,  of  Heidelberg.  A 
piece  of  the  small  intestines  of  about  10  centimeters  in  length  was  taken 
from  a  rabbit.  This  was  placed  vertically  in  a  glass  containing  about  225' 
cubic  centimeters  of  a  modified  Ringer  fluid  kept  to  the  temperature  of 
37.5°  C.  One  end  of  the  intestine  was  attached  to  an  L-shaped  glass  rod 
by  means  of  an  S-shaped  pin  book,  and  the  other  end  to  a  Porter's 
heart  lever  slightly  weighted. 

Oxygen  was  allowed  to  pass  through  the  solution  all  the  time.  Be- 
fore the  Meatox  was  added  contractions  were  recorded,  to  get  about  as 
near  normal  contractions  as  possible.  About  2  decigrams  of  Meatox 
were  then  added,  and  it  was  noted  that  the  tonus  o(  the  contractions  in- 
creased but  the  frequency  remained  about  the  same  (Plate  6.)  When 
larger  doses  of  Meatox  were  added  to  the  intestine  the  frequency  be- 
came a  little  slower,  but  the  tonus  and  force  of  contractions  increased 
quite  markedly. 

The  effect  on  voluntary  muscles  was  studied  by  soaking  the  gas- 
trocnemius muscle  of  a  frog  in  a  watery  solution  of  Meatox.  The 
muscles  were  allowed  to  soak  iu  this  for  various  lengths  of  time,  ten 
(Plate  7)  or  fifteen  minutes  being  the  usual  periods  (Plate  8). 

The  recording  of  the  effect  of  a  maximal  break  electric  shock  was 
noted  on  a  smoked  drum  by  means  of  a  Porter's  muscle  lever  and  moist 
chamber.  The  muscles  contracted  very  rapidly.  Both  the  systole  and 
diastole  were  very  rapid,  and  when  a  strong  tetanizing  current  was  added  . 
it  was  noticed  that  the  contractions  became  stronger  after  the  current  was 
on  for  a  few  seconds.  Return  to  the  normal  was  gradual.  From  this 
it  appears  to  assist  In  muscular  contraction. 

The  above  deductions  convince  that  Meatox  as  a  concentrated  food. 
is  an  easily  digested,  assimilated,  and  sustaining  condiment.  It  is  the 
first  in  the  field  of  foods  as  a  true,  highly -organized  proteid  food.  Ac-
